And  it  appearing  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials that  nine  Subordinate  Chapters  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  »Star,  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  were  present  by  their 
delegates  and  representatives,  Bro.  John  Leach,  D.  S.  G.  P., 
proclaimed  the  convention  open  and  ready  for  the  dispatch 
of  business. 

Bro.  John  Leach  then  read  and  submitted  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions  : 

Whereas,  There  has  been  a  number  of  Chapters  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  the  Adoptive  Rite  of  Masonry 
organized,  chartered  and  working  under  the  authority  of  the 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  State  of  Indiana;  and 
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Whereas,  The  time  having  fully  come,  in  the  opinion  of 
said  Subordinate  Chapters,  for  the  organization  of  a  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  Order  for  the  State  of  Indiana,  in  pursuance 
of  their  inherent  right  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  of  the 
parent  organization,  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  aforesaid  ; 
and 

Whereas,  Seven  Chapters  have  made  the  requisite  demand, 
on  what  they  deem  good  and  sufficient  reasons  for  a  convention 
of  the  several  Chapters  of  the  Order  in  this  State,  upon 
which  the  D.  S.  G.  P.  issued  a  call  for  the  assembling  of  this 
convention,  which  said  demand  and  call  more  fully  appear  in 
the  proceedings  of  this  convention;  and 

Whereas,  Such  an  organization  is  deemed  of  importance 
to  bring  about  a  closer  bond  of  union  among  the  several 
Chapters  in  this  State  by  bringing  together  annually  the  legal 
representatives  thereof,  and  for  a  better  and  more  thorough 
discipHne,  and  easy  and  speedy  communication  between  the 
several  Chapters  and  their  head  or  sovereign;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  of  delegates,  representing 
the  several  Subordinate  Chapters  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  within  the  State  of  Indiana,  here  assembled,  do  now 
constitute,  and  declare  themselves  to  be  a  legally  constituted 
Grand  Body  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  the  Adopt- 
ive Rite  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  to  be  known  and  styled 
The  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  for  the 
State  of  Indiana,  with  all  and  singular  the  powers,  rights, 
privileges  and  prerogatives  usually  exercised  by  such  Grand 
Bodies. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Chapter  hereby  organized  and 
estabUshed,  proceed  to  elect  the  following  Grand  Officers  : 
Grand  Worthy  Patron,  Grand  Associate  Patron,  Grand  Worthy 
Matron,  Grand  Associate  Matron,  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand 
Secretary;  and  that  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron  elect  be  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  appoint  the  following  officers  : 
Grand  Conductress,  Grand  Associate  Conductress,  Grand 
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Chaplain,  Grand  Lecturer,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Warder 
and  Grand  Sentinel ;  the  G.  W.  P.,  G.  A.  P.,  G.  Sec,  G.  L. 
and  G.  M.  to  be  Brothers.;  the  G.  Chaplain  and  G.  Sentinel, 
to  be  Sisters  or  Brothers— all  the  other  officers  to  be  Sisters; 
the  same  be  installed  and  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
or  appointed,  qualified  and  installed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Patron  elect  shall  install  all  the 
officers,  elected  and  appointed,  and  that  he  be  installed  by 
one  of  the  Past  Deputy  Supreme  Grand  Patrons;  after  which 
he  shall  proclaim  the  Grand  Chapter  duly  constituted  and 
officers  installed  in  due  form,  and  that  the  same  is  open  and 
ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Chapters  nov^  existing  shall  re- 
ceive charters  from  this  Grand  Chapter  free  from  any  charge 
(except  actual  expenses),  their  number  to  be  governed  by  the 
date  of  their  organization. 

Which  were,  upon  motion,  unanimously  adopted. 

Bro.  James  A.  Thompson  moved  that  the  Grand  Chapter 
now  proceed  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  which  motion 
prevailed. 

And,  on  motion  of  Bro.  James  Crooks,  it  was  ordered  that 
a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  make  nominations  for 
the  several  elective  offices. 

Whereupon  the  presiding  officer  appointed  the  following 
committee  on  nomination  of  officers  :  Bros.  James  Crooks, 
James  A.  Thompson,  and  Sister  Mary  Johnston. 

Bro.  James  Crooks  submitted  the  following  as  the  report 
of  the  special  committee  on  nominations  : 

We,  your  committee  on  nomination  of  elective  Grand  Offi- 
cers, would  respectfully  recommend  the  nomination  of  the 
following  persons  to  the  several  offices  herein  named,  viz:

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged, 
and  upon  further  motion  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
adopted  and  the  several  persons  therein  named  elected  to  the 
several  offices  for  which  they  were  respectively  nommated. 

Bro.  Leach,  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron  elect,  appointed  the 
following  officers,  to-wit  :

Bro  John  Leach  then  read  and  submitted  for  adoption  a 
form  of  constitution,  by-laws  and  regulations,  compiled  and 
prepared  by  himself,  for  the  government  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter  and  its  Subordinates. 

Which,  upon  motion  of  Bro.  Thompson,  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  following  special  committee  on  constitution 
and  by-laws:  Bros.  James  S.  Nutt,  James  A.  Thompson. 
Consider  Tinkler,  Tames  S.  Crooks,  and  Sister  Adaline  Peck, 
Bro.  James  S.  Nutt,  on  behalf  of  Minerva  Chapter,  ten- 
dered to  the  Grand  Chapter  thfe  hospitality  of  the  city  ot 
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Greencastle,  and  invited  it  to  hold  its  next  annual  session  at 
that  place. 

Sister  W.  H.  Comstock,  on  behalf  of  Hope  Chapter,  ex- 
tended the  same  courtesy  for  the  city  of  LaFayette,  and  cor- 
dially invited  the  Grand  Chapter  to  appoint  its  next  annual 
meeting  for  that  city. 

On  motion  of  Sister  Mary  Johnston,  it  w^as 

Resolved^  That  this  Grand  Chapter  accept  the  invitation 
of  Minerva  Chapter,  and  hold  its  next  annual  meeting  at 
Greencastle. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Grand  Chapter, 
at  6  o'clock  p.  M.,  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment  until 
7.30  O'clock  p.  M. 


Wednesday,  May  6,  7.30  p.  m. 

The  Grand  Chapter  convened  and  v^as  called  from  refresh- 
ment to  labor. 

Bro.  Nutt  presented  a  report  from  the  committee  on  con- 
stitution and  by-laws,  proposing  numerous  changes  and 
amendments,  and  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  consti- 
tution, laws  and  regulations  as  amended. 

Which,  on  motion  of  Bro.  Engle,  was  amended  in  a  few 
other  items,  when  they  were  read  and  adopted  by  sections. 

On  motion  of  Sister  W.  H.  Comstock,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  constitution  just  adopted  by  sections  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  ordained,  established  and  promulgated 
as  the  source  of  power  and  fundamental  law  governing  the 
Grand  and  Subordinate  Chapters  of  and  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  State  of  Indiana. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


SUPEEME  GR.  CHAPTER  UNITED  STATES, 

ORDER  OF  THE  EASTERN  STAR. 


PREAMBLE 

-To  give  cosmopolitan  extension  and  practical  uniformity,  to 
that  branch  of  the  Adoptive  Rite  which  is  embodied  under 
the  title  of  the  Eastern  Star  ;  to  redeem  it  from  the  hands  of 
empirics  and  irresponsible  persons  ;  and  that  its  scriptural 
and  traditional  landmarks  may  be  rendered  more  attractive 
and  better  understood  ;  the  Chapter  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  is  hereby  estabUshed  under  the  following  constitution  : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — Primary  Source  of  Government. 

Section  i.  The  primary  source  of  government  of  the  Chap- 
ter Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  rests  in  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  United  States,  whose  times  and  place  of  meet- 
ings are  regulated  at  the  Grand  Assemblages. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  2.  The  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  shall 
occur  triennially,  on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  at  such 
place  as  may  be  designated  at  a  previous  meeting.  At  such 
meeting  all  the  aff'airs  of  the  Adoptive  Rite  shall  be  regulated, 
its  rituals  revised  whenever  experience  renders  it  expedient, 
its  officers  elected  and  installed,  and  measures  taken  suitable 
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to  the  dignity  and  importance  of  the  Order,  for  its  dissemi- 
nation into  all  parts  of  the  country. 

Article  ll.—S^ate  Grand  Chapters. 
Sec.  5.  In  each  State  jurisdiction,  when  not  less  than  five 
Chapters  are  regularly  at  work,  a  Grand  Chapter  may  be 
organized  by  the  concurrence  of  the  representations  of  five 

such  Chapters  of  the  Order. 

^  *  *  * 

Sec.  10.  The  rituals  to  be  used  under  authority  of  the  Su. 
preme  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  those  now  in  use,  prepared 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Secretary,  and 
no  changes,  additions  or  emendations  shall  be  made,  except 
by  the  direct  authority  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  in 
regular  convention  assembled. 

charters,  rituals,  etc. 

Sec.  II.  Charters  shall  be  issued,  rituals  distributed,  and 
the  general  direction  of  the  Order  exercised,  during  the  re- 
cess of  the  assemblages  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  by 
order  of  the  M.  E.  Grand  Patron,  through  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary.

PREAMBLE. 
Whereas,  Every  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star,  when  legally  organized  by  a  convention  of  del- 
egates from  not  less  than  five  Subordinate  Chapters  w,th,n 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  State,  regularly  assembled,  posses- 
sesthe  inherent  power  to  form  a  constitution  as  the  funda- 
mental law  of  its  perpetual  action,  and  to  enact  such  rules, 
Zrl  time  to  time,  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  for  its  own  gov- 
ernment, and  to  make  such  rules  and  prescribe  such  regula- 
tions for  establishing  Subordinate  Chapters  as  wiU  insure  the 
prosperity  thereof,  and  promote  the  genera^  good  of  the  Or- 
der, always  keeping  the  landmarks  of  the  Order  inviolate. 

THE  LANDMARKS. 

1  The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  the  basis  of  the  five 
degrees  of  the  Adoptive  Rite  ;  the  name  and  character  of  the 
Rite  are  unchangeable.  i  j 

2  Its  lessons  are  scriptural ;  its  teachings  are  moral  and  its 

'YZZXs^  ^ased  upon  the  honor  of  those  who 
obtain  its  ceremonies  and  privileges.  The  b-ding  force  of 
these  obligations  are  founded  upon  the  pnnciple  that  what- 
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ever  benefits  are  due  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity  to  the  wives, 
mothers,  sisters,  daughters  and  widows  of  Master  Masons  ; 
corresponding  benefits  are  due  to  the  brotherhood. 

4.  A  behef  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  wiio  will 
sooner  or  later  punish  the  wilful  violation  of  a  solemn  pledge. 

5.  The  modes  of  recognition,  which  are  the  peculiar  secrets 
of  the  Rite,  can  not,  without  destroying  the  formation  of  the 
system,  be  changed. 

6.  That  a  covenant  of  secresy,  voluntarily  assumed,  is  per- 
petual ;  from  the  force  of  such  obliigation  there  is  no  possi- 
bility of  release. 

7.  The  control  of  the  Rite  lies  first,  in  a  central  head  for  the 
United  States,  styled  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  ;  second, 
in  an  established  organization  within  the  Hmits  of  this  State, 
styled  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
for  the  State  of  Indiana. 

8.  That  the  ballot  for  candidates  and  membership  be  unan- 
imous, and  is  to  be  kept  inviolably  secret  ;  no  one  can  reveal 
their  vote  without  being  guilty  of  an  offense,  and  subject  to 
trial  and  expulsion. 

9.  The  right  of  every  Chapter  to  be  the  judge  of  who  shall 
be  admitted  to  its  membership,  and  to  select  its  own  officers; 
but  in  no  9ase  can  the  ceremonies  of  the  initiation  into  the 
order  be  conferred  unless  a  Master  Mason  in  good  standing 
in  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  presides. 

10.  Every  member  is  amenable  to  the  laws  and  regulations 
of  the  Order,  and  may  be  tried  for  offenses,  though  she  may 
permanently  or  temporarily  reside  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
another  Chapter. 

11.  The  right  of  every  member  to  a  fair  and  impartial  trial, 
and  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  their  associates  in  Chapter 
convened,  to  the  Grand  Chapter  or  to  the  Grand  Patron  shall 
not  be  denied. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  prerogative  of  the  Grand  Patron  and 
Grand  Matron  to  preside  in  any  Subordinate  Chapter  which 
they  may  visit. 
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13.  That  every  Chapter  has  the  right  to  dispense  the  Ught 
of  the  Adoptive  Rite,  and  administer  its  own  private  affairs. 

14.  Every  Chapter  must  select  and  install  its  own  officers 
annually,  the  Grand  Patron,  his  deputy,  or  the  Grand  Asso- 
ciate Patron  if  present,  or  a  retiring  or  past  Patron,  shall 
perform  the  installation  ceremonies. 

15.  The  right  of  every  bona  fide  member  to  sit  in  any  reg- 
ular Chapter,  except  when  such  visitor  is  likely  to  disturb  the 
harmony  or  interrupt  the  progress  or  business  of  the  Chapter 
he  or  she  proposes  to  visit. 

16.  Master  Masons,  when  admitted  to  membership,  shall 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Chapter  when  con- 
vened, except  that  of  balloting  for  candidates  for  member- 
ship and  voting  for  officers.' 

In  accordance  with  the  principles  enumerated  in  the  fore- 
going Preamble  and  Landmarks,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  vStar  for  the  State  of  Indiana  does  hereby 
ordain,  establish  and  promulgate  the  following  constitution, 
for  its  government,  and  the  following  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Subordinate  Chapters  under  its  jurisdiction. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — Style  and  Title.

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Chapter  shall  consist  of  a  Grand  Wor- 
thy Patron,  Grand  Associate  Patron,  Grand  Worthy  Matron, 
Grand  Associate  Matron,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer, 
Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Lecturer,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Con-

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ductress,  Grand  Associate  Conductress,  Grand  Warder  and 
Grand  Sentinel;  together  .vith  the  patrons,  — ^ 
sociate  matrons,  (or  their  proxies  '^'^S^'^fly  appointed),  of  aU 
he  Subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  whose  official 
shall  be  du^  certified  to  the  Grand  Chapter  by  the 
several  secretaries  of  their  said  respective  Chapters  ,  and 
such  Past  Grand  Patrons  and  Past  Grand  Matrons  as  shall 
rlain  members  in   good  standing  of  some  Subordinate 
Chapter  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.    All  the  above  named 
office  s  shall  be  females  except  the  Grand  Patron  Grand 
Assoc  ate  Patron,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Lecturer  and  Grand 
Marshal ;  Provided  the  Grand  Chaplain  and  Grand  Sentinel 
may  be  either  male  or  female.

The  foregoing  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Officers  and 
Debates  only,  !hall  be  entitled  to  vote  and  take  part  ,n  the 
pro  e^edings  o'f  this  Grand  Chapter  ;  and  they  shall  have  but 
^ne  vote  each  on  any  question,  (except  the  P-ding  °^ce  ), 
who,  in  case  of  a  tie,  may  give  the  casting  vote.  ^^oM, 
Aat  any  member  may  call  for  a  vote  by  Chapters,  when  each 
Chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  three  votes,  which  may  be  cast 
by  one  or  more  of  its  representatives. 

(QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  OFFICE.

ter  of  the  Rite. 
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POWERS. 

Sec.  4.  This  Grand  Chapter  being  Supreme  in  all  matters 
appertaining  to  its  internal  affairs,  has  the  sole  right  to  super- 
intend and  govern  all  Chapters  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  within  its  jurisdiction  ;  which  said  jurisdiction  is  coex- 
tensive with  the  geographical  Umits  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 
It  has  power  to  grant  warrants  or  charters  for  forming  and 
holding  new  Chapters  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and  to  extend  or 
revoke  the  same  ;  to  enact  rules  and  regulations,  issue  edicts, 
and  to  amend  or  repeal  the  same  ;  to  try,  discipline,  censure, 
suspend  or  annul  Chapters  for  wilful  violation  or  infringe- 
ment of  the  landmarks,  constitution,  regulations  or  edicts  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  ;  to  decide  all  appeals  from  Subordinate 
Chapters,  their  officers,  or  the  officers  and  committees  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  ;  to  exercise  all  the  rights  of  soverenity  within 
the  hmit  of  its  jurisdiction,  subject  to  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  all  powers  not  specially 
delegated  to  Subordinant  Chapters,  are  inherent  in  and  sur- 
vive to  this  Grand  Chapter. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  one  regular  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  in  each  year,  which  shall  be  on  the  Wednesday  fol- 
lowing the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  at  such  place  as  shall  be 
agreed  upon  from  time  to  time,  beginning  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 
of  said  day.  Special  meetings  may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand 
Patron,  or  in  his  absence  or  disability,  by  the  Grand  Associate 
Patron  or  Grand  Matron,  at  such  time  and  place  as  in  his  or 
their  opinion,  the  interest  of  the  Order  require.  Provided, 
that  every  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction  shall  be  notified  at  least 
twenty  days  previous  to  such  called  meeting,  and  no  business 
except  that  specified  in  the  call  can  be  transacted  at  such 
special  meeting. 

QJJORUM    FOR  BUSINESS. 

Sec.  6.     Representatives  of  five  Subordinate  Chapters 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  or  their  prox- 
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ies,  regularly  appointed,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  , 

REPRESENTATIVES  AND  PROXIES. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Patrons,  Matrons  and  As- 
sociate Matrons  of  Subordinate  Chapters  to  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Grand  Capter  as  the  representatives  of  their  re- 
spective Chapters,  and  as  such,  they  shall  present  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  a  certificate  from  the  Secretary,  autenticated 
by  the  seal  of  their  respective  Chapters  of  their  election  and 
installation  into  office.  A  proxy  may  be  appointed,  to  repre- 
sent the  Chapter,  by  either  or  all  of  the  legal  delegates,  but 
such  proxy  must  be  a  member  of  the  Chapter  he  or  she  rep- 
resents, and  must  present  the  certificate  of  the  legal  delegate, 
together  with  an  appointment  in  writing  as  such  proxy, 
signed  by  said  delegate. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS. 

GRAND  PATRON. 

Sec.  8.    The  Grand  Patron  shall  preside  at  the  meetings 
'of  the  Grand  Chapter,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
specially  appointed  ;  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Order  are  strictly  enforced,  and  that  the  officers  faithfully  per- 
form their  respective  duties.    He  has  the  power  to  convene  a 
Chapter  within  this  jurisdictson;  to  preside  therein;  to  inspect 
the  proceedings,  and  require  their  conformity  to  the  laws  of  the 
Order  ;  to  suspend  for  good  cause  for  a  limited  period,  or 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  any 
Subordinate  Chapter  :  to  grant  dispensations  for  new  Chap- 
ters on  proper  appHcation.    Provided,  no  new  Chapter  shall 
he  created  unless  located  at  least  ten  miles  distant  from  a  reg- 
ularly organized  Chapter,  except  in  the  larger  cities  of  the 
State,  where  one  or  more  Chapter  smay  be  organized  upon  the 
recommendation  of  all  the  Chapters  organized  in  said  city  prior 
to  said  application  ;  to  require  the  attendance  of,  and  informa 
tion  from,  any  Grand  Officer  respecting  his  office  ;  to  dele- 
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g-^te  authority  to  confer  the  degrees  at  sight  upon  a  sufficient 
number  of  worthy  persons  in  towns  and  cities  where  no 
Chapter  exists,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  new  Chapter  ; 
to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  ;  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  law  or  usage  submitted  to  him,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  until  such  de- 
cisions and  opinions  are  reversed  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  they 
shall  be  in  force  and  held  binding  as  between  the  parties 
thereto;  and  give  such  instructions  and  directions  as  the  good 
of  the  Order  may  require.  During  the  vacation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  shall  exercise  all  its  executive  powers  and  report  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  at  each  annual  session  all  his  official  acts. 

GRAND  ASSOCIATE  PATRON. 

Sec.  9.  The  Grand  Associate  Patron  shall  assist  the  Grand 
Patron  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  be  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  Grand  Patron  and  Grand  Chapter,  and  in  case  of  the 
death,  absence  or  inabihty  of  the  Grand  Patron,  he  shall  as 
sume  his  powers  and  prerogatives,  and  discharge  his  duties. 

GRAND  MATRON. 

Sec.  10.  The  Grand  Matron  shall  be  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  her  superior  officers,  and  in  their 
absence,  death  or  inabihty,  she  shall  act  for  them,  and  dis- 
charge their  duties.  She  shall  open  and  close  the  Grand 
Chapter  when  present,  and  perform  the  ceremonies  and  du- 
ties appropriate  to  her  office, 

GRAND   ASSOCIATE  MATRON. 

Sec.  II.  In  the  absence,  death  or  disability  of  the  Grand 
Matron,  the  Grand  Associate  Matron  shall  discharge  her  du- 
ties. She  shall  also  discharge  the  duties  appropriate  to  her 
office.  If  neither  of  the  foregoing  officers  be  present,  then 
the  oldest  Past  Grand  Patron  or  Past  Grand  Matron  present 
shall  open  the  Grand  Chapter  and  preside,  or  in  their  absence 
then  any  Grand  Officer  present  may  open  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  presiding  officer,  who 
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shall  preside  with  full  power  until  regular  officers  are  elected 
and  installed. 

GRAND  SECRETARY. 

Sec  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  ;  to  collect  all  moneys  due  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
pay  the  same  promptly  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  takmg  her 
receipt  for  the  same  ;  to  make  annual  report  in  writmg,  or 
oftener  if  required  by  the  Grand  Patron,  of  the  amount  col- 
lected •  to  execute  such  orders  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
ordered  by  the  Grand  Chapter  or  Grand  Patron,  and  to  de- 
liver to  his  successor  in  office  all  the  books,  papers  and  other 
property  belonging  to  the  Grand  Chapter  in  his  possession. 

GRAND  TREASURER. 

Sec  13  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  passing  through  her  hands;  care- 
fully number  and  file  all  vouchers,  and  annually  (unless  of- 
tener required  by  the  Grand  Patron  or  Grand  Chapter),  make 
out  in  writing  a  full  statement  of  the  same,  together  with  the 
balance  remaining  in  her  hands,  submitting  at  the  same  time 
the  books  and  vouchers  for  examination  to  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  shall  deliver  to  her  successor  in  office  all  books,  vouch- 
ers', papers,  moneys  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  which  may  be  in  her  hands. 

GRAND  LECTURER. 

Sec  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  at- 
tend the  annual  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  exem- 
phfy  the  work,  and  lecture  when  required.  He  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  the  Work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Patron,  receiving  no  compensation  for  his  services  m  the 
Grand  Chapter  except  as  provided  in  Sec.  22,  and  no  com- 
pensation  from  Subordinate  Chapters  except  such  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  him  and  the  Chapters  receiving  his 
services. 
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REMAINING  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  15.  The  remaining  officers  are  to  perform  such  duties 
as  are  appropriate  to  their  several  stations,  or  such  as  may  be 
assigned  them  from  time  to  time  by  the  Grand  Chapter  or 
Grand  Patron. 

ELECTIVE  AND   APPOINTED  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  16.  The  elective  officers  shall  be  Grand  Patron,  Grand 
Associate  Patron,  Grand  Matron,  Grand  Associate  Matron, 
Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer;  who  shall  be  elected 
by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast.  The  appoint^  officers 
shall  be  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Lecturer,  Grand  iviarshal, 
Grand  Conductress,  Associate  Grand  Conductress,  Grand 
Warder,  and  Grand  Sentinel.  All  the  above  named  officers 
shall  be  elected,  appointed  and  installed  annually,  after  the 
regular  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  completed  ;  and 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  are 
elected,  qualified  and  installed. 

DISPENSATIONS  AND  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  17.  During  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the 
Grand  Patron  may  grant  new  Chapters  dispensations,  attested 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Chapter.  Such  dispensations  shall  expire  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  when,  if  their  work 
be  approved,  they  shall  receive  Charters  without  additional 
fee,  except  three  dollars  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  But  no 
•dispensation  nor  charter  shall  be  granted  to  establish  new 
Chapters  until  the  Grand  Patron  or  Grand  Chapter,  through 
him,  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  proposed  officers  are  thoroughly 
qualified  to  discharge  their  duties  properly  and  confer  the  de- 
o-rees  intelliofentlv. 


REVENUE. 


Sec.  18.  The  revenue  of  "the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  de- 
rived from  the  following  sources,  to-wit:    For  every  dispen. 
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sation  granted,  fifteen  dollars;  for  a  copy  of  the  Ritual,  five 
dollars.  Every  Chapter  shall  pay  annually,  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  twenty -five 
cents  for  each  and  every  member  belonging  to  it  at  any  time 
during  the  previous  year,  as  Grand  Chapter  dues;  and  no 
Chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter until  said  dues  are  paid. 

ANNUAL  DUES. 

Sec.  19.  Each  Subordinate  Chapter  shall  make  out  and 
send  to  th#  Grand  Secretary,  at  least  one  month  previous  to 
the  annmal  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  an  abstract  of  its 
proceedings  for  the  previous  year.  This  report  shall  include 
the  names  of  the  officers  elected  and  installed,  the  number 
initiated,  the  number  afliliated,  the  number  remaining  mem- 
bers at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  number  v^ithdrawn,  sus- 
pended, expelled  and  died,  setting  out  the  names  in  each  class 
in  full  in  alphabetical  order,  making  a  distinction  between 
male  and  female  by  the  prefixing  of  the  titles  Bro.  and  Sister 
respectively. 

Sec.  20.  Any  Chapter  failing  to  make  return  and  pay  the 
Grand  Chapter  dues,  as  provided  in  Sees.  18  and  19,  shall  be 
summoned  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  appear  before  the 
Grand  Chapter  at  its  next  suciceeding  annual  meeting,  to  show 
cause  why  its  charter  shall  not  be  arrested,  which  said  sum- 
mons shall  be  served  on  said  Chapter  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  first  day  of  said  annual  meeting,  and  if  sent  by  mail 
thirty  days  prior  to  said  first  day,  and  not  being  returned  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  as  required  on  the  back  of  the  envelope, 
the  same  shall  be  a  sufficient  service;  when,  upon  faihng  to 
appear  or  furnish  satisfactory  reasons  for  said  delinquencies 
the  same  shall  forfeit  and  surrender  its  charter  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

PAY  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS  AND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Sec.  21.  The  Grand  Offiicers  shah  receive  from,  the  funds 
of  the  Grand  Ciiapter,  at  eadi  annual  meeting,  such  sums  as. 
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it  may  appropriate  for  attending  to  the  business  and  meetings 
of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  n. 

SUBORDINATE  CHAPTERS. 

Sec.  22.  Every  Subordinate  Chapter  must  have  a  charter 
from  this  Grand  Chapter  or  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand 
Patron,  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary  under  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Chapter.  And  no  Cliapter  shall  be  legal  or  regular 
without  such  charter  or  dispensation,  and  all  communications 
public  or  private,  by  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  or  the  mem- 
bers thereof,  with  such  illegal  Chapter  formed,  opened  or 
holden,  or  with  any  member  of,  or  person  ir.terested  in,  such, 
illegal  Chapter,  is  hereby  interdicted  and  forbidden. 

OFFICERS   OF   SUBORDIN.VTE  CHAPTERS. 

Sec.  23.  The  elective  officers  of  a  Subordinate  Chapter- 
shall  consist  of  Worthy  Patron,  Worthy  Matron,  Associate 
Matron,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Conductress,  and  Associate 
Conductress,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  the  stated  meeting  next  preceding 
the  27th  day  of  December  (Festival  of  St.  John  the  Evange- 
hst).  The  appointed  officers  shall  consist  of  Warder,  Senti- 
nel, Adah,  Ruth,  Esther,  Martha  and  Electa,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Worthy  Matron  elected.  All  the  above 
named  officers  must  be  installed  prior  to  the  next  meeting. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE. 

Sec.  24.  Vacancies  in  the  elective  offices,  except  Patron, 
Matron  and  Associate  Matron,  may  be  ffiled  by  ballot  at  a 
stated  meeting,  the  members  having  been  summoned  for  that 
purpose.  Vacancies  in'  any  of  the  appointed  offices  may  be 
fflled  by  the  Matron  at  any  stated  meeting.  Vacancies  in  the 
ffi-st  three  offices  can  only  be  ffiled  by  an  election  held  by 
dispensation  of  the  Grand  Patron,  the  members  being  sum- 
moned for  that  purpose;  or  the  Grand  Patron  may  fill  the 
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vacancy  by  appointment  if  he  deem  it  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  Chapter  so  to  do. 

TO   OPEN   A  CHAPTER. 

Sec.  25!  No  Chapter  shall  be  opened  for  the  transaction  of 
any  business  unless  the  charter  and  seven  members  be  pres- 
ent. If  the  first  three  officers  are  necessarily  absent,  any 
Past  Patron,  Matron  or  Associate  Matron  may  open  the 
Chapter  and  preside. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  36.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  a 
Subordinate  Chapter,  within  this  jurisdiction,  by  initiation  or 
affiliation,  but  affiliated  Master  Masons,  their  mothers,  wives, 
sisters,  daughters  and  widows,  (daughters  and  sisters,  if  un- 
married, must  be  eighteen  years  of  age  or  older).  No  per- 
son shall  be  a  member  of  more  than  one  Chapter,  nor  shall 
any  member  be  permitted  to  withdraw  from  a  Chapter  until 
all  dues  and  indebtedness  are  paid  or  remitted  :  Provided, 
that  any  Chapter  may  elect  to  honorary  membership  therein 
any  Deputy  Supreme  Grand  Patrons,  Past  Grand  Officers, 
Deputy  Grand  Patron  or  Matron,  or  affiliated  member  of  any 
other  Chapter. 

INITIATION   FEES   AND   DUES.  ' 

Sec.  27.  No  Chapter  within  this  jurisdiction  shall  confer 
the  degrees  of  the  Eastern  Star  for  a  less  sum  than  one  dol- 
lar, nor  charge  less  than  twenty-five  cenis  for  each  member 
for  Grand  Chapter  dues. 

PETITION  FOR  INITIATION  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  28.  Ah  petitions  for  initiation  or  membership  shaU  be 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  petitioner  and  recommended  by  at 
least  two'' members  of  the  Chapter,  which  petition  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  for  investigation,  and  lay  over  until 
the  next  regular  meeting,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  all 
the  members  present  it  shall  be  declared  a  case  of  emergency, 
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■when  action  may  sooner  be  taken  thereon.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  committee  to  investigate  the  character  and  stand- 
ing of  the  petitioner;  and,  if  a  female,  also  that  of  the  Master 
Mason  through  whom  she  may  be  entitled  to  affiliation  and 
make  report  thereof  in  writing;  and  no  action  shall  betaken 
thereon  until  satisfactory  evidence  be  obtained  of  the  stand- 
ing and  relationship  ^^f  the  candidate.  A  petition  may  be 
wkhdrawn  at  any  time  by  the  petitioner,  or  one  of  those  re- 
commending it,  before  balloting. 

THE  BALLOT. 

Sec.  29.  A  separate  ballot  must  be  taken  on  every  petition 
for  membership  or  the  degrees,  which  must  be  inviolably 
secret,  without  debate,  and  no  inquiry  permitted  or  statement 
made  as  to  the  character  of  any  one's  vote;  one  or  more 
negative  votes  rejects  the  applicant.  Every  member  present 
must  vote. 

Sec.  '^o.  After  an  appKcant  for  initiation  or  membership 
shall  have  been  rejected,  the  petition  may  be  renewed,  and 
must  then  he  over  till  the  next  regular  meeting,  de  novo,  and 
shall  not  be  made  a  case  of  emergency;  and  no  rejected 
apphcant  for  initiation  shall  be  initiated  by  another  Chapter 
in  less  than  three  months  therefrom  without  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  rejecting  Chapter. 

BY-LAWS   AND   LOCAL  REGULATIONS. 

Sec.  31.  Every  Chapter  within  this  jurisdiction  has  an 
inherent  right  to  make  its  own  by-laws  and  local  regulations 
for  its  own  government;  provided,  always,  that  they  are  m 
accordance  with  the  Landmarks  of  the  Order,  and  do  not 
conflict  with  the  Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

QUALIFICATIONS   AND   DUTIES   OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec  32.  The  Patron  must  be  a  member  of  the  Chapter. 
He  shall  have  a^  general  supervision  over  the  affairs  of  the 
Chapter,  advise  with  and  assist  the  officers,  preside 
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ferring  the  degrees;  also  to  preside  Vvhen  invited  to  do  so  by 
the'Worthy  Matron.  The  Matron  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Chapter,  except  when  degrees  are  being  con- 
ferred, see  that  the  Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  gf  the  Order 
are  strictly  observed,  appoint  all  committees,  and  see  that  the 
officers  faithfully  perform  all  their  duties  promptly.  She  may 
call  on  the  Patron  to  preside. 

Sec.  33.  The  Associate  Matron  shall  perform  the  duties 
appertaining  to  her  office,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Matron 
assume  her  position,  prerogatives  and  eiuties. 

Sec.  34-  The  other  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  indi- 
cated by  their  several  titles  and  stations,  and  be  subject  to  the 
order  and  direction  of  the  Chapter  and  their  superior  officers. 

SEAL. 

Sec.  35.  Every  Chapter  shall  have  a  seal  with  the  name^ 
number  and  location  of  the  Chapter,  with  such  other  devices 
as  they  may  think  proper  to  adopt,  engraved  thereon.  And 
no  document  from  any  Chapter  shall  be  accepted  or  deemed 
authentic  without  such  seal  affixed  thereto.  Provided,  that  all 
chapters  now  organized,  and  those  to  be  hereafter  organized,, 
be  allowed  one  year  in  which  to  procure  a  seal. 

JURISDICTION    AND  TRIALS. 

Sec  36.  The  jurisdiction  of  subordinate  Chapters,  for  all 
purposes,  shall  extend  to  a  point  geographically  half  way 
between  them;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every 
Chapter  to  take  cognizance  of  the  conduct  of  every  member 
of  the  Order  within  its  jurisdiction  whether  affiliated  or  not, 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the 
Order  and  maintaining  its  good  name;  and  to  that  end  may 
punish  any  member  of  the  Order  for  any  violation  thereof, 
by  reprimand,  suspension  or  expulsion  from  the  Order,  with 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  In 
case  of  suspension,  a  two-thirds  vote  shall  restore  to  mem- 
bership; but  it  shall  require  a  imanimous  vote  to  reinstate  an 
expelled  member,  and  in  either  case  there  must  be  a  petition 
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properly  signed  and  recommended  and  referred,  and  it  must 
lie  over  until  the  next  stated  meeting,  in  all  respects  as  a 
petition  for  membership. 

Sec.  37.  All  complaints  or  charges  against  a  member  must 
be  in  writing,  setting  out  clearly  the  offense  charged,  with 
definite  specifications,  signed  by  a.  member  of  the  Chapter, 
with  the  witnesses  endorsed  thereon,  and  presented  at  a  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Chapter;  when  a  committee  of  five  shall  be 
appointed  to  take  and  report  the  testimony  pro  and  con  in 
writing.  The  same  rules  and  regulations,  in  regard  to  oftenses 
and  penalties,  trials  and  rules  of  evidence,  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  and  now  in  force  for  the  govern- 
ment of  Subordinate  Lodges  are  hereby  adopted  and  made 
a  part  hereof. 

APPEALS. 

Sec.  38.  Any  member  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of 
the  Chapter  or  the  presiding  ofiicer,  may  appeal  to  the 
Grand  Patron  or  Grand  Chapter  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  decision  or  alleged  grievance,  by  filing  his 
prayer  therefor  in  writing  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter, 
stating  therein  the  error,  decision  or  proceedings  appealed 
from;  when  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  make  out 
a  full,  true  and  complete  copy  of  all  the  proceedings  had  and 
evidence  taken  in  the  case,  and  certify  the  same,  together  with 
a  copy  t)f  the  appeal  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  within  sixty 
days  after  said  application  is  made. 

Sec.  39.  The  Grand  Patron  or  Grand  Chapter,  on  receipt 
of  the  transcript  and  appeal,  shall  proceed  to  examine  the 
same  upon  the  papers  and  evidence  so  transmitted,  and  with- 
out additional  testimony  shall  decide  the  cause  by  confirming 
the  judgment  already  rendered,  or  remanding  the  cause  for  a 
new  trial,  with  instructions  how  to  proceed:  Provided^  that 
an  appeal  will  be  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Patron  to 
the  Grand  Chapter. 
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AMENDMENTS. 

Sec.  40.  All  amendments  to  this  Constitution  must  be 
submitted  in  writing  at  one  annual  meeting,  when  if  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  they  shall  he  over 
until  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  if  adopted  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  it  shall  be  adopted  as  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 

Sister  Liddie  E.  Cook  moved  the  following,  which  was 
carried: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  for  the  State  of  Indiana,  that  for  the  regulation 
iind  government  of  this  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Subordinate 
Chapters  under  its  jurisdiction,  the  following  Regulations, 
Laws  and  By-Laws  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  adopted: 

LOCAL  REGULATIONS. 

1.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  the  Grand 
Patron  shall  take  the  Chair  precisely  at  the  hours  designated 
for  opening,  see  that  the  Grand  Officers  are  at  their  stations, 
fill  vacancies  fro  tern.,  and  cause  the  Grand  Chapter  to  be 
opened  with  full  ceremonies  in  ample  form  by  the 
Grand  Matron,  after  which,  if  there  are  a  constitutional  num- 
ber of  Chapters  represented,  he  shall  proclaim  the  Grand 
Chapter  open  and  ready  for  business. 

2.  After  the  Grand  Chapter  is  opened,  the  officers,  mem- 
bers and  visitors  shall  conduct  themselves  with  that  order 
and  decorum  which  the  dignity  of  the  institution  requires; 
they  shall  pay  due  respect  to  the  presiding  officer  for  the  time 
being,  to  whose  commands  they  shall  be  attentive  and  obedi-* 
ent.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  or  leave  the 
Grand  Chapter  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer. 

n^.  The  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  disposed 
of  viz: 
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1.  Reading  minutes  of  previous  meetings. 

2.  Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Patron. 

3.  Grand  Treasurer's  Report. 

4.  Grand  Secretary's  Report. 

5.  Report  of  Standing  Committees. 

6.  Report  of  Special  Committees.   •  • 

7.  Unfinished  Business. 

8.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

9.  Election  and  Installation  of  Grand  Officers 
10.  Appointment  of  Standing  Con^mittees. 

4.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  presented 
to  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  read  them,  when  upon 
being  duly  seconded,  they  shall  be  submitted  for  the  con- 
sideration and  decision  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

5.  The  Grand  Patron  shall  appoint  from  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  present  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittees: 

1.  On  Credentials  and  Returns. 

2.  On  Finance  and  Ways  and  Means. 

3.  On  Jurisprudence. 

4.  On  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

5.  On  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Regulations. 

6.  On  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

7.  On  Pay  Roll  and  ^Allowances. 

To  consist  of  three  or  more  persons  each;  the  first  named  to 
be  chairman. 

6.  All  business  and  reports  must  be  disposed  of  before  the 
session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  closed,  except  such  as  lie 
over  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

7.  All  communications,  returns,  petitions  and  documents 
presented  shall  be  referred  to  their  appropriate  committee, 
which  shall  report  thereon  before  the  Grand  Chapter  closes. 
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8.  All  reports  of  officers  and  committees  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  signed,  if  by  committees,  by  at  least  a  majority  of  its 
members. 

9.  No  member  shaU  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer  or 
the  Grand  Chapter. 

10.  Anv  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question, 
if  divisible,  and  three  may  demand  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays. 

11.  Xo  motion  or  resolution  involving  the  expenditure  of 
money  (except  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pay-Roil), 
shall  be  passed  until  the  same  shall  have  been  reported  upon 
bv  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

12.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table  ;  to  reconsider  ;  to  refer  to 
committee  :  for  the  order  of  the  day  ;  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion ;  to  call  off:  to  close  ;  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

13.  All  questions  shall  be  moved,  seconded,  and  stated  by 
the  presiding  officer  before  they  shall  be  open  for  debate  or 
action  by  the  Grand  Chapter;  and  in  ffiUng  blanks  the  largest 
sum  or  longest  time  shall  be  first  put.  A  majority  vote  shall 
determine  all  questions  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

14.  A  member  persisting  in  the  violation  of  these  Rules  of 
Order  after  being  called  to  order  by  the  presiding  officer  may 
be  reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled  from  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter at  its  discretion. 

15.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  usage,  as  expounded  in 
Cushing's  Manual,  not  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, are  hereby  adopted  and  niade  a  part  hereof. 

16.  These  regulations  shall  not  be  suspended  except  by 
unanimous  consent,  but  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Chapter  by  a  two-thirds  vote  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  John  Leach,  the  motion  fixing  Green- 
castle  as  the  place  for  the  next  Annual  Commiunication  was 
reconsidered,  and  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  vras 
adopted  : 

Whereas,  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  courtesy  ex- 
tended in  the  invitation  to  hold  the  next  annual  session  of  the 
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Grand  Chapter  at  Greencastle  ;  and  it  would  be  the  pleasure 
<of  the  delegates  here  assembled  to  accept  the  hospitality  so 
•generously  offered  ;  yet  it  appearing  that  Lafayette  is  more 
central  and  conveniently  located  with  reference  to  the  Sub- 
ordmate  Chapters  already  constituted  ;  and  that  the  meeting 
;at  the  latter  place  would  be  attended  with  less  expense  to  the 
•several  delegates,  and  would  therefore  be  better  attended  ; 
therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  be  held  in  the  city  of  Lafayette,  Indiana. 

On  motion  of  Sister  Mary  Sherburn,  the  Grand  Patron 
teleet  proceeded  to  install  the  officers  elect  and  appointed,  as- 
isisted  by  Bros.  W.  D.  Engle,  Grand  Marshal /rt?  tern,  as  mas- 
ter of  ceremonies.

Chapters  present,  by  their  delegates,  the  Grand  Patron  pro- 
claimed the  Grand  Chapter  duly  opened  for  the  transaction 
of  business;  when  the  following  deliberations  were  had  and 
orders  made:

The  Grand  Patron  read  and  submitted  his  annual  address 
and  report: 
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ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRAND  PATRON. 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  of  Adoptive  Masonry  of  Indiana: 
Through  the  blessings  of  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Uni- 
verse we  are  permitted  to  meet  in  this,  the  first  annual  meet- 
ing of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  we  should  render  thanks- 
;giving  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  prosperity  that  lias  at- 
tended the  Order,  and  the  peace  and  harmony  that  prevails  in 
most  if  not  all  the  Subordinate  Chapters  throughout  our  juris- 
diction, which  speaks  much,  considering  the  opposition  with 
which  the  Order  has  had  to  contend. 

In  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  it  becomes  our  duty  to  render  an  account  of 
our  official  conduct  during  the  past  year. 

But  first  let  me  say,  that  severe  and  continued  family  and 
personal  affliction  has  prevented  me  from  giving  that  atten- 
tion to  visiting  Subordinates,  and  in  other  ways  laboring  to 
advance  the  Order,  that  I  would  otherwise  have  done  with 
pleasure. 

I  have  written  in  all  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  letters,  in 
answer  to  letters  of  inquiry  from  parties  in  different  parts  of 
the  State,  in  some  cases  as  many  as  four  letters  to  the  same 
party,  in  nearly  all  of  which  I  have  written  out  full  instruc- 
tions in  regard  to  what  would  be  required  in  organizing  new 
Chapters. 

The  extraordinary  severity  of  the  winter,  general  sickness, 
and  the  unprecedented  stringency  in  money  matters  has  retard- 
ed the  organization  of  new  Chapters  very  much. 

And  it  need  not  be  disguised  that  the  hue  and  cry  of  many, 
about  money  being  at  the  bottom  with  all  the  prominent  men 
who  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  organizing  Chapters  of 
the  Order  has  had  its  influence  in  retarding  the  progress  of 
the  Order.  The  charge  is  based  in  part  upon  the  fact,  that  the 
degrees  were  first  conferred  by  those  who  told  us  they  should 
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^\yN2c^^h(i  gratuitous  to  the  ladies,  and  that  was  asserted  .as 
one  of  the  landmarks,  which  should  be  the  case,  when  the 
degrees  are  given  indiscriminately  and  by  communication, 
as  they  cannot  by  possibihty  be  of  any  advantage  to  any  one 
when  given  in  that  way.    Now  it  needs  the  drama  of  the 
work  to  make  the  degrees,  with  their  beautiful  symbols  and 
lectures,  what  they  should  be,  Hmpressive  andlastingP  And 
to  keep'the  mind  stirred  up  and  the  memory  retentive,  and 
maintain  a  proper  distinction  between  those  who  have  them 
and  those  who  have  them  not,  and  preserve  that  union  in 
which  is  strength,  should  be  our  aim;  and  there  can  be  no 
bond  of  union  in  the  performance  of  those   duties   and  re> 
sponsibilities  growing  out  of  any  mutual  obligations,  such  as 
we  all  take,  without  an  organization  embracing  all  who  have 
taken  such  vows;  also  embracing  such  laws  as  grow  out  of 
these  obUgations.    Without  it  no  proper  discipline  protect- 
ing the  Order  from  imposition,  by  having  improper  persons 
claiming  recognition,  who  are  grossly  violating  then'  sacred 
obUgations,  can  be  maintained.    And  no  organization  can  be 
maintained  without  money.     Again,  those  who  traveled  and 
conferred  the  degrees  by  communication  formally,  while 
they  did  not  receive  any  compensation  directly,  yet  they  did 
receive  compensation  indirectly,  and  that  liberally  in  many 

cases.  1      •  J- 

Now  there  is  no  law,  human  or  divine,  which  with  a  judi- 
cious moral  construction,  can  make  it  wrong  or  even  im- 
proper for  any  man  or  woman  to  receive  a  proper  remunera- 
tion for  services  rendered,  where  such  service  tends  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  and  increase  the  happiness  of  those  receiv- 
ing the  service. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  note,  that  all  pubHc  benefactors  are 
usually  poor.  No  man  has  ever  started  out  in  the  world 
poor,  who  has  given  his  undivided  time  in  working  for 
humanity  in  any  way,  that  has  ever  made  more  than  a  bare 
scanty  living,  when  his  income  depended  upon  the  voluntary 
contributions  of  those  who  received  his  service. 
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Men  who  start  out  to  make  money  do  not  have  time  to  do 
anything  that  don't  pay,  that  is  the  rule  and  the  exceptions 

are  rare.  .  ^         .  ^ 

Hence,  many  parties  that  apply  for  mformation  as  to  the 
way  they  are  to  proceed  to  organize  new  Chapters,  when 
they  are  told  what  it  will  cost  for  the  privilege  to  work  and 
help  keep  up  the  Grand  Chapter,  draw  back  in  holy  horror, 
and  we  hear  nothing  further  from  them. 

The  manner  of  introducing  the  degrees  at  first,  and  the 
loose  way  of  communicating  them,  was  a  fatal  error,  the 
effect  of  which  we  shall  feel  sometime;  and  many  ladies 
who  received  them  in  that  way,  when  they  found  that  they 
were  conferred  without  any  regard  to  moral  qualifications, 
were  not  favorably  impressed,  and  many  such  look  with  dis- 
favor upon  our  Organization,  and  feel  as  an  intelligent  lady 
said  not  long  since.  Said  she :  "We  have  been  hoaxed  once  here, 
and  I  am  not  disposed  to  be  hoaxed  again."  It  will  take  time 
to  outlive  all  these  things,  but  it  can  be  done,  '  and  will  be 
done,  if  we  are  faithful  to  our  obligations,  forbearing  one 
another,  loving  one  another,  forgiving  one  another,  and  do 
not  go  to  fighting  and  devouring  one  another. 

SUBORDINATE  CHAPTERS. 

Colfax  Chapter.  The  organization  of  this  Chapter  was 
commenced  under  a  charter  granted  from  New  York,  some 
two  weeks  before  the  Grand  Chapter  was  organized,  for 
which  they  had  paid,  hence  they  w-ere  entitled  to  a  dispen- 
sation and  charter  from  this  Grand  Chapter,  by  special  edict 
in  such  cases  provided.  The  organization  was  completed  June 
20th,  A.  D.  1874,  A.  O.  94,  at  Colfax,  CUnton  County, 
/  Indiana. 

CUnton  Chapter,  located  at  Frankfort,  Clinton  County, 
Indiana,  Working  under  the  Michigan  jurisdiction, 
was  transferred  to  by  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  organized 
as  provided  by  special  edict  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  Done  at 
Frankfort,  July  loth,  A.  D.  1874,  A.  O.  94. 
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I  have  ^^ranted    dispensations  to    organize,  and  organized 
myself,  the  following  Chapters  to- wit: 

-Clayton  Chapter,  U.  D.,  located  at  Clayton,  Hendricks 
County,  Indiana,  organized  July  14th,  A.  D.  1874,  A.  O.  94. 

Windfall  Chapter,  "U.  D.,  located  at  Windfall,  Tipton 
Countv,  Indiana,  organized  October  6th,  A.  D.  1874,  A.  0.94- 

Priam  Chapter,  U.  D.,  located  at  Trenton,  Blackford 
counts,  Indiana,  organized  October  26,  A.  D.  1874,  A.  O.,  94. 
Priam  P.  O.  Blackford  County,  Ind, 

Rollincr  Prairie  Chapter,  U.  D.,  located  at  Rolling  Prairie, 
Lapf)rte  County,  Indiana,  organized  January  iSth,  A.  D.  1875, 
A.  O.  95. 

■  New  Carlisle  Chapter,  U.  D.,  located  at  New  Carlisle,  St. 
Joseph  County,  Indiana,  organized  March  30th,  A.  D.  1875, 

A.  0.95. 

In  every  case  where  I  have  organized  Chapters,  I  have  ex- 
emplified \he  work,  instructed  the  officers  in  their  duties, 
worked  the  degrees,  and  wrote  out  the  history  of  their  or- 
ganization, made  out  their  first  minutes,  wrote  out  their  by- 
laws, before  I  left,  or  when  pressed  for  time  took  the  items 
with' me,  and  wrote  them  all  up  and  sent  them  to  them  by 
mail,  paying  charges  myself.  This  was  done  to  enable  the 
Secretary  to  keep  the  record  in  proper  lorm  and  to  be  able  to 
discern  what  was  proper  to  be  written. 

I  have  written  to  all  the  Chapters  organized,  and  urged 
them  to  report  to  the  Grand  Secretary  the  condition  of  their 
Chapter. 

A  few  of  the  Chapters  have  disregarded  the  law  re- 
quiring their  W.  P.  to  be  installed,  thereby  forfeiting  their 
right  to  seats  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  as  the  8th  article  of  the 
constitution  provides  that  the  W.  P.,  W.  M.,  and  A.  M.,  shall 
be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Grand  Chapter  on  presentation  of 
credentials  certifying  to  their  election  and  installation  into 
office,  properly  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  their  respective 
Chapters.  Some  have  neglected  and  some  have  refused  to 
be  installed.    In  two  cases  we  have  been  appUed  to,  to  de- 
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cide  as  to  w^hether  a  W.  P.,  duly  elected  and  refused  to  be 
installed,  would  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  the  decision  was  that  according  to  the  constitution  he 
would  not. 

Again  it  has  been  asked  if  a  re-elected  officer  is  required 
to  be  re-installed.  I  answer  he  or  she  is.  The  same  law 
which  requires  the  election,  requires  the  installation,  for  the 
election  is  not  appointed  to  continue  the  same  officer,  but  to 
elect  for  another  term,  and  the  re-election  is  not  necessary 
but  incidental. 

Now,  while  a  W.  P.  might  feel  comphmented  at  his  re-elec- 
tion, yet  he  should  not  feel  thereby  that  he  has  a  right  to  trample 
the  constitution  under  foot.  The  pledge  of  an  officer  at  his 
or  her  installation  is  binding  only  during  the  term  for  which 
they  have  been  elected,  and  are  then  being  installed.  The 
plea  urged  by  some  that  there  is  no  installation  service  for 
instaUing  a  W.  P,  and  hence  no  installation  is  required,  is  not 
well  laid,  and  the  premise  is  not  true,  as  there  was  a  form  for 
instaUing  a  W.  P,  when  the  Grand  Chapter  was  organized; 
and  any  other  ceremoy,  embracing  the  aceptance  of  an  office, 
and  a  pledge  of  fidelity  to  its  obligations  would  be  just  as  bind- 
ing as  the  one  recommended  in  the  Ritual,  as  the  ceremony 
of  installation  is  not  law  nor  a  part  of  the  Ritual  of  the  Order, 
but  simply  a  form. 

In  one  or  two  cases  alluded  to  there  is  no  excuse,  as  they 
were  informed  by  those  having  authority,  that  the  law  re- 
quired their  installation,  thus  showing  a  defiance  to  the 
law  to  which  they  had  pledged  fidelity  in  the  original  obliga- 
tions, and  also  in  accepting  and  filUng  the  office,  thereby  show- 
ing a  disposition  to  treat  all  opinions  differing  from  theirs, 
whether  official  or  not  with  contempt. 

Now  if  the  opinion  of  those  whose  official  position  makes 
them  exponents  of  the  law,  during  the  interim  between  the 
meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  is  to  be  thus  treated  with 
contemptous  impunity,  and  such  treatment  is  to  be  winked  at 
by  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  not  reproved  in  any  way,  you 
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may  as  well  write  Ichahod  upon  our  altars  at  once  and  quit,  that 
we  may  not  become  a  pubUc  example  and  a  by-word  for  confu- 
sion, wrangling  and  devouring  each  other. 

The  following  questions  have  been  presented  to  me  for 
decision,  to  wit  : 

I.  From  Queen  Esther  Chapter  as  follows: 
Bro.  A.  B.  receives  the  degrees  of  Masonry  in  Chicago,  in 
1865,  but  removed  away  soon  with  his  family  and  is  lost  sight 
of  by  his  Lodge;  he  does  not  pay  his  dues  and  his  Lodge 
suspends  him  therefrom,  in  due  form;  in  the  meantime  he  re- 
mains here,  and  visits  Lodges:  his  wife  apphes  for  the  degrees 
of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  her  husband  being  vouched 
for,  by  those  who  have  set  in  Lodge  with  him;  finaly  Bro.  A. 
B.  dies,  and  by  examination  these  facts  appear,  i.  e.  that  A. 
B.  was  a  suspended  Mason,  when  Mrs.  A.  B.  apphed  for  and 
received  the  degrees  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  What 
must  the  Chapter  do  in  such  a  case,  and  what  is|  the  standing 
of  Sister  A.  B.  in  the  order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  if  she  is  un- 
able to  obtain  another  voucher. 

My  decision  was  that  the  standing  of  Sister  A  B.  could  not  be 
affected  by  the  misplaced  confidence  of  Queen  Esther  Chapter 
in  her  voucher,  as  she  acted  in  good  faith  as  well  as  the  Chap- 
ter, and  I  can  see  nothing  in  the  case  by  which  her  relation  to  the 
Order  is  forfeited  at  all,  as  her  husband  was  in  as  good  standing 
when  he  died  as  he  was  when  he  was  received  as  her  vouch- 
er, and  a  Chapter  which  would  attempt  to  cut  off  a  sister 
to  correct  their  own  mistake,  when  she  had  nothing  to  do 
with  it,  makes  a  very  poor  show  of  sisterly  love,  reUef  and 
truth.  A  lady's  connection  with  the  order  is  voluntary  upon 
her  part,  and  it  cannot  be  forfeited  contrary  to  her  wish, 
without  some  offense  on  her  part.  The  law  does  not  intimate 
that  a  lady  needs  another  voucher  as  long  as  the  one  she  had 
remains  in  as  good  standing  as  he  was  when  he  was  received 
as  her  voucher.  Again  so  many  Lodge  Records  have  shown 
persons  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  when  on  examin- 
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ation  it  has  been  shown  to  be  an  error  through  the  neglect 
of  secretaries,  hence  we  should  exercise  the  largest  latitude  in 
the  absence  of  positive  testimony  of  intended  imposition. 

2.    Case  from  Hope  Chapter  from  Lafayette  Chapter. 

Is  the  sister  of  a  Master  Mason  whose  father  is  the  same 
but  whose  mother  is  a  different  person,  entitled  to  the  degrees, 
if  found  worthy  in  other  respects? 

I  answer  she  is.  For  both  being  of  the  same  father  she 
is  a  sister  in  law  and  equity  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and 
the  obligations  of  a  Mason  to  protect  a  Master  Mason's  sister  is 
just  as  binding,  as  though  each  had  the  same  father  and  moth- 
er. For  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  claims  of  a  lady 
to  Masonic  protection  and  charity  comes  through  the  man 
and  not  through  the  woman,  as  no  woman  can  be  made  a 
Master  Mason. 

There  is  one  other  question  I  would  Uke  to  have  the  Grand 
Chapter  to  settle,  which  is  the  claim  of  an  adopted  daughter 
either  by  law^  or  marriage. 

I  have  rendered  no  decision  officially,  without  careful  and 
thorough  investigation  of  the  subject.  In  one  case  a  brother 
wrote  to  me,  wishing  me  to  look  at  the  subject  from  his  stand- 
point, and  view  the  subject  as  he  did,  and  see  if  I  could  not 
reverse  my  decision,  to  which  I  made  no  reply. 

There  is  one  subject  that  has  excited  some  few  Chapters 
a  great  deal  more  tiian  was  called  for  or  expected  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter;  namely  the  right  of  men  to  vote  on 
the  reception  of  candidates  for  membership  and  for  officers. 

As  an  abstract  question  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  it ;  on 
its  merits  at  this  time,  nor  officially  at  any  time,  it  being  a 
question  settled  by  the  constitution  at  any  time. 

Those  who  drew  up  the  preamble  and  articles  of  associa- 
tion, and  the  constitution  that  was  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Chapter,  acted  with  an  eye  single  to  the  good  of  the  Order 
and  were  governed  by  what  they  understood  to  be  the  consti-  * 
tution  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  according  to  the  best 
hght  they  had. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  some  of  us  opposed  striking^ 
out  what  was  intended  for  the  12th  article  in  the  constitution,; 
solely  on  the  ground  of  fear  that  we  might  infringe  on  some 
reo-ulation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  to  whose  edicts 
we  had  already  pledged  subordination,  and  we  so  stated  at 
the  time,  as  is  well  remembered  by  some  of  the  sisters  and 
brothers  who  were  there;  but  we  suggested  a  remedy,  which 
was  to  lay  the  resolution  to  strike  out  on  the  table,  which 
was  done  and  a  resolution  to  repeal  the  law  prohibiting  men 
from  voting  as  aforesaid,  was  presented  to  the  Grand  Chapter, 
bv  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  was  received  and  ordered  to  be 
placed  upon  record,  which  would  Ue  over  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  under  the  rule;  and  it  was  urged  that  that 
would  give  all  parties  an  opportunity  to  examine  the  subject  as 
to  its  constitutionalty,  and  the  Subordinates  would  have  time  to 
weigh  the  subject  as  to  its  propriety  and  feasibility,  and  send 
theirdelegates  instructed  how  to  vote,  provided  its  repeal  was 
found  to  be  constitutional,  so  that  the  subject  might  be  left  to 
Grand  or  Subordinate  Chapters  exclusively,  and  we  stated 
when  the    subject  came   up  upon  its  merits  we  should,  it 
allowed,  advocate  our  sentiments  upon  it. 

And  in  view  of  the  hght  we  had,  we  acted  harmoniously, 
as  we  thought,  and  all  considered  the  subject  settled  for  one 
year,  or  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  when 
we  hoped  to  be  able  to  fix  it  constitutionally    and  harmom- 
ously,  and  should,  if  all  had   obeyed   the   mandates    of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  as  in  their  obligations  they  had  promised  to  do, 
and  there  need  to  have  been  no  undue  excitement  about  the 
matter  at  all.    The  rule  i6th  which,  by  mistake  got  into  the 
Landmarks,  should  have  been  Sec.  12,  in  the  constitution  as  a 
Landmark  only  fixes  the  character  of  a  vote  as  to  whether  it 
should  be  unanimous  or  not,  and  the  constitution  settles  the 
question  as  to  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  given 
^  subject. 

We  regret  to  report  that  a  few  of  the  Chapters  have 
chosen  to  disregard  the  law,    and  have  not  only   let,  but  re- 
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quired  the  men  to  vote  right  along,  greatly  to  their  misfor- 
tune, we  think,  as  insubordination  to  law  is  a  dangerous  pnn- 
ciple  to  foster,  and  if  continued  will  become  a  fruitful  somxe 
of  evil  in  any  institution  in  Church  or  State. 

SUPREME  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

I  was  in  favor  of  organizing  our  Grand  Chapter,  inde- 
pendent of  any  subordination  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Chap  - 
ter, but  on  consulting  Brother  James  Crooks,  our  Grand 
Lecturer,  who  was  one  of  the  State  Deputies,  and  Bro.  James 
S.  Nutt,  our  Grand  Secretary,  whom  we  had  chosen  as^secre- 
tary  of  the  convention,  they  thought  best  not  to  do  so  and 
acknowledged  our  subordination  to  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  and  pledging  our  fidelity  to  its  edicts.  This  was  done 
lest  we  might  pbssibly  get  into  trouble  in  reference  to  the 
Ritual.  And  it  was  suggested  that  if  upon  examination  it  was 
found  that  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  had  no  legal  existence, 
we  could  then  withdraw  and  proclaim  our  independent  sov- 
ereignty and  make  our  own  Iws  and  regulations.  And  we 
think  upon  proper  reflection  that  it  will  be  admitted  by  every 
Brother  and  Sister  that  that  was  the  best  poUcy,  as  prudence 
is  always  the  better  part  of  valor. 

We  have  taken  some  pains  to  investigate  the  subject,  and 
although  we  have  not  obtained  the  desired  information  as 
fully  as  we  hoped  to,  yet  we  have  obtained  enough  to  satisfy 
us  that  about  the  following  is  the  status  of  the  order  in  the 
United  States  so  far  as  the  Grand  Chapter  is  concerned, 
to-wit: 

That  Robert  Macay  and  others,  to  the  number  of  seven, 
feeling  the  want  of  systematic  organization  had  been  the  only 
reason  and  the  leading  cause  of  retarding  the  general  and 
efl^xient  usefulness  of  the  Order  in  this  country,  for  it  may 
be  set  down  as  an  axiom  of  truth,  "  That  no  degree,  however 
remotely  connected  with  any  institution,  the  principles  of 
which  are  taught  by  symbols  and  historical  lectures,  can  take 
a  high  place  among  its  votaries,  even  unless  it  possess  a  weli 
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conceived  and  philosophic  basis  of  ceremonials,  embracing 
symbolism  and  constitutional  regulations."  Without  this  it 
will  be  subject  to  constant  changes  and  abuses,  from  a  multi- 
phcity  of  causes,  owing  to  the  variety  of  minds,  which  w,ll  tend 
to  de'stroy  its  universality  and  efficiency,  and  give  its  enemies 
and  opponents  just  ground  for  their  caviling. 

The  history  of  all  Masonic  Degrees,  above  the  first  three, 
proves  that  they  were  a  failure,  and  never  prized  as  they 
should  be,  until  they  were  wrought  out,  and  framed  together 
and  perfectly  systematized.  Since  then  they  have  stood  upon 
a  firm  basis,  and  their  worst  enemies  have  been  their  best 

friends.  . 

And  beUeving  that  there  were  equal,  grounds  of  stability  in 
the  system  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  Adoptive 
Masonry,  they   adopted  the  present  Ritual    and  organized 
themselves  into  what  they  styled  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter, 
and  chose  their  officers,  adopting  a  constitution  providing 
for  the  organization  of  Grand  Chapters;  and  as  soon  as  there 
should  be  five  Grand  Chapters,  then  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  should  become  a  delegated  body,  to  be  composed  of 
.  ■  the  first  four  officers  of  each  Grand  Chapter,  and  all  P.  W.  G. 
P   P  W  G  M.,  associate  Grand  P.  and  M.in  good  standing 
And  that  the  organization  was  eflected  in  New  York  in  a 
private  room,  and  not  on  a  railroad  train  in  transit  from  New 
York  City  to  Jersey  City,  as  has  been  tauntingly  asserted  hy 
some  of  our  enemies,  and  repeated  by  some  professed  friends, 
hence"  it  is  with  this  or  any  other  Grand  Chapter  to  say 
whether  they  will  remain  Subordinate  with  the  so  called 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  or  withdraw  and  become  inde- 
pendent, adopting  their  own  constitution,  regulations  and  by- 
faws,  subject  only  to  the  landmarks  laid  down  in  the  ntua 
And  when  the  requisite  number  of  Grand  Chapters  shall 
have  been  organized  we  can  meet  in  convention  and  or- 
ganize permanently  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  if  it  is  deemed 
best  for  the  good  of  the  Order.    We  recommend  such  action 
by  this  Grand  Chapter  as  they  in  their  wisdom  shall  deem 
best  for  the  prosperity  and  good  of  the  Order  at  large. 
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It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Ritual  should  be  revised,  for 
the  reason  that  it  is  ..hatch  and  disconnected  and  ujtgrammati- 
.cal      It  is  a  little  singular  that  all  the  intelUgent  men  who 
have  received  and  worked  the  ritual,  have  failed  to  make  the 
discovery,  and  it  has  been  left  to  Indiana,  in  the  75th  year  of 
the  iQth  century,  to  furnish  the  man  who  though  young  and 
of  small  experience,  makes  this  remarkable  discovery  and 
suggests  the  remedy.    Allow  us  to  say  that  the  ritual  being 
copyrighted  must  be  used  as  the  author  presents  it,  as  we  have 
no  right  to  revise  it  without  his  consent,  or  we  must  make 
another  and  that  so  far  different  as  to  sail  clear  of  an  mfrmge- 
ment  upon  the  copyright,  and  thereby  run  our  chance  of 
being  declared  clandestine  by  other  State  Grand  Chapters 
and  rejected  in  a  call  to  meet  in  convention  to  organize  a 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter.    Now  we  do  not  claim  perfection 
for  the  ritual,  but  we  think  we  will  have  enough  to  do  at 
present  without  revising  rituals. 

The  ritual  as  it  is,  is  possessed  of  a  great  deal  of  merit,  and 
barring  a  few  points  that  might  be  made  a  little  more  ex- 
plicit,  and,  logically  speaking,  a  Uttle  more  correct,  it  pre- 
sents the  beautiful  and  subUme  degrees  of  the  Order  by  very 
beautiful  symbols  and  lectures,  with  a  drama  that  is  both 
chaste  andVorcible.  It  needs  morS  devotion  to  its  prmciples, 
than  tampering  with  its  forms  by  revisi. 


sion. 


CHARITY. 

The  subject  of  charity,  so  far  as  it  applies  to  this  Order,  needs 
to  be  better  understood  by  many,  especially,  some  Master 
Masons.  Some  seem  to  suppose  that  this  Order  wherever 
organized  reheves  the  Blue  Lodges  from  all  responsibihty  m 
regard  to  all  female  claimants,  especially  those  who  may  be 
traveling  and  make  application  for  aid.  Now  it  is  no  part  of 
the  duty  of  a  Chapter  to  furnish  the  aid  asked  by  ladies-trav- 
ehng,  but  to  conduct  the  necessary  examination  if  desired,  in 
order  to  ascertain  whether  they  are  "  impostors, "  or  ladies 
having  just  claims  on  the  fraternity  of  Masons.  There  have 
.  4 
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been  a  few  cases  where  ladies,  having  just  claims  on  Masonic 
charity  where  brethern  wholly  disconnected  from  then-  or- 
ganizat^ion  and  who  utterly  refused  to  have  anythmg  to  do 
with  ;t  and  yet  have  made  it  their  special  business  to  send  all 
traveUng  ladies  claiming  charity  to  the  officers  of  the  Chapter 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  telling  them  that  the  lodges  had  nothmg 
to  do  with  that  now,  as  the  ladies  had  organized  themselves 
together,  and  taken  that  work  upon  themselves,.  Now 
truth  is  a  "  divine  attribute^  and  Masons  are  supposed  to  be 
men  of  truth,  and  should  never  make  a  statement  about  any 
matter  without  first  knowing  the  statement  is  true,  and  m 
this  case  a  very  little  trouble  would  enable  them  to  know  the 
truth  as  it  is.    You  may  set  it  down  as  a  .true  ram  that 
whenever  a  Master  Mason,  who  has  refused  to  take  the  de- 
grees, sends  a  lady  to  you  ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  teUnrg 
them  you  have  taken  the  work  out  of  their  hands,  that  he 
either  loves  money  more  than  he  does  Masonry,  or  he  mtends 
to  cast  a  reproach  upon  ^-your  Order"  by  having  demands 
made  upon  you,  that  you  have  no  provision  to  bear,  and 
he  knows  it.    The  primary  design  of  the  Order  was  not  to 
■  furnish  material  relief  in  the  way  of  donations,  but  to  furnish 
the  Wives,  Mothers,  Sisters,  and  Daughters  and  Widows  of 
Master  Masons,  the  mea^s  of  proving  their  legitimate  claim 
upon  Masonic  Charity,  and  any  Master  Mason,  who  belongs 
to  a  lod-c  that  charges  $25  o'-'  '^^g'''^"','  ^"'^f? 

or  three  dollars  per  year  for  dues,  ought  to  be  ashamed  to 
send  any  body,  much  less  a  lady,  to  an  institution  which 
char-es  but  one  or  two  dollars  for  admission.  Every  lady 
whols  a  true  claimant  on  Masonic  charity ,  has  a  clairn  on  every 
Master  Mason  she  meets,  and  the  Master  Mason  who  would 
send  her  away  to  an  institution,  where  he  pays  nothhrg,  shows 
a  parsimonious  littleness,  that  ought  to  make  a  miser  blush. 
Some  of  our  Chapters  provide  for  home  charity  :  many,  how- 
ever do  not  even  do  that.  Now,  Sisters,  whenever  a  lady  trav- 
eUng appUes  to  you  for  aid,  saying  she  was  sent  to  you,  you  ex- 
amine her  and  if  you  are  satisfied  that  she  is  a  just  claimant  on 
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Masonic  charity  or  relief,  report  it  to  the  proper  authorities  of 
the  lodge  and  if  they  don't  take  your  word  and  relieve  her,  you 
have  done  your  duty  and  no  further  claim  rests  on  you  as  an 
Order. 

One  of  the  grand  objects  of  this  institution  is  the  moral  and 
social  elevation  of  Masons  and  their  famihes,  and  of  aiding  in 
the  benevolent  enterprises  of  our  lodges;  and  in  this  the 
Order  has  proved  efficient  v^herever  organized  and  worked. 

Allow  me  to  say  that  the  order  has  no  financial  basis  for 
general  charity,  and  as  long  as  the  disposition  is  manifest  in 
our  organization  to  get  the  fees  for  admission  as  low  as  pos- 
sible, there  is  no  prospect  of  a  better  state  of  finances.  Our 
opinion  is:  that  the  true  poUcy  of  the  Order  would  be  to  fix  - 
or  create  a  financial  basis  sufficient  to  enable  the  Chapters  to 
render  help,  sometimes  to  female  claimants  at  home;  also  to 
enable  them  to  accumulate  a  fund  sufficient  to  defray  all  ex- 
penses of  room,  fight  and  fuel,  and  pay  a  liberal  aUowance  to 
their  Secretary  and  Sentinel,  and  relieve  themselves  from  aM 
charges  of  pauperism  by  those  who  may  be  opposed  to  their 
meeting  in  the  lodge  room,  as  is  the  case  sometimes.  I  be- 
lieve in  the  ladies  having  means  enough  to  pay  their  ov/n  way, 
and  then  to  do  it,  and  be  independent,  and  not  place  them- 
selves in  the  humiliating  position  of  being  charged  with  beg- 
ging their  way. 

I  take' pleasure  in  saying  that  the  Grand  Officers  have  all 
rendered  what  assiatance  they  could  in  promoting  the  Order 
in  Indiana,  and  as  far  as  we  know  they  have  been  true  to 
their  obligations  as  members  and  officers. 

We  have  all  felt  our  surrounding*,  that  we  were  a  new  in- 
stitution, struggfing  for  position  such  as  would  make  our 
principles  felt,  and  give  our  Order  the  influence  for  good  it 
deserves.  We  have  felt  that  we  had  everything  to  learn  about  . 
the  means  necessary  to  make  the  organization  what  we  de- 
sired it  should  be;  we  have  suff'ered  some  in  reputation  from 
intense  criticism  through  the  press,  and  we  have  a  great  many 
good  men  and  Masons  who  are  honest  in  their  opposition  to 
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thi.  Order  believing  it  to  be  an  innovation  on  the  original 
AnS^t  Cfaft  Masonry.    I  have  been  told  by  so..e 
of  them  that  the  time  would  come  when  I 
having  had  anything  to  do  in  organ.zmg  CI  aP       of  he 
Ordei     I  have  no  fears  at  this  pomt  at  ail.    We  liave  been 
ed  with  deceiving  the  ladies  by  making  tl-^  beh-e 
that  ft  was  a  part  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry.    A  few  breth- 
ren mav  have  acted  indiscreetly  in  their  evasive  answers  to 
ladieH  this  point.    Yet  the  great  body  of  the  lad.es  who 
have  gone  into  the  Order  look  upon  it  in  the  hght  m  which 
•t  has  been  represented  to  them  by  all  intelligent  advocates, 
as  bring  purelv  Adoptive,  intended  to  furnish  to  Lad.es  an 
easv  means  of  "recognition  in  the  relation  that  entitles  them 
ruZ7c  protection  and  reUef,  and  we  think  the  tu.e  ,s  not 
far  distant  when  those  who  are  its  bitterest  enemies  will  be- 
?om  t  warmest  friends.    For  the  Order  gives  life  and  z  st 
toThe  social  character  of  Masons'  famiUes,  bnngs  them  to- 
°  Irer  on  the  Level,  and  promotes  terms  oi  intimacy  and 
friendship,  through  the  influence  oi  which  they  part  upon 
Se  Square.    It  Interests  our  wives,  mothers,  sisters,  daugh- 
!nd  widows,  in  all  the  benevolent  and  social  enterpnses 
of  the  Lodges  wherever  Chapters  of  the  Order  exist    It  is 
e  pec  ally  valuable  in  eliciting  and  securing  the  active  co- 
operation'  in  visiting  the  sick  and  looking  after       welfa^  of 
the  widows  and  orphans  who  have  claims  upon  the  Fiatei 
n  ty    t  -moves  the  objection  of  many  ladies  to  their  hus- 
bands attending  their  Lodge  meetings;  and  an  association 
with  the  ladies  in  this  way  can  not  fail  to  do  good  somehmes 
in  reforming  some  Master  Masons  (a  great  and  good  work, 
tlfthat  in  some  cases  Lodges  have  failed  to  do  aftei-  year 
of  pattnt  toil;  and  I  have  no  fears  of  the  Order  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  losing  anything  in  regard  to  its  boasted  and 
justly  claimed  character  of  secresy  and  anUqmty^ 
^  There  is  no  power  that  can  be  orgamzed  and  set  to  work 
that  will  so  effectually  root  out  blind  prejudice  against  the 
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institution  of  Masonry  as  an  Adoptive  association  with  wo- 
men in  this  or  some  similar  institution. 

Allow  me  to  say,  as  your  chief  officer,  that  I  have  never 
studied  harder  to  know  what  was  law  and  duty,  than  I  have 
in  connection  wii^h  my  relation  to  this  Grand  Chapter,  and 
If  I  have  erred,  it  has  been  an  error  of  the  head  and  not  of  the 
heart.  I  think  special  credit  is  due  to  our  esteemed  Grand 
Worthy  Secretary  for  the  very  faithful  way  in  which  he  has 
discharged  his  duty,  and  I  think  it  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  he  should  be  continued  another  year  at  least,  as  no  new 
man  can  take  hold  of  the  work  and  do  it  as  well  for  another 
year  as  well*  as  the  one  who  done  it  the  past  year.  As  the 
manuscript  for  printed  proceenings  of  both  years  must  be 
prepared  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  year,  and  it  needs 
one  who  knows  about  the  begmning  to  make  a  successful 
ending,  as  the  Grand  Chapter  is  not  thoroughly  organized. 

I  find  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  that  only 
seventeen  of  the  thirty-two  Chapters  organized  have  reported 
for  the  past  year.  I  think  efficient,  yet  mild  means  should  be 
taken  to  get  those  dehnquent  Chapters  to  thoroughly  under- 
stand  and  appreciate  their  real  condition  and  consider  the 
consequence  of  the  failure  to  maintain  a  relation  to  this  Grand 
Chapter,  and  that  they  be  exhorted  to  renew  their  efforts  to 
get  up  an  interest;  and  this  can  be  done  only  by  visiting  them 
and  caihng  them  together,  and  explaining  the  nature  and  pe- 
cuharities  of  the  organization  and  the  necessity  of  maintain- 
ing their  connection  with  the  Grand  Chapter;  and  thereby 
infusing  new  hfe  into  them.  This  work  never  can  be  done 
as  effectually  "if  at  all"  by  writing. 

If  surroundings  had  allowed  it,  we  should  have  visited  all 
the  Subordinate  Chapters  not  reported  last  year.  Should  I 
live  I  shall  try  and  visit  all  next  year,  if  allowed  by  Provi- 
dence. 

Finally,  I  trust  we  have  all  come  here  with  the  avowed 
purpose  of  laboring  for  the  good  of  the  Order.  Let  us  bear 
in  mind  that  we  are  commencing  a  new  era  in  the  history  of 
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Masonry  so  far  as  it  relates  to  its  time  honored  and  boasted 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  female  relations  of  Master 
Masons,  and  we  should  be  very  careful  not  to  hold  out  the 
idea  that  there  is  any  of  the  essential  secrecy  of  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  in  the  Order,  but  that  it  is  purely  Adoptive,  and  let 
us  endeavor  to  lay  firm  the  foundation  of  our  future  Adoptive 
Masonic  Edifice,  that  it  may  become  a  future  fortress  of  Avis- 
dom,  strength  and  beauty  for  the  widows  and  orphans  and 
destitute  wives  and  maidens  of  Master  Masons'  fam.iUes. 
And  mav  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  direct  us  in 
all  our  work,  and  may  it  be  begun,  continued  atid  ended  in 
love,  and  we  have  the  right  spirit  and  be  prompted  by  the 
right  motives.  And  may  we  all  finally,  when  our  work  here 
on  earth  is  ended,  receive  an  abundant  entrance  into  the  Ce- 
lestial Chapter  above.

Your  committee,  to  vvdiom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Grand  Worthy  Patron's  address  as  relates  to  the  question  of 
voting,  and  the  by-laws  on  that  subject,  have  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and  would  submit  the  following  report, 
to -wit: 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  wording  of  the  by-laws  is  in- 
correct;  that  there  is  no  better  way  of  interpreting  a  law  than 
by  finding  out  what  the  lav/-making  power  meant;  and  in 
this  case  the  rule  should  have  read,  "all  members  entitled  to 
vote  must  vote."  This  question  was  fully  discussed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  there  could  not  be  any 
doubt  as  to  that  being  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  rule  re- 
ferred to.  And  at  the  time  referred  to  the  Grand  Worthy 
Patron  informed  the  then  delegates  that  such  was  the  law, 
that  no  male  member  could  vote  on  the  reception  of  candi- 
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dates,  or  for  the  election  of  officers.  And  as  the  majority  of 
the  members  of  that  Grand  Chapter  were  governing  officers 
of  Subordinate  Chapters,  and  the  question  being  so  fully  dis- 
cussed, there  could  not  be  any  excuse  offered  in  justification 
of  a  violation  of  the  rule. 

And  your  committee  further  find  that  all  Chapters  or  offi- 
cers of  Chapters  v^ho  have  violated  this  law  have  done  it 
without  any  excuse,  knowingly  and  willfully,  and  should  be 
severely  censured  by  the  Grand  Chapter  for  such  violation. 
Your  committee  offer  for  adoption  the  following  resolution: 
Resolved,  That  hereafter  when  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron 
is  informed  of  such  violations  by  a  Chapter,  he  shall  imm.edi»' 
ately  arrest  the  charter  until  the  next  sitting  of  the  Grand 
Chapter;  and  if  it  be  done  by  an  official,  and  not  sanctioned 
by  the  Chapter,  he  shall  cause  charges  to  be  immediately 
preferred,  and  have  the  guilty  party  suspended  or  expelled.

deprecate  what  has  already  been  done  in  that  direction  by 
Bro.  Engle. 

Bro.  Thompson  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  words 
"by  Bro.  Engle." 

Which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  resolution  as  amended 
w^as  adopted. 

Bro.  Robertson  moved  that  the  address  of  the  Grand  Wor- 
thy Patron,  except  so  much  as  is  contained  in  his  supplemen- 
tal report,  be  printed  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

Which  motion  prevailed. 

RESOLUTION  OF  THANKS. 

Bro.  Thompson  presented  the  foUowing  :

Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter 


Opening'. 

A  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  Adoptive 
Rite  of  Masonry,  was  opened  with  the  beautiful  and  appro- 
priate ceremonies  of  the  Order,  and  there  appearing  a 
constitutional  number  of  subordinate-  Chapters  duly  repre- 
sented, after  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Grand 
Worthy  Patron  declared  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  for  the  State  of  Indiana  duly  opened 
for  the  dispatch  of  business. 


The  Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  having  been  published  and  distributed 
among  the  several  subordinate  Chapters,  and  their  repre- 
sentatives, the  reading  thereof,  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
was,  on  motion,  dispensed  with. 


Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron. 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  : 
Through  the  continued  mercy  of  our  Supreme  Grand  Patron, 
we  are  again  permitted  to  assemble,  a  third  time,  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  out  work  for  the  future,  and,  if  need  be,  improvmg 
that  which  has  aheady  been  done,  as  well  as  to  discharge  what- 
ever other  duty  devolves  upon  us,  as  officers  and  members. 
And  while  we  mingle  together  in  renewing  the  acquaintances  so 
pleasantly  formed  at  our  previous  meetings,  let  us  not  forget 
the  duties  we  owe  toward  one  another,  and  the  maintenance  of 
the  principles  of  our  Order.  As  it  is  in  its  infancy,^  I,  as  its 
highest  officer,  desire  to  impress  upon  your  minds  the  necessity  of 
extreme  caution  in  the  management  of  its  concerns.  Let  us  be 
courteous  in  all  our  transactions,  wise  and  just  in  all  our  decis- 
ions, that  those  who  look  to  us  for  counsel  and  advice  may  say: 
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"Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants,  you  have  been  true  to 
your  obligations." 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  two  great  evils  likely  to  exist 
in  all  orders,  more  especially  when  in  their  infancy,  like  our 
own,  either  of  which  is  calculated  to  destroy  its  vital  principles, 
and  lay  waste  the  labors  of  many  a  true  and  devoted  member. 
I  refer  to  the  evils  of  legislating  too  much,  or  not  enough. 
Then  may  we  so  legislate,  during  the  present  session,  that  when 
its  acts  have  passed  into  history,  we  shall  not  be  ashamed  to 
acknowledge  that  they  were  the  results  of  our  deliberations. 
I  shall,  therefore,  only  recommend  the  passage  of  such  laws  as 
I  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Order.  And  I  am  persuaded 
that  you  fully  appreciate  the  true  condition  of  the  Order,  and 
as  your  highest  ambition  is  for  its  welfare  and  prosperity,  there 
will  be  nothing  said  or  done  but  that  which  will  tend  to  incul- 
cate the  noble  principles,  and  promote  the  best  interests,  of  our 
Order. 

PROGRESS   OF  THE  ORDER. 

I  rejoice  to  be  able  to  report  the  rapid  and  permanent  growth 
of  the  Order  in  this  country.  For,  during  the  few  years  it  has 
existed  in  its  present  organized  form,  its  progress  and  develop- 
ments have  surpassed  the  expectations  of  its  most  devoted 
members. 

There  are  reported  over  six  hundred  Chapters,  scattered  over 
thirty-eight  States,  embracing  a  membership  of  over  thirty  thou- 
sand. 

There  has  been  organized  the  following  State  Grand  Chap- 
ters: New  York,  New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  Missis- 
sippi, California,  Nebraska,  Missouri,  Illinois  and  Indiana. 
Thus  the  Star  that  arose  in  this  country  a  few  years  ago  has 
sent  forth  its  lustre,  and  if  its  members  will  keep  in  view  the 
principles  of  the  Order,  and  be  devoted  to  its  laws  and  objects, 
there  need  be  no  fear  of  its  continued  prosperity  and  usefulness. 
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It  will  travel  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  until  it  sends  forth 
from  every  town  and  city  of  the  country  the  virtues  of  temper- 
ance, fortitude,  prudence,  justice,  brotherly  love,  reUef  and 
truth;  and  those  who  predicted  its  speedy  death  will  stand 
amazed,  and  acknowledge  it  an  Order  which  commands  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  all. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  as  much  harmony  and  success 
in  this  State  as  in  any  State  in  the  Union.  While  I  concede 
there  are,  on  some  local  questions,  differences  among  members 
of  subordinate  Chapters,  I  believe,  under  the  wholesome  teach- 
ings of  our  Order,  these  will  only  lead  to  emulation  rather  than 
strife,  "To  see  who  can  best  work  and  best  agree."  The 
annual  reports  of  the  several  subordinate  Chapters  will  more 
fully  show  our  growth. 

I  have  issued  eight  dispensations  to  organize  new  Chapters. 
Taking  into  account  the  general  depression  over  the  country, 
the  opposition  we  have  worked  against  from  those  who  should 
be  friendly  to  the  Order,  we  have  succeeded  beyond  the  expec- 
tations of  our  most  zealous  members.  The  credit  of  this 
growth  is  due  to  the  earnest,  zealous  work  of  the  members  of 
the  Order  in  ''Spreading  the  light,  knowledge  and  beauty"  of 
the  Eastern  Star. 

SISTER  MARY  LEE,  PAST  GRAND  ASSOCIATE  MATRON. 

While  we  rejoice  at  our  prosperity,  we  are  compelled  to  bow 
to  the  great  leveler,  death,  and  drop  a  tear  to  the  memory  of 
his  victims.  Sister  Mary  Lee,  Past  Associate  Grand  Matron, 
died  August  ii,  A.  D.  1875,  at  Hago,  Colorado,  where  she  had 
gone  in  search  of  health.  In  her  death  the  Order  has  lost  a 
faithful  and  devoted  member,  ever  true  to  its  tenets,  charitable 
and  hospitable.  She  did  more  than  any  other  member  to  wel- 
come and  entertain  the  Grand  Chapter  at  its  organization  in 
Anderson.  While  her  health  would  not  permit  her  being  pres- 
ent at  Lafayette,  her  prayers  and  good  wishes  were  with  us. 
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Her  remains  were  returned  to  Anderson,  and  were  followed  to 
their  final  resting  place  on  the  15th  of  August  by  a  large  pro- 
cession of  friends  and  relatives.  Anderson  Chapter,  assisted 
by  Perkinsville  Chapter,  buried  her  with  the  beautiful  ceremo- 
nies of  our  Order.  A  memorial  circular  was  sent  to  all  the 
subordinate  Chapters  of  the  State.  Still  we  feel  that  enough 
has  not  been  done;  that  her  virtues,  love  and  devotion  to 
Masonry,  as  well  as  her  high  connection  with  this  Grand  Body, 
demands  something  at  your  hands.  I  therefore  refer  the  sub- 
ject to  you  for  your  further  consideration. 

DESIGNS  OF  THE  ADOPTIVE  RITE. 

The  designs  of  our  Order  are  to  inculcate  morals,  cherish 
and  improve  the  social  virtues,  teach  and  enforce  Masonic 
charity.  None  are  admitted  among  us  who  are  not  possessed 
of  a  good  moral  character.  And  where  a  Chapter  has  been 
organized  and  at  work,  we  proudly  refer  our  doubting  Masonic 
brother  to  it :  he  will  see  that  its  influence  in  the  community 
is  for  good,  and  worthy  of  his  highest  consideration  and 
respect.  Masonry  is  praised  everywhere,  because  its  teachings 
are  calculated  to  elevate  the  moral  character  of  man.  Are  we, 
the  offspring  of  Masonry,  to  be  disregarded  because  we  labor 
to  elevate  the  standard  of  morals  among  both  men  and  women  ? 
The  teachings  of  the  Eastern  Star  are  calculated  to  improve  the 
mind,  elevate  the  standard  of  morality,  encourage  benevolence, 
brotherly  love,  mutual  aid  and  assistance.  It  unites  in  one 
great  family  all  good  and  true  affiliated  Master  Masons,  their 
wives,  widows,  mothers,  sisters  and  daughters  by  the  one  great 
and  binding  obHgation,  not  to  slander  or  malign  each  other,  or 
perform  any  act  of  unkindness  or  injustice  the  one  toward  the 
other.  It  is  charitable,  seeking  to  assist  the  poor  and  needy, 
clothing  the  naked,  feeding  the  hungry,  visiting  the  sick, 
smoothing  the  rough  road  of  adversity,  lighting  the  dark  valley 
of  misfortune,  drying  the  eyes  of  the  distressed,  and  pointing 
to  the  Star  of  Bethlehem  as  the  symbol  of  these  virtues  and  the 
hope  and  consolation  of  the  dying.    The  practice  of  these 
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principles  are  peculiarly  appropriate  to  women,  whose  finer  sen- 
sibilities take  delight  therein.  They,  by  their  kindly  example, 
soften  the  hearts  of  men,  and  induce  them  to  still  greater  and 
higher  exertions  in  bettering  the  condition  of  humanity. 

Our  sisters,  those  who  come  within  the  proper  relationship, 
and  have  a  claim  upon  us  as  Masons,  expect  us  to  lend  them 
our  aid,  influence  and  sympathy  in  their  good  work.  Shall 
these  expectations  be  in  vain?  Shall  they,  to  whom  we  are 
bound  by  the  most  sacred  obligations,  when  they  become 
indeed  our  friends,  advocates  and  warmest  defenders,  be 
treated  with  indifference  and  coldness  upon  our  part?  I  am 
glad  the  Masonic  Fraternity  throughout  the  land  have  answered 
for  us.  Nay !  They  have  received  our  Order  with  outstretched 
hands,  and  welcomed  it  to  a  home  in  their  lodge  rooms,  as  well 
as  in  their  hearts,  freely,  too,  often  without  money  and  without 
price. 

The  Eastern  Star  is  independent  in  form  and  ceremony  from 
all  other  Masonic  bodies.  It  is  not  desirable,  nor  intended  to 
conflict  with  them  in  anything.  It  has,  with  them,  a  common 
bond,  a  common  interest.  And  with  no  maUce,  prejudice,  or 
fear  of  evil,  they  should  go  hand  in  hand  together. 

"  To  be  charitable,  good  and  true, 
Is  the  object  had  in  view." 

Emulating  each  other  in  good  deeds,  admiring,  teaching  and 
practicing  Masonic  morality  and  charity.  Strife  and  contention 
should  be  unknown  among  us.  Harmony,  brotherly  love  and 
prosperity  will  attend  us.  Let  us,  then,  each  and  all,  work 
together  for  this  glorious  end. 

As  the  Adoptive  Rite  grows  older  and  more  extended,  and 
its  principles  are  better  understood,  the  opposition  to  it  gradu- 
ally dies  away,  and  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  opposition^ 
at  least  from  the  Masonic  brotherhood,  will  cease  to  exist. 
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BENEFITS. 

I  believe  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  our  Order  if  this 
Grand  Chapter  would  adopt  some  plan  for  mutual  benefits,  with 
the  view  of  helping  our  sisters  at  the  times  of  greatest  distress 
and  need,  that  of  sickness  and  death.  I  would,  therefore, 
recommend  a  system  similar  in  its  workings  to  that  of  Odd  Fel- 
lowship, to  enure  for  the  benefit  of  sisters  only. 

SUPREME  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

Several  of  the  State  Grand  Chapters  have  passed  similar 
resolutions  to  the  one  adopted  by  our  Grand  Chapter,  upon  the 
subject  of  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter. 

As  no  definite  action,  however,  has  been  taken  upon  this 
subject,  I  would  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  aforesaid  resolu- 
tion, and  that  you,  by  suitable  action,  fix  a  time,  select  the 
place,  declare  who  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  proposed 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  and  invite  all  other  State  Grand 
Chapters  to  unite  with  you  in  the  work.  The  first  Wednesday 
in  November,  and  Indianapolis,  would  be  a  suitable  time  and 
place,  in  my  judgment. 

UNIFORMITY    IN  CLOTHING. 

I  beUeve  it  would  be  for  the  best  to  adopt  a  uniformity  of 
clothing,  to  be  worn  in  all  subordinate  Chapters  in  this  State. 
As  it  now  is,  we  find  some  Chapters  clothed  with  square 
aprons,  some  corners  rounded,  some  five  pointed,  some  with 
bibs,  some  without,  some  with  ruffles,  some  fringed,  some  plain, 
some  with  emblems,  and  some  do  not  wear  aprons  at  all.  In 
some  Chapters  the  brothers  wear  the  .Masonic  apron,  and  in 
others  none.  Uniformity  in  this  would  create  harmony,  and 
show  that  we  are  standing  upon  the  same  level,  and,  in  the 
Chapter  at  least,  are  equal,  no  distinction  except  that  of 
goodness. 
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UNIFORMITY  IN  WORK. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  you  adopt  a  uniformity  in 
the  work,  throughout  the  State,  more  especially  in  reference  to 
instructions  given  by  Worthy  Patrons,  and  the  manner  of 
initiating  brother  Masons,  as  there  is  great  diversity  of  opinion 
upon  these  points. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT. 

I  would  recommend  that  Sections  2  and  16,  of  Article  I,  of 
the  Constitution,  be  so  amended  as  to  include  among  the  Grand 
Officers  Adah,  Ruth,  Esther,  Martha  and  Electa. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS  OF  THE  GRAND  PATRON. 

The  Constitution  requires  that  I  should  report  to  you  my 
official  acts  during  the  year,  and  I  now  submit  the  following : 

April  12,  1875,  I  authorized  Bro.  John  Leach,  Grand  Lec- 
turer, to  organize  and  install  the  officers  of  Windfall  Chapter 
No.  17,  Rolling  Prairie  Chapter  No.  19,  Jonesboro  Chapter 
No.  21,  and  New  Carlisle  Chapter  No.  20,  they  having  all 
received  charters  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

April  21,  1875,  I  appointed  Bro.  James  S.  Nutt,  my  Special 
Deputy,  to  organize  and  install  the  officers  of  Clayton  Chapter 
No.  16,  a  charter  having  been  granted  them  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

May  4,  1875,  I  received  a  petition  from  Lebanon  Chapter, 
U.  D.,  stating  they  were  misinformed  as  to  the  time  of  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  hence  their  failure  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  thereof,  and  asking  that  their  dispensation  be 
continued.  Whereupon  I  continued  their  dispensation  until 
this  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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May  lo,  1875,  I  issued  a  dispensation  to  Perkinsville  Chapter 
No.  10,  to  elect  all  their  officers,  they  having  failed  to  do  so  at 
the  proper  time,  and  appointed  Brother  Garrison,  my  Special 
Deputy,  to  install  the  officers,  when  so  elected. 

June  8,  1875,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  thirty-three  peti- 
tioners to  organize  a  Chapter  U.  D.  at  PaoU,  Orange  county, 
and  appointed  Sister  Jennie  Peckthall  my  Special  Deputy,  to 
examine  and  set  said  Chapter  to  work. 

QUESTIONS  ANSWERED. 

Question  i.  Can  a  Chapter  compel  a  member  to  attend  and 
testify  for  or  against  a  brother  or  sister  against  whom  charges 
have  been  preferred,  and  in  case  they  neglect  or  refuse  to  do 
so,  after  having  been  notified  officially  by  the  Chapter,  through 
the  Worthy  Matron  and  Secretary,  can  they  be  disciplined? 
Answer.  It  can  not.  There  is  no  law  whereby  a  Chapter  can 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  or  cause  them  to  testify. 
This  is  a  case  that  needs  legislation. 

Question  2.  Can  a  Chapter  receive  a  petition  for  the 
degrees  that  was  not  signed  by  the  petitioner?  Answer.  It 
can  not.  Section  28,  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  for- 
bids it.  A  petitioner  may  authorize  another  to  sign  the  peti- 
tion, which  would  be  legal. 

Question  3.  *  Can  a  person  who  has  received  the  degrees  of 
the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  by  communication  be  admitted 
as  a  visitor  in  open  Chapter?  Answer.  Yes,  subject  to  the 
decision  of  the  subordinate  Chapter,  as  the  Grand  Chapter  has 
left  this  question  wholly  with  them.  Some  admit,  others 
exclude  this  class  of  persons. 

Question  4.  Is  a  person,  not  a  member  of  a  Chapter,  eligi- 
ble to  serve  on  committees?    Answer.    No,  not  legally. 
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Question  5.  Can  the  Worthy  Matron  introduce  innovations 
in  the  work  of  the  Chapter?  Answer.  She  can  not.  The 
work  must  conform  to  the  ritual  as  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

Question  6.  Can  a  Chapter  initiate  a  candidate  who  has 
been  duly  elected  over  the  protest  of  a  sister?  Answer.  It 
can,  as  there  is  no  law  of  the  Grand  Chapter  giving  the  right  to 
protest.  The  ballot  is  a  finality,  and  when  a  candidate  is 
elected  the  Chapter  is  in  duty  bound  to  initiate. 

From  my  decisions  to  questions  two,  three  and  six,  above, 
Bro.  A.  N.  Taylor,  of  Queen  Esther  Chapter,  appeals  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  asks  for  your  decision  thereon. 

Question  7.  Can  a  widow  of  a  non-affiliated  Mason  be 
made  a  member  of  a  Chapter  by  initiation?  Answer.  She 
can  not.  See  Section  26,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

RECEPTION  OF  J.  L.  POWER,  G.  W.  P.  OF  MISSISSIPPI. 

August  13,  1875,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Bro.  J.  L. 
Power,  Grand  Worthy  Patron  of  Mississippi,  at  a  reception 
given  him  by  Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3,  at  IndianapoUs, 
and  extended  to  him,  in  your  name,  a  hearty  welcome  to  our 
State.  To  which  he  responded,  reciprocating  our  good  will, 
and  eulogizing  the  aims  and  work  of  our  beautiful  Order. 

September  7,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  thirteen  petitioners 
to  organize  a  new  Chapter  at  Camden,  Carroll  county,  and 
appointed  Bro.  Willis  D.  Engle  my  Special  Deputy  to  organize 
the  same. 

September  30,  1875,  I  received  the  resignation  of  Brother 
Andrew  Robertson,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Home  and 
Foreign  Correspondence,  and  appointed  Bro.  Willis  D.  Engle 
to  the  vacancy. 
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October  4,  1875,  I  requested  the  Grand  Secretary  to  have  all 
the  Chapters  send  in,  by  the  28th  of  October,  their  charters,  so 
as  to  enable  him  to  fill  up  the  new  charters,  as  there  was  no 
data  in  his  hands  by  which  the  work  could  be  done.  I  obtained 
two  hundred  blank  charters,  at  an  expense  of  twenty-two  dol- 
lars, and,  on  the  28th  of  October,  met  with  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, at  Greencastle,  and  signed  up  new  charters  for  Sunbeam, 
South  Bend,  Queen  Esther,  Morning  Star,  Hope,  Clmton, 
Allen,  Pendleton,  Anderson,  Perkinsville,  Columbia,  Electa, 
Olive  Branch,  Staunton  and  Minerva  Chapters,  in  compliance 
with  your  resolution  of  May  6,  1874.  We  also  filled  and  signed 
charters  for  the  following  Chapters,  granted  at  the  last  session : 
Clayton,  Windfall,  Priam,  Rolling  Prairie,  New  Carlisle  and 
Jonesboro. 

October  5,  1875,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  fourteen  peti- 
tioners to  organize  a  Chapter  at  Bourbon,  in  Marshall  county, 
and  appointed  Bro.  Willis  D.  Engle  Special  Deputy  to  organize 
the  same. 

October  6,  1875,  I  also  granted  a  dispensation  to  seven  peti- 
tioners to  organize  a  Chapter  at  Plymouth,  in  Marshall  county, 
and  appointed  Bro.  WiUis  D.  Engle  to  organize  it. 

December  30,  1875,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  sixteen  peti- 
tioners to  organize  a  Chapter  at  Middle  Fork,  in  Clinton  county, 
and  appointed  Bro.  Wilhs  D.  Engle  Special  Deputy  to  organize 
the  same. 

February  25,  1876,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  organize  a 
Chapter  at  Cannelton,  in  Perry  county,  and  appointed  Bro. 
Elisha  E.  Drumb  Special  Deputy  to  organize  the  same.  The 
organization  of  this  Chapter  is  not  yet  completed,  and  I  would 
recommend  a  continuation  of  their  dispensation. 

August  6,  1875,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  ten  petitioners 
for  a  new  Chapter  at  Veedersburgh,  in  Fountain  county,  and 
appointed  Bro.  James  Crooks  to  organize  it. 
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Upon  the  petition  of  New  Carlisle  Chapter,  their  Worthy 
Patron  having  resigned,  I  appointed  Bro.  George  H.  Service  to 
fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  regular  election. 

And  finally,  sisters  and  brothers,  let  me  admonish  you  to 
careful  and  considerate  legislation  and  work,  refraining  from 
lengthy  discussions  on  unimportant  questions. 

Let  us  endeavor  to  make  this  communication  one  long  to  be 
remembered,  and  when  our  labors  are  closed  may  we  enjoy  the 
happy  reflection  that  we  have  faithfully  discharged  our  duties, 
so  as  to  promote  the  interest  and  prosperity  of  our  Order. 

In  returning  to  you  the  duties  of  the  office  that  was  so  unex- 
pectedly entrusted  to  me  a  year  ago,  permit  me  again  to  extend 
to  you  my  grateful  thanks  for  your  kindness  and  preferment. 
It  has  been  my  constant  aim  and  highest  ambition  to  serve  you 
faithfully,  and  if  I  have  erred  it  was  from  a  want  of  knowledge, 
and  not  intentional.  I  ask  you  in  your  kindness  to  forgive  all 
errors  or  faltering,  and  whatever  you  have  seen  amiss  in  my 
official  conduct.  And  my  prayer  is  that  our  Order  may  ever 
retain  its  present  position,  and  the  virtues  taught  from  its  central 
star  may  continue  to  shine,  clear  as  the  sun,  fair  as  the  moon, 
so  long  as  there  is  a  tear  to  dry  or  a  home  to  comfort.

The  Grand  Worthy  Matron  then  read  and  submitted  the 
following: 

Annual  Address. 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  : 

Four  years  ago  I  united  with  this  Order  for  life  and  work. 
Public  speaking  is  not  my  forte.  If  by  so  doing  I  can  be  the 
humble  instrument  in  God's  hands  of  saying  something  for  its 
advancement,  I  shall  feel  amply  repaid  for  the  effort.  After

the  installation  last  spring,  I  was  called  upon  for  some  remarks, 
but  did  not  respond ;  not  that  I  had  nothing  to  say,  or  did  not 
appreciate  the  high  honor  you  had  conferred  upon  me,  but  on 
account  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  and  so  many  wishing  to 
leave,  I  did  not  feel  justified  in  occupying  their  valuable  time. 

In  the  other  jurisdictions  they  have  given  the  Grand  Officers 
an  opportunity  to  give  in  their  reports  and  views  as  well  as  the 
Grand  Patron.  Why  that  privilege  was  not  extended  to  them 
at  our  last  session  I  am  not  informed ;  but  by  such  errors  are 
others  mislead.  In  a  letter  from  the  Grand  Patron,  not  long 
since,  he  says:  ''If  you  have  anything  to  present  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  please  pen  it  down  and  send  it  to  me,  as  I  shall 
soon  commence  my  annual  report."  Thanks,  Grand  Patron,  I 
think  it  proper  to  hand  in  my  own  report.  If  this  Adoptive  Rite 
is  expressly  for  our  benefit,  as  we  are  taught,  why  should  I  not  ? 
Another  year  has  passed  and  gone,  with  all  its  vicissitudes  and 
changes.  We  are  permitted  to  look  back,  but  can  not  recall  the 
past.  There  are  many  useful  lessons  and  admonitions  we  can 
draw  from  it,  to  assist  us  in  the  future,  for  we  have  all  had  our 
joys  and  sorrows,  prosperity  and  adversity,  some  cherished 
hopes  and  plans  defeated,  to  teach  us  that  it  is  not  ''all  of  Hfe 
to  live." 

Thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Patron  for  his  guardian  care  over 
us,  that  so  many  of  the  fraternal  family  are  permitted  to  meet 
in  this  our  second  annual  convocation.  Your  happy  greetings 
and  cheerful  countenances  give  ample  assurance  that  it  is  good 
for  us  to  meet  together,  to  devise  plans  for  the  advancement  of 
our  beloved  Order,  and  as  we  clasp  hands  may  we  say,  with 
hearts  full  of  gratitude, 

*'  Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds 
Our  hearts  in  fellowship  and  love; 
Let  us  our  mutual  burdens  bear 
In  unity  and  love." 
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Our  Order  is  in  need  of  efficient  workers,  and  it  depends 
upon  our  mutual  efforts  for  success.  God  has  given  to  some 
talents,  from  others  withheld,  but  we  are  to  work  in  love,  not 
rivalry.  That  sister  or  brother  who  has  contributed  most  to  the 
peace  and  harmony  of  the  Chapter  they  are  identified  with,  is 
deserving  of  the  highest  honors,  though  they  may  never  have 
filled  an  office. 

The  teachings  of  our  Order  and  the  field  for  work  is  so 
broad  that  there  should  be  no  idlers.  This  Adoptive  Rite, 
although  so  bitterly  opposed  by  some  of  the  Masonic  Frater- 
nity, will  prove  to  be  the  binding  link  in  the  fraternal  chain, 
''And  man,  after  pursuing  the  Masonic  journey  for  so  many 
years  without  us^  has  found  in  this,  as  in  all  the  journeys  of 
life,  that  it  is  not  good  for  him  to  go  alone."  Or,  if  not  fully 
convinced,  we  will  strive  to  prove  it  to  him. 

There  is  a  great  responsibility  resting  upon  the  mothers  of 
this  country.  The  fathers  are  too  much  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness affairs  of  life  to  take  their  share  of  the  burden,  and  God 
has  given  to  the  mothers  the  training  of  the  youthful  mind. 
Let  us  early  instill  into  the  minds  of  our  sons  true  Masonic  vir- 
tues, and  as  our  daughters  are  budding  into  womanhood  let  us 
teach  them  to  emulate  in  their  lives  the  heroines  of  our  beloved 
Order,  that,  when  called  upon  the  active  stage  of  life,  they  will 
say  with  pride,  ''Our  mothers  taught  us  to  be  true  men  and 
women." 

I  think  that  it  is  now  understood  that  we  do  not  claim  that 
this  Order  is  a  Masonic  one,  but  a  social  and  charitable  associa- 
tion that  knows  nothing  of  the  formula  of  Masonry,  and  does  not 
care  to.  If  we  utiUze  that  which  we  have  received,  we  will 
have  as  much  as  we  can  properly  attend  to.  Some  ladies  will 
not  unite  with  us  because  we  are  not  admitted  into  the  "higher 
mysteries"  of  Free  Masonry.  They  forget  that  its  landmarks 
were  fixed  centuries  ago,  when  woman  did  not  occupy  the 
position  in  society  she  now  does.    But  if  its  usages  do  change, 
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these  landmarks  never.  Why  should  we  expect  them  to  share 
with  us  that  which  they  have  so  carefully  guarded?  Would  you 
think  any  the  more  of  your  father,  husband  or  brother  for  being 
a  traitor  to  that  which  has  stood  the  test  of  true  Masonic  man- 
hood for  so  many  centuries?    /  tell  you  no! 

There  are  others  who  will  not  affiliate  with  us  for  fear  that  it 
will  not  prove  a  success.  They  forget  that  "in  union  there  is 
strength."  But  if,  by  uniting  with  us,  they  will  prove  to  be 
dead  weights,  we  would  rather  they  would  remain  outside,  for 
we  can  get  along  without  such  just  as  well  as  not.  Do  you 
think,  if  Brother  Macoy's  wife  had  said  to  him,  ''Let  us  wait, 
and  see  if  some  one  will  not  carry  out  Brother  Morris's  plans," 
that  we  should  now  have  this  beautiful  and  useful  Order  ?  No. 
It  was  by  their  united  efforts  that  it  did  succeed.  Others  are 
not  willing  that  this  Adopted  Order  should  use  their  halls, 
because  it  is  not  Masonic.  We  do  not  claim  that  we  are,  but 
we  are  co-workers  with  them.  All  of  our  teachings,  as  are 
theirs,  are  taken  from  that  best  of  books,  the  dear  old  Bible. 
Love,  Relief  and  Truth  are  the  corner  stones  of  our  Order, 
And  none  are  admitted  but  Master  Masons  in  good  standing 
with  the  fraternity,  their  wives,  widows,  mothers,  daughters 
and  sisters,  whom  they  are  obligated  to  assist  and  protect. 
Does  not  that  give  us  a  claim  upon  the  Masonic  Fraternity? 

How  does  ours  compare  with  the  other  Adoptive  Orders,  the 
Chapter,  Council,  Commandery,  Scottish  Rite,  and  many 
others  ?  Are  they  not  associations  united  to  aid  and  assist  the 
Masonic  family,  as  we  are  ?  and  do  not  admit  any  but  Master 
Masons.  Now,  they  have  free  access  to  the  Masonic  halls,  and 
no  objections  are  made.  "Oh!  consistency,  thou  art  a 
jewel." 

There  are  many  other  reasons  assigned  for  not  uniting  with 
us,  but  it  is  only  a  question  of  time,  and  we  can  wait.  The 
gratitude  of  thankful  hearts  will  ever  ascend  to  heaven  from 
the  sisterhood,  that  its  choicest  blessings  may  descend  upon 
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those  nobler  hearted  brothers  who  devised  and  established  this 
Adoptive  Rite  for  our  benefit,  and  to  those  who  are  now  co- 
workers with  us.  Let  us  strive  to  emulate  them  in  their  zeal, 
for  it  is  in  this  Order  that  we  can  find  ample  scope  for  useful- 
ness. I  think  that  God,  in  his  appointed  time,  put  it  into  the 
hearts  of  those  brothers  to  work  out  and  devise  this  Order,  so 
that  woman,  in  her  appointed  time,  should  take  her  proper 
place  side  by  side  with  him  in  his  work  of  munificence  and 
love.  "For  God  moves  in  a  mysterious  way  his  wonders  to 
perform."  And  the  time  has  now  come  when  woman  is  to  take 
the  position  that  God  intended  for  her  to  fill,  not  as  one  of  the 
strong-minded  women  of  the  day,  but  as  the  true  benefactor  of 
the  age.  And  as  nearly  all  the  avenues  of  business  and  science 
are  opened  to  her  now,  let  her  assume  her  sphere  with  true 
womanly  dignity,  and  she  will  receive  the  respect  her  sex 
demands.  There  are  offices  of  love  and  mercy  that  none  but  a 
woman  can  fill.  She  it  is  that  can  soothe  the  orphan's  heart, 
for  God  has  implanted  in  her  bosom  maternal  love;  she  can 
cheer  the  widow  in  her  sorrow,  for  she,  too,  has  had  many  of 
the  ills  of  life  to  contend  with.  In  fact,  she  is  better  calculated 
to  meet  the  needs  of  suffering  humanity  than  is  man,  and  is 
just  what  the  brotherhood  have  long  felt  the  need  of  to  make 
their  work  complete. 

But  I  fear  that  you  will  think  I  preach  and  do  not  practice, 
from  the  meagre  official  report  I  have  to  present.  It  is  with 
regret  that  I  look  over  the  past  year  and  see  how  little  good  I 
have  done  for  our  Order,  as  a  recompense  for  the  honor  you 
conferred  upon  me.  But  you  know  that  the  sisters  always  have 
an  excuse  ready,  and  as  it  was  our  first  meeting  after  the  organ- 
ization, and  I  took  no  notes,  but  had  to  rely  upon  my  memory, 
I  did  not  fully  comprehend  what  the  duties  of  the  Grand 
Matron  were,  and  had  not  the  remotest  idea  of  the  honor  that 
awaited  me,  and  when  the  printed  proceedings  were  received, 
found  that  there  were  no  special  duties  assigned  her.  I  will 
admit  I  was  in  a  quandary.  I  was  ready  and  willing  to  work, 
but  what  can  I  do  ?  was  the  question  that  often  came  to  my 
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mind,  and  the  only  answer  that  I  could  give  was,  wait.  Let  us 
define  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Matron.  The  brother's  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  in  reference  to  it  at  our  last  session,  is 
a  good  one.  I  hope  the  committee  who  have  it  under  advise- 
ment, will  give  it  their  careful  consideration.  New  York  has  a 
similar  one  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  to  be  reported  upon  at 
their  next  session  in  June.  It  is  this:  That  in  the  duties  of 
the  Grand  Patron,  read  Grand  Matron,  and  in  that  of  the 
Grand  Matron  insert  Grand  Patron ;  in  other  words,  making  an 
exchange  of  office.  I  shall  await  their  decision  with  much 
interest,  for  you  know  we  always  look  to  the  homestead  for 
good  advice.  The  position  the  Worthy  Matron  and  Worthy 
Patron  sustain  tow^ard  each  other  in  the  subordinate  Chapter  is 
a  good  one,  and  I  think  would  work  equally  as  well  in  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

I  highly  recommend  the  practice  of  visitation,  and  would  like 
to  have  visited  every  Chapter  in  the  State,  but  have  not  had 
that  pleasure.  There  was  a  plan  devised  whereby  such  a  visi- 
tation could  have  been  made.  It  is  a  good  idea,  but  came  to 
me  so  late  in  the  year  that  I  could  not  adopt  it.  I  hope  it  will 
be  acted  upon  and  carried  out,  as  a  part  of  the  Grand  Matron's 
duties,  at  least  as  far  as  practicable.  I  know  that  it  would 
afford  her  much  pleasure,  and  result  beneficially  to  the  Order. 
Let  her  thoroughly  understand  all  our  work,  give  her  the 
Matron's  degree,  and  such  other  duties  to  perform  as  the 
demands  may  be  made  upon  her  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Chap- 
ters she  may  visit.  We  all  know  how  much  zeal  is  inspired  by 
having  a  zealous  worker  visit  us.  Give  her  definite  work  to  do. 
She  will  then  have  an  official  report  to  make  that  we  will  be 
proud  to  receive. 

I  would  like  to  have  had  a  free  exchange  of  thoughts  and 
opinions  from  the  Grand  Officers  by  correspondence.  I  wrote 
to  most  of  them  with  that  object  in  view,  but  few  responded. 
I  received  but  two  lettters  from  the  Grand  Patron  the  past  year, 
but  from  others  have  heard  much  to  cheer  and  encourage  me  of 
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the  prosperity  of  our  Order.  We  are  increasing  in  strength 
and  interest  throughout  the  State. 

As  the  happy  New  Year  came  around,  and  we  mothers  were 
thinking  of  our  children,  I  thought  of  the  fraternal  family,  and 
sent  to  every  Chapter  in  the  State  my  New  Year's  greeting,  to 
let  them  know  that  they,  too,  were  remembered  by  me. 

In  looking  over  the  list  of  Chapters  in  the  State,  I  was 
pained  to  see  that,  for  some,  the  Star  had  lost  its  brightness. 
They  were  marked  dormant.  Can  not  we  do  something  for 
them,  that  its  beams  may  shine  upon  them  once  more  ?  I  also 
found  that  many  of  the  Chapters  were  not  represented  at  our 
last  session.  I  hope  that  all  will  feel  that  they  have  an  interest 
here. 

In  my  New  Year's  address  I  recommended  the  use  of 
Mackey's  Masonic  Parliamentary  Laws,  as  better  adapted  for 
the  Matrons'  use  than  Cushing's  Manual,  the  one  we  had 
adopted.  The  first  gives  us  Masonic  parliamentary  law,  while 
the  other  gives  only  parhamentary  law,  which  will  lead  many 
into  error. 

The  question  of  giving  the  free  ballot  is  being  agitated 
throughout  the  State.  I  think  now,  as  I  always  have,  that  it  is 
ours  by  right,  and  it  is  best  for  the  Order  in  the  future,  for  us 
to  keep  it.  There  are  Masons  who,  if  they  had  it  in  their 
power,  would  blot  our  Order  out  of  existence.  Some  are  now 
numbered  with  us.  When  we  give  them  the  ballot  that  num- 
ber will  increase,  for  through  that  will  they  accompUsh  their 
ends.  Some  will  not  unite  with  us  from  being  thus  deprived. 
Very  well;  you  had  better  remain  where  yoit  are,  for  I  fear  that 
you  have  not  the  good  of  the  Order  at  heart  if  that  keeps  you 
out.  I  fully  indorse  the  resolution  adopted  by  our  Chapter  and 
sent  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  as  regards  protecting  that  section  in 
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the  Constitution  relative  to  the  ballot,  although  not  present 
when  acted  upon.  We  must  guard  well  the  ballot  box,  for 
through  it  are  the  avenues  of  success.  We  can  not  be  too  care- 
ful as  to  those  we  select  for  investigating  committees,  and 
should  not  take  a  hasty  report,  but  insist  upon  a  thorough 
investigation,  if  it  takes  a  month.  It  is  not  the  qiLantity  we  are 
in  need  of,  but  the  quality^  to  make  our  Order  a  success, 
and  many  other  matters  of  vital  importance  which  we  must 
attend  to. 

There  is  a  diversity  of  opinions  as  regards  the  existence  of  a 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter.  Is,  or  is  there  not  one  ?  is  the  ques- 
tion. If  there  is  one,  I  regret  that  they  have  given  any  the 
cause  to  doubt,  for  in  that,  as  in  other  things,  "by  their  work 
shall  ye  know  them."  Now,  we  are  in  need  of  a  live  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter.  And  as  we  are  the  first  Grand  Chapter  to 
meet  in  the  year,  let  us  use  our  influence  to  assist  in  organizing 
one,  for  the  prosperity  of  our  Order  demands  that  we  have  uni- 
formity of  work,  etc.  When  June  returns,  ladened  with 
nature's  floral  gifts,  let  us  remember  that  the  seventh  is  the  day 
we  have  set  apart  to  commemorate  those  of  the  fraternal  family 
who  have  followed  the  Star  to  its  setting,  and  cull  from  nature's 
bounties  our  traditional  flowers,  and  cast  them  into  the  urn  in 
remembrance  of  those,  'though  lost  to  sight  to  memory 
dear." 

I  see  by  a  Masonic  paper  that  the  Masons  of  Shelbyville,  in 
this  State,  on  the  seventh  of  last  month  held  a  public  Lodge  of 
Sorrow,  carrying  out  in  detail  the  beautiful  work  of  our  Order. 
It  must  have  been  very  impressive. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say,  I  thank  you  for  the  high  honor 
you  have  conferred  upon  me,  although  I  have  given  you  so 
little  in  return  for  that  confidence.  As  I  return  to  the  ranks  I 
will  labor  with  renewed  energy  for  our  beloved  Order.  And  as 
this  is  centennial  year,  and  all  are  striving  to  do  some  noble 
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deed  to  commemorate  it,  let  iis,  as  an  Order,  do  something 
worthy  of  it.  If  not  a  noble  deed,  let  us  try  to  do  the  duty 
that  nearest  lies. 

"  I  sought  to  do  some  mighty  act  of  good, 
That  I  might  prove  how  well  my  soul  had  striven ; 
I  waited,  and  the  hours,  days  passed  by. 
Yet  bore  no  incense  of  my  deed  to  heaven  : 
Sad,  without  hope,  I  watched  the  falling  rain, 
One  drop  could  not  refresh  the  tree, 
But  drop  on  drop,  till  from  its  deepest  roots. 
The  giant  oak  drank  life  and  liberty. 
Refreshed,  like  nature,  I  arose  to  try 
And  do  the  duty  which  should  nearest  lie; 
And  ere  I  knew  my  work  was  half  begun, 
The  noble  deed  I  sought  in  vain  wfjs  done."

Report  of  Committee  on  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Regulations. 

Sister  Mary  E.  M.  Price  submitted  a  report  from  the 
Committee  on  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Regulations. 

Which  was,  on  motion  of  Brother  Nutt,  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  without  reading. 

Which  report  is  as  foUows,  to-wit: 

Constitution  and  Local  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Whereas,  Every  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  when  legally  organized  by  a  convention  of  delegates  from 
not  less  than  five  subordinate  Chapters  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  State,  regularly  assembled,  possesses  the  inherent 
power  to  form  a  Constitudon  as  the  fundamental  law  of  its  per- 
petual action,  and  to  enact  such  Rules  and  prescribe  such  Reg- 
ulations for  establishing  subordinate  Chapters  as  will  insure  the 
prosperity  thereof,  and  promote  the  general  good  of  the  Order^ 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  does  hereby  adopt,  establish  and 
promulgate  the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  its  gov- 
ernment, and  does  make  and  ordain  the  following  Rules  and 
General  Regulations  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Chap- 
ters under  its  jurisdiction: 
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ARTICLE  1. 

TITLE. 

Section  i.  This  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

ARTICLE  11. 

OF  WHOM  IT  CONSISTS. 

Section  i.  The  Grand  Chapter  shall  consist  of  a  Grand 
Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  Grand  Matron,  Associate 
Grand  Matron,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand 
Lecturer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Conductress, 
Associate  Grand  Conductress,  Grand  Adah,  Grand  Ruth,  Grand 
Esther,  Grand  Martha,  Grand  Electa,  Grand  Warder,  and 
Grand  Sentinel,  together  with  the  Patrons,  Matrons  and  Asso- 
ciate Matrons,  (or  their  proxies  regularly  appointed),  of  all  the 
subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction,  whose  official  charac- 
ter shall  be  duly  certified  to  the  Grand  Chapter  by  the  several 
Secretaries  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  such  Past  Grand 
Patrons  and  Past  Grand  Matrons  as  shall  remain  in  good  stand- 
ing in  some  subordinate  Chapter  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2.  All  the  above  named  Grand  Officers  shall  be  females, 
except  the  Grand  Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  Grand  Lec- 
turer, and  Grand  Marshal:  Provided,  That  the  Grand  Chaplain, 
Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Sentinel  may  be  either  male  or 
female. 

Sec  3.  The  first  six  officers  above  named  shall  be  elected, 
the  remaining  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Patron  and  Grand 
Matron. 
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Sec.  4.  The  foregoing  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Officers 
and  Delegates,  only,  shall  be  entided  to  vote  and  take  part  in 
the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  They  shall  have  but 
one  vote  each  on  every  question,  except  the  presiding  officer, 
who,  in  case  of  a  tie,  may  give  the  casting  vote:  Provided,  That 
any  member  may  call  for  a  vote  by  Chapters,  when  each  Chap- 
ter shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  it  is  entitled  to  repre- 
sentatives, which  may  be  cast  by  one  or  more  of  them. 


ARTICLE  III. 


QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  OFFICE. 

Section  i.  Any  member  in  good  standing  in  a  subordinate 
Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  eUgible  to  any  office  in  the 
Grand  Chapter,  subject  to  the  restrictions  contained  in  Section 
2,  Article  II:  Provided,  That  no  one  shall  be  elected  Grand 
Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  Grand  Matron  or  Associate 
Grand  Matron,  unless  he  or  she  be  a  Past  Patron  or  Past  Mat- 
ron of  some  subordinate  Chapter  of  the  Order. 


ARTICLE  IV. 


POWERS  OF  THE  GRAND  CHAPTER. 


Section  i.  This  Grand  Chapter  being  supreme  in  all  mat- 
ters appertaining  to  its  affairs,  has  the  sole  right  to  superintend 
and  govern  all  Chapters  of  the  Order  within  its  jurisdiction. 
It  has  power  to  grant  dispensations  and  charters  for  forming 
and  holding  new  Chapters,  and  to  extend  or  revoke  the  same; 
to  enact  rules  and  regulations,  issue  edicts,  and  to  amend  or 
repeal  the  same;  to  discipline,  censure,  suspend,  or  annul 
Chapters  for  willful  violation  or  infringement  of  the  constitution, 
regulations  or  edicts  of  this  Grand  Chapter;  to  decide  all 
appeals  from  subordinate  Chapters,  or  the  officers  and  com- 
mittees of  this  Grand  Chapter;  to  exercise  all  the  rights  of  sov- 
ereignty within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  subject  to  the 
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Supreme  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  (when  such  a  body 
shall  be  legally  organized  and  recognized  by  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter), and  all  powers  not  specially  delegated  to  subordinate 
Chapters  are  inherent  in  and  reserved  to  this  Grand  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  V. 

TIME  OF  MEETING. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  beginning  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  agreed  upon. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand 
Matron,  or  in  her  absence  or  disabiHty  by  the  Associate  Grand 
Matron  or  Grand  Patron,  at  such  time  and  place  as  in  his  or 
their  opinion  the  interest  of  the  Order  require  :  Provided,  That 
each  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  notified  at  least  thirty 
days  previous  to  such  called  meeting,  and  no  business  except 
such  specified  in  the  call  shall  be  transacted  at  such  special 
meeting. 

'     ARTICLE  VI. 

QUORUM. 

Section  i.  Representatives,  or  proxies  regularly  appointed, 
of  five  subordinate  Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIL 
representatives  and  proxies. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Patrons,  Matrons, 
and  Associate  Matrons  of  subordinate  Chapters  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  they  shall  present  to  the 
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Grand  Chapter  a  certificate  from  the  Secretary,  authenticated 
by  the  seal  of  their  respective  Chapters,  of  their  election  and 
installation  into  office. 

Sec.  2.  A  proxy  may  be  appointed  to  represent  the  Chapter 
by  either  of  the  delegates,  but  such  proxy  must  be  a  member  of 
the  Chapter  represented,  and  must  present  a  certificate  of  such 
appointment,  duly  authenticated. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS. 
GRAND  PATRON. 

Section  i.  The  Grand  Patron  shall  assist  and  advise  the 
Grand  Matron  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties.  He  has  power 
to  grant  dispensations  for  new  Chapters  upon  proper  applica- 
tion :  Provided,  No  new  Chapter  shall  be  formed  in  any  town  or 
city  where  one  or  more  Chapters  exist,  except  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Chapters  already  organized  in  said  town  or 
city ;  to  delegate  authority  to  confer  the  degrees  at  sight  upon  a 
sufficient  number  of  worthy  persons  in  towns  and  cities  where 
no  Chapter  exists,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Chapter. 
He  shall  preside  whenever  called  upon  by  the  Grand  Matron, 
and  in  the  absence  of  both  the  Grand  Matron  and  Associate 
Grand  Matron,  he  shall  call  the  Grand  Chapter  to  order,  and 
appoint  some  Past  Matron  present  to  act  as  Grand  Matron 
pro  tern. 

GRAND  MATRON. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Matron  shall  open,  preside  over,  and 
close  the  Grand  Chapter,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
specially  appointed ;  see  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Order  are  strictly  enforced,  and  that  the  officers  faithfully  per- 
form their  respective  duties,  and  give  such  instructions  and 
directions  as  the  good  of  the  Order  may  require.     She  has 
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power  to  convene  a  Chapter  within  this  jurisdiction;  to  preside 
therein,  to  inspect  the  proceedings,  and  require  conformity  to 
the  laws  of  the  Order ;  to  suspend,  for  good  cause,  for  a  limited 
period,  or  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
any  subordinate  Chapter ;  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  and  to  require  the  attendance  of,  and  information 
from,  any  Grand  Officer  respecting  his  office.  She  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  law  and  usage  submitted  to  her,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  until  such  decis- 
ions and  opinions  are  reversed  by  the  Grand  Chapter  they  shall 
be  in  force  and  binding  as  between  the  parties  thereto.  Dur- 
ing the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  she  shall  exercise  all  its 
executive  powers,  except  so  far  as  they  are  made  the  duty  of 
the  Grand  Patron.  She  shall  report  to  the  Grand  Chapter  at 
each  annual  meeting  all  her  official  acts.  She  may  call  upon 
the  Grand  Patron  to  preside  at  any  time. 

ASSOCIATE  GRAND  PATRON. 

Sec.  3.  The  Associate  Grand  Patron  shall  assist  the  Grand 
Patron  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties ;  be  subject  to  the  order  of 
his  superior  officers  and  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  in  case  of  the 
death,  absence,  or  disability  of  the  Grand  Patron,  he  shall 
assume  his  duties. 

ASSOCIATE  GRAND  MATRON. 

Sec.  4.  The  Associate  Grand  Matron  shall  assist  the  Grand 
Matron  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties ;  be  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  her  superior  officers,  and  in  case  of 
the  death,  absence,  or  disability  of  the  Grand  Matron  she  shall 
assume  her  powers  and  prerogatives,  and  discharge  her  duties. 

GRAND  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  keep 
a  faithful  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Chapter; 
to  collect  all  moneys  due  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  pay  the  same 
promptly  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  taking  her  receipt  for  the 
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same;  to  make,  annually,  a  report  in  writmg,  or  oftener,  if 
required  by  the  Grand  Matron  or  the  Grand  Chapter,  of  the 
amount  collected;  to  execute  such  orders  as  may  be  issued  by 
the  Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  deliver  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  all  books,  papers,  and  other  property  belongmg 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  in  his  possession. 


GRAND  TREASURER. 


Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  from 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  and  give  her  receipt  therefor; 
she  shall  pay  all  orders  from  the  moneys  on  hand  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Grand  Chapter;  carefully  number  and  file  all 
vouchers,  and  annually,  or  oftener,  if  required  by  the  Grand 
Matron  or  Grand  Chapter,  make  in  writing  a  full  statement, 
submitting  at  the  same  time  the  books  and  vouchers  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  for  examination.  She  shall  deliver  to  her 
successor  in  office  all  books,  vouchers,  papers,  and  moneys  or 
other  property  belonging  to  the  Grand  Chapter  which  may  be 
in  her  hands. 


GRAND  LECTURER. 


Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  attend 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  exemphfy  the 
work  and  lecture  when  required.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
the  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Patron,  receiving 
no  compensation  for  his  services  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  except 
as  provided  in  Article  XIII,  and  no  compensation  from  subor- 
dinate Chapters,  except  such  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
him  and  the  Chapter  receiving  his  service. 


REMAINING  OFFICERS. 


Sec.  8.  The  remaining  Grand  Officers  are  to  perform  such 
duties  as  are  appropriate  to  their  several  stations,  and  such  as 
may  be  assigned  them  by  the  Grand  Matron  or  the  Grand 
Chapter. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

ELECTION   OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  All  the  officers  shall  be  elected  or  appointed 
annually,  and  installed  after  the  regular  business  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  shall  have  been  completed :  Provided,  The  installation 
ceremonies  may  be  public  or  private,  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  Grand  Chapter.  No  officer  shall  officiate  in  his  station  until 
he  has  been  legally  installed. 

ARTICLE  X. 
dispensations. 

Section  i.  During  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Chapter  the 
Grand  Patron  may  grant  dispensations,  attested  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
for  the  formation  of  new  Chapters.  Such  dispensation  shall 
expire  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  when, 
if  their  work  is  approved,  such  Chapters  shall  receive  charters 
without  additional  fee,  except  three  dollars  for  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  No  charter  shall  be  granted  a  new  Chapter  until  the 
Grand  Chapter  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  proposed  officers  are 
thoroughly  qualified  to  discharge  their  duties  properly. 

Sec  3.  Chapters  under  dispensation  shall  have  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  chartered  Chapters,  except  to  be  represented 
in  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  elect  and  install  officers. 

ARTICLE  XL 

REVENUE. 

Section  i.  The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be 
derived  from  the  following  sources,  viz :  For  every  dispensa- 
tion, including  three  copies  of  the  Ritual,  twenty  dollars. 
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Sec  2  Every  Chapter  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  and  every  member  belonging  to  it  on  the  31st  day  of 
December  preceding;  and  no  Chapter  shall  be  entided  to  rep- 
resentation in  the  Grand  Chapter  until  such  dues  are  paid. 


ARTICLE  XII. 


ANNUAL  REPORTS. 


Section  i.  Each  subordinate  Chapter  shall  send  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  Of  February  of  each 
year,  an  abstract  of  its  proceedings  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31st,  next  preceding.  This  report  shall  include  the  names 
of  the  officers  elected  and  installed,  the  number  initiated,  the 
number  affihated,  the  number  withdrawn,  suspended,  expelled 
and  died,  and  the  number  of  remaining  members,  setting  out 
the  names  of  each  class  in  full  alphabetical  order,  making  a 
distinction  in  sex  by  prefixing  the  titles  brother  and  sister 
respectively. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Chapter  failing  to  make  such  reports  and  pay 
Grand  Chapter  dues  for  two  consecutive  years,  without  furnish- 
ing satisfactory  reasons  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  shall  forfeit  its 
charter,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  report  such  delinquencies  to 
the  Grand  Chapter. 


ARTICLE  XIIL 

PAY  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS  AND  REPRESENTATIVES. 


The  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  shall  receive  from 
the  funds  of  the  Grand  Chapter  such  sums  as  it  may  appropri- 
ate for  attending  to  the  business  and  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  perform 
and  discharge  the  following  specific  duties,  to-wit: 

ON  CREDENTIALS. 

First. — The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  report  the  name 
of  each  representative  and  proxy  present,  with  the  name  and 
number  of  the  Chapter  represented. 

ON  FINANCE  AND  WAYS  AND  MEANS. 

Second. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
and  Ways  and  Means  to  examine  the  books  and  vouchers  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Grand  Treasurer,  balance  the 
same,  and  report  the  actual  state  and  condition  of  the  funds  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  and  also  to  take  into  consideration  all  prop- 
positions  and  resolutions  affecting  its  revenue,  which  may  be 
offered;  they  shall  specifically  report  thereon,  and  may  recom- 
mend any  measures  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  be  for  the 
benefit,  financially  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

Third. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business  to  examine  the  journal  of  the  previous  annual  meeting 
and  report  all  matters  then  pending  and  undetermined. 

ON  PAY  ROLL. 

Fourth. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Pay  Roll 
to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  due  each  representative  and 
member  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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ON  JURISPRUDENCE. 

Fifth. — The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  shall  carefully 
examine  all  propositions  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws  and  General  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
as  well  as  all  questions  of  law  and  usage,  and  make  report 
thereon  in  writing  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ON  APPEALS  AND  GRIEVANCES. 

Sixth. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
and  Grievances  to  examine  all  matters  of  controversy  and 
grievance,  when  presented  to  them,  to  report  with  such  recom- 
mendations for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

ON  DISPENSATIONS  AND  CHARTERS. 

Seventh. — The  Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Charters 
shall  examine  the  returns  of  chartered  Chapters  and  their  By- 
Laws  when  submitted  to  them,  and  shall  note  all  improper, 
informal  or  illegal  proceedings,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  with  their  recommendations.  They  shall  also 
examine  the  work,  records  and  By-Laws  of  all  Chapters  under 
dispensation,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Officers  grant- 
ing the  same,  note  all  matters  that  are  improper  or  unconstitu- 
tional, and  report  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  with  their  recom- 
mendations. 

•  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Eighth. — The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  shall 
have  charge  of  all  matters  of  Foreign  Correspondence  referred 
to  them,  review  all  the  printed  or  written  proceedings  emanat- 
ing from  other  Grand  Chapters,  and  report  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  by  resolution  or  otherwise. 
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MEETING  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Ninth. — The  Committees  on  Grievances,  on  Charters  and 
Dispensations,  shall  meet  on  Tuesday  preceding  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairmen  and  the  Grand  Matron,  and 
report  specifically  on  all  matters  examined,  on  the  first  day  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  All  amendments  to  this  Constitution  must  be 
submitted  in  writing  at  an  annual  meeting,  when,  if  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  they  shall  lie  over  until 
the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  if  adopted  by  a  majority  vote, 
they  shall  become  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 

Rules  of  Order  for  Conducting  the  Business  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

I.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Grand 
Matron  shall  take  the  chair  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  if  there  are 
a  constitutional  number  of  Chapters  represented,  see  that  the 
Grand  Officers  are  in  their  stations,  fill  vacancies  pro  tern.,  and 
open  the  Grand  Chapter  in  ample  form. 

II.  After  the  Grand  Chapter  is  opened,  the  officers,  mem- 
bers and  visitors  shall  conduct  themselves  with  that  order  and 
decorum  which  the  dignity  of  the  institution  requires;  they 
shall  pay  due  respect  to  the  presiding  officer,  to  whose  com- 
mands they  shall  be  attentive  and  obedient.  No  person  shall 
be  permitted  to  enter  or  leave  the  Grand  Chapter  without  per- 
mission of  the  presiding  officer. 
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III.  The  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  follows,  viz  : 

1.  Reading  minutes  of  previous  meeting. 

2.  Annual  address  of  Grand  Patron. 

3.  Annual  address  of  Grand  Matron. 

4.  Report  of  Grand  Secretary. 

5.  Report  of  Grand  Treasurer. 

6.  Report  of  Standing  Committees. 

7.  Report  of  Special  Committees. 

8.  Election  of  Grand  Officers. 

9.  Unfinished  Business. 

10.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

11.  Installation  of  Officers. 

12.  Appointment  of  Standing  Committees. 

IV.  All  motions  or  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
and  presented  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  read,  with  the  name 
of  the  mover  endorsed  thereon,  when,  upon  being  duly  sec- 
onded, they  shall  be  submitted  for  the  consideration  and 
decision  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

V.  The  Grand  Matron  shall  appoint  from  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  the  following  standing  committees,  of  not 
less  than  three  members  each,  the  first  named  to  be  chairman : 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Finance  and  Ways  and  Means. 

3.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  On  Pay  Roll. 

5.  On  Jurisprudence. 

6.  On  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

7.  On  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

8.  On  Foreign  Correspondence. 

VI.  All  business  and  reports  must  be  disposed  of  before  the 
session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  closed,  except  such  as  lie  over 
by  virtue  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 
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VII.  All  reports  of  officers  and  committees  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing and  signed,  if  by  a  committee,  by  at  least  a  majority  of  its 
members. 

VIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer  or  of 
the  Grand  Chapter. 

IX.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  if 
divisible,  and  three  may  demand  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays. 

X.  No  motion  or  resolution  involving  the  expenditure  of 
money,  except  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pay  Roll,  shall 
be  adopted  until  the  same  shall  have  been  reported  upon  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

XI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  reconsider,  to  refer  to 
committee,  for  the  order  of  the  day,  for  the  previous  question, 
to  call  off,  and  to  close,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XII.  All  motions  shall  be  seconded,  and  stated  by  the  pre- 
siding officer  before  they  shall  be  open  for  debate  or  action. 
And  in  fiUing  blanks  the  largest  sum  or  the  longest  time  shall 
be  voted  on  first.  A  majority  vote  shall  determine  all  ques- 
tions, except  as  otherwise  specifically  provided. 

XIII.  Any  member  persisting  in  the  violation  of  these 
Rules  of  Order,  after  being  called  to  order  by  the  presiding 
officer,  may  be  reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled  from  the 
Grand  Chapter,  at  its  discretion. 

XIV.  Parliamentary  law  not  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing 
regulations  shall  govern  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

XV.  These  Regulations  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by 
unanimous  consent,  but  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing by  a  two-thirds  vote. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

REPEAL. 

Section  i.  The  former  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order 
for  the  government  of  this  Grand  Chapter  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Government  of  Subordinate  Chapters. 

The  following  are  the  General  Rules  now  in  force  for  the 
government  of  Chapters  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
the  State  of  Indiana. 

SUBORDINATE  CHAPTERS. 

Section  i.  Every  subordinate  Chapter  must  have  a  charter 
from  this  Grand  Chapter,  or  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand 
Patron,  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  under  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  no  Chapter  shall  be  deemed  legal  or  regu- 
lar without  such  charter  or  dispensation,  nor  shall  Chapters 
outside  this  jurisdiction  be  considered  legal  or  regular  unless 
they  hold  an  unreclaimed  dispensation  or  charter  from  their 
nearest  Grand  Chapter,  and  all  communications,  public  or  pri- 
vate, by  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction,  or  the  members  thereof, 
with  such  illegal  Chapters  formed,  opened  or  holden,  or  with 
any  members  of  such  illegal  Chapter,  is  hereby  interdicted  and 
forbidden. 

officers. 

Sec.  2.  The  elective  officers  of  a  Chapter  shall  consist  of 
Patron,  Matron,  Associate  Matron,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Con- 
ductress and  Associate  Conductress,  and  shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  the  stated 
meeting  next  preceding  the  27  th  day  of  December,  anniversary 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist.    The  appointed  officers  shall  con- 
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sist  of  Adah,  Ruth,  Esther,  Martha,  Electa,  Warder,  and 
Sentinel,  to  which  may  be  added  Chaplain^  and  Organist,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Matron  elect.  All  the  above  named 
officers  must  be  installed  at  or  before  the  next  stated  meeting. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE. 

Sec.  3.  Vacancies  in  the  elective  offices,  except  Patron, 
Matron  and  Associate  Matron,  may  be  filled  by  ballot  at  a 
stated  meeting,  the  members  having  been  summoned  for  that 
purpose.  Vacancies  in  any  appointive  office  may  be  filled  by 
the  Matron  at  any  stated  meeting.  Vacancies  in  the  first  three 
offices  can  only  be  filled  by  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Matron, 
the  members  being  summoned  for  that  purpose. 

TO  OPEN  A  CHAPTER. 

Sec.  4.  The  presence  of  the  dispensation  or  charter,  one  of 
the  first  three  officers,  and  six  other  members,  are  indispensable 
to  open  a  Chapter  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec  5.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  a 
Chapter  within  this  jurisdiction,  by  initiation  or  affiliation,  but 
affiliated  Master  Masons,  their  mothers,  wives,  sisters,  daughters 
and  widows.  Daughters  and  sisters  must  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  more  than  one 
Chapter:  Provided,  That  any  Chapter  may  elect  to  honorary 
membership  therein  any  affiliated  member  of  another  Chapter; 
nor  shall  any  member  be  permitted  to  withdraw  from  a  Chapter 
until  all  dues  and  indebtedness  are  paid  or  remitted. 

FEES  AND  DUES. 

Sec.  6.  No  Chapter  shall  confer  the  degrees  for  a  less  sum 
than  one  dollar,  nor  charge  each  member  less  than  one  dollar 
as  annual  dues. 
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PETITIONS. 

Sec.  7.  All  petitions  for  initiation  or  membership  shall  be 
in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  Chapter, 
which  petitions  shall  be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting,  be 
referred  to  a  committee  for  investigation,  and  lay  over  until  the 
next  regular  meeting,  unless,  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
members  present,  it  shall  be  declared  a  case  of  emergency, 
when  action  may  be  taken  thereon  immediately. 

INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Investigating  Committee 
to  make  inquiry  as  to  the  character  and  standing  of  the  peti- 
tioner, and,  if  a  lady,  also  that  of  the  Master  Mason  through 
whom  she  claims  to  be  entitled  to  membership,  and  make  report 
thereon  in  writing,  and  no  action  shall  be  taken  on  any  petition 
until  such  report  is  made.  A  petition  may  be  withdrawn  by 
consent  of  the  Chapter,  at  the  written  request  of  the  petitioner, 
at  any  time  before  balloting. 

THE  BALLOT. 

Sec.  9.  A  separate  ballot  must  be  taken  on  every  petition 
for  membership  or  the  degrees,  which  must  be  inviolably  secret, 
without  debate,  and  no  inquiries  permitted  or  statements  made, 
as  to  the  character  of  any  one's  vote.  One  or  more  negative 
votes  rejects  the  applicant.  In  case  but  one  negative  vote 
appears,  the  Matron  shall  order  a  second  ballot,  which  shall  be 
final.  Every  member  present  must  vote,  unless  excused  by  the 
Chapter. 

REJECTED  APPLICANTS. 

Sec.  10.  After  an  appHcant  for  initiation  or  membership 
shall  have  been  rejected,  the  petition  may  be  renewed  at  the 
next  stated  meeting,  but  shall  not  be  made  a  case  of  emer- 
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gency.  No  rejected  applicant  shall  be  initiated  by  any  other 
Chapter,  within  three  months  after  such  rejection,  without  the 
consent  of  the  rejecting  Chapter. 

BY  -  LAWS. 

Sec.  II.  Every  Chapter  has  the  inherent  right  to  make  its 
own  By-Laws :  Provided^  They  do  not  conflict  with  the  Consti- 
tution or  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

/ 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  12.  The  Patron  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Chapter,  advise  with  and  assist  the  other  officers, 
preside  during  the  conferring  of  the  degrees,  and  whenever 
invited  to  do  so  by  the  Matron. 

Sec.  13.  The  Matron  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Chapter,  except  when  the  degrees  are  being  conferred;  see  that 
the  Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations  are  strictly  enforced; 
appoint  all  committees,  and  see  that  the  officers  faithfully  per- 
form all  their  duties.  She  may  call  upon  the  Patron  to  preside 
at  any  time. 

Sec.  14.  The  Associate  Matron  shall  perform  the  duties 
■appertaining  to  her  office,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Matron, 
assume  her  powers,  duties  and  prerogatives. 

Sec.  15.  The  remaining  officers  shall  perform  the  duties 
indicated  by  their  several  titles  and  stations,  be  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Chapter  and  to  their  superior  officers. 

SEAL.  . 

Sec.  16.  Every  Chapter  shall,  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  its  charter,  procure  a  seal,  with  the  name,  number  and 
location  of  the  Chapter,  and  such  other  device  as  it  may  deem 
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proper,  engraved  thereon,  and  no  document  emanating  from 
such  Chapter  shall  be  deemed  authentic  without  the  seal  affixed. 

JURISDICTION. 

Sec.  17.  The  jurisdiction  of  Chapters  for  all  purposes  shall 
extend  to  a  point,  geographically,  halfway  between  them: 
Provided,  That  in  towns  and  cities  where  two  or  more  Chapters 
shall  be  organized,  they  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  Chapter  to  take  cognizance 
of  the  conduct  of  every  member  of  the  Order  within  its  juris- 
diction, whether  affiliated  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing 
obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  maintaining  its  good 
name. 

OFFENSES   AND  PENALTIES. 

Sec.  18.  Whatever  is  a  breach  of  good  morals,  contrary  to 
the  precepts  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  or  a  violation  of  the  laws 
of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  is  an  offense  against  the 
principles  of  this  Order,  and  must  be  promptly  dealt  with. 

Sec.  19.  Any  member  of  the  Order  who  disobeys  the  order 
of  the  presiding  officer,  or  in  any  manner  disturbs  the  harmony 
of  the  Chapter,  must  be  held  to  a  strict  account  therefor,  and 
upon  a  repetition  of  the  offense,  suspended  for  a  definite  time 
from  the  privileges  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  20.  Any  member  of  a  Chapter  who  fails  to  pay  dues  is 
subject  to  charges,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  may  be  sus- 
pended from  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  21.    The  only  penalties  recognized  are  four  : 

1.  Reprimand. 

2.  Suspension  for  a  definite  time. 

3.  Suspension  indefinitely. 

4.  Expulsion. 
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TRIALS. 

Sec.  2  2.  No  member  can  be  reprimanded,  suspended  or 
expelled,  for  any  cause  whatever,  except  upon  written  charges 
and  specifications,  and  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  trial. 

Sec.  23.  Any  afifihated  member  has  the  right  to  prefer 
charges,  but  in  no  case  can  this  right  be  extended  to  one  who 
is  not  affiliated. 

Sec.  24.  Complaints  against  a  Patron  or  Matron  for  official 
misconduct  must  be  made  to  the  Grand  Matron  or  the  Grand 
Chapter  while  in  session. 

Sec.  25.  Charges  against  a  Patron  or  Matron  for  any 
offense  not  growing  out  of  the  discharge  of  his  or  her  official 
duties  must  be  made  to  the  Grand  Matron,  and  if  approved  by 
her  she  will  fix  a  time  for  trial,  and  notify  the  Chapter  with  a 
copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications,  and  instruct  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Chapter  to  serve  a  copy  upon  the  accused. 

Sec.  26.  In  all  things  relating  to  the  trial  of  a  Patron  or 
Matron  by  his  or  her  Chapter,  except  as  otherwise  specified  in 
these  Rules,  the  same  proceeding  must  be  had  as  in  the  trial  of 
other  members. 

Sec.  27.  All  charges  must  be  made  in  writing,  signed  by 
the  party  making  them,  specifying  with  reasonable  certainty  the 
character  of  the  accusation,  and  the  time  and  place  of  its  com- 
mission, including  the  names  of  witnesses.  It  shall  be  pre- 
sented at  a  stated  meeting,  read  in  open  Chapter,  and  spread 
upon  the  record.  The  presiding  officer  shall  then  set  a  time  for 
trial,  and  order  the  Secretary  to  serve  upon  the  accused  a  true 
copy  of  the  charges,  and  notify  him  or  her  of  the  time  set  for 
trial. 
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Sec.  28.  The  Secretary  may  serve  the  notice  either  in 
person  or  by  mail,  but  when  sent  by  mail  twenty  days  shall  be 
allowed  for  the  accused  to  receive  it,  in  addition  to  the 
ten  days. 

Sec.  29.  The  attendance  of  witnesses  on  either  side,  when 
they  are  members  of  the  Order,  may  be  enforced  by  summons, 
which  may  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  when  ordered  by  the 
Matron  or  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  30.  At  the  time  set  for  trial,  if  the  accused  fail  to 
appear  in  person  or  by  counsel,  or  has  absconded  before  notice 
is  served,  the  presiding  officer  may  continue  the  case  to  some 
future  time,  or  appoint  a  competent  member  to  appear  for  the 
accused,  and  hear  and  decide  upon  the  case  as  though  the 
accused  were  present. 

Sec.  31.  Should  the  accused  appear  and  plead  guilty  to  the 
charge  and  specification,  no  further  evidence  is  necessary,  and 
the  Chapter  shall  at  once  proceed  to  affix  the  penalty. 

Sec.  32.  Any  afifiUated  member  of  the  Order  may  act  as 
counsel  for  the  accused  or  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  33.  All  charges  must  be  heard  and  decided  by  the 
Chapter ;  in  no  case  can  this  be  left  to  a  committee. 

Sec.  34.  The  accused,  when  on  trial,  can  not  be  allowed  to 
vote  on  any  question  growing  out  of  his  or,  her  case. 

Sec.  35.  After  the  evidence  shall  have  been  presented,  and 
the  prosecution  and  defendant,  by  themselves  ot  counsel,  have 
had  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  the  defendant  shall  retire, 
and  the  Chapter  shall  proceed  to  decide,  by  taking  a  separate 
ballot  upon  each  charge  and  specification:  first,  whether  the 
accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  as  charged,  and  if  found  guilty 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  then  to  fix  the  penalty,  com- 
mencing with  the  highest  grade,  and  so  on  down  until  some 
penalty  is  determined. 
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Sec.  36.  Should  definite  suspension  be  decided  upon,  the 
time  must  be  fixed  upon  motion,  but  the  longest  time  must  be 
voted  upon  first. 

Sec.  37.  Should  the  Chapter  refuse  by  a  majority  vote  to 
inflict  any  penalty  after  having  voted  on  each  grade,  the  Secre- 
tary shall,  within  three  days,  certify  the  fact  to  the  Grand 
Patron,  who  may  arrest  the  charter  of  the  Chapter. 

RULES  OF  EVIDENCE. 

Sec.  38.  The  rules  of  evidence  shall  be,  so  far  as  applica- 
ble, the  same  as  in  courts  of  law,  except  that  no  oath  or  affir- 
mation shall  be  required  of  witnesses. 

Sec.  39.  When  a  witness  is  a  non-resident,  and  can  not 
attend  in  person  before  the  Chapter,  his  or  her  evidence  may 
be  taken  before  a  Patron  or  Matron,  certified  by  the  Secretary 
under  the  seal  of  the  Chapter  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  witness 
may  reside,  both  the  accused  and  the  accuser  having  due 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony. 

Sec.  40.  The  accused  shall  be  a  competent  witness,  but 
shall  not  be  required  by  the  Chapter  to  give  evidence  unless  he 
or  she  shall  offer  to  testify. 

Sec.  41.  The  evidence  of  members  of  the  Order  who  may 
not  be  able  to  attend  the  trial,  and  of  persons  not  members  of 
the  Order,  shall  be  taken  in  writing  by  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  presiding  officer,  of  which  both  parties,  if  possible,  shall 
have  notice. 

Sec.  42.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  the  committee 
shall  proceed  to  take  the  evidence  of  such  witnesses,  and,  after 
reading  to  each  his  or  her  evidence  in  the  case,  request  him  or 
her  to  sign  the  same.  The  evidence  thus  taken  shall  be  read 
before  the  Chapter  at  the  time  of  trial. 
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Sec.  43.    All  the  evidence  given  must  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  preserved  by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  44.  The  presiding  officer  shall  decide  as  to  the  admis- 
sibility of  any  testimony  offered,  and  all  points  of  law  and 
order  which  may  be  raised. 

EFFECT  OF  AND  WHAT  REMOVES  A  PENALTY. 

Sec.  45.    The  suspension  of  a  member  precludes,  for  the 
time  being,  all  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Order  whatever. 

Sec.  46.  A  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion  will  be  m 
force  from  and  after  the  passage  thereof  until  reversed  by  the 
Chapter  or  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Sec.  47.  Any  one  refusing  to  submit  to  the  penalty  of  rep- 
rimand is  subject  to  discipUne,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
may  be  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  48.  The  expiration  of  time  for  which  a  member  stands 
suspended  restores  him  or  her  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
which  he  or  she  possessed  before  the  trial. 

Sec.  49.  The  payment  of  dues,  for  non-payment  of  which 
a  member  was  suspended,  restores  him  or  her  to  full  member- 
ship ;  but  to  restore  to  that  condition  a  member  who  has  been 
suspended  or  expelled  for  any  other  cause  shall  require  a 
majority  vote  upon  a  petition  for  restoration,  received  at  a 
previous  stated  meeting,  which  must  have  been  referred  to,  and 
reported  upon,  by  a  committee  of  investigation. 

Sec.  50.  A  Chapter  may  remit  the  dues  of  a  member,  for 
non-payment  of  which  he  or  she  was  suspended,  and  thereby 
restore  him  or  her  to  membership. 

Sec.  51.  Any  member  who  has  been  expelled  or  indefi- 
nitely suspended  may  be  restored  to  membership  by  the  Chapter 
pronouncing  the  sentence,  or,  if  said  Chapter  has  ceased  to 
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exist,  then  by  the  Chapter  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  or  she 
resides. 

Sec.  52.  When  a  suspended  or  expelled  member  is  restored 
as  provided  in  Sections  51  and  52,  he  or  she  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  certificate  of  the  fact  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter 
restoring  him. 

NEW  TRIALS. 

Sec.  53.  A  new  trial  may  be  granted  by  the  Chapter  that 
tried  the  cause,  when  a  member  has  been  suspended  or 
expelled,  in  the  following  cases,  and  upon  the  following  con- 
ditions : 

1.  Upon  newly  discovered  evidence,  which  would  indicate, 
with  reasonable  certainty,  a  change  in  the  finding  of  the 
Chapter. 

2.  Where  the  finding  of  a  Chapter  is  contrary  to  the  evi- 
dence, and  law,  and  usage,  or  the  penalty  excessive. 

Sec.  54.  Application  for  a  new  trial  must  be  made  in 
writing,  and  contain  a  statement  of  the  causes  upon  which  the 
application  is  founded,  be  presented  within  ninety  days  after 
the  trial  was  had,  or  within  ninety  days  after  the  accused  is 
informed  of  the  action  of  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  55.  Application  for  a  new  trial  shall  be  addressed  to 
the  Chapter,  and  in  all  cases  where  a  new  trial  is  granted,  the 
same  rules  shall  govern  as  in  the  first  instance. 

APPEALS. 

Sec.  56.  Any  member  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of 
the  Chapter  or  the  presiding  officer,  may  appeal  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  decision,  by 
filing  his  prayer  therefor  in  writing  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Chapter,  stating  therein  the  error  or  decision  appealed  from, 
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when  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  make  out  a  full, 
true  and  complete  copy  of  all  the  proceedings  had,  and  evi- 
dence taken  in  the  case,  and  certify  the  same,  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  appeal  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  within  sixty  days 
after  said  appUcation  is  made. 

Sec.  57.  The  Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Chapter,  on  receipt 
of  the  transcript  and  appeal,  shall  proceed  to  examine  the  same 
upon  the  papers  and  evidences  so  transmitted,  and,  without 
additional  testimony,  shall  decide  the  cause,  by  confirming  the 
judgment  already  rendered,  or  remanding  the  cause  for  a  new 
trial,  with  instructions  how  to  proceed:  Provided,  That  an 
appeal  will  lie  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Matron  to  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Sec.  58.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  amended  or 
repealed  at  any  annual  meeting,  by  the  amendment  being  pro- 
posed in  writing,  referred  to,  and  reported  upon,  by  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  and  then  concurred  in  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present. 

REPEALING  CLAUSE. 

Sec.  59.  All  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  by  this  Grand 
Chapter  for  the  government  of  her  subordinates  coming  in  con- 
flict with  these  Rules  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  60.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  subordinate 
Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  so 
amend  their  By-Laws  as  to  conform  in  all  respects  to  these 
Regulations.

We  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  Ply- 
mouth Chapter,  U.  D.,  and  find  the  By-Laws  correct  and  the 
proceedings  regular  and  well  written  in  a  substantial  book ;  we 
therefore  recommend  that  a  charter  be  granted  to  the  sisters 
and  brothers  of  Plymouth,  Marshall  county,  to  organize  a 
Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  at  that  place,  to  be  designated 
Plymouth  Chapter  No.  26;  and  that  Bro.  Henry  G.  Thayer 
be  appointed  the  first  Worthy  Patron,  Sister  Julia  Work,  first 
Worthy  Matron,  and  Sister  Clara  O,  Smith,  first  Associate 
Matron,  of  said  Chapter.

Chapters  herein  reported  upon,  to-wit :  Paoli,  Plymouth,  Veedersburg  and 
Bourbon,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  made  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter.

SYSTEM  OF  BENEFITS.

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Grand 
Worthy  Patron's  address  as  pertains  to  inaugurating  a  system  of 
benefits  similar  to  the  plan  of  Odd  Fellowship,  after  giving  the 
subject  due  consideradon,  submit  the  following  report:  Your 
committee  appreciate  and  commend  the  spirit  that  prompted  the 
suggestion  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron,  but  we 
deem  it  impracticable,  if  not  contrary  to  the  design  and  teach- 
ings of  our  Order,  to  estabhsh  such  a  system  of  benefits. 

The  primary  object  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  as  we 
understand  it,  was  simply  to  place  those  who,  by  virtue  of  their 
relationship  to  members  of  the  Masonic  Order,  were  entitled  to 
recognition,  protecdon  and  assistance,  in  case  of  need,  from 
that  Order,  in  a  posidon  so  that  they  might  the  better  establish 
their  lawful  claims.  And  these  benefits  are  only  such  as  every 
Mason  is,  in  duty,  bound  to  extend  upon  all  occasions.  In  a 
financial  point  of  view,  these  obligadons  extend  only  to  those 
whose  necessides  establish  their  rights  to  receive,  while  the 
system  proposed  contemplates  giving  alike  to  those  who  may  or 
may  not  be  able  to  provide  for  themselves. 

We  might  add  further,  that  the  present  resources  of  our  sub- 
ordinate Chapters  are  not  such  as  to  warrant  the  payment  of 
such  benefits.  In  view  of  the  facts  set  forth  your  committee 
offer  for  adoption  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  at  this  time  to  take  any  steps  to  inaugurate 
a  system  of  stipulated  benefits  upon  the  plan  proposed.

Brother  Rice  offered  the  following  amendment  to  Section 
I,  of  Article  V:  Strike  out  "April"  and  insert  "May."

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Grand  Patron. — "  Sisters  and  brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
these  persons,  selected  by  you,  are  now  ready  and  willing  to 
take  upon  themselves  the  obligations,  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  office.  In  our  beautiful  Order,  preferment  to  office  should 
not  be  sought  after,  but  should  come  to  the  individual  chosen, 
as  an  honor  justly  merited  and  freely  bestowed.  Those  only 
should  be  chosen,  who,  by  their  reputation,  their  work  and  high 
moral  character  command  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  our 
members,  and  can  give  us  standing  and  credit  before  the  world. 
Are  these  such?  and  is  it  still  your  desire  that  they  shall  fill  the 
offices  to  which  your  partiality  has  elevated  them  ?  " 

The  Grand  Chapter  responds — 

"  They  are.     It  is." 

The  Grand  Patron  continues — 

G.  P. —  "Sisters  and  brothers  elect,  there  being  no  objection, 
in  all  this  vast  assemblage,  against  either  of  you,  gives  us  full 
assurance  that  you  will,  each  and  all,  fill  your  high  and  honor- 
able stations  with  credit  and  ability,  and  that  you  will  not  in  any 
manner  bring  dishonor  or  reproach  upon  our  Order  or  your- 
selves. You  will  please  give  your  assent  to  the  obligation  of 
office. 

"Do  you  each  sacredly  promise  to  support,  maintain  and 
enforce  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  this  Grand 
Chapter,  be  obedient  to  its  orders  and  directions,  and  to  the 
best  of  your  knowledge  and  ability  impartially  and  faithfully 
discharge  the  duties  of  your  office,  and  use  your  utmost  endeav- 
ors to  make  yourselves  useful  and  your  stations  honorable  in  the 
offices  with  which  I  am  now  about  to  invest  you?" 

They  severally  assent,  and  the  Grand  Patron  continues — 

G.  P.  —  "Let  us  now,  with  the  Grand  Chaplain,  invoke  the 
blessing  of  God. " 

Prayer. 
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The  Grand  Chapter  will  then  be  seated,  and  the  ceremonies 
will  proceed  as  follows  : 

Q  Worthy  Grand  Patron,  I  have  the  honor  to  pre- 
sent for  installation  Brother  ,  duly  elected  Grand  Worthy 

Patron  for  the  ensuing  year.  Our  brother  is  fully  aware  of  the 
great  responsibilities  he  is  assuming  in  the  acceptance  of  this 
important  position,  yet  he  is  wiUing  to  undertake  the  responsible 
charge  in  the  beUef  that,  with  the  aid  and  assistance  of  the  sisters 
and  brethern,  and  by  the  help  of  God,  he  will  not  fail  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty,  and  thus  prove  that  the  confidence  reposed 
in  him  has  not  been  misapplied." 

Brother  ,  you  have  been  elected  by  the  free 

choice  of  the  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  occupy  the 
most  exalted  position  in  their  power  to  bestow  upon  a  gentle- 
man—a just  compliment  to  your  zeal  and  worth,  and  for  which 
I  offer  you  my  sincere  congratulations.  Your  long  and  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  rules  and  affairs  of  our  Order  justify  me 
in  saying  that  your  fellow  members  have  exercised  a  sound  dis- 
cretion in  this  selection.  You  are  elevated  to  a  position  from 
which  the  power  and  prerogative  may  depart  with  the  expiration 
of  your  term  of  service,  but  the  honor  and  dignity,  except  by 
your  own  act,  never! 

"The  high  honors  attached  to  the  office  of  Grand  Worthy  Pat- 
ron are  accompanied  by  weighty  and  delicate  responsibilities. 
It  is  expected  that  you  will  have  a  watchful  care  over  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Grand  Chapter,  see  that  its  Constitution,  By-Laws  and 
Regulations,  orders  and  edicts  are  promptly  enforced  throughout 
this  jurisdiction,  that  subordinate  officers  discharge  their  duties, 
and  that  by  your  own  respect  for  law  and  good  government  you 
will  cause  all  others  to  find  the  strongest  incentive  of  obedience 
to  all  lawful  commands.

I  doubt  not  but  you 
will  find  him  as  willing  to  discharge  the  duties  as  to  enjoy  the 
high  honors  conferred  upon  him."" 

G.  F.  —  "  Brother  ,  I  congratulate  you  on  being  chosen 

to  fill  so  high  a  station  as  this.  Your  duties  are  to  assist  the 
Grand  Patron,  and  in  case  of  his  death,  absence  or  disability, 
to  assume  his  powers  and  duties.  Those  who  have  reposed  so 
much  confidence  in  you  have  reason  to  expect  you  to  faithfully 
look  after  their  interests  and  zealously  work  for  the  welfare  of 
the  Order.  Let  the  laws,  tenets  and  professions  of  the  Eastern 
Star  be  your  constant  study,  that  you  may  be  ready  to  enforce 
them  by  precept  and  example,  and  the  better  enabled  to  exercise 
the  higher  and  more  exalted  position  to  which  you  may  be  caUed 
at  any  moment. 

"You  will  now  be  invested  with  the  proper  emblem  of  office, 
and  conducted  to  your  station  on  the  left  of  the  Associate 
Grand  Matron,  in  the  West."- 

G.  M.  —  ''Grand  Worthy  Patron,  it  is  my  pleasing  duty  to 

present  to  you  for  installation  Sister  ,  duly  elected  Grand 

W^orthy  Matron  for  the  ensuing  year. 

"Our  sister  is  not  unmindful  of  the  important  responsibility 
that  rests  upon  her  in  the  acceptance  of  this  trust,  yet  she  is 
willing  to  assume  it,  hoping,  through  the  favor  of  God  and  the 
assistance  of  the  sisters  and   brothers,   she  will  not  prove 
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altogether  unworthy  the  high  honor  that  has  been  conferred 
upon  her." 

Q  Sister-  ,  you  have  also  been  elected  by  the 

free  ballot  of  the  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  occupy  the 
most  exalted  position  in  their  power  to  bestow  upon  a  lady;  a 
just  and  deserving  tribute  to  your  zeal  and  worth,  and  I  now 
congratulate  you  upon  your  preferment.

But  few  are  competent  to  perform 
it  in  the  thorough  manner  it  demands.  Failure  or  neglect  upon 
your  part  will  complicate  and  embarrass  all  our  proceedings, 
and  give  us  a  disgraceful  record  before  the  world.  To  you, 
also,  is  entrusted  the  collection  of  all  funds  due  the  Grand 
Chapter,  the  custody  of  her  seal,  records,  valuable  books  and 
papers.

Sister   ,  chosen  to  officiate  as  Grand  Chaplain  for  the 

ensuing  year." 

P^—^^yiy  sister,  our  beautiful  Order,  founded  upon  the 
faith  and  teachings  of  Christianity,  everywhere  and  on  all  occa- 
sions acknowledges  the  existence  and  providence  of  God. 
Except  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labor  in  vam  that  build 
it;   except  the  Lord  keep  the  city,  the  watchman  waketh  m 
vain.    You  have  been  chosen  on  account  of  your  known  piety, 
and  devotion  to  religious  principles,  as  Grand  Chaplain.  Who 
shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord;  or  who  shall  stand  m  His 
holy  place  ?

FIRST  ANNUAL  REVIEW. 


REPORT  OF 

Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 
In  laying  before  you  this,  the  first  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Home  and  Foreign  Correspondence,  we  do  it  with  some 
misgivings  as  to  our  ability  to  do  the  subject  justice,  ot  to  make 
it  of  as  great  interest  to  you  as  it  should  be.  Yet  we  trust  that 
the  comparative  infancy  of  our  Order,  and  the  consequent 
great  difficulty  in  procuring  information,  will  serve  as  an 
apology  for  its  shortcomings.  The  kind  consideration  of  our 
Grand  Patron  laid  upon  us  this  somewhat  arduous  duty  when  it 
was  resigned  by  our  worthy  brother,  Andrew  Robertson,  who 
would  have  brought  to  the  discharge  of  it  an  abler  head  and 
riper  experience,  and  this  Grand  Chapter  has  to  regret  that  he 
deemed  it  impossible  for  him  to  continue  as  chairman  of  this 
committee. 
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In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  laid  upon  him,  and  in  the 
interest  of  the  Order,  the  chairman  has,  in  the  year  that  has 
passed,  written  three  hundred  and  thirty  letters,  to  almost  every 
State  in  the  Union,  and  he  desires  to  express  to  all  the  brethren 
and  sisters  to  whom  he  has  written,  both  in  this  jurisdiction 
and  elsewhere,  his  hearty  thanks  for  their  prompt  and  cheerful 
responses.  In  the  same  interest,  and  as  the  Special  Deputy  of 
the  Grand  Patron,  in  organizing  Chapters,  he  has  traveled 
upward  of  one  thousand  miles. 

There  are  now  nine  Grand  Chapters  organized  beside  our 
own,  and  we  proceed  to  review  the  proceedings  of  each,  so  far 
as  advices  have  been  received. 

New  York. 

The  convention  to  organize  the  Grand  Chapter  met  in  New 
York  City  on  the  third  day  of  November,  1870.  Nine  Chap- 
ters were  represented  by  delegates,  and  five  by  proxies  who 
were  not  members  of  the  Chapters  which  they  represented.  A 
form  of  Constitution  and  Regulations  was  presented  and 
adopted,  which,  we  believe,  has  been  the  basis  of  all  Grand 
Constitutions  since  adopted;  but  it  is  noticeable  that  the  Land- 
marks and  the  extracts  from  the  Constitution  of  the  so-called 

Supreme  Grand  Chapter,"  which  precede  ours,  are  not  a  part 
of  this.  At  this  session  Grand  Officers  were  elected,  and  the 
organization  completed. 

The  second  annual  session  was  held  June  7,  187 1,  with  rep- 
resentatives from  fourteen  subordinate  Chapters  present.  The 
address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  brief  and  to  the  point,  in  which 
he  gives  a  statement  of  his  official  acts,  and  defends  the  Order 
from  the  aspersions  of  no  doubt  well-meaning  but  mistaken 
Masons.  The  retiring  Grand  Officers  were  thanked,  and  the 
Grand  Chapter  closed  in  harmony. 

The  third  annual  meeting  was  held  June  5,  1872,  with  twenty- 
three  Chapters  represented.    The  addresses  of  the  Grand  Patron 
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and  Grand  Matron  are  both  brief  and  interesting.  We  regret 
to  see  "  that  there  is  a  strife  existing  in  some  of  the  Chapters  ;  " 
but  the  Grand  Patron  expresses  his  confidence  that  the  "good 
effect  of  the  beautiful  teachings  of  our  Order,"  will  make  it  result 
in  greater  earnestness  and  zeal. 

In  the  appendix  to  the  printed  proceedings  is  published  a  poem 
by  Robert  Morris,  LL.  D.,  "Past  Grand  Patron,"  which  repre- 
sents seven  sisters  of  our  Order  watching  and  praying  by  the 
bedside  of  a  sick  one.  The  hour  is  midnight ;  the  sick  sister 
falls  into  a  gentle  slumber,  while  the  others  recount  to  each  other 
the  impressions  made  upon  their  minds  when  receiving  the  several 
degrees  of  our  Order.  At  daylight  they  join  in  singing  an  ode, 
and  take  their  departure.  The  poem  is  quite  well  conceived, 
but  is  somewhat  constrained. ' 

The  fourth  annual  communication  was  held  June  4,  1873, 
with  thirty-two  Chapters  represented.  The  address  of  the  Grand 
Patron  is  quite  lengthy  and  abounds  in  flowers  of  rhetoric,  in 
which  the  earth,  clothed  in  the  pure  mantle  of  snow  with  a  girdle 
of  ice,  sweet  flowers,  perfumes,  and  varied  hues,  play  a  promi- 
nent part.  This  is  followed  by  a  very  business-hke  statement  of 
official  acts  and  decisions.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is 
brief,  and  a  model. 

By  invitation.  Brother  Robert  Morris  visited  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  delivered  an  address  upon  the  history  of  the  Order,  which 
is  quite  copious  and  very  interesting. 

The  Grand  Chapter  adopted  the  Worthy  Matron's  degree,  and 
required  all  Matrons  elect  to  receive  the  same,  either  before 
their  installation,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  A  Commit- 
tee on  Correspondence  was  also  appointed.  The  Constitution 
was  amended  so  as  to  add,  as  Grand  Officers,  the  five  points  of 
the  Grand  Star,  and  also  exempting  sisters  of  the  Order  from 
dependence  upon  the  Masonic  standing  of  the  brother  through 
relationship  to  whom  they  gained  admission  into  our  Order. 
The  Grand  Chapter  also  took  the  first  wrong  step  in  voting 
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money  out  of  the  Grand  Treasury  to  present  a  testimonial  to  the 
retiring  Grand  Matron. 

After  closing,  the  members  re-assembled  at  the  Grand  Central 
Hotel,  where  they  sat  down  to  a  most  recherche  repast,  followed 
by  well-timed  (/.  e.  short)  speeches  from  several  brethren. 

An  account  of  the  ceremonies  of  presenting  the  Past  Grand 
Matron's  jewel  to  Sister  F.  E.  Johnson  is  appended  to  the  pro- 
ceedings Both  the  addresses  of  Sisters  Elanor  Burton  and  John- 
son are  creditable  and  interesting  documents. 

There  is  also  appended  to  the  proceedings  so-called  land- 
marks of  the  Order,  which  differ  widely,  both  from  those 
found  in  the  Ritual,  and  those  which  form  a  prelude  to  our 
Constitution,  which  leads  one  to  seriously  ask,  "Have  we  any 
landmarks  ?  " 

The  fifth  annual  convocation  was  held  June  3,  1874,  with 
thirty-six  Chapters  represented. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Patron  claims  much  credit  is  due  to 
our  Order  for  the  enlarged  field  of  labor  now  open  to  women, 
and  thinks  it  exercises  a  great  moral  influence,  both  on  those 
within  and  those  without.  He  also  gives  an  account  of  confer- 
ring the  rite  of  adoption  and  lustration  upon  two  lovely 
female  children,  which  seems  to  be  invading  the  domain  of  the 
church,  and  caricaturing  sacred  things,  and  is  not  in  keeping 
with  that  reverence  we  should  all  feel  toward  Divinely  appointed 
rites.  The  idea  of  equality  of  the  worth  of  man  as  man,  and 
his  right  to  elect  his  own  superior  or  chief  is  firmly  enunciated, 
and  it  should  pervade  our  entire  Order,  from  the  subordinate  to 
the  Supreme  Chapter.  The  address  is  very  lengthy,  but  replete 
with  good  and  noble  thoughts. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  of  commendable 
brevity,  and  a  fine  literary  production. 


Resolutions  were  adopted,  extending  greeting  to  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  Mississippi,  New  Jersey,  California,  Vermont,  and 
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Indiana.  W.  Brother  George  Ackerman,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  presented  a  report, 
which,  for  some  reason,  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Grand 
Patron,  because  it  had  been  previously  pubHshed  in  the 
columns  of  a  public  newspaper.  The  chairman  of  this  com- 
mittee was,  however,  favored  with  a  copy  of  it,  and  desires  to 
express  his  thanks  for  so  interesting  a  document,  and  acknowl- 
edge his  obligation  for  the  material  assistance  it  has  been  to 
him. 

The  proceedings  were  interrupted  by  W.  Sister  Elanor 
Burton,  who,  in  an  address  in  her  usual  finished  style,  pre- 
sented the  retiring  Grand  Patron,  W.  Brother  Macoy,  with  a 
set  of  silver,  to  which  he  responded  with  good  grace.  Follow- 
ing a  bad  precedent,  the  Grand  Chapter  voted  to  present  a 
testimonial  to  a  worthy  brother,  George  Ackerman,  the  retiring 
Grand  Secretary,  the  price  of  which  was  fixed  at  two  hundred 
dollars. 

In  the  appendix  is  found  an  able  address  by  Bro.  Henry  S. 
Knapp,  Past  Patron,  on  "What  shall  we  do  to  make  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  a  lasting  success?"  which  he  answers  in  an 
interesting  and  sensible  manner. 

The  sixth  annual  meeting  was  held  June  2,  1875,  with  thirty- 
four  Chapters  represented. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  we  learn  that  the  first 
Chapter  of  our  Order  was  organized  by  Bro.  John  J.  Sproull 
on  March  15,  1867,  and  named  Alpha  Chapter  No.  li  It  also 
shows  the  number  of  Chapters  in  the  State  to  be  forty-four, 
with  a  membership  of  two  thousand  and  two,  and  in  the  entire 
country,  at  that  date,  five  hundred  and  fifty-five  Chapters,  with 
an  estimated  membership  of  twenty-three  thousand,  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy. 

As  usual,  testimonials  were  voted  to  the  retiring  Grand 
Patron  and  Grand  Matron,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Grand 
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Treasury;  and,  we  must  own,  that  if  such  practices  are  to  be 
tolerated,  the  testimonials  could  not  have  been  more  worthily 
bestowed. 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  proposed,  which  was 
designed  to  make  the  Grand  Matron  the  executive  head  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  the  Grand  Patron  an  advisory  officer ;  but 
it  must  prove  inoperative,  on  account  of  the  carelessness  of  the 
mover,  who  neglected  to  offer  amendments  to  more  than  one 
article  of  the  Constitution,  while  several  would  have  to  be 
amended  to  accomplish  the  end  desired. 

The  Patron's  charge,  as  set  forth  by  the  Grand  Lecturer,  was 
adopted  as  part  of  the  standard  work  of  the  Order  in  that  State^ 
and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  Ritual, 

We  look  in  vain  for  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  and  regret  to  learn  that  Brother  Ackerman,  its 
chairman,  laid  down  his  mantle,  and  there  was  none  found  to 
take  it  up.  Brother  Macoy  is  chairman  of  the  committee  this 
year,  and  we  hope  he  will  not  disappoint  us. 

For  copies  of  the  Patron's  charge,  the  Floral  ceremonies,  as 
worked  in  some  of  the  Chapters  as  an  addenda  to  the  initiation 
ceremonies,  and  of  the  "Star  and  Cross,"  a  preparatory  cere- 
mony, as  worked  in  others,  and  for  many  favors  too  numerous 
to  mention,  our  thanks  must  be  expressed  to  Bros.  George 
Ackerman,  John  J.  Sproull,  Julian  K.  Larke,  Robert  J.  Green- 
wood, and  W.  H.  Lefferts.  May  the  Order  in  the  Empire 
State  still  continue  to  grow  and  prosper. 

Mississippi. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  organized  December  15,  1870,  by 
the  representatives  of  five  subordinate  Chapters. 

A  Constitution  was  adopted,  by  which  each  Chapter  is 
entitled  to  five  representatives,  besides  all  Past  Patrons  and 
Past  Matrons.    The  By-Laws  set  forth  for  the  government  of 
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subordinates  provides  that  on  petitions  of  women  for  the 
degrees,  an  investigating  committee  of  sisters  exclusively  shall 
be  appointed,  and  none  but  sisters  shall  vote  on  such  petition. 
On  the  petition  of  a  Master  Mason,  the  committee  consists  of 
brethren  exclusively,  but  all  members  have  the  privilege  of 
voting  on  the  same.  On  trials  of  sisters,  the  sisters  only  vote, 
and  brethren  are  not  allowed  to  be  present  except  by  unani- 
mous consent.  Offending  brothers  are  to  be  tried  in  the  Lodge 
to  which  they  belong.  Unmarried  sisters  and  daughters  are 
only  required  to  be  sixteen  years  of  age.  Here,  also,  we  find 
some  "landmarks,"  but  they  are  not  in  accordance  with  those 
found  in  our  Ritual,  those  that  precede  our  Constitution,  or 
those  bound  up  with  the  New  York  proceedings  of  1873,  and 
leads  us  again  to  inquire,  "  Have  we  any  landmarks?" 

The  second  annual  session  was  held  July  5,  187 1,  with  six 
Chapters  represented. 

A  Grand  Chapter  of  Sorrow  was  held  as  a  tribute  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  three  deceased  members,  Bro.  J.  L.  Power, 
Grand  Patron,  delivering  an  address. 

The  third  annual  session  was  held  July  10,  1872,  with  seven 
out  of  eighteen  Chapters  represented. 

Brother  Savery's  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  which 
was  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes,  we  look  for  in  vain  in  the 
printed  proceedings. 

At  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Sorrow  the  address  was  delivered 
by  Rev.  Bro.  W.  B.  Gilham. 

The  fourth  annual  session  was  held  July  9,  1873,  with  five 
out  of  twenty  Chapters  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  would  indicate  that  he  is 
not  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  condition  of  the  Order, 
which  has  grown  up  entirely  under  his  administration.  Atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  recently  organized  Supreme  Council,  and 
the  Grand  Chapter  formally  ratified  the  same. 
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The  report  on  Correspondence  would  indicate  that  not  only 
are  the  five  degrees  of  our  Order  recognized  by  the  so-called 
Supreme  Council,  but  also  those  of  ''Daughters  of  Zelopha- 
dad,"  "Ark  and  Dove,"  ''Mason's  Daughter,"  "Sweet  Brier," 
"Daughters  of  Bethlehem,"  "True  Kindred,"  "Queen  of  the 
South,"  "Heroine  of  Jericho,"  "Good  Samaritan,"  "Cross 
and  Crown,""  and  a  number  of  other  degrees,  some  of  which 
are  in  process  of  translation  from  other  languages."  Undoubt- 
edly others  can  be  added  without  much  trouble.  As  might  be 
supposed,  although  "many  of  them  have  been  conferred  in  an 
informal  manner,  the  recipients  thereof  knew  very  little  about 
them."  Hereafter,  we  are  assured,  "none  of  these  degrees 
can  be  conferred  legally  outside  the  Chapters  of  the  Order," 
and  we  should  hope  would  never  be  conferred  inside.  Such  a 
multitude  of  degrees  would  only  tend  to  bring  all  into  dis- 
repute, and  kill  that  life  which  has  manifested  itself  in  our 
Order. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Patron  of  New  York  were 
adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  its 
subordinates. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Sorrow  was  addressed  by  Brothers 
Trice  and  Williams. 

The  fifth  annual  session  was  held  July  8,  1874,  with  seven 
out  of  twenty-seven  Chapters  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  hopeful,  and  shows  a 
good  year's  work.  A  glowing  tribute  is  paid  to  woman,  as  the 
presiding  genius  of  our  Order. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  short,  and  full  of  good 
things.  • 

The  New  York  Courier  was  recognized  as  the  official  organ 
of  the  Adoptive  Rite,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
were  tendered  to  its  Masonic  editor,  W.  Bro.  Julian  H.  Larke. 
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The  address  of  Rev.  Brother  Johnson  at  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Sorrow  is  printed  with  the  proceedings,  and  is  of  deep 
interest. 

After  the  close  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Kosciusko  Comman- 
dery,  all  its  members  being  members  of  our  Order,  was 
presented  with  a  large  and  elegant  Bible  by  Altila  Chapter, 
after  which  the  Templars  escorted  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  to  their  banquet  hall,  and  enjoyed  with  them  the  fes- 
tivities of  the  occasion. 

The  sixth  annual  session,  of  which  the  proceedings  are  not 
yet  printed,  was  held  July  14,  1875,  with  fifteen  Chapters 
represented. 

Resolutions  setting  forth  the  importance  of  a  uniformity  of 
Ritual  and  lectures,  and  the  necessity  of  a  Supreme  Chapter  as 
a  means  thereto  were  adopted,  and  a  committee  appointed  with 
full  power  to  act  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  a 
convention  to  organize  such  a  body.  j 

The  public  installation  of  officers  was  held  in  the  Methodist 
Church,  followed  by  a  Grand  Chapter  of  Sorrow. 

W.  Bro.  P.  M.  Savery,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence, presented  to  the  Grand  Patron  the  different  floral 
testimonials.  Prominent  among  these  pledges  of  sympathy 
and  love  were  the  Cross,  received  from  Bro.  John  Curtis,  of 
Philadelphia,  and  a  beautiful  Crown  and  Sceptre  from  members 
of  Queen  Esther  Chapter,  of  IndianapoUs.  There  were  over 
one  hundred  contributions  from  Mississippi.  Telegrams  and 
letters  of  sympathy  and  regret  for  necessary  absence  were 
received  from  the  Grand  Commander  Knights  Templar  of 
Mississippi  and  other  prominent  Masons. 

For  many  favors  and  kind  remembrances  thanks  are  tendered 
toW.  Bro.  J.  L.  Power,  Grand  Patron,  and  P.  M.  Savery,  Grand 
Lecturer. 
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California. 

The  convention  to  organize  the  Grand  Chapter  met  in  San 
Francisco  April  7,  1873,  with  six  Chapters  represented,  and 
after  appointing  a  committee  to  draft  a  Constitution,  adjourned 
until  May  8,  when  it  re-assembled  with  seven  Chapters  repre- 
sented, and  adopted  a  Grand  Constitution,  which  differs  in 
some  particulars  from  others.  It  provides  for  a  Grand  Lec- 
turess,  and  that  each  Chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  one  represen- 
tative for  every  twenty-five  members,  in  addition  to  the  three 
principal  officers,  which  seems  to  be  both  right  and  proper.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  Ritual  for  subordinate 
Chapters. 

The  first  annual  session  was  held  October  15,  1873,  with 
eight  Chapters  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  gives  quite  an  interesting 
resume  of  the  history  of  the  Order  on  the  Pacific  slope,  and 
calls  attention  to  the  seeming  impossibility,  as  provided  in 
their  Constitution,  as  in  our  own,  for  the  Grand  Matron  to 
become  Grand  Patron,  the  Associate  Grand  Patron,  Grand 
Matron,  and  the  Associate  Grand  Matron,  Associate  Grand 
Patron,  and  recommends  its  amendment  so  that  the  duties  of 
the  Grand  Patron  in  his  absence  shall  devolve  upon  the  Asso- 
ciate Grand  Patron,  and  those  of  the  Grand  Matron  on  the 
Associate  Grand  Matron,  which  was  subsequently  done. 
The  Star  Officers  were  also  provicfed  for  by  the  Constitution, 
and  subordinate  Chapters  empowered  to  fine  their  officers  for 
non-attendance.  The  pass-word  system  was  also  adopted, 
requiring  every  member  to  be  in  possession  of  the  annual  pass- 
word before  being  allowed  to  sit  in  a  Chapter. 

The  Committee  on  Ritual  submitted  a  report,  which  was 
adopted,  and  which  is  an  improvement,  in  many  respects,  upon 
that  in  use  in  other  jurisdictions.  For  the  loan  of  a  copy  of  it, 
and  for  many  other  favors,  we  are  under  obligations  to  W.  Bro. 
George  J.  Hobe,  Past  Grand  Patron. 
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The  second  annual  session  was  held  October  14,  1874,  with 
seven  Chapters  represented.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron 
is  a  concise,  business-like  document. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  burial  service. 
Much  earnestness,  if  nothing  more,  was  caused  by  a  question 
submitted  for  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  viz:  Whether 
an  appeal  could  be  had  from  the  decision  of  a  Matron  to  a 
Patron.  The  Grand  Chapter  very  properly  decided  that  it 
could  not-  but  the  question,  instead  of  being  put  abstractedly, 
gave  names  and  dates,  and  was  by  some  means  construed  mto 
a  personal  matter,  which  was,  to  say  the  least,  very  unfortunate, 
but  it  was  finally,  and,  we  hope,  satisfactorily  settled. 

Resolutions  in  response  to  the  greeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  New  York  were  adopted,  the  name  -Adoptive  Rite"  was,  as 
far  as  that  Grand  Chapter  is  concerned,  aboUshed,  and  the 
Grand  Chapter  closed  in  harmony. 

The  third  annual  session  was  held  October  18,  1875,  with 
eleven  Chapters  represented. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Patron  calls  attention  to  the  neces- 
sity of  the  organization  of  a  Supreme  Body,  and  recounts  the 
Mississippi  resolutions,  and  recommends  the  co-operation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  in  the  movement.    But  one  decision  of  impor- 
tance was  rendered,  and,  although  it  was  confirmed  by  the 
Grand  Chapter,  we  must  beg  leave  to  dissent  from  the  learned 
and  esteemed  brother's  opinion,  which  is,  that  the  expulsion  of 
a  brother  by  his  Masonic  Lodge  does  not  expel  him  or  his  wife 
from  a  Chapter  of  our  Order.     If  our  Order  is  dependent 
upon,  or  in  any  way  attached  to,  the  ancient  and  honorable 
institution  of  kinship  to  which  we  are  all  so  proud,  it  would 
seem  that  one  who  was  found  unworthy  for  our  fathers  and 
-  brothers  to  fellowship  should  be  excluded  without  further  pro- 
ceedings.   Instances  might  happen  in  which  a  brother  might  be 
expelled  from  his  Lodge  on  evidence  which  it  would  be  unwise 
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and  impolitic  to  introduce  into  a  Chapter  in  the  presence  of  our 
wives  and  daughters. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  an  earnest  and  womanly 
document,  and  her  appeal  for  an  enlarged  sphere  of  usefulness 
for  the  Grand  Matron  is  both  timely  and  effective. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  Ritual  and  abreviate 
the  ceremonies  of  initiation,  so  far  as  it  can  be  done  without  ' 
impairing  the  sense  or  value  of  the  same. 

A  committee  of  seven  was  appointed  in  the  matter  of  the 
organization  of  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  and  they  were  made 
the  delegates  to  represent  the  Grand  Chapter  at  a  convention  to 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  such  a  body. 

The  wearing  of  aprons  was  made  obligatory  upon  all  sisters 
during  attendance  upon  a  Chapter. 

The  duties  of  the  Grand  Matron  were  materially  enlarged. 
It  was  directed  that  a  testimonial  of  respect  for,  and  appreci- 
ation of  the  labors  of  W.  Bro.  George  J.  Hobe,  under  whose 
efficient  administration  the  Order  in  the  Golden  State  has  been 
since  its  infancy,  be  presented  to  him  at  the  expense  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

We  shall  ever  appreciate  the  kindness  of  W.  Bro.  J.  E. 
Whitcher,  the  present  Grand  Patron,  and  of  W.  Sister  Henrietta 
Whitcher,  Past  Grand  Matron. 

Illinois. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  organized  at  Chicago,  in  September 
last,  with  upward  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  Chapters  upon 
the  roll.  But  the  Order  *is  in  such  a  chaotic  state,  as  a  natural 
result  of  exceeding  zeal  in  peddling"  charters,  that  little  can 
be  known  as  yet  relative  to  its  real  condition.  The  Grand  Sec- 
retary informs  us  that  he  thinks  not  more  than  one-half  of  the 
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Chapters  upon  the  roll  are  alive,  if  so  many.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  time  and  with  the  zeal  with  which  the  Grand  Officers 
seem  to  be  endowed,  that  order  and  system  may  soon  prevail. 

♦Nebraska. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  organized  June  24,  1874.  But  httle 
could  be  learned  as  to  its  real  condition. 

Vermont. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  organized  November  12,  1873. 
proceedings  have  not  been  published. 

New  Jersey. 

This  is  the  oldest  Grand  Chapter  of  our  Order  in  existence, 
having  been  organized  October  20,  1870.  But  as  yet  its  pro- 
ceedings have  not  been  printed.  From  numerous  letters  from 
the  Grand  Patron  we  learn  that  the  Order  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  To  Brother  John  M.  Mayhew  hearty  thanks  are  due 
for  numerous  instances  of  kindness. 

Connecticut. 

The  convention  of  delegates  was  held  in  Odd  Fellows'  Hall, 
New  Haven,  August  11,  1874,  and  was  presided  over  by  W. 
Bro.  Chauncy  M.  Hatch,  who  had  previously  issued  the  call  for 
it,  and  who  delivered  a  short  address,  distinguished  alike  for 
modesty  and  good  sense.  Eleven  Chapters  were  represented, 
a  form  of  constitution  presented  and  adopted,  and  Grand  Offi- 
cers elected. 

The  first  annual  session  was  held  October  14,  1874,  with  eleven 
Chapters  represented.  A  committee  on  uniformity  of  work  was 
appointed  to  prepare  a  system  of  work  and  ritual,  and  report  at 
a  special  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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A  special  session  was  held  February  i,  1875^  with  eleven 
Chapters  represented.  A  code  of  By-Laws  was  adopted.  The 
committee  on  uniformity,  of  work  presented  a  verbal  report,  and 
exemplified  the  work  as  ordinarily  practiced,  with  some  additions 
taken  from  the  ancient  Ritual.  Members  of  Excelsior  Chapter, 
No.  3,  of  New  Haven,  exemplified  portions  of  a  dramatized 
Ritual  in  a  very  interesting  manner. 

The  Ritual  as  reported  by  the  committee  was  adopted^  Chap- 
ters being  permitted  to  dramatize  such  portions  of  the  work  as 
they  may  choose,  in  accordance  with  the  text  and  ceremonies 
set  forth.  The  committee  was  continued,  and  directed  to  afford 
Chapters  facilities  for  learning  the  revised  Ritual,  and  with  instruc- 
tions to  print  such  portions  of  it  as  might  be  proper. 

The  second  annual  session  was  held  October  13,  1875,  with 
twelve  Chapters  represented.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron 
is  brief  and  interesting.  We  regret  that  even  in  the  little  band 
in  Connecticut  "turbulent  spirits  are  found,  whose  dispositions 
need  occasional  discipline,  and  who  may,  for  a  brief  period,  cast 
a  cloud  and  shadow  over  the  radiant  beams  of  our  Order."  But 
with  a  commendable  faith,  which  can  not  fail  of  realization,  the 
Grand  Patron  adds  :  "As  the  darkest  cloud  is  said  to  have  a 
silver  lining,  there  is,  doubtless,  a  hidden  blessing  somewhere 
behind  the  dark  purposes  of  all  promoters  of  discord.  If  emer- 
gencies arise,  those  in  authority  must  deal  justly  and  firmly,  that 
the  honor,  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  institution  be  not  sacri- 
ficed." The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  indicates  great  inter- 
est in  the  Order,  and  the  possession,  on  her  part,  of  true  woman- 
hood. 

The  Worthy  Patron  of  a  Chapter  submitted  a  request  that  a 
Master  Mason  in  good  standing,  who  had  received  the  degrees 
of  our  Order,  be  admitted  into  membership  in  his  Chapter  with- 
out a  ballot,  "to  produce  harmony"  therein.  W^e  fail  to  see 
how  such  a  proceeding  could  produce  anything  of  the  kind,  and 
the  Grand  Chapter  very  properly  decided  it  had  no  power  in  the 
matter. 
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The  reports  show  fifteen  Chapters  organized,  with  a  member- 
ship of  fourteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight.  Herewith  is  pre- 
sented a  copy  of  the  addenda  to  the  Ritual,  and  also  of  the  drama- 
tized work,  sent  to  this  Grand  Chapter  by  a  vote  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Connecticut,  and  your  committee  would  recommend 
that  it  be 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Chapter  are  hereby  tendered  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut,  for  copies  of  the  addenda  to  the  Ritual,  and 
also  of  the  dramatized  work,  as  the  same  are  in  use  in  that  jurisdiction. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  books  be  preserved  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the 
use  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  its  officers  and  committees. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  duly  authenticated,  be  trans- 
•  mitted  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut. 

For  kindnesses,  prompted  by  their  love  for  the  Order  and  its 
principles,  thanks  are  due  to  W.  Brother  C.  M.  Hatch,  Past  Grand 
Patron,  W.  H.  Ford,  Grand  Patron,  and  Kate  L.  Tuttle,  Grand 
Secretary. 

Missouri. 

Last,  and  still  not  by  any  means  least,  on  the  list  comes  Missouri, 
whose  Grand  Chapter  was  organized  October  13,  1875,  forty- 
five  out  of  one  hundred  and  forty-three  Chapters  being  repre- 
sented, and  three  "Grand  Officers"  present.  A  constitution  of 
somewhat  peculiar  construction  was  adopted.  It  provides  for 
forty-eight  Grand  Officers,  thirty  District  Deputies,  who  are 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  as  are  also  the  Patrons, 
Past  Patrons,  Matrons,  Past  Matrons,  Associate  Matrons  and 
Past  Associate  Matrons  of  all  subordinates.  The  Grand  Chap- 
ter meets  but  once  in  three  years,  and  a  Board  of  Commissioners, 
consisting  of  seven  Grand  Officers,  are  clothed  with  the  power  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  during  vacation.  ''Various  decisions, 
approved  by  Supreme  Grand  Patron,"  are  published  with  the 
proceedings,  but  do  not  seem  to  be  a  part  thereof. 
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A  resolution,  similar  to  that  adopted  by  this  Grand  Chapter  at 
its  last  session,  looking  to  a  meeting  of  the  so-called  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter,  was  adopted. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  interesting  and  instruct- 
ive. It  was  determined  to  take  a  joint  ballot  on  the  petitions  of 
a  Master  Mason  and  his  wife  for  the  degrees. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Worthy  Brothers  J.  D.  Vincil,  D.  D.,  Grand 
Patron,  J.  R.  Parsons,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Loron  Mitchell. 

And  so  we  lay  down  our  pen,  not  satisfied  with  our  work,  but 
feeling  that  it  is  the  best  we  could  do  under  the  circumstances, 
and  with  nothing  but  the  kindest  feeling  toward  all,  we  are,  in

Which  was  adopted. 
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ANNUAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRAND  WORTHY  PATRON. 

Bro.  James  S.  Nutt  then  read  the  following  annual 
address ; 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
through  you  to  the  Subordinate  Chapters  of  this  State,  I 
extend  a  cordial  greeting,  and  congratulate  you  upon  the 
peace  and  fraternity  which  has  prevailed  among  us  during 
the  year  now  expiring. 

We  have  not  organized  many  new  Chapters;  we  have 
not  increased  our  membership  as  we  desired;  yet,  when  we 
take  into  account  the  succession  of  floods,  the  failure  of 
crops,  the  closing  up  of  factories,  the  stagnation  of  business — 
when  we  review  a  former  wasteful  extravagance,  man's 
misdirected  efforts  to  become  suddenly  wealthy  by  specula- 
tion, with  their  ever-attendant  and  inseparable  companions, 
hard  times,  financial  depression,  bankruptcy  and  ruin- — when 
we  look  back  upon  the  fierce  political  struggle,  unprece- 
dented in  our  history  as  a  nation  for  excitement,  for  uncer- 
tainty, for  intensity  of  feeling  and  passion,  it  is  not  strange 
that  we  have  made  so  little  advancement;  it  is  a  source  of 
gratification  and  encouragement  that  we  have  held  our  own. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  NEW  CHAPTERS. 

The  Chapters  chartered  at  the  last  annual  meeting  have 
been  regularly  constituted,  and  their  officers  duly  installed  by 
special  deputies,  as  follows:

Middle  Fork  Chapter,  No.  29,  by  Bro.  Samuel  H.  Doyal. 
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The  reports  of  the  said  special  deputies  are  herewith 
submitted. 

ANTIOCH  CHAPTER,  No.  30, 

On  the  20th  day  of  May,  1876,  Antioch  Chapter,  work- 
ing under  a  charter  derived  from  the  former  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter,  made  apphcation,  which  is  also  herewith  presented, 
for  a  charter  under  and  complying  with  the  resolutions  of 
1874,  and  found  on  pages  eight  and  thirty-three  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Grand  Chapter,  which  resolutions,  having 
never  been  rescinded,  are  still  in  force.  Upon  this  applica- 
tion, and  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  resolutions,  a 
charter  was  granted  to  them  on  the  29th  day  of  May  last. 

As  this  Grand  Chapter  is  now  recognized  as  the  supreme 
authority  in  this  State,  and  as  no  other  organization  of  the 
Eastern  Star  claims  or  holds  concurrent  or  adverse  power 
within  said  territory,  it  would  seem  meet  and  proper  that 
the  resolutions  above  mentioned  should  be  annulled,  or  at 
least  Umited  as  to  time  when  they  may  be  taken  advantage 
of;  and  that  all  Subordinate  Chapters,  famihes,  or  bodies 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  not  affiliating  with  this  Grand  Chapter 
within  the  time  limited,  be  declared  clandestine;  also,  that 
/  the  conferring  of  these  degrees  by  private  lecturers  be  dis- 
couraged or  forbidden,  and  the  recipients  of  such  be  in  no 
manner  recognized  by  the  members  of  this  jurisdiction. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

There  have  been  three  new  Chapters  formed  by  dispen- 
sation during  the  year,  and  the  several  reports  of  the  special 
deputies  visiting,  instructing  and  setting  them  to  work  are 
here  presented. 

Greenwood  Chapter,  U.  D.,  at  Greenwood,  Johnson 
county,  by  Bro.  A.  N.  Taylor  and  others  from  Indianapolis, 
May  13. 
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Friendship  Chapter,  U.  D.,  at  Newburg,  Warrick  county, 
by  Bro.  Sylvanus  Milner,  July  21. 

Centennial  Chapter,  U.  D.,  at  Evansville,  Vanderburg 
county,  by  Bro.  Sylvanus  Milner,  August  29. 

Special  dispensations  have,  on  proper  application,  been 
granted  to  hold  special  elections  of  officers  in  the  following 
Chapters: 

Veedersburg,  Windfall,  Morning  Star  and  Clayton. 

DECISIONS  AND  OPINIONS  RENDERED. 

No.  I.  a.  A  Worthy  Patron  has  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  Chapter.  This  does  not,  hov^ever,  give  him  the 
right  to  postpone  its  meetings,  nor  otherwise  violate  or 
supersede  its  constitution  and  by-laws. 

3.  Inducing  members  not  to  attend  a  meeting,  would 
not  be  an  official  act. 

c.  His  published  order  postponing  a  meeting,  as  Worthy 
Patron,  and  made  a  part  of  the  record,  by  appeal  or  other- 
wise, is  an  official  act  from  which  an  appeal  would  lie  to  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

No.  2.  a.  A  mother,  a  sister,  a  daughter,  no  matter 
what  their  relationship  to  others,  are  still,  and  ever  will  be, 
a  mother,  a  sister,  a  daughter.  Even  though  they  marry 
persons  not  Masons,  they  still  retain  the  relationship  which 
brings  them  within  the  ties  and  protection  of  Masonry,  and 
entitles  them  to  the  degrees  of  the  Eastern  Star  if  otherwise 
worthy. 

b.  A  wife  or  a  widow  may,  by  marriage,  change  her 
relationship,  and  cease  to  be  the  wife  or  the  widow  of  a 
brother  Mason,  and  thus,  voluntarily,  place  herself  beyond 
the  bounds  of  Masonic  obligation. 
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No.  3.  a.  The  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  in  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  are  constitutional,  and,  when  once 
attained,  can  not  be  severed  by  operation  of  law  alone,  much 
less  by  virtue  of  a  resolution. 

b.  A  sister,  once  a  member,  can  sever  that  relation  only 
by  dimiting,  with  the  consent  of  the  Chapter. 

c.  A  Subordinate  Chapter  can  sever  it  only  by  convic- 
tion of  an  offense,  and  the  imposition  of  a  penalty  therefor. 

d.  The  Grand  Chapter  can  sever  it  not  at  all. 

e.  Membership  once  attained,  through  the  proper  rela- 
tionship, becomes  a  vested  right  under  our  constitution  and 
laws,  and  no  longer  depends  upon  the  relationship  through 
which  the  membership  was  acquired. 

It  is  gratifying,  indeed,  that  our  work  as  a  Grand  Chapter, 
has  been  so  well  appreciated  by  them  that  other  Grand 
Chapters  have  adopted,  in  whole  or  in  part,  our  constitution, 
rules,  regulations  and  installation  ceremonies.  We  thank 
them  for  the  compliment. 

THE  GENERAL  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

It  is  also  a  matter  of  State  pride  that  Indiana  has  taken 
the  initiative  in  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Chapter, 
which  was  so  successfully  accomplished  at  Indianapolis  on 
the  15th  and  i6th  of  November,  1876;  the  report  and 
printed  proceedings  of  which  organization' is  also  herewith 
presented,  from  which  you  will  see  that  your  committee 
acted  well  their  part,  ably  sustained  the  reputation  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  and  fully  carried  out  its  instructions. 

The  necessity  for,  the  objects  to  be  accompHshed  by,  and 
the  powers  and  duties  reposed  in  this  General  Grand  Body, 
are  well  set  forth  in  the  circular  of  its  grand  officers,  to 
which  I  invite  your  attention: 
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March  ist,  1877. 

To  the' Officers  and  Members  of  Chapters  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star ^  greet- 
ing: 

By  the  concurrent  action  of  several  Grand  Chapters,  a  convention 
of  delegates  from  said  Grand  Chapters  ass  mbled  in  Masonic  Temple, 
Indianapolis,  November  15,  1876,  and,  after  fully  discussing  the  subject 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  was  organized  on  a  basis  that  we  have  no 
doubt  will  command  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  wlio  have  tlie  inter- 
ests and  permanency  of  our  Order  at  heart.  The  powers  of  ihis  body 
are  only  those  specifically  mentioned  in  its  Constitution,  all  others 
being  reserved  to  the  Grand  Chapters  and  their  subordinates,  and  are 
briefly  as  follows: 

It  has  jurisdiction  over  all  subordinates  established  by  itself,  where 
no  Grand  Chapter  exists,  until  a  Grand  Chapter  is  organized,  and  no 
longer. 

It  has  power  to  decide  all  questions  of  law,  usage,  and  customs 
which  may  arise  between  two  or  more  Grand  Chapters,  or  in  any 
Subordinate  Chapter  under  its  own  immediate  jurisdiction,  and  all  that 
may  be  referred  to  it  for  its  decision,  by  any  Grand  Chapter. 

It  shall  adopt  and  prescribe  a  uniform  ritual  of  work,  and  formula 
for  installation  of  its  own  officers,  and  of  officers  of  Grand  and  Subor- 
dinate Chapters. 

It  may  levy  such  contribution  as,  in  its  judgment,  shall  be  required 
which  shall  be  uniform  in  proportion  to  membership,  and  shall  not 
exceed  five  cents  per  annum  for  each  paying  member. 

The  General  Grand  Chapter  is  purely  a  representative  body — all 
Grand  Patrons,  Grand  Matrons,  Associate  Grand  Patrons,  and  Asso- 
ciate Grand  Matrons,  or  their  proxies,  and  Past  Grand  Patrons  and 
Past  Grand  Matrons  who  are  active  members  in  some  Chapter — being 
entitled  to  membership.  It  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in 
three  years,  but  may  hold  them  oftener  if  it  so  orders.  Officers  are 
elected  at  every  stated  meeting.  The  next  stated  meeting  will  be  held 
in  Chicago,  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  September  next.  Such  is  its 
organization  and  powers. 

The  advantages  to  be  gained  by  it  are  numerous  and  of  great 
importance,  to  give  the  Order  the  standing  with  the  members  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity  which  it  deserves,  some  of  which  are: 
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It  will  give  uniformity  in  ritual,  instead  of  the  variance  which  per- 
I  vades  all  jurisdictions  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  it  almost  impos- 
sible for  the  members  in  one  jurisdiction  to  properly  prove  themselves 
in  another.  It  will,  we  trust,  also  give  us  a  more  perfect  ritual  than 
any  of  the  imperfect  ones  now  in  use,  in  the  production  of  which  every 
Grand  Chapter  will  have  a  voice,  instead  of  yielding  to  the  caprice  of 
one  man,  as  heretofore. 

It  will  cement  the  members  of  our  Order  into  one  solid  phalanx, 
which  can  move  forward  in  the  cause  of  brotherly  love,  relief  and 
truth,  with  greater  effectiveness. 

It  will  deprive  all  persons  of  the  power  to  use  the  Order  for  the 
purpose  of  private  gain,  and  so  many  Chapters  will  not  be  brought  into 
existence,  simply  to  die,  as  has  been  the  case  where  they  have  been 
organized  in  order  that  some  one  might  profit  by  the  charter  fees  paid. 
The  charters  heretofore  sold  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  purporting 
to  emanate  from  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  have  been  issued,  in  the 
most  liberal  view  of  the  case,  from  a  close  corporation,  which  was  a  self- 
created  and  self-perpetuating  organization,  and,  therefore,  "  Supreme." 

All  the  profits  arising  fi'om  the  sale  of  rituals  will  go  to  the  support 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  instead  of  to  private  individuals,  as 
heretofore,  and  it  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  the  money  so 
obtained  will  go  far  toward  paying  all  its  expenses,  after  the  first  cost  of 
printing,  etc. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  its  officers,  that 
all  the  members  of  the  Order  should  be  in  hearty  co-operation,  through 
a  purely  representative  head,  and  to  that  end  we  invite  an  investigation 
into  the  history  of  the  Order  in  the  past,  the  "dead  loads"  it  has  been 
compelled  to  carry,  from  which  relief  may  be  found,  and  prosperity 
secured  through  co-operation. 

All  who  desire  further  light  upon  the  subject  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  or  upon  any  subject  connected  therewith,  will  meet  with  a 
hearty  response,  by  addressing  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  at  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana.

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WOMAN  AND  THE  EASTERN  STAR. 

Since  the  creation  of  man  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  he  has 
ever  arrogated  to  himself  superiority  over  v^oman,  intellect- 
ually and  morally,  as  w^ell  as  physically.  It  took  him  thous- 
ands of  years  to  discover  that  she,  like  him,  possessed  an 
immortal  soul.  It  required  other  thousands  of  years  to  teach 
him  that  she,  as  well  as  he,  had  an  independent  and  inalien- 
able right  to  Hfe,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  her  own  indi- 
vidual happiness. 

In  ages,  not  very  remote,  he  made  her  his  slave.  In  his 
highest  advancement  and  civilization  he  has  legislated  against 
her,  classing  her  vs^ith  infants  and  inebriates,  unjustly  claim- 
ing and  assuming  control  and  guardianship  over  her  and  her 
affairs.  He  has  debarred  her  from  the  trades  and  profes- 
sions. He  has  cut  her  off  from  the  avenues  of  knov^ledge, 
v^ealth  and  political  influence.  He  has  moralized  and  philos- 
ophied  and  written  against  her;  has  ridiculed  and  caricatured 
every  effort  made  by  her  to  extend  the  sphere  of  her  useful- 
ness; used  every  means  v^ithin  his  powder  to  keep  her  v^ithin 
the  narrow^  limits  by  him  assigned  to  her. 

The  restless  speculator  may  risk  the  fortune  of  his  v^ife, 
and  losing,  bring  her  family  to  w^ant;  the  prudent  business 
woman,  if  a  wife,  can  not  control  her  own.  Man  may  secure 
positions  of  trust,  for  the  purpose  of  fraud  and  theft;  while 
woman  can  not  procure  even  the  situation  of  bank-teller,  in 
order  to  gain  an  honest  hving.  An  unlearned  and  sordid 
judge  may  peddle  justice  from  the  bench;  while  a  lady  versed 
in  the  codes  and  precedents  of  law,  can  not  practice  in  his 
court.  The  stupid  drone  may  lull  a  congregation  to  sleep, 
or  dwindle  it  to  naught;  while  the  female  evangehst,  who, 
with  eloquence  and  power,  inspired  by  faith,  could  draw 
multitudes,  extend  the  knowledge  and  influence  of  religion, 
and  build  up  the  church,  is  excluded  from  the  pulpit.  A 
mother  may  train  her  son  for  the  Presidential  chair,  and 
though  ever  so  much  wiser  in  statesmanship  than  he,  she 
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can  not  occupy  it  herself.  Man,  though  ignorant,  depraved 
and  steeped  in  Hquor  and  crime,  has  the  sacred  franchise  of 
the  ballot;  woman,  however  well  informed,  pure  and  guilt- 
less, must  bear  the  burden  of  taxation  without  representa- 
tion. Man  may  revel  in  sin  and  iniquity,  and  his  fellows 
wink  at  it;  an  indiscretion  on  the  part  of  woman,  blights  as 
with  a  withering  frost  her  fair  name  forever,  no  matter  how 
pure  and  chaste  her  character  may  be. 

The  fable  says:  "A  lion  passing  a  monument,  upon 
which  was  carved,  in  relief,  a  powerful,  athletic  man,  rend- 
ing asunder  the  jaws  of  a  lion,  said:  'Had  the  lion  made 
that  picture,  he  would  have  reversed  it.'  "  So  might  woman, 
if  she  controlled  and  drew  the  picture  of  human  life,  reverse 
it.  She  first  led  man  to  the  tree  of  knowledge,  and  induced 
him  to  eat  of  the  fruit  thereof,  which  made  him  to  know  good 
and  evil;  and  she  would  have  led  him  to  the  tree  of  life,  and 
made  him  immortal,  had  she  been  left  alone  and  had  her 
way  about  it. 

It  is  but  recently  that  she  has  gained  a  footing  in  our 
universities,  where  men  and  boys  combine  to  keep  her  out, 
carrying  their  opposition  so  far  as  to  become  impolite  and 
rude,  and,  even  by  force,  endeavoring  to  exclude  her,  so  that 
those  who  have  gone  before  were  martyrs  in  the  halls  of 
science  to  female  education.  Here  she  proves  herself  the 
equal  of  man,  and  graduates  with  credit,  sharing,  and  oft- 
times  bearing  off',  the  honors  of  the  class.  In  literary  pur- 
suits, and  on  the  rostrum,  she  bears  a  part,  moulds  public 
opinion,  and  achieves  distinction  and  popularity  in  spite  of 
opposition.  The  trades  and  professions,  as  well  as  the  arts 
and  sciences,  are  beginning  to  recognize  her  ability  and 
skill,  and  invite  her  to  labors  more  profitable  than  house- 
hold drudgery.  Here  is  one  in  garments  greased  and  tat- 
tered, with  sunken  cheeks  and  parched  lips,  with  eyes 
inflamed  by  tears,  in  a  dreary  home  of  wan[,  with  famished 
children  round,  engaged  in  toil  to  supply  the  wants  of  each 
and  minister  to  their  comfort  by  every  sacrifice  of  self;  lov- 
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ing,  self-denying,  and  patient.    A  man?    We  hold  up  our 
hands  in  wonder,  and  say,  Impossible. 

Here  is  one  dressed  in  the  latest  style,  with  diamonds 
rare  and  a  great  display  of  gold,  puffing  a  fine  havana;  who 
with  staggering  walk  and  swaggering  talk,  goes  from  home 
to  social  club;  from  there  to  bar  and  drinks,  and  squanders 
time  and  fortune  in  idleness  and  vice;  and  games  and  losses, 
and  goes  home,  blear-eyed  and  cross,  to  maltreat  family  and 
friends.  A  woman.?  We  raise  our  hands  in  holy  horror, 
and  say.  Impossible. 

The  reverse — how  natural,  grown  so  familiar,  we  look 
upon  it  without  surprise,  without  reproof  and  almost  with- 
out sympathy. 

So  might  picture  after  picture  be  drawn,  and  incident 
after  incident  recited,  showing  the  unjust  inequality  between 
man  and  woman  under  the  laws,  the  customs  and  fashions 
of  man;  and  comments  made  upon  the  wrongs,  and  gross 
injustice  done  her;  and  how,  if  she  had  the  courage,  an 
equal  advantage,  or  the  i^ower,  she  might  reverse  the  order 
of  affairs,  and  oft  with  great  advantage  to  herself  and  man. 

To  assist  in  the  promotion  of  this  great  and  good  work, 
the  education,  the  culture,  the  elevation  of  woman;  to  free 
her  from  the  unjust  tyranny  of  man;  to  make  her  his  equal 
at  home,  in  business,  and  before  the  law,  as  she  is  in  the 
sight  of  God,  is  one,  and  not  the  least,  of  the  objects  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  Here  is  formed  a  society  in 
miniature,  the  first,  the  only  one  founded  upon  the  equal 
rights  of  woman.  Here,  she  is  incited  in  self-culture;  here 
she  may  engage  in  forensic  discussion,  practice  the  art  of 
legislating  for  herself  and  others,  and  enjoy  the  equal  fran- 
chise of  the  ballot.  Here  are  honors  to  stimulate  her,  offices 
of  trust  and  profit  to  engage  her  attention,  and  excite  her 
ambition.  Here  are  opportunities  to  preside  and  govern. 
Here,  also,  are  brought  to  light  relations  that  engender 
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emulation.  Here  ties  are  formed,  which  open  new  fields  of 
enterprise  and  usefulness.  Here  are  being  developed  cham- 
pions of  the  right,  who  will  dare  in  the  face  of  customs 
grown  gray  with  age;  in  spite  of  the  strength,  discipline 
and  united  efforts  of  man;  in  defiance  of  all  the  aids  and 
adjuncts  accumulated  by  him  for  ages,  and  used  to  over- 
whelm; to  stand  and  valiantly  fight  for  the  moral,  intel- 
lectual, religious  and  political  freedom  and  equality  of  woman. 

We  are  pre-eminently  social  beings.  The  cooing  babe, 
in  its  mother's  arms,  wreathes  its  face  with  smiles  of  delight, 
upon  the  approach  or  fond  caress  of  another.  The  prattling 
child — the  playful  girl  and  romping  boy — in  crowds  prefer 
to  spend  their  hours  and  share  their  sports.  The  flirting 
miss,  the  foppish  youth,  by  pairs  or  companies  delight  to 
meet,  and  kill  time  fast  in  mutual  contests  of  love,  regretting 
there  are  not  eight  days  in  the  week  for  coquetry;  thinkings 
perhaps,  eight  might  beat  seven.  The  charming  matron,  by 
household  cares  oppressed;  the  business  man,  with  mind 
overstrained  in  labors  and  speculations  deep,  seek  recreation 
and  relief  about  the  family  hearth  of  home  and  neighbor. 
The  gray-haired  dame  and  sire  grow  young  again  and  gar- 
rulous, with  child  and  grand-child  near  to  smooth  their 
brows  and  steady  their  steps,  infirm  with  age,  while  totter- 
ing toward  the  grave. 

There  is  a  sublimity  in  nature  and  a  joy  in  the  contem- 
plation of  the  works  of  God,  that  sometimes  lead  men, 
hermit-like,  to  seclude  themselves  from  society  by  choice; 
but  these  instances  are  rare,  and  seldom  long  endured. 

The  terror  of  solitary  confinement  is  such  that  govern- 
ments have  made  it  a  penalty  for  crime,  and  well  it  serves 
its  purpose. 

To  be  left  alone!  See  how  the  child  is  frightened,  youth 
shrinks  from  it,  manhood  is  unmanned  by  it,  age  is  crazed — 
none  can  endure  it.

Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 


This  law  of  our  nature,  like  the  law  of  gravitation,  is 
one  of  God's  laws,  inestimably  good  and  wise  and  beneficent. 
It  draws  the  human  family  to  a  common  purpose,  and 
impells  them  in  the  orbit  of  progress  and  usefulness.  A 
single  ray  of  light,  a  vibration  of  ether,  impelled  from  the 
sun,  so  slight  it  can  not  be  detected  by  sense  or  sight,  and 
single  and  alone,  would  be  lost  in  the  gloom  of  night;  but 
the  infinite  number  of  rays  emitted  from  that  glorious  orb  of 
day,  light  up  the  world  and  give  it  shape  and  beauty.  A 
few  of  these  rays  of  light  entering  a  drop  of  water,  change 
their  direction,  become  twisted  and  distorted,  but  produce 
no  visible  eff'ect,  or  scarcely  any,  upon  the  eye,  but  when 
they  enter  myriad  drops,  behold  the  richly  colored,  the 
beautiful  bow  of  promise!  So  man,  left  singly  and  alone  to 
wage  the  battle  of  life,  finds  himself  weak  and  unable  to 
make  his  power  or  influence  felt.  But  when  aggregated 
together,  he  becomes  a  mighty  army,  conquering  the  world 
and  making  all  the  works  of  God  pay  tribute  to  his  intelli- 
gence and  enterprise. 

The  works  of  God  are  grand,  sublime,  and  many  are,  as 
yet,  incomprehensible;  still  they  are  not  wonderful,  for  He 
is  omniscient,  omnipotent.  The  successful  labors  and  pro- 
gress of  man  are  wonderful.  That  finite  mind,  entram- 
meled  by  its  clay  tenement,  with  limited  and  imperfect 
sense,  should,  thread  by  thread,  unravel  the  hidden  mysteries 
of  the  universe,  study  and  find  out  God's  laws  and  make 
them,  with  all  the  material  creation,  subservient  to  his  will, 
is  wonderful. 

The  progress — the  success — of  man,  as  has  been  inti- 
mated, was  and  is  dependent  upon  and  accomplished  by  this 
law  of  mutual  dependence,  mutual  love,  and  concurrent 
effort. 

Even  the  ills  of  life  are  blessings  which  tend  to  unite 
man's  efforts,  increase  his  comforts,  and  advance  his  civiliz- 
ation.   The  rigors  of  winter — the  rain,  the  storm,-  the  biting 
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frosts  and  snow — made  necessary  the  study  of  operative 
masonry,  in  which  the  accumulated  wisdom  of  progressive 
ages  is  shown  in  the  beautiful  architecture  of  your  palatial 
homes  and  magnificent  city.  So  the  struggle  for  existence; 
the  sharp  elbowing  through  the  crowded  marts  of  business 
and  of  life;  the  care  of  wealth,  of  family,  of  character,  and 
good  name;  famishing  want,  wasting  disease,  and  grim 
death;  the  great  and  bitter  contest  for  liberty,  justice,  and 
equality,  make  necessary  the  study  and  practice  of  specu- 
lative masonry;  and  need  the  organized,  persevering,  and 
continuing  aid  of  such  orders  as  the  Eastern  Star. 

Let  not  the  failures  and  disappointments  of  this  year  or 
that,  or  even  of  a  century  or  two,  discourage.  Looking 
forward  with  a  sublime  faith  in  the  glorious  future  of  the 
Order,  take  courage,  and  go  on  with  renewed  zeal  in  the 
good  works  therein  contemplated. 

If  we  have  visited  the  sick  and  watched  by  the  bedside 
of  the  dying;  if  we  have  robed  the  forms  of  loved  ones  in 
the  habiliments  of  death;  if  we  have  followed  the  bier  with 
mournful  tread;  if  we  have  performed  the  last  sad  funeral 
rite,  dissevered  the  floral  star  and  deposited  its  fragments  in 
the  grave  as  a  memento  of  respect,  of  hope,  and  of  love;  if 
we  have  turned  away  to  console  the  survivors  with  the 
promise  of  immortality,  and  made  their  bereavement  more 
easy  to  bear,  by  our  sympathy  and  encouragement;  if  we 
have  been  charitable,  and  fed  the  hungry,  and  clothed  the 
needy,  and  educated  the  orphan;  if  we  have  stood  up  for 
truth,  for  honor,  for  justice  and  the  right;  if  we  have  guarded 
the  fair  name  of  brother  or  sister  as  treasures  of  priceless 
worth;  if  we  have  reproved  the  foul  tongue  of  slander,  and 
denounced  the  lie;  if  we  have  done  anything  to  enlighten, 
to  civilize  and  to  elevate  man;  if  we  have  done  anything  to 
ameliorate  his  wrongs  and  make  him  happier;  if  we  have 
said  or  done  anything,  or  opened  the  way  and  prepared 
another  for  doing  or  saying  that  which  will  advance  the 
cause  of  morahty,  equahty  and  humanity,  then,  indeed,  is 
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our  Order  a  benefit  to  ourselves  and  the  world;  and  the 
accumulations  of  such  sentiments  and  such  acts  by  the  many 
Chapters  and  thousands  of  members  all  over  the  land,  like 
the  rays  of  hght  in  drops  of  water,  become  a  thing  of  beauty, 
a  bow  of  promise,  that  the  darkness  of  hate  and  fear,  distrust 
and  superstition  shall  never  again  overwhelm  the  world; 
that  renders  certain  our  future  reward;  that  love,  and  hope, 
and  holy  aspirations  will  culminate  in  a  millennium  of  peace 
and  happiness.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRAND  WORTHY  MATRON. 

The  Grand  Worthy  Matron  then  read  and  submitted 
the  following  annual  address  : 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star: 

We  have  met  once  more  in  annual  reunion,  and  it  affords 
me  heartfelt  pleasure  to  greet  you  all.  To  the  old  and  tried 
friends,  who  have  been  as  one  from  our  first  organization, 
the  past  is  full  of  pleasant  memories;  and,  as  year  after  year 
we  welcome  so  many  new  ones  to  our  number,  the  future 
is  full  of  hope. 

United  we  stand  a  strong  phalanx  to  work  for  the  Order 
in  this  State. 

Time  has  passed  so  quickly  away,  that  to  me  it  seems  but 
yesterday  since  our  last  reunion.  And  ere  your  reluctant 
"  good  byes "  had  faded  away,  I  found  myself  looking 
forward  to  this  our  third  annual  reunion  with  deep  interest. 
As  at  this  session,  we  hope  to  perfect  the  work  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Order  in  this  State  (as  we  trust  it  will), 
for  we  have  endeavored  to  lay  the  foundation  upon  a  firm 
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basis — not  only  for  the  present,  but  for  all  time  to  come — so 
long  as  this  Order  shall  stand.  And  it  affords  me  pleasure 
to  know  that  our  efforts  have  been  commended  by  other 
grand  bodies,  inasmuch  as  they  have  been  largely  adopted 
by  them.    May  the  motto  of  Indiana  ever  be,  Excelsior. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the 
Order.  One  that,  a  year  ago,  I  scarcely  dared  to  look  forward 
to;  but  its  results  have  far  exceeded  my  most  sanguine  expec- 
tations. And  when  all  that  is  planned  and  designed  for  it  are 
matured,  we  can  then  meet,  not  as  aliens  and  strangers,  but 
as  sisters  and  brothers,  having  the  same  faith,  work  and 
aims  in  view — the  advancement  of  the  Order  for  the  benefit 
of  all — and  not  individually. 

I  shall  ever  feel  myself  indebted  to  this  grand  body  for  mak- 
ing me  one  of  your  representatives  to  the  convention  of  last 
November.  To  be  associated  with  so  many  earnest,  zealous 
workers  of  the  O.  E.  S.,  outside  of  my  own  State,  was  to 
me  a  pleasure  and  privilege  I  had  hoped  for,  but  never 
expected  to  enjoy;  and  I  sincerely  hope  the  work  done  at 
the  convention  will  be  commended  by  you,  as  I  am  confident 
we  had  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  at  heart. 

We  met  from  all  parts  of  the  Union,  comparatively  a 
strangers.    But  as  eye  met  eye  and  hand  clasped  hand,  we 
realized  that  there  was  a  bond  of  union  binding  us  together 
that  those  not  numbered  with  us  were  strangers  to. 

And,  I  think,  if  those  who  once  did  see  the  necessity  of 
a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  to  govern  the  affairs  of  the 
Order,  then  in  its  infancy  (but  say  they  do  not  now);  and 
yet,  how  much  more  now,  that  it  is  becoming  widespread 
and  well  known,  had  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege 
of  meeting  with  us  and  comparing  statistics,  they  could 
not  have  stood  aloof  as  having  no  part  or  lot  in  a  mat- 
ter of  such  vital  importance,  for  the  peace,  prosperity,  and 
advancement  of  the  Order  throughout  the  Union.  And  to 
those  grand  bodies  who  so  coolly  disposed  of  our  communi- 
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cation  looking  to  the  formation  of  a  general  grand  head,  allow 
me  to  say,  I  regret  your  hasty  decisions,  but  "truth  is 
mighty  and  will  prevail."  Time  heals  all  wounds  and 
removes  all  prejudices.  I  am  willing  to  leave  their  case  in 
His  hands  and  abide  His  time. 

As  the  social  element  is  the  basis  of  this  Order,  may 
those  and  all  other  reunions  be  encouraged.  They  are  to  me 
like  oasis  strewn  along  the  highway  of  life.  Encouragement 
and  sympathy  from  loved  ones  are  the  incentives  we  all 
need  to  assist  us  to  meet  the  rainfalls  that  darkens  every 
human  destiny. 

From  quite  an  extensive  correspondence,  I  think  I  can 
congratulate  you  upon  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the 
Order  as  well  throughout  the  Union,  as  our  own  State.  It 
is  true,  we  may  not  have  extended  our  jurisdictions  as 
we  would  wish  to  have  done.  But  let  us  ever  keep  in 
view  the  fact  that  it  is  not  so  much  the  quantity  we  are  in 
need  of,  but  the  quality,  to  make  our  Order  a  success.  We 
may  laud  our  Chapters  as  schools  of  morality  and  benev- 
olence, but  we  shall  be  judged  by  the  outward  world  by  our 
fruits,  not  by  our  pretentions — not  by  what  we  say,  but  by 
what  we  do.  The  Order  is  in  need  of  efficient  workers;  I 
find  in  this,  as  in  all  organizations,  that  the  work  devolves 
upon  a  few.  There  are  Marthas  and  Marys  in  every  Chap- 
ter; we  would  not  have  it  otherwise,  and  yet,  like  Martha 
of  old,  feel  that  it  should  be  the  pleasure  of  all  to  assist. 
All  are  not  speakers,  or  earth  would  be  a  Bable;  all  are 
not  rich,  or  wealth  would  be  a  curse  and  not  a  blessing;  all 
are  not  wise — a  diversity  of  gifts  and  senses,  all  combined, 
make  one  complete.  Let  us  make  our  activity  commen- 
surate with  our  opportunities;  by  so  doing,  the  Order  will 
become  better  for  our  lives  and  exertions. 

We  must  expect  difficulties — difficulties  are  our  oppor- 
tunities. Are  they  not  many  and  varied?  We  must  work 
together  if  we  would  work  with  ease  and  strength.  Wisdom 
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lies  in  the  persistent  use  of  means  adjusted  to  the  end  in 
view.  Union  of  heart  and  union  of  effort  will  insure  pro- 
foundest  peace  and  highest  prosperity.    Shall  they  be  ours? 

"Fling  the  burning  brands  apart,  and  they  will  quickly 
go  out;  rake  them  together  and  they  will  glow,  burst  into 
flame,  and  shoot  skyward  with  ruddy  brightness."  So  shall 
our  Chapters  shine  out,  not  as  isolate  and  intermediate  points 
of  light,  but  clustered  and  focahzed  into  full  ruddiness,  that 
shall  call  and  guide  many  and  many  a  sad,  friendless  and 
weary  one  in  this  fair  land  of  ours  to  gather  with  us  around 
our  altars,  and  from  the  beautiful  lessons  there  taught  to 
assist  them  on  life's  journey.  For  the  teachings  of  our  Order 
are  like  precious  stones — whatever  way  turned,  light  and 
beauty  flash  forth. 

Should  we  not  be  inspired  with  new  zeal  to  work  for  the 
Order,  as  one  after  one  of  the  States  are  being  added  to  our 
constellation  of  Eastern  Stars,  that  are  now  beaming  so 
brightly  from  Maine  to  California? 

Now,  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  its  teachings  are  becoming 
so  wide-spread  and  well  known,  I  am  surprised  that  there  are 
Masons  who,*in  their  prejudice  and  blinded  ignorance  of  its 
teachings,  are  casting  insinuations  and  slurs  against  the  Order? 
of  which,  by  their  own  words,  they  prove  themselves  so 
ignorant,  and  wiU  persist  in  caUing  us  "  un-Masonic." 

If  in  their  vain  regrets  that  Puritanic  Masonry  has  become 
soinovated,  that  they  scarcely  know  whether  they  are  stand- 
ing upon  its  "  Level  and  Square  "  or  not,  I  would  advise 
them,  in  view  of  these  facts,  not  to  claim  any  more  for  it 
than  it  already  has,  as  the  Eastern  Star  is  not  now  and  never 
has  claimed  to  be  a  Masonic  Order.  If  the  social  and  char- 
itable teachings  of  it,  in  their  estimation,  are  a  dreaded 
innovation,  then,  indeed,  they  may  endeavor  to  prefer  charges 
against  us.  But  by  our  inherited  rights  as  wives,  mothers 
and  sisters  of  Masons,  we  are  in  duty  bound,  to  them  and 
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our  Order,  to  aid  and  assist  them  in  works  of  munificence 
"and  love.  Yet  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  know  that  all  Masons 
that  are  not  numbered  with  us  are  querulous  ones.  There  are 
those  who  wish  us  "  God  speed  "  in  our  work.  One  thus 
cheerily  writes  of  our  Order,  "Everything  that  a  Masonic 
writer  does  not  like  is  '  un-Masonic'  To-day  it  is  side 
degrees,  to-morrow  it  is  those  harmless  Eastern  Stars  that 
twinkle  so  pleasantly  on  the  edge  of  the  Masonic  horizon^ 
and  which  are  a  sort  of  Masonic  tea-table,  intended,  like 
good  tea,  to  cheer  and  not  inebriate." 

Thanks,  kind  friend,  for  your  pleasing  illustration.  Here 
in  Indiana  we  make  the  tea-tables  veritable  facts,  and  often  do 
the  husbands,  fathers,  brothers  and  invited  guests  gather 
with  us  around  the  festive  board,  to  partake  of  the  delicacies 
of  the  season,  that  their  wives,  mothers  and  sisters  have 
spread,  enlivened  by  social  chat  and  "  good  tea  "  and  coffee 
that  does  not  inebriate^  and  I  have  yet  to  hear  of  one  of 
them  complaining  of  the  "innovation,"  although  we  know 
it  is  "  un-Masonic." 

A  Grand  Master,  in  his  address  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
gives  some  good  advice  to  the  brethren,  from  which  we  may 
learn  a  valuable  lesson.  Among  other  good  things,  he  says: 
"Are  we  not  losing  sight  of  the  great  fact  that  Masonry  is  a 
social  institution,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  us 
together  as  a  society  of  friends  and  brothers?  *  *  There 
is  so  little  cultivating  of  the  social  faculties  and  the  social 
character,  the  very  mainspring  of  the  institution  is  ignored. 
*  *  Let  us  see  to  it  that  we  make  our  lodge-rooms 
attracAve;  let  us  make  them  homes  for  the  brethren — places 
where  all  will  find  a  hearty  welcome.  Let  us  throw  open 
the  doors  of  our  lodge-rooms,  and  have  our  wives,  daugh- 
ters, and  mothers  meet  with  us  in  a  social  way."  Good 
advice,  brother.  The  Eastern  Star  is  intended  and  is  sup- 
plying a  want  that  the  fraternity  have  long  felt  the  need  of, 
and,  like  you,  should  be  willing  to  acknowledge  it. 
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And  I  would  assume  the  responsibility  of  appointing  our 
Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron  a  committee  of  one  to  see  to  it, 
that  there  are  Chapters  of  the  Eastern  Star  established  to 
supply  the  acknowledged  want  of  that  territory  beyond  the 
Mississippi. 

Now,  as  co-workers  of  Masonry,  this  Order  is  undeni- 
ably woman's;  and  already  are  the  brothers  becoming  cog- 
nizant of  the  fact  that  if  God,  in  His  wisdom,  has  given  to 
her  the  right  to  mould  the  minds  of  their  sons  and  daugh- 
ters, and  that  he  also  entrusted  woman  with  the  most 
important  message  ever  given  human  lips,  by  her  to  be  given 
to  man;  if  He  has  and  does  now  honor  her  with  such 
important  missions,  "Why  not  we  give  her  the  precedency 
to  govern  advisedly  with  us  this  Order  designed  for  her 
benefit?"  It  made  my  heart  rejoice  when  I  learned  that 
New  York  was  the  first  State  to  make  a  move  in  the  right 
direction  to  accomplish  it;  the  State,  of  all  others,  that 
should  favor  woman's  advancement  in  the  Order — its  home- 
stead in  this  country,  where  it  had  been  nursed  from  its 
infancy  (by  the  brothers)  almost  to  its  teens.  They  were  at 
last  to  give  its  management  to  the  sisters.  I  waited,  with 
almost  childlike  impatience,  for  the  New  York  Courier  to 
give  me  the  result  of  their  session  of  June,  1876.  But, 
when  received,  it  told  me  that  the  brothers  had  held  the 
precedent  so  long,  that  they  must  have  another  year  to 
decide  whether  they  could  give  it  up  to  those  it  rightfully 
belonged  to  or  not.  But  I  am  proud  that  other  States  are  to 
follow  after  the  noble-hearted  brothers  of  Indiana,  who 
have  said  by  word  and  deed:  "It  is  yours  by  right,  take 
it;  and  with  heart  and  hand  we  will  assist  you." 

Now,  in  our  zeal  to  serve  the  Order,  we  must  keep  in 
view  the  fact  that  our  lives  are  made  up  of  little  things. 

The  pleasant  smile,  the  happy  countenance,  and  the 
thousand  Uttle  pleasantries  that  aid  and  make  life  happy,  are 
matters  of  no  insignificance,  and  those  who  cultivate  them 
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most  get  most  out  of  life.  A  word  of  sympathy  here,  a 
kind  look  there,  may  be  just  what  a  sister  or  brother  are  in 
need  of  to  cheer  a  heavy  heart. 

Friendship  supersedes  all  other  principles,  and  if  that 
is  predominant,  the  others  modestly  follow. 

"  Friends  few  on  earth,  and  therefore  dear: 
Sought  oft,  and  almost  as  oft  in  vain; 
Yet  always  sought." 

Have  sympathy  one  with  another.  But  beware  of  the 
deadening  influence  of  familiarity — in  time  it  will  breed 
contempt. 

The  whisper!  That  separates  friends — let  him  be  an- 
athema. Let  your  friend's  reputation  be  sacred.  Reputa- 
tion is  what  others  say  we  are.    Character  is  what  we  are. 

I  have  somewhere  read  that  "The  best  living  is  to  make 
our  lives  the  fruits  of  our  best  thinking,"  and  feeling  the 
force  of  its  truths,  I  have  thrown  out  these  hints  and  sug- 
gestions in  love  for  the  advancement  of  our  Order. 

The  Grim  Messenger  of  Death  has  claimed  one  here  and 
another  there  of  our  number.  But  our  Heavenly  Patron,  in 
His  infinite  wisdom,  has  spared  all  the  grand  officers  to  give 
in  an  account  of  their  stewardship.  Let  us  here  offer  up 
our  heartfelt  thanks  to  Him,  who  has  been  our  Guiding  Star 
through  the  past  year,  for  His  tender  watch  and  care  over  us. 
Here  let  us  pause  and  ask  for  aid  to  direct  us  in  the  unseen 
paths  of  the  future. 

Here  let  us  remember  those  "not  lost  but  gone  before." 
Brother  D.  Boin,  Sentinel  of  Hope  Chapter,  was  called  by 
our  Heavenly  Patron  within  the  door  September  28.  From 
Minerva  Chapter  two  have  "  stopped  on  the  way,"  one  a 
loved  sister  of  our  Grand  Secretary;  but  we  trust  the  family 
on  earth  and  "  the  fraternal  family  in  heaven  are  the  same." 
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Queen  Esther  Chapter  has  been  reminded  again  and  again 
"that  this  is  not  their  abiding  place."  In  vain  I  look  for  a 
dear,  familiar  face,  but  alas!  Qiieen  Esther  was  called  upon 
last  January  to  mourn  the  loss  of  Sister  Gates,  one  of  her 
"  purest  sisters." 

She  heard  a  voice  you  did  not  hear, 

Which  said,  "You  must  not  stay;" 
She  saw  a  hand  you  did  not  see, 

Which  beckoned  her  away. 

Other  Chapters,  of  whom  I  am  not  conversant,  have 
been  called  upon  to  wreath  garlands  of  our  traditional  flow- 
ers, smybols  of  our  faith,  for  loved  ones.  Let  us  all  remem- 
ber that  "from  the  grave  oftimes  the  sweetest  flowerets 
spring,  so  from  the  anguish  death  has  borne  the  richest 
proofs  of  undeviating  sincerity."  "Whatever  is  to  befall  us 
in  this  world,  let  the  motto  of  our  lives  be:  For  the  past, 
charity;  for  the  present,  hope;  for  the  future,  faith." 

I  promised  myself  last  spring,  when  you  ^honored  me  by 
re-election,  that  I  would  visit  nearly,  if  not  all,  the  Chapters 
before  our  next  reunion,  but,  from  unforseen  circumstances, 
have  not  been  able  to  do  so. 

On  the  eighth  of  June  I  met  with  several  Chapters,  at 
Lebanon,  at  their  Pubhc  Chapter  of  Sorrow.  The  cordial 
welcome  we  received  and  the  commendable  work  they  did, 
was  a  proof  to  me  that  they  had  profited  by  having  the 
Grand  Lecturer  "one  of  them."  And  the  thought  at  once 
suggested  itself  to  me.  Why  do  we  make  our  custodian  of 
the  work  merely  an  honorary  member?  when  there  are 
scarcely  two  Chapters  in  the  State  that  are  working  alike. 

Several  Chapters  have  written  me  "Why  can  you  not 
visit  us;  it  would  inspire  us  with  new  zeal,"  etc.  If  they  felt 
your  humble  servant  could  be  of  any  assistance  to  them,  how 
much  more  good  could  one  do  to  whom  we  have  assigned 
the  work    to  do.     I  hope   this  Grand  Body  will  adopt 
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measures  and  means  whereby  the  Grand  Lecturer  may  visit 
and  exemphfy  the  work  to  every  Chapter  in  the  State,  and 
at  the  yearly  session  give  in  his  official  report. 

A  few  have  asked  my  decision  on  questions,  which  I 
endeavored  to  answer,  not  as  the  "facto  officer"  of  the 
Order  in  the  State,  but  as  their  "Alma  Mater." 

^ziery  1.  If  a  sister  who  became  a  member  of  our 
Chapter  through  her  husband,  a  Master  Mason,  who  having 
since  died,  she  married  a  man  not  a  Mason,  has  she  a  mem- 
bership with  us? 

Answer.  No.  A  Mason's  widow  loses  her  membership 
in  the  Order  by  marriage  with  one  not  a  Mason;  but  she  is 
entitled  to  a  certificate  from  her  Chapter  of  the  facts  in  the 
case. 

^uery  2.  If  a  sister  became  a  member  of  our  Chapter 
through  her  brother,  then  in  good  standing,  but  has  since 
been  expelled  from  his  Lodge,  and  is  now  dead,  can  she 
retain  her  membership  with  us?  It  is  our  wish  she  should, 
as  she  is  a  worthy  sister. 

Answer.  It  will  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Chap- 
ter to  reinstate  her  to  membership,  as  through  her  brother 
she  lost  it;  or  another  brother  in  good  standing  can  act  as 
voucher  for  her.  Is  that  a  just  law?  I  think  that  nothing 
but  her  own  acts  should  affect  her  membership,  and  the  dis- 
cipline of  her  voucher  by  his  Lodge  should  not  affect  her- 

^uery  3.  Our  Worthy  Patron-elect  refuses  to  serve;  can 
we  elect  another  at  our  next  regular  meeting? 

A7tszver.  No;  vacancies  in  the  Patron's  office  can  only 
be  filled  by  an  election  held  by  dispensation  from  the  Grand 
Patron,  the  members  having  been  summoned  for  that  pur- 
pose, or  it  may  be  filled  by  appointment. 
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A  Worthy  Matron  writes  me,  "  We  will  be  obliged  to 
expel  one  of  our  sisters  (she  then  states  the  cause);  as  Worthy 
Matron  I  feel  that  I  must  act,  but  in  view  of  the  facts  in  the 
case,  how  can  I  do  so  in  open  Chapter?" 

I  advised  as  best  I  could  under  the  circumstances,  and 
would  ask  this  grand  body  to  make  the  ruUngs  of  trials  such 
as  to  give  the  Worthy  Matron  the  power  to  call  a  special 
meeting  of  sisters  to  conduct  trials  in  extreme  cases  against 
sisters. 

All  of  which  I  respectfully  present  to  this  grand  body. 

Now,  in  conclusion,  allow  me  to  return  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  officers  and  members  of  this  grand  body,  and  to  others 
throughout  the  State,  for  the  many  acts  of  love  and  courtesy 
I  have  received  from  them  the  past  year,  and  I  sincerely  hope 
you  will  cast  over  my  many  acts  of  omission  the  broad  mantle 
of  charity.  As  I  return  to  a  station  I  am  better  adapted  to 
fill,  be  assured  that  it  will  ever  be  my  highest  aim  to  work 
for  the  advancement  of  our  beloved  Order.

The  Grand  Chapter  being  properly  opened,  as  for  work, 
the  Grand  Patron,  or  some  Past  Grand  Patron  presiding.  If 
none  such  be  present,  then  the  oldest  member  being  a  Past 
Patron  shall  take  the  chair,  and  with  such  assistance  as  he 
may  appoint,  the  ceremony  shall  proceed  as  follows:

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

GRAND  CHAPTER  OF  THE  ORDER  OF  THE  EASTERN  STAR 

OF  THE   STATE   OF  INDIANA. 


Whereas,  Every  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star,  when  legally  organized  by  a  convention  of 
delegates  from  not  less  than  five  subordinate  Chapters 
vs^ithin  the  territorial  limits  of  the  State,  regularly  assembled,, 
possesses  the  inherent  pow^er-to  form  a  Constitution,  as  the 
fundamental  law  of  its  perpetual  action,  and  to  enact  such 
Rules  and  prescribe  such  Regulations  for  estabhshing  subor- 
dinate Chapters  as  will  insure  the  prosperity  thereof,  and 
promote  the  general  good  of  the  Order,  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Indiana  does  hereby  adopt,  establish,  and  promulgate  the 
following  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  its  government,  and 
does  make  and  ordain  the  following  Rules  and  General 
Regulations  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Chapters 
under  its  jurisdiction: 

ARTICLE  1. 
title. 

Section  i.  This  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order 
OF  THE  Eastern  Star  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

(4) 
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ARTICLE  II. 

OF  WHOM   IT  CONSISTS. 

Section  i.  The  Grand  Chapter  shall  consist  of  a  Grand 
Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  Grand  Matron,  Associate 
Grand  Matron,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand 
Lecturer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Conduc- 
tress, Associate  Grand  Conductress,  Grand  Adah,  Grand 
Ruth,  Grand  Esther,  Grand  Martha,  Grand  Electa,  Grand 
Warder,  and  Grand  Sentinel,  together  with  the  Patrons, 
Matrons,  and  Associate  Matrons  (or  their  proxies  regularly 
appointed)  of  all  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion, whose  official  character  shall  be  duly  certified  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  by  the  several  Secretaries  of  their  respective 
Chapters,  and  such  Past  Grand  Patrons  and  Past  Grand 
Matrons  as  shall  remain  in  good  standing  in  some  subor- 
dinate Chapter  in  this  Grand  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2.  All  the  above  named  Grand  Officers  shall  be 
-sisters,  except  the  Grand  Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron, 
Grand  Lecturer,  and  Grand  Marshal;  provided,  that  the 
Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Sentinel  may 
be  either  brother  or  sister. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  six  officers  above  named  shall  be  elected, 
the  remaining  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Patron  and 
Grand  Matron. 

Sec.  4.  The  foregoing  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Officers 
and  Delegates,  only,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  and  take  part  in 
the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  They  shall  have  but 
one  vot€  each  on  every  question,  except  the  presiding  officer, 
who,  in  case  of  a  tie,  may  give  the  casting  vote;  provided, 
that  any  member  may  call  for  a  vote  by  Chapters,  when  each 
Chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  it  is  entitled  to 
representatives,  which  may  be  cast  by  one  or  more  of  them. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  OFFICE. 

Section  i.  Any  member  in  good  standing  in  a  subor- 
dinate Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  eligible  to  any 
office  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  subject  to  the  restrictions  con- 
tained in  section  two,  article  two;  provided^  that  no  one  shall 
be  elected  Grand  Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  Grand 
Matron,  or  Associate  Grand  Matron,  unless  he  or  she  be  a 
Past  Patron  or  Past  Matron  of  some  subordinate  Chapter  of 
the  Order. 

ALTICLE  IV. 

POWERS  OF  THE  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

Section  i.  This  Grand  Chapter,  being  supreme  in  all 
matters  appertaining  to  its  affairs,  has  the  sole  right  to  super- 
intend and  govern  all  Chapters  of  the  Order  within  its  juris- 
diction. It  has  power  to  grant  dispensations  and  charters 
for  forming  and  holding  new  Chapters,  and  to  extend  or 
revoke  the  same;  to  enact  rules  and  regulations,  issue  edicts, 
and  to  amend  or  repeal  the  same;  to  discipline,  censure,  sus- 
pend, or  annul  Chapters  for  willful  violation  or  infringement 
of  the  Constitution,  regulations,  or  edicts  of  this  Grand 
Chapter;  to  decide  all  appeals  from  subordinate  Chapters, 
their  officers,  or  the  officers  and  committees  of  this  Grand 
Chapter;  to  exercise  all  rights  of  sovereignty  within  the 
limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  subject  to  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  all  powers  not  specially  delegated  to  subordinate 
Chapters  are  inherent  in  and  reserved  to  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter. 

ARTICLE  V. 

TIME   OF  MEETING. 

Section  i.    There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  this 
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Grand  Chapter,  beginning  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  sec- 
ond Wednesday  in  April,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  agreed 
upon  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  ordered  by  the 
Grand  Matron,  or,  in  her  absence  or  disability,  by  the  Asso- 
ciate Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Patron,  at  such  time  and  place 
as,  in  his  or  her  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  Order  require; 
provided,  that  each  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be 
notified  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  such  called  meeting, 
and  no  business,  except  such  specified  in  the  call,  shall  be 
transacted  at  such  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

QUORUM. 

Section  i.  Representatives,  or  proxies  regularly  ap- 
pointed, of  five  subordinate  Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Chapter,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

representatives  and  proxies. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Patrons,  Matrons, 
and  Associate  Matrons  of  subordinate  Chapters  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  they  shall  present  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  a  certificate  from  the  Secretary,  authen- 
ticated by  the  seal  of  their  respective  Chapters,  of  their  elec- 
tion and  installation  into  office. 

Sec.  2.  A  proxy  may  be  appointed  to  represent  the 
Chapter  by  either  of  the  delegates,  but  such  proxy  must  be 
a  member  of  the  Chapter  represented,  and  must  present  a 
certificate  of  such  appointment,  duly  authenticated. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

powers  and  duties  of  grand  officers. 

grand  patron. 

Section  i.  The  Grand  Patron  shall  assist  and  advise 
the  Grand  Matron  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties.  He  has 
power  to  grant  dispensations  for  new  Chapters,  upon  proper 
apphcation;  provided,  no  new  Chapter  shall  be  formed  in 
any  town  or  city  where  one  or  more  Chapters  exist,  except 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Chapters  already  organ- 
ized in  said  town  or  city;  to  delegate  authority  to  confer  the 
degrees  at  sight  upon  a  sufficient  number  of  worthy  persons 
in  towns  and  cities  where  no  Chapter  exists,  for  the  purpose 
of  organizing  a  Chapter.  He  shall  preside  whenever  called 
upon  by  the  Grand  Matron,  and,  in  the  absence  of  both  the 
Grand  Matron  and  Associate  Grand  Matron,  he  shall  call 
the  Grand  Chapter  to  order,  and  appoint  some  Past  Matron 
present  to  act  as  Grand  Matron  p?-o  tern. 

GRAND  MATRON. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Matron  shall  open,  preside  over,  and 
<:lose  the  Grand  Chapter,  appoint  all  committees  not  other- 
wise specially  appointed;  see  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Order  are  strictly  enforced,  and  that  the  officers  faith- 
fully perform  their  respective  duties,  and  give  such  instruc- 
tions and  directions  as  the  good  of  the  Order  may  require. 
She  has  power  to  convene  a  Chapter  within  this  jurisdic- 
tion; to  preside  therein,  to  inspect  the  proceedings,  and 
require  conformity  to  the  laws  of  the  Order;  to  suspend,  for 
;good  cause,  for  a  limited  period,  or  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  any  subordinate  Chapter;  to 
oall  special  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  require 
the  attendance  of,  and  information  from,  any  grand  officer 
respecting  her  or  his  office.  She  shall  decide  all  questions 
of  law  and.  usage  submitted  to  her;  subject,  however,  to  an 
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appeal  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and,  until  such  decisions  and 
opinions  are  reversed  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  they  shall  be 
in  force  and  binding  as  between  the  parties  thereto.  During 
the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  she  shall  exercise  all  its 
executive  powers,  except  so  far  as  they  are  made  the  duty 
of  the  Grand  Patron.  She  shall  report  to  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, at  each  annual  meeting,  all  her  official  acts.  She  may 
call  upon  the  Grand  Patron  to  preside  at  any  time. 

ASSOCIATE  GRAND  PATRON. 

Sec.  3.  The  Associate  Grand  Patron  shall  assist  the 
Grand  Patron  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties;  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  his  superior  officers  and  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  in  case  of  the  death,  absence,  or  disability  of  the  Grand 
Patron,  he  shall  assume  his  duties. 

ASSOCIATE  GRAND  MATRON. 

Sec.  4.  The  Associate  Grand  Matron  shall  assist  the 
Grand  Matron  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties;  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  her  superior  officers, 
and  in  case  of  the  death,  absence,  or  disabihty  of  the  Grand 
Matron,  she  will  assume  her  powers  and  prerogatives,  and 
discharge  her  duties. 

GRAND  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter;  to  collect  all  moneys  due  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
pay  the  same  promptly  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  taking  her 
receipt  for  the  same;  to  make,  annually,  a  report  in  writing, 
or  oftener,  if  required  by  the  Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Chap- 
ter, of  the  amount  collected;  to  execute  such  orders  as  may 
be  issued  by  the  Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Chapter,  and  to 
deliver  to  his  or  her  successor  in  office  all  books,  papers,  and 
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other  property  belonging  to  the  Grand  Chapter  in  his  or  her 
possession. 

GRAND  TREASURER. 

Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys 
from  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  give  her  receipt 
therefor;  she  shall  pay  all  orders  from  the  moneys  on  hand 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  Grand  Chapter;  carefully  number 
and  file  all  vouchers,  and  annually,  or  oftener,  if  required  by 
the  Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Chapter,  make  in  writing  a  full 
statement,  submitting  at  the  same  time  the  books  and  vouch- 
ers to  the  Grand  Chapter  for  examination.  She  shall  deliver 
to  her  successor  in  office  all  books,  vouchers,  papers,  and 
moneys  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
w^hich  may  be  in  her  hands. 

GRAND  LECTURER. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to 
attend  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
exemplify  the  work,  and  lecture  when  required.  He  shall 
be  the  custodian  of  the  work,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Patron,  receiving  no  compensation  for  his  services  to 
the  Grand  Chapter,  except  as  provided  in  article  thirteen, 
and  no  compensation  from  subordinate  Chapters,  except 
such  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  him  and  the  Chapter 
receiving  his  service. 

REMAINING  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  8.  The  remaining  Grand  Officers  are  to  perform 
such  duties  as  are  appropriate  to  their  several  stations,  and 
such  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the  Grand  Matron  or  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
election  of  officers. 
Section  i.    All  the  officers  shall  be  elected  or  appointed 
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annually,  and  installed  after  the  regular  business  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  shall  have  been  completed;  provided,  the 
installation  ceremonies  may  be  public  or  private,  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  No  officer  shall  officiate 
in  his  station  until  he  has  been  legally  installed. 


ARTICLE  X. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Section  i.  During  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
the  Grand  Patron  may  grant  dispensations,  attested  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  for  the  formation  of  new^  Chapters.  Such  dispen- 
sation shall  expire  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  v^hen,  if  their  v^ork  is  approved,  such  Chapters 
shall  receive  charters  v^^ithout  additional  fee,  except  three 
dollars  for  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  No  charter  shall  be  granted  a  new^  Chapter  until 
the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  proposed  officers 
are  thoroughl}^  qualified  to  discharge  their  duties  properly. 

Sec.  3,  Chapters  under  dispensation  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  chartered  Chapters,  except  to  be 
represented  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  elect  and  install 
officers. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
revenue. 

vSection  I.  The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be 
derived  from  the  following  sources,  viz:  For  every  dispen- 
sation, including  three  copies  of  the  Ritual,  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Chapter  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  twenty-five 
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cents  for  each  and  every  member  belonging  to  it  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  preceding;  and  no  Chapter 
shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Chapter  until 
such  dues  are  paid. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

ANNUAL  reports. 

Section  i.  Each  subordinate  Chapter  shall  send  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  of 
each  year,  an  abstract  of  its  proceedings  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  next  preceding.  This  report  shall  include 
the  names  of  the  officers  last  elected  and  installed,  the  num- 
ber initiated,  the  number  affiliated,  the  number  withdrawn, 
suspended,  expelled  and  died,  and  the  number  of  remaining 
members,  setting  out  the  names  of  each  class  in  full  alpha- 
betical order,  making  a  distinction  in  sex  by  prefixing  the 
title  Miss  or  Mrs.  to  the  names  of  sisters. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Chapter  faihng  to  make  such  reports  and 
pay  Grand  Chapter  dues  for  two  consecutive  years,  without 
furnishing  satisfactory  reasons  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  shall 
forfeit  its  charter,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  report 
such  dehnquencies  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

PAY  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS  AND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

The  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  shall  receive 
from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Chapter  such  sums  as  it  may 
appropriate  for  attending  to  the  business  and  meetings  of 
the  Grand  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

DUTIES   OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall 
perform  and  discharge  the  following  specific  duties,  to-wit: 
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ON  CREDENTIALS. 

First — The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  report  the 
name  of  each  representative  and  proxy  present,  with  the 
name  and  number  of  the  Chapter  represented. 

ON  FINANCE  AND  WATS  AND  MEANS. 

Second — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
and  Ways  and  Means  to  examine  the  books  and  vouchers  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Grand  Treasurer,  balance  the 
same,  and  report  the  actual  state  and  condition  of  the  funds 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  also  to  take  into  consideration  all 
propositions  and  resolutions  affecting  its  revenue,  w^hich  may 
be  offered;  they  shall  specifically  report  thereon,  and  may 
recommend  any  measure  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  be  for 
the  benefit,  financially,  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

Third — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Unfin- 
ished Business  to  examine  the  journal  of  the  previous  annual 
meeting,  and  report  all  matters  then  pending  and  undeter- 
mined. 

ON  PAT  ROLL. 

Fourth — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Pay 
Roll  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  due  each  representa- 
tive and  member  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ON  JURISPRUDENCE. 

Fifth — The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  shall  carefully 
examine  all  propositions  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  Consti- 
tution, By-Laws  and  General  Regulations  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  as  well  as  all  questions  of  law  and  usage,  and  make 
report  thereon  in  writing  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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ON  APPEALS  AND  GRIEVANCES. 

Sixth— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
and  Grievances  to  examine  all  matters  of  controversy  and 
grievance,  v^hen  presented  to  them,  to  report  with  such 
recommendations  for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  as 
they  may  deemfproper.  ^ 

ON  DISPENSATIONS  AND  CHARTERS. 

Seventh— ThQ  Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Charters 
shall  examine  the  returns  of  chartered  Chapters  and  their 
By-Laws  when  submitted  to  them,  and  shall  note  all  improper, 
informal  or  illegal  proceedings,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  with  their  recommendations.  They  shall 
also  examine  the  work,  records  and  By-Laws  of  all  Chapters 
under  dispensation,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Officers 
granting  the  same,  note  all  matters  that  are  improper  or 
unconstitutional,  and  report  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  with  their 
recommendations. 

ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Eighth— ThQ  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  of  Foreign  Correspondence 
referred  to  them,  review  all .  the  printed  or  written  proceed- 
ings emanating  from  other  Grand  Chapters,  and  report  to 
the  Grand  Chapter,  by  resolution  or  otherwise. 

MEETING  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Ninth — The  Committees  on  Grievances,  on  Charters 
and  Dispensations,  shall  meet  on  Tuesday  preceding  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  their  Chairman  and  the 
Grand  Matron,  and  report  specifically  on  all  matters 
examined,  on  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 

amendments. 

Section  i.  All  amendments  to  this  Constitution  must 
be  submitted  in  writing  at  an  annual  meeting,  when,  if 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  they  shall 
lie  over  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  if  adopted  by 
a  majority  vote,  they  shall  become  a  part  of  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 
repeal. 

Section  i.  The  former  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order 
for  the  government  of  this  Grand  Chapter  are  hereby  repealed. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF 


THE  GRAND  CHAPTER. 


I.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the 
Grand  Matron  shall  take  the  chair  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  and 
if  there  is  a  constitutional  number  of  Chapters  represented, 
see  that  the  Grand  Officers  are  in  their  stations,  fill  vacancies 
^ro  tern.,  and  open  the  Grand  Chapter  in  ample  form.  The 
Grand  Matron,  immediately  after  opening  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, at  each  annual  meeting,  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees,  of  not  less  than  three  members  each, 
the  first  named  to  be  chairman: 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Finance  and  Ways  and  Means. 

3.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  On  Pay-Roil. 

5.  On  Jurisprudence. 

6.  On  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

7.  On  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

8.  On  Foreign  Correspondence. 

II.  After  the  Grand  Chapter  is  opened,  the  officers, 
members,  and  visitors  shall  conduct  themselves  with  that 
order  and  decorum  which  the  dignity  of  the  institution 
requires;  they  shall  pay  due  respect  to  the  presiding  officer, 
to  whose  commands  they  shall  be  attentive  and  obedient. 
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No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  or  leave  the  Grand 
Chapter  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer. 

III.  The  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  as  follows,  viz: 


1.  Reading  minutes  of  previous  meeting. 

2.  Annual  address  of  Grand  Patron. 

3.  Annual  address  of  Grand  Matron. 

4.  Report  of  Grand  Secretary. 

5.  Report  of  Grand  Treasurer. 

6.  Report  of  Standing  Committees. 

7.  Report  of  Special  Committees. 

8.  Election  of  Grand  Officers. 

9.  Unfinished  Business. 

10.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

11.  Installation  of  Officers. 


IV.  All  motions  or  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  and  presented  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  read, 
with  the  name  of  the  mover  indorsed  thereon,  when,  upon 
being  duly  seconded,  they  shall  be  submitted  for  the  consid- 
eration and  decision  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 


V.  All  business  and  reports  must  be  disposed  of 
before  the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  closed,  except 
such  as  lie  over  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  unani- 
mous consent  of  the  Chapter. 


VI.  All  reports  of  officers  and  committees  shall  be  in 
writing  and  signed,  if  by  a  committee,  by  at  least  a  majority 
of  its  members. 


VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer  or 
of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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VIII.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question, 
if  divisible,  and  three  may  demand  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays. 

IX.  No  motion  or  resolution  involving  the  expen- 
diture of  money,  except  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Pay-Roll,  shall  be  adopted  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
reported  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

X.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  reconsider,  to  refer 
to  committee,  for  the  order  of  the  day,  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion, to  call  off,  and  to  close,  shall  be  decided  w^ithout  debate. 

XI.  All  motions  shall  be  seconded,  and  stated  by  the 
presiding  officer,  before  they  shall  be  open  for  debate  or 
action.  And  in  fiUing  blanks  the  largest  sum  or  the  longest 
time  shall  be  voted  on  first.  A  majority  vote  shall  determine 
all  questions,  except  as  otherwise  specifically  provided. 

XII.  Any  member  persisting  in  the  violation  of  these 
Rules  of  Order,  after  being  called  to  order  by  the  presiding 
officer,  may  be  reprimanded,  suspended,  or  expelled  from 
the  Grand  Chapter,  at  its  discretion. 

XIII.  Parliamentary  law  not  in  conflict  with  the  fore- 
going regulations  shall  govern  the  deliberations  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

XIV.  These  Regulations  shall  not  be  suspended,  except 
by  unanimous  consent,  but  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE 

GOVERNMENT  OF  SUBORDINATE  CHAPTERS, 

OF  THE  STATE  OF  INDIANA. 


The  following  are  the  General  rules  now  in  force  for  the 
government  of  Chapters  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

SUBORDINATE  CHAPTERS. 

Section  i.  Every  subordinate  Chapter  must  have  a 
charter  from  this  Grand  Chapter,  or  a  dispensation  from  the 
Grand  Patron,  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  under  the 
seal  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  no  Chapter  shall  be  deemed 
legal  or  regular  without  such  charter  or  dispensation,  nor 
shall  Chapters  outside  this  jurisdiction  be  considered  legal  or 
regular  unless  they  hold  an  unreclaimed  dispensation  or 
charter  from  a  Grand  Chapter,  having  jurisdiction,  or  from  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  all  communications,  public  or  pri- 
vate, by  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction,  or  the  members  thereof, 
with  such  illegal  Chapters  formed,  opened  or  holden,  or  with 
any  members  of  such  illegal  Chapters,  is  hereby  interdicted 
and  forbidden. 

OFFICERS. 

Sec.  2.  The  elective  officers  of  a  Chapter  shall  consist 
of  Patron,  Matron,  Associate  Matron,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
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Conductress  and  Associate  Conductress,  and  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  the 
stated  meeting  next  preceding  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
December,  anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Evangehst.  The 
appointed  officers  shall  consist  of  Adah,  Ruth,  Esther, 
Martha,  Electa,  Warder  and  Sentinel,  to  which  may  be 
added  Chaplain  and  Organist,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Matron-elect.  All  the  above  named  officers  must  be  installed 
at  or  before  the  next  stated  meeting. 

VACANCIES   IN  OFFICE. 

Sec.  3.  Vacancies  in  the  elective  offices,  except  Patron, 
Matron  and  Associate  Matron,  may  be  filled  by  ballot  at  a 
stated  meeting,  the  members  having  been  summoned  for 
that  purpose.  A  vacancy  in  any  appointive  office  may  be 
filled  by  the  Matron  at  any  stated  meeting.  Vacancies  in 
the  first  three  offices  can  only  be  filled  by  dispensation  of 
the  Grand  Matron,  the  members  being  summoned  for  that 
purpose. 

to  OPEN  A  chapter. 

Sec.  4.  The  presence  of  the  dispensation  or  charter,  one 
of  the  first  three  officers,  and  six  other  members,  are  indis- 
penrsable  to  open  a  Chapter  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  a 
Chapter  within  this  jurisdiction,  by  initiation  or  affiliation, 
but  affiliated  Master  Masons,  their  mothers,  wives,  sisters, 
daughters  and  widows.  Daughters  and  sisters  must  be  at 
least  eighteen  years  of  age.  No  person  shall  be  a  member 
of  more  than  one  Chapter;  provided,  that  any  Chapter  may 
elect  to  honorary  membership  therein  any  affihated  member 

(5) 
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of  another  Chapter;  nor  shall  any  member  be  permitted  to 
withdraw  from  a  Chapter  until  all  dues  and  indebtedness 
are  paid  or  remitted. 

fees. 

Sec.  6.  No  Chapter  shall  confer  the  degrees  for  a  less 
sum  than  one  dollar,  which  amount  shall  accompany  the 
petition. 

PETITIONS. 

Sec.  7.  All  petitions  for  initiation  or  membership  shall 
be  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  Chap- 
ter, which  petition  shall  be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting, 
be  referred  to  a  committee  for  investigation,  and  lay  over 
until  the  next  regular  meeting,  unless,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  members  present,  it  shall  be  declared  a  case  of 
emergency,  when  action  may  be  taken  thereon  immediately. 

INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Investigating  Com- 
mittee to  make  inquiry  as  to  the  character  and  standing  of 
the  petitioner,  and,  if  a  lady,  also  that  of  the  Master  Mason 
through  whom  she  claims  to  be  entitled  to  membership,  and 
make  report  thereon  in  writing;  and  no  action  shall  be  taken 
on  any  petition  until  such  report  is  made.  A  petition  may 
be  withdrawn  by  consent  of  the  Chapter,  at  the  written 
request  of  the  petitioner,  at  any  time  before  balloting.^ 

THE  BALLOT. 

Sec.  9.  A  separate  ballot  must  be  taken  on  every  peti- 
tion for  membership  or  the  degrees,  which  must  be  inviol- 
ably secret,  without  debate,  and  no  inquiries  permitted  or 
statements  made,  as  to  the  character  of  any  one's  vote.  One 
or  more  negative  votes  reject  the  applicant.     In  case  but 
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one  negative  vote  appears,  the  Matron  shall  order  a  second 
ballot,  which  shall  be  final.  Every  member  present  must 
vote. 

rejected  applicants. 

Sec.  10.  After  an  applicant  for  initiation  or  member- 
ship shall  have  been  rejected,  the  petition  may  be  renev^ed 
at  the  next  stated  meeting,  but  shall  not  be  made  a  case  of 
emergency.  No  rejected  applicant  shall  be  initiated  by  any 
other  Chapter,  w^ithin  three  months  after  such  rejection, 
w^ithout  the  consent  of  the  rejecting  Chapter. 

BY-LAWS. 

Sec.  II.  Every  Chapter  has  the  inherent  right  to  make 
its  own  By-Laws;  provided^  they  do  not  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  or  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter. 

duties  of  officers. 

Sec.  12.  The  Patron  shall  have  general  supervision  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Chapter,  advise  with  and  assist  the  other 
officers,  preside  during  the  conferring  of  the  degrees,  and 
whenever  invited  to  do  so  by  the  Matron. 

Sec.  13.  The  Matron  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Chapter,  except  when  the  degrees  are  being  conferred; 
see  that  the  Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations  are  strictly 
enforced;  appoint  all  committees,  and  see  that  the  officers 
faithfully  perform  all  their  duties.  She  may  call  upon  the 
Patron  to  preside  at  any  time. 

Sec.  14.  The  Associate  Matron  shall  perform  the  duties 
appertaining  to  her  office,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Matron, 
assume  her  powers,  duties  and  prerogatives. 

Sec.  15.    The  remaining  officers  shall  perform  the  duties 
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indicated  by  their  several  titles  and  stations,  be  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Chapter  and  to  their  superior  officers. 

SEAL. 

Sec.  i6.  Every  Chapter  shall,  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  its  charter,  procure  a  seal,  v^ith  the  name,  number 
and  location  of  the  Chapter,  and  such  other  device  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  engraved  thereon,  and  no  document  emanating 
from  such  Chapter  shall  be  deemed  authentic  without  the 
seal  affixed. 

JURISDICTION. 

Sec.  17.  The  jurisdiction  of  Chapters  for  all  purposes 
shall  extend  to  a  point,  geographically,  halfway  between 
them;  provided^  that  in  towns  and  cities  where  two  or  more 
Chapters  shall  be  organized,  they  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every 
Chapter  to  take  cognizance  of  the  conduct  of  every  member 
of  the  Order  within  its  jurisdiction,  whether  affiliated  or  not, 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the 
Order  and  maintaining  its  good  name. 

OFFENSES  AND  PENALTIES. 

Sec.  18.  Whatever  is  a  breach  of  good  morals,  contrary 
to  the  precepts  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  or  a  violation  of  the 
laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  is  an  offisnse 
against  the  principles  of  this  Order,  and  must  be  promptly 
dealt  with. 

Sec.  19.  Any  member  of  the  Order  who  disobeys  the 
order  of  the  presiding  officer,  or  in  any  manner  disturbs  the 
harmony  of  the  Chapter,  must  be  held  to  a  strict  account 
therefor,  and  upon  a  repetition  of  the  offense,  suspended  for 
a  definite  time  from  the  privileges  of  the  Order.

Sec.  20.  Any  member  of  a  Chapter  who  fails  to  pay 
dues  is  subject  to  charges,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  may 
be  suspended  from  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Order, 

Sec.  21.    The  only  penalties  recognized  are  four: 

1.  Reprimand. 

2.  Suspension  for  a  definite  time. 

3.  Suspension  indefinitely. 

4.  Expulsion. 

TRIALS. 

Sec.  22.  No  member  can  be  reprimanded,  suspended  or 
expelled,  for  any  cause  whatever,  except  upon  written 
charges  and  specifications,  and  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  trial. 

Sec.  23.  Any  affiliated  member  has  the  right  to  prefer 
charges,  but  in  no  case  can  this  right  be  extended  to  one 
who  is  not  affiliated. 

Sec.  24.  Complaints  against  a  Patron  or  Matron  for 
official  misconduct,  must  be  made  to  the  Grand  Matron,  dur- 
ing vacation,  or  the  Grand  Chapter  while  in  session. 

Sec.  25.  Charges  against  a  Patron  or  Matron  for  any 
oflfense  not  growing  out  of  the  discharge  of  his  or  her  official 
duties  must  be  made  to  the  Grand  Matron,  and  if  ajoproved 
by  her  she  will  fix  a  time  for  trial,  and  notify  the  Chapter 
with  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications,  and  instruct 
the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter  to  serve  a  copy  upon  the 
accused,  at  which  time  she  or  her  deputy  shall  preside. 

Sec.  26.  In  all  things  relating  to  the  trial  of  a  Patron  or 
Matron  by  his  or  her  Chapter,  except  as  otherwise  specified 
in  these  Rules,  the  same  proceeding  must  be  had  as  in  the 
trial  of  other  members. 
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Sec.  27.  All  charges  must  be  made  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  party  making  them,  specifying  with  reasonable 
certainty  the  character  of  the  accusation,  and  the  time  and 
place  of  its  commission,  including  the  names  of  witnesses. 
It  shall  be  presented  at  a  stated  meeting,  read  in  open  Chap- 
ter, and  spread  upon  the  record.  The  presiding  officer  shall 
then  set  ^  time  for  trial,  and  order  the  Secretary  to  serve 
upon  the  accused  a  true  copy  of  the  charges,  and  notify  him 
or  her  of  the  time  set  for  trial. 

Sec.  28.  Upon  the  trial  of  a  Sister,  at  the  request  of  a 
majority  of  the  Sisters  present  the  Brethren  shall  retire,  and 
upon  the  trial  of  a  brother,  at  the  request  of  a  majority  of  the 
brethren  present  the  Sisters  shall  retire. 

Sec.  29.  The  Secretary  may  serve  the  notice  either  in 
person  or  by  mail,  but  when  sent  by  mail  twenty  days  shall 
be  allowed  for  the  accused  to  receive  it. 

Sec.  30.  The  attendance  of  witnesses  on  either  side^ 
when  they  are  members  of  the  Order,  may  be  enforced  by 
summons,  which  may  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  when 
ordered  by  the  Matron  or  Chapter. 

Sec.  31.  At  the  time  set  for  trial,  if  the  accused  fails  to 
appear  in  person  or  by  counsel,  or  has  absconded  before 
notice  is  served,  the  presiding  officer  may  continue  the  case 
to  some  future  time,  or  appoint  a  competent  member  to 
appear  for  the  accused,  and  hear  and  decide  upon  the  case 
as  though  the  accused  were  present. 

Sec.  32.  Should  the  accused  appear  and  plead  guilty  to* 
the  charge  and  specification,  no  further  evidence  is  necessary, 
and  the  Chapter  shall  at  once  proceed  to  affix  the  penalty. 

Sec.  33.  Any  affiliated  member  of  the  Order  may  act  as 
counsel  for  the  accused  or  the  Chapter. 
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Sec.  34.  All  charges  must  be  heard  and  decided  by  the 
Chapter;   in  no  case  can  this  be  left  to  a  committee. 

Sec.  35.  The  accused,  when  on  trial,  can  not  be  allowed 
to  vote  on  any  question  growing  out  of  his  or  her  case. 

Sec.  36.  After  the  evidence  shall  have  been  presented, 
and  the  prosecution  and  defendant,  by  themselves  or  counsel, 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  the  defendant  shall 
retire,  and  the  Chapter  shall  proceed  to  decide,  by  taking  a 
separate  ballot  upon  each  charge  and  specification,  first, 
whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  as  charged,  and 
if  found  guilty  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  then  to  fix  the 
penalty,  commencing  with  the  highest  grade,  and  so  on 
down  until  some  penalty  is  determined  on. 

Sec.  37.  Should  definite  suspension  be  decided  upon, 
the  time  must  be  fixed  upon  motion,  but  the  longest  time 
must  be  voted  upon  first. 

Sec.  38.  Should  the  Chapter  refuse  by  a  majority  vote 
to  inflict  any  penalty  after  having  voted  on  each  grade,  the 
Secretary  shall,  within  three  days,  certify  the  fact  to  the 
Grand  Matron,  who  may  arrest  the  charter  of  the  Chapter. 


RULES  OF  EVIDENCE. 

Sec.  39.  The  rules  of  evidence  shall  be,  so  far  as  appli- 
cable, the  same  as  in  courts  of  law,  except  that  no  oath  or 
aflSrmation  shall  be  required  of  witnesses. 

Sec.  40.  When  a  witness  is  a  non-resident,  and  can  not 
attend  in  person  before  the  Chapter,  his  or  her  evidence  may 
be  taken  before  a  Patron  or  Matron,  certified  by  the  Secre- 
tary under  the  seal  of  the  Chapter  in  whose  jurisdiction  the 
witness  may  reside,  both  the  accused  and  the  accuser  having 
due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony. 
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Sec.  41.  The  accused  shall  be  a  competent  witness,  but 
shall  not  be  required  by  the  Chapter  to  give  evidence  unless 
he  or  she  shall  offer  to  testify. 

Sec.  42.  The  evidence  of  members  of  the  Order  who 
may  not  be  able  to  attend  the  trial,  and  of  persons  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Order,  shall  be  taken  in  writing  by  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  presiding  officer,  of  which  both  parties,  if 
possible,  shall  have  notice. 

Sec.  43.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  the  committee 
shall  proceed  to  take  the  evidence  of  such  witnesses,  and, 
after  reading  to  each  his  or  her  evidence  in  the  case,  request 
him  or  her  to  sign  the  same.  The  evidence  thus  taken  shall 
be  read  before  the  Chapter  at  the  time  of  trial. 

Sec.  44.  All  the  evidence  given  must^be  reduced  to  wri- 
ting and  preserved  by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  45.  The  presiding  officer  shall  decide  as  to  the 
admissibility  of  any  testimony  offered,  and  all  points  of  law 
and  order  which  may  be  raised. 

effect  of  and  what  removes  a  penalty. 

Sec.  46.  The  suspension  of  a  member  precludes,  for  the 
time  being,  all  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Order  whatever. 

Sec.  47.  A  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion  will  be 
in  force  from  and  after  the  passage  thereof  until  reversed  by 
the  Chapter  or  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Sec.  48.  Any  one  refusing  to  submit  to  the  penalty  of 
reprimand  is  subject  to  discipline,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  may  be  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  49.    The  expiration  of  time  for  which  a  member 
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stands  suspended  restores  him  or  her  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  which  he  or  she  possessed  before  the  trial. 

Sec.  50.  The  payment  of  dues,  for  non-payment  of  which 
a  member  was  suspended,  restores  him  or  her  to  full  mem- 
bership ;  but  to  restore  to  that  condition  a  member  who  has 
been  suspended  or  expelled  for  any  other  cause  shall  require  • 
a  petition  for  restoration,  received  at  a  previous  stated  meet- 
ing, which  must  have  been  referred  to,  and  reported  upon, 
by  a  committee  of  investigation,  when  it  shall  require  a 
majority  vote  to  restore  one  suspended,  and  a  unanimous 
vote,  one  who  has  been  expelled. 

Sec.  51.  A  Chapter  may  remit  the  dues  of  a  member 
for  non-payment  of  which  he  or  she  was  suspended,  and 
thereby  restore  him  or  her  to  membership. 

Sec.  52.  Any  member  who  has  been  expelled  or  indefi- 
nitely suspended  may  be  restored  to  membership  by  the 
Chapter  pronouncing  the  sentence,  or,  if  said  Chapter  has 
ceased  to  exist,  then  by  the  Chapter  in  whose  jurisdiction  he 
or  she  resides. 

NEW  TRIALS. 

Sec.  53.  A  new  trial  may  be  granted  by  the  Chapter  that 
tried  the  cause,  when  a  member  has  been  suspended  or 
expelled,  in  the  following  cases,  and  upon  the  following 
conditions: 

I.  Upon  newly  discovered  evidence,  which  would  indi- 
cate, with  reasonable  certainty,  a  change  in  the  finding  of 
the  Chapter. 

3.  Where  the  finding  of  a  Chapter  is  contrary  to  the 
evidence,  and  law  and  usage,  or  the  penalty  excessive. 

Sec.  54.  Application  for  a  new  trial  must  be  made  in 
writing,  and  contain  a  statement  of  the  causes  upon  which 
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the  application  is  founded,  be  presented  within  ninety  days 
after  the  trial  was  had,  or  within  ninety  days  after  the 
accused  is  informed  of  the  action  of  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  55.  Application  for  a  new  trial  shall  be  addressed 
to  the  Chapter,  and  in  all  cases  where  a  new  trial  is  granted, 
the  same  rules  shall  govern  as  in  the  first  instance. 

APPEALS. 

Sec.  56.  Any  member  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  decision 
of  the  Chapter  or  the  presiding  officer,  may  appeal  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  such 
decision,  by  filing  his  or  her  prayer  therefor  in  writing  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter,  stating  therein  the  error  or 
decision  appealed  from,  when  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  make  out  a  full,  true  and  complete  copy  of  all 
the  proceedings  had,  and  evidence  taken  in  the  case,  and 
certify  the  same,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  appeal  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  within  sixty  days  after  said  application  is 
made. 

Sec.  57.  The  Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Chapter,  on 
receipt  of  the  transcript  and  appeal,  shall  proceed  to  examine 
the  same  upon  the  papers  and  evidence  so  transmitted,  and, 
without  additional  testimony,  shall  decide  the  cause  by  con- 
firming the  judgment  already  rendered,  or  remanding  the 
cause  for  a  new  trial,  with  instructions  how  to  proceed; 
provided,  That  an  appeal  will  lie  from  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Matron  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 

amendments. 

Sec.  58.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  amended 
or  repealed  at  any  annual  meeting,  by  the  amendment  being 
proposed  in  writing,  referred  to,  and  reported  upon,  by  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  and  then  concurred  in  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present. 
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Sec.  59.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  subordinate 
Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  so 
amend  their  By-Laws  as  to  conform  in  all  respects  to  these 
Regulations. 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
portion  of  the  Grand  Patron's  address  relating  to  Chap- 
ters working  under  charters  not  eminating  from  this 
Grand  Chapter,  made  a  report :

Sylvanus  Millner  now  moved  to  take  up  the 
report  just  laid  upon  the  table,  and  refer  it  and  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Trials  of  Sisters  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence.

COLFAX  CHAPTER. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  the  following  in 
reference  to  Colfax  Chapter,  which  action  was  approved 
of  and  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Chapter  : 

To  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  : 

It  having  been  reported  to  me  that  Colfax  Chapter,  U.  D., 
had  ceased  to  exist,  therefore  in  accordance  with  resolution 
found  on  page  76  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  1876,  I 
appointed  Bro.  F.  M.  Busby  my  Special  Deputy,  and 
instructed  him  to  take  charge  of  the  Dispensation  and  other 
property  of  said  defunct  Chapter,  and  upon  the  receipt  of 
the  same  I  issued  dimits  to  all  members  of  said  defunct 
Chapter  who  applied  for  the  same. 
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Inventory  of  property:  One  Dispensation,  one  Ritual, 
and  the  Records  of  the  Chapter  written  on  foolscap  paper  ; 
all  of  which  said  property  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Secretary.

1.  Has  the  presiding  officer  of  a  Chapter,  when  in  ses- 
sion, the  right  and  power  to  instruct  the  Warder  not  to 
permit  any  one  to  leave  the  hall  without  the  permission  of 
said  presiding  officer  ? 

2.  Has  the  presiding  officer  of  a  Chapter  the  right  and 
power  to  instruct  the  Sentinel  not  to  permit  any  one  to  retire 
from  the  "Ante-Room"  without  the  consent  of  the  presiding 
officer  while  the  Chapter  is  in  session  ? 

3.  Has  the  presiding  officer  of  a  Chapter,  when  in 
session,  any  power  or  authority  over  the  Sentinel  or  persons 
in  the  "Ante-Room?" 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  tabu- 
lar statement  of  the  work  done  by  subordinate  Chapters, 
which  was  ordered  printed  with  the  proceedings  :

PRESENTATION. 

Bro.  W.  D.  Engle,  on  behalf  of  Bro.  John  J.  Sproull, 
presented  the  Grand  Chapter  copies  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York,  bound  in  a  sub- 
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stantial  binding  ;  whereupon  it  was  moved  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
same,  and  extend  to  Bro.  John  J.  Sproull  the  thanks  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  therefor. 

And  the  same  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPEALS  AND 
GRIEVANCES. 

Bro.  Rice  submitted  the  following  : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Sister  Florence  Hunter,  from  the  action  of  Minerva  Chapter, 
No.  15,  in  expelling  her  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  Order,  having  duly  considered  the  same,  submit  the 
following  report: 

Charges  were  regularly  preferred  against  the  appellant 
for  non-payment  of  dues;  the  same  were  duly  investigated 
at  a  time  set  for  trial  and  she  was  found  guilty  as  charged, 
and  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Order. 
She  appeals,  by  her  counsel,  to  this  Grand  Chapter  on  the 
ground  that  the  penalty  inflicted  is  too  severe  for  the  off'ense 
committed,  and  unwarranted  by  the  Regulations  of  this 
Grand  Chapter.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
appeal  is  well  taken.  Section  t\Venty  of  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations provides  that  "Any  member  of  a  Chapter  who  fails  to 
pay  dues  is  subject  to  charges,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
may  be  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
Order."  By  this  rule  your  committee  understand  that  suspen- 
sion is  the  highest  grade  of  punishment  to  be  inflicted  when 
the  charges  are  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  we  therefore 
offer  for  adoption  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Sister  Florence  Hunter^ 
from  the  action  of  Minerva  Chapter,  No.  15,  be  sustained, 
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and  that  the  case  be  remanded  back  to  said  Chapter  for  a

Your  committee  fully  concur  in  the  sentiments  offered  by 
the  Worthy  Grand  Patron  and  Worthy  Grand  Matron,  and 
with  them  congratulate  the  Grand  Chapter  upon  the  success 
of  a  measure  so  well  calculated  to  promote  the  general  good 
of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  as  we  beUeve  the  organi- 
zation of  this  General  Grand  Chapter  will  be.  The  benefits 
to  be  specifically  derived  from  it  have  been  so  fully  set  forth

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  JURISPRUDENCE. 

Bro.  John  Leach  submitted  the  following : 

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred 
so  much  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron's  address  as  relates  to 
decisions  upon  questions  of  law,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

No.  I.  Embraces  the  question  as  to  whether  the  Worthy 
Patron  has  the  power,  or  legal  right,  to  postpone  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Chapter,  or  to  notify  the  members  not  to 
come  so  as  to  prevent  a  quorum,  and  thereby  defeat  the 
object  of  the  meeting.  The  ruling  of  the  Grand  Patron  was 
that  he  had  not. 

Your  committee  think  the  ruling  correct,  and  recommend 
its  approval. 

No.  2.  Does  a  mother,  sister  or  daughter  of  a  Master 
Mason  in  good  standing,  lose  her  right  to  the  degrees  of  the 
Eastern  Star  by  marrying  a  man  not  a  Mason? 

Answer.  She  does  not.  Your  committee  recommend 
the  approval  of  the  ruling. 
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No.  3.  Does  a  widow  who  has  received  the  degrees  as 
a  widow,  forfeit  her  claim  or  rights,  guaranteed  to  her  by 
her  obhgations,  by  marrying  a  man  not  a  Mason? 

Answer.  The  Grand  Patron  ruled  that  a  lady's  rights  as 
a  member  of  the  Order  could  not  be  alienated  or  severed  by 
operation  of  law  only,  nor  by  any  other  mode  but  dismission 
or  expulsion,  as  her  rights  were  inherent.  Your  committee 
recommend  the  approval  of  the  ruling  of  the  Grand  Patron 
in  the  foregoing  case;  and  we  would  further  say  that  all  his 
rulings,  as  far  as  they  come  to  our  notice,  were  correct  in 
principle  and  in  accordance  with  the  law  as  it  now  stands. 

Your  committee  would  further  say  that  they  have  con> 
sidered  certain  questions  passed  upon  by  our  esteemed 
Worthy  Grand  Matron  (not  officially  as  she  claims),  but 
from  an  ''Alma  Mater''  standpoint. 

No.  I.  Can  a  lady,  who  obtained  the  degrees  of  the 
Eastern  Star  as  the  sister  of  a  Master  Mason  in  good  stand- 
ing, whose  said  voucher  has  since  been  expelled,  and  died 
while  under  the  sentence,  be  reinstated. 

Answer.  She  can,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Chapter, 
or  by  procuring  the  voucher  of  another  brother,  who  is  a 
Master  Mason  in  good  standing,  as  a  substitute  for  her 
former  voucher. 

Your  committee  think,  that  in  the  absence  of  a  specific 
law  upon  the  subject,  the  decision  was  made  upon  general 
principles,  and  governed  by  precedents  laid  down  by  Masonic 
bodies,  and  as  such  was  well  laid,  but  as  the  law  now  stands 
is  incorrect,  and  that  the  necessity  for  such  reinstatement 
can  not  exist  as  long  as  the  lady  keeps  her  vows  as  an  Eastern 
Star  member. 

No.  3.  An  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Worthy  Patron,  can  only  be  held  by  dispensation  from  the 
Grand  Patron,  the  Chapter  having  due  notice. 
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No.  3.  The  advice  given  by  the  Grand  Matron  in  regard 
to  the  propriety  of  authorizing  Chapters  to  hold  special 
sessions,  composed  only  of  ladies,  for  the  trial  of  ladies,  was 
like  all  her  advice,  as  a  rule,  both  timely  and  good. 

Your  committee  had  also  presented  to  them  several  ques- 
tions from  Centennial  Chapter,  embracing  points  of  law 
decided  by  the  Grand  Patron  in  his  decisions,  which  we  have 
already  approved,  and  which  are  settled  by  the  law  as  it  now 
stands,  hence  we  deem  a  report  on  them  in  detail  unnecessary. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  CORRES- 
PONDENCE. 

To  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star: 

Your  Committee  on  Home  and  Foreign  Correspondence 
beg  leave  to  report: 

We  have  performed  the  duties  that  devolved  upon  us 
with  fervency  and  zeal,  feehng  that  "The  eye  Divine 
approved  the  deed." 

Few  are  aware  of  the  great  labor  necessary  to  collect  and 
collate  the  material  necessary  for  a  report,  such  as  is  worthy 
of  a  name. 

The  mere  writing  out  the  results  of  labor  is  comparatively 
easy.  But  the  research;  the  necessary  correspondence;  the 
patience  with  which  one  must  repeat  his  applications  again 
and  again  for  more  light,  and  the  very  scanty  and  unsatis- 
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factory  gleanings  afforded  in  place  of  the  copious  details 
sought  for;  these  things  have  conspired  to  make  the  work 
onerous  and  tedious,  which  otherwise  had  been  entirely  a 
"labor  of  love."  One  thing  has  encouraged  us,  viz:  This 
pioneering  will  not  need  to  be  done  again.  Your  future 
Committees  on  Home  and  Foreign  Correspondence  will  find 
their  way  measured,  marked  out  and  smoothed  by  the  labor 
we  have  done. 

The  documents  from  which  we  have  gleaned  most  copi- 
ously, have  been  the  following: 

1.  Proceedings  of  the  first  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Missouri,  October  13  and  14,  1875.

3.  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  E.  S.,  State  of 
Connecticut,  1874  ^^75- 

4.  Transactions  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  E.  S.,  State  of 
Vermont,  June  7,  1876. 

5.  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  E.  S.,  State  of 
California,  October  18,  1875. 

6.  Proceedings  of  convention  of  delegates  to  organize 
Grand  Chapter,  E.  S.,  State  of  Nebraska,  June  22  and  23, 
1875,  together  with  proceedings  of  Grand  Chapter,  June 
19,  1876. 

7.  A  letter  from  Bro.  Rob.  Morris,  the  founder  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

8.  A  considerable  number  of  letters,  more  or  less  inter- 
esting, from  correspondents  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States 
to  whom  we  addressed  inquiries.

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ARKANSAS. 

We  regret  the  fact  that  no  printed  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas  have  reached  us.  That  how- 
ever, there  is  such  a  body,  we  are  officially  informed,  and 
the  following  are  the  officers:

Kiddy  A.  Neal,  Centre  Hill,  Grand  Matron. 
B.  B.  Bradley,  Searcy,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  field  of  operation  for  this  Order  in  Arkansas  is  large. 
As  the  Order  originated  in  a  Southern  State,  so  it  is  pecu- 
liarly adapted  to  the  chivalric  spirit,  the  large  hospitahty, 
and  the  keen  sense  of  Masonic  honor  that  pervade  the 
Masonic  institutions  there. 

Nothing  could  so  surely  heal  the  weakness  of  the  craft 
in  that  quarter  as  the  influence  of  woman  in  her  associations 
with  Masonry.  Who  would  dare  to  utter  an  impious  oath 
were  a  woman  present?  What  would  be  thought  of  a  Mason 
coming  drunk  to  the  lodge  did  he  know  he  would  meet  there 
the  wife,  sister  or  daughter  of  his  brother?  We  hope,  there-, 
fore,  to  hear  a  good  report  next  year  of  the  Eastern  Star  in 
Arkansas. 

CALIFORNIA. 

The  proceedings  of  California  are  comprised  in  a  hand- 
some pamphlet  of  fifty-four  pages,  displaying  the  good  deeds 
of  sisters  and  brothers  assembled  at  Vallejo,  October  iS 
and  19,  1875. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  by  Bro.  George  J.  Kobe, 
Grand  Patron,  and  a  gei;^tleman  to  whose  unselfish  efforts 
the  establishment  of  the  first  subordinate  Chapter  in  San 
Francisco  is  due.

APPENDIX. 


We  have  read  the  proceedings  of  California  with  uncom- 
mon pleasure. 

For  should  we  seek  to  give  us  cheer, 

Examples  of  the  bold  and  true, 
A  cloud  of  witnesses  is  here 

To  show  what  laboring  hands  can  do. 

She  sees  the  emblems  on  your  walls, 

And  reads  their  light  divine, 
Yon  hieroglyphic  bright  recalls 

Her  master's  Lord  and  thine. 

Eight  Chapters  were  represented  besides  three  U.  D.; 
the  latter  were  allowed  seats  by  special  permission,  and 
authorized  to  cast  their  representative  votes  with  the  rest. 
The  Grand  Patron  delivered  an  eloquent  address.  He  con- 
gratulated the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  that  none  had 
been  summoned  away  by  the  fiat  of  death  during  the  year 
preceding.  He  recommends  that  in  the  legislation  to  be 
performed  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  they  should  see  that  all 
laws  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  merit  the  approval  and  cheerful 
obedience  of  the  members.  This  advice  is  timely  and  good. 
No  Grand  Chapter  will  gain  anything  by  legislating  much 
in  advance  of  popular  opinion.  He  further  adds,  "Let  us 
exemplify  in  our  lives  and  conversation  the  principles  incul- 
cated by  our  Order,  and  by  the  faithful  fulfillment  of  the 
duties  imposed  by  its  obligations,  prove  our  sincerity  to 
maintain  the  honor  and  integrity  of  our  institution." 

The  membership  of  one  thousand  and  twenty-six  was 
reported.  The  Grand  Patron  refers  to  the  vexed  question 
that  has  disturbed  the  workings  of  our  own  Chapters,  viz: 
The  status  of  those  Eastern  Star  members  who  were  made 
in  an  informal  manner  before  the  organization  of  Chapters. 
He  made  the  decision  that  the  expulsion  of  a  brother  from 
his  Masonic  Lodge,  did  not  operate  as  an  expulsion  of  him- 
self  and  wife  from  the  Eastern  Star  Chapter,  and  that  even 
though  a  brother  were  expelled   from  the  Eastern  Star 
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Chapter,  the  fact  would  not  operate  to  the  detriment  of  his 
wife.  These  ruhngs  appear  to  us  so  subversive  of  the  very 
foundations  of  Eastern  Star  Masonry,  that  we  beg  leave  to 
call  attention  to  the  views  of  Dr.  Morris  appended  to  this 
report.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  CaUfornia  sustained  the 
ruling  of  Bro.  Hobe  in  this  matter. 

The  Grand  Matron,  Mrs.  Henrietta  Whitcher,  also 
delivered  an  address,  which  is  recorded  in  the  proceedings. 
She  had  visited  a  number  of  subordinate  Chapters  during 
her  term,  and  bore  testimony  of  unity,  harmony  and  pros- 
perity with  which  their  proceedings  were  conducted.  She 
believes  that  the  prejudices  which  enveloped  the  Order  at 
its  establishment  in  California  were  disappearing.  She 
recommends  a  profound  reverence  for  Free  Masonry  as  the 
foundation  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and  suggests,  in  a  very 
elegant  strain,  that  "it  is  the  part  of  woman  to  weave 
something  in  the  form  of  vails  that  will  ornament  the  temple 
of  wisdom  and  intellectual  beauty."  She  recommends  that 
the  Grand  Matron,  whose  powers  had  not  been  heretofore 
well  defined,  should  have  some  executive  authority. 

A  net  increase  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-six  members 
was  reported  during  the  year  preceding. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  Abbie  E.  Wood,  Grand  Lecturess, 
shows  that  she  has  visited  ten  Chapters,  in  all  of  which  the 
officers  were  efficient  and  the  work  well  done.  By  all  the 
Chapters  she  was  received  in  a  most  cordial  and  sisterly 
manner,  thus  amply  proving — 

"  Where  hearts  are  warm  in  kindred  fire, 

And  love  beams  free  from  answering  eyes, 
Bright  spirits  hover  always  there, 

And  that's  the  home  the  Masons  prize." 

Charters  were  granted  to  six  new  Chapters. 
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Upon  the  subject  of  regalia,  it  was  ordered  that  the  regalia 
worn  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  should  be  scarlet  velvet  collars^ 
trimmed  with  gold  bullion,  fringed  and  embroidered  with 
the  appropriate  devices  on  each  respectively. 

The  Points  in  the  subordinate  Chapters  to  wear  aprons 
and  sashes  of  the  traditional  colors.  The  regalia  of  the  Past 
Matron  to  be  a  scarlet  velvet  collar,  trimmed  with  gold  bullion 
fringe,  the  gavel  in  open  star  embroidered  thereon. 

The  income  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  year  preceding 
was  six  hundred  and  twenty  dollars. 

The  Grand  Chapter  decided  that  it  was  obligatory 
for  sisters,  during  the  session  of  subordinate  Chapters,  to 
wear  aprons. 

The  prerogatives  of  the  Grand  Matron  were  thus  defined: 
"  She  shall  assist  the  Grand  Patron  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties;  grant  special  dispensations  except  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  new  Chapters;  shall  convene  any  Chapter  at  will 
and  preside  therein." 

A  testimonial,  valued  at  one  hundred  dollars,  was  made 
to  the  retiring  Grand  Patron. 

The  following  Grand  Officers  were  elected: 

J.  E.  Whitcher,  of  Oakland,  Grand  Patron. 
Emily  Rolfe,  of  Nevada  City,  Grand  Matron. 
Abbie  E,  Wood,  of  San  Francisco,  Grand  Secretary. 

A  list  of  returns  is  appended  to  the  proceedings,  giving 
the  names  of  all  the  members  in  the  State,  also,  forms  of 
petitions,  certificates,  etc.,  etc. 

In  laying  aside  this  interesting  document  we  feel  our 
heart  kindled  anew  by  the  devotion  of  the  sisters  and  brothers 
of  the  Golden  State,  and  we  recall  the  lines  of  tlfiat  beautiful 
ode — 
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"  The  gleaming  light,  the  guiding  light, 
The  light  that  shines  afar, 
It  yields  a  radiance  pure  and  bright— 
The  beautiful,  beautiful  Star!" 

Since  closing  our  report  of  California,  we  have  received 
the  proceedings  of  the  fourth  annual  communication,  held  m 
San  Francisco,  October  i6  to  19,  1876.  Twelve  Chapters 
were  represented.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron,  J  E. 
Whitcher,  reports  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  his  jurisdic- 
tion as  satisfactory.  He  recommends  that  the  degree  of  Past 
Worthy  Matron,  originating  with  the  distinguished  Bro 
Robert  Macoy,  be  made  official  In  notifying  his  Grand 
Chapter  that  the  ceremonies  of  adoption  and  lustration  are 
practiced  in  some  of  the  States,  he  deemed  the  matter 
worthy  of  investigation.  We  were  not  aware  that  such  a 
practice  was  in  vogue. 

The  Grand  Matron,  Emily  Rolfe,  one  of  the  most  thorough 
posted  ladies  in  our  Order,  in  presenting  her  address  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  gives  her  judgment  in  favor  of  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter.  "A  supreme  head  i& 
needed  wherein  all  differences  can  be  adjusted,  and  the 
Order  be  secured  in  a  uniformity  of  ritual  and  lectures,  regaha 
and  appointments." 

As  our  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  CaUfornia  ends  here, 
we  can  only  append  the  names  of  the  officers  elect: 

Jerome  Spaulding,  of  San  Francisco,  Grand  Patron. 
Ada  A.  Libbey,  of  Watsonville,  Grand  Matron. 
Abbie  E.  Wood,  of  San  Francisco,  Grand  Secretary. 

We  observe  in  the  press,  accounts  of  a  called  meeting, 
April  15,  1876,  to  welcome  the  visit  of  Bro.  Robert  Morris, 
patriarch  of  the  Order,  to  the  Pacific  slope.  The  proceed- 
ings were  affecting.  In  the  response  to  the  addresses  of 
welcome,  Bro.  Morris  said:  "A  genuine  Mason  is  a  genu- 
ine man.     His  pattern  and  his  model  are  of  the  highest. 
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He  draws  his  rules  of  instruction  from  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. He  acts  as  in  the  presence  of  the  most  high  God. 
He  beheves  that  an  All- Seeing  Eye  is  ever  observing 
him  at  his  work — that  an  accurate  record  is  kept  in  Heaven 
of  his  words  and  deeds  and  thoughts;  that  his  reward 
in  eternity  will  correspond  to  his  labor  in  tiine.  He  is 
temperate,  brave,  prudent,  just — because  he  is  required  so 
to  be  by  Divine  law — ahvays  inculcated  in  his  hearing  wher- 
ever xSlasons  meet  and  work." 

This  sketch  might  well  be  set  up  in  every  lodge  room. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The  next  proceedings  in  alphabetical  order,  are  those  of 
the  Blue  Stocking  State,  Connecticut.  They  form  a  pamphlet 
of  thirty-six  pages,  and  are  particularly  interesting  as  giving 
in  detail  an  account  of  the  organization  w^hich  has  set  out  to 
work 

"  Those  grand  designs,  whose  tracing  proves 
Their  inspiration  is  from  Heaven." 

The  meeting  was  at  New  Haven.  It  was  called  to  order 
by  Bro.  Chauncey  M.  Hatch,  whose  name  enters  every 
Masonic  movement  in  Connecticut  for  the  last  twenty  years; 
whatever  bears  his  image  and  superscription  is  good  gold. 
He  w^as  the  first  Grand  Patron  of  the  State  under  the  old 
formula,  and  has  conferred  the  degree  upon  hundreds  of  the 
craft  and  their  female  relatives  in  every  lodge.  At  the 
request  of  numerous  friends  he  called  the  convention.  With 
twelve  chartered  Chapters  in  the  State  he  believed  the  time 
had  arrived  for  taking  this  decisive  step,  wdiich  would  give 
vitality  to  Adoptive  Masonry,  and  spread  the  Order  faster 
and  better  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

The  meeting  was  a  delightful  one,  in  the  genuine  spirit 
of  the  poet,  w^ho  thus  sings: 
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"  Oh,  not  a  cruel  word  to-night, 

To  mar  the  harmony  that  fills 
And  sanctifies  this  dear  retreat, 

And  every  discord  stills. 
Be  every  word  a  note  of  love 

From  that  seraphic  chorus,  heard 
In  the  celestial  lodge  above. 

Whose  master  is  the  Lord." 

In  the  address  of  the  distinguished  Bro.  Hatch,  we  find 
a  synopsis  of  what  a  Grand  Chapter  should  undertake.  "It 
will  be  a  tribunal  to  which  all  vexed  questions  may  be 
referred;  a  medium  through  which  uniformity  of  work, 
customs  and  usages  can  be  secured.  It  will  prevent  confu- 
sion and  dissension,  if  not  by  its  authority^  at  least  means  of 
advice  and  example.  It  will  promote  social  and  fraternal 
relations  between  this  and  other  jurisdictions."  This  is 
grandly  said. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  eleven  Chapters 
duly  represented.  A  constitution  was  adopted,  making  the 
Grand  Chapter  supreme  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  its 
internal  affairs,  and  possessing  the  sole  right  to  superintend 
and  govern  all  Chapters  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
within  its  jurisdiction. 

Chauncey  M.  Hatch,  was  elected  Grand  Patron. 
Mrs.  A.  C.  Thorpe,  Grand  Matron. 

Miss  Kate  L.  Tuttle,  of  North  Haven,  Grand  Secretary.  , 

At  the  first  annual  session,  which  occurred  October  14, 
1874,  at  New  Haven,  eleven  Chapters  were  represented. 
The  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  installed  Bro.  Hatch, 
who  then  proceeded  to  install  his  subordinate  officers. 

At  a  special  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  held  at  Bridge- 
port, February  i,  1875,  eleven  Chapters  were  represented. 
A  code  of  By-Laws  was  adopted;  then  the  committee  on 
uniformity  of  work  made  an  exemplification  of  the  ritual, 
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upon  which  they  agreed,  and  the  whole  was  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

Subordinate  Chapters  were  permitted  to  dramatize  such 
portions  of  the  work  as  they  choose,  provided  the  same  be 
in  accordance  with  the  text  and  ceremonies  thus  exemphfied. 

The  second  annual  session  was  held  October  13,  1875,  at 
West  Meriden;  twelve  subordinate  Chapters  were  repre- 
sented. Tlie  Grand  Patron,  Bro.  Hatch,  delivered  a  most 
admirable  address,  which  we  could  find  in  our  heart  to 
embody  entire.  He  was  glad  to  assure  the  Grand  Chapter 
that  there  had  been  no  occasion  for  him  "  to  interpose  his 
official  authority  to  maintain  good  government."  He  hinted 
at  the  course  of  a  few  turbulent  spirits,  who  had  cast  a  slight 
shadow  over  the  radiant  beams  of  the  Order,  but  made  light 
of  the  matter.  He  was  confident  that  the  success  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut,  thus  far,  had  been  all  that 
could  be  expected,  and  that  those  who  should  succeed  the 
present  officers,  would  find  but  little  to  undo. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron,  Mrs.  Thorpe,  is  finely 
conceived.  She  believed  that  Adoptive  Masonry  in  Con- 
necticut was  growing  more  and  more  in  favor  with  the 
Masonic  fraternity;  a  very  great  point  gained.  Her  remarks 
under  this  head  are  too  good  to  lose:  "The  brethren,  after 
pursuing  their  Masonic  journey  for  so  many  years  without 
the  ladies,  have  at  last  found  that  in  this,  as  well  as  all  other 
journeys  in  Hfe,  it  is  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone.  They 
have  enhsted  our  co-operation  in  their  great  work  of  benev- 
olence, and  have  committed  to  us  a  sacred  trust,  which  we 
should  feel  obliged  to  preserve  inviolate  and  unimpaired." 

The  officers  elected  were: 

W.  H.  Ford,  Grand  Patron. 

A.  C.  S.  Bario,  Grand  Matron. 

Kate  L.  Tuttle  (re-elected),  Grand  Secretary. 
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Five  new  Chapters  were  established. 

A  synopsis  of  the  state  of  the  Order,  which  is  appended 
to  the  proceedings,  shows  fifteen  Chapters— one  thousand 
our  hundred  and  ninety-eight  members. 

From  a  letter  written  us  by  the  Secretary,  under  date  of 
July  14,  1876,  we  learn  that  the  present  membership  is 
about  one  thousand  six  hundred. 

To  our  esteemed  sisters  and  brethren  of  Connecticut, 
whose  labors  afford  us  so  much  encouragement,  we  say,  in 
the  words  of  our  poet: 

"  Good  night;  and  when  the  shadows  of  the  grave 
Close  in  around  you— when  the  parting  breath 
Draws  heavily,  and,  unto  Him  that  gave, 
You  yield  the  spirit— be  he  strong  to  save 
Who  is  our  guide  and  Savior  unto  death; 
Then  may  dear  friends  and  heavenly  hopes  unite 
To  say,  'Good  night.'" 

ILLINOIS. 

We  have  no  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  for  1876,  but  from  a  very  courteous  letter  of  Bro. 
Frank  Hudson,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  September  5, 
1876,  we  learn  that  the  Order  of  Eastern  Star  is  not  in  as 
flourishing  a  condition  in  lUinois  as  its  friends  could  desire. 
He  says,  "We  have  about  thirty-five  Chapters  in  working 
order;  some  very  prosperous,  with  large  membership,  others 
just  barely  able  to  hold  together.  The  increase  the  past  year 
has  not  been  very  large,  owing  probably  to  the  stringency  of 
the  times.  These  thirty-five  Chapters  had  about  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  members  last  year,  but  I  suppose  the 
returns  this  year  will  show  quite  a  falhng  off",  owing  to  the 
lopping  off"  of  useless  timber  consequent  upon  Chapters 
having  to  pay  Grand  Chapter  dues."

18,  1877,  the  following  welcome  intelligence:  "A  Grand 
Chapter  was  organized  a  few  weeks  ago  in  Worcester,  six 
Chapters  out  of  eight  being  represented.  Bros.  Daniel  Sea- 
grave  was  elected  Grand  Patron,  and  T.  M.  Lamb,  Grand 
Secretary.  Committee  on  ritual,  stationery,  etc.,  appointed 
to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  to  be  held  in  Worcester 
May  II.  We  will  await  further  news  from  the  old  Bay 
State  with  fond  anticipations.    No  soil. 
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MISSISSIPPI. 


We  have  no  published  proceedings  of  the  Eastern  Star 
in  Mississippi.  This  is  something  I  regret.  I  used  my  best 
endeavors  to  hear  something  from  them,  but  all  to  no  pur- 
pose. The  degrees  originating  in  that  State,  and  one  of  the 
earnest  Grand  Chapters  being  organized  there,  we  feel  there 
is  a  lamentable  gap  in  our  report  where  Mississippi  ought  to 
come  in.  But,  from  our  acquaintance  with  many  of  both 
sexes  who  are  connected  with  the  Order  there,  we  have  no 
doubt  all  is  well  with  Adoptive  Masonry  in  the  South. 

"To  suffer  long,  and  yet,  be  kind  and  true- 
To  bear  the  slight  and  yet  retain  the  love- 
To  hope  whate'er  betide,  and  still  to  hope 
Through  all  the  gloomy  days  that  life  may  yield, 
This  is  the  love  we  cherish— Masons'  love; 
This  binds  the  old  fraternity  with  brass 
And  iron  fetters.    While  such  love  endures 
The  rage  of  foes  assault  our  fort  in  vain; 
The  bigot's  hate  recoils;  palsied  the  arm 
Which  strikes  our  Order,  anchored  by  such  ties." 


MISSOURI. 

In  a  well-arranged  pamphlet  of  thirty-five  pages,  we  find 
the  proceedings  of  the  convention  to  organize  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  Missouri;  also,  of  the  first 
session  of  the  perfected  body  itself. 

The  convention  was  called  at  St.  Louis,  October  13,  1875, 
by  Thomas  C.  Ready,  as  Provisional  Grand  Patron.  John 
R.  Parson  was  made  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  report  that  forty-three 
Chapters  were  represented. 

Bro.  H.  G.  Reynolds,  to  whose  zealous  labors  was  due 
the  establishment  of  Adoptive  Masonry  upon  so  strong  a 
basis  in  Missouri,  was  present,  and  gave  efficient  aid. 
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A  Constitution  and  set  of  Grand  Regulations,  full  and 
complete,  were  adopted;  also,  a  set  of  Decisions  already  in 
force  in  that  jurisdiction.  These  seem  to  us  in  harmony 
with  the  Landmarks  of  Adoptive  Masonry,  so  far  as  we 
have  compared  them. 

The  Grand  Chapter  decided  not  to  declare  her  independ- 
ence of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  but  expressed  the 
desire  to  see  that  organization  perfected,  or,  if  not,  to  call  a 
general  convention  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  to  form  a 
General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

The  returns  from  sixty-two  subordinate  Chapters  showed 
a  membership  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-four, 
viz:  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  sisters,  and 
one  thousand  three  hundred  and  nineteen  brothers. 

The  officers  elected  were — 

Rev.  John  D.  Vincil,  of  Mexico,  Grand  Patron. 
Mattie  A.  Yost,  of  St.  Louis,  Grand  Matron. 
John  R.  Parson,  of  St.  Louis,  Grand  Secretary. 

They  were  duly  installed  by  Bro.  H.  G.  Reynolds,  Past 
Grand  Master  of  Missouri. 

An  address  by  the  Grand  Matron  was  entered  on  the 
minutes. 

She  deemed  this  institution  "worthy  the  hearty  support 
and  endorsement  of  all  good  Masons."  To  those  ladies  who 
decline  to  unite  in  Eastern  Star  Masonry,  because  they  are 
not  permitted  all  the  light  of  the  Masonic  Order,  she  justly 
says:  "Let  us  waste  no  time  in  vain  regrets  or  in  sighing 
for  more  light,  but  rather  utilize  what  we  already  have.  It 
is  better  to  prove  faithful  over  a  few  things  than  to  remain 
idly  waiting  to  be  made  rulers  over  many." 


It  is  most  surely  to  our  interest  as  women. 
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NEBRASKA. 

The  proceedings  of  Nebraska  appear  in  an  elegant  volume 
of  forty  six  pages.  They  embrace  the  doings  of  the  organiz- 
ing convention,  and  the  first  transactions  of  the  body  as  then 
organized. 

From  nine  Chapters  having  convened  at  Lincoln,  June 
23,  1875,  elected  J.  N.  Wise,  President,  and  A.  F.  Crandall, 
Secretary. 

A  form  of  Constitution  and  General  Regulations  v^ere 
adopted. 

The  following  ofiicers  were  then  elected: 

J.  N.  Wise,  Grand  Patron. 

Mary  E.  Imhoff;  of  Lincoln,  Grand  Matron. 

W.J.  Baker,  Grand  Secretary. 

M,  W.  Bro.  A.  G.  Hastings,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  accepted  the  position  of  Grand  Lecturer.  At  the 
first  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  June  19,  1876, 
seven  Chapters  were  represented.  The  Grand  Patron  deliv- 
ered a  most  excellent  address.  He  commences  with  a  solemn 
and  appropriate  invocation  to  the  all-wise  and  bountiful 
Providence,  that  he  would  guide  the  Grand  Chapter  in  its 
work.  He  declares  "the  institution  to  be  a  noble  one," 
organized  for  the  elevation  of  woman  and  man  to  a  higher 
plane  of  usefulness,  for  the  social  amenities  of  life  and  for 
extending  the  reign  of  peace  and  love  upon  earth.  We 
quote  the  following  brilliant  exhortation: 

"May  we  emulate  the  heroic  daughter  of  Jephthah  in  her 
filial  piety,  and  remember  that  to  please  God  is  worthy  of 
the  greatest  sacrifices,  that  the  true  friendship  refuses  no 
pain  or  loss  for  the  object  of  its  affection;  that  times  of  the 
deepest  sorrow  and  loneliness  are  often  enlivened  by  the 
(8) 
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brightest  graces  of  God;  and  that  the  cup  which  our  Heav- 
enly Father  gives  us  to  drink,  though  bitter  and  distasteful, 
will,  in  the  end,  prove  to  overflow  with  blessings  rich,  abound- 
ing and  eternal."  These  are  good  words.  He  looks  with 
pleasure  to  a  rapid  growth  of  the  Order  in  Nebraska. 

The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  year  was  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents. 

Grand  officers  elected  were: 

J.  N.  Wise,  Grand  Patron. 

Jennie  L.  Jackson,  Omaha,  Grand  Matron. 

W.  I.  Baker,  Omaha,  Grand  Secretary. 

Ten  Chapters  are  on  the  roll,  enjoying  a  membership  of 
five  hundred  and  forty. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  proceedings  of  Adoptive  Masonry  in  New  Jersey 
have  never  been  printed,  but  from  a  communication  dated 
October  24,  1876,  from  Anna  M.  Mayhew,  Grand  Secretary, 
we  derive  the  following  reliable  information:  There  are 
seven  Chapters  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  New  Jersey,  having 
a  good  membership.  All  the  Chapters  are  in  working 
condition.  One  of  them.  Electa  No.  3,  has  one  hundred 
and  sixty-five  members.  "  New  Jersey  is  a  hard  place 
to  work  in  for  this  Order;  there  is  so  much  opposition  from 
Masons  who  should  be  our  friends." 

The  Grand  Chapter  meets  annually,  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  October. 

As  this  is  one  of  the  oldest  Grand  Chapters,  and  formed 
under  the  direct  superintendence  of  that  wise  and  expe- 
rienced workman,  Robert  Macoy,  we  hoped  to  find  in  print 
much  useful  matter  from  New  Jersey. 
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It  is  considered  a  subject  of  regret  by  our  New  Jersey 
brethren  that  such  Masonic  luminaries  as  Bro.  Joseph 
Hough  and  others  should  oppose  the  Adoptive  Rite,  and 
even  low^er  themselves  by  applying  foul  names  to  it.  But 
this  sort  of  opposition  is  of  the  character  styled  "  persecu- 
tion," w^hich  acts  two-edged.  All  such  persecution  soon 
burns  out,  and  then  comes  the  reaction. 

NEW  YORK. 

We  turn,  with  peculiar  pleasure,  to  the  proceedings  of 
the  Empire  State,  found  in  a  well  printed  pamphlet  of  fifty- 
two  pages. 

This  is  the  jurisdiction  in  which  the  first  Grand  Chapter 
was  formed,  and  her  list  of  members  foots  up  two  thousand 
three  hundred  and  four,  in  forty-four  working  Chapters. 

The  seventh  annual  session  was  held  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  No.  33  Union  square,  city  of  New  York, 
commencing  June  7,  1876.  Twenty-five  Chapters  were 
represented.  Among  the  visitors  were  Bro.  J.  M.  Mayhew, 
Grand  Patron  of  New  Jersey;  Bro.  W.  H.  Ford,  Grand 
Patron  of  Connecticut,  and  a  large  number  of  the  members 
of  the  Order  from  various  parts  of  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Connecticut,  and  Massachusetts. 

The  annual  address  from  the  Grand  Patron,  Herman  G. 
Carter,  opens  with  the  assurance  that  the  Order  in  New 
York,  in  this  centennial  year,  was  working  under  bright  and 
favorable  auspices.  He  deems  the  Eastern  Star  institution 
^'  one  of  the  best  and  noblest  societies  organized  in  the 
nineteenth  century." 

An  opinion  in  which  all  must  join  who  have  given  the 
subject  any  attention. 

His  appHcation  of  the  season  of  June  to  the  work  for 
which  they  have  assembled,  is  beautiful.    "It  is  fitting  that 
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we  should  meet  in  the  leafy  month  of  June,  when  nature  is 
radiant.  Flowers  and  sunshine  are  features  of  our  institution, 
symbols  of  our  faith  and  profession.  It  is  ours  to  look  on 
the  bright  and  flowery  side  of  existence,  and  to  believe  there 
is  good  in  every  thing  that  our  Heavenly  Father  has  made, 
and  that  charity  is  the  law  of  human  conduct — that  charity 
which  lights  up  the  dark  and  dreary  paths  of  hfe,  and  strews 
flowers  along  our  pathway. 

"The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  eminently  calculated 
to  make  such  charity  a  living  reahty."  He  aflirms  that 
peace,  prosperity  and  good  will  had  reigned  in  the  Chapters 
of  New  York  during  the  preceding  year.  He  had  visited 
the  majority  of  the  Chapters  in  the  State,  and  observed  their 
continued  growth  and  usefulness,  both  in  numbers  and  finan- 
cial matters. 

Various  decisions  upon  mooted  questions  had  been  made, 
which  will  be  of  interest  in  our  own  jurisdiction,  to-wit: 

A  brother  to  be  eligible  to  the  ofiice  of  Grand  Patron, 
must  be  a  member  of  a  Chapter  in  good  standing. 

If  a  petition  is  rejected,  the  advance  fee  must  be  returned 
to  the  applicant. 

No  questions  can  be  made  as  to  a  member's  ballot  or  the 
motive  thereof. 

Installation  may  be  performed  by  any  Master  Mason,  a 
member  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

An  elected  officer  can  not  dimit. 

"The  benign  and  beautiful  in^uences  of  the  Eastern  Star,'* 
says  the  eloquent  writer,  "have  had  a  tendency  to  do  away 
with  prejudices.  It  is  thus  that  the  objection  which  existed 
against  women  becoming  members  of  the  Order  has  under- 
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gone  a  radical  change.    The  opposition  made  by  prominent 
Masons  in  early  days  of  the  Order  has  vanished." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron,  Mrs.  Ramsdell,  is  also 
replete  with  good  things. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  a  revenue  collected  of  six 
hundred  and  two  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents. 

Officers  elected  were: 

Myer  T.  Webb,  Grand  Patron. 
Eliza  A.  Macoy,  Grand  Matron. 
John  J,  Sproull,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  through  Bro.  Robert 
Macoy,  made  a  full  report,  analyzing  the  proceedings  of  nine 
Grand  Chapters.  Much  of  the  data  given  is  important  in 
forming  a  true  history  of  the  Order. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  was  organized  Novem- 
ber 3,  1870;  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi  was  organized 
the  same  year;  New  Jersey,  1871;  Cahfornia,  1873;  Vermont, 
the  same  year;  Connecticut,  1874;  Indiana,  the  same  year; 
Nebraska,  Illinois  and  Missouri,  were  organized  in  1875. 
Movements  are  being  made  in  several  other  States  towards 
estabUshing  Grand  Chapters. 

In  1868  Bro.  Andrew  Cassard,  with  authenticated  power 
as  Deputy  Grand  Patron  for  the  South  American  countries, 
made  an  extended  tour  through  Cuba,  New  Grenada,  Ven- 
ezuela, Chili,  Uraguay,  Brazil  and  portions  of  Mexico,  where 
he  estabhshed  many  Chapters,  into  which  Masons  of  the 
highest  grade  in  the  fraternity,  and  ladies  readily  become 
active  members. 

Through  the  active  exertion  of  Bro.  Henry  J,  Shields, 
Deputy  Grand  Patron  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland, 
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three  Chapters  have  been  organized,  and  are  in  good  condi- 
tion in  Glasgow,  Hollytown  and  Motherswell. 

The  report  terminates  with  these  hopeful  words,  "  The 
Order  has  been  prosperous  and  is  increasing.  From  every 
part  of  the  country  come  up  the  glad  tidings  of  peace  and 
harmony.  The  Order  is  now  established  upon  a  firm  and 
reliable  foundation,  and  steadily  gaining  in  favor  and  useful- 
ness." 

In  relation  to  the  question  of  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter, 
Bro.  Alacoy  expresses  a  strong  dissent  from  the  project. 

He  beheves  that  the  concentration  of  all  power  and 
authority  in  a  body  thus  created,  would  degrade  the  Grand 
Chapters  in  the  several  States  to  mere  subordinates.  Or  if 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  Hmits  its  own  power,  it  will 
render  it  a  mere  source  of  expense.  More  liberty,  he  thinks, 
would  be  lost  than  prerogative  gained  by  such  a  combination. 
General  Grand  Bodies,  he  conceives,  are  more  beneficial  to 
Grand  Officers,  in  pomp  and  display  of  high  sounding  titles, 
than  to  the  Order  at  large. 

Finally,  he  suggests  that  "the  formation  of  a  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter  will  be  as  useful  to  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  as  the  introduction  of  a  new  mother-in-law  into  a  happy 
and  prosperous  family." 

VERMONT. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Green  Mountain  State,  land  of 
cold  rocks  and  scanty  meadows  but  warm  hearts  and  liberal 
hands,  come  to  us  in  a  neat  little  pamphlet  of  nineteen  pages. 
The  third  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  convened  at 
Putney,  June  7th,  1S76. 

A.  L.  Robinson,  Grand  Patron. 
M.  S.  Scranton,  Grand  Matron. 
S.  J.  Young,  Grand  Secretarj^ 
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Eight  Chapters  were  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  was  eloquent  and 
instructive.  The  purpose  of  these  annual  conventions,  he 
thinks,  is  "to  renew  kindly  greetings,  to  extend  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship,  to  legislate  needful  laws,  to  scan  the  past 
and  ascertain  wherein  we  have  failed,  to  promote  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order. 

The  results  of  these  meetings  can  not  be  computed. 
They  do  not  depend  entirely  upon  the  wisdom  of  our  legis- 
lation,  but  in  the  cultivation  of  the  social  elements  which  is 
the  basis  of  all  societies,  but  more  especially  this  of  ours. 
Peace  and  harmony  had  reigned  within  this  jurisdiction; 
and  there  was  an  encouraging  prospect  before  them. 

The  different  Chapters  had  been  growing  in  number 
and  knowledge.  The  stagnation  of  business  had  shown 
itself  in  Masonry  as  in  everything  else;  but  when  the  period 
of  financial  depression  shall  have  passed,  a  brilliant  future 
lay  before  them. 

His  appeal  to  the  ladies  is  in  good  taste: 

"Sisters:  Yours  is  a  noble  work;  woman,  last  at  the 
cross  and  earliest  at  the  grave  of  our  Savior;  you  have 
always  been  first  in  all  that  is  pure  and  noble,  in  laboring  for 
the  oppressed,  visiting  the  sick  and  distressed— while  some 
have  stepped  out  from  the  path  assigned  you  by  immemorial 
custom,  into  paths  rugged  but  noble,  finding  the  labyrinth 
intricate  and  difl^cult  to  tread;  yet  their  work  has  not  been  a 
failure. 

"The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  fills  a  niche  that  nothing 
else  fills,  and  the  up-building  of  this  society  in  our  land 
seems  to  me  a  necessity." 

The  Grand  Matron  also  presented  an  address  which 
makes  good  reading;  we  have  space  for  only  one  extract. 
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"In  the  future  may  our  lives  be  marked  by  the  chaste 
purity  emblematically  set  forth  on  the  five  separate  points  of 
our  beautiful  star,  and  with  the  filial  piety  of  Adah,  the  heroic 
daughter  of  Jephthah.  be  willing  to  submit  to  our  fate. 
Like  Ruth,  may  we  be  gleaners,  selecting  the  good  wher- 
ever it  may  be  found,  and  may  we  not  avariciously  secure 
at  an  abundance  of  worldly  treasures.  Like  Esther,  let 
us  go  with  confidence,  that  our  labors  among  men  may  be 
equally  blest.  ^lay  the  assurance  which  Martha  received 
when  she  met  her  Lord,  that  her  dead  brother  should  rise 
again,  inspire  within  us  a  reliance  upon  His  word.  Let  us 
each  take  the  life  of  Electa  for  our  example,  living  for  the 
good  of  others,  and  adopting  her  motto,  love  one  another!" 

The  Grand  Matron,  ]\Iary  S.  Scranton.  appends  to  her 
address  these  ingenious  lines,  forming  an  acrostic: 

Enriched  by  love's  effulgent  light, 
A  star  is  seen,  a  halo  bright. 
Sisters,  for  us  this  star  has  risen, 
To  light  our  pathway  on  to  heaven. 
Enveloped  in  this  heavenly  orb, 
Rituals  are  found,  and  just  reward, 
No  Mystic  light — 'tis  woman's  right. 

Serene  and  peaceful  may  he  glide. 
Though  life  is  oft  by  tempest  driven, 
Around  the  altar,  side  by  side, 
Renew  our  vows  and  live  for  Heaven. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  W.  F.  Lewis,  suggests 
a  want  of  ritual  uniformity,  and  advices  the  Grand  Chapter 
at  once  take  the  matter  in  hand. 

The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Chapter  the  preceding  year 
was  eighty-nine  dollars  and  forty-five  cents. 

We  observe  with  regret  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution:  After  admission  as  a  mem- 
ber, they  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  subsequent  neglect  of 
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their  husband,  father  or  brother,  to  hold  their  standing  good 
in  their  lodges,  or  for  any  overt  act  of  such  husband,  father 
or  brother;  but  each  lady  member  shall,  by  her  own  acts, 
hold  or  lose  her  membership  in  the  Chapter. 

For  a  proper  statement  of  this  and  other  fundamental 
questions,  we  refer  you  to  the  letter  of  Bro.  Rob.  Morns, 

appended  to  our  report. 

The  following  officers  were  elected: 

A.  L.  Robinson,  Springfield,  Grand  Patron. 
Mary  S.  Scranton,  Bennington,  Grand  Matron. 
Helen  J.  Hatch,  Springfield,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  upon  Rituals  was  adopted, 
and  one  hundred  copies  of  the  work  as  exempUfied  were 
ordered. 

A  mourning  page  justly  closes  these  proceedings: 

-THIS  PAGE  IS  INSCRIBED  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  OUR  WORTHY  BROTHER, 

DR.  JOSEPH  N.  STILES, 

WHO  DIED  AT  WINDSOR, 
ON  THE  THIRTY-FIRST  DAY  OF  AUGUST,  1S75, 
AGED  SIXTY-ONE  YEARS." 

In  addition  to  facts  thus  gathered  from  the  printed  pro- 
ceedings,  we  have  an  extremely  kind  letter  from  S.J.  Young, 
Grand  Secretary,  from  which  we  learn  that  there  is  no 
Grand  Chapter  in  the  neighboring  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

We  quote  this  paragraph  from  the  letter: 

"We  have  reason  to  be  encouraged  in  regard  to  our  beau- 
tiful Order.  Although  in  Vermont  the  number  of  subordi- 
nate Chapters  does  not  increase  very  fast,  yet  the  members 
of  those  which  we  have,  take  an  increased  interest  m  its 
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operations.  I  do  not  think  it  best  to  multiply  the  Chapters 
too  rapidly,  for  it  is  better  to  have  a  few  live  ones  than  a 
large  number  w^ith  poor  members." 


THE  STATUS  OF  MASONS 
WHO  HAVE  BEEN  SUSPENDED  BY  THEIR  LODGES. 

Upon  this  most  important  subject,  v^e  offer  a  letter  from 
Dr.  Morris,  founder  of  the  Order. 

LaGrange,  Ky.,  Jan.  i,  1877. 

James  Crooks,  M.  D., 

My  Dear  Brother:  Learning  that  you  are  chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Chapter  E.  S. 
of  Indiana,  and  being  desirous  of  presenting  before  that  very 
respectable  body,  and  through  them  to  the  other  Grand 
Chapters  E.  S.,  some  facts  connected  with  the  origin  of  this 
degree,  I  take  the  privilege  of  an  old  and  famihar  acquaint- 
ance to  do  so,  in  this  form: 

The  first  suggestion  of  which  the  Eastern  Star  originated 
was  my  own,  in  the  winter  of  1850.  I  was  then  pubhshing 
a  temperance  paper  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  which  had  a 
Masonic  department.  The  leading  Masons  of  Mississippi 
favored  side  degrees,  and  various  Ladies'  Degrees  were  pop- 
ular. I  deemed  them  very  poor,  and  unworthy  of  so  great  an 
Order  as  Free  Masonry.  This  set  me  to  thinking  whether 
something  better  might  not  be  composed;  it  was  upon  these 
thoughts  that  I  wrote  out  the  Eastern  Star.  The  whole  idea 
of  it,  its  name,  its  landmarks,  names  of  its  heroines,  the  lec- 
tures, esoteric  work,  songs  and  poems  are  absolutely  my 
own,  and  can  not  be  accredited,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  to 
any  one  else. 

After  this  preamble  I  would  say,  that  in  my  judgment, 
nothing  so  effectually  destroys  the  very  aim  and  purpose  of 
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the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  as  the  legislation  adopted  in 
some  of  the  Grand  Chapters  which  changes  the  relationship 
of  woman  to  the  Order.  It  has  been  decided  in  California, 
New  York,  and  possibly  elsewhere,  that  if  a  Master  Mason 
is  ever  expelled  from  Masonry  this  will  not  effect  the  stand- 
ing of  his  wife,  daughter  or  sister  in  the  Chapter.  Now, 
the  very  purpose  of  the  Eastern  Star  was,  and  is,  to  enable 
the  lady  who  has  taken  it  to  prove  herself  the  relative  of  a 
Master  Mason,  and  to  secure  the  benefits  of  that  relationship. 

But,  if  the  gentleman  through  whom  she  acquired  these 
privileges  is  expelled,  she  has  no  claims.  She  is  no  longer 
the  relative  of  a  Master  Mason.  Look  at  it:  A  lady  goes  to 
Bridgeton,  Indiana;  she  has  the  means  of  command  to  prove 
herself  the  wife,  daughter,  etc.,  of  a  Master  Mason.  You 
inquire  to  what  lodge  her  husband  belongs.  She  rephes. 
"he  did,  but  he  is  now  expelled."  Is  there  a  Master  Mason 
in  the  world  so  ignorant  that  he  would  not  at  once  say  that 
she  has  no  Masonic  privileges? 

And  what  object  can  a  Chapter  have  in  retaining  ladie& 
in  membership  whose  husbands  are  expelled?  Will  a  mod- 
est lady  come  to  the  Chapter  at  all  under  such  circumstances  ? 
Are  they  not  exposed  at  every  meeting  to  be  wounded  by 
the  lectures  and  remarks  made  upon  the  subject  of  immoral- 
ity and  unworthiness?  Can  a  Master  Mason  conscientiously 
set  in  a  Chapter  with  ladies  whose  husbands  and  fathers  he 
has  helped  to  expel  for  gross  crimes? 

I  am  amazed  at  the  action  of  Grand  Chapters  upon  thi& 
subject.  They  have  violated  one  of  the  pledges  they  them- 
selves made  when  they  took  the  degree,  and  thus  set  an 
example  for  breaking  down  all  the  landmarks  of  the  Order» 

What  principle  in  the  Eastern  Star  is  unchangable  if  thi& 
one  is  not,  which  enters  into  the  very  origin  and  philosophy 
of  the  Order?  There  are  some  other  deviations  from  the 
Eastern  Star  system  in  vogue,  but  all  are  trivial  compared 
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with  this.  And  lest  I  should  worry  you  I  will  conclude  by 
saying,  that  I  do  not  wonder  so  many  intelligent  Master 
Masons  look  with  suspicion  upon  the  operations  of  Grand 
Chapters  E.  S.,  when,  by  a  single  vote,  they  can  thus 
remove  the  foundation-stone  of  the  whole  Order. 

In  1S52  I  conferred  the  Eastern  Star  degree  in  New 
Albany,  Ind.,  the  first  time  it  was  ever  conferred  in  your 
State. 

Since  that  time  I  have  conferred  it  more  than  two  hun- 
dred times  in  Indiana. 

All  the  older  brethren  and  ladies  received  it  from  me.  If 
any  one,  then,  might  ofter  advice  upon  this  subject  to  Indiana 
Masons  without  beino-  chars^ed  with  arros-ance.  or  gfivinof 
offense,  it  surely  is.

SUBSIDIARY  DEGREES. 

We  find  references  in  the  correspondence  had  with  vari- 
ous persons  high  in  the  Order,  concerning  the  Subsidiary  or 
vSide  Degrees  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

Seeing  that  nearly  every  Master  Mason,  as  soon  as  he  has 
had  time  to  look  around  him,  petitions  for  mo7'e  degrees 
("more  light,"  as  it  is  facetiously  termed),  and  goes  on 
through  the  Chapter,  Council,  Scotch  Rite,  Rite  of  ^^lemphis, 
High  Priesthood,  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  etc.,  with  a 
speed  that  is  the  admiration  of  all  beholders,  and  with  an 
outlay  of  money  often  disastrous  to  his  better  interests,  it  is 
not  strange  that  the  ladies  who  have  entered  our  Chapters, 
as  soon  as  they  have  time  to  look  around  them,  ask  for  more 
degrees.  It  would  be  passably  strange  if  they  did  not.  The 
^'mere  curiosity,"  which  we  fear  is  the  moving  cause  of  so 
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much  degree  taking  in  the  sterner  sex,  is  a  princpa  not 
entirely  wanting  in  the  minds  of  the  ladies,  and  their  call  for 
"more  light"  is  loud,  long  and  strong.  Our  personal 
acquaintance  with  the  venerable  founder  of  Adoptive 
Masonry  in  the  United  States,  extends  back  to  a  score  of 
years,  and  we  can  testify  from  personal  knowledge  that  m 
the  origination  of  the  Eastern  Star,  provisions  were  made 
for  side  or  subsidiary  degrees.  As  this  subject  is  likely  to 
assume  prominence  among  us,  we  will  recapitulate  them. 
The  Adoptive  System  was  designed  to  embrace  ten  degrees. 


viz; 


1.  The  Eastern  Star. 

2.  The  Daughters  of  Zelophahad 

3.  The  Ark  and  Dove. 

4.  The  Mason's  Daughter. 

5.  The  Sweet  Brier. 

6.  The  Heroine  of  Jericho. 

7.  The  Good  Samaritan. 

8.  The  True  Kindred. 

9.  The  Queen  of  the  South. 
10.  The  Cross  and  Crown. 


Of  these,  the  first,  second,  fifth,  ninth  and  tenth,  were 
purely  original  with  Dr.  Morris.  The  five  others,  retaining 
names  with  which  we  were  familiar,  were  so  enlarged, 
dramatized  and  vitalized  by  that  experienced  Masonic 
scholar,  as  to  make  them  practically  new  degrees. 

Now,  the  theory  of  Adoptive  Masonry  on  the  Morrisonian 
system,  is,  that  when  a  lady  has  been  obligated,  initiated  and 
instructed  in  the  first  degree  or  Eastern  Star,  she  is  entitled 
to  the  rest  without  renewing  her  covenant,  as  fast  as  suitable 
proficiency  is  made  in  the  preceding.  One  new  degree  at 
every  meeting  will  prolong  the  pleasure  and  maintain  a 
healthy  mental  excitement  for  a  whole  year.  I"  view  ot 
this,  our  zealous  Brother,  Robert  Macoy,  of  New  York,  who 
receiv^ed  the  degrees  from  Brother  Morris,  and  who  more 
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than  any  one  else  has  labored  to  make  his  views  upon  this 
subject  practical,  has  issued  manuals  of  the  three  degrees, 
viz: 

The  first,  ninth  and  tenth,  and  the  degrees  monitors  have 
been  thoroughly  tested,  as  to  their  interest  and  efficiency. 

It  is  a  subject  v^orthy  the  consideration  of  our  Grand 
Chapter,  hov^  far  these  subsidiary  degrees  may  be  introduced 
into  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  Indiana,  and  we  suggest 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  for  that  purpose. 


THE  TRUE  RELATIONSHIP  OF  LADIES  TO  FREE 
MASONRY. 

If  it  can  be  demonstrated  that  the  Mason's  wife,  sister 
and  daughter  have  an  interest  in  this  ancient  and  world- 
wide society,  the  fact  should  not  be  kept  secret.  We  have 
a  full  half  million  Free  Masons  in  the  United  States.  Reck- 
oning up  the  ladies  associated  with  them  by  ties  recognized 
in  the  Masonic  covenant  and  the  amount,  perhaps,  will  reach 
to  a  million  and  a  half.  Is  not  here  a  field  for  Masonic 
investigation.?  Are  these  ladies  entitled  or  are  they  not  to 
special  privileges,  as  the  relatives  of  Master  Masons.?  We 
know  they  are.  The  fact  has  been  repeatedly  declared  by 
our  orators  and  published  in  our  books  and  journals,  that  the 
wife,  widow,  sister  or  daughter  of  a  worthy  Master  Mason 
sliares  in  the  treasures  of  benevolence,  protection  and  broth- 
erly kindness  that  occurs  to  the  Mason  himself.  Whatever 
may  be  the  Masonic  "wages,"  the  lady  is  entitled  to  her 
share  of  them.  Does  any  one  enquire  what  are  those 
wages?  We  reply,  relief  in  time  of  distress,  aid  in  time  of 
peril,  sympathy  in  time  of  affliction.  In  these  benefits  we 
invite  the  worthy  lady  to  share. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee,  many  years  ago,  ordered 
that  in  the  event  of  a  brother's  death,  certificates  should  be 
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furnished  to  the  widow  and  daughters  by  the  Lodge  of  which 
he  was  a  member,  attesting  to  their  relationship,  and  secur- 
ing them  in  relief,  aid  and  sympathy,  the  wages  of  the  Craft. 

And  in  offering  these  benefits  to  the  ladies,  we  shall 
receive  more  from  them  than  we  shall  give.  Their  assistance 
in  our  moral  work  will  be  priceless.  The  benign  influences 
of  the  Order  are,  to  make  a  man  a  better  husband,  a  better 
father,  a  better  brother,  become  more  temperate,  industrious, 
economical,  moral. 


The  true  Mason  is  gentle  with  his  fellowman,  forgiving, 
chaste,  truthful,  no  striker,  no  brawler.  But  while  the  lec- 
tures and  instructions  of  a  Lodge  go  to  build  up  such  a 
character,  the  influences  of  home  and  the  counsels  of  the 
affectionate  wife  and  sister,  vitaUzed  by  Free  Masonry,  will 
aid  us  more  than  all  other  means. 

Therefore,  it  is  our  true  policy  to  cultivate  the  good  will 
of  the  gentle  sex,  bring  them  into  our  fold,  and,  so  far  as  we 
may,  communicate  to  them  the  aims,  purposes  and  methods 
of  Free  Masonry. 

In  a  report  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  we  find 
an  incidental  hint  in  regard  to  the  action  of  Adoptive 
Masonry,  which  is  worth  quoting: 

"The  approach  to  the  Lodge  is  by  a  rickety  stairway  out- 
side of  the  building,  not  very  safe  for  persons  who  have  just 
visited  the  Uttle  saloon  around  the  corner.  The  entrance  to 
the  Lodge  is  through  an  ante-room,  a  receptacle  of  rubbish. 
The  Lodge  itself  is  covered  with  dirty  saw-dust,  cigar  stumps 
and  foul  quids.  The  air  of  the  room  is  redolent  with  poison- 
ous vapor." 

If  I  were  searching  for  an  argument  in  favor  of  Adoptive 
Rite,  it  would  present  itself  in  the  beneficial  effect  that  the 
other  sex  would  exert  in  cleaning  our  defiled  Lodge-rooms. 
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LITERATURE. 

In  gleaning  over  the  title  of  pubUcations,  written  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Order,  we  observe,  besides  the  Manuals 
and  Rituals,  the  following:

It  is  to  be  hoped  now  that  our  Order  is  founded  upon  a 
sure  basis,  that  our  literature  will  correspondingly  increase. 


CLOSING  REMARKS. 

In  bringing  this  protracted  paper  to  a  close,  we  most 
sincerely  affirm  that  the  extended  correspondence  and 
research  necessary  to  its  preservation,  have  increased  our 
admiration  for  the  system  itself,  and  our  faith  m  its  final  and 
thorough  success. 

We  beUeve  the  time  will  come  when  every  live  Lodge  of 
SymboUcal  Masonry  will  have,  as  an  handmaid,  a  Chapter 
of  Adoptive  Masonry,  and  that  every  lady  who  is  connected 
to  a  Mason  by  the  tie  of  wife,  sister  or  daughter,  will  seek 
and  maintain  membership  therein. 

We  beUeve  that  our  cause  is  just.  That  it  comports  with 
the  higher  and  nobler  theory  of  Free  Masonry.  That  the 
same  thing  which  is  giving  Knight  Templary  such  an 
immense  advance  in  Masonic  favor  ^iW  give  favor  to 
Adoptive  Masonry,  and  that  under  the  guidance  and  cautious 
legislation  of  such  potencies  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana 
we  shall  see  it  become  all  that  its  most  enthusiastic  devotees 
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ever  imagined.  To  our  fellow -laborers,  then  in  these 
Reports,  and  to  all  who  love  the  cause,  we  bid  farewell,  m 
the  words  of  the  poet: 

"Go  now,  dear  friends,  take  fond  farewell, 
Bear  kindly  cheer  to  Mason's  home— 
The  joy  of  this  sweet  gathering  tell, 
In  dews  of  memory  to  bloom. 

Go  now,  dear  friends,  but  ne'er  forget 

That  smiles  and  sunshine  are  of  God: 

He  makes  the  joys  of  life  complete, 

And  strews  sweet  flowers  along  the  road. 

Go  now  and  serve  Him  all  your  days: 

Walk  in  His  ways,  obey  His  Word— 

His  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness, 

And  all  His  paths  sweet  peace  afford. 

Go  now,  but  hopeful  look  on  high- 
There  where  He  sits  on  radiant  throne; 

He  sees  the  tear,  He  marks  the  sigh- 
He  waits  to  make  our  life  His  own."

Annual  Addresses. 

Brother  Willis  D.  Engle,  Grand  Patron,  read  and 
submitted  the  following,  being  his  annual  address  : 

Sisters  and  Brothers:  Time  flies  swiftly.  It  seems 
but  a  brief  period  since  last  we  met  in  annual  session.

The  duties  laid  upon  me  one  year  ago,  I  have  tried  to 
discharge  to  the  best  of  my  abihty,  using  all  my  efforts  to 
promote  harmony  and  good  feeling  among  the  members  of 
the  Order.    The  concord  that  has  existed  between  myself 
and  the  other  principal  grand  officers,  has  made  it  a  pleas- 
ure  to  work  with  them,  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  more  particularly  to  the  Grand  Matron  and  Grand 
Secretary  my  thanks,  not  only  for  their  advice  and  labors, 
but  also  for  the  warm  friendships  which  have  been  cemented 
and  strengthened  by  our  official  association  in  the  past  year. 
If  any  doubt  had  existed  in  my  mind  as  to  the  propriety  of 
the  Grand  Matron  being  the  executive  head  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  it  would  have  been  removed  by  the  first  year's 
experience  in  Indiana.    I  would  not  be  understood  as  saying 
that  sisters  can  always  be  found  who  have  at  their  command 
experience  and  self-reliance  enough  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  Grand  Matron  without  advice,  and  occasion  might  arise 
in  which  some  of  them,  without  consultation,  would  take 
unfortunate  steps,  and  make  wrong  decisions,  but  I  am  sure 
if  the  Grand  Chapter  will  exercise  the  care  it  should  in  the 
selection  of  an  experienced  and  discreet  sister  as  Grand 
Matron,  and  place  beside  her  a  Grand  Patron  with  whom 
she  can  work  in  harmony,  and  whose  advice  she  can  freely 
ask,  and  rely  upon,  that  the  system  as  we  have  it,  and  which 
has  been  adopted  by  several  sister  Grand  Chapters,  will  be 
found  in  redound  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Order, 
and  to  the  enlargement  of  the  capacity  of  women  to  rule 
and  govern  an  Order  which  is  created  largely  for  their 
benefit.

A  man  of  wonderful  will 
and  perseverance,  he  accomplished  much  more  good  in  the 
declining  years  of  his  life  than  many  whom  the  Merciful 
Father  has  endowed  with  greater  strength  do  in  a  life-time. 

Sister  Kebecca  Borum, 

Past  Matron  of  Anderson  Chapter,  No.  9,  and  a  member  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  in  1876,  died  on  June  32  last.  It  was  not 
my  fortune  to  know  her  intimately,  so  I  will  leave  it  to  oth- 
ers who  had  an  opportunity  to  know  and  appreciate  her  vir- 
tues to  a  greater  extent  than  I,  to  pay  to  them  the  eulogy 
they  deserved. 

These  reminders  of  the  frailty  of  our  mortal  bodies 
should  teach  us  that  we,  too,  must  soon  follow,  and  admonish 
us  to  prepare  for  the  great  change  that  comes  once  to  all 
men. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

Special  Deputies  and  Chapters  Constituted. 

On  April  20,  1877,  I  appointed  Brother  Sylvanus  Milner, 
A.  G.  P.,  as  my  special  deputy  to  constitute  Friendship 
Chapter,  No.  32,  and  Centennial  Chapter,  No.  33,  which  he 
did  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  following. 
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On  May  19,  accompanied  by  a  number  of  members  of 
Qjieen  Esther  Chapter,  No.  3,  I  constituted  Greenwood 
Chapter,  No,  31,  and  installed  its  officers,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Patron,  On  the  same  day  I  appointed  Brother  Reat 
as  my  special  deputy  to  install  the  Patron,  but  he  has  never 
made  any  report. 

On  October  13  I  appointed  Brother  James  A.  Thomp- 
son, P.  G.  P.,  as  my  special  deputy  to  organize  a  chapter  at 
New  Columbus. 

Dispensations  Granted, 

I  have  issued  dispensations  for  the  organization  of  new 
chapters  as  follows: 

June  27,  1877,  for  Eureka  Chapter,  U.  D.,  at  Edwards- 
port,  Knox  county,  appointing  James  B.  Torney,  Patron, 
Anna  Culbertson,  Matron,  and  Sarah  L.  Hollingsworth, 
Associate  Matron.  The  chapter  was  organized  by  the  Grand 
Patron  on  July  12,  1877. 

October  25,  1S77,  for  Colum.bus  Chapter,  U.  D.,  at  New 
Columbus,  Madison  county,  appointing  W.  W,  Johnson, 
Patron,  Jerusha  Biddle,  Matron,  and  Sorah  Johnson,  Associ- 
ate Matron.  The  chapter  was  organized  by  James  A, 
Thompson,  special  deputy,  on  October  2^,  1877, 

January  27,  1878,  for  Adah  Chapter,  U.  D..  at  Metamora, 
Franklin  county,  appointing  E.  W.  High,  Patron,  Almira 
Trembly,  Matron,  and  Mary  High,  Associate  Matron.  The 
chapter  was  organized  by  the  Grand  Patron  on  January  29, 
1878. 

Charters  Ordered  Arrested. 

In  my  own  behalf,  and  as  the  special  deputy  of  the 
Grand  Matron,  on  May  25,  1877,  in  accordance  with  the 
orders  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at  its  last  session,  I  demanded 
the  surrender  of  the  charters,  books  and  other  property 
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of  Columbia  Chapter,  No.  ii,  and  Priam  chapter,  No.  i8, 
neither  of  which  demands  have  been  compbed  with.  I 
learn,  however,  that  Columbia  Chapter,  No.  1 1,  desiring  to 
continue  work,  and  having  paid  up  all  arrearages  due  the 
Grand  Chapter,  has  been  granted  a  dispensation  by  the 
Grand  Matron,  which  action  I  advised  and  fully  endorse. 
The  Grand  Chapter  should  take  some  stronger  step  than  has 
yet  been  done  to  have  its  order  in  reference  to  Priam 
Chapter,  No.  i8,  complied  with. 

Charter  Surrendered. 

Antioch  Chapter,  No.  30,  which  last  year  surrendered  its 
charter  emanating  from  the  so-called  Supreme  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  took  a  charter  from  this  Grand  Chapter,  but  which 
has  never  made  any  report,  or  paid  any  dues  to  it,  surren- 
dered its  charter,  books  and  other  property  to  the  Grand 
Secretary.  I  would  recommend  that  two  of  the  chapters 
which  may  be  granted  charters  at  this  session  be  given  the 
numbers  18  and  30,  so  that  our  chapter  roll  may  show  only 
the  number  of  chapters  actually  in  existence. 

Visitations. 

January  i,  1878,  by  invitation  of  the  chapter,  I  installed 
the  officers  of  Centennial  Chapter,  No.  33,  and  on  January 
4th,  I  installed  the  officers  of  Oueen  Esther  Chapter,  No.  3. 
During  the  year  it  has  afforded  me  pleasure  to  pay  official 
visits  to  Clinton  Chapter,  No.  6,  Pendleton  Chapter,  No.  8, 
Anderson  Chapter,  No.  9,  Olive  Branch  Chapter,  No.  13, 
Minerva  Chapter,  No.  15,  New  Carlisle  Chapter,  No.  20, 
Plymouth  Chapter,  No.  26,  Bourbon  Chapter,  No.  28,  and 
Greenwood  Chapter,  No.  31.  I  met  the  members  of  Leba- 
non Chapter,  No.  23,  at  a  festival  given  by  the  chapter, 
November  29th,  and  also  attended  a  chapter  of  sorrow  by 
the  same  chapter,  on  June  6th.    The  beautiful  ritual  provided 
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for  such  occasions  was  very  impressively  rendered.  Minerva 
Chapter,  No.  15,  held  a  delightful  pic-nic  near  Greencastle 
on  June  3d,  vs^hich  w^as  also  attended  by  a  number  of  mem- 
bers of  Stanton  Chapter,  No.  14.  On  many  of  these  occa- 
sions I  v^as  accompanied  by  members  of  Qiieen  Esther 
Chapter,  No.  3,  to  w^hom  I  am  under  obligations.  In  every 
instance  I  have  been  met  w^ith  the  cordial  reception  due  me 
as  an  officer  and  representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  I 
regret  exceedingly,  that  business  engagements  and  other 
w^eighty  reasons,  have  prevented  a  more  extended  visitation 
of  the  chapters  in  this  jurisdiction,  vs^hich  it  w^ould  have 
afforded  me  pleasure  to  have  made.  I  am  thoroughly  con- 
vinced that  visits  from  grand  officers  are  productive  of  much 
good,  and  w^ould  recommend  that  some  measure  be  taken  by 
the  Grand  Chapter,  making  provisions  v^^hich  w^ill  enable 
one  of  its  principal  officers  to  visit  during  the  year,  every 
subordinate  chapter  in  the  jurisdiction.  Such  provisions 
have  been  made  by  some  of  the  Grand  Chapters,  and  they 
have  been  found  to  result  beneficially.  In  viev^  of  the  fact 
that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  vs^ill  probably  set  forth  a 
revised  ritual  before  we  again  assemble,  the  necessity  of 
such  a  visitation  v\rill  be  greater  the  year  to  come,  than  here- 
tofore, in  order  that  it  may  be  properly  worked  and  thor- 
oughly understood.  The  duty  of  exemplifying  the  work 
upon  its  introduction,  should  be  laid  upon  one  of  the  officers, 
and  provision  should  be  made  for  the  payment  of  necessary 
expenses. 

During  the  year  I  have  also  enjoyed  the  privilege  of 
visiting  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Illinois,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Adoptive  Masonry  of  Michigan.  My  reception  in  both 
of  them  was  of  the  most  cordial  kind.  The  latter  organiza- 
tion has  been  in  existence  for  eleven  years,  and  is  the  oldest 
grand  body  of  the  Adoptive  Rite  in  existence.  Their  ritual 
is  adapted  from  the  Mosaic  Work  of  1855,  which  is  the 
same  book  from  which  the  ritual  in  use  in  this  jurisdiction 
was  adapted.    The  question  of  the  origin  of  the  ritual  has 
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occupied  my  mind  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  as  far  as  I 
am  able  to  learn,  it  was  originally  imported  into  this  country 
from  Sweden,  it  being  then  known  as  the  Star  of  Truth, 
The  first  American  adaptation  was  published  in  1855.  Its 
construction  was  changed,  so  that  what  was  origin- 
ally entirely  non-sectarian,  and  could  be  accepted  by  all 
who  believed  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  Who  was 
represented  as  the  embodiment  of  the  Truth,  became  purely 
christian  in  character.  The  ritual,  as  we  now  have  it,  is  but 
a  faint  shadow  of  the  christian  doctrines  taught  in  the  Mosaic 
Work.  Of  that  work  numerous  versions  have  been  pub- 
lished by  different  persons  in  various  parts  of  the  country, 
and  all  have  been  copyrighted,  beginning  with  the  Mosaic 
Work,  by  J.  W.  Leonard  in  1855.  The  second  edition  of 
the  same,  by  J.  B.  Taylor,  in  1857.  "The  Manual,"  by 
Robert  Morris,  in  1858.  "The  Ladies'  Friend,"  by  G.  W. 
Brown,  1866.  "The  Monitor,"  by  J.  H.  Tatem,  1867.  "The 
Manual,"  by  J.  W.  C.  Bailey,  in  1868.  "Adoptive  Rite," 
by  Masonic  Publishing  Company,  in  1868,  since  which 
others  have  appeared.  All  differ  from  each  other  to  some 
extent,  but  all  have  the  same  origin,  which  is  Swedish. 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  uses  the  work  set  forth  by  Bro. 
Tatem,  which  was  copyrighted  before  the  first  publication 
by  the  publisher  of  our  ritual.  They  seem  to  be  earnest  in 
the  work,  and  the  fact  that  for  eleven  years,  in  an  entirely 
isolated  condition,  having  no  intercourse  with  the  Order  in 
other  states,  they  have  maintained  a  grand  body,  full  of  life 
and  vigor,  speaks  volumes  in  their  praise.  At  their  meeting 
they  elected  delegates  to  the  May  session  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  and  they  will  undoubtedly  come  into  full 
accord  with  the  rest  of  the  Order. 


The  State  of  tlie  Order. 

Considering  the  prevalence  of  unprecedented  financial 
embarrassment,  we  can  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the 
material  growth  and  prosperity  which  is  ours.    As  has 
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already  been  stated,  during  the  year  three  new  chapters 
have  been  organized,  and  two,  viz,  Columbia  Chapter.  No. 
II,  and  Jonesboro  Chapter,  No.  21,  which  have  been  some- 
time dormant,  have  been  infused  with  new  life.  Although 
the  Grand  Secretary's  report  may  show  a  decrease  in  mem- 
bership in  some  of  the  chapters,  it  mu^t  be  borne  in  mind 
that  quite  a  large  per  cent,  of  the  decrease  can  be  accounted 
for.  by  the  cutting  off  of  dead  or  useless  branches. 

Constitutional  Amendment. 

The  amendment  to  the  constitution  proposed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  depriving  the  Associate  Mat- 
ron of  a  vote  and  a  voice  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  does  not 
meet  my  approval,  and  I  trust  that  the  same  will  not  be 
adopted,  as  this  is  an  Order  in  which,  as  a  rule,  the  sisters 
outnumber  the  brothers,  and  that  exists  largely  for  their  bene- 
fit. I  think  that  the}^  should  be  entitled  to  representatives  as 
now  provided.  As  you  well  know,  I  was  one  of  the  most 
persistent  advocates  for  the  restoration  of  their  rights  to  the 
brothers,  but  I  am  not  willing  to  go  to  the  extreme,  and 
deprive  the  sisters  of  any  of  theirs.  I  do  not  perceive  any 
evils  that  exist  in  consequence  of  the  present  law,  and  am 
willing  and  anxious  to  let  well  enough  alone. 

Correspondence,  etc. 

During  the  year  I  have  written  in  the  interest  of  the 
Order  in  this  state,  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  letters,  and 
exclusively  in  its  interest,  traveled  upwards  of  one  thousand 
five  hundred  miles. 

The  Finances 

of  the  Grand  Chapter  should  be  carefully  looked  after,  and 
appropriations  limited,  that  there  may  always  be  a  sufficient 
balance  in  the  treasury  to  meet  any  probable  or  possible 
obligation. 
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I  am  satisfied  that  the  fees  and  dues  in  subordinate  chap- 
ters are  frequently,  if  not  always,  placed  at  too  low  a  figure 
to  secure  permanency  in  the  work  and  growth  of  the  Order. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  American^people  of  the  pres- 
ent age  value  things  almost  invariably  by  their  cost,  and  in 
my  opinion,  we  would  receive  more  material  of  good  quality, 
were  the  initiation  fees  increased.    The  present  may  be  an 
inauspicious  time  to  take  such  a  step,  but  I  do  not  think  it  is. 
Financial  embarrassments  will,  sooner  than  anything  else, 
stint  the  growth  of  a  chapter,  and  each  chapter  owes  it  to 
itself  to  see  that  the  fees  and  dues  are  placed  at  such  a  fig- 
ure, as  that  means  may  be  had  for  ail  necessary  work  of  the 
Order.    It  too  frequently  happens  that  the  financial,  as  well 
as  other  burdens  of  the  chapter,  fall  upon  a  few  zealous  and 
earnest,  but  not  always  wealthy  members.    Every  chapter 
should  be  enabled  to  stand  of  its  own  strength,  not  leaning 
too  much  upon  the  voluntary  contributions  of  its  individual 
members,  or  upon  the  kindnesses  which  the  Masonic  fra- 
ternity in  this  jurisdiction  have  so  generously  showered  upon 
us.    The  great  want  of  the  Order  at  the  present  time  is  a 
thoroughly  sound  financial  basis,  copious  enough  to  enable 
it  to  do  its  work  with  untrammeled  hands,  and  I  hope  that 
the  subordinates  in  this  jurisdiction  will  give   the  matter 
thorough  consideration,  and  take  such  steps  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  place  it  in  the  much  to  be  desired  position. 

The  General  Grand  Chapter 

will  hold  its  regular  session  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  on  the 
eighth  proximo,  and  questions  of  momentous  importance 
for  the  future  growth  and  well  being  of  the  Order  will  come 
up  for  decision,  and  will  doubtless  be  acted  upon  with  wis- 
dom and  discretion.  This  Grand  Chapter  should  make  pro- 
vision for  the  distribution  of  the  revised  ritual  to  all  its 
subordinates  so  soon  as  the  same  is  set  forth,  and  the  Grand 
Patron  should  be  instructed  to  issue  an  edict,  as  soon  as  the 
same  is  in  their  possession,  requiring  all  work,  after  the 
reception  of  said  edict,  to  conform  to  the  ritual  so  set  forth- 
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The  Worthy  Matron's  Degree, 

h«s,  in  one  or  two  jurisdictions,  received  the  official  sanction 
of  the  Grand  Chapters,  but,  after  a  thorough  examination  of 
the  ritual  of  the  same,  althou<jrh  it  is  of  coasiderable  merit,  I 
can  not  see  wherein  it  would  be  of  any  benefit  to  the  recip- 
ients of  it,  and  I  regard  any  multiplication  of  degrees  as 
undesirable  and  detrim.ental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Order. 
The  whole  power  to  promulgate  a  ritual  is  vested  in  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  no  steps  should  be  taken  by 
this  grand  body  to  forestall  or  in  any  way  encroach  upon 
the  rights  which  it  has  voluntarily  yielded  to  that  body. 
The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  embraces  but  the  five  degrees 
as  worked  in  our  Chapters,  and  whatever  may  have  been  set 
forth  by  individual  members  of  it  under  the  somewhat 
ambiguous  name  of  Adoptive  Masonry,  is  not  a  part  of  it, 
and  should  not  receive  its  encouragement.  If  the  way  is 
once  opened,  we  shall  be  flooded  with  innumerable  rites. 
Active  pens  and  versatile  brains  are  ever  ready  to  produce  or 
translate  some  new  thing,  and  a  year  h^js  not  gone  by  in  the 
last  decade  when  one  or  more  have  not  been  produced.  In 
the  last  year  two  have  been  brought  out,  the  rituals  of  which 
can  be  purchased  for  a  consideration,  one  of  which,  we  are 
told,  was  imported  from  Sweden,  where  it  originated  in 
the  last  century  and  prospered  under  the  benignant  smile  of 
Queen  Christina,  and  the  other  was  dug  up  out  of  the  rub- 
bish in  the  rooms  under  the  foundation  of  Solomon's  Temple, 
and  translated  from  the  original  Hebrew! 

The  Correct  Position  of  the  Order 

is  one  of  independent-dependence.  While  all  its  members 
depend  upon  their  standing  in  the  Masonic  fraternity,  or 
their  relationship  to  those  who  are  members  thereof,  to  gain 
admission  into  our  Order,  and  as  Masons  or  relatives  of 
Masons  have  claims  for  charity  and  protection  upon  all 
members  of  the  fraternity,  yet  as  an  Order  thoroughly  organ- 
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ized  to  do  its  own  work  in  its  own  way,  it  should,  in  all  its 
affairs,  be  free  to  act  of  its  own  volition.  While  all  favors 
that  the  Masonic  Iraternity  may  choose  to  extend,  should  be 
thankfully  received,  and  cordially  acknowleda^ed  as  such, 
they  should  never  be  asked,  expected  or  received  as  a  matter 
of  course,  for  in  point  of  fact,  the  Masonic  fraternity  as  a 
fraternity,  owes  nothing  to  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  as 
an  Order,  but  it  has  placed  us  under  obligations  for  many 
favors  which  the  Order  and  its  individual  members  should 
cheerfully  acknowledge,  and,  whenever  opportunity  offers, 
gladly  reciprocate.  Every  sister  is  well  aware  that  the 
Eastern  Star  is  no  part  of  Masonry,  and  as  long  as  their 
aspirations  do  not  lead  them  to  seek  for  hidden  treasures, 
they  will  find  most  of  the  members  of  the  fraternity  in  cor- 
dial sympathy  with  their  efforts  to  promote  the  vital  princi- 
ples of  brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth.  Any  longings  for 
official  recognition,  and  a  thirst  for  a  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
lime mysteries  which  have  been  transmitted  from  mouth  to 
ear,  down  the  long  centuries  of  time,  will  only  result,  to  a 
greater  or  less  degree,  in  the  estrangement  of  the  Order  from 
its  natural  ally.  The  sisters  should  be,  and  I  believe  most  of 
them  are,  content  to  move  in 

Woman's  True  Sphere, 

shedding  light  into  darkened  hearts,  comforting  the  sorrow- 
ful, nursing  the  sick,  relieving  the  distressed,  and  with  the 
gentleness,  which  only  a  woman  can  exercise,  smoothing 
the  pillow  of  the  dying.  Home  is  woman's  natural  sphere, 
which  she  adorns  with  a  grace  and  brilliancy  far  preferable 
to  any  honor  or  fame  which  she  may  win  upon  the  rostrum 
or  before  the  footlights.  Yet  we  can  not  but  admire  those 
noble-hearted  women,  who,  by  stress  of  circumstances,  have 
been  led  out  of  their  natural  position  in  the  world,  and  with 
a  zeal  and  earnestness,  unsurpassed  by  the  ^' lords  of  crea- 
tion," have  written  their  names  high  upon  the  scroll  of 
fame.    The  All-wise  Creator  of  the  universe  placed  both 
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men  and  women  upon  the  earth  and  gave  each  pecuhar 
gifts,  in  which,  as  a  rule,  they  excel  those  of  the  opposite 
sex,  and  in  our  Order  each  can  tind  an  opportunity  to  exer- 
cise their  abilities  to  the  fullest  extent.  Woman's  superiority 
m  purity,  intuitive  judgment,  and  gentleness  of  disposition 
IS  gladly  admitted  and  admired. 

Notwithstanding  the  oft-repeated  assertion,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind,  that

exclusively,  but  that  the  brethren  have  privileges  to  exercise 
and  duties  to  perform  equaling  in  importance  those  of  the 
sisters,  and  while  we  men  spend  our  time,  and  exercise  our 
reasoning  faculties  to  find  woman's  sphere,  and  in  placing 
her  m  it,  would  it  not  be  well  also  that  we  should  give  some 
consideration  to  *

of  labor  in  the  world  and  in  our  Order?  Endowed  bv  nature 
with  more  hardihood,  stronger  nerves  and  harder  muscles, 
it  ij,  our  part  to  meet,  and,  with  our  strong  arms,  ward  off 
from  the  gentler  sex  the  hard  blows  of  fortune,  and  with 
what  power  and  ability  we  have,  to  break  down  obstruc- 
tions, and  make  her  path  of  duty  as  smooth  as  possible. 
In  the  Order  all  spirit  of  carping  criticism  should  be  put 
aside,  and  we  should,  with  willing  hands  and  cheerful  hearts, 
do  ah  that  lies  in  our  power  to  make  our  Order  a  success,  and 
a  help  to  womankind.  From  Masonic  lodges  woman  is  for- 
ever shut  out.  Whether  or  not  it  should  be  so,  we  are  not 
at  liberty  to  ask  ourselves,  but  in  chapters  of  our  Order  she 
can  meet  us  "on  the  level,"  and  by  our  intercourse  with  her 
it  would  seem  we  have  everything  to  gain  and  nothing  to 
lose.  Her  gentle,  refining  influence  will  be  felt  by  all,\nd 
wherever  it  may  enter,  it  will  surely  leave  a  blessing.  The 
vices  and  superfluities  of  Hfe,  which,  perhaps  from  a  want

of  thoroug-hness  in  the  application  of  the  proper  working 
tools,  still  cling  to  us,  or  which  may  have  grown  upon  us 
after  we  became  members  of  the  ancient  fraternity,  will  be 
softened  and  dispelled  by  the  sunlight  of  her  smiles.  In  the 
ages  long  agone,  when  the  Masonic  institution  came  into 
being,  woman's  position  in  the  world,  as  regarded  from  the 
stand-point  its  rulers  occupied,  would  not  admit  of  her 
admission  into  the  secrets  of  Masonry,  and,  although,  thanks 
to  her  own  gentle,  long-suffering  perseverance,  she  now 
commands  what  was  long  since  her  due,  we  must  still  con- 
tinue steadfast  in  the  traditions  of  our  fathers,  and  exclude 
her  from  that  light  which  no  woman  may  approach  unto. 
But  this  necessity  being  laid  upon  us,  should  make  us  all  the 
more  ready  and  willing  to  join  in  any  effort  to  aid  her  to  an 
upward  plane . 

Conclusion. 

The  record  of  the  past  is  written.  We  can  not  change 
it  if  we  would.  Then  let  us  look  to  the  future,  profiting  by 
our  experience  in  avoiding  the  errors  that  we  have  com- 
mitted in  times  past,  and  redoubhng  our  exertions  for  the 
good  of  mankind,  turning  no  thought  backward,  but  press- 
ing onward  in  the  path  of  duty,  remembering  the  promise 
of  Him  upon  whom  Martha  rested  her  faith :  "  Be  thou 
faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life."

Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Matron. 

The  Grand  Matron  read  and  submitted  the  following 
annual  address : 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  greeting: 

Another  year  has  passed  and  gone;  again  we  meet  an 
unbroken  band  on  this,  our  fifth  annual  reunion.    As  mem- 
(2) 
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bers  of  this  Order,  we  have  been  greatly  blessed.  Let  us 
then  return  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for 
the  many  blessings  we  have  received  from  His  hand  the  past 
year. 

We  write  to-day  on  a  new  page  of  life's  histor\  :  inter- 
ests for  the  Order,  the  most  profound  and  far-reaching,  will 
be  immediately,  or  remotely,  affected  by  this  reunion  and 
the  relationships  now  cemented,  and  I  do  not  think  that  we 
could  have  selected  a  more  appropriate  season  than  this,  the 
spring-time,  for  these  reunions:  when  all  nature  is  putting  on 
new  life  and  grandeur,  thereby  teaching  us  the  lesson  of  faith, 
one  of  the  cardinal  virtues  of  this  Order.  For  in  the  spring 
time  the  husbandman  puts  in  the  seed,  and  with  it  faith  in 
God's  promise,  for  has  He  not  said.  "There  shall  be  a  seed-time 
and  harvest.""  And  as  we  have  come  together  this  spring 
afternoon  to  lay  pians  for  the  future  of  the  Order,  let  us  con- 
sider well  what  seed  we  sow.  and  be  vigilant  lest  we  sow 
tares,  for  has  He  not  also  said,  That  whatsoever  ye  sow, 
that  shall  ye  also  reap''.?  and  may  the  spirit  of  peace  and 
harmony  characterize  our  proceedings,  such  as  it  has  been 
ours  to  enjoy  in  the  past. 

In  conformity  with  the  usual  custom,  I  herewith  present 
a  statement  of  my  official  acts  during  the  year. 

Dispensations  have,  on  proper  application,  been  granted 
to  hold  special  elections  of  officers  in  the  following  chapters, 
viz.  ^Morning  Star.  Middlefork.  Xew  Carlisle  and  Jonesboro. 

A  few  decisions  and  opinions  have  been  asked  of  me, 
which  I  have  rendered  to  the  best  of  my  abilitv,  subj  ct  to 
this  grand  body. 

^uery  1 — Under  the  constitution,  in  whom  is  vested  the 
power  and  authority  to  constitute  and  inaugurate  new  chap- 
ters, and  install  the  officers.? 
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Answer — In  the  Grand  Patron  is  vested  the  right  to 
grant  dipensations  and  organize  new  chapters,  and  to  confer 
the  degrees,  which  would  seem  to  be  an  analogous  duty. 

In  the  Grand  Matron  is  clothed  all  the  executive  power 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  "  except  so  far  as  they  are  made  the 
duty  of  the  Grand  Patron." 

^ttery  2 — Can  a  regular  meeting  of  a  chapter  be  called 
off  to  meet  at  any  subsequent  time  to  complete  the  regular 
business,  or  for  the  transaction  of  any  and  all  business  that 
should  have  been  transacted  at  the  time  specified  in  the 
by-laws? 

Answer — Your  chapter  can  not,  at  a  called  meeting  com- 
plete the  unfinished  business,  unless  specified  in  the  call,  and 
no  petitions  for  initiations  or  for  membership  can  be 
received,  nor  can  a  ballot  be  had  thereon  at  any  special  com- 
munication of  your  chapter,  even  if  the  chapter  shall  have 
been  summoned  for  that  purpose. 

^uery  3 — Is  it  right  or  proper  for  the  Worthy  Matron 
to  call  a  brother  from  the  floor  and  appoint  him  Worthy 
Patron  pro  tern.,  in  the  absence  of  the  Worthy  Patron? 

Answer — Any  one  of  the  first  three  officers  being  present, 
with  the  requisite  number  of  members,  can  fill  all  vacancies  in 
office  by  pro  tern,  appointments,  open  the  chapter,  and  pro- 
ceed with  all  business  that  may  regularly  come  before  it,  the 
same  as  though  all  the  officers  were  present. 

^uery  J/. — Can  members  be  suspended  without  notice 
given  them,  or  charges  preferred? 

Answer — No.  All  charges  must  be  made  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  party  making  them,  etc.  See  page  70,  section 
27,  of  our  last  proceedings. 

^uery  5 — A  step-daughter  of  a  Mason  was  proposed 
and  initiated  in  our  chapter,  although  a  member  protested 
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on  the  ground  of  illegality.  Are  step-daughters  eligible 
to  membership?  Is  a  Worty  Patron  justifiable  in  initiating 
a  candidate  over  the  protest  of  a  member? 

Answer — No.  Step-daughters  are  not  eligible  to  mem- 
bership. A  Worthy  Patron  is  not  justifiable  in  initiating  a 
candidate  over  the  protest  of  a  member  on  ihe  ground  of 
illegality. 

^uery  6 — Can  a  lady  who  has  received  the  degrees  of 
the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  by  communication,  and  in  the 
meantime  marries  a  man  who  is  not  a  mason,  be  entitled  to 
membership? 

Answer — She  having  received  the  degrees  through  com- 
munication, as  a  mother,  sister  or  daughter,  is  now  and  ever 
will  be,  entitled  to  the  degrees  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  although  she  may  be  married  to  a  man  who  is  not  a 
mason. 

Agreeably  to  the  action  of  this  Grand  Body  at  its  last 
session,  I  authorized  the  Grand  Secretary  to  take  possession 
of  the  property  of  delinquent  chapters. 

Columbia  Chapter,  No.  ii,  gave  a  satisfactory  explana- 
tion of  why  it  was  delinquent,  and  wished  to  be  rein- 
stated. After  it  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  I  granted  authority  for  it  to  resume  work. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  there  were 
no  appointments  made  on  foreign  correspondence.  I 
therefore,  appointed  sister  Nettie  Ransford,  sister  Emma 
Lewark  and  brother  C.  Tinkler,  as  that  committee. 

I  think  that  the  report  on  foreign  correspondence  should 
be  read  and  approved,  the  same  as  the  report  of  any  other 
committee. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  propriety  of  making 
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the  Worthy  Matron's  degree  an  official  one  I  can  not  see 
how  we  can  do  so  now,  as  we,  with  a  majority  of  the  Grand 
Chapters,  have  granted  the  General  Grand  Chapter  the 
privilege  of  promulgating  a  ritual  for  the  Order. 

I  know  nothing  of  the  Morrisonian  system  that  calls  for 
more  than  the  five  degrees  as  laid  down  in  the  so-called 
"landmarks"  of  the  Order. 

After  a  chapter  is  properly  closed,  if  any  one  wishes  to 
give  any  of  the  so-called  subsidiary  degrees,  I  have  no  objec- 
tions, as  is  often  done  among  the  chapters. 

Now,  in  view  of  expediting  the  introduction  of  the  new 
work,  that  is  to  be  adopted  and  issued,  by  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  at  its  next  session,  I  would  recommend  that  the  state 
be  divided  up  into  districts,  and  that  one  or  both  of  the  prin- 
cipal grand  officers  be  appointed  to  visit  the  chapters  and 
exemplify  the  work,  and  that  their  expenses  be  paid  out  of  the 
Grand  Chapter's  funds;  and  just  here  let  me  say,  that  as  a  rule^ 
I  do  not  favor  drawing  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  funds, 
but  rather  to  let  every  chapter  meet  their  own  expenses,  but 
in  this  case  I  think  the  demand  requires  it.  An  empty  treas- 
ury is  a  downfall  to  any  institution,  and  nothing  makes  one 
feel  so  dependent  as  to  have  his  exchequer  empty. 

I  do  not  favor  the  cutting  off  of  our  sister  delegates  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  as  proposed  by  the  amendment  of  sec- 
tion one,  article  two,  also  section  one,  article  seven,  of  the 
constitution,  as  seconded  and  approved  by  a  majority  at  our 
last  session.  I  do  not  think  that  the  sisters  that  favored  the 
adoption  of  that  amendment  to  the  constitution  realized  what 
they  were  doing.  This  is  the  first  Grand  Chapter  that  has 
proposed  such  an  amendment,  although  several  have  honored 
us  by  adopting  our  constitution,  as  it  now  is;  it  is  good,  and 
I  do  not  think  it  could  be  improved  in  this  particular,  and  I 
will  admit  that  I  was  surprised  at  the  action  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  on  the  question,  as  1  thought  that  Indiana  was 
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somewhat  in  advance  of  other  states  in  giving  honor  and 
precedence  to  her  sisters,  and  the  question  has  often  come 
to  me  the  past  year,  What  have  we  done  to  merit  this? 
It  can  not  be  for  the  matter  of  dollars  and  cents,  as  we 
have  met  all  our  own  expenses  up  to  last  year,  and  I  am 
confident  we  are  willino-  to  do  so  ag'ain  rather  than  be 
deprived  the  priviles^e  of  meeting  with  you,  and  having  a 
voice  in  that  which  was  desio^ned  for  the  benefit  of  the 
wives,  mothers,  sisters  and  daug^hters  of  those  g^ood  brothers 
who  heretofore  were  willing  to  give  us  all^  cordial  welcome. 
It  surely  can  not  be  because  we  have  detained  the  good 
brothers  too  long  to  hear  our  prosy  arguments,  just  to  let 
them  know  how  well  we  could  talk,  or  that  as  we  now  out- 
number them,  w^e  might  take  advantage  of  them;  if  so,  one 
thing  is  a  fixed  fact,  that  however  prone  we  mav  have  been 
to  take  advantage  of  them,  they  very  soon  caught  up  and 
did  not  sufier  themselves  to  labor  under  such  a  disadvantage 
very  long. 

I  have  thought  much  of  the  noble  work  that  the  masons 
have  undertaken  in  this  state:  The  establishing  of  a  Wid- 
ows' and  Orphans"  Heme.  That,  my  sisters,  is  a  w  ork  that 
should  enlist  our  warmest  sympathy  and  co-operation;  and 
as  the  organization  is  now  perfected,  and  are  ready  to 
receive  contributions,  which  are  to  be  masonic  (free  will 
oflerings),  I  would  suggest  to  the  sisters  that  we  meet  some- 
time during  the  session,  to  devise  ways  and  means  w^iereby 
every  sister  may  contribute  something  to  this  laudable 
undertaking. 

Much  has  been  said,  pro.  and  con.,  as  regards  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter.  I  think  that  those  w4:io  had  any- 
thing  to  do  with  the  formation  of  that  general  body,  are 
those  only  who  are  friends  of  the  Order  for  the  Order's  sake. 
In  my  first  address  to  you  three  years  ago,  I  alluded  to  it 
with  a  feeling  somewhat  akin  to  timidity,  fearful  least  you 
might  think  I  was  taking  advanced  grounds,  but  a  sense  of 
duty  and  love  for  the  Order  bade  me  do  so»    I  will  assure  you 
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that  it  was  a  gratification  to  me  when  I  learned  that  others 
felt  as  I  did,  and  approved  of  it,  not  only  in  my  own  state 
but  many  others,  so  that  now  we  have  a  legally  organized 
general  grand  head  to  our  Order,  and  it  is  but  a  question  of 
time  when  we  shall  have  uniformity  of  work,  regalia,  etc., 
that  an  organization  of  this  kind  demands.  It  is  true  we 
have  and  expect  to  have,  our  opponents.  Every  grand  and 
noble  undertaking  has  had  opposition  to  contend  with,  but 
the  majority  of  the  states  favor  it,  and  if  they  do  not  send 
delegates  to  the  May  meeting  they  give  us  as  an  equivalent, 
their  hearty  co-operation  and  support. 

The  question  has  been  recently  asked  of  me,  from  one 
who  does  not  favor  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  "  What  is 
the  use  and  where  is  the  neces;?ity  of  a  new  ritual.?  What  is 
the  trouble  with  the  one  now  in  use?"  I  would  most 
respectfully  ask  what  one  do  you  refer  to,  as  I  have  three 
in  my  possession  sent  out  from  one  publisher  since  1871,  and 
other  states  have  their  own,  and  all  of  them  are  more  or  less 
in  use?  Now  that  is  just  the  question  that  I  asked,  when  we 
received  orders  in  this  state  to  do  away  with  our  first  ritual, 
and  adopt  another,  but  when  it  was  received  I  found  it  to 
be  an  improvement  on  the  one  then  in  use,  and  I  favored  its 
adoption.  It  was  not  long,  however,  before  I  learned  that 
there  was  another  contemplated,  an  illustrated  one  (which  I 
now  have),  and  the  question  very  naturally  came  to  my 
mind.  "  How  long  must  this  continue?  Who  gave  one  the 
right  to  rule  over  many,  and  what  benefit  is  the  Order  receiv- 
ing, financially,  from  the  so-called  Supreme  Grand  Chap- 
ter?"  I  might  go  on  and  enumerate  many  other  things  that 
presented  themselves  to  us  at  that  time,  and  demanded  of  us 
action.  The  result  is  a  well-known  fact,  and  Indiana  feels, 
that  she  is  as  yet  entitled  to  claim  the  motto  "excelsior,"  not 
for  effect,  but  for  the  advancement  she  has  made  in  the 
Order,  although  she  is  ready  and  willing  to  relinquish  it  to 
any  other  state  when  by  their  work  they  are  entitled  to  it. 
I  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  founders  of  the  Order 
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in  this  country;  but  when  they  insist  upon  our  living  up  to 
the  prescribed  rules  and  regulations  as  given  in  the  incip- 
iency  of  the  Order,  as  brother  Morris  has  done  in  his  letter 
to  our  chairman  on  correspondence,  I  feel  that  we  have  a 
right  to  protest  against  it,  and  that  we  should  live  up  to  the 
constitution  as  adopted  by  our  Grand  Chapter,  which,  hav- 
ing felt  it  to  be  a  necessity  to  right  a  wrong,  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order — we  having  outlived  the  day  when  a 
woman  must  suffer  for  the  wrong-doing  of  one,  who  should 
have  manhood  enough  to  keep  in  the  path  of  rectitude  for 
her  sake,  if  not  for  his  own;  neither  does  it  stand  to  reason, 
that  in  this  Order,  intended  for  the  benefit  of  woman,  that 
she,  when  innocent,  must  suffer  alike  with  the  guilty.  If 
so,  how  much  benefit  are  we  to  receive  from  an  association 
that  promises  to  aid  in  misfortune  and  times  of  need, 
but  when  that  time  comes  find  the  doors  of  our  chapter 
rooms  are  closed  upon  us?  But  we  hope,  through  the  benign 
influence  of  these  chapter  meetings  and  social  gatherings,  to 
throw  around  those  who  are  weak,  the  hallowed  influence 
of  good  and  noble-hearted  women,  to  help  them  for  our 
sake  to  keep  in  the  path  of  rectitude  and  right;  therefore, 
let  me  say  to  you  again  and  again,  cultivate  the  social 
element  in  your  chapters,  make  them  home-like,  for  we  have 
many  warm  hearts  with  us  who  are  not  blessed  with  one,  or 
perhaps  are  far  from  mother,  sister  or  home,  but  know  that 
in  the  chapter  they  will  meet  with  a  cordial  welcome  from 
their  adopted  sisters,  and  will  feel  encouraged  to  withstand 
temptation  for  our  sake. 

The  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Order  throughout  the 
union  is  truly  encouraging,  as  good  tidings  come  to  us  by 
way  of  correspondence  and  the  grand  chapter  proceedings 
of  the  states. 

It  is  true,  we  have  opposition,  but  the  prejudice  that 
once  existed  is  fast  dying  away;  it  behooves  us  then  to  be 
circumspect  in  all  we  do  or  say,  that  we  may  remove  erro- 
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neous  impressions  that  some  have  in  regard  to  us,  and  frown 
down  all  attempts  made  in  the  Order  in  the  direction  of 
woman's  rights,"  as  foreign  to  its  teachings. 

I  regret  that  some  have  taken  such  advanced  grounds, 
claiming  more  for  the  Order  than  its  present  interests 
demand.  In  my  way  of  thinking,  we  have  no  right  to 
demand  official  recognition  by  masonic  bodies—but  rather 
let  us  be  patient  and  work  our  way  up — and  in  due  time  we 
may  receive  the  reward  if  we  merit  it. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  remarkable  one  in  the  world's 
history.  Every  branch  of  business  has  been  more  or  less 
prostrated--the  growth  and  prosperity  of  every  institution 
has  been  more  or  less  retarded.  Our  Order  has  not  been 
exempt,  and  although  we  have  not  made  that  advancement 
we  could  wish,  yet  I  trust  that  we  have  not  lost,  but  gained 
ground,  as  well  as  strength  and  sohdity  by  being  thus 
retarded,  and  I  feel  confident  that  when  we  shall  have 
passed  from  this  depression,  we  may  go  on  to  achieve  grand 
results  if  we  will  it — but  we  want  more  life,  more  work; 
that's  what  we  want  and  must  have,  to  ^ive  success.  Prog- 
ress is  an  inspiring  watchword — let  it  be  said  of  us  as  in 
olden  times,  "  the  people  prospered,  for  they  had  a  mind  to 
work." 

The  past  year  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  with 
some  of  the  chapters  in  this  state,  and  from  correspondence 
with  others,  I  find  to  a  great  extent  that  peace  and  pros- 
perity is  within  our  jurisdiction.  Some  chapters  are  up  and 
doing,  others  have  life,  and  hope  for  better  times—and  that 
time  will  come,  sisters  and  brothers,  just  as  soon  as  you  wish 
to  have  it. 

In  selecting  your  officers,  see  to  it  that  you  put  the  right 
ones  in  the  right  places.  Much  depends  upon  the  Matron 
and  Patron,  that  they  possess  the  wise  spirit  of  discern- 
ment in  the  distribution  of  the  work  and  marshaling  of  the 
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chapter's  talents  and  resources — that  every  member  may  be 
interested  for  its  success;  and  by  so  doing,  will  make  the 
chapter  meetings  so  interesting,  that  the  members  can  not 
stay  away;  that  the  enjoyment  and  refinement  consequent 
upon  the  assembling  of  our  members,  will  add  to  their  influ- 
ence whatever  their  vocation  in  life  may  be. 

What  means  of  improvement  and  enjoyment  are  offered 
by  a  well-selected  recitation  properly  delivered;  or  an  essay 
upon  some  subject  of  chapter  interest,  or  perfecting  our- 
selves in  the  chapter  work.  The  advent  of  this  will  not 
only  add  interest,  but  will  banish  from  among  us  other  influ- 
ences, if  not  degrading  at  least  not  profitable.    Let  us  often 

from  the  mountain  of  privilege  repair  to  the  plain  of  duty  

for  have  we  not  a  grand  and  noble  work  to  do  in  fulfilling 
the  mission  for  which  our  Order  was  designed,  ''To  liber- 
ally dispense  to  our  sisters  advice  in  their  troubles,  sympathy 
in  their  sorrows,  aid  in  misfortunes  "? 

Worthy  Matrons,  never  close  the  chapter  without  asking, 
"Are  any  of  our  members  sick  and  in  need  of  sympathy  or 
assistance  "  And  see  to  it  that  your  committees  dischaige 
their  duty.  Some  may  argue  that  in  this  we  are  s'elfish.  by 
giving  precedence  to  those  of  our  Order.  That  should  not 
be  an  objection  to  us,  if  we  live  up  to  the  apostolic  rule 
to  "do  good  unto  all  men,  but  especially  unto  them  that  are 
of  the  household  of  faith.''  Let  us  make  our  chapters  work- 
ing chapters  not  only  within  but  without.  "This  do  and 
ye  shall  live." 

We  all  have  personal  influence,  whether  we  are  con- 
scious or  unconscious  of  its  efi^ects  ;  let  us  wield  it  for  good. 
We  must  ever  bear  in  mind  that  when  we  cross  the  threshold 
of  the  chapter-room  that  our  Order  makes  no  distinction,  the 
rich  as  well  as  the  poor,  the  learned  as  well  as  those  who 
have  not  been  so  highlj^  favored,  are  one.  I  deprecate  and 
abhor  an  aristocracy  of  poverty  as  much  if  not  more  than 
one  of  wealth.    Partiality  to  class  is  foul  treason  in  any  case. 
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Banish  from  the  chapter-room  every  thought,  word  or  deed 
that  will  in  any  way  mar  the  peace  and  harmony  therem  ;  it 
that  is  not  done,  it  will  retard  the  growth  and  prosperity  of 
the  Order  more  than  any  outside  influences  that  can  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  us. 

Many  of  our  chapters  the  past  year  have  followed  to 
their  last  resting-place  warm  and  zealous  workers  for  our 
Order,  and  as  the  ties  are  fast  being  severed  on  earth,  let  us 
all  so  live  that  when  our  summons  comes  we  too  shall  be 
missed  from  our  chapters. 

Sisters  and  brothers,  in  conclusion,  I  wish  to  say,  that 
as  I  look  back  over  the  past  three  years  of  official  trust  and 
honor  you  have  bestowed  upon  me,  I  must  say  that  they 
have  been  among  the  pleasantest  of  my  life,  and  yet  I  regret 
many  things  I  have  left  undone.    The  Order  in  this  state 
has  been  very  near  and  dear  to  me.    I  have  ever  felt  for  it  a 
mother^s  tender  watch-care  and  sohcitude,  and  I  am  pleased 
to  know  that  in  that  time  some  of  my  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions for  the  Order  have  been  realized,  and  I  thank  you  for 
having  given  me  efficient  officers  to  work  with.    The  past 
year  in  my  official  capacity  has  been  one  of  work,  but  the 
ability  and  promptness  with  which  the  Grand  Patron  and 
Grand  Secretary  have  attended  to  all  matters  I  have  sub- 
mitted  to  them  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  me.   They  have 
proved  to  be  the  right  ones  in  the  right  places.    I  at  least 
owe  them  a  debt  of  gratitude.    And  to  my  successor  let  me 
say,  my  sister,  guard  well  the  trust  we  confide  in  you  ;  the 
Grand  Matron  in  this  state  is  now  no  longer  a  "  figure-head,' 
but  can  be  an  active,  earnest  worker  for  the  Order,  and  you 
will  find,  as  I  have  done,  warm  hearts  and  wiUing  hands  to 
assist  you.    Again  would  I  say  to  you,  one  and  all,  I  thank 
you  for  the  many  favors  you  have  bestowed  upon  me  in  the 

past.  ,  -

Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 


Annual  Addresses  Eeferred. 
Brother  William  H.  Smythe  offered  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted,  to-wit :

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 

To  the  Grand  Chapter  O.  E.  S.  of  Indiana:; 

When  the  appointment  as  chairman  of  this  committee 
came  to  us,  we  gave  the  subject  our  earnest  thought,  and 
the  conclusion  at  which  we  arrived  was,  that  we  had  no  tal- 
ent in  that  direction  ^  that  if  it  had  been  our  good  fortune 
to  have  ever  possessed  any,  it  was  so  covered  with  rust, 
from  long  disuse,  that  the  brightening  of  it  was  wholly 
impossible. 

We  were  about  to  resign  the  work  into  more  capable 
hands,  when  this  assertion  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Crooks, 
the  chairman  of  our  last  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
encouraged  us.  The  brother  says:  "This  pioneering  will 
not  need  to  be  done  again.  Your  future  committees  will 
have  their  way  measured,  marked  out  and  smoothed  by  the 
Sabor  we  have  done."  We  therefore  accepted  the  appoint- 
ment, but  would  remind  you  that  though  the  way  be  meas- 
ured, marked  out  and  smootiied,^^  we  were  frequently  hin- 
dered, yes,  almost  stopped,  by  the  thorns  along  the  path- 
way, and  our  inability  to  properl}'  notice  them,  without 
receiving  too  gre-at  a  wound  in  return. 
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Tiianks  for  proceedings  of  California,  Missouri,  Kansas, 
Illinois,  Mississippi,  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Con- 
necticut. 

There  are  thirteen  Grand  Chapters  organized,  beside  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan. 

Arkansas. 

A  Grand  Chapter  was  organized  and  delegates  appointed 
to  attend  the  General  Grand  Chapter.

California. 

The  Grand  Chapter  met  in  fifth  annual  session  in  Oak- 
land, October  15,  1877.  There  were  delegates  present  from 
seventeen  chartered  Chapters  and  six  under  dispensation. 
And  now  comes  the  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Jerome  Spauld- 
ing,  in  an  address  which  is  a  marvel  in  its  way.  He  pays 
his  compliments  to  our  Grand  Chapter  generally,  and  to 
our  Past  Grand  Patron,  Brother  James  S.  Nutt,  particularly. 
We  sincerely  hope  (in  the  language  of  the  brother)  "for 
the  welfare  and  perpetuity  of  our  Order  that  like  instances 
may  be  found  few  and  far  between."  In  speaking  of 
Brother  Nutt's  address  he  says:  "Not  that  we  would  will- 
ingly criticize  adversely  the  address  of  the  worthy  brother, 
for  it  was  elegantly  written,  and  it  seems  a  pity  that  so  ably 
written  an  address  should  have  been  so  despoiled  of  its 
beauty  and  usefulness  by  the  introduction  of  a  matter  so 
hurtful  and  out  of  place.  Nor  could  we  complain  because 
of  his  eloquent  panegyric  upon  woman.  We  only  regret 
that  we  lack  the  power  of  language  to  express  so  much  for 
them  ;  but  when  the  brother  devotes  the  greater  part  of  his 
address  to  the  contrasting  of  the  natural  depravity  of  his 
own  sex  with  the  exalted  virtues  of  the  other,  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  introducing  into  the  Order  the  question  of  woman's 
political  rights,  we  deem  it  proper  to  pronounce  against  it  in 
terms  of  unqualified  disapprobation." 

In  speaking  of  the  Garden  of  Eden,  we  would  remind 
the  brother  that  Adam  and  Eve  were  not  the  only  occu- 
pants of  the  garden,  and  the  same  person  is  still  among  us, 
*'  seeking  whom  he  may  devour." 

After  making  numerous  extracts  from  the  address  of 
Brother  Nutt,  he  remarks  : 

"Thus  much  to  show  the  idiosyncrasy  of  the  Grand 
Patron  of  Indiana  in  respect  to  this  Order.  We  have  only 
to  add  that  if  such  are  the  purposes  of  the  Eastern  Star  in 
Indiana,  there  is  a  high  wall  and  a  deep  ditch  between  that 
state  and  California  upon  this  question.  It  is  fortunate  for 
us  and  a  compliment  to  the  intelligence  and  good  sense  of 
our  sisters  in  this  jurisdiction,  that  no  such  horrible  night- 
mare of  oppression  has  come  over  the  spirit  of  her  dreams." 

If  the  ailment  of  the  brother  could  be  given  so  mild  a 
term  as  nightmare,  he  should  consider  himself  fortunate. 
He  is  undoubtedly  opposed  to  making  the  Grand  Matron 
the  presiding  officer,  and  says  : 

"As  our  Chapters  are  not  intended  for  schools  in  which 
women  are  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  how  best  to  resist  the 
unjust  tyranny  of  man  (as  Brother  Nutt  would  have  it),  or 
in  which  to  develop  champions  to  fight  for  her  political 
rights,  and  as  no  advantage  can  accrue  to  her  or  the  society 
by  the  assumption  of  this  duty,  we  submit  it  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  lady  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  whether 
the  change  would  not  be  a  desirable  one." 

In  regard  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  he  suggests 
that  their  Grand  Chapter  "make  haste  slowly  in  that  direc- 
tion. Its  remoteness  from  the  great  grand  center  would  be 
an  additional  reason  for  so  doing."    "  Its  remoteness  from 
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the  great  grand  center'^  was  not  so  great  as  to  prevent  them 
from  sending  a  delegate  to  the  organization  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter.  We  remember  that  their  delegate  w^as 
over-zealous  in  urging  the  adoption  of  a  ritual  at  that  ses- 
sion, v^hich  the  rest  of  the  delegates  thought  quite  inexpe 
dient  and  preferred  that  they  "  make  haste  slowly  in  that 
direction,"  desiring,  when  the  ritual  was  adopted,  that  it 
should  be  as  complete  as  possible.  Brother  Spaulding 
devotes  considerable  space  to  the  ritual  question,  and  in  that 
connection  speaks  of  Brother  Engle  as  "another  of  Indi- 
ana's Grand  Patrons."  Well,  that  is  a  fact ;  so  he  is  ;  and 
Indiana  is  far  from  being  ashamed  of  it — quite  the  contrary, 
my  brother. 

One  dispensation  was  granted  for  balloting  on  the  peti- 
tion of  a  rejected  candidate.  Several  decisions  were  ren- 
dered by  the  Grand  Patron,  one  of  which  strikes  us  very 
queerly,  namely :  That  the  sister  of  a  deceased  master 
mason  is  not  eligible  to  the  degrees.  He  could  not  under- 
stand how  he  could  be  in  good  standing  when  he  was  not 
living.  However,  he  changed  his  mind  and  would  be  glad 
if  the  Grand  Chapter  would  reverse  his  decision,  which 
they  of  course  did.  He  also  decided,  "In  case  of  a  conflict 
of  opinion  between  the  two  first  officers  of  a  chapter,  tlie 
Patron's  opinion  shall  take  precedence,  as  the  constitution 
vests  him  with  supervisory  care  over  the  chapter."  We 
quote  "thus  much  to  show  the  idiosyncrasy  of  the  Grand 
Patron  of" — California. 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  division  of  oj^inion  as  to 
receiving  the  address  of  the  Grand  Patron,  as  the  majority 
report  suggested  that  a  part  of  the  address  be  omitted, 
while  the  minority  report  of  Brother  Whitcher  made  no 
such  suggestion.  Both  reports  were  received,  but  that  por- 
tion of  the  majority  report  recommending  the  elimination 
was  not  concurred  in.  We  learn  from  good  authority  that 
very  many  of  the  members  in  California  are  heartily  ashamed 
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of  the  course  pursued  by  their  Grand  Patron,  and  "  pro- 
nounce against  it  in  terms  of  unqualified  disapprobation." 

The  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Ada  A.  Libbey,  reports  the 
Order  there  "in  a  vigorous  and  most  cheering  state  of 
advancement." 

Brother  Whitcher,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence, compliments  "we  'uns"  of  Indiana  for  "pre- 
paring so  appropriate  a  ceremony  and  charges  for  installa- 
tion of  Grand  Otlicers,"  and  suppliments  his  compliment  by 
this:  "  It  affords  the  Grand  Matron  pleasure  to  know  that 
the  efforts  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  have  been 
commended  by  other  grand  bodies  insomuch  that  they 
have  been  largely  adopted  by  them.  We  are  all  blessed  to 
a  greater  or  less  degree  with  the  weakness  of  ostentation, 
and  etiquette  requires  the  person  whose  privilege  it  may  be, 
to  accredit  the  proper  meed.  Neglect  of  this  amenity 
admits  of  no  excuse,  especially  among  intimate  friends  or 
members  of  the  same  social  society."  Comment  from  us  is 
unnecessary. 

The  brother  says  of  New  York  :  "  It  is  with  pleasure 
that  we  notice  that  the  committee  recommend  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  York  to  report  a  code  of  procedure  for 
trials,  etc.,  similar  to  the  code  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  California."  Evidently  the  brother  has  some  of  that 
"weakness  of  ostentation"  of  which  he  speaks. 

An  amendment  was  also  offered,  more  clearly  defining 
the  duties  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary, 
and  obliging  them  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Patron, 
within  thirty  days  after  their  installation,  an  oflScial  bond, 
both  of  which  were  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Worthy  Patron  decided,  "  That  it  would  be 
in  order  for  our  Grand  Chapter  to  grant  a  dispensation  for 
the  formation  of  a  chapter  in  any  adjacent  state  or  territory 
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where  there  is  no  Grand  Chapter."  The  above  decision 
was  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Brother  Whitcher  conveys  the  idea  that  the  sole  desire 
of  the  other  delegates  to  the  convention  which  formed  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  was  "  to  create  a  batch  of  offices, 
fill  them,  and  go  home."  He  deprecates  the  postponement 
of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  As  the 
brother  was  a  member  of  the  ritual  committee,  and  as  we 
are  informed  by  members  of  the  committee,  kept  the  work 
several  months,  he  may  be  somewhat  accountable  for  the 
postponement. 

A  report  was  submitted  from  the  Committee  on  General 
Grand  Chapter,  which  was  laid  on  the  table,  then  taken 
from  the  table,  and,  after  considerable  discussion,  adopted. 
They  concluded  to  await  the  ritual  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  and  do  not  pledge  allegiance  to  that  body  until  fur- 
ther  action  of  their  Grand  Chapter.  "O  the  love  of  change, 
change,  change!"  Who  would  have  believed  that  one  short 
year  would  have  so  changed  the  opinions  of  our  brothers 
and  sisters  of  California.^*  At  this  session  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter adopted  a  new  ritual  and  installation  ceremony.  The 
Star  points  in  the  ritual  are  considerably  shortened,  but  we 
do  not  consider  the  ritual  improved. 

We  sincerely  regret  the  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  California,  but  fully  believe  that  the  good  judgment  of 
the  brothers  and  sisters  will  reassert  itself  at  the  next  ses- 
sion.

Connecticut. 

The  third  annual  session  was  held  at  Stedman,  October 
II,   1S76.    There  were  delegates   present   from  eighteen 
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chapters.  Brother  W.  H.  Ford,  the  Grand  Patron,  rendered 
five  decisions,  upon  which  the  Grand  Chapter  seems  to  have 
taken  no  action.  During  the  year  he  had  visited  quite  a 
number  of  chapters,  and  reports  them  in  good  working 
order.  Brother  Macoy  says  that  Connecticut  has  been  for- 
tunate in  the  selection  of  its  Grand  Patrons.  He  does  not, 
however,  pay  the  same  compliment  in  the  selection  of  its 
Grand  Matrons.  The  Grand  Matron,  Si«ter  Addie  C.  S. 
Bario,  presented  an  address  of  rare  excellence.  She  protests 
against  the  practice  of  conferring  the  degrees  at  sight,  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  new  chapters,  and  offers  most 
excellent  reasons  in  defence  of  her  position.  She  says:  "I 
may  be  taking  advanced  ground  in  this  matter,  but  I  am  so 
confident  that  future  events  will  bear  me  out  in  my  opinion, 
that  I  wish  to  stand  upon  record  as  protesting  against  the 
clause  mentioned."  Our  sister  desires  the  Grand  Matron  to 
be  something  more  than  a  mere  ornament.  Well,  Sister 
Bario,  we  think,  judging  from  your  address,  that  you  have 
succeeded  in  being  both  useful  and  ornamental.  The  Grand 
Matron  is  decidedly  in  favor  of  a  General  Grand  Chapter, 
but  the  Grand  Chapter  answered  the  communication  from 
Indiana  as  follows : 

^''Resolved,  That  while  some  advantages  might  be  realized  from  the 
organization  of  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  the  present  condition  of  our 
finances  is  such  that  we  should  be  unable  to  bear  oi^r  proportion  af  the 
legitimate  expense  attendant  thereon;  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Chapter  decline  to  enter  into  the  pro- 
posed arrangement. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  forward  a  copy  of  the  above 
resolutions  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Indiana  " 

At  this  session  the  constitution  was  so  amended  as  to 
make  the  Grand  Matron  the  presiding  officer,  by  copying 
from  the  Indiana  constitution  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Patron 
and  Grand  Matron. 
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The  fourth  annual  session  met  in  Bridgeport,  October 
lo,  1877.  Representatives  were  reported  from  thirteen 
chapters  A  number  of  visitors  w^ere  present  from  New- 
York  and  New  Jersey.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron, 
Sister  Addie  C.  S,  Bario,  far  surpasses  her  former  one,  and 
as  we  applied  the  term  excellent  to  that,  language  fails  us 
with  which  to  express  our  admiration  of  this.  Sister  Bario 
returns  thanks  to  the  brothers  of  Connecticut,  generally,  and 
the  Grand  Patron  particularly,  for  unfailing  courtesy  and 
kindness.  She  also  notices  the  address  of  our  Past  Grand 
Patron,  Brother  Nutt,  but  I  am  happy  to  add  in  quite  a  dif- 
ferent spirit  from  that  displayed  by  Brother  Spaulding,  of 
California. 

She  protests  most  earnestly,  aye,  and  eloquently,' against 
that  law  which  would  exclude  a  sister  from  membership  of 
her  chapter  because  of  the  unworthiness  of  the  brother  who 
served  as  a  voucher  at  the  time  of  her  admission  thereto. 
The  sister  says  :  "  Make  your  eligibility  for  membership  as 
strict  as  you  please,  insist  upon  purity  of  life,  as  an  essential 
in  your  candidates.  Judge  us,  if  you  will,  by  the  judgment 
which  crushes  a  woman  forever,  while  it  smiles  upon  her 
destroyer;  criticise  and  correct  all  our  weak  and  crude 
efforts  in  sustaining  ourselves  as  an  Order — which  in  the 
masculine  mind  needs  such  pruning;  but  in  the  name  of  all 
womanhood,  be  brave  and  just  enoi  g'l  to  allow  us  to  stand 
or  fall  by  our  own  acts."  Their  attention  was  again  called 
to  the  subject  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  desire 
expressed  that  delegates  be  chosen  to  attend  the  same. 
Under  the  head  of  "good  of  the  order,"  the  Grand  Matron 
gives  us  these  beautiful  thoughts  :  "Let  us  sow  beside  all 
waters.  Not  only  should  we  give  our  pence  to  the  poverty- 
smitten  ones  of  our  fold  ;  not  only  bend  with  floral  tribute 
over  the  graves  of  our  loved  and  lost;  not  only  perform  with 
earnest  zeal  any  chapter  work  which  our  hands  find  to  do; 
but,  daily,  by  the  wayside,  in  the  work  &hop,  or  the  parlor, 
strive  to  carry  out  the  great  principles  of  our  Order,  that  the 
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world  at  large  may  be  made  brighter  by  the  radiant  beams 
of  our  fair  Star." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron,  Brother  William 
Wallace  Lee,  is  mostly  devoted  to  arguments  against  the 
General  Grand  Chapter.  Brother  Lee  pays  his  brother 
masons  the  following  compliment,  which  we  should  con- 
sider rather  a  doubtful  one  :  "  In  America,  by  the  assump- 
tion of  Grand  Masters  and  officials  of  various  grades,  the 
character  of  Masonry  has  been  changed  from  that  of  a 
brotherhood,  where  all  the  members  were  equal  and  had 
equal  rights,  to  that  of  a  despotism."  "Verily,  I  say  unto 
thee,  with  what  judgment  ye  judge  ye  shall  be  judged."  He 
also  says,  "Few  are  the  men  I  am  willing  to  entrust  with 
unrestricted  authority."  One  of  the  best  arguments  which 
could  have  been  offered  in  favor  of  a  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter. We  also  are  most  decidedly  opposed  to  the  one  man 
authority,  and  would,  instead,  place  the  authority  in  the 
hands  of  a  body  composed  of  those  directly  interested  in 
the  Order,  and  for  the  sake  of  the  Order. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Chapter: 

"  That  uniformity  of  ritual  in  the  various  jurisdictions  is  desirable, 
and  we  will  place  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of  securing  that  end  by  the 
General  Grand  Chapter." 

Sister  Kate  L.  Tuttle  presents  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Con- 
necticut the  first  report  on  correspondence  which  has  been 
written  by  a  sister.  We  thank  you,  Sister  Tuttle,  for  having 
enlisted,  else  we  should  never  have  had  courage  to  have 
accepted  our  appointment.  As  it  is,  we  feel  wholly  incapa- 
ble of  returning  favors  which  have  been  received  from 
other  Grand  Bodies,  especially  those  of  California  and  New 
York.  However,  we  will  do  our  best,  and  honestly  hope 
that  wherein  we  fail,  that  broad  mantle  of  charity,  so  fre- 
quently spoken  of  and  too  seldom  used,  may  completely 
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envelope  us.  Allow  us  to  inform  you  that  there  are  but 
three  members  on  our  Committee  on  Correspondence  this 
year.  The  sister,  in  her  review  of  Indiana,  says  :  ''Brother 
Willis  D.  Engle  presented  a  very  interesting  report  on  cor- 
respondence, from  which  we  have  been  obliged  to  borrow 
quite  extensively,  and  for  which  we  tender  thanks."  You 
are  quite  welcome.  He  is  always  delighted  to  lend.  It  is 
also  "meet,  right  and  my  bounden  duty"  to  return  thanks 
for  loans,  yes,  and  for  actual  thefts  of  ideas  from  his  "treas- 
ure house  of  experience.'" 

After  remarks  by  the  visiting  brothers  and  the  customary 
thanks,  the  Grand  Chapter  closed.

Illinois. 

The  Grand  Chapter  met  in  Chicago.  October  4.  1S76. 
There  were  delegates  present  from  sixteen  chapters.  The 
Grand  Patron,  Brother  D.  G.  Burr,  rendered  one  decision, 
namely:  "Elected  officers  of  a  chapter  can  not  resign  their 
offices  and  remain  members  in  the  jurisdiction  of  said  chap- 
ter, unless  they  have  the  unanimous  consent  of  their  chap- 
ter."'   The  most  of  his  address  was  devoted  to  woman. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  ^Matron,  Sister  Elizabeth  But- 
ler, was  addressed  almost  exclusively  to  the  Worthy  Matrons 
of  Subordinate  Chapters,  and  contained  very  much  of  good 
advice  and  encouragement.  I  wish  my  sisters  could  all  have 
the  pleasure  of  reading  it. 

Three  delegates  were  appointed  to  attend  the  General 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  annual  session  met  in  Chicago  in  October,  1S77,  at 
which  session  the  action  of  their  delegates  to  the  General 
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Grand  Chapter  was  endorsed.  The  proceedings  of  this  ses- 
sion have  not  yet  been  printed.

Kansas. 

A  convention  to  form  a  Grand  Chapter  met  at  Emporia, 
October  i8,  1876,  There  were  delegates  present  from  forty- 
two  chapters,  which  looks  to  us  as  though  Kansas  also  had 
been  too  rapidly  worked  up.  A  constitution  was  adopted 
which  provides  for  what  seems  to  us  a  fifth  wheel  to  a 
wagon — a  Deputy  Grand  Matron.  In  that  state  the  Patron 
or  Matron  of  a  chapter  has  the  right  to  refuse  to  receive  a 
candidate,  notwithstanding  his  or  her  election  by  the  chap- 
ter, if,  in  his  or  her  judgment,  such  reception  would  be 
improper. 

"  Membership  may  be  forfeited  by  absence  from  the 
meetings  of  the  chapter  for  two  years."  What  would  you 
do  with  members  who  resided  where  there  was  no  chapter, 
paid  their  dues  regularly,  and  desired  to  retain  their  mem- 
bership? 

The  second  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Topeka,  October 
17,  1877.  There  were  delegates  present  from  only  sixteen 
chapters,  which  confirms  the  opinion  that  the  growth  was 
too  rapid  for  health.  As  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron  was 
iunable  to  attend,  his  address  was  read  by  the  Deputy  Grand 
Patron,  The  Grand  Patron  pays  the  Grand  Matron  this 
well-deserved  compliment  :  "  I  found  your  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Matron  not  only  willing,  but  able,  discreet  and  ener- 
getic in  managing  and  governing  our  affairs.  As  I  could 
not  give  much  attention  to  them,  I  delegated  a  large  portion 
•of  my  authority  to  her.    Her  report  will  show  you  wliat 
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she  has  done.  I  can  not  speak  too  highly  of  her  official 
prudence  and  zeal." 

He  recommends  that  the  constitution  be  so  amended  that 
the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron  be  clothed  with  executive 
power,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 
Brother  Reynolds  also  suggested  that  steps  be  taken  to 
affiliate  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Matron,  Sister  M.  A  Hepler,  presented  an 
address  full  of  interest  to  all  lovers  of  the  Order,  especially 
those  in  her  jurisdiction.  She  gave  them  a  short  review  of 
the  doings  of  the  other  Grand  Chapters,  and  suggested  that 
delegates  be  appointed  to  attend  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 
Two  delegates  were  appointed.  We  find  one  person  acts 
as  proxy  for  the  three  representatives.

Mississippi. 

The  seventh  annual  convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Mississippi  convened  at  Kosciusko,  August  8,  1S77. 
Delegates  from  ten  chapters  were  present.  Sister  Lieura 
Clark,  in  behalf  of  Attala  Chapter,  welcomed  the  members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  was  responded  to  by  the 
Grand  Patron.  The  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Power,  in  his 
address,  gives  his  reasons  for  assuming  the  responsibility  of 
proroguing  last  year's  meeting,  which  action  was  fully  con- 
curred in  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  We  regret  to  learn  that 
the  Order  there  is  not  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  sin- 
cerely hope  they  will  awake  from  the  sleep  of  apathy  and 
indifference  into  which  they  seem  to  have  fallen,  and  that 
the  Star  in  Mississippi  may  yet  be  numbered  among  the 
brightest  in  our  beautiful  constellation. 
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The  Grand  Patron  rendered  two  decisions:  First,  "A 
lady,  whose  brother  was  a  master  mason  in  good  standing 
at  the  time  of  his  death  (died  during  the  war),  desired  to 
become  a  member  of  a  chapter,  and  solicited  the  light  and 
privileges  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star."  He  takes 
the  same  view  as  did  Brother  Spalding,  of  California,  that 
she  was  not  eligible,  which  decree  was  reversed  by  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  we  think  justly. 

The  next  question  to  v^hich  the  Grand  Patron  calls  their 
attention,  is  that  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  His 
remarks  strike  us  very  strangely,  coming,  as  they  do,  from 
the  Grand  Patron  of  the  first  Grand  Chapter  that  made  the 
call  for  a  General  Grand  Body,  and  we  know,  from  per- 
sonal knowledge,  recommended  and  was  in  full  sympathy 
with  the  movement.  We  fear  that  "  the  apathy  and  indif- 
ference" of  which  Brother  Povsrer  speaks  as  having  affected 
the  Subordinate  Chapters,  has  reached  (as  it  surely  will) 
the  Grand  Chapter.  Having  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing some  of  the  members  of  that  jurisdiction,  the  Grand 
Patron  among  the  number,  we  have  faith  that  upon  more 
mature  reflection,  they  will  conclude  that  they  "have  so  far 
committed  themselves  that  they  can  not  honorably  retreat." 
Brother  Power,  don't  you  know  that  the  financial  burden  of 
which  you  speak,  "taxes,  fees,  salaries  and  other  grand 
expenses,"  w^ere  suggested  by  those  proof  slips  with  which 
you  were  favored,  and  that  they  accomplished  the  desired 
result.^'    Stability  of  character  is  an  admirable  trait. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Annie  T. 
Clarke,  is  an  excellent  one.  She  pleads  earnestly  for  those 
Chapters  whose  light  has  grown  dim,  and  suggests  that 
some  "earnest,  true-hearted  workers  be  sent  to  assist  and 
encourage  them  in  their  v^ork."  She  expresses  her  admira- 
tion and  respect  for  one  especial  obligation  imposed  upon 
members,  that  which  requires  them  to  "cautiously  avoid 
slandering  their  sisters  or  doing  any  injustice  toward  them," 
and  says,  "for  this  one  of  our  laws  alone  it  would  be  worth 
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the  trouble  of  issuing  our  charters,  holding  our  chapter 
meetings  and  convening  our  Grand  Bodies."  She  reminds 
the  Worthy  Matrons  of  the  Subordinate  Chapters  that 
"their  office  is  no  sinecure,"  and  further  says,  these  Worthy 
Matrons  need  earnest,  faithful  workers  to  assist  them. 
"  The  members  should  not  think,  because  they  hold  no  office, 
they  have  no  duty  to  perform,  that  their  absence  is  no  detri- 
ment to  the  chapter;  that  is  not  so.  Every  vacant  chair 
has  a  depressing  effect.  Then  let  all  who  can  possibly  do 
so,  be  in  his  or  her  place,  ready  with  heart  and  hand  to  do 
all  they  can — then  we  shall  go  on  conquering  and  to  con- 
quer." She  speaks  of  "subsidiary  degrees,"  as  set  forth  in 
our  report  of  correspondence  of  last  year,  and  recommends 
that  their  "  Grand  Chapter  consider  this  subject." 

We  would  suggest,  in  the  words  of  the  Grand  Patron  of 
California,  that  they  "  make  haste  slowly  "  in  this  matter. 
Let  us  wait  patiently  until  we  have  attained  greater  perfec- 
tion in  what  we  already  have,  before  even  desiring  to  add 
thereto. 

Sister  Clarke  regrets  that  she  was  unable  to  be  present 
at  the  organization  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  says: 
"  If  they  can  give  uniformity  by  the  agency  alone  of  a  more 
perfect  ritual,  which  they  propose  issuing,  then  it  certainly 
will  be  a  great  good,  for,  under  existing  circumstances,  it 
seems  almost  impossible  to  bring  about  that  unity  and  same- 
ness of  work  which  is  so  desirable." 

The  Grand  Chapter  decided  that  considering  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Order  in  their  state,  it  was  not  expe- 
dient, at  present,  to  connect  themselves  with  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  but  recognized  the  regular  formation  of  the 
same,  and  surrendered  all  territory  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
state  over  which  they  had  assumed  control.  It  is  the  prac- 
tice of  our  Mississippi  sisters  and  brothers  to  hold  a  Chapter 
of  Sorrow  at  each  annual  communication.  After  the  usual 
thanks,  the  Grand  Chapter  closed.

Massachusetts. 

Delegates  met  in  convention  and  organized  a  Grand 
Chapter,  December  ii,  1876.

Missouri. 

The  second,  a  called  meeting  summoned  by  the  Grand 
Patron,  assembled  in  St.  Louis,  October  9,  1876.  Twenty- 
two  chapters  were  represented.  The  Grand  Patron,  Brother 
Vincil,  submitted  no  written  address,  but  from  his  remarks 
we  judge  that  he  thought  that  deeds  and  not  words  were  in 
order.  An  address  from  the  Grand  Lecturer  reports  the 
Order  in  a  flourishing  condition,  but  speaks  of  a  "crude  and 
non-systematized  ritual."  And  yet  Brother  Macoy  says  the 
ritual  is  all  that  we  need  desire.  The  invitation  from  Indiana 
calling  for  delegates  to  organize  a  General  Grand  Chapter 
was  accepted,  and  seven  delegates  appointed,  five  of  whom 
attended  the  organization.  They  have  four  hundred  dollars 
in  the  treasury  and  a  membership  of  two  thousand  and 
forty-seven,  which  is  an  excellent  showing  for  so  young  a 
Grand  Chapter.    May  their  numbers  never  grow  less. 

In  speaking  of  California,  Brother  Parson  says  that 
Brother  Whitcher  had  written  him  several  times  favoring  the 
formation  of  a  General  Grand  Chapter.  Later  advices  show 
that  the  brother  has  experienced  a  change  of  mind.  He  pays 
a  high  compliment  to  the  reporton  correspondence  of  Brother 
Engle,  and  congratulates  this  grand  body  on  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  so  able  a  reviewer.    Thank  you,  brother.    We  have 
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shown  our  appreciation  of  him  by  electing  him  Grand 
Patron. 

The  third  annual  meeting  assembled  at  St.  Louis.  Octo- 
ber 8,  1S77,  with  representatives  from  twenty-five  chapters 
present.  Brother  Mncil.  the  Grand  Patron,  being  necessa- 
rily absent  in  attendance  at  the  Grand  Lodge  F.  and  A.  , 
Brother  Wilmot  was  called  to  the  chair.  An  address  was 
presented  by  Brother  Vincil.  which  is  such  as  might  be 
expected  from  so  able  a  pen.  Our  brother  says:  "We  have 
not  yet  recovered  from  the  reaction  and  torpor  which  super- 
vened after  the  fever  of  excitement  caused  by  a  sudden  and 
hurried  working  up  of  the  state  in  the  interests  of  the  com- 
pany called  the  ••  Supreme.""  Results  not  favorable  to  our 
enterprise  swiftly  followed  the  delirium  produced  by  a  fiery 
ambition  to  organize  chapters  every  where.  Recoverv  there- 
from is  a  work  of  time.  Faithful,  earnest  and  persistent 
effort  will  secure  a  desired  and  healthy  condition,  which  will 
give  permanency  and  character  to  the  institution.''  The 
entire  address  is  of  such  excellence  that  our  opinion  is  con- 
firmed— that  as  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Vincil 
is  decidedly  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.  The  Grand 
Matron,  Sister  Mattie  A.  Yost,  presented  quite  a  lengthy 
address,  in  which  she  reported  having  rendered  three  deci- 
sions. The  first:  "That  the  ^Matron  of  a  certain  chapter 
having  removed  to  a  distant  state,  and  the  Associate  Matron 
not  being  able  to  fill  the  East  satisfactorily,  could  the  Worthy 
Patron  appoint  a  Matron  till  the  next  election.'"'  The  Grand 
Matron  ruled  "No.  The  Associate  INIatron  of  right  suc- 
ceeds to  the  place  of  the  Worthy  Matron  in  the  absence  or 
disability  of  that  ofiicer.  but  when  the  observance  of  this 
rule  would  not  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  chapter,  a  dis- 
pensation for  a  new  election  can  be  obtained  if  desired  by 
two-thirds  of  the  chapter."  The  Grand  Chapter  did  not 
concur  in  the  last  half  of  the  decision. 

The  remainder  of  the  address  is  devoted  to  a  plea 
for  official  recognition  from  the  Masonic  fraternity,  which 
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was  not  endorsed  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  This  portion 
of  the  address  has  been  considerably  commented  upon. 
Mr.  MacCalla,  editor  of  The  Keystone,  gives  the  Order 
quite  a  notice,  and  calls  upon  his  brother  masons  to  defend 
themselves,  but  fails  to  allovs^  the  same  privilege  to  the  sister 
whom  he  attacks.  We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
favoring  the  sentiment  set  forth  in  the  address,  for  we 
beheve  "  there  are  great  possibilities  of  good  within  it,  yet 
undeveloped  and  scarcely  dreamed  of,"  without  the  official 
recognition  of  any  Grand  Lodge  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  prefer, 
if  it  come,  it  come  as  a  free  will  offering  and  not  as  a  tax. 
We  hope  the  editor  of  The  Keystone  will  bear  in  mind,  that 
although  he  may  not  think  the  Eastern  Star,  as  an  Order, 
entitled  to  his  respect,  yet  the  mothers,  wives,  sisters  and 
daughters  of  Master  Masons,  who  largely  compose  its  mem- 
bership, are  entitled  to  both  his  respect  and  protection. 

There  is  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  over  six  hundred 
dollars,  and  yet  the  Grand  Chapter  has  the  unusually  good 
sense  not  to  squander  it  in  gifts  on  Grand  Officers,  paying 
for  dinners,  etc.,  as  the  manner  of  some  is. 

The  light  has  departed  from  a  number  of  Chapters,  but 
as  the  Grand  Chapter  arranged  to  have  them  visited,  we 
sincerely  hope  that  at  the  next  communication  they  will  be 
reported  with  their  lamps  trimmed  and  burning. 

Several  amendments  to  the  constitution  were  offered  ; 
one  to  abolish  that  unnecessary  appendage,  the  Deputy 
Grand  Matron,  and  one  to  allow  the  constitution  to  be 
amended  by  giving  one  day's  notice  of  the  same,  which  we 
think  will  afford  too  great  a  temptation  for  hasty  legislation. 
The  action  of  their  delegates  was  endorsed,  and  the 
allegiance  of  the  Grand  Chapter  pledged  to  the  General 
Grand  Chapter. 

Brother  Parson  gives  us  an  interesting  report  on  corres- 
pondence, in  which  he  calls  our  manner  of  conducting 
our  financial  affairs  in  question.    He  also  thinks  that  our  con- 
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stitution  and  ceremony  for  installation  of  grand  officers 
would  look  better  and  be  more  convenient  in  an  appendix. 
Well,  since  you  have  called  our  attention  to  it,  we  think  so  too. 

In  speaking  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  meeting, 
Brother  Parson  says:  "We  can  not  leave  this  subject  with- 
out again  expressing  our  thanks  for  the  cordial  greeting  and 
fraternal  kindness  we  received  while  in  Indianapolis.  We 
went  there  strangers,  but  at  once  found  we  were  amongst 
friends,  and  we  know  we  speak  the  opinion  of  every  dele- 
gate present,  when  we  say  that  more  could  not  have  been 
done  for  our  comfort  and  enjoyment  than  was  done  by  our 
sisters  and  brothers  of  Indianapolis."  Thank  you,  brother. 
It  will  delight  us  to  welcome  you  at  any  time.  No  special 
invitation  necessary.

Micliigan. 

This  is  the  oldest  Grand  Body  of  the  Adoptive  Rite.  It 
is  styled  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Adoptive  Masonry,  and  has 
been  organized  eleven  years.  The  names  of  the  officers  and 
the  mode  of  conducting  the  work  is  somewhat  different  from 
ours,  but  the  teachings  are  essentially  the  same.  The  first 
Grand  Lodge  of  which  we  have  the  proceedings  convened 
at  Sturgis,  October  5,  1870.  Twenty-two  Lodges  were 
represented.  An  address  was  submitted  by  the  Worthy 
Grand  President,  Sister  E.  L.  Pendleton,  in  which  she 
speaks  of  having  received  a  communication  from  Brother 
Robert  Macoy,  protesting  against  their  adoption  of  his 
ritual  and  burial  service.  The  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  in 
the  question  concerning  the  ritual  they  could  see  no  cause 
for  complaint.  Although  they  had  no  means  of  knowing 
whether  or  not  the  burial  service  belonged  to  the  brother, 
"yet  insomuch  as  the  worthy  brother  objects  to  its  use  at 
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the  grave  of  a  deceased  sister  in  Michigan,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  it  be  stricken  from  our  report,  and  rely  in  future 
on  our  own  talents  for  the  adoption  of  a  funeral  service." 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  in  annual  session  at  Manchester, 
October  4,  1871.    Sixteen  lodges  were  represented. 

The  sixth  annual  meeting  assembled  at  Coldwater,  Octo- 
ber 2,  1872.    At  this  session  fifteen  lodges  were  represented. 

The  seventh  annual  session  met  at  Leslie,  October  i, 

1873.  There  were  representatives  from  sixteen  lodges  in 
attendance. 

The  eighth  annual  session  met  at  Hastings,  October  7, 

1874.  Sixteen  lodges  were  represented.  A  communication 
from  Hastings  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  was  received,  tendering 
them  the  use  of  their  lodge-room  during  the  session,  which 
communication  was  received  and  thanks  returned.  In  her 
address  the  Worthy  Grand  President  urges  her  sisters  to 
greater  zeal  in  their  lodge  work.  The  usual  business  was 
transacted  and  officers  elected.  The  constitution  and  by-laws 
are  printed  with  this  year's  proceedings. 

The  ninth  annual  meeting  assembled  at  Coldwater,  Octo- 
ber 6,  1875.  There  were  delegates  from  twenty  lodges 
present. 

The  tenth  annual  session  met  at  Lyons,  October  4,  1876. 
There  were  twenty  lodges  represented. 

The  eleventh  annual  session  met  in  Quincy,  October 
3,  1877.  There  were  nineteen  lodges  represented.  The 
Worthy  Grand  President  submitted  her  annual  report. 
The  proceedings  notice  that  our  Grand  Patron,  Brother 
WiUis  D.  Engle,  was  present  and  addressed  them  relative  to 
the  General  Grand  Chapter,  after  which  three  delegates  were 
appointed  to  attend  the  meeting  of  General  Grand  Chapter 
in  May  next.    The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  are: 
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Sister  S.  L.  Marsh,  Qiilncy,  Worthy  Grand  President. 
D.  B.  Purinton,  Coldwater,  Grand  Secretar3^ 

Nebraska. 

Pursuant  to  call,  delegates  from  several  chapters  met  in 
convocation  in  the  city  of  Lincoln,  June  23,  1S75.  After 
adoptino^  a  constitution,  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet 
the  same  evening,  when  they  organized  a  Grand  Chapter. 
Delegates  from  three  additional  chapters  were  present- 
After  electing  and  installing  officers  the  Grand  Chapter 
adjourned. 

Second  annual  session  convened  in  the  city  of  Lincoln, 
June  19,  1876.  Delegates  were  present  from  six  chartered 
chapters,  and  two  under  dispensation.  In  his  address  the 
Grand  Patron,  Brother  J.  N.  Wise,  says  in  regard  to  the  form- 
ation of  a  General  Grand  Chapter:  "I  am  persuaded  that 
this  movement  is  in  the  right  direction,  as  in  no  other  way 
can  uniformity  of  work  be  taught,  practiced  and  preserved, 
and  the  general  interests  of  the  Order  so  well  subserved. 
He  reports  the  Order  as  in  a  prosperous  condition.  The 
Grand  Chapter  endorsed  the  sentiment  expressed  by  their 
Grand  Patron  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand 
Chapter  and  authorized  the  appointment  of  delegates  to 
attend  the  same.  We  regret  that  our  sister  Grand  Chapter 
of  Nebraska  failed  to  be  represented,  and  sincerely  hope 
their  delegates  will  be  in  attendance  at  the  session  in  Chi- 
cago in  May  next.

New  Jersey. 

The  convention  for  the  organization  of  a  Grand  Chapter 
met  in  Newark,  July  18,  1870.    There  were  but  three  chap- 
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ters  represented,  and,  that  they  might  have  the  appearance 
of  numbers,  it  was  resolved  that  each  chapter  be  entitled  to 
ten  votes.  Our  vision  is  too  dim  to  discover  the  benefit 
arising  from  this  resolution.  After  the  election  and  installa- 
tion of  officers,  a  committee  of  three  from  each  chapter  was 
appointed  to  draft  constitution  and  by  laws.  It  was  resolved 
that  the  five  grand  officers  be  constituted  a  standing  commit- 
tee, with  power  to  grant  charters.  The  Worthy  Grand  Sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  notify  Brothers  Robert  Macoy  and 
Edward  O.  Jenkins  that  a  Grand  Chapter  for  the  state  of 
New  Jersey  had  been  organized,  and  furnish  them  with  the 
name's  of  the  officers.  The  Grand  Chapter  then  adjourned 
to  meet  in  Elizabethport. 

The  adjourned  meeting  convened  at  Elizabethport  on  the 
twentieth  day  of  October,  1870,  with  delegates  from  three 
chapters  present.  The  committee  appointed  at  the  meeting 
in  July  to  prepare  constitution  and  by-laws  was  discharged, 
and  a  new  committee,  which  was  composed  of  three  dele- 
gates from  each  chapter,  appointed,  with  instructions  to 
report  at  that  meeting,  which  they  did,  and  their  report  was, 
with  some  alterations,  adopted.  This  Grand  Chapter  started 
with  the  Worthy  Grand  Matron  as  the  presiding  officer,  and 
it  seems  to  have  given  satisfaction.  At  this  meeting  a  com- 
munication was  received  from  Brother  Macoy,  wherein  he 
declines  having  anything  to  do  with  the  Order  there; 
expresses  his  sorrow  that  his  sense  of  duty  impels  to  such  a 
course,  and  closes  by  wishing  "  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  every  sort  of  prosperity."  From  this  we  conclude  that 
our  worthy  brother  opposed  the  organization  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  Jersey. 

The  second  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Newark,  with 
delegates  from  three  chapters  present.  The  Worthy  Grand 
Matron  decided  that  no  person  would  be  declared  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Grand  Chapter  without  being  duly  elected  by 
ballot,"  which  decision  was  sustained  by  the  Grand  Chapter.

APPENDIX. 


The  third  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Keyport,  at  which 
four  chapters  were  represented.  An  adjourned  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  convened,  in  accordance  with  the  notice 
at  the  regular  meeting  in  July,  at  Jersey  City,  with  repre- 
sentatives from  four  chapters  in  attendance.  The  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year  were  then  elected  and  installed,  and  the 
time  of  meeting  was  changed  from  July  to  October,  after 
which  the  Grand  Chapter  closed.  Is  this  the  way  you  do 
business  down  your  way? 

The  fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was 
held  in  Jersey  City,  with  six  chapters  represented.  A  num- 
ber of  visitors  were  present  from  New  York.  As  we  see 
Brother  Macoy's  name  among  them,  we  conclude  he  is  in  bet- 
ter humor  with  them  that  at  one  of  their  previous  meetings. 
Sister  Anna  M.  Mayhew  delivered  the  first  Grand  Worthy 
Matron's  address  that  has  been  given  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  New  Jersey.  In  this  she  pays  her  respects  to  a  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter  which  was  said  to  have  been  organized  the 
previous  June.  She  mentions  but  two  of  the  officers — 
Brother  Macoy,  Supreme  Grand  Patron,  and  Brother  Rob- 
ert Morris,  Supreme  Grand  Secretary.  Evidently  our 
brother  thought  that  New  Jersey  needed  a  mother-in-law, 
for,  contrary  to  his  previous  assertion,  he  was  present  and 
congratulated  them  on  their  success;  but  now  he  says  they 
were  not  duly  organized.  The  Patron's  address  is  exceed- 
ingly brief. 

The  fifth  communication  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was  held 
at  Newark,  October  12,  1874.  There  were  representatives 
from  two  chartered  chapters  and  one  under  dispensation. 
The  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Stewart,  reports  the  Order  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  and  encourages  her  sisters  to  persevere 
in  the  good  work  in  which  they  are  engaged.  The  Grand 
Worthy  Patron,  Brother  John  M.  Mayhew,  gives  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  as  the  number  of  affiliated  members  in  New 
Jersey.  He  also  gives  some  excellent  advice  as  to  who  shall 
be  made  members  of  the  Order.    A  communication  was 
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received  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York,  recogniz- 
ing their  Grand  Chapter.  Brother  R.  Macoy  was  then 
Grand  Patron  of  the  New  York  Grand  Chapter,  and  it 
would  seem,  should  have  informed  himself  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  organization  before  permitting  his  Grand  Chapter  to 
recognize  it. 

The  sixth  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Long  Branch, 
October  13,  1875.  Seven  chapters  were  represented  at  this 
session. 

The  Grand  Patron  suggests  that  the  Grand  Chapter  take 
action  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter, in  which  the  Grand  Chapter  concurred  by  appointing 
five  delegates  to  act  in  conjunction  with  delegates  appointed 
by  other  Grand  Chapters. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  following: 
<'That  in  future  none  of  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Chapter  be 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  refreshments  of 
any  kind."  The  Grand  Chapter  very  sensibly  and  timely 
concurred  in  the  recommendation. 

The  seventh  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Patterson, 
October  11,  1876,  at  which  six  chapters  were  represented. 
The  Grand  Matron  gave  a  good,  but  brief  address. 

The  first  part  of  the  Grand  Patron's  address  leads  us  to 
think  that  our  sisters  and  brothers  of  New  Jersey  are  mov- 
ing too  slowly.  Well,  my  brother,  we  confess,  as  we  look 
over  the  proceedings  and  find  the  same  or  nearly  the  same 
chapters  represented  at  each  annual  session,  we  wonder 
why  our  star  shines  so  dimly  in  that  state.  Rouse  up,  or  your 
zeal  may  be  called  in  question.  Remember  that  as  "ye  sow 
even  so  shall  ye  also  reap."  The  brother  embodies  a  report 
on  correspondence  in  his  annual  address. 

We  find  in  looking  over  the  several  proceedings  of  New 
Jersey,  remarks  from  which  we  draw  the  conclusion  that 
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the  masons  of  that  state  are  not  particularly  friendly  to  the 
Order.  Well,  we  are  usually  opposed  to  that  of  which  we 
are  ignorant,  and  should  not  be  too  harsh  with  those  who 
differ  from  us,  and  oppose  the  work  in  which  we  are 
engaged  and  have  learned  to  love,  but  be  all  the  more  zeal- 
ous, for  by  our  zvorks  shall  we  be  known. 

In  speaking  of  Indiana,  the  Grand  Patron  says:  "Their 
new  constitution  offered  for  adoption,  is  decidedly  the  best 
we  have  ever  seen,"  which  sentiment  the  Grand  Chapter  so 
fully  endorsed  that  at  the  following  session,  with  a  few 
changes,  it  was  adopted.  Indiana  leels  complimented  at 
being  able  to  give  a  constitution  worthy  of  being  copied  by 
our  sister  Grand  Chapters. 

The  Committee  on  Printing  were  ordered  to  have  tw^o 
hundred  copies  of  the  proceedings  printed,  but  neglected 
their  duty  until  so  near  the  next  session  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  that  the  Grand  Matron  had  the  work  postponed 
until  after  that  session. 

In  one  thing  they  can  excel  all  other  Grand  Chapters; 
they  possess  an  abundance  of  slowness. 

The  eighth  annual  session  met  in  Patterson,  October  9, 
1S77.  There  were  representatives  from  six  chapters  pres- 
ent. They  were  honored  by  the  presence  of  several  Grand 
Officers  from  New  York.  We  looked  in  vain  for  the  name 
of  Brother  Macoy. 

The  Grand  Patron  decided  that  either  the  Grand  Matron 
or  the  Grand  Patron  could  render  decisions,  which  were 
binding  on  the  parties  until  reversed  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 
The  opinion  of  the  Grand  Matron  being  called  for,  she 
decided  that  the  Grand  Matron  should  render  all  decisions, 
in  which  the  Grand  Chapter  concurred. 

Brother  May  hew  speaks  of  his  western  trip  as  follows: 
"After  a  ten  hours  ride  on  a  one-horse  railroad  and  through 
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a  wild  country,  we  arrived  at  Indianapolis."  Well,  we 
were  born  and  raised  in  the  east,  and  the  idea  was  so  fixed 
in  our  mind  that  the  west  was  a  wilderness,  and  everything 
necessarily  inferior  to  the  eastern  affairs,  that  it  was  some 
time  ere  we  could  drive  the  ridiculous  idea  from  us.  We 
hope  when  he  again  visits  us  that  the  scales  will  fall  from  his 
eyes,  and  he  will  see  things  as  they  are. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved,  "That  the  constitution  as 
adopted  by  this  grand  body,"  be  printed  with  the  proceed- 
ings," and  although  the  Committee  on  Printing  was 
increased  to  five,  they  failed  to  do  their  whole  duty.  No 
constitution  appears  with  the  proceedings.

New  York. 

The  eighth  annual  session  was  held  in  New  York,  June 
6,  1877.  There  were  representatives  from  thirty-two  Chap- 
ters, and  several  visitors  from  other  jurisdictions,  present. 
The  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Myers  T.  Webb,  was  necessa- 
rily absent,  owing  to  sickness  in  his  family.  His  address, 
however,  was  submitted,  in  which  he  pays  a  glowing  tribute 
to  woman.  He  objects  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and 
suggests  that  the  end  could  be  accomplished  in  a  much  easier 
and  less  expensive  way  by  delegates  appointed  by  each 
Grand  Chapter.  He  thinks  that  the  sisters  will  be  unable 
to  attend;  that  they  can  not  travel  as  the  sterner  sex  can. 
And  why.  Brother  Webb?  Can  they  not  travel  without  a 
male  escort  if  duty  calls,  as  they  now  do  for  pleasure,  some- 
times from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific?  Beside — is  not  one 
of  the  important  arguments  in  favor  of  the  Order,  that  a 
sister  traveling  alone  and  needing  assistance  or  protection, 
can  readily  obtain  it?

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A  careful  reading  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  Matron, 
Sister  Macoy,  obliges  us  to  agree  with  Brother  Whitcher, 
that  it  is  decidedly  a  "manly  address."  She  recommends 
that  we  preface  every  important  undertaking  with  devout 
supplication.  We  greatly  fear  that  the  excellent  suggestion 
was  not  heeded  by  the  chairman  of  their  Committee  on  For- 
eign Correspondence. 

Our  sister  says:  "It  is  better  that  the  oak  should 
uphold  and  protect  the  ivy,  than  that  the  ivy  should  pre- 
sume to  support  and  protect  the  oak."  Sister  Macoy,  the 
sentiment  expressed  is  very  pretty,  but  "  Hfe  is  real;  life  is 
earnest;"  and  all  oaks  are  not  sufficiently  strong  and  perfect 
to  support  even  an  ivy.  True,  they  have  every  afpearance 
of  strength  and  health,  but  the  first  stroke  of  the  ax  reveals 
the  fact  that  they  are  rotten  to  the  heart.  Yet  there  are 
very  many  beautiful  and  perfect  oaks  which  command  our 
admiration.  As  for  the  ivy,  we  think  it  is  a  pretty  little 
vine,  very  suitable  for  hot  houses,  etc.,  but  have  never  dis- 
covered a  particle  of  usefulness  in  the  delicate  little  thing. 
We  never  did  fancy  clinging  women,  who  must  needs 
be  always  under  the  shadow  of  an  oak,  or  droop;  and 
in  our  humble  opinion,  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  has 
very  httle  use  for  such;  rather  give  us  woman,  true,  earnest 
and  loving,  ever  ready  and  willing  to  do  her  whole  "  duty 
in  that  state  of  life  unto  which  it  hath  pleased  God  to  call 
her."  With  such  women  interested  in  our  Order,  we  can 
not  fail;  but  the  good  work  will  go  on  until,  we  sincerely 
believe,  the  light  of  our  beautiful  star  will  penetrate  every 
masonic  household. 

The  Associate  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Jacob  M.  Hopper, 
also  gives  an  address  in  which  he  says  :  "  During  the  past 
year  the  question  of  this  Grand  Chapter  uniting  with  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  that  was  organized  at  Indianapolis, 
November,  1876,  has  been  more  or  less  agitated  and  dis- 
cussed by  members  of  the  Order,  asking  what  is  the  object 
of  forming  a  General  Grand  Chapter?    Will  the  Order  be 
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benefited  by  it?"  etc.    "My  own  impressions  are,  tliat  the 
matter  should  be  placed  before  this  Grand  Chapter  in  all  its 
bearings.    Let  the  members  understand  the  question  by  a 
fair  and  exhaustive  debate,  then  vote  upon  the  question.  By 
so  doing,  the  Grand  Chapter  will  decide  understandingly, 
and  it  will  give  the  opportunity  to  all  to  express  their  views 
by  voice  and  vote.    It  is  known  to  most  of  the  members  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  that  at  its  last  convention  this  question 
was  tabled  after  a  very  brief  debate.    This  method  of  dis- 
posing of  a  question  properly  placed  before  this  or  any 
other  respectable  body,  until  after  a  thorough  debate,  is  a 
questionable  one.    It  is  a  method  often  used  to  prevent 
debate  or  understanding  of  a  question,  as  the  motion  to  table 
a  question  is  not  debatable;  it  often  causes  dissatisfaction. 
I  hope  this  Grand  Chapter  will  make  due  inquiry  in  the 
matter,  and  if  it  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Order,  to  join  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  let  us  join  as  soon  as  possible.  If 
it  will  not  be  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  but  nothing  but  an 
expense,  we  want  nothing  to  do  with  it,  and  let  us  so  decide; 
but  justice  to  ourselves,  and  courtesy  to  the  Grand  Chap- 
ters inviting  us,  demand  that  we  give  the  question  careful 
consideration.    Let  us,  by  our  actions,  endeavor  to  show 
that  though  we  may  differ  with  our  sister  Grand  Chapters 
on  this  question,  we  fraternally  receive  and  acknowledge 
their  good  will  towards  us,  as  shown  by  the  invitation."  We 
are  glad  to  see  that  one  at  least  of  the  official  reports  in 
that  jurisdiction,  treats  the  communication  from  Indiana  in 
the  spirit  with  which  it  should  be  treated.    The  New  York 
Grand  Chapter  has  the  most  ungenerous  way  of  disposing 
of  whatever  may  come  before  it  which  does  not  please  its 
devoted  mother-in-law.    We  suppose  that  article  is  to  be 
dreaded,  especially  when  she  resides  in  one's  own  house- 
hold, and  is  determined  to  run  things  just  her  own  way;  but 
in  all  conscience  assume  control  of  yourselves,  and  at  least 
treat  communications  which  come  before  you  in  the  digni- 
fied manner  which  is  due  them,  in  consideration  of  your  age 
and  experience.    The  Grand  Chapter  tabled  both  the  reso- 
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lution  to  send  delegates  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
and  the  amendment  to  the  constitution  clothing  the  Grand 
Matron  with  executive  power. 

A  report  on  correspondence  (Brother  Robert  Macoy, 
chairman)  was  offered,  partly  read,  and  on  account  of  per- 
sonal matter  was  withdrawn  and  given  into  the  hands  of  a 
committee  for  revision.  "Angels  and  ministers  of  grace, 
defend  us,"  if  this  be  the  revised  report,  what  must  the 
original  have  been,^  We  think,  in  this  instance  at  least,  it 
would  have  been  better  had  the  committee  consisted  of  but 
one  member;  as  it  is,  the  rest  of  the  committee  were  obliged 
to  "arise  and  explain."  The  report  is  so  full  of  abuse  of  all 
who  happen  to  entertain  views  which  differ  from  those  of 
the  chairman  of  the  committee,  that  we  can  not  conceive 
how  it  could  have  been  received. 

Who,  we  wonder,  selected  Brother  Macoy  to  assign 
woman  to  her  sphere  of  usefulness.^  We  find,  in  his  report, 
very  many  errors  in  regard  to  our  proceedings,  namely:  "The 
new  constitution"  was  adopted  at  our  last  session,  hence 
the  Grand  Matron  rendered  no  official  decisions  (and  she  so 
stated).  The  amendment  depriving  Associate  Matrons  of  a 
voice  and  vote  in  Grand  Chapters  was  offered^  not  adopted. 
We  would  suggest  to  the  chairman  that  when  he  descends  to 
ungentlemanly  criticism,  and  tries  to  heal  the  wound  by 
smooth  words,  and  attacks  on  others,  that  he  will  please 
select  one  of  those  clinging  ivys.  With  our  Grand  Matron, 
we  are  happy  to  say,  that  sort  of  treatment  will  not  do.  We 
refrain  from  further  comment  on  the  report,  as  our  "womanly 
dignity"  will  not  permit  of  our  meeting  him  upon  his  level. 
A  committee  was  appointed  to  present  Sister  Eliza  A.  Macoy 
and  Brother  John  J.  SprouU  with  tokens  of  regard,  after 
which  the  Grand  Chapter  closed.

The  first  annual  session  was  held  in  Ludlow,  June  3d, 
1874,  when  constitution  and  by-laws  were  adopted. 

The  second  session  met  in  Windsor,  June  2d,  1875. 
There  were  delegates  present  from  seven  chapters  under 
charter  and  two  under  dispensation.  The  Grand  Patron 
reports  the  Order  in  prosperous  condition.  As  he  could 
not  visit  all  the  chapters  in  his  jurisdiction,  he  visited  the 
younger  ones,  that  he  might  assist  them  in  their  work.  He 
urges  the  necessity  for  uniformity  of  work,  and  the  Grand 
Chapter  appointed  a  committee  "to  prepare  a  uniform  work 
and  ritual,"  which  suggests  this  query:  Are  there,  under  the 
present  system  of  work,  ten  chapters,  might  I  not  go  further 
and  say  two  chapters,  whose  work  is  uniform?  At  this 
session  was  presented  the  first  address  from  the  Grand 
Matron,  which  contains  some  beautiful  thoughts,  and  con- 
vinces us  that  the  sister  is  not  unmindful  of  her  duty.  To 
her  sisters,  she  says:  "My  sisters,  let  us  be  in  earnest  in  this 
work,  as  our  brothers  have  been,  and  under  all  circumstances 
let  woman  ever  prove  herself  woman's  truest  friend."  She 
has  moved  from  the  jurisdiction,  and  we  believe  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Vermont  thereby  loses  a  faithful  sister.  Wher- 
ever she  may  go  may  she  find  a  chapter  to  assist  in  the  good 
work. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  also  submits  a  report  in  which  he 
speaks  of  "the  Worthy  Matron's  Degree,"  and  recommends 
that  it  be  recognized  as  official.  He  deplores  the  lack  of 
uniformity  in  the  work.  An  amendment  to  the  constitution 
was  off'ered,  "that  a  lady  member  shall,  by  her  own  acts,  hold 
or  lose  membership  in  the  chapter."  After  passing  resolu- 
tions regretting  the  removal  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Past 
Grand  Matron,  Sister  Lizzie  D.  Rose,  the  Grand  Chapter 
adjourned.

In  response  to  the  circular  issued  by  our  Grand  Chapter 
inviting  sister  Grand  Chapters  to  send  delegates  to  meet  in 
Indianapolis,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  General  Grand 
Chapter,  the  following  Grand  Chapters  sent  representatives: 
California,  New  Jersey,  Illinois,  Missouri  and  Indiana. 
Brother  James  vS.  Nutt,  Grand  Patron  of  Indiana,  called  the 
convention  to  order,  and  it  wsls  organized  by  the  election  of 
Brother  John  M.  Mayhew^,  Grand  Patron  of  New  Jersey, 
President;  Sister  Mattie  A.  Yost,  Grand  Matron  of  Mis- 
souri, Vice-President;  Brother  John  R.  Parson,  of  Missouri, 
Secretary,  and  Rev.  Brother  John  D.  Vincil,  D.  D.,  Grand 
Patron  of  Missouri,  Chaplain.  A  constitution  was  adopted, 
after  which  the  organization  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
was  perpetuated,  and  the  constitution  of  the  convention 
made  theirs  by  adoption. 

A  committee  of  seven  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  ritual, 
and  present  the  same  at  the  next  meeting.  The  session  was 
to  have  been  held  in  Chicago,  in  September  last,  but  in 
order  to  give  the  Grand  Chapters  time  to  take  action,  the 
meeting  was  postponed  until  May,  next. 

Now  that  the  existence  of  a  General  Grand  Chapter  is  a 
fixed  fact,  we  find  ourselves  looking  forward  to  the  May 
meeting  with  great  interest. 

Sisters  and  Brothers,  our  report  as  chairman  of  your 
Committee  on  Correspondence  is  submitted.  It  is  not  so 
complete  and  finished  as  I  could  wish  it  were.  Remember- 
ing, however,  that  in  this  hfe  nothing  can  be  complete,  and 
that  this  sisterhood  is  knit  together  in  bonds  of  Charity, 
Truth  and  Loving  kindness,  and  earnestly  hoping  that  criti- 
cisms may  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  above,  I  am.

AlffKUAIi  ADDRESSES. 

Brother  Willis  D.  Engle,  Grand  Patron,  read  and  sub- 
mitted the  following  annual  address : 
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Sisters  and  Brothers  :  The  return  of  spring  brings  with  it 
the  joys  of  our  re-unions,  which  year  by  year  give  increasing  pleas- 
ure to  us,  as  we  meet  and  welcome  old  friends,  who,  by  long  asso- 
ation  in  works  of  charity  and  brotherly  love,  and,  by  many  deeds 
of  kindness  have  endeared  themselves  to  us,  and  as  we  open  the 
fraternal  chain  and  welcome  among  us  those  who,  with  fresh  vigor 
and  lively  zeal,  have  but  recently  entered  upon  the  following  of 
Bethlehem's  Star,  whose  bright  rays,  faithfully  followed,  will  lead 
us  to  the  same  Being  Whom,  so  many  centuries  ago,  the  Wise 
Men,  after  wearisome  journeying  over  desert,  moor  and  plain, 
found  in  the  little  village  of  Bethlehem.  If  we  but  try,  we  may 
find  Him  even  now  among  the  lowly  and  friendless  of  this  pres- 
ent world,  for  hath  He  not  said,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  the 
least  of  these  My  little  ones,  ye  did  it  unto  Me  ?  " 

God  has  been  merciful  to  us  in  that,  in  the  year  that  has  passed 
the  messenger  of  Death  has  not  come  to  call  any  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  hence,  but  silently  has  he  entered  the  ranks  of  many  of 
our  Chapters  and  taken  those  who,  in  their  earthly  tenements,  have 
endeared  themselves  to  us.  Why  some,  just  entering  upon  the 
scenes  of  life  should  be  taken,  we  can  not  understand. 

"The  wond'rous  fates  that  rule  the  earth  and  skies 
Are  God's  supreme  decrees  ;  and  God  is  wise  ! 
He  gives  and  takes  his  own  !  then,  thought  be  still 
And  learn  submission  to  the  Sovereign  Will!" 

On  March  26th  our  Grand  Lecturer,  Brother  Thomas  F.  Dry- 
den,  met  with  a  very  severe  and  dangerous  accident  at  his  home 
in  Clayton,  being  struck  by  a  falling  tree.  At  first  life  was 
despaired  of,  but  I  am  glad  to  learn  that  he  has  since  improved 
to  such  an  extent  that  we  may  hope  that  he  will  recover  suffi- 
ciently to  once  more  enter  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession, 
and  I  trust  that  we  will  have  the  pleasure  of  again  welcoming 
him  to  our  Grand  Chapter,  of  which  he  has  been  a  faithful  mem- 
ber for  five  years. 
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OFFICIAL  ACTS. 


CHAPTERS  CONSTITUTED. 

On  May  30,  1878,  I  constituted  Adah  Chapter,  No.  35,  at 
Metamora,  and  installed  its  officers. 

On  June  20,  1878,  I  appointed  Bro.  Oliver  Gard  as  special 
deputy  to  constitute  Russiaville  Chapter,  No.  34,  and  install  its 
officers,  which  duty  he  performed  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

DISPENSATIONS  GRANTED. 

There  has  been  a  material  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
Chapters  organized.  Every  one  of  them  is,  I  beheve,  built  upon 
a  solid  foundation,  and  will  grow  into  a  substantial  and  properous 
Chapter,  and  I  unhesitatingly  recommend  that  charters  be  granted 
to  each  of  them. 

The  dispensations  issued  have  been  as  follows  : 

April  29,  1878,  for  Brookville  Chapter,  at  Brookville,  FrankUn 
county,  appointing  Rev.  Thomas  B.  McClain,  Patron;  Mrs. 
Jennie  D.  Speer,  Matron,  and  Mrs.  Lizzie  McMahon,  Associate 
Matron.  The  Chapter  was  organized  by  me  on  May  31,  on 
which  occasion  I  was  very  kindly  assisted  by  fifteen  members  of 
Adah  Chapter,  No.  35. 

June  24,  1878,  for  Rose  Chapter,  at  Delphi,  Carroll  county, 
appointing  James  L.  Morrow,  Patron ;  Mrs.  Frances  A.  Morrow, 
Matron,  and  Mrs.  Samantha  Kane,  Associate  Matron;  and  on 
the  same  day  I  organized  the  Chapter. 

July  I,  1878,  for  Esther  Chapter,  at  Laurel,  Franklin  county, 
appointing  Julius  C.  Burgoyne,  Patron;  Mrs.  Clara  Smith,  Matron, 
and  Mrs.  Maria  L.  Secrist  Associate  Matron.  The  Chapter  was 
organized  by  Bro.  E.  W.  High,  special  deputy,  assisted  by  a 
number  of  members  of  Adah  Chapter,  No.  35,  on  July  8. 

January  9,  1879,  for  Danville  Chapter,  at  Danville,  Hendricks 
county,  appointing  Sol.  T.  Adams,  Patron;  Mrs.  Eliza  H.  John- 
son, Matron,  and  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Cooper,  Associate  Matron.  The 
Chapter  was  organized  by  me  on  the  same  day. 
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February  8,  1879,  for  Elkhart  Chapter,  at  Elkhart,  Elkhart 
county,  appointmg  James  S.  Rice,  Patron;  Mrs.  Catharine  Conn, 
Matron,  and  Mrs.  Florence  Dodge,  Associate  Matron.  The 
Chapter  was  organized  by  Rev.  Bro.  John  H.  Nevius,  assisted 
by  a  large  number  of  members  of  South  Bend  Chapter,  No.  2,  on 
February  19,  1879. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  (vide  p.  43  of  the 
printed  proceedings)  a  charter  was  granted  to  the  sisters  and 
brothers  of  Ovid,  Madison  county,  under  the  name  of  Columbus 
Chapter,  conditioned  upon  their  making  returns  and  paying  Grand 
Chapter  dues  for  1877.  In  order  that  they  might  act  as  a  body 
upon  the  question,  I  granted  them  a  dispensation  on  May  17, 
authorizing  them  to  meet,  but  as  they  have  failed  to  comply  with 
the  conditions,  no  charter  has  been  issued,  and  the  dispensation 
is  now  void. 

VISITATIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  able  to  make  but  few  official  visits, 
owing  to  business  engagements,  and  the  lack  of  any  provision 
made  by  the  Grand  Chapter  for  them.  I  must  again  take  occa- 
sion to  repeat  my  conviction  that  official  visits  from  Grand  Offi- 
cers are  productive  of  much  good,  in  that  they  revive  the  interest 
in  Subordinate  Chapters,  and  make  the  members  realize  more  fully 
that  they  are  members  of  an  extensive  and  rapidly  growing  Order. 
I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Sunbeam  Chapter,  No.  i ; 
Queen  Esther  Chapter,  No.  3 ;  Hope  Chapter,  No.  5 ;  Minerva 
Chapter,  No.  15  ;  Jonesboro  Chapter,  No.  21 ;  Friendship  Chapter, 
No.  32,  and  Centennial  Chapter,  No.  33. 

During  the  year  I  have  also  been  privileged  to  be  present  at 
the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  New  Jersey  and  Connecti- 
cut, and  of  visiting  several  Chapters  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey, 
where  I  was  received  with  all  the  honors  due  as  a  representative 
of  this  Grand  Chapter.  These  Chapters  were  then  working,  as 
those  in  New  York  still  are,  under  the  old  Ritual,  edition  of  1876, 
which  varied,  in  many  material  points,  from  the  work  as  it  then 
was  in  this  jurisdiction,  or  any  other  it  had  been  my  privilege  to 
visit. 
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EDICT. 

On  January  17,  1879,  I  issued  an  edict  prohibiting  the  use,  in 
this  jurisdiction,  of  any  other  Ritual  than  that  pubHshed  by  the 
General  Grand  Chapter. 

CHARTERS  SURRENDERED. 

Veedersburg  Chapter,  No.  27,  after  a  precarious  existence  of 
several  years,  has  surrendered  its  charter,  and  turned  its  effects 
over  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  charter  of  Camden  Chapter,  No.  24,  ordered  arrested,  at 
the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Chapter  (vide  p.  49  of  the  printed 
proceedings),  has  been  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

During  the  year  I  have,  in  the  interest  of  the  Order  in  this 
State,  written  upwards  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  letters. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS  NECESSARY. 

Some  provision  should  be  made  in  our  constitutional  law  for 
the  granting  of  Dimits  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  upon  payment 
of  dues,  to  members  of  Chapters  which  have  surrendered  their 
charters,  or  whose  charters  have  been  arrested. 

Also,  prescribing  more  definitely  the  Grand  Patron's  control 
over,  the  Ritual  work  of  the  Order. 

Also,  giving  the  Grand  Patron  power  to  convene  a  Chapter  in 
this  jurisdiction,  to  preside  therein,  to  inspect  their  proceedings, 
and,  upon  proper  cause,  to  arrest  their  charter,  for  a  limited  time, 
or  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  granting  of  dispensations  to  new  Chapters  under  which  to 
work  until  the  Grand  Chapter  convenes,  seems  to  be  a  useless 
thing,  and  involves  extra  labor  and  expense  without  any  apparent 
benefit,  and  I  recommend  that  our  constitution  be  so  amended 
as  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Patron  and  the  Grand  Sec- 
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retary  power  to  issue  charters  upon  proper  application,  when  the 
Grand  Patron  may  deem  it  expedient.  This  will  .involve  the 
amendment  of  the  constitution  in  several  sections. 

SEAL.  .  ^ 

I  trust  that  steps  will  be  taken  for  the  alteration  of  the  Seal  of 
this  Grand  Chapter,  so  that  at  least  the  star  may  be  in  a  proper 
position. 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Considering  the  continuance  of  the  financial  depression  of  the 
country,  I  think  that  the  Order  is  in  a  more  favorable  condition 
than  could  reasonably  be  expected,  while  the  outlook  for  the 
future,  should  the  financial  cloud  clear  away,  as  it  promises  to  do, 
is  very  flattering. 

FINANCE. 

I  must  again  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a  financial 
basis  for  the  Order  broad  enough  to  place  its  existence  beyond 
the  necessity  of  any  source  of  revenue  outside  the  fees  and  dues 
received  from  members.  The  raising  of  the  minimum  fee  from 
one  to  two  dollars  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was  a 
step  in  the  right  direction;  but  it  was  only  one  step.  We  must 
remember  that  we  are  not  building  for  a  day,  but  for  time,  and 
every  Chapter  should  have  sufficient  means  to  do  its  work  in  an 
efficient  manner.  So  also  the  condition  of  the  Grand  Treasury 
should  be  carefully  noted,  and  appropriations  limited,  so  that 
sufficient  means  may  be  left  to  meet  all  possible  emergencies. 

THE  GENERAL  GRAND  CHAPTER 

Held  a  three  days'  session  in  Chicago,  commencing  on  May  loth 
last,  which  was  principally  devoted  to  the  discussion  and  adop- 
tion of  a  Ritual,  with  which  you  are  now  all  familiar.  The  great 
unanimity  with  which  it  has  been  welcomed  by  the  entire  Order, 
with  a  few  individual  exceptions,  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  for 
all  friends  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  especially  to  this 
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Grand  Chapter,  which  took  such  an  active  part  in  the  inception 
and  carrying  out  of  the  idea.  The  Ritual  then  adopted  is  already 
the  only  recognized  work  in  twelve  of  the  sixteen  Grand  Chapters, 
and  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  before  the  expiration  of  the  pres- 
ent calendar  year  it  will  be  adopted  by  most  if  not  all  the  remain- 
ing Grand  Chapters.  All  this  has  been  accomplished  with  very 
little  expense  to  the  Order,  and  the  prospect  of  less  in  the  future. 

CHARITY 

Is  the  basis  on  which  our  Order  is  erected,  and  as  it  is  practiced 
by  its  members  individually  and  collectively,  so  will  be  its  pros- 
perity.    Much  has  been  said,  and  not  altogether  unwisely,  in 
favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  as 
a  perpetual  monument  to  the  work  of  the  Order,  and,  while  great 
good  could  undoubtedly  be  accomplished  by  the  erection  of  such 
an  Institution,  it  is  still  more  important  that,  in  the  quiet  of  our 
daily  lives,  we  live  in  perfect  charity  with  all  men.    Every  day,  if 
we  will  but  see  them,  we  can  find,  close  at  hand,  opportunities  to 
practice  the  precepts  of  our  Order,  which,  I  fear,  we  too  often 
overlook  while  we  may  be  straining  our  eyes  eagerly  for  some  great 
work  to  do.     ''Charity  vaunteth  not  itself,"  and  we  may  learn  a 
lesson  of  quiet  and  unobtrusive  work  from  the  institution  to  which 
we  are  so  nearly  related.    Monuments  are  useful  things  in  their 
way,  but  it  is  far  more  essential  that  we  should  have  the  spirit  of 
true  charity  animating  our  being.    While  we  may  endeavor  to 
establish  an  institution  which  will  afford  permanent  means  for  the 
carrying  out  of  our  great  designs,  let  us  not  overlook  the  lesser 
opportunities  with  which  we  meet,  lest  we  be  rebuked  as  was 
Naaman  of  old :  ' '  If  he  had  bid  thee  do  some  great  thing,  wouldst 
thou  not  have  done  it?"    Nor  does  charity  consist  alone  in  giving 
alms,  but  also  inspires  us  with  true  love  for  our  fellow  creatures, 
and  will  lead  us  to  avoid  all  evil  speaking  and  evil  thoughts  about 
others,  and  to  defend  their  characters  when  unjustly  assailed,  but 
it  will  not  prevent  us  from  rebuking  vice  or  wrong-doing  with  a 
just  indignation.    All  this  may  be  covered,  as  far  as  the  members 
of  the  Order  are  concerned,  by  the  faithful  obedience  to  the  obli- 
gation we  have  assumed,  from  the  binding  force  of  which  there  is 
no  release,  and  to  which,  as  men  and  women,  we  are  bound. 
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SOCIAL  FEATURES. 

To  secure  the  permanency  and  prosperity  of  our  Chapter,  some 
attention  must  be  paid  to  the  social  features  it  presents,  which 
should  be  cultivated  as  the  means  and  talent  at  hand  may  justify, 
so  that  every  meeting  may  prove  an  interesting  one,  from  which 
the  members  will  not  stay  away  if  it  is  possible  for  them  to  attend. 
For  the  encouragement  of  the  sisters  I  may  say  that,  so  far  as  my 
observation  extends,  the  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  Chap- 
ters of  our  Order  exceed,  in  proportion  to  membership,  the  attend- 
ance upon  Masonic  bodies.  It  is  well  that  it  is  so.  We  all  know 
the  zeal  and  energy  with  which  woman  enters  into  any  good  work 
she  may  try  to  do ;  but  still  there  is  room  for  improvement,  and  I 
feel  sure  if  our  sisters  will  give  the  matter  some  consideration,  it 
will  soon  be  occupied. 

CONCLUSION. 

Before  closing,  I  must  acknowledge  with  a  grateful  heart  the 
uniform  courtesy  with  which  I  have  always  been  met  by  the 
members  of  the  Order,  and  the  promptness  and  fidelity  with 
which  the  Grand  Secretary  has  discharged  his  duties. 

There  is  not,  that  I  know  of,  any  important  measures  to  come 
up  for  your  consideration,  and  I  trust  that  a  spirit  of  harmony 
and  kindness  will  pervade  our  session,  and  that  no  spirit  of  dis- 
cord may  arise  among  us. 

I  cherish,  and  always  shall,  the  memory  of  the  honor  you  have 
conferred  upon  me  in  twice  calling  me  to  the  position  I  am  soon 
to  vacate.  I  shall  cheerfully  turn  over  the  prerogatives  I  have 
enjoyed  to  him  whom  you  may  select  as  my  successor,  and  I 
hope  to  be  found  among  you  for  many  years  laboring  zealously 
for  the  objects  we  have  in  view.

defend  it  when  its  horizon  was  overcast  with  dark  clouds,  fore- 
boding a  fearful  storm.  We  should  ever  greatly  honor  and 
respect  them,  that  the  bread  they  cast  upon  the  waters  may  be 
gathered  many  days  hence.  We  feel  that  the  Grand  Worthy 
Matron  has  not  said  too  much,  though  her  views  may  differ  from 
ours.

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  G.  Matron's  report  as  refers  to  her  official  decis- 
ions, beg  leave  to  report  in  part  as  follows : 
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1.  A  W.  P.  dimitting  from  his  Chapter,  to  be  absent  for  an 
indefinite  period,  but  returning  after  a  few  weeks'  absence,  can 
only  be  restored  to  his  office:    ist,  by  petitioning  for  afifihation 

to  restore  him  to  membership;  2d,  by  being  re-elected  by  special  ^ 
dispensation. . 

2.  It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Associate  Matron  to  preside  in 
the  absence  of  the  Matron,  whether  or  not  the  members  are  satis- 
fied, and  it  is  their  obligated  duty  to  support  her  in  that  position. 

3.  If  officers  elect  intentionally  pass  over  a  stated  meeting 
without  being  installed,  a  petition  for  dispensation  for  another 
election  would  be  required;  provided,  however,  if,  from  a  mis- 
understanding of  the  facts  in  the  case,  the  installation  was  omit- 
ted, and  the  members  all  being  satisfied  with  the  officers  elect,  ^ 
they  might  very  properly  be  installed. 

4.  Affixing  the  seal  of  the  Chapter  to  a  notice  of  a  called 
meeting  shall  not  make  it  obhgatory  upon  the  member  to  attend  ^ 
more  than  without  it. 

5.  There  is  no  law  in  the  constitution  preventing  a  deUnquent  ^ 
member  holding  an  office. 

6.  A  member  of  a  defunct  Chapter  who  holds  no  dimit  or  other 
written  evidence  of  membership,  may  visit  a  Chapter  so  long  as 
her  presence  is  not  objectionable  to  any  member  of  the  Chapter, 
but  in  order  to  affiliate  with  a  Chapter  a  certificate  from  the 
Grand  Secretary,  stating  her  standing  in  said  defunct  Chapter, 
should  accompany  her  petition  for  affiliation. 

7.  The  W.  Patron  is  the  second  officer  in  the  Chapter.  4- 

8.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  is  now  subordinate  to  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  therefore  must  depend  upon  it  for 
uniformity  of  its  ritual,  ceremonies,  etc.  As  yet  it  has  given  us 
no  form  for  constituting  and  inaugurating  Chapters,  and  until  one 
is  prepared  I  would  say  that  in  the  Grand  Matron,  being  the  exec-

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Fourth  Annual  Review. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence* 


INTRODUCTION. 

In  presenting  this  report  your  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
or  rather  the  chairman  of  it,  has  but  Uttle  apology  to  make,  further 
than  that  the  time  which  should  have  been  devoted  to  it  was  so 
necessarily  required  in  her  professional  duties  that  her  attention 
could  not  be  given  to  it  as  desired.  An  hour  now  and  an  hour 
then,  which  nature  demanded  for  recuperation,  was  all  that 
could  be  given,  so  stern  were  her  requisitions  that  serious  ill- 
ness threatened,  for  a  time,  the  non-completion  of  the  report. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  time  and  attention  could  not  be  at 
our  command  to  present  more  of  the  instructive  correspondence 
and  the  interesting  matter  in  the  proceedings  of  the  several 
Grand  Chapters  that  came  to  our  notice. 

It  has  given  us  pleasure  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  Connecticut,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Missouri, 
Minnesota,  Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  Vermont  and  General  Grand 
Chapter. 


IV 
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CONBTECTICUT. 

The  fifth  annual  session  of  Connecticut  was  held  October  9, 
1878.  We  are  pleased  to  notice  the  compliment  to  Brother 
Willis  D.  Engle,  who  was  received  with  grand  honors  and  seated 
in  the  East. 

The  Grand  Matron's  address  is  so  excellent  that  I  can  not 
refrain  from  selections.    Alluding  to  the  flight  of  time,  she  says: 

*'  The  swift  rushing  of  that  mighty  current  which  is  bearing  us  all  down 
toward  the  great  ocean  of  eternity,  and  to  indulge  in  a  retrospect  of  the 
year  which  has  just  passed. 

"Our  sisters  seem  pleased  to  have  their  annual  convocations  in  the 
autumn,  when  the  luscious  fruit  is  being  gathered,  and  the  golden  grain 
garnered  ;  when  the  '  Harvest  Home  '  of  the  New  England  yeoman  is 
being  sung  ;  while  nature  is  putting  on  her  varied  hues  of  yellow,  green 
and  crimson  ;  while  the  blue  of  our  sky  is  deeper,  the  foam  like  whiteness 
of  our  clouds  purer  than  at  any  other  season,  and  look  where  we  may,  we 
see  our  emblematic  colors. 

"In  January  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  four  Chapters  in  New  York, 
two  in  Brooklyn,  and  two  in  New  Jersey.  At  each  I  was  received  as  the 
representative  of  Connecticut,  with  warmest  greeting  and  most  flattering 
notice. 

"  I  greatly  enjoyed  the  work  as  there  performed,  in  the  finish  and  details 
of  the  same,  but  from  the  diversity  of  the  work,  (even  under  the  imme- 
■diate  superintendence  of  the  head  which  has  designed  all  the  rituals  in 
vogue  for  years,)  I  returned  home,  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  great 
importance  of  a  body  to  establish  and  enforce  a  uniformity  of  work." 

Our  sister  also  notices,  with  pleasure,  her  meeting  with  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  at  Chicago,  and,  referring  to  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Rituals,  says : 

"The  ritual  recommended  shows  careful  research,  study  and  earnest 
labor  on  the  part  of  the  committee.  The  matter  of  adopting  this  ritual, 
which  is  to  be  the  one  used  from  Vermont  to  California,  (with  the  excep- 
tion of  Vermont  and  New  York,)  will  be  brought  before  you  to  day,  and  I 
recommend  the  subject  to  your  most  careful  consideration.    If  you  would 
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care  to  hear  my  opinion  on  the  matter,  it  is  this  :  That  the  ritual  as  adopted 
by  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  which  I  had  the  pleasure  to  hear  discussed 
in  all  its  details,  is  a  vast  improvement  on  the  old  one,  or,  rather,  on  the- 
many  others  in  use  the  past  decade. 

"The  lectures  at  the  points  are  much  condensed,  the  prayers  are  fine  in 
language  and  sentiment,  and  the  obligation  is  now  (what  it  has  never  yet 
been)  very  dignified  and  impressive.  The  whole  work  is  so  arranged 
that  a  gentleman  is  conducted  through  the  same  mysteries  as  a  lady,  and 
as  the  passages  to  which  grave  objections  have  been  made  in  the  past,  are- 
either  improved  or  eliminated  altogether,  the  work  is  much  more  deserv- 
ing of  commendation  than  before." 

Our  sister  further  expresses  herself  as  follows : 

*  -»  *  ««The  Body  is  composed  of  those  who  labor  solely  for  the- 
good  of  the  Order,  and  for  the  Order's  sake.  I  trust  that  you  will  place 
Connecticut  among  the  list  of  those  who  are  willing  to  co-operate  in  all 
active  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  the  good  cause.  Commending  the  sub- 
ject to  your  careful  consideration,  I  leave  it  in  your  hands,  being  perfectly 
willing  to  abide  by  the  decision  which,  in  your  wisdom,  you  may  deem 
best  for  the  welfare  our  entire  Order." 

While  we  have  been  pleased  with  our  sister's  address,  let  us  not 
forget  that  of  our  worthy  brother,  W.  W.  Lee,  Grand  Patron: 

"It  seems  but  a  short  time  since  last  we  met;  yet,  when  we  pause  and 
count  the  months,  we  find  that  another  year  is  numbered  with  the  past, 
and  again  has  come  the  rich  autumnal  glow  and  the  time  of  our  annua! 
gathering.  While  the  year  now  closing  has  brought  sadness  and  sorrow  to- 
■  many  hearts,  because  loved  forms  have  been  laid  away  from  mortal  sight 
forever,  yet  our  joys  have  outnumbered  our  sorrows,  and  we  find  that  there 
are  more  roses  than  thorns  along  life's  pathway,  and  our  blessings  are  more 
than  our  afflictions.  Surely,  then,  as  we  come  to  our  yearly  assembly,  we 
may  unitedly  lift  up  the  heart  and  voice  in  praise  and  thanksgiving,  to  the 
source  of  all  good,  for  life  and  all  its  attendant  blessings.  And  it  is, 
indeed,  cause  for  congratulations  that  there  is  such  a  spirit  of  harmony 
prevalent. 

"One  thing  is  not  so  well  understood  as  it  should  be.  As  I  understand 
it,  the  general  law  of  the  Masonic  institution  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  the 
general  law  which  governs  this  Order,  unless  some  express  provision  has 
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ibeen  made  to  the  contrary.  Bearing  this  in  mind,  most  of  the  difficulties 
which  arise  in,  or  between  Chapters,  can  be  easily  adjusted;  but  to  this 
-end,  it  is  essentially  necessary  that  the  Worthy  Patron  of  the  Chapter 
should  be  a  bright  and  well-informed  Mason,  of  clear  head  and  cool  judg- 
ment, so  that  he  can  give  the  law,  and  the  reason  therefor,  in  an  intelligent 
smanner,  so  that  the  reason  and  judgment  are  satisfied. 

"While  this  is  essentially  necessary,  it  is  also  necessary  that  the  mem- 
«)ers  should  be  animated  by  a  kind  and  loving  spirit,  charitable  in  judg- 
ement, and  a  tender  regard  for  the  feelings  of  others.  One  captious, 
<:arping,  fault-finding  member,  can  make  a  whole  Chapter  very  uncomfort- 
-able,  and  the  meetings  discordant  and  inharmonious. 

"  Centuries  ago  the  wise  man  wrote,  '  He  that  goeth  about  as  a  tale- 
Nearer  revealeth  secrets;  therefore  meddle  not  Math  his  lips.'  The  advice 
-is  good  in  our  own  day  and  time.  It  often  happens  that  the  usefulness  of 
friendly  associations  is  seriously  impaired,  if  not  entirely  destroyed,  by  an 
envious,  carping,  censorious  spirit,  which  hopes  for  its  own  elevation  by 
pulling  down  some  one  who  has  attracted  more  attention  or  filled  a  higher 
position  than  the  envious  one  is  capable  of  filling. 

"  Let  us  each  and  all  see  to  it  that  we  guard  carefully  against  the  first 
•appearance  of  such  a  spirit,  either  in  ourselves  or  our  Chapters.  Our 
Chapters  are  places  where  we  can  cultivate  all  the  graces  which  adorn  and 
beautify  character,  and  develope  pure  and  lofty  womanhood  and  grand  and 
noble  manhood.  How  easy  thus  to  help  each  other  in  our  journey  through 
the  labyrinth  of  life,  and  so  give  forth  a  fragrance  that  blesses  and  sweetens 
all  the  moral  atmosphere.  Our  Grand  Matron  attended  the  meetings  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  Chicago  last  May,  and  I  presume  will 
give  you  an  account  of  her  visit." 

On  the  question  of  a  union  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
lie  says: 

"Certainly  it  is  desirable  that  the  ritual  of  the  Order  throughout  the 
•country  should  be  uniform,  and  perhaps  such  uniformity  can  best  be 
■secured  by  such  a  course.  I  have  seen  a  copy  of  the  ritual  as  revised  by 
-a  committee  of  that  body,  and  examined  it  with  some  care,  I  think  it  an 
improvement  upon  the  one  we  now  have." 


Well  considered  advice.

Such  as  it  is,  we  commend  it  freely  to  others,  hoping  they  may 
pattern  from  it. 

IOWA. 

Pursuant  to  a  call  issued  by  Sister  Jennie  E.  Matthews,  Deputy 
Grand  Patron,  delegates  from  seven  Subordinate  Chapters  met  in 
convention  at  Cedar  Rapids  July  30,  1878,  when,  after  the  usual 
prehminaries,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  was  organized.

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With  pleasure  we  receive  this  Grand  Body,  with  her  subordin- 
ates, and  look  forward  to  their  happy  future. 

The  next  annual  communication  will  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  May  next,  at  Cedar  Rapids. 

The  third  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Kansas  convened  in  the  city  of  Atchison,  October  15,  1878. 
Delegates  from  sixteen  Subordinate  Chapters  were  in  attendance. 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  we  observe  the 
privilege  of  proxy  is  given  very  freely,  some  of  the  representa- 
tives holding  as  many  as  three  proxies. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  full  of  interest,  and  well 
repays  the  reading.  How  can  we  pass  such  an  excellent  address 
without  paying  respect  to  the  writer?  As  we  are  of  one  family, 
let  us  not  pass  one  by,  whether  they  live  North  or  South,  East  or 
West. 

"There  seems  to  be  conflicting  arguments  as  to  what  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  really  is.  Some  style  it  'hair-pin  Masonry,'  others  'female 
Masonry,'  while  some  ask  if  it  is  not  twin-sister  to  'woman's  rights  ;'  all 
of  which  is  intended  to  cast  inuendoes  upon  persons  belonging  to  it.  To 
those  persons,  I  would  say,  let  them  investigate  our  motives,  our  principles, 
our  by-laws  and  regulations  as  an  Order ;  allow  me,  brother  Masons,  to  call 
to  mind  a  few  reflections  upon  the  dark  ages,  the  days  when  '  ye  lords  of 
creation '  were  the  only  tolerated  members  of  secret  organizations. 

"  A  century  has  not  passed  since  this  order  of  things.  What  benefits 
may  I  ask  you,  were  derived  in  those  days,  for  the  time  and  money  ex- 
pended, to  the  dear  loved  ones  at  home  ?  What  recompense  for  that  lonely 
wife,  or  mother,  or  sister,  who,  year  after  year,  has  sat  in  waiting,  into  the 
'  wee  small  hours,'  with  the  oft-repeated  excuse,  lodge-meeting. 

"There  they  met  in  conclave,  bound  together  by  the  most  sacred  obli- 
gations, reiterating,  times  unnumbered,  their  fidelity  toward  each  other,, 
and  their  silent  associations.  Suppose,  in  the  coming  events  of  life,  one 
after  another  of  this  extended  brotherhood  passed  away,  where  then  was 
the  sorrowing  wife's  redress?  How  was  she  to  make  herself  known  in  a 
strange  land  ? 
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"The  question  would  naturally  arise  to  an  inquiring  mind,  could  there 
not  be  some  established  sign  through  which  she  could  receive  recognition, 
without  being  one  among  you,  or  of  you,  or  in  any  way  depreciating  the  dig- 
nity, magnanimity  and  secrecy  of  your  time-honored  Order?  Good  sense 
and  sound  experience  would  answer,  yes  ;  and  that,  too,  without  in  the 
least  reflecting  upon  the  womanly  dignity  of  our  sex.  Self-preservation  is 
one  of  the  first  laws  of  nature ;  hence,  when  men  will  call  into  action  all  the 
elements  within  their  grasp,  to  surround  themselves  with  the  many  benefits 
a  co-partnership  with  a  fraternity  can  bring  to  them,  why  not  extend  some 
of  that  true  moral  excellence,  '  untiring  zeal  and  devotion  to  a  principle,' 
which  is  claimed  to  have  '  stood  the  test  of  so  many  centuries'  toward  the 
silent  benefactor  as  well,  provided  such  results  can  be  attained  without  detri- 
mental effects  to  the  ancient  cause  of  your  brotherhood.  This,  then,  my 
sisters  and  brothers,  if  I  understand  rightly,  is  one  of  the  benefits  designed 
by  the  Eastern  Star  Order," 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  brief,  and  he  reports  but 
one  decision.  That  is,  a  sister's  membership  "can  not  be  preju- 
diced by  the  faults  of  others." 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  we  find 
much  interesting  matter,  and  some  remarks  which  will  bear 
improvement.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  is  noticed  with 
commendation.  The  criticisms  on  restoration  from  suspension 
for  non-payment  of  dues  show  a  lack  of  discrimination.  There 
are  no  rules  of  such  queerness  as  the  committee  sets  forth.  Bet- 
ter look  again  for  queer  things, 

MISSISSIPPI. 

We  have  not  received  any  proceedings  from  Mississippi  for 
1878,  and  it  is  probable  the  Grand  Chapter  was  prevented  from 
holding  their  intended  session  by  reason  of  the  sad  fatality  of  the 
dreaded  scourge  that  visited  so  many  peaceful  homes  and  made 
desolate  many  lovely  households  where  friendship,  peace  and 
happiness  reigned.  Shall  we  not  sympathize  with  our  brothers 
and  sisters  in  their  sorrows,  and  in  their  misfortunes  give  them 
tender  aid? 
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The  fourth  annual  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Louis,  October  14 
and  15,  1878.    There  were  twenty  Chapters  represented. 

I  will  give  a  brief  report  of  the  Grand  Matron's  address,  which 
you  will  all  agree  to  be  very  good : 

"Another  year  is  numbered  with  the  past,  and  its  cycle  brings  us  again 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  to  enjoy  each  other's  society  for  a  short  time,  and 
then  away  to  our  homes  again  to  enter  upon  another  year's  work. 

"  The  joys  and  the  griefs,  the  pleasures  and  the  sorrows  of  the  year,  have 
left  upon  us  their  indellible  impress ;  and  some  new  faces  appear  at  our 
present  gathering,  and  some  familiar  faces  are  absent. 

"Since  we  last  met  in  Grand  Chapter  the  wailing  cry  of  distress  has 
been  sent  up  from  the  fever-stricken  South;  the  dark-winged  messenger  of 
Death  has  passed  over  the  land,  depopulating  entire  cities,  and  whole 
communities  falling  victims  to  its  devouring  march. 

"  In  our  jurisdiction  we  have  been  visited  by  the  cyclone,  and  many  a 
home  made  sad  by  the  loss  of  loved  ones ;  yet  we  enjoy  life  and  health, 
and  our  hearts  should  swell  with  gratitude  to  the  giver  of  every  blessing 
for  this  mark  of  divine  favor. 

"  Many  of  the  workers  in  the  cause  of  Adoptive  Masonry  have,  no  doubt, 
passed  to  their  reward  since  our  last  Grand  Chapter  meeting,  and  had  I 
their  names,  their  memory  should  be  perpetuated  by  recording  their  names 
in  the  Archives  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  Sisters,  a  few  words  to  you.  "We 
are  engaged  in  a  noble,  worthy  and  benevolent  work.  The  'Order  of 
Eastern  Star '  was  organized  for  our  benefit,  and  its  failure  or  success  very 
much  depends  on  our  own  effort.  We  believe  there  is  a  field  of  usefulness 
for  our  Order,  and  one  that  it  should  boldly  occupy. 

"Let  us  demonstrate  our  ability  to  stand  in  the  ranks  of  those  who  are 
battling  for  truth,  and  we  shall  soon  see  our  efforts  crowned  with  success. 
Our  Order  is  only  useful  when  all  the  charities  and  all  the  virtues,  so  beau- 
tifully taught  in  our  rituals,  are  fully  explained  and  exemplified  in  our 
every  day  life." 

Good  advice  and  timely  given;  it  must  come  from  an  earnest 
heart  and  pure  motive. 
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The  Grand  Patron's  address  is  well  worthy  of  perusal.  His 
respectful  eulogy  of  woman  and  her  influence  on  man  should 
incite  us  to  more  active  effort. 

MINNESOTA. 

Pursuant  to  a  call  issued  by  Brother  L.  Lewis,  Deputy  Grand 
Patron  of  Minnesota,  the  representatives  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  met  in  convention  at  Minneapolis  to  take  such  meas- 
ures as  were  necessary  for  the  organizing  of  a  Grand  Chapter. 
The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  Brother  Lewis.  Brother 
E.  McDermott  was  chosen  chairman,  and  Sister  OHve  C.  Davis 
secretary,  after  which  the  Grand  Chapter  was  organized.  On 
motion  it  was  agreed  that  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  be  held  in  the  city  of  Minne- 
apolis, East  Division,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  October,  1879, 
at  two  o'clock. 

The  Grand  Chapter,  after  listening  to  a  very  able  and  interest- 
ing address,  delivered  by  Brother  Grove  B.  Cooley,  was  closed 
in  ample  form.  The  delegates  and  visitors  then  repaired  to  the 
banquet  room,  where  a  bountiful  repast  hnd  been  provided  by 
the  sisters  of  Minneapolis  Chapter,  No.  9,  and  Harmony  Chap- 
ter, No.  8. 

We  extend  a  cordial  welcome  to  this  lately  organized  Grand 
Chapter.

Brother 
Marshal  Smith,  whose  name  awakens  pleasing  associations,  from 
the  Committee  on  Credentials,  reports  nine  Chapters  represented. 

The  address  of  Brother  Jonathan  Wise,  Worthy  Grand  Patron, 
embodies  some  very  significant  interrogatories  relative  to  the 
manner  in  which  we  meet  our  responsibilities,  and  come  to  the 
standard  of  our  profession,  which  we  should  duly  consider  and 
answer  truly. 

The  Grand  Matron's  annual  greeting  is  worthy  of  thought,  from 
which  we  extract  the  following :

The  addresses  of 
the  Grand  Worthy  Patron,  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Lecturer 
do  honor  to  head,  heart  and  energy. 

A  word  for  our  emulation  from  the  Grand  Matron : 

"Guard  well  the  portals  against  the  enemies— jealousy  and  contention— 
for  if  such  traits  are  permitted  to  enter  our  Order  we  break  our  vow,  and 
give  the  world  just  cause  to  shun  us.  Open  wide  the  gateway  of  Charity, 
and  bid  meekness  come  therein.'' 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  very  wisely  decides  that 
rights  and  privileges,  legally  acquired,  can  not  be  withdrawn 
from  or  denied  to  a  sister  because  of  her  marriage  to  one  not  a 
Mason.

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ANNUAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRA34I>  FATBOlf. 

Brother  Henrj  G.  Thayer,  Grand  Patron,  read  and  sub- 
mitted the  following  annual  address : 

Sisters  and  Brothers  :  To  the  sixth  annual  communication 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  I  welcome  you,  and  extend  most  cordial  and  fraternal 
greeting.  At  this  hour  it  is  meet  that  we  should  render  thanks 
to  the  Supreme  Grand  Patron  of  the  Universe,  for  the  blessings 
we  have  enjoyed  during  the  past  year.  He  has  favored  us  with 
life,  health,  prosperity  and  happiness,  and  permitted  us  to  again 
assemble  in  the  capacity  of  a  Grand  Chapter.  As  we  stand  now 
upon  the  threshold  of  another  year  of  our  noble  Order,  let  us 
endeavor  to  discharge  to  the  best  of  our  ability  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  devolving  upon  us. 

It  is  in  the  nature  of  common  humanity  that,  one  by  one,  we 
should  yield  to  the  mandate  of  relentless  death.  This  is  a  lesson 
that  we  ever  have  before  us,  and  amid  the  familiar  faces  that 
surround  us  to-day,  we  miss  some  whom  we  have  been  wont  to 
welcome,  and  for  whose  hearty  fraternal  greeting  we  have  now 
only  a  fond  remembrance. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  I  am  called  upon  to  announce 
to  you  the  death  of  our  Past  Grand  Patron,  Brother  John  Leach. 
The  sad  event  occurred  at  his  home  in  New  Carlisle,  Ind.,  Octo- 
ber lo,  1879.  Brother  Leach  was  a  Chrisdan  genUeman,  upright 
citizen,  and  a  distinguished  Freemason.  These  high  attributes 
won  for  him,  while  living,  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  all  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact,  and  will  erect  a  living  monument  in 
the  hearts  of  all  who  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  his  companionship. 
His  acquaintance,  through  this  and  other  States,  was  very  exten- 
sive. He  was  the  first  Grand  Patron  of  Indiana,  was  an  ardent 
zealous  worker,  and  we  shall  miss  him  in  our  deliberations.  He 
has  wrought  life's  work  with  a  fervent  heart;  his  duties  have 
been  well  performed,  and  his  days  well  spent. 
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"O,  what  a  glory  doth  this  world  put  on 
For  him  who,  with  fervent  heart,  goes  forth 
Under  the  bright  and  glorious  sky,  and  looks 
On  duties  well  performed,  and  days  well  spent! 
For  him  the  wind,  aye,  and  the  yellow  leaves 
Shall  have  a  voice  and  give  him  eloquent  teachings. 
He  shall  so  hear  the  solemn  hymn,  that  death 
Has  lifted  up  for  all,  that  he  shall  go 
To  his  long  resting-place  without  a  tear." 

It  is  also  my  painful  duty  to  announce  the  death  of  Sister 
Mary  Ellen  Burnett,  wife  of  our  Associate  Grand  Patron.  She 
died  at  her  home  in  Greencastle,  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  March 
last,  aged  forty  years.  Sister  Burnett  was  a  member  of  the  con- 
vention which  organized  this  Grand  Chapter,  as  a  delegate  from 
Minerva  Chapter  No.  15.  A  woman  of  positive  conviction  and 
untiring  energy,  she  was  ever  found  foremost  in  any  work  she 
undertook.  Her  presence  will  be  sadly  missed,  not  only  in  the 
home  circle  but  wherever  she  was  known. 

I  recommend  that  a  memorial  page  be  set  apart  in  the  printed 
'    proceedings  of  this  year  for  our  deceased  brother  and  sister, 
'  containing  a  brief  resume  of  their  lives  and  historical  connection 
with  our  Order. 

DISPENSATIONS  GRANTED. 

I  have  issued  the  following  dispensations  to  organize  new 
Chapters;  and  from  the  reports  of  my  special  deputies,  I  have 
reason  to  believe  they  will  live  and  become  prosperous  Chapters, 
and  ornaments  to  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  I  most  cheerfully 
recommend  that  charters  be  granted  to  each  of  them : 

May  29,  1879,  for  Evening  Star  Chapter  U.  D.  at  Rensselaer, 
Jasper  county,  appointing  Brother  Charles  H.  Price,  Patron;  Sis- 
ter Emily  Purcupile,  Matron,  and  Sister  M.  L.  Spitler,  Associate 
Matron.  The  Chapter  was  organized  by  my  special  deputy. 
Brother  W.  D.  Engle,  on  June  u,  1879. 

February  9,  1880,  for  Clifty  Chapter  U.  D.,  at  Milford,  Deca- 
tur county,  appointing  Brother  John  Braden,  Patron;  Sister  Lou. 
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Braden,  Matron,  and  Jennie  Russell,  Associate  Matron.  The 
Chapter  was  organized  by  Brother  W.  D.  Engle,  as  my  special 
deputy,  on  February  26,  1880. 

March  6,  1880,  forTerre  Haute  Chapter  U.  D.,  atTerre  Haute, 
Vigo  county,  appointing  Brother  Robert  Van  Valzah,  Patron;  Sis- 
ter AHce  C.  Graff,  Matron,  and  Sister  Judith  Gooda^an,  Associate 
Matron.  The  Chapter  was  organized  on  March  9,  1880,  by  Past 
Grand  Patron  Brother  W.  D.  Engle,  as  my  special  deputy,  who 
says,  in  his  report: — "The  Chapter  starts  out  with  a  good  mem- 
bership, efficient  officers,  and  every  prospect  of  a  useful  and 
prosperous  future." 

March  6,  1880,  for  Forest  Chapter  U.  D.,  at  Butler,  De  Kalb 
county,  appointing  Brother  John  W.  Boyle,  Patron;  Sister  E.  J. 
Otis,  Matron,  and  Sister  S.  Moore,  Associate  Matron.  This 
Chapter  was  organized  on  March  16,  1880,  by  my  special  dep- 
uty. Brother  John  H.  Nevius,  the  present  Grand  Chaplain.  In 
his  report  to  me  of  his  work  he  remarks,  "that  the  Chapter 
starts  off  with  thirty  members;  that  the  evening  was  very  pleas- 
antly spent  in  the  illustration  of  the  work,  in  which  they  engaged 
with  encouraging  enthusiasm,  twice  conferring  the  degrees  with 
but  little  assistance ;  that  they  will  become  a  prosperous  Chapter, 
I  feel  quite  sanguine." 

VISITATIONS. 

Business  demands  on  my  time  have  prevented  me  from  mak- 
ing official  visits  to  the  various  Chapters  throughout  this  grand 
jurisdiction,  however  I  have  been  assured  that  the  Grand  Matron 
has  given  the  subject  the  attention  it  deserves.  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  official  visits  from  Grand  Officers  to  subordinate 
Chapters  are  of  material  benefit,  and  I  hope  my  successor  will 
have  more  time  to  devote  in  this  way  than  I  have  had. 

In  response  to  a  courteous  invitation  from  the  officers  and 
members  of  Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3,  I  visited  them  on  the 
evening  of  the  third  of  January,  and  was  received  with  the 
full  honors  due  my  official  position.    I  found  the  Chapter  to  be

in  splendid  working  order,  all  the  work  being  done  promptly 
and  without  the  aid  of  the  ritual,  an  example  I  recommend  the 
officers  of  all  our  subordinate  Chapters  to  follow.  On  the  same 
evening  I  pubUcly  installed  the  officers  of  the  Chapter.  On  the 
seventh  of  January  I  officially  visited  Plymouth  Chapter  No.  26, 
and  on  the  twentieth  of  January  Bourbon  Chapter  No.  28,  and 
publicly  installed  the  officers  of  the  latter;  both  of  these 
Chapters  have  a  good  corps  of  officers  and  do  their  work  well. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

My  correspondence  in  the  interest  of  the  Order  has  not  been 
as  extensive  as  my  predecessors,  but  has  required  no  small 
amount  of  time. 

LEGISLATION. 

I  am  well  convinced  that  there  is  more  to  fear  from  too  much 
legislation  than  not  enough. 

GENERAL  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

This  body  seems  to  be  a  fixed  fact,  going  ahead  steadily  in  the 
promotion  of  the  ends  for  which  it  was  organized.  It  was 
brought  into  being  at  a  time  when  the  condition  of  the  Order 
seemed  to  demand  joint  action  by  the  various  Grand  Chapters 
to  put  it  upon  a  firm  and  permanent  basis.  There  were  then 
twelve  Grand  Chapters,  exercising  jurisdiction  within  the  geo- 
graphical limits  of  as  many  States.  None  of  these  had  ever 
exercised  or  claimed  jurisdiction  beyond  such  limits.  Next  to  a 
uniform  and  perfect  ritual  was  the  necessity  of  placing  the  Order, 
outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  various  Grand  Chapters,  upon  a 
legal  and  regular  basis.  The  most  practical  way  of  accom- 
plishing these  desirable  objects  seemed  to  be  the  one  which  was 
adopted,  viz :  a  union  of  the  Grand  Chapters  in  a  general  body, 
its  work  mostly  being  outside  of  and  independent  of  that  of  any 
Grand  Chapter. 
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That  the  Order  through  its  legitimate  organization  had  a  right 
to  govern  itself  in  every  particular,  and  provide  a  legal  and 
healthy  method  for  its  existence  seems  a  truth  that  cannot  be 
denied,  and  if  any  unpleasant  controversies  have  arisen  from  the 
exercise  of  this  right,  the  responsibility  therefor  ought  not  to 
rest  with  those  who  defended  it,  but  with  those  who  have  attacked 
the  Order  in  its  vital  point,  that  of  self-government. 

In  the  brief  period  of  its  existence  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
has  secured  a  uniform  ritual  in  twelve  of  the  sixteen  Grand 
Chapters,  has  promoted  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Chapters,  and 
organized  Subordinates  in  Texas,  Louisiana,  Indian  Territory, 
Nevada  and  Oregon,  besides  inducing  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Adoptive  Masonry,  of  Michigan,  which  had  existed  as  an  inde- 
pendent organization  for  twelve  years — not  recognizing  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star — to  conform  to  the  rest  of  the  Order.  What 
it  has  done  in  the  past  has  been  all  and  more  than  could  have 
been  reasonably  expected,  and  certainly  the  future  is  promising. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  number  of  dispensations  granted,  and 
the  high  standing  and  character  of  those  who  are  becoming 
members,  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  rests  on  a  sure  and  firm 
foundation  in  this  State,  and  is  on  the  high  way  to  prosperity  and 
success.  From  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Chapters  that  I 
have  received,  I  am  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Order  is  prospering 
in  all  of  their  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

MISSION  OF  THE  ORDER, 

That  the  mission  of  our  Order  should  at  times  and  in  some 
localities  be  obscured,  and  controversies,  more  or  less  unpleasant,, 
arise,  is  to  be  expected ;  but  such  things  often,  if  not  always, 
result  finally  in  benefit,  although  it  may  be  difficult  to  see  beyond 
the  cloud  and  storm,  the  bright  sunshine.  Even  as  the  ocean  is 
preserved  from  stagnation  only  by  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  tides, 
and  its  being  stirred  to  its  very  depths  by  storm  and  tempest,  so 
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'  it  seems  sometimes  necessary  for  societies  to  be  agitated,  as  it 
were,  in  the  same  way,  that  neither  apathy  nor  indifference  may 
settle  down  upon  them.  No  matter  how  dark  the  clouds  may 
be  that  hover  around  us — beyond  them  all  the  king  of  day  shines 
resplendent,  and  with  patient  waiting  will  dispel  them  so  that  we 
will  both  feel  and  see  the  warmth  and  light  that  he  sheds  upon 
the  earth.  So  may  we,  as  members  of  our  beautiful  Order,  look 
beyond  all  the  dark  clouds  of  adversity  that  sometimes  hover 
around  us,  and  behold  the  bright  effulgent  star  of  our  Lord  and 
Master,  and  receive  the  warmth  and  light  of  his  love,  remember- 
ing that  it  is  our  mission  to  protect  His  poor  and  weary  pilgrims 
on  the  journey  of  life,  wherever  found. 

FINANCE. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  a  subject  twice  referred  to 
by  my  predecessor;  the  necessity  of  a  financial  basis  for  the 
Order,  broad  enough  for  it  to  rest  upon  without  any  outside  or 
extraordinary  efforts  for  its  support.  Every  chapter  ought  to 
place  its  fees  and  dues  at  a  figure  sufficiently  high  to  meet  all  its 
current  expenses  and  ordinary  charities,  without  soliciting  contri- 
butions from  its  members  for  special  objects,  or  resorting  to  any 
entertainments  as  a  means  of  raising  money;  and  until  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Order  realize  the  fact,  and  act  upon  it,  the  existence 
of  the  Chapters  will  be  uncertain,  and  the  growth  of  the  Order, 
to  some  extent,  problematical.  I  have  no  objection  to  enter- 
tainments as  a  means  of  enjoyment  or  of  raising  money  for 
worthy  objects,  but  the  existence  of  any  Chapter  should  not 
depend  upon  so  perilous  a  support.  With  fees  and  dues  placed 
at  a  proper  amount,  the  Order  will  the  sooner  command  the 
attention  and  co-operation  of  those  eligible  to  membership 
therein. 

CHARITY. 

Works  of  practical  charity  should  be  inculcated  in  every  Chap- 
ter ;  if  they  are  not,  the  Chapter  fails  in  one  of  the  principal 
objects  for  which  it  was  created,  and  may  result  in  decay,  and, 
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finally,  in  death.  Nothing  is  more  vitalizing,  or  will  bind  the 
members  more  closely  together  than  such  works.  Let  no  one 
say  there  is  no  work  of  charity  for  him  to  do,  for  around  us,  on 
every  hand,  in  every  city  and  town,  and  even  in  the  country, 
are  those  who  need  our  sympathy,  our  comfort  and  assistance. 
Let  us  not  pass  coldly  by  on  the  other  side,  when  the  poor,  that 
are  always  with  us,  are  crying,  with  outstretched  arms,  for  help. 
He  whose  star  we  follow,  said,  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive,"  and  it  only  needs  experience  to  demonstrate  this 
truth. 

THE  FUTURE 

For  the  Order  in  the  State  of  Indiana  is  full  of  promise,  and  no 
good  reason  exists  why  we  should  not  increase  both  in  number 
of  Chapters  and  membership  much  more  in  the  next  five  years, 
than  in  the  five  past.  The  prejudice  which  existed  against  the 
Order,  consequent  upon  the  loose  way  in  which  it  was  managed 
before  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  has,  in  a  measure, 
passed  away,  and  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  as  they  have  become 
better  mformed  relative  to  its  principles  and  objects,  are  more 
kindly  disposed  towards  it.

I  take  this  occasion  to  puWicly  express  my  grateful  acknowl- 
edgement to  our  able  and  efficient  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Wm. 
H.  Smythe,  for  valuable  aid  and  assistance  in  the  performance 
of  my  official  duties  during  the  past  year ;  also  to  Brothers  John 
H.  Nevius,  Grand  Chaplain,  W.  D.  Engle,  Past  Grand  Patron, 
Brother  John  J.  Sproull,  Past  Grand  Secretary  of  New  York, 
and  Brother  John  R.  Parson,  Grand  Secretary  of  Wisconsin. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  duties  devolving  upon  me  as  Grand  Patron  during  the 
past  year  have  not  been  difficult,  burdensome,  nor  hard  to  bear, 
but  on  the  contrary  have  been  pleasant  and  agreeable  ;  pleasant, 
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in  placing  me  in  more  intimate  relation  with  the  membership  of 
the  Order,  and  agreeable,  that  I  have  been  enabled  to  witness 
its  prosperity.  In  retiring  from  the  honorable  position  to  which 
you  elected  me  one  year  ago,  I  return  you  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  that  has  been  extended  to 
me,  and  sincerely  hope  you  will  all  live  to  witness  our  beautiful 
Order  become  more  extended  in  its  usefulness,  and  its  principles^ 
more  widely  disseminated.

addreSkS  of  the  grand  matron. 

Sister  Nettie  Ransford,  Grand  Matron,  read  and  subnnit- 
ted  the  following,  being  her  annual  address,  to-wit: 

Sisters  and  Brothers  :  Again  do  the  bright  spring  days  call 
the  laborers  together.  And  as  I  look  into  the  earnest  famiUar 
faces  before  me,  and  clasp  the  hands  of  those  with  whom  I  have 
worked  for  the  past  six  years,  I  can  scarcely  realize  that  another 
year  is  added  to  our  lives,  and  to  the  history  of  this  Grand- 
Chapter.  And  there  are  new  ones  come  among  us,  to  whom  it 
gives  me  pleasure  to  bid  a  hearty  welcome,  and  I  trust  they  may 
ever  be  found  in  the  ranks  of  the  faithful. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  future  prosperity  of  our  Order,  in  this 
jurisdiction,  is  fully  assured  by  the  large  and  increased  attendance 
at  our  annual  re-unions,  and  the  birth  of  these  new  stars  which 
are  being  yearly  added  to  our  constellation. 

These  yearly  gatherings,  are  to  us,  not  only  seed  time,  but  also 
harvest,  for  we  reap  from  the  last  year's  sowing,  and  they  who 
follow,  must,  as  ourselves,  glean  from  ours. 

How  very  important  then  that  good  seeds  be  sown.  Seeds  of 
truth  and  love,  and  that  they  be  watered  by  the  kindly  acts  of  a 
Ruth  or  an  Electa,  faithfully  believing  that  we  shall  reap  if  we 
faint  not. 
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The  great  Harvester  stopped  by  the  way-side  and  gathered 
from  the  Subordinates  some  of  their  brightest  jewels.  And  the 
"golden  chain"  of  this  Grand  Chapter  is  broken. 

On  October  lo,  1879,  R^^'-  B^*^-  J^^^  Leach  was  called  from 
the  trials  of  this  world  to  the  rest  in  the  home  beyond.  He  was 
one  of,  if  not  the  pioneer  of  our  Order,  in  this  jurisdiction,  and 
was  a  zealous  worker. 

On  March  24,  t88o,  Mary  Ellen  Burnett,  the  wife  of  our 
Associate  Grand  Patron,  passed  from  the  ills  of  this  life — where 
for  so  many  weary  months  she  was  a  patient  sufferer — to  join  the 
happy  throng  beyond  the  river.  She  was  a  member  of  our 
Grand  Chapter  at  its  organization,  and  by  her  death  the  Order 
loses  an  earnest  worker,  and  I  a  faithful  and  tried  friend. 

Only  a  short  year  ago,  when  the  clouds  settled  over  ^7?vr  home, 
from  each  of  these  came  messages  of  sympathy  and  love — and 
now  they  too  are  numbered  with  the  dead, — but  "blesse#are  the 
dead  who  die  m  the  Lord,  for  they  rest  from  their  labors." 

Our  Sister  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont  was  called  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  one  of  its  most  faithful  and  efficient  members,  in  the 
person  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Sister  Josephine  S.  Woodruff 
Stillson,  who  departed  this  Ufe  February  18,  1880,  after  a  brief 
illness. 

"They  who  die  in  Christ  are  bless'd, — 
Ours  be,  then,  no  thought  of  grieving  ! 
Sweetly  with  their  God  they  rest, 
All  their  toils  and  troubles  leaving. 

So  be  ours  the  faith  that  saveth, 

Hope  that  every  trial  braveth. 

Love  that  to  the  end  endureth, 

And  through  Christ,  the  crown  secureth!" 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

On  April  22,  I  appointed  Brother  E.  W.  High  as  special 
deputy,  to  install  the  officers  of  Esther  Chapter  No.  37,  and 
Brookville  Chapter  No.  40,  which  he  did  in  May. 
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On  the  same  day  I  appointed  Rev.  Brother  J.  H.  Nevius  as 
special  deputy  to  install  the  officers  of  Elkhart  Chapter.  All  were 
duly  installed,  except  the  Worthy  Matron,  who  from  ill-health  was 
not  able  to  be  installed  during  the  term  of  her  appointment. 

Brother  Edward  Walker  was  appointed  as  special  deputy  to 
install  the  officers  of  Rose  Chapter  No.  36,  which  he  did  on 
May  ist.  .  . 

On  June  13th  I  installed  most  of  the  officers  of  Danville 
Chapter  No.  39,  but  through  sickness  some  were  unable  to  be 
present,  and  I  deputized  Brother  S.  W.  Steele  to  install  the 
remaining  ones. 

On  December  28th,  I  appointed  L.  E.  McReynolds,  as  special 
deputy,  to  install  the  officers  of  Rose  Chapter  No.  36.  In  a 
recent  letter  the  Worthy  Matron  says:  "On  the  night  of 
February  22,  Brother  McReynolds  was  taken  violently  ill  and 
died  on  the  24th.  He  was  one  of  our  truest  members,  and  Rose 
Chapter  mourns  that  the  first  link  of  its  "golden  chain  has 
fallen  away  in  death."  Sister  McReynolds,  at  the  time  of  her 
husband's  death,  was  dangerously  ill,  and  for  days  was  uncon- 
scious of  the  great  affliction  that  had  befallen  her. 

On  January  2  2d,  I  visited  CUnton  Chapter,  and  by  invitation 
installed  its  officers,  our  Past  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Price  acting 
as  Grand  Marshal. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

I  have  granted  dispensations  for  special  elections  to  the  fol- 
lowing Chapters:  Electa  No.  12,  Olive  Branch  No.  13,  Clayton 
No.  16,  Jonesboro  No.  21,  Bourbon  No.  28,  Friendship  No.  32, 
Danville  No.  39,  and  Elkhart  No.  38. 

DECISIONS. 

Question.  Is  a  half-sister  eligible  to  membership  in  our  Chapter  ? 
Answer.    No.    See  section  5,  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Government  of  Subordinate  Chapters. 
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Question.  Is  it  lawful  to  make  affidavit  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  any  other  legal  tribunal,  and  this  be  taken  in  or  as 
evidence  in  case  of  a  trial? 

Answer.  Except  the  affidavit  be  a  part  of  a  record  of  a  case 
in  which  the  accused  was  found  guilty  in  a  civil  court,  it  is  inad- 
missible. ■■    •   ':  '■■ '  ■ 

Question.  Can  a  Chapter  grant  a  dimit,  conditioned  upon  a 
subsequent  payment  of  dues? 

Answer.    The  conditional  granting  of  a  dimit  is  void. 

Question.  If  the  Worthy  Matron  of  a  Chapter  dimit,  how  can 
her  place  be  filled? 

Answer.  "By  a  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Matron,  the  mem- 
bers being  summoned  for  that  purpose."    Section  3. 

Adah  Chapter  asked  that  a  dispensation  be  granted  them,  to 
install  officers  on  Saturday,  January  3,  1880;  but  as  the  law 
requires  that  the  officers  be  installed  on  or  before  the  stated 
meeting  following  their  election,  and  Thursday,  January  i,  being 
the  time  for  said  stated  meeting,  I  was  unable  to  grant  their 
request. 

Several  other  questions  have  been  submitted  to  me  for  deci- 
sion, but  they  were  not  of  sufficient  importance  to  report. 

VISITATIONS. 

I  have  always  felt,  and  have  advocated,  that  official  visits  to 
the  subordinate  Chapters  would  be  very  helpful  to  both  visitor 
and  visited,  and  when  you  called  me  to  the  position  I  occupy, 
I  promised  myself  to  visit  all  that  was  possible. 

In  June,  while  a  guest  of  our  Associate  Grand  Patron,  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  meeting  with  the  members  of  Minerva  Chapter 
No.  15,  at  a  Martha  Washington  Tea  Party,  which  was  very 
pleasant,  and  almost  led  one  to  think  that  they  were  really 
among  the  people  of  "ye  olden  time." 

In  July,  in  response  to  an  urgent  request  from  the  Worthy  Pa- 
tron and  Worthy  Matron  of  Allen  Chapter  No.  7,  I  paid  them  a 
visit,  the  Chapter  bearing  my  expenses. 
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The  months  of  August  and  September  were  spent  in  the  north 
part  of  the  State.  I  found  most  of  the  Chapters  taking  a  vaca- 
tion— very  unhealthy  things,  by  the  way — but  when  they  learned 
of  my  nearness  to  them,  they  called  Specials  to  welcome  me.  • 

I  had  hoped  for  the  company  of  our  Grand  Patron  on  these 
visits,  and  was  greatly  disappointed  that  business  prevented  his 
giving  the  time.  At  this  time  I  visited  Rolling  Prairie,  New 
Carlisle,  South  Bend,  Elkhart,  Bourbon  and  Plymouth,  and 
from  the  hearty  welcome  given  me,  and  the  seemingly  in- 
creased earnestness  on  the  part  of  the  Chapters,  my  desire  for 
further  visits  was  intensified. 

When  the  bright  October  days  came,  and  all  nature  was  don- 
ning her  richest  apparel,  in  company  with  Sister  Mary  E.  Engle, 
of  Queen  Esther,  I  turned  my  journeyings  toward  the  homes  of 
Sister  Jennie  B.  Phelps,  Associate  Grand  Matron,  and  Sister  Ida 
Hodler,  Grand  Treasurer.  I  had  often  wondered  why  this  part 
of  our  State  was  called  "  The  Pocket,"  but  I  wonder  no  more, 
for  in  all  my  experiences  I  have  never  found  a  pocket  more 
bountifully  filled,  or  more  freely  opened.  Verily,  there  were 
many  Electas  among  them,  who  ran  out  hastily  to  meet  us,  and 
refreshed  us  for  our  journey. 

Upon  reaching  Evansville,  and  the  members  of  Centennial 
Chapter  learning  that  I  desired  to  visit  Friendship  Chapter  on 
the  following  evening,  about  twenty  of  them  accompanied  me, 
by  ^' Geiger's  overland  route,"  to  Newburgh,  situated  about  ten 
miles  up  the  Ohio  river,  where  we  found  the  members  of  Friend- 
ship awaiting  our  coming. 

After  the  ritual  work  of  the  Chapter,  which  was  exceedingly 
well  done,  the  time  was  given  to  social  enjoyment.  On  the 
evening  of  my  visit  to  Centennial  Chapter,  an  equally  large  dele- 
gation from  Friendship  Chapter  came  down  to  return  the  com- 
pliment. As  there  were  many  present  who  had  never  witnessed 
the  Initiation,  as  given  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  the  de- 
grees were  worked,  and  the  unanimous  expression  from  them, 
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was  one  of  increased  interest  for  the  more  beautiful  and  im- 
pressive ceremony. 

Wlien  I  went  to  view  the  brightness  of  our  Sunbeam,  I 
was  accompanied  by  Sister  Phelps,  Associate  Grand  Matron, 
Si  er  Hodler,  Grand  Treasurer,  S.ster  Foulks  of  Centenntal 
and  Sister  Engle,  of  Queen  Esther.  Three  days  were  spent 
tvith  ?em,  and  certainly  more  could  not  have  been  done  for  our 
enjoyment. 

On  our  way  homeward,  with  Si.ters  Hodler  and  Engle  I 
stopped  at  Patoka,  and  looked  in  on  our  Sisters  of  Columbia 
Chapter,  and  as  they  had  never  seen  the  more  perfect  and  greatly 
beautified  ceremony  of  initiation  which  we  now  have,  we  worked 
the  degrees  for  them,  and  they  seemed  to  gather  new  zeal,  and 
I  had  lopes  for  a  revival  among  them.  I  sincerely  regret  that 
the  brK^htness  was  only  for  a  time,  as  the  Worthy  Matron  wntes 
me  that  she  is  too  much  discouraged  to  try  farther. 

Still  nearer  home,  we  spent  the  evening  very  pleasandy  with 
the  members  of  Staunton  Chapter. 

Ir,  November,  while  visiting  our  Grand  Patron  anS  his  estima- 
ble wife,  I  again  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Plymouth  Chapter 
at  a  stated  communication. 

On  March  17th,  by  invitation  of  the  Worthy  Patron  and 
Worthy  Matron,  I  visited  Minerva  Chapter.  But  we  sadly  missed 
the  face  of  one  who  was  always  first  to  welcome  us,  and  we  could 
not  think  that  so  soon  we  should  be  called  to  follow  her  to  her 
last  resting  place. 

The  evening  of  March  1 8th  was  spent  at  Riley  Chapter,  which 
asked  for  a  second  visit,  paying  my  expenses,  as  many  of  its 
members  were  sick  at  the  time  of  my  first  visit.  This  visit 
Tad  been  in  contemplation  for  some  time,  and  was  on  y  delayed 
topinrL  better  weather.  It  requires  considerable  interest  in 
one's  Chapter  to  come,  as  many  of  their  members  did,  several 
miles  over  roads  almost  impassable. 

On  the  twenty-third  of  March,  I  visited  Lebanon  Chapter, 
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and,  as  has  always  been  the  case,  the  visit  was  one  of  pleasure, 
and  the  Chapter  work  admirably  done.  All  the  regular  officers 
did  their  work  from  memory,  and  the  expression  of  a  sister, 
who  for  the  first  time  saw  the  work  of  our  new  Ritual,  was — 
"How  much  more  beautiful  the  new  work  is,  and  the  obligation 
is  so  much  more  impressive.  Indeed,  the  old  is  as  nothing 
beside  it."  On  the  last  three  visits,  I  was  accompanied  by 
members  of  Queen  Esther  Chapter. 

The  names  of  other  Chapters  were  on  my  visiting  Hst,  and 
but  for  sickness  in  my  family  much  of  the  new  year  would  have 
been  given  to  visiting  Chapters.  Most  sincerely  do  I  regret  my 
utter  inability  to  fulfill  my  promises  to  Sister  Morrow,  Worthy 
Matron  of  Rose  Chapter,  and  Brother  High,  Worthy  Patron  of 
Adah  Chapter.  But  to  those  Chapters  with  whom  I  have  not 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting,  let  me  say  that  my  interest  in  the 
work  will  not  expire  with  my  term  of  oflfice,  and  I  shall  be  glad 
to  visit  them,  and  always  ready  to  assist  them  in  anything  for 
the  ''good  of  the  Order." 

Twice  have  arrangements  been  perfected  for  a  visit  to  Clayton 
Chapter,  but  unforeseen  circumstances  arose  to  prevent,  very 
greatly  to  our  regret,  for  visits  there  are  always  pleasant. 

I  went  to  visit  Olive  Branch  Chapter,  but  owing  to  a  misun. 
derstanding  I  did  not  get  there  on  the  day  of  the  meeting.  As 
they  had  held  no  election  for  1880,  I  left  them  a  dispensation, 
and  have  since  learned  that  they  elected  and  installed  their 
officers.    I  trust  the  revival  may  be  permanent. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at  the  organization  of 
Terre  Haute  Chapter,  and  from  the  deep  interest  manifested,  I 
bespeak  for  them  good  and  efficient  work. 

Most  especially  has  my  interest  and  thought  gone  out  to  those 
Chapters  which  were  once  bright  lights,  but  have  grown  dim 
from  disuse,  until  they  are  known  to  us  only  in  name.  Hoping 
to  bring  them  together  again,  I  wrote  them  sometimes  three  and 
four  letters  before  an  answer  came;  and  then  offered  to  go  to 
them  at  any  time  and  assist  them  in  the  work,  feeUng  that  if  but 
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one  remained  who  really  desired  to  work,  there  was  hope  for 
them.  And  still  I  must  tell  you  that  most  of  them  made  no 
effort  toward  resuscitation,  in  view  of  which  I  feel  that  dead 
branches  should  be  cut  off. 

Some  time  since  the  Worthy  Matron  of  New  Carlisle  Chapter 
wrote  me,  saying  they  were  so  deeply  in  debt  she  feared  that 
they  must  give  up,  which  she  disliked  to  do.  I  wrote  her  that 
if  the  home  indebtedness  could  be  arranged,  I  would  gladly 
recommend  to  this  Grand  Body  that  their  Grand  Chapter  dues 
be  remitted. 

In  June  last,  while  in  Chicago,  the  guest  of  Sister  Pitkin, 
Past  Right  Worthy  Grand  Matron,  of  IlUnois,  and  in  company 
with  Sister  Jennie  E.  Mathews,  Grand  Lecturer,  of  Iowa,  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  attending  the  reunion  of  Miriam  Chapter,  where 
I  met  very  large  delegations  from  the  three  sister  Chapters  of 
that  city,  also  many  of  the  Grand  Officers.  The  work  was  most 
acceptably  done,  and  I  could  but  wish  that  many  more  might 
have  enjoyed  the  rare  treat  which  svas  mine.  As  your  Grand 
Matron,  I  received  a  most  cordial  welcome. 

I  also  met  with  Queen  Esther  Chapter,  and  attended  an  enter- 
tainment given  by  Lady  Washington  Chapter. 

An  invitation  was  sent  me  to  attend  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Illinois,  but  I  was  unable  to  leave  home  at  that  time. 

My  visits  to  the  subordinate  Chapters  only  confirmed  the 
already  deeply-rooted  idea  that  one  of  the  two  principal  officers 
should  make  yearly  visits,  and  to  suggest,  nay,  urge  it  upon  you, 
that  at  this  session  you  make  some  provision  for  it.  Each  year 
have  your  officers  recommended  it  in  their  addresses,  and  each 
year  has  the  Grand  Chapter  closed  without  making  suitable 
provisions  for  such  visits.  From  my  larger  experience  and 
observation  of  the  past  year,  I  am  led  to  ask  that  this  duty  be 
given  to  the  Grand  Matron,  and  from  the  fact  that  the  work  of 
our  Chapters  is  mostly  in  the  hands  of  the  sisters,  and  the  one 
they  have  selected  as  their  leader  seems  best  fitted  for  such  a 
<iuty.    Besides  it  brings  her  in  direct  communication  with  the 
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Worthy  Matrons  of  the  Chapters,  and  as  she  has  occupied  a  Hke 
position,  she  can  the  more  easily  be  to  them  a  true  helper. 

Considerable  extra  trouble  is  yearly  given  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary by  the  failure  of  the  secretaries  of  the  subordinates  in  send- 
ing in  their  reports  at  the  proper  time.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
Worthy  Matrons  to  see  that  this  be  done.  The  law  is  plain 
upon  this  subject,  and  should  not  be  disobeyed. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER.  ' 

I  think  that  the  prospects  of  our  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  are 
brightening,  and  though  we  may  not  be  increasing  in  member- 
ship very  largely,  we  are  growing  in  favor,  and  the  Chapters  are 
learning  that  they  can  not  live  without  funds,  and  are  looking 
more  closely  into  the  collection  of  their  dues.  This  slackness 
in  regard  to  pecuniary  affairs  of  our  Chapters  has  much  to  do 
with  their  lack  of  success;  and  I  would  urge  those  who  are 
starting  to  avoid  trouble  by  promptly  collecting  their  dues,  and 
requiring  a  sufficiently  large  initiation  fee  to  enable  them  to  live 
without  being  obliged  to  raise  funds  in  other  ways. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

I  have  written  in  the  interests  of  the  Order  nearly  three  hun- 
dred letters,  and  mostly  in  our  own  State.  I  had  hoped  to  have 
at  least  exchanged  ideas  with  the  Grand  Matrons  of  other  juris- 
dictions, but  I  found  my  time  so  occupied  with  home  corre- 
spondence that  little  was  left  for  elsewhere.  However,  my 
communications  to  other  jurisdictions  have  met  with  a  prompt 
response,  for  which  I  return  sincere  thanks  to  those  to  whom  I 
am  indebted. 

In  this  connection,  let  me  say  to  the  Worthy  Matrons  that 
promptness  is  very  essential  in  all  things  pertaining  to  your 
Chapter  work,  and  especially  should  you  reply  to  a  communica- 
tion promptly.  I  found  the  neglect  of  this  quite  a  hindrance  in 
my  work,  as  I  have  at  times  written  several  letters  before  an 
answer  could  be  gotten.  This  fault  is  seldom  chargeable  to  a 
brother,  and  I  trust  this  hint  may  bring  the  desired  result. 
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Through  my  correspondence  with  the  Worthy  Matrons  I  have 
derived  much  help  and  pleasure,  and  their  words  of  love  and 
encouragement  will  ever  be  held  in  loving  remembrance. 


RITUAL. 


It  has  been  my  privilege,  ever  since  I  have  been  a  member  of 
the  Order,  to  know  much  of  its  workings  throughout  our  own 
and  sister  States:  and  when  from  Mississippi  came  the  call  to 
join  hands  in  the  good  work,  and  give  to  the  Order  what  all  who 
were  working  for  its  permanency  so  greatly  desired— a  uniform 
Ritual— I  hailed  it  with  deUght  as  an  omen  that  we  were  to  live, 
knowing  full  well  that  if  the  work  were  to  go  on  as  we  had  been 
trying,  it  must  die  of  its  own  weight— the  weight  of  taxation— 
from  the  purchase  of  a  different  Ritual  every  few  months.  But 
now  through  the  efforts  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  we  have 
that' which  alone  will  make  the  Order  what  we  desire  it  shall 
be— a  permanent  organization;  for  wherever  the  light  of  our 
star  rests,  there  we  find  the  same  work,  and  more  fully  realize 
that  we  are  of  one  family,  whether  we  be  East  or  West,  North 
or  South. 

As  I  take  a  backward  glance,  I  wonder  that  we  survived 
the  ills  of  infancy,  with  our  varied  and  imperfect  instructions. 
Truly,  it  was  the  work  of  a  Ruth— gleaning  here  a  litde  and 
there  a  little— to  be  a  laborer  in  the  fields  then:  for  there  were 
several  different  Rituals,  compiled  by  as  many  different  individ- 
uals—Brother Tatem's  being  the  oldest.    Besides  there  were 
additions  made  to  the  originals  by  several  Grand  Chapters,  but 
through  them  all  shone  the  Star  of  Bethlehem,  until  finally  mdi- 
vidual  differences  were  buried  beneath  the  more  noble  love  for 
the  whole,  and  out  of  this  love  came  our  new  Ritual.  What 
wonder,  then,  that  it  grew  more  beautiful  and  perfect!  And 
surely  the  readiness  with  which  it  has  been  adopted  wherever  it 
is  known,  is  sufficient  evidence  of  its  superiority  over  the  others, 
and  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  all  true  followers  to  show  their 
appreciation  therefor. 
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In  my  round  of  official  visits,  many  things  came  to  my  notice 
to  which  I  shall  call  your  attention,  hoping  that  they  may  be 
placed  in  memory's  note-book  for  future  reference. 

I  found  very  few  prepared  to  render  the  work  independent  of 
the  Ritual.  This  ought  not  so  to  be.  The  first  duty  of  an  officer 
should  be  to  memorize  her  work,  for  only  in  this  way  can  it  be 
acceptably  done.  Make  it  a  work  of  the  heart  as  well  as  the 
lips,  and  it  must  shine  forth  in  your  lives.  Be  at  your  Chap- 
ter room  in  time  for  the  opening,  that  the  work  may  move 
smoothly,  and  the  labor  of  your  Worthy  Matron  made  easier  by 
the  promptness  of  her  associate  officers.  If  the  proper  officers 
are  absent,  and  others  be  needed  to  serve  in  their  stead,  the 
effort  of  committing  the  opening  is  very  slight,  and  if  one  will, 
can  be  easily  done. 

How  very  true  that  upon  the  Worthy  Matron  the  prosperity 
of  the  Chapter  gi^eatly  depends.  While  it  is  an  honor  to  be 
selected  from  the  many  by  the  brothers  and  sisters,  it  is  a  re- 
sponsible charge,  and  should  only  be  accepted  in  the  resolve 
that  the  work  be  done  "in  the  spirit  of  faith  and  prayer."  She 
should  be  the  embodiment  of  punctuality,  and  the  interests  of 
her  Chapter  should  be  her  interests.  Above  all,  the  work  should 
never  be  done  in  a  hurried  and  careless  manner,  as  though  it 
were  simply  done  for  the  doing. 

The  desire  came  to  me  from  so  many  that  the  work  be  exem- 
plified at  this  session  of  our  Grand  Chapter,  that,  knowing  of 
nothing  to  come  before  the  Grand  Chapter  of  greater  interest, 
and  feeling  that  it  might  and  would  be  of  benefit,  I  wrote  the 
Grand  Officers  asking  them  to  memorize  their  work,  and  in 
every  instance  came  the  response,  "I  will;"  which  was  a  very 
pleasant  return,  and  I  trust  the  action  may  meet  your  approval. 
I  trust  it  will  be  the  pleasure  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  place  the 
installation  of  the  officers  and  the  constitution  of  new  Chapters 
into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Patron.  His  duties  are  light,  and 
it  seems  that  inasmuch  as  the  organization  is  his,  it  is  but  com- 
pleting his  work;  while  the  work  of  the  Grand  Matron,  as  the 
Order  grows,  is  increasing. 
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GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER. 


Very  much  has  been  said  of  the  "good  of  the  Order,"  and 
yet  much  more  may  be  said.  Is  it  not  better  that  we  do,  as  well 
as  say,  beautiful  things?  Work  is  what  we  need— real,  earnest 
work;  and  the  Chapter  that  is  not  systematically  domg  some 
charitable  work,  is  missing  a  golden  opportunity  for  its  own  ad- 
vancement and  prosperity,  for  everywhere  along  Hfe's  pathway 
are  opportunities  for  doing  good.  There  are  beautiful  flowers 
crushed  to  earth  that,  if  we  pass  by  on  the  other  side,  may 
droop  and  die,  but  if  lifted  up  and  watered  will  Hve  and  bloom. 
Human  flowers  need  much  the  same  care,  as  every  lesson  in  our 
Ritual  teaches  us.  We  too  often  withhold  expressing  the  love 
that  we  bear  each  other,  lest  we  give  more  than  we  receive, 
seemingly  forgetting  that  ''it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive." 


CONCLUSION. 


When  a  year  ago,  the  responsibilities  which  accompany  the 
honor  of  the  office  of  Grand  Matron  were  intrusted  to  my 
keeping,  I  had  many  misgivings  as  to  my  ability  to  acceptably 
perform  the  work.  But  I  have  given  you  of  my  best;  more  I 
could  not  do.  My  most  earnest  and  heartfelt  desire  has  been 
to  promote  and  increase  peace  and  harmony  within  our  borders, 
and  to  this  end  I  have  labored. 

I  thank  you  for  the  more  than  cordial  manner  with  which  I 
have  been  received  by  you  at  your  Chapters;  the  Grand  Patron, 
for  his  every  ready  advice  and  assistance;  the  Grand  Secretary, 
who  has  done  his  utmost  that  the  work  should  move  smoothly; 
and  the  many  ready  hands,  and  wiUing,  loving  hearts  that  have 
helped  to  make  the  year  to  me,  as  your  Grand  Matron,  one  to 
be  remembered  with  deepest  gratitude.

FIFTH  ANNUAL  REVIEW. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE 


INTRODUCTORY. 

Having  been  the  pioneer  in  the  presentation  of  a  Correspon- 
dence Report  to  any  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order,  we  have 
watched  the  increasing  interest  which  such  reports  have  helped 
to  foster,  with  satisfaction ;  and  when  called  upon  to  again  fill 
the  position,  after  a  four  years'  respite,  we  only  regretted  that  we 
did  not  have  more  time  to  devote  to  the  work.  As  it  is,  it  has 
been  the  result  of  gleaning  here  a  little,  and  there  a  little,  from 
a  somewhat  busy  life,  and  is  submitted  to  the  tender  mercies  of 
our  brother  and  sister  reviewers,  with  the  hope  that  it  will  con- 
tribute, at  least  a  Uttle,  to  the  promotion  of  the  good  of  the 
Order. 

ARKANSAS,  1879. 

The  fourth  annual  session  was  held  in  Odd  Fellows'  Hall, 
Searcy,  October  14.  Present,  seven  Grand  Officers  and  thirteen 
delegates  from  six  Chapters.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron 
is  elaborate  and  interesting.  Evidently,  however,  she  is  not 
fully  conversant  with  the  history  of  the  Order,  for  she  asks  per- 
mission to  ascribe  honor  to  one  who  has,  by  many  and  numer- 
ous acts,  shown  that  he  does  not  honor  himself. 

Receipts,  $34.25.    No  disbursements. 

The  Grand  Chapter  resolved  to  elect  a  Grand  Orator,  to  de- 
liver an  address  at  the  installation  of  officers,  on  the  objects  of 
the  Order,  and  Brother  J.  M.  Mallett  was  elected  to  fill  the  office. 
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A  new  form  of  constitution  was  adopted,  which  provides  for  a 
conjoint  executive  head.  How  it  is  going  to  work,  practically, 
we  cannot  see  ;  and  if  difference  of  opinion  should  arise  between 
the  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Patron — and  we  will  admit,  pri- 
vately, that  we  have  known  of  such  occurrences — we  fear  there 
would  be  confusion  worse  confounded. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  J.  M.  Mal- 
lett,  and  is  good.  Indiana,  for  last  year,  is  noticed.  We  could 
not,  of  course,  quote  the  nice  things  he  says  about  us.    He  says: 

"We  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  no  distant  day  when  every 
Grand  Chapter  will  yield  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  adopt 
its  Ritual,  and  that  the  work  will  be  the  same  in  every  State,  county  and 
town  from  Maine  to  California,  and  from  the  Lakes  of  the  North  to  the 
the  orange  groves  of  Louisiana." 

The  proceedings  close  with  an  excellent  essay  upon  the  designs 
of  the  Order,  by  Brother  Ben.  B.  Bradley.

CAI^IFOKXIA,  1878—1879. 

1878.  The  sixth  annual  session  commenced  at  San  Francisco, 
October  14 ;  twenty  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers  and  fifty-three 
representatives  of  twenty-six  Chapters  present. 

The  Grand  Secretary  has  a  very  neat  and  business-like  way 
of  getting  up  the  prooceedings,  which  make  them  in  many 
respects  a  model ;  but  we  would  like  it  better  if  she  would  tell 
us  at  the  commencement  where  and  when  the  Grand  Chapter 
met;  and  also  if  she  would  not  sometimes  fail  to  tell  us  what 
disposition  was  made  of  resolutions  and  reports  offered.  Few 
who  have  not  had  experience  appreciate  the  abiHty  and  labor 
required  to  make  an  efficient  secretary,  and  Sister  Wood  comes 
so  near  perfection  in  that  way  that  we  are  sure  she  will  accept 
the  suggestions,  as  they  are  made  in  kindness. 
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The  Grand  Patron,  R.  C.  Gaskill,  in  an  able  address,  fully 
reviewed  the  action  of  his  Grand  Chapter  from  the  commence- 
ment, in  relation  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  suggested 
the  wisdom  of  coming  into  harmony  and  uniformity  with  the 
rest  of  the  Order,  which  ttie  Grand  Chapter,  by  formal  action, 
endorsed  by  adoption  of  the  RituaL 

Charters  were  granted  for  the  organization  of  four  Chapters. 

Mrs.  Annie  E.  Douglass,  Grand  Matron,  in  an  interesting 
address,  gave  a  report  of  the  condition  of  twenty-two  Chapters 
which  had  been  officially  visited  by  her.  . 

What  to  think  of  it  we  don't  exactly  know,  but  it  is  a  fact 
that  must  be  recorded  that  the  Grand  Chapter  abolished  the 
office  of  Grand  Lecturer.  We  are  well  aware  how  little  official 
duty  usually  falls  upon  the  shoulders  of  a  Grand  Lecturer,  but 
we  had  hoped  that  as  California  had  placed  the  mantle  upon  a 
sister  it  would  prove  more  useful,  but  as  it  has  not,  we  are  not 
sure  but  every  Grand  Chapter  would  do  well  to  follow  in  the 
lead  of  the  golden  State. 

A  Chapter,  upon  the  eve  of  surrendering  its  charter  at  its 
last  meeting,  by  resolution,  remitted  the  dues  of  all  delinquent 
members,  and  directed  the  Secretary  to  balance  their  account, 
which  the  Secretary  did.  ^  ■ 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  severely  condemned  the 
members  for  their  action,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  approved  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Secretary  in  refusing  dimits  to  the  late 
members  thereof. 

The  correspondence  report  was  from  the  experienced  pen  of 
Brother  Whitcher ;  a  portion  of  it  was  stricken  out  by  vote  of 
the  Grand  Chapter.  Indiana  for  1878  receives  extended  notice. 
Copious  extracts  are  made  and  commended  from  the  addresses 
of  the  Grand  Officers,  and  Sister  Comstock  is  highly  but  truth- 
fully complimented.  He  rises  to  a  personal  explanation  in  response 
to  the  remarks  of  our  Committee  on  Correspondence,  but  such 
a  long  time  has  elapsed,  and  the  subsequent  action  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  was  such,  that  it  has  ceased  to  be  a  vital  subject. 
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The  Chairman,  Sister  Ransford,  is  spoken  of  ''as  a  lady  and 
sister  whom  I  hold  in  the  highest  estimation." 

1879. — October  20th.  Twenty-four  Grand  and  Past  Grand 
Officers,  and  seventy-two  representatives  from  twenty-four  Chap- 
ters present.  The  proceedings  occupy  no  pages,  and  are  as 
usual,  well  arranged  and  neatly  printed. 

Among  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Patron,  Brother  1.  J.  Rolfe, 
approved  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  are  the  following : 

"  Question.    \Yhen  balloting  for  candidates,  must  the  Sentinel  ballot? 
Answer.  Yes. 

"  Question.    If  a   Mason  dimit  from  his  Lodge,  and  die  within  six 
months,  may  his  widow  be  admitted? 
^'■Answer.  Yes." 

Two  dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  Chapters. 
He  also  very  wisely  says  : 

'•The  fee  for  the  degrees,  as  established  by  the  constitution  first  adopted 
in  this  jurisdiction,  was  five  dollars.  Subsequently  the  minimum  fee  was 
reduced  to  three  dollars.  In  my  judgment,  this  was  a  move  in  the  wrong 
direction.  If  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Order  are  worth  anything, 
a  higher  valuation  than  the  last  named  sum  should  be  fixed  for  them." 

Sister  Fena  W.  Ford,  Grand  ]Matron,  visited  twenty-nine 
Chapters,  and  gives  an  interesting  account  of  their  condition. 
Should  not  every  Grand  Chapter  make  provision  for  official  visi- 
tations ?  If  CaUfornia,  with  her  large  domain  and  scattered 
Chapters,  finds  that  the  expense  is  justifiable,  surely  Indiana  can 
well  afford  it.  Sister  Ford's  address  is  able  and  interesting,  and 
shows  that  she  has  been  no  idle  "looker-on  in  Vienna." 

Revenue  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  $1,368.11;  balance  in 
Treasury,  $517.51. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  seems  to  have 
been  busy.  A  sister  asked  for  and  was  granted  a  dimit,  subse- 
quently she  petitioned  the  same  Chapter  for  affiliation  and  was 
duly  elected,  and  the  result  declared  by  the  Matron  presiding, 
and  her  name  was  reported  to  the  Grand  Chapter  as  a  member, 
and  dues  paid  accordingly,  and  she  served  on  committees  of  the 
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Chapter  on  various  occasions  and  had  paid  dues  to  the  Chapter, 
but  had  not  signed  the  By-Laws  of  the  Chapter  a  second  time. 
Eighteen  months  after  the  sister  was  elected  the  question  of  her 
membership  was  raised,  and  the  Matron  decided  that  she  was  not 
a  member  of  the  Chapter  until  she  had  again  signed  the  By-Laws. 
The  committee  reported,  recommending  that  the  decision  be  not 
sustained,  but  the  Grand  Chapter  recommitted  the  report  with 
*  instructions  to  the  committee  to  report  sustaining  the  decision, 
which  it  did,  and  the  second  report  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  33 
to  15.  We  have  not  a  copy  of  the  Chapter's  By-Laws,  but  the 
decision  of  the  Grand  Chapter  strikes  us  as  somewhat  peculiar. 

"R.  C.  Gaskill,  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  made  a 
report,  and  by  order  of  the  Grand  Patron  was  allowed  to  keep  his  report 
for  further  additions  before  publication." 

That  is  all  there  is  to  account  for  its  non-appearance.  We 
regret  its  absence,  for,  judging  from  the  emenations  we  have 
seen  from  the  pen  of  our  worthy  brother,  we  are  sure  it  would 
be  a  profit  to  peruse  it. 

An  appropriation  was  made  toward  the  payment  of  expenses 
of  a  delegate  to  attend  the  next  session  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.    It  was 

'■^Resolved,  That  any  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  who  has 
not  been  a  member  of  any  Chapter  for  six  months,  or  paid  dues  regularly 
to  the  Chapter  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  or  she  may  reside,  shall  not  be 
considered  in  good  standing,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  visit  any  Chap- 
ter, or  receive  any  benefits  of  the  Order." 

The  by-laws  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  were  amended  to  read : 

"Every  person,  upon  receiving  the  degrees  in  their  Chapter  or  elected 
as  an  affiliating  member,  shall  sign  the  by-laws  to  constitute  them  mem- 
bers thereof"

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CONNECTICUT,  1879. 

The  sixth  annual  session  was  held  at  Hartford,  on  October  8, 
1879.  Twenty-nine  Grand  Officers  and  permanent  members, 
and  thirty-one  representatives  of  seventeen  Chapters,  were  m 
attendance,  besides  Brother  Limb,  ^lost  Worthy  Grand  Patron, 
and  Brother  J.  J.  Sproull,  of  New  York,  as  visitors. 

The  addresses  are  brief,  but  to  the  point. 

We  are  unable  to  give  the  financial  statistics  definitely.  The 
report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  receipts  $248.55.  In  that 
of  the  Grand  Treasurer  they  are  footed  $248.65:  but  the  report 
as  printed  really  foots  $249.15.  Disbursements— Grand  Secre- 
tary's report,  $169.81;  Grand  Treasurer's  report,  $204.15;  bal- 
ance, $44- 40- 

On  the  question  of  a  hailing  sign,  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence very  wisely  reported  that  they  believed  the  adoption  of  a 
common  sign,  by  which  members  may  be  known  to  the  Masonic 
fraternity,  to  be  impracticable,  and  in  this  opinion  the  Grand 
Chapter  concurred. 

Two  charters  were  granted  to  new  Chapters. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  report  a  revised  constitution  at 
the  next  annual  meeting. 

The  correspondence  report  is  from  the  pen  of  our  good  sister, 
Miss  Kate  L.  Tuttle.    Indiana,  for  1879,  comes  in  for  notice: 

"Sister  Price,  Grand  Matron,  read  her  address,  but,  as  we  understand 
it,  the  Grand  Chapter  objected  to  certain  laudatory  remari^s  concerning 
Brother  Macoy,  and  ordered  a  portion  of  the  address  not  printed,  on 
account  of  which  she  refused  them  any  part  of  it.  We  are  sorry  that  any 
such  thing  should  arise,  but  trust  it  did  not  mar  the  harmony  of  the  Grand 
Chapter." 

■  She  approves  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  not  sus- 
taining the  decision  that  an  officer  pro  tern,  was  entitled  to  vote, 
and  asks,  "Did  not  the  wrong  begin  when  one  not  a  member  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  was  asked  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  office?"

We  have  heard  that  this  Grand  Chapter  held  an  annual  meet- 
ing last  October,  and  we  were  promised  that,  if  it  were  possible, 
we  should  be  furnished  with  advance  copies  of  the  printed  pro- 
ceedings in  time  for  this  review;  but  as  they  have  not  come  to 
hand,  we  are  compelled  to  leave  the  pleasure  of  reviewing  them 
to  the  committee  for  next  year.

The  addresses  of  the  Grand  Officers  are  printed  in  the 
appendix,  and  that  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  is  given  preference 
over  the  Grand  Patron.    They  are  all  good. 

Sister  O.  N.  Williams,  Grand  Matron,  sets  forth  strongly  the 
advantage  of  unity  of  action,  and  says  the  new  Ritual  is  giving 
universal  satisfaction. 

The  Grand  Patron,  Brother  George  H.  Jackson,  reports  one 
new  Chapter  organized. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  Sister  Jennie  E,  Mathews,  has  been  ex- 
ceptionally active  and  efficient  in  the  work.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  Order  has  not  more  women  who  have  both  the  time  and 
ability  for  such  work.

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Sister  Jennie  E.  ]SIathews  was  chairman  of  correspondence 
committee,  and  Indiana  is  favorably  noticed.

KANSAS,  1S79. 

The  fourth  annual  communication  was  held  at  Leavenworth, 
October  14,  1879,  continuing  in  session  two  days.  In  this  juris- 
diction but  nineteen  old  Chapters  remain  to  represent  the  eighty 
charters  issued  by  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  five  years  ago. 
Those  that  remain  seemed  to  be  infused  with  new  life  and  zeal, 
and  promise  to  make  the  future  of  the  Order  in  the  State  a  glori- 
ous one.  Fourteen  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  twenty- 
six  representatives  from  eleven  Chapters,  were  present. 

The  Grand  Patron,  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Coxe,  though  he  had 
changed  his  residence  to  Ohio,  was  present  and  deUvered  an 
able  Iddress.  He  called  attention  to  the  large  number  of  per- 
sons who  had  received  the  degrees  in  Chapters  which  had  existed 
before  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  but  were  now  de- 
funct, and  said: 

-Many  who  became  members  of  the  Order  under  the  'hurried  working 
up  of  ihis  State  in  the  interests  of  the  company  called  Supreme,'  still 
desire  to  continue  the  rights  of  their  membership,  but  are  debarred  from 
this  privilege  by  circumstances  over  which  they  have  no  control.  Ought 
we  not  to  do  something  for  such  members  oPthe  Order?" 

He  then  advocates  that  an  earnest  effort  be  made  to  reorganize 
the  defunct  Chapters,  by  having  some  competent  person  visit 
them,  with  authority  to  reorganize  and  set  them  to  work. 

One  dispensadon  was  issued  for  the  organization  of  a  Chapter. 

The  address  of  Sister  Mary  H.  Buck  is  long,  and  well  repays 
perusal.    She  well  says : 
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•'The  theory  of  our  Order,  as  you  well  know,  is  founded  upon  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  yet  it  could  not  have  been  made  prosperous  in  any  other  age 
than  this.  It  is  the  child  of  Progress  and  Civilization — the  legitimate 
offspring  of  that  great  transition  from  darkness  to  light,  which  has  finally 
culminated  amid  the  free  institutions  of  free  America." 

"The  diversity  formerly  existing,  having  a  ruinous  tendency,  a  'repre- 
sentative body  with  limited  power'  seemed  the  only  systematic  way  to 
arrest  a  growing  evil,  and  give  practical  demonstration  of  what  had  pre- 
viously existed  in  an  imaginary  power.  The  result  of  the  last  meeting  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  was  the  production  of  our  new  Ritual.  This 
Vork,' together  with  other  transactions,  met  the  hearty  indorsement  of 
this  Grand  Body  at  our  last  session.  I  regret  to  say  that  very  soon  there- 
after, Mr.  Macoy,  becoming  highly  incensed  at  what  he  deemed  an  inva- 
sion of  'individual  rights,'  began  at  once  to  issue  fraudulent  copies  of  the 
new  Ritual,  and,  by  mailing  circulars  to  all  the  subordinate  Chapters, 
endeavored  to  undersell  and  interfere  with  what  had  been  deputed  to  our 
Grand  Secretary  as  his  especial  work.  In  view  of  these  facts,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Patron,  I  at  once  issued  the  following : 

"■'To  the  Worthy  Matrons,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  Kansas,  greeting  : 

"'Whereas,  We  have  received  evidence  that  Robert  Macoy,  of  New 
York  City,  has  published,  and  now  offers  for  sale  in  this  jurisdiction,  what 
purports  to  be  the  '  Ritual  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  as  set  forth 
and  established  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter.' 

'"Whereas,  A  circular  has  been  received  from  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  containing  such  facts  as  show  that  this  book  is  'an  imposition  upon 
the  Order,'  and  does  'not  contain  one  half  the  Ritual  as  set  forth  by  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,' and  is  'chiefly  a  medium  for  the  expression  of 
his  (Macoy's)  bitter  antagonism  to  all  efforts  of  the  Order.' 

"'Whereas,  We  deem  this  a  direct  blow  aimed  at  the  vitality  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  to  which  we  owe  allegiance,  and  an  arrogant 
encroachment  upon  its  privileges,  an  invasion  of  its  rights,  a  usurpation  of 
its  sole  prerogatives,  and  a  willful  violation  ot  the  laws  both  of  the  Gene- 
ral Grand  Chapter  and  of  our  Grand  Chapter. 

'"Whereas,  The  sale  of  these  Rituals  is  an  important  part  of  the 
revenue  of  the  Grand  and  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  self-protection  is 
one  of  the  first  laws  of  nature. 

"'Now,  therefore,  all  members  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  are  hereby  forbidden  to  make  any  purchases  of  Rituals 
or  Ode  Cards  for  use  in  the  subordinate  Chapters,  except  through  the 
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authorized  channels.    ^    ^    *    Any  u'illM  violation  of  this  order  ^nll  be 
regarded  as  an  act  of  insubordination: 

.'In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  say  that,  while  we  desire  nothing  so  much 
as  the  peace  and  prosperity  of.  our  Order,  we  will  firmly  and  constantly 
resist  all  efforts,  by  whomsoever  made,  to  interfere  with  the  success  of  our 
Order,  or  to  create  amongst  us  a  spirit  of  discord  and  .trife." 

She  decided  "a  Chapter  may  be  legally  opened  if  there  be 
present  its  charter,  one  of  the  first  three  officers,  and  four  other 
members,"  and  the  Grand  Chapter  sustained  the  decision.  ^^  e 
have  not  the  space  here  to  discuss  the  question,  but  if  we  had 
voted  in  the  affirmative  we  would  move  its  reconsideration. 

Total  receipts,  $202.01;  expenses,  $155-23;  balance.  $46.78- 

The  correspondence  report  is  from  the  experienced  pen  of 
Brother  S.  P.  Tresslar.  and  of  course  is  good.  We  notice  that 
Brother  Tresslar's  is  still  extended  in  welcome  of  Brother 

Gaskill  to  the  army  of  ••  quill  drivers.'-  Brother  Tresslar,  isn't 
your  arm  getting  tired  ? 

Indiana,  for  1879,  receives  extended  notice.  -We  are  of  the 
opinion,"'  he  says,  -  that  the  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  should 
have  been  printed,  and  the  parts  objected  to  he  not  approved  by 
the  Grand  Chapter.''

]>IASSACHTJSSETTS,  1876-1879. 

1876.  The  call  for  a  meeting  looking  to  the  formation  of  a 
Grand  Chapter  was  issued  in  October,  1876.  The  meeting  was 
held  on  the  23rd  day  of  that  month,  the  principal  officers  of  five 
Chapters  being  present ;  and  a  formal  call  was  issued  for  a  con- 
vention, which  assembled  at  Worcester,  December  11 ;  on  which 
date  the  Grand  Chapter  was  organized,  and  the  proceedings  say 
a  constitution  was  adopted,  but  it  does  not  appear  in  its  printed 
proceedings.  Brother  Lamb,  why  is  this?  You  should  let  your 
licrht  shine.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  make  a  thorough 
revision  of  the  Ritual. 
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1877.  First  annual  session  held  in  Pythian  Hall,  May  8,  four 
of  the  six  active  Chapters  in  the  jurisdiction  .being  represented. 

The  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Seagrave,  said,  in  his  address : 

"I  am  not  sanguine  in  the  utility  of  General  Grand  Bodies,  but  if  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  of  this  Order  shall  succeed  in  perfecting  a  Ritual 
which  shall  meet  the  wants  of  the  Order,  and  which  shall  be  adopted  as 
the  Ritual  Universal,  it  will  have  most  surely  proved  that  its  mission  was 
not  an  ignoble  and  useless  one." 

The  great  unanimity  with  which  the  new  Ritual  has  been  re- 
ceived has  proved  that  Brother  Seagrave's  hopes  were  not  in 
vain.  The  Brother  then  gives  a  short  sketch  of  each  Chapter 
in  the  State,  which  is  valuable  as  a  matter  of  history. 
.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  was  brief  and  informal,  and 
does  not  appear.  The  committee  on  revision  of  Ritual  asked 
for  time,  to  await  the  action  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  with 
the  purposes  of  which  the  Grand  Chapter  declared  its  sympathy, 
and  elected  Brother  Thomas  M,  Lamb  as  delegate  thereto.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  nominate  Grand  Officers,  from 
which  practice,  even  at  the  expense  of  reflecting  upon  the  action 
of  our  own  Grand  Chapter,  we  must  dissent.  They  have  a. way, 
which  we  don't  exactly  understand,  of  electing  people  members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter.  We  should  Hke  to  see  that  constitution  ! 
The  Grand  Officers  were  installed  by  Brother  John  J.  Sproull, 
after  which  an  adjournment  was  had. 

1878,  May  14,  five  Subordinates  represented.  The  Grand 
Patron  reports  a  year  of  "unusual  inactivity  and  depression  in 
the  business  world,"  and  about  ditto  in  the  subordinate  Chap- 
ters, though  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  shows  fifty-two  initia- 
tions in  the  six  active  Chapters,  which  is  not  so  bad  as  it  might 
be.  The  Grand  Patron  officially  visited  "  two  Chapters.  A 
dispensation  was  granted  authorizing  a  Chapter  to  ballot  for  a 
candidate  at  a  special  meeting.  That  would  be  all  wrong,  out 
this  way,  but  then  it  may  be  all  right  under  that  Constitution. 
The  Grand  Patron  gave  a  somewhat  extended  historical  sketch 
of  the  Order,  which  is  of  interest.  The  Grand  Matron,  Sis- 
ter M.  E.  Cook,  says: 
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"That  in  New  England  new  organizations  are  of  slow  growth.  They 
are  not  embraced  with  that  enthusiasm  which  seems  so  natural  and  hearty 
to  the  West."' 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ritual  was  discharged,  and  it 
was — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  hereby  acknowl- 
edges  its  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  will  use  the  Ritual 
authorized  by  that  body."' 

1879.  A  special  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  for  the  exem- 
plification of  the  work,  was  held  in  Springfield,  January  27, 
over  one  hundred  persons  being  present,  including  visitors  from 
Connecncut  and  New  York. 

May  13,  third  annual  session.  Six  Chapters  represented. 
Brother  Seagrave,  Grand  Patron,  said  : 

"The  Ritual  authorized  last  May  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is 
meeting  with  much  favor,  and  is  fast  becoming  popular  with  those  who 
once  thought  that  no  change  could  be  made  for  the  better.  *  -  -  The 
utility  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  already  demonstrated,  in  that  it 
has  compiled  a  Ritual  that  has  met  the  great  want  of  the  Order  through- 
out tlie  country." 

One  new  Chapter  organized.  Three  Chapters  visited  officially 
bv  the  Grand  Patron.    A  reduction  was  made  in  Grand  Chapter 

dues  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  initiadon,  and  fifteen  cents  for 
each  member. 

In  an  appendix  is  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the  various 
Grand  Chapters,  from  the  able  pen  of  Brother  Lamb.  Indiana 
for  1879  received  extended  notice.  Of  the  abridgement  of  the 
Grand  Matron's  address,  he  says : 

"We  think  it  would  have  been  better  had  the  Grand  Chapter  published 
the  whole  address,  accompanied  by  an  exposition  of  the  fallacies  con- 
tained in  the  objectionable  part.  Its  fallacies  were  quite  obvious  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  would  be  no  less  so  to  the  Order,  when  made  familiar 
with  the  facts.  *  *  *  The  sister  is  a  good  writer,  *  *  *  yet  we 
find  in  the  address  nothing  new  bearing  upon  the  controversy  which  Mr. 
Macoy  has  very  unwisely  provoked  between  himself  and  the  Order.    *  * 
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The  fact  is  Mr.  Macoy  did  not  write  the  Ritual  he  so  presumptuously 
copyrighted.  He  has  plucked  the  fruit  others  have  grown  and  demands 
that  the  Order  make  no  effort  to  get  better,  but  protect  him'  in  its  sale  at 
an  exorbitant  price.  The  Eastern  Star  and  its  Ritual  work  are  insepara- 
ble, and  Mr.  Macoy  has  no  more  legal  or  moral  right  to  claim  ownership 
in  one  than  the  other.  *  *  *  We  take  no  issue  with  the  sister  on  the 
value  of  Mr.  Macoy's  services  as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Order;  we  are 
chiefly  concerned  with  his  present  attitude  of  bitter  hostility  to  its  inher- 
ent and  inalienable  right  to  control  its  ritualistic  work.  Remembrance  of 
past  services  can  make  no  atonement  for  present  hostility.  *  *  He  has 
spoken  of  the  Ritual  published  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  of  its 
officers,  in  language  which  self-respect  and  a  regard  for  the  decencies  of 
life  will  not  permit  us  to  quote.  We  are  amazed  that  the  sister  should  so 
much  respect  one  who  so  little  respects  himself,  and  that  she  should  merit 
the  fulsome  praise  of  one  whose  censure  would  bear  to  her  more  honor." 

In  regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  committtee  on  correspond- 
ence before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  he  says  : 

«'We  presume  the  law  will  sometime  be  made  to  conform  to  so  com- 
mendable a  practice.  Does  Indiana  presume  as  much  respecting  our  law 
atnd  practice  ?" 

Brother  Lamb,  Indiana  will  not  presume  to  presume  anything 
about  your  law.    She  has  never  seen  it. 

A  table  of  statistics  of  301  Chapters,  in  the  jurisdiction  of  16 
Grand  Chapters,  closes  the  volume  of  118  pages,  showing  a 
membership  of  15,740.

1879,  The  twelfth  annual  session  was  held  at  Grand  Rapids, 
October  2,  Eighteen  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers  and  fifty-six 
Representatives  from  twenty-two  Chapters  were  present.  The 
body  met  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Adoptive  Masonry,  but  during 
the  session  changed  its  form  to  that  of  a  Grand  Chapter.  The 
address  of  the  Grand  President  was  well  written  and  interesting. 
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Receipts,  $369  43;  disbursements,  $287.76:  balance,  $84.77- 
1879.    The  thirteenth  annual  session  was  held  at  Bay  City, 
October  i.    Seventy-three  members  present. 

The  Grand  Patron  justly  gets  indignant,  because 

"One  Reverend  Divine,  who  has  been  honored  with  high  positions  by 
the  Masonic  fraternity,-  has  illegally,  without  a  shadow  of  authority,  and 
for  money,  'the  root  of  all  evil,'  pretended  to  confer  the  degrees.  ' 

Now,  we  deem  the  brother  perfectly  justihable  in  getting  in- 
dignant, but  he  ought  not  to  misquote  Scripture,  which  makes 
the  '''IctlC  of  money  the  root  of  all  evil."' 

Revised  Constitution,  Rules,  etc.,  were  adopted,  modeled 
closely  after  those  of  our  own  Grand  Chapter. 

Receipts,  $350.16:  disbursements,  $319.08;  balance,  $31.08.

MISSOURI,  1S79. 

The  fifth  annual  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Louis,  October  13, 
1879.  Present,  eleven  Grand  Officers  and  thirty-eight  officers 
and  past  officers,  representing  sixteen  Chapters. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  a  business-like  document. 
For  brevity  and  point,  the  following  edict  is  commendable : 

"Grand  Patron's  Office,  St.  Louis,  January  2,  1879. 

To  all  Stibordinate  Chapters  in  the  State  of  Missouri: 

"Know  ye,  that  one  Robert  Macoy,  of  the  City  of  New  York,  has  pub- 
lished what  he  calls  the  Ritual  of  the  Eastern  Star; 

"And  whereas,  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  which  met  at  Chicago  in 
May,  1878,  prepared  a  Ritual  which  was  adopted  l^y  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Missouri,  at  its  meeting  in  October,  1878; 

"I  therefore,  as  Grand  Patron  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri,  do 
order  and  publish  that  no  work  can  be  used  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
except  the  work  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

"The  only  genuine  work  can  be  obtained  in  this  State  of  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

"Subordinate  Chapters  will  take  notice  and  govern  themselves  accord- 
ingly." 

One  dispensation  for  the  organization  of  a  Chapter  was 
issued. 

In  her  address,  the  Grand  Matron,  Mrs.  Louisa  J.  Moore, 
says : 

"One  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  a  healthy  growth  of  the  Chapters 
in  this  State,  and  consequent  good  working  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  is  the 
large  number  of  Chapters  forced,  as  it  were,  into  existence  by  undue  ex-

citement  before  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  Many  came  to 
look  at  it  as  only  a  money-making  scheme  for  a  few,  and  fail  to  recognize 
the  difference  between  the  so-called  'Supreme  Council'  and  the  Grand 
Chapter.  With  this  feeling,  combined  with  other  causes,  many  of  those 
Chapters  have  held  but  few  meetings  since  their  organization." 

Receipts,  $803.25;  disbursements,  $453-o5;  balance,  $350.20. 
Correspondence  report  by  Brother  John  R.  Parson  is  long  and 
very  interesting.    Indiana,  for  1879,  is  noticed.    He  says  of  it: 

"It  was  our  good  fortune  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  and  hear  the 
addresses,  and  we  were  much  interested  in  that  of  the  Grand  Matron, 
which  was  ably  written,  well  delivered  and  contained  many  good  points. 
Some  parts,  we  think,  were  out  of  place  in  such  an  address,  and  the 
Grand  Chapter  decided  not  to  print  certain  portions  of  it,  and  in  conse- 
quence the  Grand  Matron  declined  to  furnish  her  address  for  publication. 
We  met  the  same  cordial,  hearty  reception  that  we  had  received  on  our 
former  visit,  and  the  good  sisters  and  brothers  of  Indiana  seemed  to  think 
that  they  could  not  do  too  much  for  us.  We  can  only  say  that  if  any  of 
you  will  come  to  St.  Louis,  we  will  try  and  pay  the  interest  on  what  we 
owe  you,  but  never  expect  to  pay  the  principal." 

Thank  you,  Brother  Parson,  but  we  have  tasted  of  St.  Louis 
hospitality,  and  know  that  you  are  unduly  contrasting  its  warmth 
with  a  "Hoosier  welcome." 

He  also  renews  his  motion  that  our  Correspondence  Commit- 
tee be  reduced  to  one.  If  he  was  in  order,  we  would  second  it. 
Of  our  Grand  Officers,  he  says: 

"  We  know  them  all,  and  the  interests  of  the  Order  in  Indiana  are 
perfectly  safe  in  their  hands." 

Brother  Parson  has  an  unexplained  prejudice  against  having  a 
sister  at  the  head  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  thus  alludes  to 
Brother  Tresslar's  "going  for  him  :  " 

<'  Well,  well,  Brother  Tresslar,  you  just  keep  on  advocating  that  kind  of 
heresy  until  some  terrible  calamity  overtakes  you  in  consequence  thereof, 
and  then  we  will  stand  up  and  say,  "I  told  you  so." 

Brother  Parson,  this  will  never  do.  "Terrible  calamity,"  in- 
deed. Now,  if  some  crusty  old  bachelor  had  thus  alluded  to 
the  gentler  sex-,  we  could  account  for  it. 
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«*  Brother  Dayton  Ball,  Grand  Patron,  of  New  York,  takes  the  ground 
that  the  Eastern  Star  is  a  'Ladies'  Society.'  In  our  opinion,  one  of  the 
great  hindrances  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Order  is  that  this  position  has 
been  taken  by  so  many  of  its  members,  and  the  consequence  is  that  many 
men  keep  out,  as  they  say  they  do  not  want  to  belong  to  a  woman's 
society.  Now,  we  claim  that  our  Order  is  as  worthy  the  attention  and 
respect  of  the  men  as  of  the  ladies,  and  should  be  made  as  interesting  to 
one  as  to  the  other." 

So  say  we  all.    The  report  concludes  as  follows: 

"In  our  judgment  the  most  important  element  of  success  is  union,  and 
for  this  reason  we  have  heartily  urged  that  we  should  all  unite  in  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  where  we  can  meet  on  equal  terms  and  adopt 
measures  for  the  best  interests  of  all,  besides  affording  the  representatives 
of  the  State  Grand  Chapters  an  opportunity  of  getting  acquainted  with 
each  other,  and  we  hope  that  this  may  be  accomplished  at  no  distant  day."

The  proceedings  have  not  yet  been  printed,  and  will  not  be 
until  after  the  next  annual  session.  We  learn  from  Brother  Par- 
son's report  that  two  Chapters  were  organized  during  the  year.

NEW  JERSEY,  1879. 

Tenth  annual  session  at  Jersey  City,  October  14.  Twenty-six 
Grand  and  Past  officers,  sixteen  representatives  from  six  Chapters 
and  eight  distinguished  visitors  present.  Typographically,  at 
least,  the  proceedings  are  the  best  that  have  emanated  from  New 
Jersey. 
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The  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Mary  E.  Bunnell,  delivered  a  good 
address.  She  had  visited  six  Chapters,  and  witnessed  work  in 
ifive  of  them,  and  commends  them  for  the  uniform  excellence  of 
their  work.  She  warns  the  members  against  strife  for  office,  and 
urges  a  regular  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  Chapters,  and  the 
thorough  memorizing  of  the  work. 

Brother  George  W.  Knight,  Grand  Patron,  took  strong  ground 
against  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  evidently  hoping  to  induce 
the  Grand  Chapter  to  stultify  itself  by  retracting  its  actions  of 
the  three  preceeding  years.  He  states  that  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Mississippi  declined  to  participate  in  the  organization  of  the 
•General  Grand  Chapter;  but  in  that  he  is  mistaken,  for  until  the 
last  minute,  at  least  two  representatives  of  that  body  expected 
to  be  present,  and  when  they  found  they  could  not  be,  sent  let- 
ters of  regret,  and  pledged  themselves  to  support  any  consistent 
action  that  might  be  taken.  He  also  stated  that  California  had 
withdrawn,  but  California  strenuously  denies  it,  and  appropriated 
money  to  assist  in  paying  a  representative's  expenses  to  the  next 
session. 

Sister  Price's  address,  as  published  in  the  New  York  Dispatch, 
is  largely  quoted  from,  and  a  sentence  from  Brother  Lamb,  Most 
Worthy  Grand  Patron,  is  cut  in  two,  and  one-half  of  it 
quoted  to  show  that  he  was  rather  opposed  to  it,  too !  It  seems 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Jersey,  nine  years  ago,  adopted 
a  resolution  prohibiting  voting  by  proxy  in  a  subordinate  Chap- 
ter, and  she  is  exhorted  to  preserve  her  consistency  by  not  being 
an  integral  part  of  a  Grand  Body  which  admits  proxies  as  mem- 
bers; and  yet,  in  the  very  Grand  Chapter  to  which  he  was  talk- 
ing, the  Worthy  Matron  of  his  own  Chapter  was  represented  by  a 
proxy. 

The  Grand  Chapter,  after  a  somewhat  protracted  discussion, 
laid  the  question  over  until  this  year. 

Receipts,  $198.92  ;  disbursements,  $90. 75.  Balance,  $108. 17. 

The  correspondence  report  is  from  the  experienced  pen  of 
Brother  Mayhew.    Indiana,  for  1879,  is  fully  reviewed.  He 
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thinks  it  would  have  been  better  if  Sister  Price's  address  had 
been  pubHshed,  though  he  does  not  agree  with  her  sentiments.

NEW  YORK,  1878-1879. 

1878.  The  ninth  annual  session  was  held  on  June  5.  At  one 
o'clock  the  Grand  Organist  played  an  overture,  "The  Crown 
Diamonds,"  after  which  the  Grand  Chapter  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Grand  Marshal!  upon  whose  order  the  Associate  Con- 
ductress retired  and  informed  the  Grand  Officers  that  the  Grand 
Chapter  was  ready  to  receive  them;  and  on  their  reception  the 
Grand  Organist  played  the  Eastern  Star  Grand  March,  and  the 
Grand  Marshal  directed  the  Grand  Conductress  and  Associate 
Grand  Conductress  to  conduct  the  Grand  Patron  and  Grand 
Matron  to  the  East,  and  then  handed  the  gavel  to  the  Grand 
Patron,  who,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Officers,  pro- 
ceeded to  open  the  Grand  Chapter.  "The  Grand  Patron  di- 
rected the  Grand  Marshal  to  proclaim  from  the  Southwest  and 
East  that  the  Grand  Chapter  was  duly  opened." 

Twenty-five  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers,  nineteen  Past 
Matrons  and  Past  Patrons  and  Representatives  of  thirty  Chap- 
ters were  present,  and  Brothers  William  C.  Hammond  and  John 
M.  Mayhew,  Past  Grand  Patrons  of  New  Jersey.  The  address 
of  the  Grand  Patron,  Jacob  M.  Hopper,  is  good.    He  said: 

"  I  have  discovered  that  in  some  of  the  Chapters,  while  they  had  a 
sufficient  number  of  Rituals,  yet  they  were  all  of  the  various  editions  that 
had  ever  been  published,  from  the  first  to  the  last,  scarcely  two  alike." 

So  must  it  ever  be,  where  alterations  in  the  Rituals  are  subject 
either  to  the  caprice  of  an  individual,  or  amendable  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at  any  session,  without  pre- 
vious notice.

There  are  three  things  th  -:t  are  required  in  a  Ritual.  First, 
as  near  an  approach  to  perfection  as  is  obtainable.  Second,  an 
authoritative  sanction  ;  and.  third,  permanency.  And  the  great- 
est of  these  is  permanency,  for  without  that  uniformity  can 
never  be  hoped  for,  and  without  uniformity  the  Order  must 
be  stinted  in  its  growth,  if  it  is  not  destroyed.  The  remedy 
which  should  be  apphed  in  Xew  York  is  that  which  has  been 
found  so  prontable  and  eftectual  in  most  of  the  other  jurisdic- 
tions, the  adoption  of  the  Ritual  set  forth  by  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.  It  is  only  a  question  of  time,  in  our  opinion,  and  the 
shorter  the  time  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  Order  in  New  York 
and  elsewhere. 

In  this  jurisdiction — and  as  far  as  we  are  aware,  in  this  only — 
the  practice  still  obtains  of  admitting  all  Master  Masons  in  good 
standing,  who  have  assumed  an  obligation  of  secrecy,  to  the 
sessions  of  the  Chapter,  and  to  act  as  counsel.  Here  is  prob- 
ably one  of  the  causes  of  weakness  in  the  Order  in  Xew  York. 

Addresses  of  interest  were  delivered  by  the  Grand  ^vlatron, 
Jennie  E.  Barnes,  and  the  Associate  Grand  Matron,  j  eannie  E. 
Thomas. 

Initiated,  195  ;  affiliated,  7  :  re-instated.  3  :  withdrawn,  97; 
suspended,  151:  died,  13  ;  in  good  standing,  1,559:  one  dis- 
pensation issued ;  two  charters  surrendered. 

Receipts,  $558.75;  disbursements,  %^(i2.\'^^  \  due  Grand 
Treasury,  $3.68. 

The  correspondence  report  is  from  the  pen  of  Sister  Eleanor 
Burton,  and  is  very  complete  and  written  in  a  fair  spirit. 
Therein  is  reviewed  the  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  of  Cali- 
fornia, wherein  Brother  Engle"s  position  on  the  proper  termi- 
nation of  the  prayer  in  the  Ritual  is  discussed,  and  all  we 
desire  to  say  in  regard  thereto  is.  that  Brother  Engle  is  not  too 
old  to  learn,  and  is  willing,  when  he  is  convinced  of  his  error, 
to  acknowledge  the  same,  and  also  to  suggest  that  as  the  only 
expression  he  ever  made  on  the  subject  being  to  the  members  of 
the  Ritual  Committee,  of  which  the  Grand  Patron  of  California 
was  not  a  member,  the  making  it  a  theme  for  discussion  by  him, 
in  a  personal  way,  is  of  doubtful  propriety.     Of  Indiana — 
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"  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  in  no  State  in  our  Union  a  deeper 
interest  is  taken  in  Eastern  Star  matters,  in  every  respect,  than  in  Indiana. 
We  are  almost  inclined  to  say  that  she  is  the  banner  State,  but  we  refrain, 
because  we  belong  to  the  *  Empire  '  State." 

1879.  The  tenth  annual  session  met  June  4.  The  same  pro- 
ceedings were  gone  through  with  in  opening  the  Grand  Chapter 
as  last  year,  save  the  overture  "played  with  fine  effect"  was 
from  "Stradella,"  and  the  Grand  Organist  did  not  play  while 
the  Grand  Marshal  was  inviting  the  principal  Grand  Officers  to 
the  East.  Present:  twenty-seven  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers ; 
twenty-seven  Past  Patrons  and  Matrons,  and  representatives  from 
twenty-eight  Subordinates.  Also,  Brother  Geo.  W.  Knight  and 
Sister  Helena  Van  Blarcom,  of  New  Jersey,  and  Sister  Addie 
C.  S.  Bario,  of  Connecticut. 

We  agree  with  Brother  Ball  this  far:  "It  is  time  to  stop 
grasping  at  the  skirts  of  Freemasonry,  and  to  have  a  code  of 
■ethics  of  our  own,"  but  we  cannot  add,  as  he  does,  "not  so 
strict."  He  thinks  more  than  one  black  ball  should  be  required 
to  reject  an  applicant.  In  this  we  cannot  agree  with  him  either. 
We  have  seen  the  power  for  evil  it  places  in  the  hands  of  an 
unscrupulous  member  fully  exercised,  yet  we  think  the  good  of 
the  entire  Order  is  better  subserved  by  its  law  as  it  is  than  it 
would  be  by  any  alteration  in  this  regard. 

"  As  far  as  my  personal  observations  extend,  the  Order  is  at  a  stand-still. 
We  have  made  no  progress  in  the  past  year  or  two.  No  new  Chapters 
have  been  added  to  our  list,  and  few  new  members  are  being  added  to  the 
Chapters  already  existing." 

A  comparison  of  the  conditions  and  surroundings  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  with  others  may  lead  to  the  dis- 
closure that  the  fault  has  been  in  the  ruling  power  in  that  juris- 
diction, and  that  the  placing  of  that  Grand  Chapter  in  union 
with  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  the  rest  of  the  Order  will 
put  a  stop  to  its  downward  course,  or  even  revive  it  into  new 
life  and  energy.    It  is  certainly  worth  trying. 

The  Grand  Patron,  and  also  the  Grand  Matron,  Associate 
Grand  Matron  and  Associate  Grand  Patron,  in  their  addresses, 
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and  the  Grand  Lecturer  in  his  report,  pay  glowing  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  Charles  H.  Buttrick,  Past  Grand  Lecturer. 

Initiated,  137;  affiliated,  253  reinstated,  i;  suspended,  142; 
died,  16.  In  good  standing  in  twenty-seven  Chapters,  1,381. 
The  report  in  1876  showed  forty-four  Chapters  with  2,304  mem- 
bers, a  net  decrease  of  seventeen  Chapters  and  923  members. 

Receipts,  $503.75;  expenditures,  $419.18;  on  hand,  $84  57. 

A  motion  to  amend  the  Ritual  by  adding  some  portions  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  Ritual,  with  the  arrangement  slightly 
altered,  was  adopted. 

An  entirely  new  and  original  Constitution,  etc.,  was  adopted. 

The  report  on  correspondence,  from  the  pen  of  A.  H.  Van 
Deusen,  is  very  full  and  accurate.  Indiana,  for  1878  and  1879, 
is  noticed,  and  copious  extracts  made  from  addresses  and  cor- 
respondence reports.  The  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1879, 
in  not  sustaining  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Matron  that  pro 
tern,  officers  are  entitled  to  vote,  is  pronounced  "a  proper 
decision.'"' 

■  Brother  Van  Deusen  is  puzzled  to  know  why  charters  are 
granted  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter  to  Chapters  in  Michigan, 
and  we  will  have  to  inform  him  that  at  that  time  "the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Adoptive  Masonry  of  Michigan"  had  not  conformed 
to  the  Eastern  Star  organization.  As  soon  as  it  did  so,  the  con- 
trol of  such  Chapters  was  turned  over  to  them.

VERMONT,  1879. 

Sixth  annual  convocation  at  Bennington.  Present,  thirteen 
Grand  and  Past  Grand  officers,  and  eighteen  representatives  of 
eight  Chapters,  Brother  Lamb,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron, 
and  Brother  H.  A.  Goodenough,  Associate  Grand  Patron  of 
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Massachusetts.   The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron,  Brother  W.  W. 
Culver,  although  very  short,  is  to  the  point.    In  it  he  said : 

"The  Ritual  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  meets  with  favor  from  all 
who  use  or  have  examined  it,  and  I  would  recommend  that  its  use  be 
allowed  in  this  jurisdiction  and  the  secret  work  be  adopted." 

The  address  of  Sister  Mary  C.  Deming,  Grand  Matron,  is 
womanly,  and  of  merit. 

The  Grand  Chapter  ''Resolved,  that  all  Sisters,  members  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont,  be  instructed,  that  in  signing 
papers  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  to  write 
their  full  name,  prefixing  *  Mrs.'  or  'Miss,'  as  the  case  may  be." 

It  was  very  wisely  decided  that  matrimony  was  not  a  crime, 
and  therefore  the  sister  or  daughter  of  a  Master  Mason,  by 
marrying  a  man  not  a  Mason,  did  not  render  herself  ineligible  to 
the  degrees. 

Receipts,  $121.97;  disbursements,  $77- lo-  Balance,  $44.87. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  "the  propriety  of  re- 
vising our  (Macoy)  Ritual,  and  to  recommend  such  work,  as  in 
their  judgment,  is  best  calculated  to  promote  the  good  of  the 
order,"  and  to  report  at  the  next  annual  convocation. 

One  act  we  can  hardly  understand,  and  certainly  can  not 
approve,  which  was  a  provision  that  the  Star  officers  ''shall  be- 
appointed  by  the  Worthy  Matron  of  the  Chapter  where  the 
Grand  Chapter  shall  be  holden,  from  the  members  of  the  Chap- 
ter, and  the  same  shall  be  considered  Grand  Officers  duly  ap- 
pointed." 

The  Grand  Officers  were  installed  by  Brother  Lamb.  A  full' 
list  of  members  in  the  jurisdiction  appears  in  the  appendix. 

The  correspondence  report,  from  the  pen  of  Mrs.  H.  L.  Still- 
son,  is  a  very  able  and  interesting  document.  Though  we  differ 
with  her  in  many  things,  yet  we  can  not  but  admire  the  candor 
and  honesty  with  which  she  presented  what  she  deemed  to  be 
the  truth,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  which  was  dear 
to  her  heart.  Under  other  circumstances  we  might  reply  to 
some  of  her  arguments,  but  the  good  sister  has  passed  from  this- 
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lower  sphere  into  that  which  is  beyond.  Stricken  down  in  the 
early  dawn  of  what  promised  to  be  a  long  and  useful  life,  her 
spirit  has  flown  to  that  paradise  of  God,  waiting,  we  trust,  in 
peace  for  the  dawn  of  the  glorious  resurrection  morn.  The 
casket  which  had  contained  the  precious  jewel  was  laid  away  in 
mother  earth  by  the  sisterly  hands  of  the  members  of  Mt. 
Anthony  Chapter  No.  i,  and  her  grave  was  watered  with  sincere 
tears  of  sorrow  by  many  who  loved  her.  All  through  the  Order 
those  who  were  brought  in  contact  with  her,  either  personally  or 
by  correspondence,  will  sincerely  regret  that  the  candle  of  her 
Hfe  so  soon  burned  to  the  socket. 
Indiana,  for  1878,  is  kindly  noticed.

Under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter, Chapters  are  working  in  Louisiana,  Texas,  Nevada,  Oregon, 
Maryland,  Tennessee,  and  the  Indian  Territory,  and  generally 
pe.ice  reigns,  and  where  it  does  not  the  Order  seems  with  great 
unanimity  determined  to  correct  all  discordant  elements. 

We  have  no  apologies  to  offer  for  the  many  short-comings  of 
this  report,  but  submit  it  with  a  knowledge  that  in  more  able 
hands  it  could  have  been  made  much  more  interestmg.

ADDRESS  OF.  THE  GRAND  PATRON. 

Brother  William  G.  Burnett,  Grand  Patron,  read  and  sub- 
mitted the  following,  being  his  annual  address: 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 

Again  are  we  called  to  resume  the  labors  of  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  extend  to  you  a  cordial 
and  fraternal  greeting.  After  the  lapse  of  one  year  we  again 
meet  together  to  deliberate  upon  the  condition  of  our  Order;  to 
use  our  utmost  endeavors  to  promote  its  interests,  and  to  advance 
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its  general  welfare.  We  welcome  you  all — the  old  and  familiar 
faces,  as  well  as  those  that  have  but  recently  entered  our 
Temples;  to  each  and  all  we  hail  and  greet  you.  And  upon 
the  threshold  of  the  labors  of  this  the  seventh  annual  com- 
munication of  our  beloved  Order,  it  is  meet  and  proper  that  we 
give  thanks  to  that  Supreme  Power  above  us  that  has  kept  and 
preserved  us  through  the  past  year,  and  graciously  permitted  us, 
from  every  part  of  the  State,  to  assemble  at  this  place,  to  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  this  occasion.  Let  our  deliberations  be 
marked  by  the  spirit  of  harmony  and  self-sacrifice,  that  wise 
legislation  may  result,  and  that  our  Order  may  receive  a  fresh 
impetus,  so  that  its  history  for  the  coming  year  may  be  a  bright 
one.  To  accomplish  this  it  requires  individual  and  collective 
effort.  Each  member  has  a  part  to  perform,  and  is  therefore 
responsible  for  the  manner  in  which  this  obligation  is  discharged. 
In  looking  over  the  past  year,  can  we  say  that  each  day's  experi- 
ence fitted  us  to  live  better  the  following  one?  Have  our  high 
privileges  been  properly  estimated  ?  Has  our  guiding  star  directed 
our  footsteps?  or,  have  the  dark  shadows  of  evil  spread  their 
gloom  along  our  pathway?  Have  the  talents  given  us  been 
properly  used,  so  that  we  can  render  a  good  account  ?  Let  us 
answer  these  questions  honestly,  for  in  so  doing  the  future  may 
bring  us  belter  things. 

BENEFITS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  benefits  derived  from  the  Order  are  not  merely  ephemeral, 
but  permanent  and  lasting.  They  .are  not  meteor-like,  flashing 
across  our  pathway  for  an  instant,  and  then  lost  to  sense  and 
vision  forever.  But  they  reach  into  the  future,  and  the  gener- 
ations to  come  will  rejoice  in  its  benefactions.  There  are 
numerous  channels  in  which  flow  these  benefits.  Its  social 
advantages  are  not  less  than  its  moral;  nor  are  its  intellectual 
tendencies  any  less.  And  it  can  not  be  otherwise,  for  its  inher- 
ent qualities  are  founded  upon  the  noblest  virtues.  Where,  in 
aU  the  range  of  the  centuries  past,  can  history  point  to  such 
examples  of  devotion,  fidelity,  sincerity,  faith  and  constancy. 
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These  are  the  lessons  we  teach,  and  if  we  are  successful  in 
implanting  these  virtues  they  will  bring  forth  fruit  that  will 
gladden  and  cheer,  and  a  noble  and  worthy  mission  will  be  per- 
formed. We  are  now  fairly  entering  upon  the  field  of  conflict, 
and  the  spirit  of  the  age  demands  that  we  be  up  and  doing; 
that  we  labor  early  and  late  to  advance  our  cause.  Let  us 
enlist  for  the  entire  campaign.  With  our  armor  burnished  and 
buckled  on,  our  ranks  solid,  and  our  faces  to  the  front,  let  us 
march  grandly  forward,  and  advance  our  banners  to  the  fore 
front  of  the  conflict.  Let  us  battle  manfully  for  the  right;,  for 
the  cause  of  suffering  humanity,  alleviating  the  sorrows  of  the 
distressed,  and  binding  up  the  wounds  of  the  afflicted.  For 
many  there  are  whose  lives  are  like  a  desert  waste— dreary  and 
sad;  while  others  are  tossed  upon  the  billows  of  sorrow  and 
affliction;  while  stranded  along  the  shores  are  the  wrecks  that 
could  not  breast  the  storm  of  life,  but  went  to  pieces  and  are 
lost  forever. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

It  is  patent  to  any  observing  mind  that  the  objects  of  Masonry, 
in  the  past,  must  have  been,  and  at  the  present  are,  good  and 
greatly  beneficial;  and  its  benefits  are  lasting,  or  its  history  for 
three  thousand  years  would  not  be  written  in  such  letters  of  liv- 
ing light.  The  origin  of  its  existence  was  conceived  in  great 
wisdom,  and  the  good  of  humanity  has  been  its  watchword.  Its 
golden  bonds  have  united  the  discordant  elements  of  human  so- 
ciety, and  its  wonderful  lessons  have  been  interwoven  into  the 
fibers  of  the  social  organism".  Its  fraternal  ties  have  made  strong 
the  bonds  of  friendship.  It  has  soothed  the  sorrows  of  the  dis- 
tressed, and  strengthened  the  arms  of  the  weak.  It  has  been 
-co-ordinate  with  all  progress  and  improvement,  and  co-extensive 
with  the  advance  of  civiHzation.  The  gorgeous  magnificence  of 
the  Temple  it  first  produced,  symbohzes  but  feebly  the  wonderful 
beauty  of  the  second  Temple  it  is  preparing  for  the  ages  of  Eter- 
nity. Now  in  the  comparative  infancy  of  our  Order,  we  have 
announced  principles  that  form  a  beautiful  counterpart  of  those 
of  Masonry.    A  long  felt  want  is  here  furnished.    The  progress 
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of  civilization  carries  with  it  new  responsibilities.  New  fields  of 
inquiry  are  being  continually  opened  up.  New  thoughts  and 
new  aspirations  crowd  thickly  upon  us.  New  hopes  are  formed 
within  us.  The  new  civilization  places  woman  in  the  vanguard, 
as  the  great  moral  balance,  and  right  grandly  does  she  measure 
up  to -the  responsibility.  If  the  burning  altars  of  Masonry  are 
closed  to  her  vision,  the  beautiful  and  sacred  temples  of  the  East- 
ern Star  are  opened  to  her,  where  she  may  receive  those  lofty 
inspirations  and  lessons  of  wisdom  that  will  fit  her,  with  her 
Masonic  brother,  to  practice  those  cardinal  virtues  of  our  Order. 
Masonry  has  always  received  hearty  words  of  cheer  from  woman. 
Although  she  is  denied  its  mysteries,  yet  its  benefits  she  has  largely 
shared.  Upon  our  sacred  altars  the  eternal  vows  of  fidelity  and 
fraternity  are  pronounced  by  the  Masonic  brother  and  his  sister, 
and  they  hand  in  hand  go  forth  upon  their  mission  of  relieving 
the  distressed,  aiding  the  unfortunate,  and  carrying  joy  to  the 
sorrowing  and  disconsolate.  And  what  a  field  is  here  opened  up 
to  our  vision  —  sadness  and  suffering  everywhere.  Let  us  nobly 
do  our  duty.  Let  flowers  of  joy  and  happiness  spring  up  in  our 
footsteps,  so  that  benedictions  of  praise  may  follow  us. 

CHAPTERS  ORGANIZED. 

During  the  past  year  our  golden  chain  has  been  lengthened 
by  adding  the  following  new  Chapters : 

On  June  6,  1880,  a  dispensation  was  issued  to  organize  Summit 
City  Chapter,  at  Fort  Wayne,  with  Sister  M.  J.  Graham  as  Worthy 
Matron,  Sister  S.  A.  Griffith  as  Associate  Matron,  and  Brother 
L.  Griffith  as  Worthy  Patron.  Brother  W.  D.  Engle,  as  my  special 
deputy,  organized  this  Chapter  on  July  7,  following.  The  Chapter 
organized  with  thirty-six  members,  and  Brother  Engle  reports 
that  the  Chapter  promises  to  become  one  of  the  best  in  the  State. 

On  the  26th  of  October,  1880,  a  dispensation  was  granted  to- 
organize  Bloomingsburgh  Chapter,  at  Bloomingsburgh,  Fulton 
county.  I  appointed  Brother  W.  D.  Engle  my  special  deputy  to- 
organize  said  Chapter.     He  reports  that  on  the  nth  of  Novem- 
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ber  he  organized  the  Chapter,  and  that  it  also  promises  to  become 
a  Hve  one  with  a  bright  future.  Sister  JuHa  Stockberger  appointed 
Worthy  Matron;  Sister  Lizzie  Groves,  Associate  Matron,  and 
Brother  N.  J.  Clymer,  Worthy  Patron.  The  Chapter  organized 
with  thirty-three  members. 

On  January  25,  1881,  a  dispensation  was  granted  to  organize 
Franklin  Chapter,  at  Franklin,  Johnson  county,  and  on  Tuesday 
evening,  February  8,  with  a  company  of  fifteen  members  from 
Indianapolis,  includmg  our  Grand  Matron,  Brother  W.  D.  Engle, 
Past  Grand  Patron,  and  our  Grand  Secretary,  I  organized  said 
Chapter.  This  Chapter  begins  with  very  bright  prospects,  having 
forty-one  members  at  its  organization,  with  Sister  Carrie  Vawter 
as  Worthy  Matron,  Sister  Eva  B.  Payne  as  Associate  Matron,  and 
Brother  I.  J.  Armstrong  as  Worthy  Patron.  After  organizing  the 
Chapter,  we  were  led  to  the  banqueting  hall,  where  a  splendid 
collation  was  spread.  After  feasting  sumptuously,  we  returned 
to  the  hall  and  enjoyed  a  social  feast  until  the  time  for  our  return 
train  to  Indianapolis. 

On  February  18,  1881,  a  petition  was  signed  by  eighteen  peti- 
tioners, praying  for  a  dispensation  to  organize  Crescent  Chapter, 
at  Bluffton, Wells  county.  On  February  21  a  dispensation  was 
granted,  and  I  appointed  Brother  W.  D.  Engle  my  special  deputy 
to  organize  said  Chapter.  He  reports  that  he  organized  the  Chap- 
ter on  March  24,  with  Sister  Caroline  Davenport  as  Worthy  Ma- 
tron, Brother  Jacob  J.  Todd  as  Worthy  Patron,  and  Sister  Mary 
Mason  as  Associate  Matron.  The  membership  is  good  and  the 
prospect  bright. 

On  March  30,  1881,  a  dispensation  was  granted  to  organize 
Loyal  Chapter,  at  Richmond,  Wayne  county.  The  petition  was 
signed  by  forty-eight  members.  Sister  Addie  DeWitt  was  ap- 
pointed Worthy  Matron,  Brother  Almon  Samson,  Worthy  Patron, 
and  Sister  Carrie  E.  Kibbey,  Associate  Matron.  I  appointed 
Brother  Martin  H.  Rice  my  special  deputy  to  organize  said  Chap- 
ter, which  he  did  on  April  6.  He  reports  that  it  starts  out  with 
an  excellent  corps  of  officers,  and  with  every  indication  of  be- 
coming a  large  and  prosperous  Chapter. 
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To  recapitulate,  there  have  been,  i,  Summit  City  Chapter,  Fort 
Wayne,  thirty-six  petitioners  ;  2,  Bloomingsburgh  Chapter,  Bloom- 
ingsburgh,  thirty-three  petitioners;  3,  FrankHn  Chapter,  Franklin, 
forty-one  petitioners;  4,  Crescent  Chapter,  Bluffton,  eighteen  peti- 
tioners; 5,  Loyal  Chapter,  Richmond,  forty-eight  petitioners. 

It  is  certainly  with  great  pleasure  that  we  extend  a  cordial  greet- 
ing and  fraternal  welcome  to  these  new  Chapters,  and  we  earn- 
estly hope  they  may  become  bright  and  shining  stars,  and  that 
they  may  exemplify  and  show  forth  the  beautiful  tenets  of  our 
Order. 

CHARTERS  ARRESTED. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  the  Grand  Patron  was 
instructed  to  take  possession  of  the  charters  and  other  property 
of  Anderson  Chapter  No.  9,  Perkinsville  Chapter  No.  10,  Electa 
Chapter  No.  12,  New  Carlisle  Chapter  No.  20.  and  Paoli  Chapter 
No.  25.  I  wrote  to  the  several  Chapters  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  and  requested  them  to  surrender  their  charters,  but  was 
unable  to  get  a  response  from  any  of  them.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  these  Chapters  will  come  forward  and  make  proper  amends, 
not  only  for  the  sin  of  commission,  but  especially  omission,  and 
have  breathed  into  them  the  breath  of  life,  and  become  healthy 
Chapters.  But  delays  are  dangerous,  and  the  prodigals  must  re- 
turn very  soon,  or  the  doors  will  swing  shut,  and  admission  will 
be  hopeless.  It  will  require  an  extraordinary  amount  of  charity 
to  reach  their  cases  now. 

GENERAL  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

The  third  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  met  at 
Chicago  on  the  20th  of  August  last,  immediately  after  the  Trien- 
nial Conclave  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar. 
Its  session  of  two  days  was  full  of  interesting  matters,  and  if 
any  doubts  were  ever  entertained  by  any  one  as  to  the  success 
and  future  greatness  of  our  Order,  they  would  certainly  vanish 
in  the  light  of  facts  there  presented.  At  the  present  time,  in 
nearly  three-fourths  of  the  States,  our  Order  is  represented;

besides,  in  many  of  the  Territories  have  Chapters  been  insti- 
tuted.   And  if  any  unbelief  ever  existed  as  to  the  necessity  of 
a  General  Grand  Chapter  it  has  undoubtedly  been  removed  by 
the  logic  of  events.     It  is  just  as  rational  to  conceive  of  a  solar 
system  without  a  sun,  an  arnjy  without  a  commander,  or  a 
religion  without  a  federal  head.    There  must,  of  necessity,  exist 
a  supreme  power  somewhere,  or  disorganization,  confusion  or 
anarchy  is  liable  to  burst  forth  at  any  time.    By  this  I  do  not 
mean  that  an  excess  of  power  must  be  centered  there,  but  a 
sufficient  amount  to  insure  unity  and  permanency.  Brother 
Robert  Morris,  the  founder  of  the  Order,  was  received  and 
cordially  welcomed    by   the    Most   Worthy   Grand  Matron, 
and  was  saluted  with  the  Grand  Honors.     He  responded  with 
appropriate  remarks  relative  to  the  origin  of  the  Order,  and 
expressed  many  regrets  that  time  and  opportunity  had  not  per- 
mitted him  to  bestow  more  attention  to  the  extension  of  the 
Order.    He  predicts  for  the  Order  a  brilliant  future  ;  and  that 
co-extensive  with  Masonry  and  closely  allied  to  it,  the  two  will 
march  forward  into  the  future  to  shower  their  blessings  upon 
each  other  and  the  world.    Sister  Lorraine  J.  Pitkin,  twice  a 
visitor  to  our  Grand  Chapter,  and  a  Past  Grand  Matron  of  Illi- 
nois,  was  elected  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron.     The  next 
General  Grand  Chapter  meets  at  San  Francisco  in  1883,  and 
many  are  looking  forward  with  bright  anticipations  to  that  event. 
The  California  delegation  assured  us  that  we  would  be  received 
with  a  genuine,  hearty  Cahfornia  welcome.    It  will  certainly  be 
a  dehghtful  epoch  in  the  history  of  those  that  will  be  so  fortunate 
as  to  make  this  trip  to  the  golden  Eldorado  of  the  west. 

VISITATIONS. 

Owing  to  pressing  business  engagements,  it  has  been  impossible 
for  me  to  visit  but  few  of  our  subordinate  Chapters,  but  I  have  great 
pleasure  in  saying  that  the  visits  I  did  make  will  ever  be  remem- 
bered as  enjoyable  events.  The  cordial  greetings  and  delightful 
courtesies  extended  will  be  treasured  among  the  happiest  remin- 
iscences of  the  past.  The  friendships  thus  begun  make  the  golden 
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chain  brighter  and  purer  that  unites  us  in  one  common  bond  and 
laboring  for  one  common  object  —  to  aid,  comfort,  and  protect 
each  other  in  the  labyrinth  of  human  life.  On  the  twenty-seventh 
of  December  last,  in  company  with  the  Grand  Matron,  we  visited 
Terre  Haute,  on  the  occasion  of  the  installation  of  officers  of 
Terre  Haute  Chapter  No.  43.  Our  Grand  Matron  performed 
the  ceremonies  of  installation  impressively,  after  which  the  ban- 
quet spread  for  the  occasion  received  appropriate  attention.  With 
Sister  Alice  C.  Graff  as  Worthy  Matron,  Brother  Albert  Maginnis. 
Worthy  Patron,  and  Sister  Mary  Cliff  as  Associate  Matron, 
together  with-  the  assistance  of  such  members  as  Brother  Van 
Valzah,  and  others,  the  future  of  the  Chapter  is  anything  else 
than  problematical.  Thanks  to  Brother  and  Sister  Eppinghausen 
for  their  kind  and  generous  hospitality.  I  was  also  present,  with 
the  Grand  Matron,  at  Clayton,  on  January  17  last.  It  was  the 
occasion  of  an  official  visit  to  Clayton  Chapter  No.  16,  Sister 
Mollie  Rogers,  Worthy  Matron, and  Brother  T.  F.  Dryden,  Worthy 
Patron.  We  were  received  with  all  due  honors  as  Grand  Officers. 
The  work  cf  this  Chapter,  although  its  membership  is  small,  was 
performed  in  a  manner  that  showed  that  its  officers  were  profi- 
cient in  their  duties  and  zealous  in  their  efforts  Quite  a  number 
of  the  members  of  Danville  Chapter  were  present,  including  the 
Worthy  Matron  and  Patron;  also  visitors  from  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  and  Minerva  Chapter  were  present.  It  was  an  enjoy- 
able occasion,  and  the  visitors  returned  to  their  respective  homes 
pleased  with  the  delightful  manner  they  were  received  and 
entertained. 

On  March  11,  the  Grand  ]\Iatron  and  myself  made  an  official 
visit  to  Danville  Chapter  No.  39,  Sister  Mary  A.  Ogden,  Worthy 
Matron,  and  Brother  S.  W.  Steele,  Worthy  Patron.  It  is  with 
great  pleasure  that  I  speak  of  this  Chapter  and  its  able  corps  of 
officers.  The  work  was  beautifully  and  impressively  done,  and 
each  one  seemed  to  interpret  the  true  spirit  of  their  respective 
parts,  and  the  harmonious  blending  of  the  whole  made  the  im- 
pression what  the  authors  of  the  ritual  designed  it  should  be. 
There  seemed  to  be  perfect  harmony  in  the  Chapter,  and  all 
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appeared  to  appreciate  its  moral  and  social  advantages.  A  new 
set  of  regalia,  just  purchased,  was  used  for  the  first  time.  A 
goodly  number  from  Queen  Esther,  Minerva  and  Clayton  Chap- 
ters were  present,  and  the  warm,  fraternal  courtesies  extended 
will  be  gratefully  remembered. 

These  visitations  of  Chapters,  and  the  kindly  interchange  of 
courtesies,  are  certainly  very  delightful  and  beneficial,  and  will 
ever  be  the  source  of  pleasure  and  happiness.  I  regret  very  much 
that,  on  account  of  pressing  business,  I  have  been  unable  to  re- 
spond to  the  many  kind  invitations  of  different  Chapters  to  visit 
them;  and  in  the  future,  as  a  past  officer,  I  shall  miss  no  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  a  Chapter  when  possible. 

The  duty  as  well  as  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  different  sub- 
ordinate Chapters  throughout  the  State  should  be  conferred  upon 
the  Grand  Matron,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  their  profi- 
ciency, standing,  etc.;  and  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
proposed  one  year  ago,  should,  and  I  hope  will,  receive  the  ap- 
proval of  this  Grand  Body.  The  benefits  of  these  visitations  are 
numerous,  and  nothing  will  serve  so  effectually  the  great  purpose 
of  harmonizing  all  discords  and  differences  and  insuring  profi- 
ciency in  ritual  work. 

THANKS  TO  GRAND  OFFICERS. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  in  my  official  relations 
with  the  Grand  Officers  of  this  body  there  has  been  the  utmost 
cordiality  and  fraternal  sympathy.  To  the  Grand  Matron,  espe- 
cially, do  I  return  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  her  valuable  assistance 
and  the  numerous  suggestions  she  has  kindly  made.  Also  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  for  his  uniform  courtesy  and  the  very  able  man- 
ner that  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  responsible  position. 
And  I  here  tender  my  grateful  acknowledgments  to  Brother  W. 
D.  Engle,  Past  Grand  Patron  and  present  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  for  his  valuable  services 
in  organizing  subordinate  Chapters;  and  he  most  assuredly  has 
the  heartiest  thanks  of  all  the  members  of  our  Order  for  his 
monthly  contributions  to  the  Masonic  Advocate  concerning  the 
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current  history  and  progress  of  our  Order  throughout  the 
United  States. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  express  my  grateful  acknowledge, 
ments  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  in  placing  me  in  this  ex- 
alted position.  I  have  endeavored  to  fulfill  its  sacred  obligations 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  if  I  have  merited  your  approval  I 
am  amply  repaid.  To  my  successor  I  say,  God  speed  you  in  this 
noble  work  May  you  be  successful  in  building  up  and  extend- 
ing our  Order,  for  there  are  numerous  places  in  the  State  where 
successful  Chapters  can  and  ought  to  be  instituted.  Our  Order 
is  yet  in  its  infancy,  but  its  future  is  no  mystery,  unless  it  be  so 
for  its  magnitude  and  greatness.  But  to  attain  this,  it  will  require 
our  best  thought  and  effort.  Good  work,  persistent  work,  con- 
scientious work,  will  have  to  be  done.  Many  sacrifices  will  have 
to  be  made.  Many  difficulties  will  have  to  be  encountered  and 
overcome.  But  the  noble  spirits  that  have  consecrated  themselves 
to  this  work  are  marching  forward  to  a  grand  and  glorious  suc- 
cess, and  out  of  the  shadowy  firmament  shall  shine  forth  myriads 
of  brilliant  stars  that  shall  illuminate  the  extended  horizon  of  our 
future,  and  through  all  and  above  all  that  gentle,  beaming  Star 
of  Bethlehem  shall  blend  its  radiance  with  the  brightness  of  the 
golden  splendors  of  the  New  Jerusalem.

April  20,  1880,  I  appointed  Brother  L.  B.  Warner  as  special 
deputy  for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  officers  of  Evening  Star 
Chapter  No.  41. 

April  24,  1880,  I  appointed  Brother  John  K.  Graff  as  special 
deputy  for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  officers  of  Terre  Haute 
Chapter  No.  43. 

April  24,  1880,  1  appointed  as  special  deputy  for  the  purpose 
of  installing  the  officers  of  Forest  Chapter  No,  44,  Brother  F. 
W.  Fanning. 

April  24,  1880,  I  appointed  as  special  deputy  Brother  John 
Braden  to  install  the  officers  ol  Clifty  Chapter  No.  42. 

December  27,  1880,  by  invitation  of  Terre  Haute  Chapter 
No.  43,  at  a  public  installation  of  the  Lodge  and  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  officers,  I  installed  their  officers,  the  Grand  Patron 
acting  as  Grand  Marshal.  Every  attention  and  courtesy  was 
extended  your  principal  officers  by  the  fraternity  of  our  sister 
city.

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March  — ,  1881,  upon  learning  through  the  Worthy  Matron  of 
Bourbon  Chapter  No.  28,  of  the  loss  by  fire  of  the  Masonic 
Hall,  containing  all  their  Chapter  furniture,  together  with  their 
charter,  I  instructed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  send  to  them  a 
duplicate  Charter,  which  action,  I  trust,  will  meet  the  approval 
of  this  Grand  Body.

May  20,  i83o,  I  granted  to  Sunbeam  Chapter  No.  i  a  dis- 
pensation to  elect  an  Associate  Matron,  their  Associate  Matron 
havmg  moved  away. 

May  31,  1880,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  No.  3  to  elect  a  Worthy  Patron  in  the  place  of  Brother 
B.  B.  Eaton,  deceased. 

January  — ,  1881,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Lebanon  Chap- 
ter No.  23,  to  elect  a  Worthy  Matron  and  an  Associate  Con- 
ductress. 

To  the  following  named  Chapters  I  have  granted  dispensations 
for  special  elections  of  officers:  Hope  No.  5,  Pendleton  No.  8. 
Windfall  No.  17,  Jonesboro  No.  21,  Friendship  No.  32,  Cen- 
tennial No.  33,  and  Danville  No.  39.

.  Question.  Can  Brother  A.,  after  bringing  charges  against  Bro. 
B.,  and  Brother  B.  is  acquitted,  have  a  new  hearing,  or  trial,  for 
the  same  offense?    If  so,  who  is  to  grant  the  new  trial? 

Answer.  "A  new  trial  may  be  granted  by  the  Chapter  that 
tried  the  cause,  upon  newly  discovered  evidence,  which  would 
indicate,  with  reasonable  certainty,  a  change  in  the  findings  of 
a  Chapter,  contrary  to  the  evidence,  law  and  usage,  or  the  pen- 
alty be  excessive."  See  Section  53. 
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Question.  Can  a  member  take  exceptions  to  the  rulings  of  the 
^hair,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  members? 

Answer.  No.  Exceptions  can  not  be  taken  to  the  ruHngs  of 
the  presiding  officer,  save  on  appeal  to  the  Grand  Matron  during 
the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  or  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
during  its  session. 

Question.  How  far  does  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Chapter  extend, 
and  should  a  petition  for  membership  be  hurried  through,  in  the 
absence  of  any  and  all  emergencies?  • 

Answer.  The  jurisdictions  of  Chapters  extend  to  a  point  geo- 
graphically half  way  between  them.  Every  petition  for  member- 
ship should  be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  lay  over  until 
the  next  regular — unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  mem- 
bers present  it  be  declared  a  case  of  emergency. 

Question.  Can  the  new  Secretary  and  Treasurer  take  posses- 
sion of  the  books  of  the  past  officers,  until  the  old  ones  have 
reported  and  been  discharged? 

Answer.  When  a  new  Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  installed, 
the  old  ones  cease  to  be  officials  of  the  Chapter. 

VISITATIONS. 

When,  a  year  ago,  I  was  called  a  second  time  to  serve  as  your 
Grand  Matron,  and  the  amendment  was  offered,  making  it  her 
duty  to  visit  the  subordinate  Chapters  and  report  upon  their 
work  and  financial  condition,  I  concluded  to  anticipate  the  law, 
and  whispered  to  myself  promises  that  every  Chapter  in  the  juris- 
diction should  be  visited,  and  I  even  dared  to  hope  that  I  might 
be  able  to  say  to  you,  at  this  session,  that  as  a  rule,  we  were 
working  from  memory— feehng,  as  I  do,  that  this  is  the  only  true 
way  of  doing.  I  only  regretted  that  I  was  not  clothed  with  the 
authority  to  insist  upon  such  a  course. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusually  exciting  one.  First  came 
the  event,  the  Templar  triennial  in  Chicago,  in  August  last,  which 
(2) 
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was  looked  forward  to  with  pleasurable  anticipations  for  months 
previous,  and  back  upon  with  mingled  feehngs  of  pleasure  and 
pain— pleasure,  at  the  remembrance  that  Raper  Commandery,  of 
our  own  State  and  city,  came  off  victorious  in  the  contest  for  the 
elegant  prize,  and  at  the  many  pleasant  acquaintances  formed— 
and  pain,  at  the  thought  of  the  weary,  aching  head  and  feet,  as 
we  traveled  mile  upon  mile,  trying  to  see  all,  and  failing. 

Then  the  excitement  of  the  presidential  campaign  was  more 
intense  in  our  Hoosier  State,  because  it  was  so  closely  contested, 
and  all  were  given  over  to  the  one  idea  insomuch  that  all  organi- 
zations were  seriously  affected  by  it,  and  our  Chapters  particu- 
larly so.    It  was  my  intention  to  make  my  official  visits  during 
the  pleasant  fall  months;  but  alas!  for  all  human  calculations  at 
such  a  time,  for  I  could  neither  turn  to  the  right  nor  the  left  wUh- 
out  hearing  the  fife  and  drum,  and  the  hurrahs  sounding  above 
all  else,  and  fearing  I  should  catch  the  refrain,  and  be  gathered 
in  as  an  escaped  lunatic,  I  remained  with  my  kindred  and  friends 
until  quiet  was  restored.    The  winter  has  been  so  severe  that 
Chapter  visiting  was  no  easy  task.   However,  at  every  hand  have 
I  received  a  most  cordial  welcome  and  unbounded  hospitality, 
and  I  feel  that,  in  after  years,  my  two  years  as  your  Grand  Ma- 
tron will  form  one  ot  those  bright  pictures  upon  which  memory 
will  love  to  dwell.     I  fully  realize  that  I  am  taking  the  advance 
steps  in  this  work  of  visiting  and  reporting  the  work  of  the  dif- 
ferent Chapters,  and  I  approach  it  with  fear  and  trembling.  I 
shall  endeavor  to  give  a  truthful  report,  with  the  sincere  desire 
that  the  imperfect  may  be  made  more  perfect  and  the  more  per 
feet  aim  for  still  greater  perfection.   I  find  much,  very  mwok^^rnxx^t 
be  done,  if  we  as  an  Order  would  win  for  ourselves  an  abiding 
place.    While  we  grope  in  the  darkness  of  indifference,  discord 
or  whatever  may  hinder  us  in  the  performance  of  the  ''good 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged,"  we  are  constantly  losing  ground 
and  bringing  disgrace  upon  that  which  we  profess  to  love. 

September  i6,  1880,  I  visited  Adah  Chapter  No.  35,  of  Meta- 
mora,  and  found  a  Chapter  capable  of  doing  good  work,  but  they 
had  not  yet  memorized  their  work.  However,  since  then,  a  let- 
ter from  Sister  Mary  B.  High,  Associate  Grand  Matron,  and 
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Matron  of  Adah  Chapter,  tells  me  that  this  defect  is  greatly 
remedied.  At  this  meeting  I  had  the  pleasant  company  of  Brother 
A.  H.  Kaiser,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  and  other  members  of 
Brookville  Chapter.    After  chapter,  refreshments  were  served. 

September  17,  in  company  with  Sister  Mary  B.  High,  Asso- 
ciate Grand  Matron,  and  Brother  E.  W.  High,  I  visited  Esther 
Chapter  No.  37,  located  at  Laurel.  As  Laurel  is  a  small  place, 
the  Chapter  membership  is  necessarily  so,  and  this  fact  seemed  to 
discourage  them;  but  numbers  do  not  always  make  strength, 
and  with  a  trifle  more  earnestness  they  may  be  made  a  bright 
Chapter. 

September  20,  with  Sister  Mary  B.  High,  Associate  Grand 
Matron,  and  several  other  members  of  Adah  Chapter  No.  35,  I 
visited  Brookville  Chapter  No.  40.  This  is  the  Chapter  of  which 
Brother  A.  H.  Kaiser,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  is  Worthy  Patron. 
The  attendance  was  good;  the  work,  well  done,  but  lacking 
much  of  its  impressiveness  by  being  read — though  I  learn  that 
they  are  holding  special  meetings  for  practice,  and  are  rapidly 
discarding  the  use  of  books  in  the  Chapter.  This  Chapter  is  not 
lacking  in  materia],  and  should,  and  I  feel  sure  will,  be  one  of  the 
best  working  Chapters.  This  meeting  was  called  partly  to  bid 
farewell  to  their  Worthy  Matron,  Sister  McClain,  and  her  hus- 
band, who  is  a  minister  in  the  Methodist  Church;  and  ^twas 
time  to  move,  loth  as  they  were  in  both  Church  and  Chapter 
to  part  with  them.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  they  are  de- 
prived of  the  privilege  of  the  Chapter,  and  the  Chapter  of  two 
such  excellent  workers.    Refreshments  followed  the  work. 

November  11, 1  visited  Olive  Branch  Chapter  No.  13,  of  Cicero. 
There  was,  after  an  hour's  waiting  beyond  time,  just  a  quorum, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  Worthy  Matron,  I  opened  Chapter  for 
them.  There  are  a  few  zealous  workers  in  this  Chapter,  and  I 
sincerely  trust  this  year  may  find  the  Chapter  in  better  condition, 
both  as  to  work  and  finance. 

Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3,  taking  advantage  of  my  absence 
while  visiting  Chapters,  instructed  their  Secretary  to  extend  me  an 
invitation  for  an  official  visit  for  October  15.  Invitations  were  also 
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sent  to  the  Grand  Patron,  several  Associate  Grand  Officers  and 
Past  Grand  Officers,  and  the  following,  with  myself,  responded 
by  their  presence:  Sister  Mary  B.  High,  Associate  Grand  Matron, 
Brother  A.  H.  Kaiser,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  and  Brother 
Willis  D.  Engle,  Past  Grand  Patron,  and  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  The  evening  was  very 
stormy,  and  several  officers  were  absent,  in  consequence  of  which 
the  work  was  not  so  well  done  as  it  is  the  custom  of  this  Chap- 
ter to  do.  The  usual  attendance  of  this  Chapter  is  good,  and  the 
spirit  of  harmony  prevails.  Considerable  charitable  work  has 
been  done  by  Queen  Esther  Chapter.  At  a  meeting  held  since 
-my  visitation,  the  work  was  well  performed;  every  officer,  except 
the  Worthy  Patron,  who  was  out  of  the  city,  was  present,  only 
one  regular  officer  using  the  ritual. 

November  17,  I  visited  Evening  Star  Chapter  No.  41,  located 
at  Rensselaer.  I  found  them,  though  young,  fully  in  earnest  in 
the  work.  Almost  the  entire  membership  was  present,  and  every 
officer  in  place,  and  only  the  Worthy  Patron  reading  his  work. 
There  is  ability  in  this  Chapter  for  excellent  work,  and  an  earnest 
desire  to  attain  greater  perfection,  and  I  bespeak  for  our  Evening 
Star  a  brilliant  future.    As  usual,  refreshments  followed. 

November  18,  accompanied  by  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Brother  L. 
B.  Warner,  who  has  since  removed  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Missouri, 
and  several  members  of  Evening  Star  Chapter,  I  visited  Rose 
Chapter  No.  36,  of  Delphi.  I  found  a  Httle  band  whose  ability 
was  far  beyond  the  work  performed,  and  I  urged  upon  them  the 
importance  of  bringing  their  work  to  a  higher  standard.  Re- 
cently, I  learn,  from  the  Worthy  Matron  and  other  members, 
that  their  improvement  is  very  manifest,  and  that  they  are  pre- 
paring to  purchase  jewels  and  an  organ;  which  tells  of  an  earnest 
desire  to  make  the  Chapter  room  a  pleasant  home.  The  coffee, 
cake  and  cream  were  excellent. 

November  19,  I  visited  Clinton  Chapter  No.  6,  of  Frankfort, 
and  regret  to  say  that  the  work  was  far  from  good.  But  I  trust 
that  ere  this  a  greater  earnestness  has  taken  possession  of  the 
officers.    They  meet  but  once  a  month,  and  I  can  but  think  this 
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a  great  detriment  to  any  Chapter.  Refreshments  followed  the 
meeting. 

November  20,  our  Hope  Chapter  No.  5,  of  Lafayette,  was  vis- 
ited. This  was  once  one  of  the  brightest  stars  in  our  Indiana  con- 
stellation; but  a  little  seed  of  discord  was  dropped  in  their  midst, 
and  it  bore  fruit  of  its  kind.  This  was  the  first  meeting  they  had 
held  since  our  Grand  Chapter  session,  and  they  had  ^^z'^r  witnessed 
the  beautifully  improved  initiation  of  our  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter ritual.  I  urged  them  to  renew  their  zeal,  and  not  allow  the 
light  of  our  Hope  to  die  out.  I  have  sent  them  four  dispensa- 
tions to  hold  special  elections.  At  the  times  of  the  first  three 
ihey  failed  to  have  a  quorum,  but  at  the  last  they  held  their  elec- 
tion, and  are  endeavoring  to  revive.  I  trust  that  all  differences 
will  be  put  aside,  and  the  entire  membership  assist  in  the  work 
of  revival. 

January  11,  by  invitation  I  visited  Minerva  Chapter  No.  15, 
of  Greencastle,  the  Chapter  of  which  our  Grand  Patron  is  Wor- 
thy Patron.  There  were  present  several  sisters  and  brothers  from 
Clayton  and  Danville  Chapters.  The  opening  ceremony  passed 
off  smoothly,  and  the  ceremony  of  initiation  was  performed,  but 
only  two  or  three  officers  were  able  to  dispense  with  the  ritual, 
which  greatly  marred  the  beauty  and  effect  of  the  lessons.  They 
know  full  well  the  value  of  good  work,  and  ought  to  do  it.  After 
the  work  we  were  invited  to  the  banquet  room,  and  the  remain- 
der of  the  evening  was  spent  in  sociability. 

January  17,  with  the  Grand  Patron,  Brother  William  G.  Burnett, 
and  members  from  Queen  Esther,  Minerva  and  Danville  Chapters, 
I  visited  Clayton  Chapter  No.  16.  I  here  found  a  Chapter  whose 
membership  numbered  thirteen ;  eight  were  present;  and  although 
one  sister  filled  four  places,  another  three,  and  so  on,  the  work  was 
exceedingly  well  done.  The  Worthy  Matron  presided  with  ease 
and  dignity,  and  each  officer  seemed  to  have  so  thoroughly  studied 
her  work  that  it  was  a  part  of  themselves,  and  the  responses  were 
given  in  a  clear,  distinct  and  earnest  manner.  This  proves  be- 
yond a  doubt  that  numbers  are  not  essential  to  good  work.  Go 
thou  and  do  likewise. 
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January  26,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  meet  with  South  Bend  Chap- 
ter No.  2,  of  South  Bend.  There  were  so  many  other  attractions 
that  the  attendance  was  not  so  good  as  I  could  have  wished.  With 
Brother  John  H.  Nevius  as  Worthy  Patron  and  Instructor,  no  cor- 
rections were  necessary;  but  I  could  wish  that  the  officers  might 
learn  to  render  their  work  from  memory,  rather  than  give  it  as  a 
lesson.  Much  attention  is  paid  to  the  social  features  of  this  Chap- 
ter, and  the  good  result  is  very  apparent. 

February  10,  1881,  accompanied  by  Sister  Mary  C.  Moulton, 
Past  Matron  of  Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3,  I  visited  Centennial 
Chapter  No.  33,  of  Evansville.  They  were  not  in  a  condition  to 
give  good  work,  as  they  had  not  been  able  to  hold  a  meeting  since 
their  summer  vacation,  save  to  hold  their  election.  Still  the 
Worthy  Matron  and  one  or  two  other  officers  worked  from  mem- 
ory. After  the  opening  ceremony,  and  by  request  of  the  Chap- 
ter, I  installed  their  officers,  and  we  went  through  the  ceremony 
of  initiation  for  practice  and  instrucdon.  There  are  a  few  very 
earnest,  zealous  workers  there,  and  I  trust  the  Chapter  may  place 
itself  in  a  condition  for  a  better  record  next  year. 

February  11,  I  visited  Sunbeam  Chapter  No.  i,  of  Mt.  Vernon, 
m  company  with  Sister  Mary  C.  Moulton,  Past  Matron  of  Queen 
Esther  Chapter  No.  3.  We  greatly  missed  Brother  Sylvanus 
Milner,  Past  Associate  Grand  Patron,  also  Worthy  Patron  of  Sun- 
beam Chapter  No.  i ,  who  was  kept  at  home  by  sickness.  I  learned 
that  during  the  past  year  the  meetings  were  very  irregularly  held, 
and,  as  a  following,  the  work  was  not  well  done.  Sister  Rachael 
Harlem  is  a  pains-taking,  concientious  Worthy  Matron,  and  the 
members  pledge  their  support  in  assisting  her  to  bring  up  the  Chap- 
ter work.  A  letter  recendy  received  leads  me  to  think  this  is  be- 
ing done.  Their  hospitality  is  unbounded.  Refreshments  were 
a  feature  of  the  occasion. 

February  14,  I  visited  Friendship  Chapter  No.  32,  of  Newburg. 
This  was  the  first  occasion  on  which  the  new  officers  had  filled 
their  positions.  As  this  Chapter  was  among  those  who  gave  the 
best  work  last  year,  I  regret  to  report  other  than  that.  They 
have  ability,  and  earnest  workers,  and  the  lack  seems  traceable 
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alone  to  indifference.    We  should  never  take  a  backward  step. 
I  earnestly  hope  for  a  better  report  next  year. 

February  15,  in  company  with  Sister  Mary  C.  Moulton,  Past  Ma- 
tron of  Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3,  I  visited  Terre  Haute,  expect- 
ing to  be  present  at  the  regular  meeting  of  Terre  Haute  Chapter 
No.  43  ;  but  they  had  a  hop  on  that  evening,  instead,  and  we  were 
deprived  of  witnessing  what  I  feel  would  have  been  good  work, 
judging  from  their  excellent  corps  of  officers.  Previous  to  my 
going  to  them,  I  was  especially  invited  to  witness  the  work,  and 
I  learn  on  that  occasion  the  work  was  well  rendered.  I  regret 
^hat  sickness  prevented  my  attendance.  They  have  a  beautiful 
jiew  floor  star. 

February  25,  in  response  to  a  letter  from  the  Worthy  Matron  of 
Pendleton  Chapter  No.  8,  asking  how  to  proceed  to  surrender  their 
-charter,  in  company  with  Brother  A.  H.  Kaiser,  Associate  Grand 
Patron,  who  was  in  the  city  and  kindly  loaned  his  assistance,  I 
went  to  them,  and  we  had  a  called  meeting.  There  are  a  faithful 
few  in  this  Chapter,  who  love  the  work  and  dislike  to  be  deprived 
of  Chapter  privileges  After  the  Masonic  Lodge  refurnished  their 
lodge-room,  they  seemed  loth  to  allow  the  Chapter  to  meet  there- 
■in,  which  so  discouraged  the  members  that  they  had  almost  decided 
to  give  up.  They  decided,  however,  to  make  a  further  attempt 
for  life,  and  should  their  case  come  before  you,  I  trust  you  will 
igive  them  all  the  help  and  encouragement  in  your  power. 

■  March  8,  I  visited  Lebanon  Chapter  No.  23,  of  Lebanon.  As 
the  night  was  very  unpleasant,  the  attendance  was  not  good,  nor 
were  the  officers  all  present;  but  through  the  Worthy  Matron  I 
learn  that  they  are  determined  to  bring  Lebanon  back  to  its  old 
standard,  which  was  excellent. 

March  11,  with  the  Grand  Patron,  Brother  William  G.  Burnett, 
the  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  William  H.  Smythe,  and  sisters  and 
brothers  from  Minerva  and  Clayton  Chapters,  I  visited  Danville 
Chapter  No.  39  This  is  a  young  Chapter,  and  I  promise  for  it 
excellent  work.  They  have  a  good  membership,  work  harmoni- 
•ously,  and  the  officers  seem  zealous  to  perform  their  dudes  in  the 
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best  possible  manner,  and  are  striving  to  dispense  with  the  books. 
They  have  recently  purchased  jewels.    Refreshments  were  served. 

March  12.  I  visited  Allen  Chapter  No.  7,  located  at  Waveland. 
There  was  a  good  attendance,  the  spirit  of  harmony  prevailed, 
and  the  great  desire  seemed  to  be  to  keep  Allen  Chapter  what  it 
now  is — one  of  the  best  in  this  jurisdiction. 

March  15,  I  visited  Bloomingsburg  Chapter,  Under  Dispensa- 
tion, and  was  very  cordially  welcomed.  I  am  happy  to  be  able 
to  tell  you  that  they  did  very  good  work — one  or  two  dispensing 
with  the  use  of  the  book,  which,  considering  their  age  and  expe- 
rience, is  very  gratifying. 

March  16, 1  looked  in  upon  Plymouth  Chapter  No.  26.  I  was 
sorry  to  see  the  large  majority  of  the  officers  so  capable — read- 
ing their  work — and  felt  that  a  greater  zeal  on  their  part  would 
largely  increase  their  interest  and  attendance.  They  also  meet 
but  once  a  month.  Their  Worthy  Matron  writes  me  that  they 
are  determined  to  improve,  and  I  advised  called  meetings  for 
practice. 

March  17,  I  met  the  members  of  Bourbon  Chapter  No.  28.  I 
found  it  composed  of  a  membership  which  might  make  a  good 
working  Chapter,  but  their  zeal  seemed  to  have  almost  died  out. 
and  the  dues  had  so  long  gone  uncollected  that  they  had  about 
concluded  they  could  live  without  funds.  They  promised  better 
things  for  the  future.  Since  my  visit  the  Masonic  Hall  has  been 
burned,  containing  all  their  belongings,  which  calls  forth  our  sym- 
pathy and  leniency.  On  this  visit  I  was  accompanied  by  Sister 
Sarah  M.  Burch,  of  Plymouth  Chapter  No.  26. 

March  18,  I  visited  Rolling  Prairie  Chapter  No.  19.  This 
Chapter  has  been  laboring  against  great  odds,  for  the  past  year. 
While  the  ^lasonic  Hall  was  in  process  of  repair,  it  was  burned 
to  the  ground,  which  threw  the  Chapter  out  of  a  home.  But  the 
Matron  kindly  offered  her  house;  and  here,  in  an  upper  room,  I 
met  the  faithful  litde  band  trying — aye,  and  succeeding  far  be- 
yond my  expectations — in  doing  good  work. 
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March  21,  I  visited  Elkhart  Chapter  No.  38.  This  is  not  a 
large  Chapter,  and  upon  the  occasion  of  my  visit  the  attendance 
was  small.  The  ceremony  of  initiation  was  not  performed.  I 
learn  that  the  Worthy  Patron  has  promised  a  set  of  jewels,  so 
soon  as  the  officers  shall  have  committed  their  work.  With  such 
a  gift  in  view,  surely  they  will  learn  their  work.  Only  one  officer 
worked  from  memory. 

March  22,  I  visited  Forest  Chapter  No.  44,  located  at  Butler- 
being,  I  believe,  their  first  visitor.  This  Chapter  is  only  a  litde 
over  a  year  old,  but  it  has  a  large  membership.  It  numbers 
many  brothers  as  members,  and  they  are  not  drones  in  the  hive. 
The  Conductress  and  Associate  Conductress  did  their  work  from 
memory,  and  I  think  we  shall  soon  learn  that  it  is  the  rule,  rather 
than  the  exception,  with  them.  I  promise  good  fruit  from  our 
Forest.  After  the  close  of  Chapter,  the  Masons  were  invited  in, 
refreshments  were  served,  and  sociability  was  the  feature  of  the 
remainder  of  the  evening. 

March  23,  I  visited  Summit  City  Chapter, Under  Dispensation. 
This  Chapter  was  organized  last  July.  There  is  material  and 
zeal  for  the  upbuilding  of  a  good  Chapter,  and  I  shall  look  with 
interest  for  a  good  report  of  them  from  my  successor. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  one  of  the  members  of  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  No.  3,  who  accompanied  the  Grand  Patron  to  Franklin, 
at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  Franklin  Chapter,  U.  D.,  and 
from  the  zeal  and  intelligence  of  its  membership  we  may  look 
for  good  work  from  our  new  star. 

I  made  appointments  to  visit  Riley  Chapter  No.  22,  and  Staun- 
ton Chapter  No.  14,  but  was  deterred  from  keeping  them,  on 
account  of  sickness,  greatly  to  my  regret. 

While  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  last  June,  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  with  Vesta  Chapter  No.  6  ;  also  attended  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, which  was  then  in  session  at  Omaha.  As  your  Grand  Matron, 
I  received  every  courtesy  due  the  position,  and  by  invitation  in- 
stalled the  Grand  Officers,  for  which  thanks  were  expressed  in 
resolutions  offered,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to- 
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present  me  a  copy.  The  acts  of  kindness,  given  me  at  a  time 
when  they  were  so  much  needed,  will  be  ever  lovingly  remem- 
bered. 

As  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  third  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  held  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  in  August  last, 
has  been  sent  to  every  subordinate  Chapter,  a  report,  as  one  of 
your  representatives  to  that  General  Grand  Body,  seems  scarcely 
necessary;  and  yet  I  can  not  pass  it  wholly  by,  for  the  pleasant 
memories  force  themselves  to  the  surface,  and  oblige  me  to  speak 
to  you  of  them.  Indiana  was  well  represented,  all  her  delegates 
being  in  attendance  save  one,  and  visitors  from  our  Hoosier  State 
beyond  count  almost.  I  would  recommend  that  the  subordinates 
of  this  jurisdiction,  if  it  has  not  already  been  done,  have  the 
proceedings  read  at  their  Chapter  meetings,  that  all  may  le;irn  of 
the  growth  and  strength  of  our  Order.  May  the  pleasant  ac- 
quaintances formed  in  Chicago  be  renewed  in  the  Golden  State, 
three  years  hence. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  the  neces- 
sity^ of  having  the  Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations  printed 
separately,  for  the  convenience  of  the  subordinate  Chapters,  and, 
also,  that  a  committee  be  created  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a 
digest  of  the  decisions  rendered,  and  that  they  be  printed  with 
the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

That  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  be  reduced  to  one. 

That  the  Grand  Matron  be  authorized  to  appoint  the  Corres- 
pondence Committee,  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  Despen- 
sations,  and  Appeals  and  Grievances  during  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

That  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer  be  abolished. 

That  a  list  of  the  first  three  officers  and  the  Secretary  of  each 
subordinate  within  the  jurisdiction  be  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings, for  the  convenience,  of  the  Grand  Officers. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

My  correspondence  numbers  about  four  hundred  letters.  I 
am  in  communication  with  every  subordinate  in  the  jurisdiction 
except  those  very  recently  organized. 

I  have  also  received  very  pleasant  letters  from  some  Grand 
Matrons  of  other  jurisdictions,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  thanking 
those  who  responded  to  my  letters  for  their  promptness. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

There  is  a  constitutional  amendment  before  you  this  session  for 
your  adoption  or  rejection,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Ma- 
tron to  visit  the  subordinates,  and  report  upon  their  work  and 
financial  standing.  I  trust  that  this  amendment  will  be  adopted, 
for  in  my  round  of  official  visits  I  found  much  that  needed  cor- 
recting. It  is  the  custom  with  some  to  abridge  the  opening— 
•a  very  bad  practice,  to  my  way  of  thinking.  I  found  only  two  or 
three  Chapters  that  gave  the  alarm  and  signs  correctly.  Of  course 
a  closer  study  of  the  ritual  would  remedy  this.  Many  are  neg- 
ligent about  opening- on  time,  which  is  an  excellent  way  to  lessen 
the  Chapter  attendance. 

I  found  that  after  having  met  with  the  Chapters  I  could  render 
them  better  assistance,  as  I  knew  the  different  hinderances  under 
which  they  labored,  and  they,  in  turn,  felt  greater  freedom  in 
asking  advice  and  assistance.  In  many  Chapters  the  finances 
are  in  a  bad  condition.  The  dues  have  been  allowed  to  remain 
uncollected,  until  the  work  of  straightening  is  quite  a  problem. 
There  are  but  two  or  three  Worthy  Patrons  prepared  to  do  the 
work  in  an  acceptable  manner. 

Worthy  Matrons,  yours  is  a  responsible  position.  Words  can 
not  tell  you  your  duty.  The  promptuigs  of  the  heart  should  be 
your  guide  to  action.  Through  your  efforts  endeavor  to  make 
your  Chapter  room  bright  and  cheery.  Be  punctual  in  your  at- 
tendance.   Never  allow  those  sick  or  in  distress  to  be  neglected. 
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Thoroughly  memorize  your  ritual  work,  that  your  officers  may  be 
stimulated  to  follow  so  excellent  an  example.  Strive  to  culti- 
vate the  spirit  of  sociability  among  the  members.  They  will 
look  to  you  for  guidance  in  all  things  concerning  Chapter  work. 
It  is  the  custom  with  some,  so  soon  as  the  Grand  Chapter  pro- 
ceedings are  received,  to  read  portions  of  them  at  the  meetings 
until  the  whole  is  reviewed.  I  think  the  custom  an  excellent 
one,  and  trust  it  may  become  general. 

I  earnestly  hope  that  the  Worthy  Patrons  may  awake  to  the 
importance  of  making  themselves  thoroughly  familiar  with  their 
ritual  work.  Also,  a  litde  better  knowledge  of  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations would  be  beneficial.     "A  word  to  the  wise  is  sufficient." 

FINANCE. 

I  must  again  call  your  attention  to  the  old  story,  which  has 
been  told  you  by  my  predecessors — that  the  fees  and  dues  in  our 
subordinate  Chapters  are  much  too  low;  but  of  what  use  is  the 
telling  if  there  be  no  doing  in  the  matter?  I  feel  sure  that  much 
of  the  trouble  which  comes  to  the  subordinates  arises  from  the 
lack  of  means,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  some  action  will  be  taken 
to  place  the  dues  and  fees  at  a  figure  which  will  at  least  keep  them 
from  starvation. 

CHARITY. 

It  was  a  cherished  hope  of  mine  that  not  only  could  I  report 
better  ritual  work,  but  also  that  we  were  doing  some  charitable 
work — that  each  Chapter  was  doing  her  little,  and  I  have  urged 
this  for  two  years;  but  the  seeds  are  so  slow  in  coming  up!  What 
right  have  we  to  expect  blessings,  if  we  give  nothing?  If,  in  all 
this  broad  land,  where  there  are  so  many  needy  ones,  so  many 
weary,  aching  hearts,  we  find  none  of  God's  less  fortunate  to 
clothe  and  feed,  or  by  the  loving  smile  or  word  and  deed  lift  the 
cloud  from  a  sorrowful  life  and  let  in  the  beautiful  sunhght,  our 
duty  as  members  of  this  Order  is  but  half  performed.  Let  not 
another  year  pass  without  making  this  a  part  of  your  Chapter 
work. 
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The  sound  of  the  last  farewell"  of  our  Grand  Chapter  gath- 
ering had  scarcely  died  away  when  the  unwelcome  messenger 
came  knocking  at  the  door  of  our  Queen  Esther  and  called  from 
his  post,  while  on  duty,  the  Worthy  Patron,  Brother  B.  B.  Eaton, 
He  was  a  good  man,  a  faithful  officer,  and  a  zealous  member; 
''but,  beyond  the  grave,  the  loved  ones  gone  before  are  waiting 
to  welcome  us  to  our  eternal  home." 

CONCLUSION. 

Again  do  I  return  thanks  to  all  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and 
kindness,  and  although  I  shall  not  bear  to  you  an  official  rela- 
tion, I  trust  you  will  consider  me  ever  ready  to  respond  when- 
ever and  wherever  I  may  be  needed.  The  reladons  between  the 
Worthy  Matrons  and  myself  have  been  of  the  most  pleasant  char- 
acter, and  their  words  of  encouragement  and  love,  from  time  to 
time,  have  been  no  unimportant  stepping-stone  along  life's  path- 
way.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE,, 


INTRODUCTION. 

It  is  said  that  what  is  worth  doing  at  all  is  worth  doing  well, 
but  we  suppose  that  if  one  does  the  best  he  can — time,  cir- 
cumstances and  ability  considered — even  though  it  may  not  be 
done  very  well,  will  be  accepted  as  the  result  of  good  intentions, 
at  least.  With  this  premise  the  following  report  is  submitted  to 
the  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  Order  generally :

covers  eight  pages,  and  is  a  valuable  document.

There  were  twenty-five  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers,  and 
ninety  Representatives  of  thirty  Chapters  in  attendance  upon  the 
eighth  annual  communication,  which  met  in  San  Francisco. 
October  i8,  1880. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  a  thorough  business 
•document,  covering  fourteen  pages.  He  reports  ten  new  Chap- 
ters instituted,  which  is  certainly  a  goodly  number.  Eight 
Chapters  he  visited  officially.  Among  several  decisions  ren- 
dered is  one  : 

■'•If  a  member  pays  his  dues,  and  informs  the  officers  of  tlie  Chapter  he 
has  paid  for  the  purpose  of  dimitting.  that  act  severs  the  connection,  and 
the  Chapter  has  no  voice  in  it.  The  Worthy  Matron  should 

instruct  the  Secretary  to  enter  on  the  record  that  the  brother  had  paid  all 
demands  against  him,  and  had  voluntarily  withdrawn  from  the  Chapter.'" 

The  argument  in  support  of  this  decision  is  that  •■The  Con- 
stitution of  the  Grand  Chapter  states  that,  '  no  member  shall  be 
permitted  to  withdraw  from  a  Chapter  until  all  dues  and  other 
indebtedness  to  the  same  are  paid  or  remitted ;  but  no  recom- 
mendatory certificate  shall  be  granted  except  by  a  vote  of  a 
majorty  of  the  members  present.'  The  converse  of  that  propo- 
sition, in  my  opinion,  is  that  he  can  withdraw  without  the  recom- 
mendatory certificate  at  any  time.'' 

Now,  while  we  do  not  question  Brother  Thomas's  interpreta- 
■tion  or  the  force  of  his  logic,  we  do  question  the  expediency  of 
such  a  law.  It  is  too  loose  a  way  of  severing  connection,  and 
might  result  in  the  withdrawal  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Chapter,  of  some  member  who  had  grievously  transgressed  the 
laws  of  the  Order  and  of  society,  and  whose  membership  it  might 
be  necessary  for  the  future  good  of  the  Order  to  terminate. 
:Such  a  person  residing  beyond  the  territorial  limits  of  the  Chap- 
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ter,  hearing  of  an  intention  to  prefer  charges  against  him, 
oould  under  this  decision,  before  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Chapter,  pay  his  dues  to  the  Secretary  and  procure  a  dimit,  and 
thus  place  himself  beyond  the  direct  reach  of  the  Chapter.  To 
be  sure  the  Chapter  might  follow  him,  and  prefer  charges  against 
him  in  the  Chapter  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  lived,  but  such 
a  way  is  expensive  and  unsatisfactory. 

The  other  decisions  we  regard  as  sound. 

A  worthy  tribute  was  paid  to  Brother  William  L.  Moses, 
through  whose  exertions  the  Order  was  first  established  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  adopted  resolutions  ex- 
pressing its  appreciation  of  his  earnest  and  unselfish  labors. 

The  Grand  Matron's  address  covers  twenty-three  pages,  and 
in  it  she  gives  minute  details  as  to  the  condition  of  the  thirty- 
three  Chapters  officially  visited  by  her.    She  says  : 

"  In  order  to  reach  the  different  Chapters,  about  3,000  miles  of  sea,  stage 
land  railway  travel  were  necessary,  thus  permitting  a  hurried  peep  at  the 
farming  interests,  mming  operations,  and  the  golden  wealth  of  orange- 
groves,  as  we  journeyed  over  inland  plains  and  rugged  old  mountains. 

"  Several  of  the  Chapters  own  musical  instruments  ;  many  others  have  the 
use  of  those  in  their  halls,  while  a  few  are  destitute  of  any  means  of  adding 
the  great  charm  of  music  to  their  meetings. 

"It  is  a  significant  fact  that  the  Chapters  which  carry  out  the  charge  in 
regard  to  devotion  to  the  great  social  principles  of  our  Order,  and  which 
remember  that  we  meet  in  the  Chapter  room  to  aid  each  other  by  cheerful 
companionship  and  social  enjoyments,  are  the  harmonious,  progressive 
ones.  Under  the  head  of  Good  of  the  Order,  it  is  the  custom  of  many 
of  the  societies  constantly  to  maintain  the  plan  of  some  literary  exercises, 
•even  though  it  be  only  a  reading  of  an  interesting  or  humorous  selection, 
or  some  vocal  or  instrumental  music." 

We  make  these  quotations  in  the  hope  that  the  plan  may  be 
adopted  more  universally  by  the  Order,  as  we  are  satisfied  it  will 
be  productive  of  good,  as  also  the  following  : 

"  In  the  best  of  our  Chapters  the  duties  of  the  officers  are  memorized. 
This  is  the  spirit  that  secures  for  our  ceremonies  the  attention  of  thought- 
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ful  persons.  If  rituals  are  not  used,  the  officers  are  alive  and  active  in  the 
work,  and  by  an  able  and  intelligent  discharge  of  their  duties,  give  their 
members  no  reason  to  blush  because  of  their  inefficiency." 

The  Grand  Chapter  can  well  pride  itself  upon  the  efficiency 
of  its  principal  officers  for  1880. 

The  reports  show  receipts  $1,582. 16,  disbursements  $1,065. 15, 
balance  $517.01,  which  is  a  decrease  of  50  cents  during  the 
year.    Initiations  399,  membership  2,227. 

Sister  Ada  A.  Libbey  submitted  a  report  as  Representative 
to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  in  which  she  gave  a  brief  resume 
of  its  transactions,  and  mentioned  kindly  the  pleasant  friendship 
she  formed.  We  hope  we  may  all  meet  again  in  San  Francisco- 
in  1883. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  made  several  reports,  all  of 
which  we  agree  with  except  the  following,  and  perhaps  we  would 
agree  with  it  if  we  understood  it: 

"Your  Committee  cm  Jurisprudence,  to  which  was  referred  the  following; 
resolution:  'That  the  officers  of  Chapters  under  dispensation  be  not  in- 
stalled until  after  the  Chapters  receive  a  charter,'  respectfully  report  that 
under  Section  i,  Article  II,  of  the  constitution  it  is  provided  that  no  Chap- 
ter shall  be  deemed  legal  or  regular  without  a  charter  or  dispensation.  It 
therefore  follows  that  no  act  can  be  lawfully  performed  in  the  absence  of 
the  above  requirements. 

In  this  decision  the  Grand  Chapter  concurred! 

During  the  evening  of  the  last  day  of  the  session  a  Grand 
Chapter  of  Sorrow  was  held,  at  which  Sister  Abbie  E.  Wood 
delivered  an  appropriate  memorial  address,  which  is  published 
with  the  proceedings. 

We  can  not  close  our  review  of  the  proceedings  proper  with- 
out complimenting  Sister  Wood  upon  the  thorough  and  happy 
manner  in  which  she  reports  and  arranges  them.  Last  year  we 
made  some  adverse  criticisms  on  minor  points  in  her  report,  with 
which  we  fear  the  good  sister  was  not  pleased,  but  there  is  no 
room  for  such  this  year. 
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The  Correspondence  report  is  by  Mrs.  S.  Jennie  Mann,  and 
is  a  very  creditable  document  of  twenty-six  pages.  Indiana  for 
T879  and  1880  is  reviewed  pleasantly.  She  objects  to  a  member 
offering  a  series  of  resolutions  to  refer  the  addresses  to  proper 
committees,  and  calls  it  a  "one  man"  power.  We  are  surprised 
that  a  sister  of  such  intelligence  should  fall  into  an  error  of  this 
kind.  There  is  no  one  man  power  in  it,  as  it  takes  a  majority 
vote  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  adopt  a  resolution 
after  one  man  has  introduced  it.  Reference  by  resolution  has 
been  the  almost  universal  practice  in  this  Grand  Chapter  since 
its  organization,  and  we  think  it  is  a  good  practice,  as  thereby 
much  time  is  saved  by  the  matters  of  business  presented  in  the 
addresses  getting  into  the  hands  of  the  committees  to  which  they 
should  be  referred,  at  the  opening  session,  while,  if  the  more 
cumbersome  way  of  refering  to  a  committee  for  distribution  was 
adopted,  they  would  not  reach  them  until  the  second  day,  and 
much  time  would  be  wasted  on  the  first  day,  at  the  expense  of 
subsequent  sessions,  at  which  there  is  always-  a  pressure  of  busi- 
ness. Try  our  way  once.  Sister  Mann,  and  we  don't  believe  you 
will  ever  go  back  to  the  other.

There  were  thirty-five  Grand  Officers  and  permanent  members, 
and  thirty- three  Representatives  "of  sixteen  Chapters  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  seventh  annual  session,  which  met  in  Meriden, 
October  13th  last. 

Sisters  Eleanor  Burton,  Jeannie  E.  Thomas  and  Brother  John 
j  SprouU,  of  New  York,  were  present  as  visitors,  and  were  re- 
ceived with  grand  honors. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  indicates  that  she  is  a 
worker.  She  officially  visited  eight  subordinates,  and  regretted 
that  the  expense  prevented  her  doing  "more  in  that  direction,  as 
she  was  fully  convinced  that  such  visits  are  "a  decided  help  and 
encouragement." 

The  Grand  Patron  had  suffered  much  from  sickness  during 
the  year,  and  had  not  been  able  to  do  as  much  as  he  had  hoped. 
However,  he  constituted  two  Chapters,  and  in  his  address  com- 
mends the  Grand  Representative  system. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  shows  that  she  is  still  vigilant 
and  active  in  the  discharge  of  any  duty  laid  upon  her  for  the 
good  of  the  Order. 

Receipts,  $128.65;  disbursements,  $121.69;  balance,  $6.96. 
Initiations,  128;  membership  in  twenty-three  Chapters,  1,893.  ^ 
revised  constitution  and  complete  code  of  laws  were  adopted. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  Sister  A.  C. 
S.  Bario,  and  occupies  twelve  pages.  The  1880  addresses  of 
both  our  Grand  Officers  are  quoted  from  with  commendation. 
This  is  what  she  has  to  say  in  reply  to  Brother  Parson's  re- 
marks about  "having  a  woman  for  the  head  of  the  Order. 
Quoting  from  Brother  Parson,  she  says: 

'■'Any  man  who  has  to  'cook  his  own  dinner,  cut  out  a  dress  on  a  bias- 
pattern,  or  dose  the  baby  with  squills'  while  his  wife  is  presiding  over  a 
Grand  Chapter,  is  excusable  for  his  ideas  on  the  much  abused  subject  of 
woman's  rights!  Brother  Parson,  we  forgive  you  ;  but  why  did  you  not 
make  known  the  real  cause  of  your  position  in  the  first  place?"

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The  size  of  the  volume  of  proceedings  rather  astonished  iis, 
embracing  as  it  did  i8o  pages,  while  the  average  number  of 
pages  covered  by  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Chapter  has 
been  37.  Upon  examination  it  is  found  that  17  pages  are  used 
for  the  publication  of  the  Constitution,  etc.,  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, while  56  pages — one-half  of  them  blank — are  occupied  by 
the  proposed  Constitution,  etc.,  while  there  are  several  headings 
not  usually  found  in  Grand  Chapter  proceedings,  some  of  which 
furnish  information  of  value,  and  tend  to  make  the  book  an 
encyclopedia  of  Eastern  Star  matters.  Under  this  classification 
comes  "General  Grand  Officers,"  ''General  Grand  Chapter 
Officers  Present,"  "Copy  of  credentials  of  Grand  Representatives 
appointed  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Illinois,"  "  Memorabilia  " 
and  "  Forms,"  which  do  not  agree  with  those  set  forth  by  the 
General  Grand  Chapter. 

When  the  Grand  Chapter  opened,  October  7,  there  were 
present  twenty-one  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers,  eleven  Past 
Matrons  and  Patrons,  and  thirty -one  Representatives  of  twenty- 
one  Chapters,  and  Sister  Jennie  E.  Mathews,  Grand  Lecturer 
of  Iowa. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  covers  eighteen  pages,  and 
is  an  exhaustive  document,  embracing  six  decisions,  reports  of 
sixteen  official  acts  and  twenty-eight  recommendations.  The 
decisions  we  believe  to  be  correct,  except  the  fifth,  viz.:  "That 
any  communication  or  order  from  the  Worthy  Grand  Patron  or 
Worthy  Grand  Matron,  shall  be  received  by  a  subordinate 
Chapter,  and  order  obeyed  zvithout  comment,  and  the  seal  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  is  not  necessary  to  make  the  same  valid  and 
lawful."  It  strikes  us  that  the  nature  of  the  order  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  question  of  its  being  .obeyed,  with  or  without 
comment.  If  the  order  is  within  the  constitutional  power  of  the 
officer  issuing  it,  it  should  be  obeyed  without  question ;  it  it  is 
unquestionably  beyond  such  constitutional  power,  it  is  wholly  a 
question  of  inclination  whether  it  is  obeyed  or  not;  while  if  it  is 
an  open  question  whether  or  not  it  is  within  the  constitutional 
power  of  the  officer  issuing  it,  it  should  be  open  for  discussion 
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and  comment.  Those  are  our  views,  although  their  Grand 
Chapter  unqualifiedly  approved  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Matron. 

Sister  Pitkin  mentions  pleasandy  her  visit  to  our  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  also  the  visit  of  our  Grand  Matron  to  Chicago  Chapters. 
The  prosperity  of  the  Order  and  its  history  in  Chicago,  since 
1869,  receives  valuable  notice.  Sister  Pitkin  strongly  urges  in- 
creased effort  in  charity  work,  and  asks,  "Would  not  an  Eastern 
Star  Aid  Association  meet  with  ultimate  success  ?  "  The  inser- 
tion of  the  word  "ultimate "  precludes  the  possibility  of  the  ques- 
tion being  answered  in  the  affirmative.  Such  associations  may 
attain  temporary  success,  but  ultimately  they  must  prove  failures, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  will  keep 
itself  clear  of  the  evil  effects  of  the  "craze"  that  seems  to  per- 
vade the  country  on  this  subject.   The  Grand  Matron  well  says: 

"  If  our  Chapters  had  something  to  labor  for,  some  little  bare  feet  to 
clothe  or  poor  heart-sick  soul  to  comfort,  there  would  be  no  time  for  con- 
tention and  strife — the  seeds  of  discord  would  never  be  sown,  and  a  spirit 
of  harmony  and  unity  would  prevail  throughout  this  and  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions." 

The  Grand  Patron  reported  the  organization  of  one  Chapter 
during  the  year,  and  the  revival  of  several  others.  He  made 
several  decisions,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  Grand  Chapter 
either  approved  or  disapproved  of  them.  Among  them  is  one 
that  a  Worthy  Matron  can  not  resign,  which  may  be  correct,  but 
if  it  is,  the  law  ought  to  be  changed,  so  that  no  one  need  be  com- 
pelled to  hold  an  office  against  her  desires.  The  "conjoint" 
head  to  the  Grand  Chapter  does  not  seem  to  work  any  better 
than  could  be  expected. 

"On  motion  of  Sister  C.  E.  Maben,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
'  anonymous  communication '  received  by  this  Grand  Chapter  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances."  Silent 
contempt  would  have  been  better. 

The  reports  show  receipts,  $761.01;  expenses,  $450.28;  bal- 
ance, $310.73.  Initiations  in  27  Chapters,  181;  membership, 
1,862,  a  gain  of  29. 
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The  Correspondence  report  is  from  the  pen  of  Sister  Eva  Mc- 
Hugh,  and  is  very  comprehensive,  giving  a  brief  but  complete 
history  of  nearly  all  the  Grand  Chapters.  She  believes  in  "criti- 
cism, sharp  and  yet  unprejudiced,"  and  promises  that  Illinois 
"will  receive  it,  even  as  we  give  it,  in  the  spirit  of  love  and 
forbearance  one  toward  another  "  And  she  does  criticize  the 
sisters  and  brothers  in  a  lively  but  good-natured  manner. 

In  reviewing  the  early  years  of  Indiana  history,  Eastern  Star- 
wise,  she  brings  to  mind  the  fact  that  the  brethren  in  this  juris- 
diction were  once  disfranchised,  and  she  does  not  seem  to  think 
it  was  exactly  right — in  which  opinion  we  of  course  coincide. 
She  wants  to  know  if  there  ever  was  a  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence which  felt  satisfied  with  its  work,  and  if  so,  the  committee 
would  like  to  make  his  or  her  acquainance.  Now,  Sister  Mc- 
Hugh,  we  have  known  some  committees  who  felt  pretty  good 
over  their  reports;  don't  think  they  ever  professed  to  be  satisfied, 
but  we  suspect  that  way  down  in  their  hearts  they  thought  it  was 
quite  satisfactory.  An  introduction,  did  you  say ?  Excuse  us; 
distance  will  not  permit. 

Sister  McHugh  admires,  as  does  every  one  who  reads  them, 
the  reports  of  Brother  Parson,  the  "chronic"  Correspondence 
Committee  of  Missouri.  She  says  of  his  report  of  1878:  ''We 
read  it  through  with  a  broad  smile,  and  laid  it  down  with  a  sigh." 
But  she  can  not  tolerate  his  heretical  ideas  in  objecting  to  making 
the  Grand  Matron  the  presiding  officer  in  the  Grand  Chapter.

Illinois  has  done  what  is,  so  far  as  our  Order  is  concerned, 
an  unprecedented  thing,  /.  e.,  repudiated  the  proceedings  pub- 
lished by  the  acting  Grand  Secretary.     The  Grand  Matron  m 
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her  address  says,  that  "the  proceedings  are  withheld,  and  the 
members  and  officers  of  this  Grand  Chapter  ignored  to-day,  by 
an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  pro  tempore  Grand  Secretary  of  last 
year's  convocation  to  compel  your  Grand  Matron  to  pay  the 
enormous  sum  of  $300  for  said  proceedings.  Twenty-five  copies 
of  these  unauthorized  proceedings  have  been  sent  to  other  States^ 
and  you  have  been  denied  the  privilege  af  seeing  one^  Not- 
withstanding the  fact,  as  appears  from  the  statement  of  the  Grand 
Matron,  that  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  had  not  seen  the 
proceedings  as  printed,  and,  as  it  would  seem,  without  the  proceed- 
ings being  read  or  the  subject  matter  of  the  interpolations  or  omis- 
sions being  explained,  a  committee  which  had  "examined  the 
so-called  proceedings,"  found  that  said  proceedings  contained 
matter  foreign  to  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  1879, 
and  "that  some  actions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  were  omitted 
altogether,"  and  the  Grand  Chapter  adopted  the  report  refusing 
to  "recognize  these  so-called  proceedings  as  the  authorized 
record  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  1879."  The  original  manu- 
script having  been  destroyed,  a  committee  was  then  appointed 
"to  re-write  the  transactions  of  1879  f^o"^  memory,  and  such 
other  reliable  (?)  sources  as  were  at  command."  This  com- 
mittee, "after  deliberation  and  consultation,"  reported  they  had 
compiled  the  transactions,  which  were  ordered  recorded  on  the 
journal,  but  not  printed. 

Among  the  reasons  assigned  by  the  Grand  Matron  for  desir- 
ing the  repudiation  of  the  printed  proceedings,  was  "that 
authority  had  been  taken  to  publish  to  thfe  world  the  alleged 
irregularities  of  one  brother,  and  extol  what  some  would  call 
the  dereliction  in  another  brother."  Now,  while  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  in  this  matter  may  be  perfectly  legitimate,  it 
strikes  us  as  a  very  undesirable  way  of  correcting  a  false  record. 
It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  larger  portion  of  the  pro- 
ceedings are  true,  and  the  most  effective  way  to  correct  them 
and  remove  wrong  impressions,  would  have  been  to  have  ap- 
proved so  much  of  them  as  was  correct,  and  to  disapprove  spe- 
cifically such  things  as  were  incorrect.  As  it  stands,  the  asper- 
sion of  "alleged  irregularities  of  one  brother  "  are  not  removed,. 
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nor  is  the  extoling  of  "  what  some  would  call  the  dereUctions  in 
another  brother"  counteracted,  while  by  the  simpler  and  shorter 
course  they  could  have  been. 

We  think  that  the  Grand  Chapter  has  yet  to  learn  that  two 
wrongs  do  not  make  a  right.  We  regret  the  spirit  that  is  mani- 
fested in  the  proceedings  of  both  1879  and  1880,  and  hope  that 
there  will  soon  be  a  better  feeling  among  the  leading  members 
of  our  Order  in  our  sister  jurisdiction.  We  believe  in  fighting 
for  principle  whenever  it  is  necessary ;  but  personal  animosities 
should  be  avoided,  as  contrary  to  the  principles  of  our  Order, 
and  detrimental  to  its  growth  and  influence. 

There  were  twenty-eight  Grand  and  Past  Officers  and  thirty- 
six  Representatives  of  twenty-two  Chapters  present  at  the  session 
which  was  held  in  Chicago,  October  5. 

.The  Grand  Patron  was  absent,  and  failed  to  send  an  address. 

The  Grand  Matron  mentions  the  honor  and  courtesy  she  re- 
ceived when  visiting  our  Grand  Chapter  one  year  ago.  She 
also  paid  official  visits  to  two  Chapters  in  her  jurisdiction.  The 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  sent  in  her  res- 
ignation two  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter ; 
and  "the  year  being  far  spent,  it  was  thought  best  to  leave  her 
work  to  her  co  laborers  on  that  committee;"  but  the  "co- 
laborers"  some  way  failed,  as  no  Correspondence  report  appears. 
After  the  feast  Sister  McHugh  gave  us  last  year,  our  appetites 
were  sharpened,  so  we  are  the  more  disappointed. 

The  reports  show  that  considerable  money  passed  through  the 
hand  of  the  proper  officers;  but  just  how  much,  or  what  the  bal- 
ance is,  we  can  not  discover ;  nor  is  there  anything  in  the  pro- 
cedings  to  show  the  number  of  Chapters  or  members  in  the 
jurisdiction. 

A  new  constitution  and  code  of  law  were  adopted.  We  have 
only  time  to  note  one  or  two  items.  It  is  required  that  an  appli- 
cation for  a  dimit  "must  be  read  in  open  Chapter,  and  lie  over 
until  the  next,  or  some  subsequent  regular  meeting,  when,  if  the 
applicant's  dues,  and  all  other  indebtedness,  are  paid,  and  there 
are  no  charges  pending,  a  dimit  must  be  granted." 
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We  suppose  if  the  application  was  laid  over  for  a  year,  or  five 
years,  it  would  come  within  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

Here  is  an  innovation,  which  we  hope  will  be  dropped  on  the 
first  opportunity,  as  it  is  a  backward  step : 

"  In  case  of  a  conflict  of  opinion  between  the  first  two  officers  of  a 
■Chapter,  the  Patron's  opinion  shall  take  precedence,  as  the  constitution 
vests  him  with  supervising  care  over  the  Chapter." 

The  constitution  and  code  are  very  complete  documents,  and 
their  provisions  generally  wise.

Iowa  has  had  considerable  experience,  not  always  of  the  most 
encouraging  kind.  Before  the  Grand  Chapter  was  organized 
some  sixty  Chapters  had  a  nominal  existence,  some  holding 
charters  from  the  "Supreme  Grand  Chapter,"  and  others  work- 
ing without  any.  To  bring  something  fike  order  out  of  this 
chaos  has  been  the  principal  work  that  the  Grand  Officers  have 
had  to  do,  and  we  fear  that  if  the  Grand  Chapter  had  not  been 
blessed  with  a  sister  of  the  zeal  and  energy  of  Jennie  E.  Math- 
ews, the  end  aimed  at  would  not  have  been  so  nearly  reached. 

At  the  third  annual  session,  held  in  Council  Bluffs,  May  nth 
last,  there  were  present  nine  Grand  Officers  and  twenty-one  Rep- 
Tesentatives  of  ten  Chapters,  besides  Elmira  Foley,  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Matron,  and  Brother  W.  H.  Foley,  who  were  elected 
honorary  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  The  first  evening 
was  devoted  to  the  exemplification  of  the  work,  and  the  delivery 
■of  an  original  poem  by  Sister  Mathews. 

The  Grand  Patron  urges  that  we  "strive  to  improve  the  future 
.as  it  opens  to  us  its  various  opportunities  of  doing  good  to  others 
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and  being  better  ourselves,  that  when  the  record  of  another  year 
IS  made  up  we  may  feel  proud  of  ourselves."  Does  the  good 
brother  remember  that  the  wise  man  has  said  :  "Pride  goeth  be- 
fore destruction?"  Two  Chapters  were  organized  during  the 
year.  The  Grand  Patron  appointed  the  Grand  Matron  and  the 
Grand  Lecturer  as  special  deputies  for  general  work  for  the  good 
of  the  Order,  which  we  think  a  little  stretch  of  powers,  although 
the  appointments  were  in  themselves  wise  and  profitable. 

The  members  of  one  of  the  non  conforming  Chapters,  as  re- 
ported by  the  Grand  Matron,  argued:  "We  are  at  present  an 
independent  organization;  subject  to  no  one;  governed  by  no 
Grand  Body;  for  the  most  part  in  harm.ony  with  each  other;  at 
liberty  to  make  and  amend  our  own  laws,  etc.  Should  we  join 
the  Grand  Chapter  we  are  no  longer  independent,  but  subject  at 
all  times,  and  in  all  important  matters,  to  its  jurisdiction ;  which 
fact  might  at  times  bring  into  our  Chapter  a  discordant  element." 
Truly  a  powerful  argument !  Why  have  any  organization  at  all  ?' 
Each  individual  member  might  then  be  "independent;."  "sub- 
ject to"  and  "governed  by  no  one."  The  Order  used  to  be  run 
something  on  that  principle,  and  had  upwards  of  one  hundred 
thousand  "  independencies,"  but  what  became  of  them  is  a  ques- 
tion. The  fact  is,  no  great  good  can  be  accompUshed  without 
organization,  and  the  more  systematic  and  comprehensive^  it  is 
the  more  can  be  accompHshed. 

The  Grand  Matron's  address  shows  that  she  has  an  active  inter- 
est in  the  Order;  and,  doubtless,  the  seed  sown  by  her  will  con- 
tinue to  bring  forth  fruit  in  the  years  to  come.  She  thinks  the 
Order  would  be  more  prosperous  if  the  fee  was  five  dollars  in- 
stead of  two,  and  we  agree  with  her. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  Sister  Mathews,  shows  a  good  deal  of 
work  done.  She  reports:  "One  Chapter  was  broken  up  for  a 
while  by  allowing  its  members  to  become  negligent  in  paying 
dues."  Nothing  demands  closer  attention  than  the  finances  of 
our  Order,  and  the  attention  of  members  can  not  be  too  often 
called  to  its  importance. 
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The  reports  show,  receipts,  $265.50;  disbursements,  $i57-74; 
balance  in  hands  of  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand 
Patron  and  Grand  Lecturer,  $107.76.  (Who  was  it  quoted, 
'-Trop  de  cuisiniers  gatent  la  sauce'' 1)  Membership  in  thirteen 
Chapters,  468;  increase,  157. 

A  ktter  from  our  Grand  Matron,  expressing  regret  at  not  be- 
ing able  to  attend  the  Grand  Chapter,  was  read. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to  advertise  for  bids  for 
printing  the  proceedings. 

The  Correspondence  report  is  from  the  pen  of  Sister  Mathews, 
and  is  good.     Indiana,  for  1879,  is  kindly  noticed.

The  Grand  Chapter  was  favored,  at  its  meeting  May  ii,  with 
the  presence  of  the  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Patron  of  New 
Jersey,  and  the  Grand  Patron  and  Brother  Sproull,  of  New  York. 
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There  were  present  ten  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  of  six 
Chapters,  besides  twenty-four  "members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
and  duly  authorized  proxies."  Somebody  ought  to  do  something 
jor  that  Committee  on  Credenti  ils,  as  their  report  does  not  give 
tlie  name  of  any  person  present,  or  the  total  number,  nor  can 
the  information  be  gathered  from  anything  in  the  proceedings. 
Still,  we  do  not  know  that  the  committee  is  to  blame.  The  "Or- 
der and  Rules  of  Business"  define  the  duty  of  the  Committee 
■on  Credentials  to  be  "to  collect  the  names  and  credentials  of  all 
members  and  all  proxies  present,  and  the  names  of  those  for 
whom  the  proxies  act."  We  presume  the  committee  performed 
itiieir  prescribed  duty,  and  have  quite  a  collection  of  names. 

The  Grand  Matron  appreciates  the  importance  of  full  and 
prompt  attendance  upon  Chapter  meetings,  and  gives  this  ad- 
vice, which  is  as  good  for  the  sisters  and  brothers  of  Indiana  as 
for  those  of  the  B-iy  State  : 

"  Let  your  accustomed  place  in  the  Chapter  be  so  rarely  vacant  that 
when  it  becomes  so  from  necessity,  members  will  ask,  '  Is  the  sister  or 
brother  sick?'  If  you  are  ever  inclined  to  ask  what  good  it  will  do  to 
attend  the  meetings,  I  ask  you  to  consider  the  encouragement  your  pres- 
ence will  give  to  the  ofhcers,  and  how  much  more  impressive  will  be  the 
lessons  of  the  Order.  We  ^11  have  some  personal  influence,  and  if  we  place 
•ourselves  in  the  way  of  doing  good,  the  opportunity  will  not  fail  to  come. 
By  our  cordial  greetings  we  can  give  encouragement  to  those  in  sorrow  ;  in 
the  spirit  of  kindness  we  may  check  the  hasty  word  on  the  lips  of  the  sis- 
ters or  brothers,  or  correct  errors  and  make  suggestions  which,  though  they 
may  not  be  appreciated  at  the  moment,  will  in  due  time  be  productive  of 
good.  Whatever  faults  we  may  seek  to  correct,  let  it  be  done  in  the  spirit 
of  charity  and  loving  kindness,  and  never  in  a  dictatorial  manner." 

The  Grand  Patron  reports  one  Chapter  organized  and  several 
•official  visits  made  during  the  year.  He  decided  that  adopted 
•daughters  are  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees,  which  was  approved 
by  the  Grand  Chapter.  Credentials  had  been  received  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Order  in  Massachusetts  as  Grand  Representatives  of 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  Arkansas  and  Illinois.  This  system  is  in 
imitation  of  one  of  the  excrescences  upon  the  body  of  Masonry 
which  has  never  proved  of  any  benefit,  and  which,  we  believe, 
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has  no  constitutional  or  lawful  existence  in  any  Masonic  or  East- 
ern Star  jurisdiction.  We  would  suggest  the  wisdom  of  demon- 
strating that  there  is  some  good  in  a  new  thing  before  incorpor- 
ating it  into  our  Order. 

Brother  Lamb  has  the  faculty  of  saying  something  worth  hear, 
ing  or  reading  whenever  he  speaks  or  writes.  He  thus  briefly 
portravs  the  benefits  of  our  Order  : 

■'What  Masonry  is  doing  for  the  Masonic  brother,  the  Eastern  Star  -hal] 
do  for  the  Ma-^on's  wife,  daughter,  widow,  mother  and  sister.  This  Order 
is  only  the  outgrowth  of  the  increasing  conviction  that  woman's  active 
sympathy  and  co-operation  is  essential  to  the  complete  success  of  every 
mcral  and  social  work.  The  spirit  of  progress  has  discovered  her  worth, 
and  led  her  into  new  and  most  responsible  fields  of  labor.  As  teacher, 
author,  journalist,  physician  and  preacher,  she  is  achieving  marvelous  tri- 
umphs. To  fit  her  for  the  important  duties  of  her  growing  station,  the 
spirit  of  this  progressive  age  has  opened  for  her  the  doors  of  the  college, 
medical  school,  theological  seminary,  and  every  avenue  to  mental  and  moral 
culture.  Shall  the  spirit  that  is  moving  all  other  institutions  in  woman's 
behalf  leave  Masonry-  untouched  ?  Will  it  not  point  out  to  that  institution 
a  new  path  of  duty,  whereby  its  blessings  may  fall,  practically  as  well  as 
theoretically,  upon  those  who  hold  to  Masons  the  dearest  of  all  relations? 
This  is  the  practical  question  which  is  being  met  with  an  affirmative  re- 
sponse in  the  organization  and  progress  of  the  Eastern  Star.  Its  Chapters 
are  springing  into  existence  at  the  bidding  of  eminent  Masons,  who  see  in 
Masonry,  not  fossilized  sentiment,  but  an  inspiration  to  noble  work,  not  for 
man  alone,  but  for  woman,  upon  whose  moral,  intellectual  and  social  cul- 
ture his  own  so  much  depends.' 

The  seven  active  Chapters  show  138  initiations  and  544  mem- 
bers.   Receipts,  $244.33  :  disbursements,  $148  ;  balance,  $96- 33- 

The  constitution  w  as  amended  so  as  to  make  the  Grand  Ma- 
tron the  presiding  officer,  whereupon  the  Grand  Patron  presented 
her  with  the  gavel.  Hereafter  the  Grand  Matron  of  Massachu- 
setts is  equal  in  authority  to  any  of  her  sisters.  So  may  it  ever  be. 

The  Grand  Officers  elected  were  installed  by  W.  V.  W.  Vree- 
land.  Grand  Patron  of  New  Jersey,  assisted  by  Brother  Sproull, 
who  acted  as  Grand  Marshal.  If  there  is  any  one  thing  John 
knows  how  to  do  with  grace  and  neatness,  it  is  to  act  Grand 
Marshal  at  an  installation. 
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There  is  no  report  on  Correspondence,  but  we  are  glad  to  note 
that  Mrs.  S.  Ellen  Whitcomb,  of  Natick,  is  appointed  the  com- 
imittee  this  year,  and  we  shall  look  with  interest  for  her  report.

The  Grand  Patron  believes  in  an  enlarged  sphere  of  useful- 
ness for  woman,  and  is  not  afraid  to  say  so,  and  does  it  in  forci- 
ble and  eloquent  language.  Five  Chapters  were  organized  during 
the  year.

Missouri  has  been  cleaning  house,  and  freeing  herself  from 
useless  rubbish.  Somebody-  we  believe  it  was  Brother  Vincil— 
once  referred  to  the  "hurried  working  up  of  a  State  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  company  called  '  supreme.'"  The  extent  of  this  ''work- 
ing up"  in  Missouri  was  the  sale  of  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  Charters,  previous  to  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
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ter.  The  Grand  Matron,  by  order  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  arrested 
ninety-eight  of  them,  owing  to  the  Chapters  having  failed  to  make 
returns  for  two  years  or  more,  or  having  expressed  a  desire  to 
retain  their  charters,  after  six  months'  notice  had  been  given 
them ;  in  other  words,  ninety-eight  of  these  Chapters  were  prac- 
tically dead;  in  fact  many  of  them  never  had  any  life. 

At  the  sixth  annual  meeting,  held  in  St.  Louis,  there  were 
present  thirty-two  Grand  and  Past  Officers  and  sixteen  represent- 
atives of  thirteen  Chapters.  Look  here.  Brother  Parson,  this 
will  not  do.  Out  of  fifty-four  live  Chapters  on  the  roll,  you 
ought  to  do  better,  in  the  way  of  attendance,  than  that.  Some- 
thing will  have  to  be  done,  to  remove  what  remains  of  the  canker. 
One  thing  you  have  done  —  which  we  think  will  help  you  —  and 
that  is,  separated  your  sessions,  as  to  time  and  place,  from  those 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Dr.  Vincil  now  can't  have  that  excuse  for 
not  attending.  They  will  use  him  better  in  Chillicothe  than  they 
did  in  Chicago  —  and  there  will  not  be  so  many  ''other  distin- 
guished guests!" 

Missouri  seems  fortunate  in  securing  Grand  Patrons  who  do. 
not  deem  it  to  be  necessary  for  them  to  make  up  in  address  what 
they  fail  to  accomplish  in  other  directions.  The  Grand  Patron's 
address  is  a*  straightforward  business  document,  and  when  he 
gets  through  he  stops.  Two  dispensations  for  organizing  Chap- 
ters were  issued. 

The  Grand  Matron  issued  a  dispensation  authorizing  a  subor- 
dinate Chapter  to  hold  a  meeting  "on  a  day  other  than  the  one 
named  in  its  by-laws,  and  to  transact  its  regular  business  on  the 
day  selected,  until  a  day  of  meeting  was  fixed  by  a  change  of 
by-laws,  legally  adopted."  We  do  not  believe  that  any  officer  of 
a  Grand  or  subordinate  Chapter  can  suspend,  change,  or  annul 
a  written  law  of  either  a  Grand  or  subordinate  Chapter,  by  dis- 
pensation, or  any  other  means  than  the  constitutional  suspension 
of  a  Chapter  for  cause.  We  know  that  such  is  the  practice  in 
several  jurisdictions,  but  it  is  not  good  law,  or  a  good  custom 
either. 
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The  Grand  Matron  also  was  of  the  opinion  that  no  one  ought 
to  be  eligible  to  election  as  a  Patron  "  except  a  Present  or  Past 
Patron,  or  a  Present  or  Past  Master  of  a  lodge  of  Masons,  pro- 
vided there  be  one  belonging  to  the  Chapter,  who  will  serve  the 
Chapter  as  such  Patron."  The  Grand  Chapter  approved  the 
recommendation,  that  the  Worthy  Patron  be  a  man  of  experi- 
ence in  the  work,  but  did  not  deem  it  expedient  to  pass  any  law 
on  the  subject. 

The  finance  report  shows  receipts,  $645.95;  disbursements, 
$340  90;  balance  on  hand  $305.05. 

The  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  lays 
over  till  next  session  for  final  action  : 

"  That  no  subordinate  Chapter  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  confer 
the  degrees  on  a  candidate  for  less  than  three  dollars,  and  each  subordi- 
nate Chapter  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Chapter  one  dollar  for  each  person 
initiated,  which  shall  be  set  apart  as  a  fund  for  a  Widows'  and  Orphans, 
Home,  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Grand  Chapter." 

The  table  of  statistics  shows  in  initiations  and  1,148  mem- 
bers in  24  Chapters  making  returns. 

The  proceedings  contain  Brother  Parson's  Correspondence 
report,  which  is  bright  and  sparkling,  and^ cutting  a5  ever. 

He  quotes  from  Arkansas:  '^f  a  Master  Mason's  daughter 
or  sister  marry  a  profane  man,  is  she  entitled  to  the  degrees  of 
the  Order  ?  The  resolution  was  discussed  freely,  and  decided 
in  the  affirmative  by  a  unanimous  vote,"  and  adds: 

Now,  while  we  don't  think  a  man  ought  to  use  'cuss  words,'  we  think 
it  would  be  rather  excessive  to  prohibit  his  marrying  a  sister  of  the  East- 
ern Star,  and  we  suppose  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  thought 
if  one  of  our  Eastern  Star  sisters  got  hold  of  him,  she  would  certainly  cure 
him  of  his  'profanity.'  Seriously,  why  not  say  a  man  who  is  not  a  Mason, 
instead  of  trying  to  talk  about  a  'profane'?  about  which  the  Eastern  Star 
is  supposed  to  know  nothing." 

He  recognizes  the  fact  that  Sister  Ransford  has  ''fulfilled  the 
expectations  of  her  friends,  and  proved  a  working  Grand  Ma- 
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tron."  He  lets  the  printer  spell  our  Grand  Patron's  name  "Bar- 
nett,"  and  cuts  our  Grand  Secretary  off  without  an  ''e"  to  his 
name. 

If  there  is  one  thing  Brother  John  R.  thinks  he  knows  all 
about,  it  is  arranging  proceedings,  and  he  is  not  backward  in 
telhng  right  out  what  he  thinks  of  people  who  differ  with  him  in 
opinion  or  taste  in  this  matter.  Woe  unto  the  Grand  Secretary 
who  presumes  to  put  the  addresses  of  the  Grand  Officers  in  the 
appendix,  or  a  Correspondence  report  in  the  body  of  the  pro- 
ceedings !    But  why  ? 

Just  for  his  personal  gratification,  we  will  inform  Brother  Par- 
son that  Past  Grand  Officers  are  not  included  in  the  list  of  Rep- 
resentatives to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  simply  because  they 
are  not  Representatives,  but,  as  he  states,  ''they  are  permanent 
members."  He  answers  his  own  question  without  knowing  it. 

Brother  Parson  is  raising  a  company  to  walk  to  San  Francisco 
in  1883,  and  calls  for  names  of  recruits  who  will  report  at  an 
early  a  day  as  possible  to  Captain  Parson,  St.  Louis.  Bicycles  are 
ruled  out;  every  one  who  enlists  is  to  have  an  equal  show,  with 
preference,  if  any,  given  to  the  widows,  for  whose  rights  Captain 
Parson  is  an  earnest  champion.

There  appears  to  be  an  unstableness  in  the  Order  in  New 
Jersey,  which  is  always  crying  for  a  change,  and  no  sooner  is  one 
obtained  than  another  is  desired.  Not  that  many  or  most  of  the 
members  are  variable  in  their  convictions,  for  they  are  not,  but 
there  appears  to  be  a  sufficient  number  of  such  to  hold  the  bal- 
ance of  power.  The  latest  change  is  the  severance  of  the  con- 
nection of  the  Grand  Chapter  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
though  what  was  gained,  or  was  expected  to  be  gained,  we  do 
not  know,  and  are  satisfied  it  will  not  benefit  the  Order  in  any 
way,  and  that  the  better  judgment  of  the  Grand  Chapter  will, 
in  the  end,  prevail,  and  New  Jersey  will  take  her  accustomed 
place  in  the  van  of  the  army  of  progress. 

There  were  twenty-eight  Grand  and  Past  Officers,  and  fifteen 
Representatives  of  five  Chapters  in  attendance  at  the  eleventh 
annual  session,  held  in  Paterson,  October  13,  last.  The  Grand 
Matron,  in  her  address,  paid  loving  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
sisters  and  brothers  departed.  She  had,  in  company  with  the 
Grand  Patron,  paid  official  visits  to  every  Chapter  in  the  State, 
six  in  number.  She  urged  careful  consideration  of  the  business 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  said:  "It  is  not  what  we  leave  un- 
done in  our  great  hurry  to  get  through,  but  what  we  actually  do 
in  the  short  time  we  are  together"  that  is  the  evil.  She  well 
says  : 

^*  There  is  often  that  in  a  cruel  word,  or  even  a  suspicious  sneer,  that 
has  more  of  terror  and  death  in  it  to  a  sensitive  woman  than  words  can 
express  or  language  compass.  And  do  you  always  think  how  your  cold 
politeness  or  averted  looks  may  chill  the  heart  like  the  keen  breath  of  a 
glacier;  or  that  your  neglect  of  some  troubled  soul  may  extinguish  the 
last  spark  of  hope  that  lies  buried  beneath  the  ashes  of  her  sorrow  ?  *  * 
It  is  not  to  be  for  a  moment  supposed  that  there  is  a  willful  and  wicked 
use  of  speech  in  our  membership  concerning  others  ;  but  there  is  a  careless, 
thoughtless  manner  that  sometimes  carries  with  it  all  the  sad  results  of  a 
wicked  violation  of  the  law  of  charity,  and  the  sacred  promises  we  make 
on  the  altar  of  our  faith  befoie  God  and  man." 
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The  Grand  Patron  says : 

"The  Order  is  not,  as  many  suppose,  a  mere  social  organization;  a  mere 
romantic  theory,  soaring  in  imaginary  flights  beyond  the  reach  of  human 
■necessities,  never  touching  the  hearts  of  its  members  in  practical  sympathy 
with  their  wants ;  but  we  claim  it  is  a  living  principle,  directly  operative 
upon  the  heart.  And  we  go  further  than  this;  we  claim  no  institution 
known— the  church  alone  excepted— is  in  closer  sympathy  with  the  wants 
of  all  than  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  when  its  teachings  are  fully  car- 
ried out.  I  know  there  are  other  societies  whose  works  are  more  widely 
celebrated  in  prose  and  song.  I  know  there  are  many  whose  deeds  stand 
like  pillars  of  light  along  the  road  of  time.  I  know  that  the  quiet  work 
done  by  this  Order  is  not  wont  to  be  blazoned  forth  from  the  housetop,  or 
proclaimed  at  the  corners  of  the  streets,  but  this  should  not  in  the  least 
-diminish  our  usefulness." 

May  we  prove  an  Order  worthy  of  so  noble  an  eulogy ! 

The  reports  show  receipts,  $176.92;  disbursements,  $68.06; 
balance,  $108.86;  membership  in  six  Chapters,  277— a  loss  of 
16.  The  Grand  Secretary  also  presents  a  table  of  statistics  for 
■nine  years,  which  show  in  1872  a  membership  of  248  in  five 
Chapters,  the  net  gain  since  then  being  29. 

The  proceedings  contain  all  the  papers  presented  to,  and  re- 
port of  proceedings  had  by,  the  Committee  on  Grievances, 
which  we  think  it  would  have  been  better  to  have  been  omitted. 
It  is  an  interesting  fact,  however,  to  know  that  Brother  Knight, 
who  so  bitterly  opposed  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  considered 
it  a  "  great  injury  "  to  him,  "and  to  the  common  scandal  and 
disgrace  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  of  the  Order"  to  have  it 
stated  that  he  was  working  in  the  interest  of  Macoy. 

The  Correspondence  report  is  from  the  veteran  pen  of  John 
M.  Mayhew.  Indiana,  for  1880,  is  noticed  fraternally.  How 
Brother  Mayhew  fell  into  the  error  of  saying  that  that  eulogistic 
resolution  presented  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  in 
1879,  was  adopted,  when  it  did  not  get  ten  per  cent,  of  the  votes 
cast,  is  a  mystery  to  us.  We  fear  he  relied  somewhat  on  New 
York's  report,  in  which  the  same  error  was  made.  There  are 
some  slight  typographical  errors.  Who  would  recognize  our  ge- 
niil  Sister  Mathews  with  her  name  spelled  Mutherus?  Sister 
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Foley  recommended,  in  her  remarks  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Iowa,  that  the  signs  be  given  slowly,  but  the  report  has  it 
' '  shrewdly. "    Such  things  will  happen.

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Order,  there  has  been  a  ma- 
terial advance  in  ideas  by  the  Grand  Chapter  af  New  York,  and 
although  it  is  in  some  particulars  still  far  behind  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  Order,  yet  there  is  good  grounds  for  hoping  that  in 
the  near  future  it  will  in  all  things  come  into  practical  unity  and 
uniformity  with  the  rest  of  the  Order.  As  a  rule,  the  older 
organizations  of  the  nature  of  Grand  Chapters  grow,  the  more 
conservative  they  become,  and  cling  with  tenacity  to  the  usages, 
laws  and  customs  they  are  familiar  with,  and  it  takes  mature 
deliberations  before  they  see  that  some  other  way  than  the  one 
they  are  accustomed  to,  is  the  better. 

There  were  forty-five  Grand  and  Past  Officers  and  thirty-six 
Representatives  of  twenty  Chapters  in  attendance  upon  the  elev- 
enth annual  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  which  met  in  the 
German  Masonic  Temple  on  June  i,  beside  visitors  from  Mas- 
sachusetts, New  Jersey,  Connecticut  and  Indiana. 

The  Grand  Patron  reported  the  granting  of  three  charters  for 
Chapters  outside  the  State  of  New  York,  which  were  issued  by 
virtue  of  2.  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1879. 
One  of  the  Chapters  has  since  ceased  to  exist,  while  the  two- 
others  have  surrendered  their  charters,  and  are  working  under 
the  General  Grand  Ch-ipter.  Two  dispensations  were  granted 
for  the  organization  of  Chapters  in  the  State  of  New  York. 
An  unusual  number  of  cases  of  grievance  came  before  the 
Grand  Patron  for  action,  and  seem  to  have  met  with  calm  and 
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wise  consideration,  and  though  perhaps  in  one  instance  the  law 
was  rather  vigorously  enforced,  yet  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that 
the  interpretation  placed  upon  it  was  correct.  A  large  number 
of  official  visits  were  made  by  the  Grand  Patron,  who  was  usu- 
ally accompanied  by  other  Grand  Officers. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  was  short  but  sound.  Sister 
Faulkner  has  the  fortune  to  be  in  advance  in  her  ideas  of  most 
of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  advocated  the  adop- 
tion of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  Ritual.  Whether  or  not  that 
accounts  for  the  entire  ignoring  of  the  contents  of  her  address 
by  the  Committee  on  Addresses,  may  be  a  question.  Never 
mind,  Sister  Faulkner,  they  will  all  agree  with  you  one  of  these 
days. 

The  Associate  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Sarah  A.  Greenwood, 
delivered  a  brief  address  which  is  full  of  good  thoughts. 

Receipts  as  per  reports,  $633.32;  disbursements,  $678.50;, 
indebtedness,  $44.18.  Initiations  in  twenty-nine  Chapters,  138;. 
membership,.  1,367. 

The  Committee  on  New  Degrees  very  sensibly  reported  that 
**the  condition  of  the  Order  has  not  seemed  to  be  propitious 
for  adding  any  new  degree  to  the  Order,"  and  in  this  opinion 
the  Grand  Chapter  coincided.  May  the  Order  always  think  so. 
The  higher  degrees  have,  in  many  ways,  been  an  injury  to  Free- 
masonry; and  though  it  is  an  open  question  as  to  the  counter- 
acting benefit,  yet  it  does  not  seem  to  be  so  clearly  demonstrated 
as  to  justify  the  following  of  the  precedent  by  our  Order. 

In  a  case  of  grievance,  the  Grand  Chapter,  by  resolution, 
suspended  two  officers  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  "from  all  the 
rights,  benefits  and  privileges  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
until  January  i,  1881,"  without  even  the  form  of  a  trial,  which 
seems  rather  inconsistent  with  the  "  Code  of  Procedure"  of  the- 
Grand  Chapter,  which  says : 

"Every  individual  member,  and  every  Chapter  accused  of  an  offense, 
must  be  proceeded  against  by  written  charges,  called  a  complaint,  and. 
notice  thereof,  and  each  is  entitled  to  a  speedy  and  impartial  trial." 
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The  Correspondence  report  covers  t^venty-five  pages,  and  is 
a  well-written  document.  How  the  committee  made  the  mistake, 
we  don't  know,  but  they  incorporated  into  their  report,  as  a 
testimonial  deservedly  given,  a  resolution  offered  in  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  California,  and  which  received  some  half  dozen 
affirmative  votes  out  of  ninety.  Indiana  for  1880,  receives 
attention.

There  were  fifteen  Grand  and  Past  Officers,  and  nineteen 
Representatives  of  eight  Chapters,  in  attendance  upon  the  sev- 
enth annual  session,  which  assembled  in  Springfield  on  June  2, 
last. 

There  being  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary, 
caused  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Josephine  S.  W.  Stillson,  the  Grand 
Chapter  proceeded  immediately  after  opening  and  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  to  elect  an  officer  to  fill  the 
vacancy, which  resulted  in  the  almost  unanimous  choice  of  Sister 
O.  J.  Stowell.  The  Grand  Chapter  was  also  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  death  of  its  Grand  Conductress,  and  both  officers' 
stations  were  appropriately  decorated. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  shows  three  Chapters  organ- 
ized during  the  year. 

The  Grand  Matron  well  says : 

"There  is  one  thing  certain—  our  Order  will  never  accomplish  the  object 
for  which  it  was  intended,  until  we  have  uniformity  of  work.  As  we  stand 
now,  'halting  between  two  6pinions,'  as  it  were,  the  situation  prevents  an 
interest  in  the  Chapter,  for  there  are  many  who  would  commit  the  whole 
10  memory,  if  the  matter  were  sectled,  that  now  hesitate,  not  knowing 
•which  is  to  be  the  work  used." 
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The  reports  show  receipts,  $74.87 ;  disbursements,  $66.80; 
balance,  $8.07;  membership  in  twelve  Chapters,  453. 

The  matter  of  ritual  was  postponed  for  one  year,  and  the 
subordinate  Chapters  were  instructed  to  express  their  desires 
in  the  matter  in  the  meantime. 

A  Grand  Chapter  of  Sorrow  was  held  to  the  memory  of  the 
deceased  officers,  which  was  very  solemn  and  impressive. 

The  Correspondence  report,  which  is  printed  in  the  body  of 
the  proceedings  (what  will  Brother  Parson  say?^  is  from  the  able 
pen  of  Sister  Mary  S.  Scranton.  For  some  reason,  Indiana  is 
not  noticed.  This  we  regret.  We  fear  Uncle  Samuel  failed  to 
do  his  duty  promptly,  in  the  matter  of  mail  delivery.

As  a  copy 
of  the  proceedings  was  sent  to  every  Chapter  in  the  country,  it 
is  hoped  that  every  member  of  the  Grand  Chapter  has  embraced 
the  opportunity  of  reading  it.

An  abstract  of  the  warm  greeting  and  hearty  approval  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  by  Brother  Morris,  is  published  in  the 
appendix,  and  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  history  of  the 
Order.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRAND  PATRON. 

The  following  annual  address  was  read  and  submitted  by 
the  Grand  Patron.  Brother  ^lartin  H.  Rice: 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  : 

The  rear  that  has  intervened  since  the  close  of  the  last  session 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  our  present  assembling,  has  developed 
nothing  starding  or  unusual  in  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  AVe  meet  again,  as  we  then  parted,  in 
peace  and  harmony.  No  discordant  notes  of  discord  among  us 
have  been  heard  in  the  interim,  nor  has  a  single  instance  of  com- 
plaint or  dissatisfaction  been  brought  to  my  notice  as  your  Grand 
Patron. 

As  members  of  this  Order  we  have  much  to  encourage  and 
animate  us  in  our  efforts  to  aid.  comfort  and  protect  each  other 
in  our  journey  through  the  labyrinth  of  human  life.  And  as  we 
again  come  together  and  feel  the  warm  grasp  of  the  hand,  and 
the  kind  fraternal  greetings  that  make  bright  our  pathway  along 
the  tiresome  journey,  let  us  bear  in  mind  that  the  pleasures  we 
may  derive  from  this  meeting  wiU  depend  much  upon  our  own 
endeavors  to  act  in  a  spirit  of  unity,  love  and  forbearance  one 
toward  another,  and  the  good  we  shaU  accomplish  for  our  Order, 
upon  a  faithful  discharge  of  all  those  duties  that  may  devolve 
upon  us  as  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  Above  all,  let  us 
be  mindful  of  our  dependance  upon  the  source  of  aU  wisdom 
and  strength,  and  invoke  that  guidance  which  will  enable  us  to 
perform  well  the  work  that  is  before  us. 

BROTHER  REV.  J.  H.  NEVIUS. 

It  is  meet,  at  this  time,  that  we  should  pause  a  moment  and 
call  to  mind  the  familiar  face  of  one.  who  for  many  years  was  a 
faithful  laborer  among  us.  as  is  shown  by  the  records  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  but  who  has  now  passed  from  labor  to  rest. 
Brother  Rev.  J.  H.  Nevius.  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  died  at  his  resi- 
dence in  South  Bend.  Ind..  on  the  9th  day  of  January  last,  aged 
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—  years.  Brother  Nevius  was  also  Past  Grand  Chaplain  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Indiana,  and  Past 
Grand  Prelate  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar. 
I  am  unable  at  this  time  to  give  you  a  sketch  of  his  life,  but  can 
say  that  it  was  my  privilege  in  years  past,  to  meet  him  often  in 
Grand  and  Subordinate  Masonic  bodies,  and  can  bear  testimony 
that  as  a  Mason,  no  one  had  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  noble 
precepts  and  lessons  taught  within  the  Mystic  Circle,  and  none 
gave  a  more  perfect  exemplification  of  them  before  the  world  in 
their  daily  walk  and  conversation.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
his  connection  with  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and  of  his 
record  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel. 

"  How  beautiful  it  is  for  a  man  to  die 
Upon  the  walls  of  Zion !  to  be  called 
Like  a  watch-worn  and  weary  sentinel, 
To  put  his  armour  off,  and  rest  in  Heaven." 

PROGRESS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

In  the  quiet  and  perhaps  seeming  apathy  of  the  past  year, 
some  may  have  imagined  that  our  Order  has  made  no  progress, 
but  on  the  contrary  has  been  losing  ground.  There  are  some 
weak  Chapters  that  are  in  this  condition,  and  some  weak-kneed 
members  who  have  fallen  out  of  ranks  and  are  sitting  by  the 
wayside,  but  they  are  the  exceptions  and  do  not  truly  represent 
the  status  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction. 

During  the  last  three  months  I  have  traveled  over  nearly  the 
entire  State,  and  while  it  was  not  my  privilege  to  visit  many  of 
the  subordinate  Chapters,  I  was  thus  afforded  the  opportunity  of 
meeting  and  consulting  with  many  of  the  members  of  our  Order, 
and  of  learning  much  in  regard  to  its  true  condition.  I  can  say 
to  you,  in  all  truth  and  sincerity,  that  in  my  opinion  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  in  Indiana  is  on  a  better  footing  to-day  than 
ever  before  since  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  The 
reports  of  subordinate  Chapters  for  the  year  1881,  show  that 
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many  o:  :he:r.  'z.i::t  zeer.  ^-ood  work,  and  most  of  them 

may  :  r  sii  i  to  be  in  a  -  .  :r:-:v:  condition.  Two  hundred  and 
fifr.-r  ^ :.ew  members  ..  ere  initiated  during  the  year  1881, 
gi .  ing  2.  r  e:  gain  of  one  hundred  and  ninet}--six  to  the  member- 
sh:  :  :hr5e  C  apters.  This  is  an  increase  of  fort^-three  over 
i-ir  :  cr  a  1:  .irted  during  the  preceding  year,  and  thirty  -seven 
more  rhai:  r  a  e  e  er  :e::re  been  initiated  in  one  year.  This 
sh:  ?  r  .re -  .  :  a  :.r  :hy  growth  that  gives  strength  to  the 
Order  :i  ::::s    ansa  ::r  it  came  naturally  and  not  through 

any  hot-house  process.  It  indicates  that  the  Order  has  taken 
deep  root  in  its  native  soil,  which  no  longer  requires  irrigation 
or  artificial  means  to  give  it  growth  and  bring  forth  fruit  in 
abundance. 

There  is  another  point  in  which  we  are  making  material  pro- 
gress 3i  fuUy  shown  in  the  facts  and  figures  here  given.  One  of 
the  most  formidable  barriers  to  advancement  that  had  to  be  over- 
come was  the  opposition  our  Order  received  from  many  prominent 
Masons,  and  a  lukewarmness  on  the  part  of  the  Masonic  fraternity 
generally.  This  opposition  is  fast  melting  away,  and  in  place  of 
lukewarmness  there  is  now  an  earnest,  active  interest  in  its  fav  or. 
My  correspondence  during  the  past  year  has  been  largely  in 
regard  to  estabhshing  new  Chapters,  and  I  have  no  doubt  many 
such  will  be  organized  before  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this 
Grand  Chapter.  In  many  localities  where  there  are  Uve  Masonic 
Lodges,  blanks  have  already  been  furnished  and  the  necessary 
instructions  given,  and  the  question  of  organizing  is  simply  one 
0:  rirae.  I  did  not  deem  it  best  to  press  matters  in  such  cases. 
Tiaerr  has  been  too  much  of  that  sort  of  business  done  in  the 
pas:,  and  many  Chapters  have  sprung  up  and  withered  away 
':e cause  the  soil  had  not  been  properly  prepared  for  them. 
Eig":y-three  per  cent,  of  the  work  of  the  last  year  was  done  in 
less  :han  one-third  of  our  Chapters,  and  these  were  Ciaapters 
consrimted  during  the  last  three  years.  I  know  there  are  many 
locaUties  where  new  Chapters  could  easily  be  made  a  success, 
and  I  hope  to  see  them  organized  at  the  proper  time. 
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CHAPTERS  CONSTITUTED. 

The  Chapters  chartered  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  were  duly  constituted,  and  their  officers  installed,  as 
follows : 

On  April  i6,  1881,  I  constituted  Loyal  Chapter  No.  49,  at 
Richmond.  There  was  a  full  attendance  of  the  members  and 
much  interest  manifested  in  the  success  of  the  Chapter. 

On  April  21,  I  appointed  Brother  James  E.  Graham  my  special 
deputy  to  constitute  Summit  City  Chapter  No.  45,  at  Fort 
Wayne.  He  performed  that  duty  on  the  nth  of  May,  as  shown 
by  his  report  to  me  under  date  of  May  14. 

On  April  21,  I  appointed  Brother  Thomas  L.  Wisner  my  special 
deputy  to  constitute  Crescent  Chapter  No.  48,  at  Bluffton, 
which  he  did  on  the  2d  day  of  May,  as  shown  by  his  report  to 
me  under  date  of  May  7. 

On  April  23,  I  constituted  Frankhn  Chapter  No.  47,  at  Frank- 
lin. There  was  a  good  attendance  of  the  members,  making  the 
occasion  a  pleasant  one. 

On  May  16,  I  appointed  Brother  George  B.  Stockberger  my 
special  deputy  to  constitute  Bloomingsburg  Chapter  No.  46,  which 
he  did  on  May  27,  as  shown  by  his  report  to  me  under  date  of 
June  10. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say,  in  this  connection,  that  these 
Chapters  are  prospering,  and  already  rank  among  the  largest 
Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

CHARTERS  REVOKED. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  charters 
of  Anderson  Chapter  No.  9,  Perkinsville  Chapter  No.  10, 
Columbia  Chapter  No.  11,  Electa  Chapter  No.  12,  New CarUsle 
Chapter  No.  20,  PaoH  Chapter  No.   25,  Greenwood  Chapter 
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No.  31,  and  Russiaville  Chapter  No.  34,  were  revoked,  and 
the  Grand  Patron  was  instructed  to  close  up  these  Chapters. 

Expecting  to  be  able  to  visit  most  of  these  places,  I  delayed 
action  until  March  6th,  when  I  appointed  the  following  special 
deputies  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  Grand  Chapter  :

Perkinsville  Chapter  No.  10,  Brother  J.  C.  Peck. 
Columbia  Chapter  No.  11,  Brother  W.  J.  Hall. 
Electa  Chapter  No.  12,  Brother  I.  A.  Johnson. 
New  Carlisle  Chapter  No..  20,  Brother  George  H.  Service. 
Paoli  Chapter  No.  25,  Brother  W.  F.  Osborn. 
Greenwood  Chapter  No.  31,  Brother  Dudley  Peck. 
Russiaville  Chapter  No.  34,  Brother  J.  O.  Peters. 

From  these  deputies  I  have  received  the  charters  of  Anderson 
Chapter  No.  9,  Columbia  Chapter  No.  11,  Paoli  Chapter 
No.  25,  Greenwood  Chapter  No.  31,  and  Russiaville  Chapter 
No.  34. 

In  the  case  of  Paoli  Chapter  No.  25,  Brother  Osborn  informs 
me  the  records  and  books  of  the  Chapter  were  destroyed  by 
fire  in  February,  1878. 

In  the  case  of  Columbia  Chapter  No.  11,  Brother  Hall  reports 
that  the  last  Worthy  Matron  and  Secretary  have  moved  West, 
and  the  records  could  not  be  found. 

In  the  case  of  Anderson  Chapter  No.  9,  I  was  informed  that 
the  records  would  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  but  they  have 
not  been  received  at  this  date. 

In  the  case  of  Greenwood  Chapter  No.  31,  the  records, 
books  and  seal  of  the  Chapter  were  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

In  the  case  of  Russiaville  Chapter  No.  34,  no  report  accom- 
panied the  charter. 
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In  the  case  of  Electa  Chapter  No.  12,  Brother  Johnson  reports 
that  the  last  Patron  and  Matron  refuse  to  surrender  anything  to 
the  Grand  Chapter. 

From  Perkinsville  Chapter  No.  10,  and  New  Carlisle  Chapter 
No.  20,  no  report  has  been  received  up  to  this  time. 

DISPENSATIONS  GRANTED. 

On  March  13,  I  issued  a  dispensation  to  organize  Perry ville 
Chapter,  U.  D.,  at  Perryville,  Vermillion  county,  appointing 
Brother  J.  M.  Howard,  Worthy  Patron;  Sister  E.  A.  CoUins, 
Worthy  Matron,  and  Sister  S.  S.  Ruby,  Associate  Matron.  The 
Chapter  was  duly  organized  by  Brother  Willis  D.  Engle,  as  my 
special  deputy,  on  March  17. 

The  reports  of  Special  Deputies  in  all  the  above  cases  are 
herewith  submitted. 

On  January  4,  it  was  my  privilege  to  meet  with  Plym.outh 
Chapter  No.  26,  it  being  the  time  appointed  for  the  installation 
of  their  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  By  request  I  installed  the 
officers,  after  which  a  pleasant,  social  time  was  enjoyed. 

On  March  3,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  with  Terre  Haute 
Chapter  No.  43,  and  did  there  install  Brother  Robert  Van  Valzah  as 
Associate  Grand  Patron  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  he  not  having 
been  present  to  be  installed  at  the  time  of  his  election.  Although 
the  meeting  was  called  for  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  there  was  a  good 
attendance  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Chapter,  and  I 
was  much  gratified  to  find  all  the  officers  well  posted  in  the  duties 
of  their  respective  stations. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  report,  that  as  Grand  Patron  I 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  constituting  the  new  Chapters  under 
the  charters  granted  them  at  our  last  annual  meeting.  This  I 
did  after  consultation  with  the  Grand  Matron,  and  with  her  con- 
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sent.  Such  had  been  the  practice  from  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  up  to  1879,  but  at  the  session  of  that  year  the 
Grand  Matron  reported  that  she  had  decided  that  the  authority 
to  constitute  Chapters  was  vested  in  the  Grand  Matron,  and  her 
decision  was  approved  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  For  the  two  years 
following,  the  Grand  Matron  constituted  such  Chapters  as  received 
charters  from  this  Grand  Body.  I  have  examined  this  subject  in 
all  its  bearings,  and  am  fully  satisfied  that  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  organization  of  new  Chapters  should  be  under  the  imme- 
diate control  of  the  Grand  Patron,  and  I  now  recommend  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  that  it 
may  be  brought  properly  before  the  Grand  Chapter  and  definitely 
settled  for  the  guidance  of  our  Grand  Officers  in  the  future. 

It  has  been  the  practice  heretofore  to  make  a  pay-roll  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Chapter,  based  upon  the  amount  of  funds 
found  to  be  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  at  the 
time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  From  the  best  infor- 
mation I  have  been  able  to  gather,  it  has  been  the  practice  of 
subordinate  Chapters  to  pay  the  expenses  of  their  delegates,  and 
this  appropriation  from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Chapter  went  into 
the  pockets  of  those  who  received  it.  Our  Grand  Chapter  has 
thus  been  kept  in  a  condition  of  pauperism,  and  has  not  had  the 
funds  to  do  even  its  necessary  printing.  At  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  the  Grand  Matron,  Grand  Patron  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  instructed  to  publish  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  the  government  of  subordinate  Chapters,  but  for  the  want  of 
funds  were  unable  to  do  so.  The  small  amount  of  annual  dues 
from  subordinate  Chapters  to  the  Grand  Chapter  do  not  afford 
more  revenue  than  is  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  lat- 
ter, and  I  now  recommend  that  the  pay-roll  be  abolished  for  the 
good  of  the  Order. 

There  is  now  a  proposition  pending  before  the  Grand  Chapter 
to  abolish  the  ofhce  of  Grand  Lecturer.  I  am  decidedly  opposed 
to  making  this  change.  In  all  organizations  similar  to  ours  the 
ofifice  of  Grand  Lecturer  has  always  been  recognized  as  one  of 
great  importance,  and  if  we  have  failed  to  derive  any  benefit  from 
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it,  the  fault  has  not  been  that  there  was  no  work  for  such  an  of- 
ficer to  do,  but  that  Chapters  that  needed  his  services  failed  to 
profit  by  them.  Let  us  not  only  have  a  Grand  Lecturer,  but  let 
us  see  to  it  that  we  have  one  well  quahfied  for  the  position,  and 
who  is  so  situated  that  he  can  instruct  such  Chapters  as  may  need 
his  services.  The  office  of  Grand  Lecturer  I  regard  as  not  only 
indispensable  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  but  is  one  that  can  be 
made  of  great  practicable  benefit  to  it  when  invested  with  that 
dignity  to  which  it  is  justly  entitled. 

PAST,  PRESENT  AND  FUTURE. 

The  history  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  a  remarkable 
one.    Originally  a  side  degree  to  Masonry,  like  many  others  then 
in  vogue,  it  was  communicated  by  any  Master  Mason  as  a  sort  of 
entertainment  for  Masons  and  their  families  at  their  social  gath- 
erings.   It  served  to  amuse  and  interest  them  for  the  time  being, 
but  beyond  that  was  of  but  little  practical  benefit.    From  the 
manner  of  communicating  them  the  beautiful  lessons  made  but 
little  impression  upon  the  minds  of  those  receiving  them,  and  but 
few  remembered  enough  of  the  instructions  given  to  profit  by  them 
in  the  hour  of  need.    A  more  complete  system  was  needed  to  es- 
tabUsh  an  Order  and  commend  it  to  the  favorable  recognition  of 
the  Masonic  fraternity.    This  was  sought  to  be  gained  by  or- 
ganizing Chapters  and  conferring  the  degrees  in  a  more  systematic 
manner,  with  a  full  corps  of  officers,  and  giving  such  instructions 
as  would  enable  all  who  became  members  to  fully  identify  them- 
selves as  such,  and  thereby  not  only  estabUsh  their  claims  to 
recognition,  but  more  effectively  exclude  those  who  were  not  en- 
titled to  the  benefits  of  the  Order.    Chapters  were  thus  organized, 
and  after  a  time  these  formed  Grand  Chapters,  after  the  man- 
ner of  other  secret  societies.    This  was  progressing  toward  a  rep- 
resentative system  of  government,  in  harmony  with  the  American 
idea  that  all  governments  should  depend  upon  the  will  of  the 
governed.    Here  an  obstacle  presented  itself  in  what  purported 
to  be  a  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  self-constituted  and  assuming 
the  prerogatives  of  the  highest  or  supreme  governing  body  of  the 
Order.    One  of  the  landmarks  promulgated  was  that:  "The 
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control  of  the  Rite  lies  in  the  central  head,  styled  the  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  Adoptive  Rite,  or  in  the  prerogatives  of  the 
Most  Eminent  Grand  Patron,  when  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
is  not  in  session." 

I  need  not  stop  to  discuss  how  this  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
was  constituted,  nor  how  a  self-constituted  Most  Eminent  Grand 
Patron  endeavored  to  perpetuate  his  sovereign  authority  over  the 
Rite.  This  body  and  this  officer  claimed  an  existence,  and  the 
prerogatives  set  forth  in  the  above  so-called  landmark.  Deputy 
Grand  Patrons  for  each  State,  or  so  many  of  them  as  were  needed 
to  accomplish  their  purpose,  were  appointed  under  their  authority 
and  an  autocracy  of  the  Rite  fully  estabhshed. 

After  a  time  there  came  a  revolution  against  this  form  of  gov- 
ernment. By  a  preconcerted  movement,  delegates  from  several 
Grand  Chapters  met  in  convention  in  this  hall  and  formed  a 
General  Grand  Chapter  in  place  of  the  so  called  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter.  This  change  in  the  system  of  government  of  course 
met  strong  opposition  from  the  Most  Eminent  Grand  Patron,  and 
those  whom  he  had  honored  with  appointments  as  Deputy  Grand 
Patrons.  This  for  a  time  created  much  confusion  and  division 
in  the  Grand  Chapters  and  among  the  members  of  the  Order. 
Two  parties  were  arrayed  against  each  other,  each  struggling  for 
the  mastery.  But  the  growing  sentiment  in  favor  of  seh  govern- 
ment was  strong,  and  finally  overcame  every  obstacle  in  its  way, 
until  all  but  two  of  the  Grand  Chapters  have  united  in  their 
allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  We  have  this  day  a 
complete  organization  that  now  commands  the  respect,  not  only 
of  the  members  of  the  Order,  but  of  all  who  are  engaged  in 
similar  work,  and  especially  that  of  the  grand  old  institution  of 
Freemasonry.  Excepting  a  few  erratic  individuals,  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  is  no  longer  a  by-word  in  the  mouth  of  any 
Mason.  Freemasonry  generally  recognizes  it  as  a  co-laborer  in 
the  great  cause  of  brotherly  love  and  charity,  and  extends  to  it 
the  hand  of  fraternal  greeting.  Masons  of  high  standing  in  the 
fraternity,  who  for  a  time  siood  aloof,  are  now  seeking  admission 
to  our  Chapters.    The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  has  opened  the 
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doors  of  her  Masonic  halls  for  its  joint  occupancy  with  Masonic 
Lodges,  and  bids  us  Godspeed  in  our  noble  work. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  took  an  active  part  in  this 
advance  movement,  and  did  more  than  any  other  Grand  Chapter 
in  achieving  success  for  it.  Glancing  over  the  history  of  the 
Order  I  fmd  that  this  Grand  Chapter  ranks  among  the  oldest  in 
the  United  States  ;  that  it  stands  second  in  the  number  of  its  active 
subordinate  Chapters,  and  among  the  largest  in  the  number  of 
active  members  within  its  jurisdiction.  I  am  proud  to  say  that 
in  the  strength  of  its  organization  and  in  its  influence  in  uphold- 
ing and  perpetuating  the  real  object  for  which  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  was  instituted,  it  has  no  peer  in  the  world. 

But  high  as  is  our  position,  and  notwithstanding  all  that  has 
been  done  to  elevate  and  dignify  the  Order,  the  work  is  only 
fairly  commenced,  and  there  remains  much  more  to  be  done. 
We  have  now  perhaps  arrived  at  the  most  critical  point  in  our 
existence  as  an  Order.  Success  is  sometimes  dangerous  to  those 
who  have  achieved  it.  It  may  inspire  too  much  confidence,  or 
create  an  over  estimate  of  one's  ability  to  perform.  If  it  produce 
a  relaxation  of  efforts,  or  carelessness,  or  indifference  even  on 
the  part  of  members,  we  will  soon  find  that  we  are  on  losing 
ground.  On  the  othe»r  hand,  should  it  awaken  a  selfish  ambition, 
an  over  longing  as  it  were,  on  the  part  of  members  for  official 
positions  and  the  honors  that  attach  to  them,  the  result  will  be 
dissension,  heart  burnings,  if  not  absolute  ill-will  among  the 
membership,  that  will  seriously  impair  the  harmony  and  pros- 
perity of  the  Order. 

Standing  upon  the  vantage  ground  already  gained,  with  the 
banner  of  success  floating  heavenward  over  the  Order,  let  us 
stand  united  in  our  devotion  and  in  our  efforts  to  accompHsh 
still  greater  achievements.  The  future  is  bright  with  glowing 
prospects  for  our  Order  if  we  are  true  to  ourselves  and  true  to 
the  subUme  principles  upon  which  it  is  based.  Let  us  then 
stand  in  solid  phalanx,  firm  in  our  purpose  to  promote  the  best 
interests  of  our  Order,  and  invincible  in  our  united  action.

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ANNUAI.  ADDRKSS  OF  THE  GRAND  MATRON. 

Sister  Mary  B.  High  read  and  submitted  the  following, 
being  her  annual  address,  to-wit: 

Sisters  and  Brothers  : 

How  short  the  time  seems  since  the  farewells  of  last  Grand 
Chapter  were  spoken.  Yet  a  whole  year  has  passed— twelve 
months  for  work  and  improvement.  What  the  progression  has 
been  will  be  told  in  the  record  of  to-day. 

As  we  look  over  this  assembly  of  workers,  it  is  with  pleasure 
we  greet  the  famihar  and  the  new  faces,  and  with  sadness  that 
we  remember  those  who  met  with  us  last  April,  whom  we  never 
can  greet  this  side  the  great  hereafter. 

Your  presence  here,  and  the  increasing  number  year  after 
year,  show  that  the  bond  which  unites  us  is  growing  stronger, 
and  that  the  fraternal  feeling  which  draws  us  here,  from  all  parts 
of  our  own  State  as  well  as  from  other  States,  has  no  selfish 
origin,  but  comes  from  a  pure  and  earnest  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  humanity. 

OEFICIAL  ACTS. 

July  22,  1881,  on  consultation  with  Brother  Rice,  Grand  Patron, 
and  Brother  Smythe,  Grand  Secretary,  it  was  decided  that  owing  to 
the  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  it  was  necessary  to 
postpone  the  pubhcation  of  the  Consdtution,  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, with  the  Digest  of  Decisions,  until  such  time  as  the  Grand 
Chapter  should  be  able  to  pay  for  their  pubhcadon,  not  deemmg 
it  advisable  to  go  in  debt.  That  time  not  having  arrived  durmg 
the  recess,  they  have  not  been  published. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

January  25,  1882,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Summit  City 
Chapter  No.  45,  to  elect  a  Worthy  Patron,  their  Worthy  Patron 
elect  refusing  to  serve. 
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January  28,  1882,  I  granted  to  Riley  Chapter  No.  22,  a  dis- 
pensation to  elect  a  Worthy  Patron. 

DECISIONS. 

Question.  Where  charges  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  have 
been  preferred  against  several  members,  can  all  be  made  defend- 
ant to  one  action,  and  a  penalty  be  inflicted  on  all  by  one  ballot? 

Answer.  No.  Each  case  requires  separate  action,  that  is,  a 
specific  charge,  and  a  trial  and  ballot  in  each  case. 

Question.  Can  the  widow  of  a  non-afhliate  Mason  become 
a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star? 

Answer.  According  to  section  five  of  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  the  government  of  subordinate  Chapters,  she  can  not. 

Question.  Does  the  expulsion  of  a  brother  from  a  Masonic 
Lodge  expell  his  wife  from  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

Answer.  No.  A  sister  can  only  be  expelled  by  reason  of  her 
own  misconduct,  not  on  account  of  what  a  relative  may  do 
through  whom  she  may  have  received  her  degrees. 

VISITS  AND  CORRESPONDENCE. 

My  acquaintance  with  the  Chapters  of  our  State,  although  it 
has  been  mainly  through  correspondence,  has  been  exceedingly 
pleasant.  I  have  written  nearly  three  hundred  letters  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  Order. 

On  January  20,  1882,  by  invitation,  I  visited  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  No.  3,  of  Indianapohs.  It  was  the  first  time  the  new 
officers  had  performed  their  work,  but  the  initiatory  ceremony 
was  rendered  in  a  highly  creditable  manner,  the  officers  being, 
without  exception,  proficient  in  their  work. 

On  that  occasion,  there  were  present  Brother  Martin  H.  Rice, 
Grand  Patron ;  Brother  William  H.  Smythe,  Grand  Secretary ; 
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Brother  George  B.  Engle,  Grand  Chaplain  ;  Sister  A.  H.  Ramsay, 
Associate  Grand  Conductress ;  Sister  Mary  A.  Ogden,  Worthy 
Matron,  and  several  members  of  Danville  Chapter  No.  39. 

After  the  regular  work  of  the  Chapter,  a  Hterary  and  musical 
entertainment  was  given,  and,  still  later,  refreshments  were 
served. 

The  courtesies  of  the  officers  and  members  of  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  rendered  this  my  only  visit  during  the  year,  a  most 
delightful  one. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 


Several  dormant  Chapters  have  revived  during  the  past  year, 
and  seem  filled  with  renewed  zeal,  and  I  am  confident  that  our 
Order  stands  to-day  on  a  firmer  footing  than  ever  before. 

It  has  been  my  aim  to  build  up  the  fallen,  to  strengthen  the 
weak,  and  to  encourage  the  faltering  rather  than  to  hasten  the 
organization  of  new  Chapters. 

There  seems  to  be  a  feehng  of  harmony  throughout  the  State, 
but  dissensions  will  come,  and  I  would  that  word  of  mine  could 
persuade  you  to  give  up  the  jealousies  and  dissensions  that  tear 
asunder  so  many  of  our  Chapters. 

We  live  in  the  shadow  of  the  tomb,  and  when  we  come  to  hear 
"earth  to  earth,  dust  to  dust,"  pronounced  over  all  that  re- 
mains of  sister  or  brother,  it  is  too  late  for  peace-making  or 
reconciliation.  Then,  how  insignificant  will  seem  our  bickerings, 
and  how  keen  the  regret  for  that  which  can  not  be  recalled. 

Why  not  lay  aside  our  rivalries  and  join  hands  to  work  together 
in  the  present,  the  only  time  we  can  promise  ourselves,  for  the 
spread  and  permanancy  of  those  great  principles  illustrated  in  the 
lives  of  Adah,  Ruth,  Esther,  Martha  and  Electa. 
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THE  FUTURE. 

The  future  of  the  Order  in  the  State  is  gilded  by  the  bow  of 
promise.  The  many  inquiries  I  have  received  from  different 
pla(!es  as  to  the  proper  steps  for  the  organization  of  a  Chapter 
reveals  a  growing  interest  which  can  not  fail  to  produce  the  best 
results.  I  would  urge  the  Grand  Chapter  to  command  the  services, 
in  the  most  exalted  positions,  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters  and  Past 
Officers  of  the  Masonic  Order,  whose  names  are  a  source  of 
strength,  and  a  guarantee  of  the  character  and  purposes  of  our 
Order,  and  whose  wisdom  will  contribute  most  surely  to  success. 

OBITUARY. 

Death,  whose  arm  never  wearies,  has,  during  the  past  year, 
swept  from  our  band  some  of  the  brightest  and  best.  From 
nearly  every  Chapter  in  our  own  State,  has  come  the  cry.  We 
mourn  the  loss  of  those  we  loved.  We  miss  from  our  households 
and  Chapter  rooms  those  whose  willing  hands  made  lighter  every 
burden. 

And  this  Grand  Chapter  has  lost  in ,  Rev.  Brother  John  H. 
Nevius,  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  who  passed  away  January  9,  1882, 
an  earnest  worker  whose  loss  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those 
to  whom  he  was  a  kind  and  loving  father. 

Thomas  M.  Lamb,  Past  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron,  died  at 
his  home  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  December  29,  1881. 
The  worker  has  gone,  but  the  labor  of  his  head  and  heart  will 
live  in  the  beautiful  ceremonial  of  our  Order.  Let  us  cherish 
the  memory  of  our  Brother  as  one  of  those  Masons  of  high 
standing,  who  could  foresee  a  fair  future  for  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  if  faithful  to  her  principles.  May  we  see  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  prophecy  he  utters  when  he  says : 

Masonry  shall  not  long  withhold  its  recognition  of  an  Order  established 
to  give  practical  effect  to  its  benificent  purposes  in  woman's  behalf.  Upon 
it  shall  rest  the  Masonic  approbation  as  a  perpetual  benediction.  Masonry's 
warm  fraternal  hand  shall  be  extended  towards  its  sister  Order,  and  together 
they  shall  walk,  a  blessing  to  each  other  and  the  world. 
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FINANCE. 


I  feel  that  I  should  not  be  performing  my  full  duty  were  I  to 
omit  calling  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Body  to  the  question  of 
finance.  The  monetary  condition  of  an  Order,  if  not  the  princi- 
pal and  controlling  agent  of  permanent  success,  is  one  that  can 
not  be  neglected  without  consequences  which  seriously  impair  its 
efficiency  and  progress. 

Complaints  have  been  made  to  me  of  the  postponement  of  the 
publication  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  and  Digest  of  Decisions, 
but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Secretary  reported  no 
funds,  and  the  failure  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  make  a  specific 
appropriation  for  that  purpose,  we  deemed  it  unwise  to  go  in 
debt,  and  we  submit  our  action  in  this  matter  to  the  judgment 
of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

It  has  been  urged  that  the  fees  and  dues  of  subordinate  Chap- 
ters are  tDO  low.  I  do  not  fully  concur  in  this  view,  for  refer- 
ence to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  shows  that  this  question  is 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  subordinate  Chapters,  who  have  it  in 
their  power  to  say  for  what  sum  degrees  may  be  conferred,  pro- 
vided, always,  that  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  Rules  and  Reg- 
ulations for  the  government  of  subordinate  Chapters. 

It  appears  to  me  that  each  Chapter  is  the  better  judge  of  the 
means  necessary  for  its  work. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  proper  officers  of  each  Chapter  the  im- 
perative necessity  of  collecting  dues  promptly,  reminding  them 
that  no  rate  of  dues  will  ever  bring  financial  prosperity  if  they 
are  suffered  to  remain  unpaid. 

For  immediate  reUef  to  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  I 
would  urge  that  appropriations  be  carefully  and  judiciously  made 
and  expenses  reduced  to  the  smallest  sum  practicable. 

Having  no  financial  theory  to  advance,  I  commit  this  subject 
to  the  more  experienced  judgment  of  our  brothers,  and  especially 
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invoke  the  assistance  of  those  who  in  other  Grand  bodies  have 
met  and  solved  a  similar  difficulty.  v 

CONCLUSION. 

I  must  express  my  gratitude  for  the  courteous  treatment  I  have 
received  from  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

Brother  Rice,  Grand  Patron,  has  been  prompt  to  respond  to 
all  my  calls,  and  his  wide  experience  has  rendered  him  a  valua- 
ble adviser  and  co-worker. 

Brother  Smythe,  Grand  Secretary,  has  been  ever  ready  to  fur- 
nish me  information  and  assistance,  which  service  I  most  truly 
appreciate. 

I  am  also  under  obligations  to  several  of  the  Past  Grand  Officers 
for  favors  received. 

Recollection  of  my  official  intercourse  with  the  Matrons  of 
this  jurisdiction  recalls  only  pleasant  memories,  and,  dear  sisters, 
I  can  not  reUnquish  the  trust  reposed  in  me  during  the  past  year 
without  expressing  the  hope  that  you  will  continue  to  give  your 
best  thoughts  to  the  advancement  of  the  Order  in  which  we  have 
a  common  interest,  and  by  unswerving  loyalty  to  our  obligation 
and  obedience  to  established  authority,  cause  our  beautiful  Star 
to  shine  with  transcendent  brightness  in  every  Masonic  home.

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Grand  Patron's  Address  as  refers 
to  Chapters  whose  charters  have  been  arrested,  but  whose  charters 
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and  properties  have  not  been  surrendered,  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  three. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  as 
relates  to  constituting  new  Chapters,  and  so  much  of  the  Grand 
Matron's  Address  as  refers  to  decisions,  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 


INTRODUCTION. 

Sisters  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana: 

A  second  time  have  we  accepted  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence.  We  offer  no  apologies,  but  pro- 
ceed to  review,  leaving  the  apologies  to  be  offered  for  us  by  those 
who  shall  travel  our  road,  and  find  along  its  pathway  the  stubbles 
of  inabihty,  indiscretion,  or  whatever  else  will  appear  to  make  it 
other  than  what  the  reviewer  most  earnestly  desires  for  it — a  help 
in  the  good  work  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

ARKANSAS,  1880.

The  fifth  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas  was 
held  in  Searcy,  October  12  and  13,  1880.  Five  regularly  con- 
stituted Chapters  and  two  under  dispensation  were  represented, 
and  there  were  present  six  Grand  Ofhcers.  The  address  of  the 
Grand  Patron  does  not  appear  with  the  proceedings,  on  account 
of  the  desire  of  the  committee  to  cancel  some  paragraphs,  for 
which  he  withdrew  the  whole.  We  think  the  practice  unwar- 
ranted for  a  Grand  Officer  after  having  submitted  an  address  to 
withdraw  it,  for  it  is  then  the  property  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  not  an  individual  possession,  and  should  be  so  regarded  by 
the  Grand  Officers  and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron.  Sister  Mary  E.  McCain,  is 
short,  but  shows  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Order.  She 
refers  the  matter  of  co-operating  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  without  recommendation, 
which  they  dispose  of  by  adopting  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Chapter  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  the  State 
of  Arkansas,  do  acknowledge  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States,  and  adopt  the  Ritual  of  the  same  for  the  work  of  this  Grand 
Chapter. 

The  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  allowed  their  affection  for 
one  or  two  of  their  members  to  bury  their  better  judgment,  by 
unanimously  granting  to  Searcy  Chapter  Xo.  5.  authority  to  con- 
fer the  degrees  upon  a  stepdaughter.  It  is  a  precedent  which  it 
would  not  be  well  to  follow. 

A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  visit  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  State  and  endeavor  to  interest  the  members  in  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star. 

Thev  have  among  other  standing  committees,  one  on  memo- 
rials of  the  dead,  but  as  no  deaths  had  occured  in  their  Grand 
Body,  they  could  not  recommend  a  memorial  page.  We  fail  to 
see  the  use  of  a  standing  committee  of  this  nature,  save  it  be  for 
the  same  reason  that  Mrs.  Toodles  purchased  the  cofftn.  -'That 
it  might  be  handy  to  have  in  the  house.** 

Sister  Kiddy  A.  Xeal  presented  her  credentials  as  Grand  Rep- 
resentative from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  lUinois  and  of  New 
York,  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas,  and  Sister  Harriet 
G.  Robbins  for  Kansas. 

The  returns  show  a  membership  of  three  hundred  and  four, 
and  the  treasury  is  twelve  dollars  worse  than  nothing. 

A  copy  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  Orator  was  published 
separately  from  the  proceedings,  but  as  our  committee  noticed  it 
last  year  we  will  pass  on. 
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The  correspondence  report  is  from  the  pen  of  Brother  James 
M.  Mallet,  who  kindly  mentions  Indiana. 

A  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  a  code  of  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  subordinate 
Chapters,  is  pubhshed  with  the  proceedings,  from  which  we 
learn  that  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  October,  or  at  any  other  time  agreed  upon  by  the  Grand 
Chapter,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  The  time  of  day  seems  to  be  the 
only  important  point  in  this  case.  Also  that  representatives 
from  three  Chapters  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business,  but  a 
less  number  may  open  and  call  off  to  some  subsequent  time. 
We  fear  this  loose  way  of  doing  business  will  eventually  cause 
trouble.  Too  much  law  is  cumbersome,  but  it  can  scarcely  be 
too  strict,  nor  can  we  adhere  too  closely  to  it.  They  are  trying 
the  conjoint  business  down  there,  and  allow  the  Grand  Patron, 
Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Lecturer  to  confer  the  degrees  on 
sight.  This,  to  our  mind,  will  rather  comphcate  affairs.  They 
fix  the  time  for  election  of  ofhcers,  but  leave  the  time  for  install- 
ation with  the  Chapter  and  add,  ^'Should  the  Chapter  fail  to 
elect  or  install  at  the  time  herein  provided."  etc.,  which  time  is 
*'any  time  agreed  by  the  Chapter."

The  sixth  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was 
held  at  Jacksonville,  October  25  and  26,  1881.  There  were  six 
Grand  Officers  present  and  eight  Chapters  were  represented. 
The  Grand  Patron  was  not  able  to  attend  on  account  of  ill  health, 
and  his  address  was  read  by  the  Associate  Grand  Patron.  He 
expresses  regret  that  so  little  has  been  accomplished  by  him. 
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owing  to  ill  health,  but  has  a  deep  interest  in  the  Order.  He 
organized  one  Chapter  and  visited  several  Masonic  Lodges  in 
the  interest  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  Three  dispensa- 
tions for  the  organization  of  new  Chapters  were  granted  by  him, 
and  five  decisions  rendered  which  the  Grand  Chapter  approved. 
We  must  confess  that  we  get  somewhat  confused  in  trv'ing  to  dis- 
joint these  conjoint  plans.  One  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand 
Patron  allows  the  District  Deput}^  Grand  Patron  power  to  "grant 
special  dispensations,"  and  another  authorizes  the  Worthy  Grand 
Matron  to  • -appoint  and  commission  Right  Worthy  District  Dep- 
utv  Grand  Patrons."  We  can  see  how.  under  their  constitution, 
the  Worthy  Grand  Matron  can  appoint  a  Special  Deputy  to  do 
such  work  for  herseh.  but  not  for  the  Worthy  Grand  Patron. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  organization  of  Chapters  should 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Patron  or  his  deputies  ;  also,  that 
the  duties  of  the  Grand  Patron  and  Grand  Matron  should  be 
separate  and  distinct. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Patron  recommended  that  all  retiring 
Worthv  Grand  Patrons,  "who  desired  it,"  be  authorized  to 
organize  Chapters,  which  the  Grand  Chapter  did  not  adopt; 
also,  "that  officers  hereafter  who  organize  Chapters  be  allowed 
to  retain  five  dollars  of  the  dispensation  fee  as  Grand  Chapter 
fee  for  said  ser\-ices.'"  which  the  Grand  Chapter  adopted.  I 
think  this  is  the  only  jurisdiction  where  anything  is  received  by 
the  officer  for  the  organization  of  Chapters,  and  it  would  have 
been  better  to  have  postponed  its  adoption  until  their  finances 
were  in  a  better  condition  than  at  present. 

The  Grand  Matron  reports  peace  and  harmony  throughout  the 
jurisdiction,  also  expresses  deep  regret  at  the  indifference  of 
some  Chapters,  and  charges  the  fault  to  the  brothers,  saying: 

For  I  kuou  that  my  sex  are  always  ready  to  take  part  in  all  noble  under- 
takings, especially  the  noble  institution  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  which 
we  have  so  long  been  denied. 

Rouse  up.  brothers,  and  come  to  the  rescue. 
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She  reports  having  granted  a  dispensation  for  the  organization 
of  one  Chapter,  which  makes  four  newly  organized  Chapters. 

Sister  Nelson,  please  accept  our  congratulations  and  best  wishes 
for  your  happiness  in  your  new  relations  in  life., 

The  following  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Chapter  adopt  a  sign,  which  shall  be  the  voting 
sign  of  the  Order. 

Again  a  committee  was  appointed  "to  visit  the  Grand  Lodge 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  and  advocate  the  claim  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  upon  the  Masonic  fraternity."  Our  opinion 
is  that  the  surer  and  speedier  way  to  win  them  is  to  show  by  our 
labor  the  good  of  the  Order. 

There  are  fourteen  Chapters  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  a  mem- 
•   bership  of  three  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  a  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  one  dollar  and  forty  cents. 

A  memorial  page  pays  tribute  to  the  loved  and  lost. 

An  address  from  the  Grand  Orator,  Brother  J.  M.  Mallett,  is 
printed  with  the  proceedings,  in  which  he  predicts  for  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  a  glorious  future,  and  roundly  scores  the 
brothers  who  fail  to  see  utility  and  goodness  in  the  Order,  to 
which  he  seems  so  devoted. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  from  Brother  L.  M.  Jones. 
He  kindly  notices  Indiana ;  devotes  considerable  space  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  New  York  Grand  Chapter,  and  quotes  largely 
from  the  address  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  delivered  at  their  meeting  in  Chicago,  in  1880  ; 
also  from  Brother  Robert  Morris'  remarks  to  that  body.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut  met  in  its  eighth  annual 
session,  October  12,  1881.  There  were  in  attendance  seven 
present,  four  Past  Grand  Officers  and  eleven  Past  Patrons  and 
Matrons,  beside  visitors  from  the  several  Chapters  throughout 
the  State. 

As  guests  of  the  Grand  Chapter  we  find  Sister  R.  Emily  Little, 
Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  ;  Sister 
E.  J.  Perry,  Worthy  Matron  of  Vesta  Chapter  of  Massachusetts, 
and  Brother  John  J.  SprouU,  Past  Grand  Secretary  of  New  York. 

Sixteen  of  the  twenty-three  Chapters  were  represented. 

Owing  to  illness  the  Grand  Matron  was  prevented  from  attend- 
ing the  Grand  Chapter,  and  her  address  was  read  by  the  Associ- 
ate Grand  Matron,  Sister  Hotchkiss,  who  assumed  her  duties  and 
responsibilities. 

The  Grand  Matron  reports  having  visited  eight  Chapters  during 
the  year,  and  that  the  Order  with  them  is  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. She  calls  the  attention  of  the  Chapters  to  the  fact  that  too 
little  care  is  exercised  in  accepting  candidates,  whether  or  not 
they  be  worthy,  and  oftimes  in  selecting  officers,  and  says: 
"Select  those  you  feel  will  work  for  the  good  of  the  Order, 
whether  it  be  friend  or  some  one  else."  And  further  says: 
"When  I  find  a  flourishing  Chapter  I  usually  find  a  zealous 
Patron." 

The  Grand  Chapter  expressed  their  regret  at  her  absence  and 
their  sympathy  for  her  by  adopting  the  following : 

Resolved^  That  this  Grand  Chapter  has  heard  with  deep  regret  of  the  ill- 
ness of  our  Grand  Matron.  We  heartily  appreciate  her  earnest  efforts  in  our 
behalf  the  past  year,  and  while  we  deplore  her  enforced  absence  from  this

Grand  East  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  we  tender  her  our  most  sincere  sympathy 
in  her  present  affliction,  and  the  earnest  hope  that  she  may  soon  recover  her 
accustomed  health  and  be  able  to  again  assume  her  position  among  us  as  one 
of  our  most  valued  members. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  follows  that  of  the  Grand 
Matron,  and  we  feel  like  quoting  it  for  its  brevity,  as  it  does  not 
exceed  a  dozen  lines.  However,  as  we  greatly  enjoy  reading 
the  addresses,  we  can  not  recommend  such  short  ones,  and  yet, 
we  would  not  have  them  lengthened  just  to  multiply  words,  but 
would  have  them  have  done  something  to  report  to  the  Grand 
Chapter,  even  though  a  sister  be  the  executive  head. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  by  the  way  is  a  very 
efficient  officer,  shows  the  finances  to  be  in  a  very  low  condition 
and  which  involved  the  necessity  of  appealing  to  the  subordin- 
ate Chapters  for  assistance  in  paying  for  the  printing  of  the  cor- 
respondence report  of  the  previous  year.  Sisters  and  brothers 
of  Connecticut,  this  ought  not  so  to  be. 

We  fear  that  you  legislate  too  hurridly,  as  we  see  the  time  was 
too  short  for  the  proper  consideration  of  the  offered  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  they  were  given  into  the 
hands  of  a  different  committee  who  were  to  consider  the  pro- 
posed amendments,  and  report  to  the  Grand  Secretary  within 
six  months  after  the  close  of "  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  she  in  turn 
will  report  to  the  subordinate  Chapters.  This  way  of  amending 
may  do  for  Connecticut,  but  we  Hoosiers  like  to  have  our  say 
about  such  things. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  recommended  that  a  warrant  for 
thirty  dollars  be  drawn  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Secretary  as  a  partial 
remuneration  for  her  services,  but  as  the  report  on  correspondence 
makes  the  statement  ' '  that  the  ability  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
has  always  been  paid  for,"  we  find  ourselves  wondering  what 
she  received  for  the  other  part.  What  was  it  Sister  Kate?  Was 
it  wooden  nutmegs?    If  it  was,  send  us  a  few. 

Sister  Sarah  G.  Porter  reviews  the  proceedings  of  ten  Grand 
Chapters,  giving  quite  an  extended  and  interesting  notice  to  each. 
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Indiana  is  very  kindly  remembered,  and  in  behalf  of  the  Past 
Grand  ^Matron,  we  thank  you. 

An  invitation  was  received  by  us  to  attend  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Connecticut  from  both  its  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Secretary, 
and  we  were  very  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  forego  the  pleasure  of 
attending.  The  future  may  hold  these  good  things  in  store  for 
us  yet. 

The  membership  in  twenty-tive  Chapters  is  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-six.  and  the  number  initiated  during  the 
year,  one  hundred  and  seventeen.  The  balance  in  the  treasury 
is  sixtv-nine  dollars  and  sixty  cents. 

Credentials  were  presented  by  Sister  Kate  L.  Tuttle.  represent- 
ative of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas,  near  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Connecticut,  and  by  Brother  Tallcott  for  Minnesota.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  California  met  in  its  ninth  annual  com- 
munication in  San  Francisco,  October  17.  18.  19  and  20.  1881. 
At  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter  their  were  present  ten  Grand 
Officers,  twenty-one  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  a  large  number  of 
Past  Patrons  and  Past  Matrons  entitled  to  seats.  Thirty-one 
chartered  Chapters  were  represented,  and  twelve  under  dispen- 
sation. A\'e  always  open  the  California  proceedings  with  pleas- 
ure :  in  fact,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  even  see  the  outside,  and  from 
the  combination  of  colors,  blue  and  gold,  we  gather  their  mean- 
ing to  us.  A\'e  do  not  wonder  that  the  Grand  Chapter  shows  their 
appreciation  of  their  Grand  Secretary's  work  by  repeatedly  re- 
electing her.    The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  covers  thirteen 
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pages,  and  tells  of  considerable  work  accomplished.  He  issued 
dispensations  for  the  organization  of  seventeen  Chapters,  and 
assisted  in  organizing  five  of  them.  He  rendered  eighteen  decis- 
ions. One  decision  strikes  us  rather  queerly :  "That  the  wife 
of  a  dimitted  Master  Mason,  if  he  contributes  dues  to  any  Lodge, 
is  eligible." 

The  committee  to  whom  the  Grand  Patron's  address  was  re- 
ferred, recommended  that  the  word  "regularly"  be  inserted 
before  "  contribute."  It  went  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  was  reversed  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  In  its  wanderings,  we 
almost  lost  it,  and  we  believe  that  our  way  of  distributing  the 
addresses  of  the  Grand  Officers  direct  to  the  several  committees 
is  the  better  way  of  the  two,  even  though  it  be  a  one-man  power, 
and  we  recommend  it  to  California  for  trial.  It  saves  time,  ex- 
pense, and  lasdy,  the  patience  of  the  reviewer  in  trying  to  follow 
the  wanderings  of  the  different  decisions,  recommendations,  etc. 

The  Grand  Chapter  decided  that,  if  one  member  of  the  inves- 
tigating committee  reported  adversely  upon  a  petition  for  the 
degrees  and  affiliation,  the  petition  be  decided  rejected  without 
the  formality  of  a  ballot. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  form  for  the 
guidance  of  subordinate  Chapters  in  keeping  their  records,  etc. 
This  is  a  good  move,  and  will  greatly  assist  in  keeping  straight 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Patron  reports  the  Chapters  to  have  increased  from 
thirty-nine  to  fifty-six,  and  the  membership  from  2,227  to  over 
2,800.  He  pays  high  and  well-deserved  compliment  to  the 
Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Secretary. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  excellent,  and  one  can- 
not fail  to  see  that  the  success  of  the  Order  in  California  is  largely 
due  to  its  efficient  Grand  Matrons.  The  Grand  Matron  espe- 
cially requested  the  officers  of  the  various  Chapters  to  perfect 
themselves  in  the  ritual  work,  and  she  reports  but  seven  Matrons 
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and  nine  Patrons  who  were  not  proficient  in  this  direction,  and 
but  two  Chapters  in  which  the  Patron  and  Matron  were  deUn- 
quent. 

Now.  you  must  bear  in  mind  that  there  are  fifty-six  Chapters 
in  that  jurisdiction.  I  wish  our  Grand  Matron  could  report  such 
excellence.  And  why  not?  What  California  has  done  we  can 
do.    We  only  need  the  will  and  persev^erance  to  accomplish  it. 

She  reports  the  Order  in  California  in  a  very  prosperous  con- 
dition. She  officially  visited  forty-five  Chapters,  and  gives  a 
detailed  account  of  her  visits  to  each.  Upon  several  occasions 
the  Grand  Patron  accompanied  the  Grand  Matron,  and  she  was 
also  accompanied  by  other  Cxrand  Officers  and  members  of  the 
subordinate  Chapters. 

So  enthused  do  I  get  over  reading  of  her  labors  and  the  good 
work  being  done  in  California,  that  I  almost  wish  I  was  there, 
or  was  a  "Mann/' 

The  Grand  Matron  was  present  at  the  organization  of  seven 
Chapters,  and  we  can  guess  how  much  good  her  presence  and 
encouraging  words  did  them. 

She  thanks  the  Grand  Patron  and  Grand  Secretary  for  assist- 
ance, and  pays  Brother  William  S.  Moses  a  very  high  compli- 
ment for  earnest  work  for  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  its 
infancy  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

An  amended  code  for  trials  and  appeals  was  adopted. 

In  reference  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  in 
1883,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  all  who  are,  and  who  will  be,  Past  Grand  Patrons  and 
Past  Grand  Matrons,  at  the  time  of  such  meeting,  constitute  a  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  of  entertaining  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  1883. 

A  committee  was  raised  to  prepare  an  opening,  closing  and 
installation  ceremony  for  the  Cxrand  Chapter. 
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A  list  of  Past  Officers  entitled  to  votes  is  printed  with  the  pro- 
ceedings, which  strikes  us  as  a  very  proper  thing  to  do. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  was  written  by  three  persons, 
and  was  ordered  printed  without  reading,  and  proves  conclu- 
sively the  mistake  of  following  in  that  way  of  doing. 

The  brother  who  reviewed  Indiana's  proceedings  differed 
somewhat  from  our  Past  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Burnett,  in  his 
opinion  as  to  the  usefulness  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and 
the  goodness  of  the  ritual ;  but  then  differences  must  needs  be ; 
however,  I  always  stand  by  the  action  of  my  Grand  Chapter. 
He  finds  the  report  on  Correspondence,  from  Brother  Engle, 
*'very  interesting  reading,"  and  will  "look  for  his  next  with 
pleasant  anticipations. ' '  We  are  sorry,  my  brother,  to  disappoint 
you,  but  its  us  this  time. 

In  California,  the  Grand  Matron  is  not  the  executive  head  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  but  the  brother  says : 

If  the  management  of  the  Chapters  and  the  decisions  of  all  questions 
of  jurisprudence  even,  should  fall  to  such  able  officers  as  Sister  Ransford, 
we  should  have  no  fears  as  to  the  result. 

Thanks,  brother.  Much  more  is  said  on  this  subject,  but 
modesty  forbids  further  quotation.  I  trust  I  am  excused  for  this 
much,  and  I  confess  a  pardonabl^e  pride  in  giving  this  to  you.  It 
not  only  reflects  credit  on  the  officer  in  question,  but  upon  all 
who  so  ably  supported  her  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  met  in  its  fourth  annual  session 
May  lo  and  ii,  1881,  and  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  the 
Grand  Matron,  with  nine  Grand  Ofificers,  ten  of  the  fourteen 
Chapters  represented,  and  many  visitors  from  Excelsior,  Fidelity 
and  Charity  Chapters. 

Sister  O.  N.  Williams  was  honored  by  the  appointment  of  Rep- 
resentative of  Minnesota,  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa,  and 
Sister  Jennie  E.  Mathews  as  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Arkansas. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  precedes  the  address 
of  the  Grand  Matron.  As  no  address  appears  from  the  Grand 
Patron,  nor  explanation  for  his  absence,  we  infer  that  they  were 
hoping  for  his  attendance. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  the  Grand  Chapter  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  and  says : 

The  several  subordinate  Chapters  having  paid  their  annual  dues  quite 
promptly,  enabling  us  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  without  embarrassment. 

This  promptness  on  the  part  of  subordinate  Chapters  must  have 
been  very  gratifying  and  helpful  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  we 
do  not  wonder  that  he  was  glad  to  notice  it.  Let  us  hope  that  our 
subordinate  Chapters  may  profit  by  their  example.    He  also  says : 

In  many  of  the  Chapters  there  has  been  a  grand  sifting  out  of  old  members 
on  account  of  non-payment  of  dues  and  other  delinquencies,  while  new  ones 
have  taken  their  places,  leaving  a  live  working  force  in  the  Chapters,  which 
is  certainly  commendable. 

The  Grand  Matron's  address  is  what  one  might  expect  from 
so  earnest  a  worker  as  Sister  Mathews.  Because  of  illness  she 
was  unable  to  fulfill  her  plans  for  active  work,  and  she  says: 
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"But  how  little  do  we  realize  what  is  before  us — what  a  day  or  an 
hour  may  bring  forth!"  True,  my  sister,  and  it  is  well  for  us 
that  we  do  not.  She  only  echoes  the  sentiment  of  all  whose  privi- 
lege it  was  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in 
Chicago,  August,  1880,  when  she  says  it  was  a  "glorious  gather- 
ing." Yes,  the  remembrance  of  it  will  remain  with  us  while  life 
shall  last.  She  speaks  very  highly  of  the  principal  officers  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  says : 

We  doubt  if  there  be  a  member  in  the  entire  Order  better  fitted  for  the 
position  of  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  than  Brother  Engle,  untiringly 
zealous,  ever  having  in  view  the  best  interests  of  the  Order. 

Indiana  endorses  that.  Sister  Mathews !  She  also  visited  sev- 
eral Chapters,  brought  one  under  the  Grand  Chapter  banner  that 
had  been  working  under  the  old  dispensation,  and  organized  two 
new  ones.  Some  constitutional  amendments  were  offered  and 
adopted,  one  of  which  changes  the  time  of  their  annual  meeting 
from  May  until  June. 

Communications  were  read  expressing  regret  at  not  being  able 
to  attend  their  Grand  Chapter  meeting  from  Sister  L.  J.  Pitkin, 
Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter; 
Brother  Willis  Brown,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  and  Brother  Isaac  W.  Blake,  Grand  Patron  of 
Minnesota. 

Sister  Maria  Jackson  gives  us  the  Correspondence  report,  the 
reading  of  which  we  greatly  enjoyed.  There  were  three  on  this 
Correspondence  Committee,  and  as  she  was  not  chairman,  she 
supposed  she  had  nothing  to  do,  so  her  work  was  rather  hurried, 
for  which  she  offers  an  apology.  She  rather  takes  us  to  task  for 
having  in  our  address  last  year,  compHmented  the  brothers  for 
their  promptness  in  answering  correspondence,  and  chiding  the 
s^isters  for  their  negligence.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  in  this 
particular  the  Iowa  sisters  are  even  with  the  brothers.  She  sig- 
nifies her  desire  of  joining  Brother  Parson's  company  on  his 
march  to  the  Golden  State  in  1883.  We  were  present  at  the  or- 
ganization of  that  company — in  fact,  we  belong  to  it. 
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They  have  a  membership  of  over  four  hundred,  and  a  balance 
in  the  treasury  of  over  seventy  dollars.

At  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas,  in  Topeka, 
February  15.  1881.  there  were  present  six  Grand  Officers,  two 
Past  Grand  Officers,  and  nine  Past  Patrons  and  Matrons:  also 
twentv-five  delegates  from  thirteen  Chapters.  Sister  Mar}'  H. 
Buck  presented  her  credentials  as  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Arkansas,  near  the  Giand  Chapter  of  Kansas,  and 
was  welcomed  to  a  seat  in  the  Grand  East.  A  Chapter  that  had 
been  working  under  the  old  regime  asked  to  surrender  its  charter 
and  be  aUowed  representation  in  the  Grand  Chapter.  A  new 
charter  was  granted  and  representation  allowed. 

Six  Chapters  had  failed  to  report  for  two  years  and  one  surren- 
dered its  charter,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  urges  upon  the  Grand 
Chapter  the  importance  of  sending  some  one  to  the  rescue  of 
those  Chapters  whose  lights  are  waning,  and  adds  that  lest  some- 
thing helpful  be  done  many  more  will  be  added  to  the  list  of 
dying  and  dead :  and  though  the  Grand  Matron  caUed  their  at- 
tention to  the  same  thing,  and  said  that  from  year  to  year  this 
had  been  presented  them,  no  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  it. 

We  sincerely  regret  to  spare  our  Brother  Tresslar  from  the 
active  workers  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  So  accustomed  have  we 
grown  to  seeing  his  name  among  the  officers  that  we  shall  greatly 
miss  it. 
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The  report  shows  disbursements,  $192.45  ;  receipts,  $253.09  ; 
balance,  $60.64. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  shows,  plainly,  that  to  fill 
that  office,  in  Kansas,  is  no  hght  task,  and  that  Sister  Becker 
was  not  unmindful  of  its  duties  and  responsibilities.  As  we  read 
of  her  efforts  for  defunct  Chapters,  and  for  the  Order  generally, 
we  are  inspired  with  renewed  zeal,  and  feel  that  she  not  only 
helped  the  sisters  and  brothers  of  Kansas,  but  all  who  know  of 
her  work.    She  says  to  the  Grand  Chapter : 

Let  us  consider  well  the  importance  of  our  labors,  remembering  that  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged  is  for  the  future  as  for  the  present,  and  that 
the  proceedings  of  this  convocation  will  stand  in  the  history  of  our  adoptive 
rite  as  a  guide  pointing  the  way  to  those  who  come  after.  Then  let  us  take 
a  retrospective  view,  and,  from  our  past  experience  and  observation,  gather 
lessons  for  our  present  guidance,  so  that  we  may  pass  no  measure  until,  by 
careful  consideration,  its  necessity  and  utility  are  clearly  demonstrated. 
Premature  and  hasty  conclusions  are  to  be  depricated,  no  matter  in  what 
capacity  in  life  we  are  engaged.  Therefore,  it  is  more  desirable  that  we,  as 
representatives  of  our  Order,  having  its  material  interests  in  our  keeping, 
should  so  determine  upon  all  the  different  questions  that  may  arise,  that  our 
actions  may  redound  to  the  peace  and  harmony  of  every  Chapter  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

This  is  good  advice  to  any  Grand  Body.  Her  labors  for 
dead  Chapters  were  especially  "earnest  and  persistent,"  and 
well  do  we  appreciate  her  words  :  "It  was  with  no  small  degree 
of  ambition  that  I  commenced  work,"  and  our  heart  re-echoes 
her  regrets  at  the  lack  of  success  ;  but,  sister,  possibly  other  hands 
may  gather  the  fruits  of  your  labor.    Keep  the  seeds  well  watered. 

The  Grand  Matron  sent  a  circular  to  all  places  where  Chapters 
had  existed  and  to  all  Masonic  Lodges,  setting  forth  the  aim  and 
objects  of,  and  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star.  She  reports  the  reorganizing  of  one  Chapter,  the 
issuing  af  two  dispensations  for  special  elections,  and  offers  several 
recommendations  which  were  favorably  considered  by  the  Grand 
Chapter.  Four  decisions  had  been  given  by  her  which  the  Grand 
Chapter  sustained,  and  as  they  were  following  in  the  wake  of  the 
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Royal  Arch  Chapter,  and  it  had  changed  the  time  of  meeting, 
the  Grand  Chapter  was  of  course  compelled  to  be  officially  noti- 
fied of  the  change. 

The  death  of  Sister  Stillson,  Grand  Secretary  of  Vermont,  and 
Brother  Leach,  Past  Grand  Patron,  of  our  own  jurisdiction,  is 
affectionately  remembered. 

There  is  no  decrease  in  the  number  of  Chapters  since  the  previ- 
ous year,  and  the  membership  of  some  is  largely  increased. 

Under  the  head  of     Good  of  the  Order"  we  find  this: 

Can  we  expect  to  interest  our  brethren  or  impress  and  interest  the  minds  of 
our  candidates  so  long  as  we  are  seemingly  so  disinterested  as  to  have  our 
work  not  committed  and  are  obliged  to  pass  our  Rituals  from  one  to  another 
to  confer  the  degrees.  The  deleterious  effect  already  realized  are  a  sufficient 
reply,  and  bids  us  appropriate  more  time  to  the  study  of  our  Rituals  and 
make  ourselves  competent  to  execute  the  work  without  their  aid.  Then  shall 
we  realize,  by  the  revived  interest,  that  true  labor  brings  its  reward,  and 
that  we  are  marching  step  by  step  in  the  line  of  progress. 

And  further : 

Its  rewards  and  enjoyments  are  not  to  grow  out  of  barren  pretentions,  but 
to  be  derived  from  a  faithful  observance  of  its  laws  and  earnest  work  in  ex- 
tending its  charities.  The  protection  of  the  homeless,  the  torch  of  hope  held 
out  to  the  discouraged,  the  sunlight  of  sympathy  diffused  at  the  bedside  are 
some  of  its  holy  ofhces. 

A  snow  blockade  prevented  the  attendance  of  the  Grand 
Patron,  but  his  address  was  ordered  printed  in  the  proper  place 
in  the  proceedings.  Brother  Brown  avows  himself  an  exception 
to  the  general  rule,  in  that  the  former  Grand  Patrons  have  per- 
formed their  task  of  presenting  an  address  in  a  masterly  manner. 
Well,  if  this  be  an  exception,  the  -general  rule"  must  have  been 
par  excellence.  The  Grand  Patron  hopes  that  his  address  ^  ^will  be 
so  skillfully  divided  among  the  several  committees  that  no  case  of 
actual  death  will  occur,  and  that  any  case  of  nervous  prostration 
may  be  but  temporary."  Now,  you  want  us  to  say  nice  thmgs 
about  you ;  but  then  if  we  did,  you  might  be  "too  full  for  utter- 
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ance."  Chicago,  1880.  We  see  by  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  which  are  printed  with  the  proceedings,  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Grand  Patron  to  issue  dispensations  for  the  organization 
of  new  Chapters,  and  it  seems  to  us  the  matter  of  reorganizing 
should  fall  to  him  under  their  law.  We  favor  the  law  making 
the  Grand  Matron  the  executive  head — do  not  favor  conjoint 
heads,  as  we  never  saw  two  that  could  conjoin — but  would  so  far 
as  possible  divide  honors,  that  they  may  be  easy.  The  Grand 
Patron  very  strongly  expresses  the  wish  that  we,  as  an  Order, 
take  up  some  good  work  "that  shall  save  us  from  inanition." 
Chapter  work,  fully  memorized,  heartily  and  audibly  rendered 
will  suggest  the  good  things  that  will  follow— plant  seeds  that  shall 
bear  fruit  in  the  years  to  come,  when  we  shall  have  passed  to  meet 
the  loved  ones  gone  before.  We  believe  that  faithful  work  on 
the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  will  do 
far  more  toward  gaining  the  good  will  and  assistance  of  Master 
Masons  than  all  the  resolutions  we  can  write.  The  Grand  Chap- 
ter commend  that  only  one  person  be  initiated  at  one  time, 
except  it  be  husband  and  wife,  and  prohibit  the  initiation  of  more 
than  four.    The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  subordinate  Chapters  in  this  jurisdiction 
are  required  to  commit  their  charges  to  memory  within  sixty  days  after  their 
installation. 

Good !  Now,  enforce  the  law  and  your  Chapters  will  Hve  and 
prosper. 

Any  member  one  year  in  arrears  for  dues  can  not  be  elected 
or  appointed  to  office.    They  decide  that : 

A  member  one  year  in  arrears  for  dues,  after  having  been  notified  by  the 
Secretary,  may  be  suspended. 

We  think  that  a  trial  should  be  allowed  under  all  circumstances. 

Brother  Robert  Morris'  remarks  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
in  Chicago,  1880,  are  printed  with  the  proceedings. 

The  membership  is  eight  hundred  and  nine ;  initiated  during  . 
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the  year,  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  ;  increase  over  last  report, 
eighty-one. 

Brother  Tresslar  gives  us  the  report  on  Correspondence,  and, 
of  course,  it  is  good.    But  he  has  something  to  say  about  the 
profane  man.    We  really  are  getting  up  quite  a  little  sympathy 
for  the  poor  man.    It  is  bad  enough  to  swear,  without  havmg 
the  fact  published  to  the  world.    We,  too,  think  that  the  power 
to  confer  the  degrees  on  sight  should  rest  with  the  Grand  Patron 
or  his  deputies.    Of  Indiana  he  speaks  comphmentary,  but  thmks 
Brother  Engle  '-had  a  narrow  escape."    O,  we  just  did  that  m 
order  the  more  fully  to  endorse  the  Correspondence  report. 
That's  all.    We  Hoosiers  are  a  little  peculiar  sometimes,  but 
come  out  all  right  in  the  end,  peace  and  harmony  always  pre- 
vailing.   Brother  Tresslar  still  entertains  great  affection  for  his 
-mother-in-law."    He  thinks  the  Correspondence  report  need 
not  be  read  and  adopted  by  Grand  Chapter-a  point  on  which 
we  differ.    True,  it  is  not  the  expression  of  the  whole  Grand 
Chapter,  and  they  could  not  read  the  several  Grand  Chapter 
proceedings  and  be  -competent  judges  of  its  every  expression," 
but  something  might  be  said  in  it  which  would  cast  reflections  on 
them  as  a  Grand  Body,  therefore  we  move  that  it  always  be  read. 
Have  we  a  second?    We  think  by  this  time  that  baby  of  Brother 
Parson's  must  have  outgrown  the  need  of  squills.    Of  course, 
men  never  outgrow  the  need  of  dinners.    On  the  dress  question 
we  are  silent.    Also,  we  fully  recognize  the  necessity  of  a  -com- 
petent Lecturer"  to  visit  and  revive  dormant  Chapters  and 
instruct  all,  but  think  the  duty  can  as  well  be  performed  by  a 
sister  as  a  brother,  and  our  preference  is  greatly  on  the  side  of 
the  sister,  as  most  of  the  Chapter  ritualistic  work  is  performed  by 
sisters  and  a  large  per  cent,  of  the  members  are  sisters  and  they 
would  more  freely  make  inquiries  of  a  sister  of  the  little  details, 
which  are  so  very  essential  in  the  more  perfect  rendition  of  the 
work. 

Extract  is  made  from  a  personal  letter  from  Brother  Morris, 
which  we  might  quote,  but  we  have  spoken  too  long  already. 
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We  shall  miss  Brother  Tresslar  in  the  Correspondence  report,  but 
not  for  long  we  hope. 

The  Constitution,  which  very  closely  resembles  ours,  is  printed 
with  the  proceedings.  Proxies  can  only  represent,  but  can  not 
be  elected  to  office.  A  Patron  or  Matron  has  the  right  to  refuse 
to  receive  a  candidate  if  in  their  judgment  such  reception  would 
be  improper.  We  think  the  ballot  should  be  final.  The  Grand 
Chapter  decides  that  a  legally  adopted  daughter  is  eligible  to 
the  degrees,  to  which  we  say  Jto.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  met  in  its  fifth  annual 
session  at  Worcester,  May  lo,  with  twelve  Grand  Officers  present 
and  twenty-eight  Representatives  from  seven  Chapters,  thirty- 
three  visitors  from  subordinate  Chapters,  and  Brother  John  J. 
Sproull,  Past  Grand  Secretary,  of  New  York.  Letters  were 
read  of  regret  for  inability  to  attend  the  Grand  Chapter  from  the 
Grand  Patron  of  Vermont,  the  Grand  Patron  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  Connecticut  and  the  Grand  Patron  of  New  York. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  short  but  very  good. 
She  visited  three  Chapters  and  reports  excellent  work,  and  in 
this  connection  she  says : 

Our  Chapters,  so  far  as  1  am  informed,  appreciate  the  importance  of  hav- 
ing the  work  committed  to  memory.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  only  by  so 
doing  can  the  officers  render  the  work  in  an  interesting  and  impressive 
manner. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Lamb,  our  deceased 
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Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  is, 
as  was  all  that  came  from  his  pen.  full  of  good  things.  He  says 
to  begin  with : 

Earnest  and  systematic  labor  is  essential  to  complete  success  in  every 
department  of  hmiian  life.  =^  *  The  Order  is  the  constellation  and  the 
subordinate  Chapters  are  the  stars  that  emit  its  light.  The  constituent  ele- 
ments of  its  light  are  the  principles  that  underlie  and  make  radiant  the  life 
and  purposes  of  its  members.  It  is,  therefore,  within  the  subordinate 
Chapters  that  the  real  work  of  the  order  must  be  done,  and  in  proportion  as 
an  individual  Chapter  is  wisely  ambitious  and  zealous  in  its  work,  will  it 
make  luminous  the  good  deeds  and  kind  friendships  of  its  members,  and 
contribute  to  the  light  that  emanates  from  the  constellation  of  the  Eastern 
Star. 

The  Grand  Patron  officially  visited  four  Chapters  and  granted 
one  dispensation  for  the  organization  of  a  new  Chapter,  which  he 
reports  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Two  decisions  were  ren- 
dered, which  the  Grand  Chapter  sustained. 

Under  the  head  of  --Our  Order  and  its  Purposes."  he  says: 

It  is  no  easy  matter  to  move  amid  the  conflicting  interests,  diverse  opinions 
and  positive  weaknesses  of  humanity,  and  with,  faithfulness  to  individual 
convictions  of  duty,  manifest  to  all  a  loving  regard  for  the  welfare  of  each,  but 
to  do  this  should  be  our  constant  purpose  and  study.  The  forms,  ceremonies, 
emblems  and  often  repeated  lessons  of  the  Order  are  more  than  means  of 
intellectual  culture  and  momentary,  entertainment.  Their  higher  and  deeper 
significance  only  appears  when  our  hearts  are  touched  with  friendship,  love 
and  truth,  and  in  their  name  we  clasp  the  hand  and  cherish  as  our  own  the 
welfare  of  all  true  members  of  the  Order. 

As  we  review  this  address,  how  forcibly  comes  to  us  these 
words : 

To-dav  prosperity  and  the  presence  of  loved  ones  fills  our  cup  with  ioy. 
To-morrow  adversity  or  sore  bereavement  casts  us  into  the  valley  of  sorrow. 

Their  membership  numbers  six  hundred  and  four. 

The  Constitudon  was  amended  so  as  to  read,  instead  of  •■  affil- 
iated Master  Masons."     Master  Masons  in  good  standing." 
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The  law  allowing  them  to  elect  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
by  ballot  was  repealed.    A  very  sensible  move. 

Sister  S.  Ellen  Whitcomb,  who  reviews  the  proceedings  of  ten 
Grand  Chapters  and  the  General  Grand  Chapters,  says : 

Very  reluctantly  I  acpepted  the  appointment  of  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

We  can  sympathize  with  you,  for  we  are  traveling  the  same 
road,  and  only  hope  we  may  succeed  in  presenting  so  good  a 
review.  She  says  that  Massachusetts  law  differs  from  ours  in  ad- 
mitting half  sisters  to  membership,  and  further: 

After  a  careful  perusal  of  the  report  of  this  Grand  Chapter  we  must  admit 
that  Indiana  ranks  very  high  in  all  pertaining  to  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star.  Inferiority  is  not  tolerated,  medium  must  be  improved,  only  the  best 
will  satisfy  here. 

Thanks,  Sister  Whitcomb. 

The  remarks  of  Brother  Robert  Morris,  made  to  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  at  Chicago,  1880,  are  printed  with  the  appendix.

The  seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was  held  in 
Chillicothe,  August  30,  with  an  attendance  of  six  Grand  Officers, 
four  Past  Grand  Officers,  eleven  Past  Patrons  and  Matrons  and 
sixteen  Representatives  from  eleven  subordinate  Chapters. 
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The  Grand  Patron  expresses  gratification  that  so  many  are  in 
attendance,  as  this  is  the  first  meeting  since  the  change  of  time 
and  place. 

Two  dispensations  for  the  organization  of  Chapters  were 
granted. 

The  Grand  Chapter  approved  the  recommendation  that  a  dimit 
held  one  year  debars  the  holder  from  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  Order. 

The  Grand  Patron  recommended  a  memorial  page  for  the 
^ •  loved  ones  gone  before. ' '  He  pays  our  lamented  Brother  Lamb 
a  great  compliment  by  quoting  extensively  from  his  address  to 
the  Massachusetts  Grand  Chapter  of  1881. 

The  Grand  Matron  visited  five  of  the  subordinate  Chapters, 
organized  one,  and  rendered  five  decisions,  which  the  Grand 
Chapter  sustained. 

In  reference  to  the  question:  "Does  marriage  or  any  condi- 
tion of  life  which  might  disqualify  a  member  from  joining,  dis- 
qualify a  member  from  the  privileges  of  the  Order?"  the  Grand 
Patron  answers,  "No."  The  Jurisprudence  Committee,  to  whom 
it  was  referred,  calls  the  question  somewhat  ambiguous."  We 
say  considerably  ambiguous.  The  Grand  Chapter  sustained  the 
no. 

One  dispensation  for  special  election  of  officers  and  two  for 
change  of  place  of  meeting  were  granted. 

The  reports  show  the  receipts  to  have  been  six  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents ;  disbursements  two 
hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  leaving  a  balance 
of  three  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents. 

From  the  report  of  the  two  District  Deputies  we  are  led  to  con- 
clude that  the  office  is  more  honorable  than  laborious.  It  is 
work,  and  that  alone,  that  will  revive  a  drooping  Chapter. 
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There  were  twenty-one  Chapters  three  years  in  arrears  for 
dues,  whose  charters  the  Grand  Chapter  ordered  arrested. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  "to  charge  three 
dollars  for  initiation  and  pay  one  dollar  to  the  Grand  Chapter  on 
each  initiation  for  widows'  and  orphans'  fund,"  with  its  substitute, 
"that  no  subordinate  Chapter  shall  confer  the  degrees  for  less 
than  three  dollars,  one  dollar  of  which  shall  be  set  apart  as  a 
special  charity  fund  to  be  under  control  of  said  Chapter,"  was 
lost.  Fixing  an  initiation  fee  for  subordinate  Chapters  is  all 
right,  but  spending  their  money  is  quite  another  thing. 

Sister  Mary  J.  Wash,  Past  Grand  Matron,  presented  her  cre- 
dendals  as  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas. 

After  the  close  of  the  Grand  Chapter  they  had  a  banquet. 

The  number  of  Chapters  that  have  made  returns  is  twenty-one, 
and  the  estimated  membership  one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
ninety-one. 

We  rather  think  that  they  must  like  Brother  Parson  in  Mis- 
souri, both  as  Grand  Secretary  and  Reviewer,  and  we  do  not 
wonder  that  they  do,  for  we  confess  a  weakness  in  that  direction 
ourselves.  His  Grand  Secretary's  reports  are  so  clear  that  we 
are  not  compelled  to  seek  assistance  in  decyphering,  which  cer- 
tainly gratifies  us  and  relieves  the  assistant.  I  wonder  if  some 
other  Grand  Secretary  will  take  that  hint--/z^^/  ours— wo,  for  he 
does  as  well  as  Brother  Parson.  Well,  we  won't  mention  who; 
but  all  take  a  look. 

Good  morning.  Brother  John.  We  are  glad  to  meet  and  beat 
you  at  your  own  game.  The  law  that  holds  in  check  California's 
Grand  Patron  will  also  answer  for  Missouri's  Grand  Matron.  I 
have  in  my  mind  a  Chapter  that  was  obliged  to  wander  around 
two  months  in  order  to  change  their  time  of  meeting. 

The  appearance  of  Connecticut's  proceedings  will  confirm  your 
opinion  of  the  financial  abiUty  of  Sister  Tuttle ;  but  then  they 
pay  for  ability  down  there. 
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Thanks  for  the  compliment  to  Indiana's  Grand  Matron.  We 
rather  Hke  her ;  but  her  work  never  suits  us.  There  is  always  a 
round  in  the  ladder  beyond  her  reach.  I  wish  you  and  Brother 
Willis  would  be  more  considerate,  that  our  Grand  Chapter  mem- 
bers may  not  be  led  astray  and  think  it  is  all  earnest.  May  be 
they  will  take  me  to  task  for  this,  but — Fve  been  there.  Is  that 
slang?  I  guess  I  didn't  say  it.  In  confidence,  I  tell  you  that 
Brother  Willis  can  get  out  of  a  ve7j  small  place,  and  will  bear 
watching,  even  if  he  does  sweeten  your  dose  by  calling  you  captain. 

We  endorse  Brother  Parson's  suggestion  to  Brother  Tressler, 
that  the  duty  of  lecturing  be  assigned  to  the  ladies,  for  though 
the  men  always  profess  to  dread  such  evening  entertainments,  they 
generally  behave  better  for  awhile  after ;  besides,  it  affords  the 
ladies  so  much  comfort.  - 

New  Jersey  was  just  taking  a  little  recess  from  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  but  she  is  back  to  her  old  love.  The  best  of  us 
will  wander  into  tangled  paths  sometimes.

The  Grand  Chapter  held  its  twelfth  annual  session  in  Newark, 
October  3.  There  were  present  twelve  Grand  Officers,  four  Past 
Grand  Officers  and  five  Past  Matrons.  Six  subordinate  Chapters 
were  represented,  and  there  were  two  visitors  from  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  Sister  Eleanor  Burton,  Past  Grand  Matron,  and 
Brother  John  J.  Sproull,  Past  Grand  Secretary,  of  New  York.  The 
Grand  Matron  speaks  loving  words  in  memory  of  Sister  Ellen 
Wardle,  Grand  Conductress  and  Worthy  Matron  of  Chap- 
ter, and  recommends  a  memorial  page  in  memory  of  her. 

The  Grand  Matron  notified  the  subordinate  Chapters  to  con- 
tinue the  use  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  Ritual  until  further 
notice  from  her,  which  action  the  Grand  Chapter  fully  sustained. 

She  granted  dispensations  for  special  elections  to  three  Chap- 
ters and  officially  visited  four  Chapters.  On  each  visit  she  was 
accompanied  by  the  Grand  Patron.  She  reports  the  work  gen- 
erally well  done,  and  upon  the  occasion  of  the  visit  to  Miriam 
Chapter  she  was  accompanied  by  Sister  Jennie  E.  Mathews,  Grand 
Matron  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa,  of  whom  she  speaks  in 
very  endearing  terms. 
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Four  decisions  were  rendered  by  the  Grand  Matron,  and  she 
rather  thinks  the  Grand  Matron  is  ahvays  on  her  dignity,  or  rather 
in  her  official  capacity,  in  which  the  Grand  Chapter  differed, 
and  says  : 

That  when  Grand  Ofticers  visit,  and  are  announced  as  Grand  Officers,  they 
should  be  received  with  the  Grand  Honors. 

Of  course  this  does  not  preclude  their  being  invited  to  seats  in 
the  East  and  receiving  the  Grand  Honors. 

One  question  referred  to  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  was  so 
effectually  disposed  of  that  we  find  no  trace  of  it. 

The  Grand  Patron  says : 

The  officers  in  nearly  every  Chapter  have  memorized  their  work  and  the 
absence  of  the  Ritual  from  their  hands  while  at  work  seems  to  be  the  rule, 
not  the  exception.  This  is  the  only  course  in  our  judgment  that  at  all  com- 
ports with  the  dignity  of  our  profession  or  that  will  secure  the  attendance 
and  attention  of  members,  increase  membership  and  open  a  channel  through 
which  the  Order  may  receive  respect  and  consideration  from  those  whose 
respect  and  consideration  they  most  value. 

All  honor  to  Xew  Jersey.  May  she  continue  in  the  good  way. 
and  may  others  emulate  so  excellent  an  example.  Indiana  please 
make  a  note  of  this. 

He  visited  five  Chapters  and  granted  dispensadons  for  the  or- 
ganization of  one  Chapter. 

His  article  on  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  excellent,  and  we 
feel  like  copving  it  entire.  He  shows  most  plainly  that  their  ac- 
tion in  withdrawing  from  their  General  Grand  Chapter  was  a 
backward  step,  and  was  supported  by  no  arguments  that  were 
sustained  by  facts. 

He  offered  several  recommendations  which  were  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  Right  Worthy 
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Grand  Secretary  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  renewing 
their  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  procure  a  seal  for  the  use  of  the 
Grand  Matron ;  also  one  to  procure  a  jewel  for  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain. 

The  following  constitutional  amendment  was  adopted : 

But  no  Associate  Matron  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  shall  be  eligible  to  an 
elective  office  in  this  Grand  Chapter. 

There  is  no  Correspondence  report,  and  we  miss  it.  How- 
ever, a  committee  was  appointed  to  make  one  for  next  year.

The  Grand  Chapter  held  its  twehth  annual  session  in  New 
York,  June  7  and  8,  and  was  opened  in  ample  form  by  the 
Grand  Patron  with  every  Grand  Officer  present,  which  is  not 
surprising  when  we  remember  that  the  Grand  Officers  live  in  the 
immediate  vicinity.  There  were  also  present  fifteen  Past  Grand 
Officers,  twenty-five  Past  Patrons  and  Matrons,  and  Representa- 
tives from  twenty-six  chartered  Chapters. 

The  following  Grand  Officers  from  other  Grand  Jurisdictions 
were  present,  received  with  Grand  Honors  and  seated  in  the 
East:  Sister  Jennie  E.  Mathews,  Grand  Matron  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Iowa,  Sister  Ann  E.  Graul,  Worthy  Grand  Matron, 
Brother  John  N.  Bunnell,  Worthy  Grand  Patron,  and  Brother 
George  W.  Knight,  Past  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  Jersey,  and  Sister  Eliza  A.  Landon,  Grand 
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Matron  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut.  Also  of  their  own 
Past  Grand  Officers  Sister  Eleanor  Burton,  Past  Grand  Matron, 
and  Brother  Joseph  W.  Beatly,  Past  Grand  Patron. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  covers  seventeen  pages  and 
is  rather  flowery.  He  deprecates  the  action  of  the  New  York 
Grand  Chapter  in  invading  the  territory  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  and  offers  most  excellent  arguments  in  support  of  the 
usefulness  and  necessity  of  that  Grand  Body,  which  failed,  how- 
ever, to  clear  the  vision  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of  New 
York  Grand  Chapter.  Time  and  patience  will  bring  all  things 
right.  He  granted  two  dispensations  for  the  organization  of 
Chapters,  and  officially  visited  four  Chapters. 

Evidently  the  Grand  Patron  does  not  approve  of  Chapters 
resolving  themselves  into  literary  and  dramatic  clubs  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  money  for  support,  and  he  gives  excellent 
advice  on  that  subject. 

The  first  suggestion  from  the  Grand  Matron  in  her  address 
is  that  a  fund  be  created  with  which  to  assist  impoverished 
Chapters. 

She  reports  the  death  of  two  Grand  Officers  during  the  year. 

The  Grand  Matron  visited  fifteen  subordinate  Chapters,  and 
she  recommends  the  adoption  of  other  degrees  to  increase  the 
interest  in  the  Order.  We  should  consider  such  a  step  detri- 
mental rather  than  otherwise. 

The  Associate  Grand  Patron  served  by  especial  request  as 
installing  officer  for  eight  Chapters. 

x\  committee  of  three  was  raised  to  revise  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws. 

The  newly  elected  Associate  Grand  Patron  left  before  having 
been  installed,  and  the  Grand  Patron  having  been  informed  that 
he  was  "not  an  affiliated  member  of  a  subordinate  Chapter,' 
declared  his  election  null  and  void. 
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In  New  York  they  invite  all  but  those  entitled  to  vote  and 
visitors,  to  retire  from  the  Chapter  room  during  the  election  of 
officers.    A  committee  was  appointed 

To  consider  the  propriety  of  enlarging  by  the  addition  of  new  degrees, 
with  power  to  make  such  addition,  if  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  seem 
to  require  such  action,  and  to  take  into  consideration  such  matter  connected 
with  the  ritual,  and  harmonizing  any  inconsistencies  therein  as  may  be 
found.  Such  committee  shall  be  invested  with  power  to  make  such  correc- 
tion, and  present  the  same  to  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for 
their  approval  and  adoption. 

We  do  not  wonder  that  the  Order  is  decreasing  in  New  York, 
for  they  can  not  feel  at  home  with  so  many  changes. 

There  are  fifty-five  Chapters  on  the  roll,  with  a  membership  of 
one  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-five ;  initiated  during  the 
year,  one  hundred  and  seventeen. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  consisting  of  Sister  Eleanor 
Burton  and  Sister  Jeannie  E.  Thomas,  reviewed  the  proceedings 
of  eleven  Grand  Chapters.  In  reference  to  Indiana  they  quote 
from  the  addresses  of  both  the  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Patron, 
and  of  the  latter  they  say:  "It  is  a  model  com.position  and  full 
of  good  thoughts,"  and  that  they  "should  like  to  quote  more  of 
this  elegant  address,  but  space  forbids,"  and  they  consider  Brother 
Engle's  correspondence  report  ''well  done:'  In  behalf  of  the 
brothers,  accept  thanks.

The  eighth  annual  convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ver- 
mont met  at  WaUingford,  June  8  and  9,  1881.    There  were  nine 
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Grand  Officers  and  two  Past  Grand  Officers  in  attendance.  And 
there  were  Representatives  from  seven  subordinate  Chapters. 
The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  without  form,  and  we  fully  agree 
with  our  sister  reviewer  of  Vermont  in  disapproving  the  custom. 

The  Grand  Patron,  in  his  address,  tells  us  very  beautifully  his 
idea  of  "the  mission  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star."  We 
should  like  to  make  extracts,  but  it  is  only  complete  as  a  whole, 
so  we  refrain  reluctantly.  His  first  reported  official  act  was  the 
issuing  of  an  edict  prohibiting  the  use  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  Ritual  in  that  jurisdiction,  and  only  allowing  its  exem- 
plification when  "called  from  labor  to  recreation  and  when  open 
under  that  head,"  after  which  "a  call  to  labor  must  be  made  and 
the  regular  business  proceeded  with  as  usual."  Evidently  the 
Grand  Patron  is  seeking  uniformity  of  Ritual,  but  to  us  this  seems 
rather  a  left-handed  way  of  getting  it. 

A  dispensation  was  granted  for  the  reorganization  of  a  Chapter 
and  two  decisions  rendered,  both  of  which  the  Grand  Chapter 
sustained.  Our  brother  seems  to  be  troubled  over  many  things. 
First,  over  the  subordinates — the  innovations  creeping  into  the 
work ;  then  over  the  desire  of  some  to  become  one  of  the  family 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  that  uniformity  of  work  and  har- 
mony might  prevail,  and  others  who  desired  to  attach  higher 
degrees  to  the  Order.  If  we  attain  the  heighth  of  purity  to  which 
the  degrees  we  already  have  would  lead  us,  we  will  have  accom- 
plished our  life  work.    The  Grand  Patron  says: 

It  is  rather  a  significant  fact  that  so  many  Grand  Chapters  acknowledging 
allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  should  meet  in  Odd  P'ellows'  halls. 
Are  there  no  Masonic  halls  in  Massachusetts  for  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  to  meet  in,  that  fountain  head  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter?  It  seems 
not,  and  in  other  States  also. 

We  are  not  well  posted  in  Massachusetts,  but  in  Indiana  we 
have  the  use  of  Masonic  halls  by  voice  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
we  number  among  our  members  Past  Grand  Masters  and  many 
of  the  most  active  Masons  in  the  State,  and  we  also  acknowledge 
allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 
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He  devotes  considerable  space  to  the  comparison  and  discus- 
sion of  the  Ritual,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  follows  his  suggestion, 
and  adhere  "to  the  work  of  1877."  As  experience  is  much 
better  than  theory  in  these  things,  we  can  say  that  we  have  used 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  Ritual  ever  since  it  came  into  use, 
and  our  Chapters  have  prospered. 

The  brother  speaks  very  disparingly  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  department  in  some  of  the  New  York  papers — "The  Courier 
and  others."  What  others?  The  Dispatch?  We  are  at  a  loss 
to  know  what  to  say  or  just  how  to  understand  the  expressions 
in  regard  to  the  press,  and  those  who  contribute  and  support  the 
papers  he  mentions,  for  he  says: 

The  caliber  for  character  of  those  who  contribute  and  those  who  support  such 
papers,  is  best  appreciated  when  I  say,  without  qualification,  that  journals 
of  that  class  are  not  found  in  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  homes  of  our 
Green  Mountain  State,  nor  will  they  until  the  Police  News  become  the  family 
standard.  Whoever  this  coat  fits  they  may  put  it  on,  and  I  am  not  saying 
this  but  with  the  expectation  that  the  mud  machine  will  be  discharged  full  at 
our  devoted  head.  When  those  who  profess  to  love  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  will  ignore  all  questionable  papers  who  use  the  Order  to  catch  gulls,  as 
they  say  in  the  privacy  of  the  sanctum,  and  will  conduct  departments  only  in 
influential  papers  and  magazines,  then  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  its 
satelites  may  expect  to  grow  in  the  estimation  of  all  good  people,  and  not 
till  then. 

This  language  from  a  Grand  Patron!  On  some  points  we 
must  confess  that  we  are  deplorably  ignorant.  We  never  saw  a 
"  mttd  machine^''  and  would  not  know  how  to  use  it  if  he  should 
send  us  his.  We  think  we  have  some  good  people  out  here, 
and  our  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Rice,  was  born  and  raised  in 
one  of  the  "homes  of  the  Green  Mountain  State,"  but  he 
must  have  sadly  degenerated,  for  upon  his  home  table  we  have 
seen  the  "Courier"  and  we  humbly  confess  to  reading  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  department  in  that  paper,  and  yet  we  pro- 
fess to  love  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and  hope  to  grow  in 
the  estimation  of  "good  people."  But  we  have  no  knowledge 
of  the  '"'•Police  News and  find  ourselves  wondering  where  our 
brother  gained  so  much  information  of  such  disreputable  read- 
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ing,  if  such  it  be.  Brother  Stillson,  your  assertions  are  broad 
and  uncharitable,  and  cast  reflections  upon  many  sisters  and 
brothers  of  the  Order.  Was  it  wise  and  just  in  you  to  have 
given  utterance  to  such?  It  leads  one  to  think  that  you  have 
placed  yourself  on  the  pinnacle  of  the  "Green  Mountain"  for 
goodness,  and  cast  all  others  outside. 

He  expresses  gratitude  for  the  words  of  "loving  sympathy  "  in 
memory  of  Sister  Stillson.  Truly,  "it  touches  our  hearts  as  noth- 
ing else  can."  From  experience  we  feel  that  this  is  one  of  the 
great  beauties  of  our  Order — this  united  sympathy,  when  the 
shadows  deepen. 

The  Grand  Matron  reports  but  two  official  acts— the  signing 
of  two  charters.  She  suggests  that  the  Secretaries  of  subordi- 
nate Chapters  inform  the  Grand  Secretary  the  result  of  elections 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  which  the  Grand  Chapter  endorsed. 

She  speaks  very  feelingly  of  the  Chapters  who  seem  to  have 
lost  interest  in  the  work,  and  says: 

Sisters,  why  give  up  the  good  work?  Why  put  your  hand  to  the  plow 
and  turn  back?  The  field  for  labor  is  wide.  Let  us  not  be  discouraged. 
Let  us  cast  the  seeds  of  love  and  kindness  and  after  a  little,  like  Ruth,  full 
of  faith,  we  will  be  able  to  glean  here  and  there  the  fruits,  and  will  it  not 
repay  us? 

I  trust  the  encouraging  words  may  have  fallen  on  good  ground 
and  will  bring  forth  fruit. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  one  Chapter  having  surrendered 
its  charter. 

The  membership  is  three  hundred  and  seventy-one,  of  the  ten 
Chapters  making  returns  of  the  year  ending  May,  1881.  They 
had  to  report  no  appeals  and  grievance,  nothing  on  constitution 
and  by-laws,  no  warrants  and  dispensations,  and  very  little 
money,  and  the  Grand  Matron,  Grand  Patron  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary were  appointed  a  special  committee  to  raise  money  to  pay 
for  the  printing  of  the  proceedings.    The  delegates  from  four 
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Chapters  subscribed  five  dollars,  and  others  promised  to  do  what 
they  could.  We  fear  that  finances  will  be  far  more  likely  to  kill 
the  Order  in  Vermont  than  the  use  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
Ritual,  should  they  adopt  it.  The  finances  of  every  Grand  Body 
should  be  sufficiently  large  to  defray  actual  necessities.  Luxuries 
can.be  dispensed  with. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  written  by  Sister  O.  J. 
Stowell,  and  a  well-written,  spicy  report  it  is,  too.  We  find  it  in 
the  proceedings,  not  as  an  appendix.  I  think,  however,  that 
even  Brother  Parson  would  rather  find  it  there  than  printed 
separately  and  following  the  proceedings  some  weeks. 

Here  let  me  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  very  kind  invitation 
to  visit  them  at  their  last  yearly  meeting.    Distance  prevented. 

Sister  Stowell  reviews  the  proceedings  of  Indiana  for  1880  and 
1 88 1,  and  quotes  largely  from  the  addresses  of  the  Grand  Patron 
and  Grand  Matron.  She  thinks  the  office  of  Grand  Matron,  in 
Indiana,  is  no  sinecure,  and  of  Brother  Engle's  report  on  Cor- 
respondence she  says : 

Vermont  receives  due  notice  and  has  no  cause  to  complain  of  sarcasm, 
and,  indeed,  I  fail  to  see  that  any  one  has.  Brother  Engle's  report  seems 
to  be  written  in  a  friendly  spirit  and  no  one  can  doubt  his  interest  in  the 
cause,  yet  some  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  thought  the  sar- 
castic portion  should  be  suppressed.  Wasn't  one  lesson  of  suppression 
enough  for  Indiana. 

We  quote  this  that  our  brothers  and  sisters  of  Indiana  may 
see  how  the  sarcasm  to  which  they  objected,  was  received  by 
sister  jurisdictions,  and  trust  no  member  will  ever  again  be 
placed  on  record  in  a  similar  position,  and  we  say  this  for  the 
good  of  the  whole,  and  not  because  for  this  time  we  happen  to 
hold  the  pen,  for  none  know  better  than  you  our  opinion  of  the 
duty  of  a  correspondence  committee,  that  in  all  good  faith  we 
should  speak  of  the  faults  of  sister  Grand  Chapters  as  well  as 
notice  the  very  many  good  things  along  the  pathway  of  a  re- 
viewer. 
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In  reviewing  the  Missouri  Correspondence  report,  and  Brother 
Parson's  objections  to  the  Grand  Matron  presiding,  she  says: 

I  never  was  in  the  West,  and  don't  know  but  women  take  naturally  to 
presiding  over  meetings,  like  ducklings  to  water,  but  the  woman  of  New 
England  that  can  preside  over  a  public  meeting  with  promptness  and  dis- 
patch, courage  and  ability,  I  have  yet  to  see.  How  much  this  may  have  to 
do  with  long  years  of  neglected  education  in  these  things,  I  will  not  here 
attempt  to  argue. 

Do  all  the  brothers  in  New  England  preside  over  public  meet- 
ings with  "promptness  and  dispatch,  courage  and  ability?"  If 
so,  they  excel  our  western  brothers.  Come  out  and  see  us, 
Sister  Stowell,  and  we  will  show  you  how  the  thing  is  done. 

She  questioned  the  propriety  of  the  New  Jersey  Grand  Chapter 
in  withdrawing  from  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  thinks 
they  did  not  give  "the  thing  a  fair  trial."  They  have  since  seen 
their  error,  and  were  wise  enough  to  retrace  their  steps. 

In  reference  to  New  York  she  says : 

There  is  a  slight  inclination  to  make  fun  of  New  York  and  her  elaborate 
ceremonies,  but  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  a  little  red  tape  is  good  for  us, 
and  it  is  much  better  in  ritualistic  work  to  err  on  the  side  of  too  much  cere- 
mony than  not  enough.  I  think  formalities  is  the  little  silken  chord  that 
holds  our  organization  together,  and  that  the  most  flourishing  subordinate 
Chapters  are  those  who  learn  most  thoroughly  the  little  details  of  the  work, 
and  I  wish  all  members  of  the  Chapter  could  remember  when  new  members 
are  taken  in  that  that  all  this  is  new  to  them,  and  rehearsing  the  work  may 
be  a  great  help  in  keeping  the  interest  of  new  members,  and  surely  can  not 
hurt  even  the  best  posted. 

She  thinks  the  granting  of  dispensations  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, for  the  organization  of  new  Chapters  outside  the  jurisdiction 
of  New  York,  is,  "to  say  the  least,  presumptuous."  Our  opin- 
ion as  well.  Sister  Stowell  seems  to  differ  from  the  Grand  Patron 
in  her  opinion  of  the  utility  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 
She  recognizes  the  fact  that  provision  must  be  made  for  the 
organization  of.  subordinate  Chapters  outside  the  jurisdiction  of 
Grand  Chapters,  and  thinks,  although  Vermont  can  not  unite 
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with  us,  she  should  "place  nothing  in  its  way  of  progress,  but 
give  aid  with  words  of  encouragement  and  approval,  where  we 
can  conscientiously  do  so."

GENERAIi  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

A  review  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Body,  which  met  in  Chi- 
cago, August,  1880,  was  published  in  our  last  year's  proceedings. 
The  work  is  moving  on  steadily,  and  the  expectations  for  it,  of 
its  most  zealous  advocates,  are  being  fulfilled.  Under  its  juris- 
diction Chapters  now  exist  in  the  following-named  States  and 
Territories : 

Colorado,  Florida,  Maryland,  Nevada,  Oregon,  Tennessee, 
Texas,  Kentucky,  North  Carolina,  Washington,  Dakota,  Arizona, 
Idaho,  Montana,  Wyoming  and  Indian ;  also,  Ontario. 

Since  the  last  meeting  charters  have  been  granted  to  sixteen 
subordinate  Chapters. 

A  new  edition  of  the  ritual  is  out,  which  somewhat  surpasses 
the  old  ones  in  beauty  and  finish. 

Cash  on  hand,  ^278.27  ;  due  from  Grand  Chapters,  ^124.50; 
merchandise  on  hand,  ^350,  making  a  total  of  ^752.77.  Indebt- 
edness, none.  These  figures  look  as  though  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  was  self-supporting. 

We  begin  to  look  forward  to  the  gathering  in  San  Francisco  in 
1883,  with  deepening  interest  and  a  great  desire  that  it  may  be 
our  privilege  to  be  one  of  the  many  who  shall  visit  the  Golden 
State  at  that  time. 

For  the  above  items  we  are  under  obligations  to  the  Right 
Worthy  Grand  Secretary.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRAND  PATRON. 

The  Grand  Patron  read  and  submitted  the  following 
annual  address: 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter: 

We  have  again  assembled  from  the  several  Grand  Divisions  of 
the  State,  and  for  what?  To  strengthen  the  ties  of  friendship, 
strengthen  the  bond  of  fraternal  union,  and  legislate  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order.  We  look  upon  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star  as  a  great  auxiliary  to  its  ancient  parent,  Freemasonry ;  as 
we  do  upon  Masonry  as  a  great  auxiliary  to  the  Church.  None  can 
pass  through  the  ceremonies  of  Masonry  without  being  forcibly 
impressed  with  the  doctrines  taught  by  the  revealed  religion. 
Consequently,  their  moral  natures  must  be  enriched  and  made 
better ;  so,  I  claim  that  those  Masons  that  have  taken  the  degrees 
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of  the  Eastern  Star,  have  been  made  better  men  and  better 
Masons,  by  the  good  lessons  taught  by  its  ritual.  In  almost  every 
walk  in  life,  man  has  shared  his  joys  and  sorrows  with  woman ; 
perhaps  not  directly,  but  in  some  way  or  other  she  was  thrown 
into  the  scale  and  balanced  his  opinions.  From  Adam  down  to 
the  present  time,  all  men  acknowledge  her  subtile  influence ; 
both  at  home  and  in  matters  of  State,  her  intuitive  preceptions 
have  guided  many  a  man  to  fame  and  fortune.  Napoleon  would 
have  died  a  greater  man  if  he  could  have  bowed  his  manhood 
before  a  woman ;  through  his  pride  he  lost  a  kingdom  and  a 
home.  Many  reasons  have  been  assigned  for  the  utter  exclu- 
sion of  women  from  the  rights  of  Freemasonry,  but  I  think  the 
proper  one  to  be,  that  the  fable  of  Panadora  must  have  had  a 
decided  influence  on  the  mind  of  the  heathen  philosopher,  and 
he  concluded  that  the  box  of  Masonry  should  not  be  opened  by 
the  darts  of  Cupid  or  the  arrows  of  curiosity,  and  his  fiat  has 
been  as  unchangeable  as  the  laws  of  the  Medes  and  Persians.  In 
coming  down  to  the  present  days  we  have  a  new  order  of  things, 
and,  in  my  opinion,  it  was  a  happy  thought  that  suggested  a 
Chapter  for  woman. 

A  more  fitting  symbol  could  not  have  been  chosen  than  the 
Eastern  Star.  Its  brightness  not  only  penetrated  the  far  East, 
and  attracted  the  seven  wise  men  of  Persia,  but  the  four  corners 
of  the  earth  have  been  led  to  adore  the  Kmg  of  Kings.  A  star 
of  unusual  brillancy  will  attract  the  attention  of  every  scientific 
man.  The  transit  of  Venus  is  made  the  object  of  much  specu- 
lation in  all  quarters  of  the  globe.  The  sudden  appearance  of  a 
comet,  a  phenomenon  which  has  taken  place  often,  is  of  interest 
to  every  astronomer,  and  the  world  at  large.  Now,  if  the  planet 
Venus  and  a  comet  should  cause  such  a  furor  among  the  wise 
men,  how  much  greater  would  be  the  speculation  over  a  newly 
discovered  star  of  the  first  magnitude.  As  the  Eastern  Star  is 
but  a  symbol,  a  type  of  the  effulgent  glory  of  Him  who  sitteth 
upon  the  right  hand  of  the  Father,  so  our  Uves  but  symbolize 
the  life  that  is  to  come,  only  in  a  higher  and  more  perfect  state ; 
and  the  chain  that  binds  us  around  the  altar,  as  it  is  broken  link 
by  link  on  earth,  will  be  united  again  in  a  higher  life. 
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The  Order  has  a  great  work  before  it.  The  little  seed  that 
has  been  planted  will  gain  strength  with  its  growth,  and  the 
tendrils  sent  forth  from  every  State  in  the  Union  will  add  strength 
and  symmetry  to  the  tree  of  Masonry,  and  will  root  if  deep  into 
the  hearts  and  affections  of  its  members.  Let  us  look  at  some 
of  the  fruits  that  may  be  produced.  As  a  family,  our  interest  is 
a  common  one,  and  every  member  should  be  wilhng  to  do  his  or 
her  duty.  All  the  rites  and  ceremonies  are  emblematic  of  a 
higher  life,  and  each  one  tells  its  own  story. 

The  star  points  to  the  lives  of  five  good  women.  Adah,  with 
the  glow  of  youth  and  beauty  still  so  fresh  upon  her,  sacrifices  a 
life  so  full  of  promise  to  the  vow  of  a  father.  The  sacrifice  of 
self  was  most  nobly  made,  and  the  lesson  comes  home  to  us 
with  renewed  force  every  time  we  hear  the  story.  Ruth  teaches 
humility  and  sacrifice,  and  so  on  through  the  catalogue. 

Thus,  in  the  lives  of  others  we  find  much  that  is  worthy  of 
imitation.  Sacrifice  must  be  the  watch-word  to  make  our  lives  a 
success.  Women,  as  a  class,  possess  many  rare  qualities  that 
never  come  within  the  range  of  man.  Her  presence  brightens 
our  homes;  the  cares  and  vexations  of  life  that  seem  insur- 
mountable to  man  are  leveled  by  a  smile  and  a  loving  word  from 
her ;  we  are  charmed  with  her  in  society.  Yet,  in  times  of  dis- 
tress and  suffering,  when  the  human  soul  pleads  foi"  more  than  a 
bright  smile  and  a  quick  reply,  she  rarely  fails  to  show  us  what 
a  true  woman  should  be.  Owen  Meredith,  in  one  of  his  stories, 
depicts  the  life  of  a  woman  that  is  beautiful  in  every  part.  But 
why  refer  to  fiction  when  real  .life  furnishes  so  many  examples 
that  come  under  our  own  personal  observation?  Sorrow  and 
affliction  always  touch  the  heart  of  man,  and  if  money  can 
alleviate  distress,  he  is  ever  ready  to  come  to  the  front.  The 
appeal  of  the  widow  and  orphan  never  falls  upon  the  Mason's 
ear  unheard.  But,  when  the  human  heart  is  hungry  for  sym- 
pathy, and  the  clouds  hang  like  a  black  pall  over  it— not  only 
the  body  is  sick  but  the  whole  heart  is  sick,  a  woman's  presence 
in  that  room  of  affliction  is  hke  a  candle  in  a  dark  room,  and  so 
should  it  be  by  the  eternal  fitness  of  things ;  for,  was  not  woman 
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created  to  be  man's  comforter?  In  our  large  cities  where  there 
is  daily  demand  upon  our  charities  and  sympathies,  woman  is 
ever  busy.  Who  can  estimate  the  value  of  such  a  woman  as 
Rebecca  Gratz?  Her  wealth  and  time  were  both  given  with  a 
lavish  hand.  None  were  turned  away  from  her  door  without  the 
wherewith  to  relieve  the  present  necessity.  The  requiem  that 
would  go  up  from  the  heart  of  a  great  city  for  the  loss  of  such  a 
woman  could  never  be  described  in  any  language. 

A  member  of  the  Eastern  Star,  like  a  thermometer,  rises  by 
degrees.  The  future  of  the  Eastern  Star  can  only  be  determined 
by  the  intensity  of  its  workers.  Solomon's  Temple  was  not  built 
in  a  day,  but  by  the  slow  plodding  of  years.  Sacrifice  upon 
sacrifice,  until  the  Star  shall  rise  from  the  horizon  to  the  ze- 
nith, that  all  men  may  say  of  us,  "by  their  good  works  ye 
shall  know  them."  Our  Society  is  in  its  infancy,  compared  with 
some  others,  but  it  is  our  glory  that,  in  the  past  few  years,  it  has 
made  great  progress ;  but  it  is  to  the  ambition,  the  energy  of  the 
mothers,  the  wives,  the  daughters,  that  this  glory  particularly 
belongs.  The  influence  of  woman  is  acknowledged  pre-eminent 
the  world  over.  Other  societies  may  have  made  greater  preten- 
tions, but  our  mission  is  the  relief  of  human  suffering,  to  admin- 
ister to  the  wants  of  the  sick,  feed  the  hungry  and  clothe  the 
naked.  Let  us  ask  ourselves  if  we  have  been  attentive  to  our 
duties  as  members  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  Have  we 
visited  the  sick?  Have  I  tried  to  find  out  the  hungry?  Have  I 
clothed  the  naked?  If  we  can  answer  these  questions  in  the 
afifirmative,  then  great  will  be  the  reward  that  the  Grand  Master 
Architect  will  bestow  upon  all  those  who  faithfully  perform  the 
labors  of  this  life.  Again,  recognizing  the  fact  that  we  have 
progressed,  we  must  not  be  content  to  rest  on  our  past  laurels. 
Let  us  press  forward.  Let  us  demand  that  none  be  admitted  to 
our  Chapters  but  those  we  are  sure  will  stand  the  test  of  char- 
acter, and  who  will  subscribe  to  our  Rules  and  Regulations. 

For  many  years  I  have  annually  attended  the  meetings  of  all 
the  Masonic  Bodies.  These  meetings  are  full  of  joy  and  sad- 
ness.    Full  of  joy  because  we  shake  hands  with  the  old-time 
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friends  that  have  trod  and  beaten  the  Masonic  path  with  us. 
May  their  lives  be  long  spared,  and,  when  gone,  may  their 
councils  be  remembered  and  be  as  ballast  to  the  Masonic  ship. 
And  joy  again,  because  of  the  new  faces,  new  workers  in  the 
hive  of  Masonry.  By  the  way,  we  should  have  no  drones  in 
the  hive ;  they  are  stumbhng  blocks  in  the  way  of  progress. 
These  new  workers  will  soon  succeed  the  Fathers  and  Mothers 
in  Masonry.  They  will  soon  stand  at  the  helm  and  control  the 
running  of  the  ship.  Masonry.  And  sadness,  because  the  Great 
Reaper,  with  his  sickle  keen,  is  year  by  year  harvesting  some  of 
our  members.  Some  of  these  have  worked  hard  and  long,  and 
have  been  rewarded  by  having  high  offices  bestowed  upon 
them.  May  their  successors  do  as  well  as  many  of  them  have 
done,  or  even  better.  Let  their  desire  be  to  see  who  best  can 
work — who  best  agree. 

We,  as  an  Organization,  have  had  obstacles  to  contend  with. 
Some  Masons  have  decried  us,  and  even  attempted  to  ridicule 
us  because  the  membership  of  the  Order  is  composed  of  the  two 
sexes.  This  ridicule  grows  out  of  the  ignorance  of  a  knowledge 
of  our  Ritual  and  its  teachings,  just  as  much  as  the  ignorance  of 
the  alien  many  times  leads  him  to  condemn  the  greatest  of  all 
societies.  Freemasonry.  So  those  Masons  that  may  ridicule  us, 
we  regard  them  only  as  the  productive  of  the  greatest  depravity 
of  either  the  head  or  the  heart.  Such  persons  must  speak 
against  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences,  for  they  must 
know  that  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  composed  of  their 
mothers,  wives,  sisters  and  daughters.  They  also  contradict  the 
sentiment  of  Nature  herself.  We  believe  that  the  influence  of 
man  and  woman — strength  and  courage  as  the  part  of  man, 
beauty,  gentleness  and  modesty  as  the  part  of  woman — when 
conjointly  used,  as  it  is  in  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  is  con- 
ducive of  the  very  best  results,  viz. :  the  pursuit  of  happiness 
and  the  benefit  of  all  our  race  ;  and,  last,  not  least,  a  valuable 
auxilliary  to  Freemasonry.

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TO  CONSTITUTE  NEW  CHAPTERS. 

April  21,  1882.  Unity  Chapter  Xo.  50,  by  John  K,  Graff, 
located  at  Perrysville.  county  of  Vermillion. 

CHAPTERS  ORGANIZED. 

April  15.  1882.  a  dispensation  was  issued  to  organize  Kewanna 
Chapter.  Fulton  county,  with  the  following  named  officers : 
Brother  William  Reder.  Patron:  Sister  Jennie  Phillips.  ]\Iatron  : 
and  Sister  A.  C.  Cook.  Associate  Matron.  I  appointed  Brother 
Willis  D.  Engle  as  my  Deputy  to  organize  said  Chapter,  which  he 
did  on  May  26,  1882.  The  Chapter  starts  with  a  good  mem- 
bership, and  gives  promise  for  the  future  to  flourish. 

September  15.  1882.  I  issued  a  dispensation  to  organize  a 
Chapter  at  Bloomingdale.  county  of  Parke,  to  be  known  as 
Hedges  Chapter,  with  the  following  named  persons  as  officers : 
Brother  Milton  F.  Maddox.  Patron:  Sister  Sallie  B.  Moore, 
Matron :  and  Sister  Susan  Hixson,  Associate  Matron.  I  ap- 
pointed Brother  Willis  D.  Engle  as  my  Special  Deputy  to  organize 
this  Chapter,  which  labor  he  performed  on  the  12th  of  October. 
This  Chapter  organized  with  sixteen  members.  Brother  Engle 
says:  'T  believe  this  Chapter  will  become  a  prosperous  organ- 
ization." 

CHARGES. 

According  to  your  instructions,  on  September  7,  1882,  I  pre- 
ferred charges  against  Allen  M.  Pritchett.  Lydia  E.  Cook  and 
Sophia  Reagan,  the  last  Patron.  Matron  and  Associate  Matron 
of  late  Electa  Chapter  Xo.  12,  and  for^varded  the  same  to 
the  Worthy  Matron  of  Clayton  Chapter  Xo.  16,  and  ordered 
said  Chapter  to  proceed  in  regular  form  to  try  said  action,  and 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  trial  to  forward  to  me  a  certified  copy  of 
the  finding  of  said  Chapter.  Clayton  Chapter,  through  the  me- 
dium of  its  officers,  begged  that  I  withdraw  the  charges,  assign- 
ing as  a  reason  that  they  were  few  in  numbers :  that  charges 
would  bring  discord,  and  break  them  up  entirely.  Deeming  the 
reasons  good  and  sufficient.  I  withdrew  the  charges,  only  to  try 
to  find  a  lodgment  for  them  in  some  other  haven. 
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On  October  3.0,  1882,  I  forwarded  the  charges  to  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  No.  3,  with  full  instructions  as  above,  hoping  to  have 
an  early  trial.  But,  to  my  surprise,  communication  after  com- 
munication began  to  pour  in  from  officers  and  members  asking 
that  I  withdraw  the  charges,  assigning  as  reasons,  that  the 
original  resolution  to  try  the  parties  named,  was  drafted  by  a 
member  of  this  Chapter,  and  that  the  principal  witness  in  the 
case  was  also  Worthy  Patron  in  said  Chapter.  These  reasons 
being  deemed  good  and  sufficient,  I  withdrew  the  charges,  and, 
as  a  last  resort,  I  placed  them  before  Danville  Chapter  No.  39,  on 
December  7,  1882,  hoping  that  my  efforts  should  be  rewarded 
by  a  speedy  trial;  but  again,  to  my  surprise,  the  charges  were 
returned  to  me,  accompanied  with  the  following  resolution : 

Danville,  January  8,  1883. 
We  move  that  these  charges  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Patron,  for  the 
reason  that  this  Chapter  has  no  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  and  for  the  further 
reason,  that  the  same  charges  have  been  presented  to  \yNO  other  different 
Chapters,  which  declined  to  entertain  the  charges.

I  have  labored  hard  to  execute  your  will  and  pleasure,  em- 
bodied in  your  resolution  of  last  session,  but  have  failed.  I  return 
to  you  the  papers  in  the  case,  and  hope  that  this  Grand  Chapter 
will  find  a  remedy  that  will  effect  a  cure,  and  remove  the  sore 
from  the  body  politic. 

PERMISSION  GRANTED. 

On  December  27,  1882,  I  granted  permission  to  Hedges 
Chapter,  U.  D.,  located  at  Bloomingdale,  Parke  county,  to 
move  from  Bloomingdale,  to  Masonic  Hall,  Annapolis,  same 
county,  for  two  reasons. 

First. — There  is  no  Masonic  Lodge  at  Bloomingdale. 

Second. — There  is  a  good  Lodge  at  Annapolis. 

This  completes  my  official  record.  My  task  is  finished  ;  how- 
ever, it  has  not  been  a  task  to  me,  but  a  pleasure  to  perform.  I 
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have  no  recommendations  to  offer.  I  believe  the  Order  to  be 
in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  throughout  the  jurisdic- 
tion, with  perhaps  one  or  two  exceptions.  Peace  and  harmony 
prevail.  I  believe  our  Order  to  be  fully  established  upon  a 
firm  basis.  For  the  future  I  bespeak  more  rapid  growth  than  in 
the  past,  and,  in  order  that  my  predictions  may  be  fully  realized, 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  membership  to  stand  shoulder  to 
shoulder  in  the  good  work.  Keep  in  mind  the  solemn  vows  you 
each  have  taken.  Avoid  evil  speaking  of  one  another — "evil 
speaking  corrupteth  good  manners."  Be  choice  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  material  that  goes  to  make  up  your  membership.  If 
you  do  these  things  our  march  will  be  onward. 

I  thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred  by  calling  me  to  this  high 
position,  and  now  that  I  am  about  to  surrender  my  gavel  to  a 
successor,  I  hope  that  it  will  be  with  some  credit  to  myself  and 
honor  to  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.

GRAND  MATRON'S  ADDRESS. 

The  following  address  was  read  and  submitted  by  the 
Grand  Matron : 

Sisters  and  Brothers: 

We  come  to-day  from  the  cares  and  pleasures  of  our  several 
homes,  to  meet  as  sisters  and  brothers  of  this  larger  household, 
to  examine  the  record  of  the  past  year,  to  take  counsel  together 
as  to  what  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  this  great  family,  and 
to  encourage  and  uphold  each  other  in  our  "  journey  through 
the  labyrinth  of  human  life."  Thus,  year  by  year,  we  are 
strengthened  by  these  annual  gatherings,  and  look  forward  to 
them  as  children  to  a  home-coming.  It  is  with  hearty  welcome 
then,  that  I  greet  you,  sisters,  brothers  and  visitors,  on  this,  our 
ninth  annual  meeting,  and  with  true  pleasure  that  I  inform  you 
that  peace  and  harmony  prevail.  No  serious  discords  have 
arisen  amongst  us  during  the  past  year. 
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Before  we  begin  the  labors  of  the  day,  let  us  pause  to  drop  a 
tear  for  those  whom  death  has  claimed  since  our  last  meeting. 
Following  the  laws  of  nature,  one  by  one  we  silently  pass  away. 
But  as  we  sympathize  with  those  who  sorrow,  let  us  point  them 
to  the  trustful  faith  of  Martha,  and  the  words  of  Him  who  is  the 
"Resurrection  and  the  Life." 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

July  28,  1882,  a  duplicate  charter  was  issued  to  Olive  Branch 
Chapter  No.  13,  the  original  charter  having  been  destroyed  by 
fire. 

March  17,  1883,  being  officially  notified  that  Pendleton  Chap- 
ter No.  8  had  surrendered  her  charter,  I  directed  Sister  Emma 
E.  Lewark,  Worthy  Matron,  to  forward  the  charter,  records  and 
property  of  said  Chapter  to  the  Qrand  Secretary,  which  was 
accordingly  done. 

January  9,  1883,  by  invitation,  I  publicly  installed  the  officers 
of  Brookville  Chapter  No.  40. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

The  following  Chapters  were  granted  dispensations  to  hold 
special  elections : 

May  16,  1882,  Bourbon  Chapter  No.  28,  all  the  officers. 
August  25,  1882,  Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3,  Worthy  Patron. 
January  8,  1883,  Minerva  Chapter,  No.  15,  Worthy  Patron. 
January  8,  1883,  Bloomingsburg  Chapter  No.  46,  all  the  officers. 
January  15,  1883,  Rose  Chapter  No.  36,  Worthy  Patron. 
January  22,  1883,  Forest  Chapter  No.  44,  Worthy  Patron. 
January  27,  1883,  Centennial  Chapter  No.  33,  all  the  officers. 
April  5,  1883,  Adah  Chapter  No.  35,  Associate  Matron. 

SUMMIT  CITY  CHAPTER  NO.  45. 

On  March  17,  1883,  I  received  a  communication  from  ten 
members  of  Summit  City  Chapter  No.  45,  in  Fort  Wayne,  saying 
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that  the  Worthy  Matron,  Worthy  Patron  and  Treasurer  of  their 
Chapter  had  tendered  their  resignations ;  that  they  were  without 
an  Associate  Matron ;  that  the  officers  who  had  tendered  their 
resignations  dechned  to  meet,  thus  leaving  them  without  au- 
thority to  open  the  Chapter,  and  asking  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Special  Deputy  to  extricate  them  from  their  dilemma.  I  there- 
fore appointed  Sister  Nettie  Ransford  Special  Deputy,  with 
instructions  and  power  to  act.  She  called  a  meeting  of  the 
Chapter  for  the  28th  day  of  March,  but,  owing  to  illness,  was 
unable  to  attend.  I  renewed  her  appointment,  and  she  pro- 
ceeded to  Fort  Wayne  and  convened  the  Chapter  on  the  4th  of 
April.    On  April  5  Sister  Ransford  reported  as  follows : 

Indianapolis,  April  5,  1883. 

Mrs.  Mary  B.  High^  Grand  Matron  : 

Dear  Sister — Upon  receipt  of  your  telegram,  I  immediately  sent  a  dis- 
patch to  the  Worthy  Matron  of  Summit  City  Chapter  directing  her  to  convene 
the  Chapter  on  Wednesday  evening,  April  4.  Greatly  to  my  regret,  I  learned, 
upon  reaching  the  home  of  the  Worthy  Matron,  that  neither  the  telegram  or 
the  letter — I  wrote  a  letter  to  each  Chapter  member  whose  name  I  had, 
telling  them  of  my  action,  etc., — had  reached  her.  However,  I  felt  that  it 
was  best  to  get  all  we  could  together.  There  were  eleven  members  pres- 
ent at  the  meeting,  one  less  than  was  at  the  meeting  of  Wednesday  of  the 
week  previous.  I  failed  to  persuade  the  old  officers  to  retain  their  places,  and 
the  resignations  of  the  Worthy  Matron,  Worthy  Patron  and  Treasurer  were 
accepted.  Some  desired  to  call  a  meeting  at  some  future  time  when  the  mem- 
bers had  been  summoned  to  attend,  but,  after  looking  the  ground  over,  I 
felt  that  one  of  two  things  must  be  done — either  an  election  of  the  first 
three  officers  be  held  or  the  charter  arrested.  A  few,  four  or  five,  were 
very  anxious  to  try  again,  and  after  securing  the  promise  of  seven  members 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  Chapter, 
they  proceeded  to  elect  the  first  three  officers.  The  result  was.  Worthy  Ma- 
tron, Mamie  Brooks;  Worthy  Patron,  James  E.  Graham;  Associate  Matron, 
Lydia  Brooks.  I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  report  anything  better  to  you. 
Hoping  my  action  may  meet  your  approval,  I  am

DECISIONS. 

Question.  A  Mason's  widow  marries  a  man  not  a  Mason,  and 
is  divorced  from  him,  resuming  the  name  of  her  former  husband. 
Is  she  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star?

Answer.  No.  When  the  widow  of  a  Mason  marries  again, 
she  forfeits  all  claim  on  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  through 
her  former  husband. 

Question.  Can  a  Worthy  Matron,  Worthy  Patron  or  Associate 
Matron  resign,  and  if  so,  will  the  Chapter  be  permitted  to  hold 
an  election  to  fill  vacancies  thus  made? 

Answer.  Any  officer  can  resign  his  or  her  office,  and  vacan- 
cies in  the  first  three  offices  can  only  be  filled  by  dispensation 
of  the  Grand  Matron,  the  members  being  summoned  for  that 
purpose. 

Question.  Does  the  failure  of  the  Worthy  Patron  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  Chapter  render  the  office  vacant,  and  can 
his  successor  be  elected? 

Answer.  The  failure  to  attend  does  not  vacate  the  office ;  a 
successor  can  only  be  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

Question.  Is  it  legal  for  the  Worthy  Matron  to  confer  the  de- 
grees in  the  absence  of  the  Worthy  Patron? 

Answer.  The  degrees  should  not  be  conferred,  unless  a 
brother  in  good  standing  shall  preside  and  officiate  in  the  cere- 
mony. The  Worthy  Matron  may  assist  in  confering  the  degrees 
at  the  request  of  the  Worthy  Patron. 

Question.  How  shall  one  member  prefer  charges  against 
another? 

Answer.  See  Sections  18  to  58  of  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
the  Government  of  Subordinate  Chapters. 

Question.  Can  an  officer  of  the  Grand  Chapter  change  his  or 
her  membership  from  one  Chapter  to  another  without  forfeiting 
his  or  her  office  in  the  Grand  Chapter? 

Answer.  An  officer  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  being  duly  elected 
and  installed,  does  not  forfeit  his  or  her  office  by  a  change  of 
membership  from  one  Chapter  to  another. 
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Question.  Can  a  Worthy  Matron-elect,  who  refuses  to  be 
installed,  legally  appoint  officers? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Is  it  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  our  Order  to  confe . 
the  degrees  on  the  Sabbath? 

Answer.  While  there  is  no  written  law  against  it,  I  should 
consider  it  highly  improper,  and  as  furnishing  a  bad  precedent. 

Many  other  questions  have  been  answered  by  simple  reference 
to  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  respectfully  recom.mend  to  this  Grand  Body  that  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  be  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Matron  within  ten  days  from  the  close  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  which  Committee  shall  continue  until  the  close  of  the 
succeeding  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  that  she  shall  fur- 
nish the  Grand  Secretary  with  the  names  of  said  Committee 
which  shall  be  printed  with  the  proceedings.  And  further  that 
said  Committee  consist  of  one  member  instead  of  three. 

GRAND  LECTURER. 

Brother  James  E.  Graham,  Grand  Lecturer,  reports  to  me 
that  he  has  visited  two  Chapters  during  the  year — Clinton  No. 
6,  and  Rose  No.  36 — and,  using  his  language,  has  found  them 
"full  of  energy,  composed  of  a  good  membership,  and  doing 
their  work  well."  Brother  Graham  has  thus  shown  himself 
ready  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  doubtless  w^ould 
have  visited  other  Chapters  had  he  been  called  upon. 

\^SIT  AXIOM'S. 

On  October  27,  1882,  by  invitation.  I  visited  Loyal  Chapter 
No.  49,  in  Richmond.  On  this  occasion  Brothers  WiUis  D. 
Engle  and  Martin  H.  Rice,  Past  Grand  Patrons  of  Indiana,  and 
Sister  Addie  C.  S.  Engle,  formerly  Sister  Bario,  Past  Grand 
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Matron  of  Connecticut,  with  several  mepbers  of  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  No.  3,  were  present.  We  found  Loyal  Chapter  holding 
its  meetings  in  a  beautiful  Masonic  temple,  and,  after  the  usual 
exercises,  the  ceremony  of  initiation  was  performed  in  a  very 
creditable  manner,  followed  by  brief  speeches  by  visitors  and 
members.  Then,  escorted  by  the  Patron,  Brother  Almon  Sam- 
son, the  company  repaired  to  the  banquet  hall,  where  a  bountiful 
repast  was  served.  The  evening  was  concluded  by  a  social 
entertainment.  Next  morning  the  visitors  were  shown  through 
the  handsome  city  of  Richmond  in  carriages,  visiting  many 
points  of  beauty  and  interest. 

As  before  mentioned,  on  January  9,  1883,  I  installed  the  offi- 
cers of  Brookville  Chapter  No.  40.  At  the  same  time  Harmony 
Lodge  No.  II,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  No. 
16,  publicly  installed  their  officers.  Following  the  work  came 
refreshments  and  an  entertainment  of  vocal  and  instrumental 
music. 

On  November  15,  1882,  I  received  an  invitation  to  visit  South 
Bend  Chapter  No.  2.  I  very  much  regretted  that  I  was  unable 
to  accept,  but  have  learned  that  the  occasion  was  a  very  pleasant 
and  profitable  one.  Members  from  Elkhart  Chapter  No.  38, 
Rolling  Prairie  Chapter  No.  19,  and  other  Chapters  were  in 
attendance. 

I  received  an  invitation  to  meet  with  Queen  Esther  Chapter 
No.  3,  at  her  stated  meeting,  February  16,  1883,  but  found  it 
impossible  to  accept,  much  to  my  regret. 

I  rejoice  to  learn  that  the  social  spirit  is  increasing — not  only 
the  interchange  of  visits  between  Chapters,  but  the  meeting  of 
the  various  branches  of  Masonry  with  the  Chapters  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  for  public  installation.  Our  pleasures  are 
not  only  thereby  increased,  but  the  principles  of  our  Order  more 
widely  disseminated  and  much  good  accomplished. 

My  correspondence  during  the  past  year  has  been  more  exten- 
sive than  it  was  during  the  year  preceding,  but  had  it  not  been 
for  ill  health  during  a  part  of  the  time,  would  have  been  a  "labor 
of  love." 
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GENf:RAL  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

The  fourth  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  will  open 
in  San  Francisco,  California,  at  lo  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  17th 
day  of  August,  1883.    It  affords  me  especial  pleasure  to  inform 
you  that  active  preparations  are  being  made  for  the  meeting 
throughout  seventeen  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  by  the  Chapters 
under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
in  sixteen  States  and  Territories  where  Grand  Chapters  have  not 
been  organized,  and  that  many  are  looking  forward  with  bright 
hopes  to  the  pleasures  of  the  trip  to  the  "Golden  Gate,"  and  to 
the  cordial  welcome  of   our  California  sisters  and  brothers. 
Brother  Willis  D.  Engle,  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary,  has,  at 
my  request,  kindly  furnished  me  with  a  statistical  report,  from 
which  I  learn  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  the  recognized 
supreme  power  of  our  Order  in  thirty-three  States  and  Terri- 
tories, and  has  a  net  surplus  of  $400.00  in  the  treasury.  But 
the  more  important  fact  is  that  the  confusion  and  contention 
incident  to  the  change  from  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  to  the 
form  of  self-government  evolved  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
have,  in  a  great  measure,  ceased,  and  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter is  sovereign  in  its  proper  sphere.    The  revolution  by  which 
a  representative  government  was  estabhshed  in  place  of  an 
autocracy  left  some  evidences  of  the  struggle,  and  some  of  its 
scars  are  to  be  found  in  this  Jurisdiction.   The  official  history  of 
a  few  defunct  Chapters  shows  that  they  died  refusing  to  accept 
the  changed  condition  of  the  Order,  and  in  one  or  more  cases 
where  Chapters  are  barely  alive,  the  only  apparent  cause  of 
decay  is  the  obstructive  policy  of  a  few  who  still  cling  to  the 
memories  of  a  dead  past.    To  this  class  who  oppose  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  I  earnestly  commend  the  words  spoken  at 
its  last  meeting  by  the  venerable  founder  of  our  Order,  Brother 
Robert  Morris:      "Wait  fifteen  or  twenty  years  and  let  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  have  a  chance  to  demonstrate  the  good 
that  I  am  sure  is  in  it.    *    *    *    And  I  trust  that  the  day  will 
come  when  every  Lodge  will  have  in  connection  with  it  a  Chap- 
ter of  this  Order.     *    *    *    And  I  say  to  you,  preserve  the 
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Order  in  unity ;  frown  down  all  secession ;  keep  the  Grand 
Chapters  in  rank,  for  'in  union  there  is  strength.'  " 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  new  members  were  initiated 
during  the  year  1882,  which,  after  deducting  losses  from  various 
causes,  gives  a  net  gain  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  to  the 
membership  of  this  Jurisdiction,  and  excepting  1881,  is  the 
largest  number  ever  initiated  in  one  year;  1881  and  1882  were 
years  of  decided  prosperity  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  this 
State.  Apart  from  numerical  gain  in  new  members,  who  infuse 
new  zeal,  I  have  noted  a  positive  feeling  of  respect  for,  and  a 
growing  desire  to  conform  to,  our  laws,  and  rules  and  regulations. 

A  few  Chapters  will  probably  have  their  charters  revoked  at 
this  meeting,  but  we  can  not  look  upon  this  as  a  backward  move- 
ment. One  of  these  came  under  my  direct  observation,  and  it 
never,  at  any  period  of  its  existence,  had  in  it  any  element  of 
activity  or  growth.  The  failure  of  another,  with  whose  history 
I  am  familiar,  was  caused  by  adherence  to  the  old  order  of  things 
when  degrees  were  conferred  without  recompense.  With  the 
history  of  the  others,  I  am  not  conversant,  but  in  the  nature  of 
things,  some  Chapters  must  fail.  We  can  not  estimate  the  true 
progress  of  the  Order  by  the  number  of  Chapters  established. 
Connecticut  has  twenty  Chapters  and  a  membership  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  fifty  ^  while  Iowa.,  with  twenty  five  Chapters,  has  only 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  five  members,  as  shown  by  their  reports 
for  1882. 

While  my  correspondence  has  revealed  to  me  a  gratifying  suc- 
cess in  most  of  our  Chapters,  there  are  a  few  whose  light  seems 
dim.  I  have  urged,  and  still  earnestly  beg  them,  to  persevere 
and  hope  for  better  days.  Sisters  and  brothers,  I  ask  you  to 
assist  and  encourage  them,  whenever  and  wherever  in  your 
power.  Let  not  the  work  stop  in  your  own  Chapters,  but  be  ever 
ready  to  advise  and  assist  those  of  other  households. 
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CONCLUSION. 

On  retiring  from  this  office,  in  which  I  have  served  you  for 
two  years,  I  must  return  thanks  for  the  uniform  courtesy  shown 
me  by  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  In  a 
special  manner  must  I  express  my  obligations  to  the  Grand 
Officers,  Past  Grand  Officers  and  members  of  the  Order  who 
have  assisted  me  by  their  counsel.  My  grateful  acknowledge- 
ments are  due  to  our  efficient  Grand  Secretary  for  valuable 
assistance  rendered. 

The  labor  connected  with  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  Grand  Matron  of  this  State  has  not  been  hght,  but  a 
true  love  for  the  work  has  lessened  its  burdens,  and  friendships 
have  been  formed  which  time  will  only  strengthen.  I  have 
endeavored,  in  every  instance,  to  work  impartially  for  what  I 
considered  the  best  interests  of  the  Order.  If  I  have  failed,  or 
taken  that  course  which  may  not  have  been  the  best,  I  ask  that 
you  throw  around  me  the  ''broad  mantle  of  charity."  Trusting 
that  our  deliberations  will  be  governed  by  a  "spirit  of  kindness 
and  forbearance  one  for  another,"  I  feel  that  we  shall  go  forth 
from  this  meeting  with  a  broader  love  for  humanity,  and  a  firmer 
faith  in  the  stability  of  the  Order  dedicated  to  Charity,  Truth 
and  Loving  Kindness.

REPORTS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  JURISPRUDENCE. 

The  following  report  was  submitted  by  Past  Grand 
Patron  Martin  H.  Rice: 

ON  LATE  ELECTA  CHAPTER  NO.  12. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  Grand  Patron's  address  as  relates  to  the  order  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  made  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  directing 
the  Grand  Patron  to  cause  charges  to  be  preferred  against  the 
last  three  principal  officers  of  Electa  Chapter  No.  12,  having 
carefully  considered  all  the  papers  submitted  in  the  case,  would 
respectfully  report : 

That  the  Grand  Patron  seems  to  have  made  an  earnest  effort 
to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  Charges  were 
regularly  made  out  and  sent  successively  to  three  different 
Chapters  for  a  hearing  in  the  case,  but  each  Chapter,  for  reasons 
deemed  sufficient  to  the  members,  asked  to  be  relieved  from 
investigating  the  charges.  The  reasons  assigned  by  the  first  two 
Chapters  for  asking  to  be  reheved  from  trying  this  case  your 
committee  deem  to  have  been  good  and  sufficient  ones  to  justify 
the  Grand  Patron  in  withdrawing  the  charges  in  those  two 
instances.  The  want  of  jurisdiction  assigned  by  the  other 
Chapter  was  not  a  valid  reason  for  refusing  to  try  the  case, 
because  such  jurisdiction  was  created  by  the  order  of  the  Grand 
Chapter.  But,  inasmuch  as  your  committee  know  of  no  law  that 
-  would  compel  a  Chapter  to  place  upon  trial  a  member  of  the 
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Order  who  is  not  a  member  of  that  Chapter,  for  an  offense  not 
committed  within  its  jurisdiction,  we  think  the  Grand  Patron 
acted  wisely  in  the  matter,  and  would,  therefore,  recommend 
that  his  action  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 
Respectfully  submitted. 

Which  was  concurred  in. 

ON  VALIDITY  OF  ELECTION  BY  SUMMIT  CITY  CHAPTER  NO.  45. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
question,  "Was  the  election  held  by  Summit  City  Chapter  No. 
45,  on  the  4th  day  of  April  last,  a  legal  one,  only  a  portion — 
about  one-half — of  the  resident  members  having  notice  of  the 
meeting?"  would  report.  That  it  is  necessary  to  present  a  brief 
history  of  all  the  proceedings  pertaining  to  this  election  in 
making  our  answer  to  the  question.  It  appears  that  the  three 
principal  officers  of  said  Chapter,  duly  elected  at  the  last  regular 
election  of  officers  and  regularly  installed,  had  signified  their 
intention  to  resign  their  respective  offices  by  writing  out  their 
resignations  and  depositing  them  in  the  record  book  of  the 
Chapter.  Learning  this  fact  a  number  of  the  members  of  the 
Chapter  united  in  a  request  to  the  Grand  Matron  for  a  dispensa- 
tion to  hold  an  election  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Chapter,  to  be 
held  on  the  14th  day  of  March,  and  that  a  Special  Deputy  be 
appointed  to  preside  at  that  meeting.  The  dispensation  was 
granted  by  the  Grand  Matron,  a  Special  Deputy  was  appointed, 
and  the  members  ot  the  Chapter  summoned  to  attend  that  meet- 
ing to  elect  a  Worthy  Matron,  Worthy  Patron  and  Associate 
Matron.  The  Special  Deputy  appointed  being  unable  to  attend 
at  the  time  designated  for  the  election  to  take  place,  was  subse- 
quently authorized  by  the  Grand  Matron  to  call  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  Chapter  for  the  same  purpose.  Under  this  authority 
the  Special  Deputy  called  a  meeting  of  the  Chapter  for  the  eve- 
ning of  April  4th,  a  notice  of  which  was  pubhshed  in  an  evening 
paper  in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne  of  the  same  date,  and  a  part  of 
the  members  were  personally  notified  of  the  meeting  on  the  same 
day.  This  meeting  was  held,  the  resignations  of  the  Worthy 
Matron,  Worthy  Patron  and  Associate  Matron,  above  referred  to, 
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were  presented  and  accepted  by  the  Chapter,  and  an  election 
then  held  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus  created. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  election  was  not 
a  legal  one,  for  the  following  reasons : 

First.  At  the  date  of  the  call  for  this  meeting  no  resignations 
from  the  Worthy  Matron,  Worthy  Patron  and  Associate  Matron 
had  been  regularly  presented  to  and  accepted  by  Summit  City 
Chapter,  consequently  there  then  existed  no  vacancy  in  either 
of  these  offices,  and  the  members  of  the  Chapter  could  not  be 
lawfully  summoned  to  fill  vacancies  that  did  not  exist. 

Second.  The  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter  provide  that 
before  a  special  election  can  be  held  for  either  of  the  first  three 
officers  of  a  Chapter,  the  members  must  be  summoned  for  that 
purpose.  -No  such  summons  was  issued  in  this  case;  and  only 
a  portion — about  one-half  of  the  resident  members — were  notified 
that  a  meeting  of  the  Chapter  would  be  held. 

In  view  of  the  facts  here  presented  your  committee  decide 
that  the  election  thus  held  was  not  a  valid  one.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GRIEVANCES  AND  APPEALS. 

Brother  Willis  D.  Engle  submitted  the  following  report: 

ON  MATTERS  RELATING  TO  SUMMIT  CITY  CHAPTER  NO.  45. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  have  given  the 
matter  of  Summit  City  Chapter  No.  45  careful  consideration  and 
a  patient  hearing  to  all  the  details  thereof  attainable. 
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They  find  the  following  facts,  viz. : 

That  there  has  been  discord  and  strife,  having  its  origin 
primarily  in  a  desire  for  office  and  of  the  control  of  the  Chapter, 
for  the  past  two  years,  which  has  led  to  crimination  and  recrim- 
ination among  the  members,  both  outside  and  within  the  Chapter 
walls,  producing  animosities  which  we  believe  to  be  irreconcila- 
ble. There  have  been,  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  Chapter, 
open-eyed  violations  of  both  the  teaching  and  the  written  laws 
of  the  Order,  with  the  one  desire  to  accomphsh  the  designs  of 
the  one  party  or  the  other.  We  know  of,  and  freely  give  credit, 
to  some  of  the  members  of  the  Chapter  for  zeal  and  earnestness, 
and  regret  that  it  has  not  been  better  guided  and  restrained. 

On  account  of  the  condition  of  things  as  above  stated,  and  the 
violations  referred  to  by  all  parties,  we  believe  that  there  is  but 
one  course  to  pursue  for  the  good  of  the  Order  generally,  as  well 
as  in  Fort  Wayne  in  particular.  We  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  charter  of  Summit  City  Chapter  No.  45  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  revoked. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Patron  take  charge  of  the  effects  of  the  Chapter, 
either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  and  dispose  of  the  same,  and  pay  the  debts  of 
the  Chapter  from  the  proceeds  thereof,  or  as  far  as  the  same  will  go,  and,  if 
any  balance  is  left  thereafter,  pay  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

We  do  this  with  great  regret,  and  only  because  we  are  forced 
thereto  by  our  sense  of  duty  to  the  Order.

Rules  of  Order  Amended  in  1883. 

Rule  I  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  amended  to  read  as  follows :

Matron  shall  take  the  chair  at  ten  a.  m.  ,  and  if  there  is  a  consti- 
tutional number  of  Chapters  represented,  see  that  the  Grand 
Officers  are  in  their  stations,  fill  vacancies  pro  tein.^  and  open 
the  Grand  Chapter  in  ample  form.

shall  be  appointed  immediately  after  the  installation  of  officers, 
and  be  required  to  submit  a  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Chapter : 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Finance  and  Ways  and  Means. 

3.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  On  Pay-Roll. 

5.  On  Jurisprudence. 

6.  On  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

7.  On  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

8.  On  Foreign  Correspondence.

EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REVIEW. 


OF  THE 

Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 


Your  Committee  on  Correspondence  have  reviewed  somewhat 
hastily  the  proceedings  of  the  following  Grand  Chapters,  to- wit: 
Arkansas,  Connecticut,  California,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Massa- 
chusetts, Missouri,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  New  Jersey  and 
Vermont. 

There  are  a  great  many  good  and  pleasant  things  done  and 
said  recorded  in  the  proceedings  of  the  different  Grand  Chapters  ; 
but  inasmuch  as  we  can  not  here  record  all,  we  will  content 
ourselves  with  furnishing  but  a  skeleton  of  the  work,  giving  our 
Sisters  and  Brothers  the  privilege  of  drawing  on  their  imagina- 
tions for  the  hfe  and  health  of  our  Order,  as  shown  by  its  acts  in 
council. 

ARKANSAS,  1882. 

Miss  Leila  B.  McBride,  Grand  Matron,  Jacksonville. 
Rev.  George  A.  Dannelly,  Grand  Patron,  Center  Hill. 
W.  B.  Massey,  Grand  Secretary,  Mount  Vernon. 

The  seventh  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Arkansas  was  held  in  Masonic  Hall,  Jacksonville,  on  the  24th 
and  25th  days  of  October,  1882.    All  the  Grand  Officers  present 
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except  the  Grand  Orator  and  Grand  Lecturer  (Grand  Lecturer, 
we  suppose,  fills  the  same  position  as  Grand  Orator — only  a  differ- 
ence in  name). 

The  call  of  the  Chapters  disclosed  the  fact  that  ten  Chapters 
were  represented  ;  yet  before  the  close  of  the  meeting  it  appears 
that  five  other  Chapters  were  represented,  making  a  total  of 
fifteen  Chapters  present  by  their  Representatives  during  the 
deliberation  of  the  Body. 

The  addresses  of  the  Grand  Officers  show  that  the  number  of 
Chapters  during  the  preceding  year  has  been  doubled,  and  that 
the  prospects  of  future  prosperity  and  growth  were  never  before 
so  flattering.  We  quote  the  following  from  the  address  of  the 
Grand  Patron:  "The  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  has,  the  past 
year,  made  a  more  rapid  advance  toward  a  higher  standard  than 
heretofore  ;  and  I  believe  a  glorious  future  awaits  it.  The  num- 
ber of  the  Chapters  has  been  doubled,  and  the  membership 
greatly  increased." 

Number  of  dispensations  issued,  lo ;  number  of  Chapters 
organized,  13;  whole  number  of  Chapters,  23;  number  of 
members,  555- 

In  noting  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  we 
find  that  Indiana  does  not  occupy  much  space,  while  our  sisters, 
Iowa  and  Illinois,  are  reviewed  exhaustively.  Yet  we  will  not 
become  jealous,  though  it  is  sometimes  a  pleasure  to  know  what 
our  neighbors  think  of  us. 

CONNECTICUT,  1882. 

Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut  met  in  ninth  annual  session  in 
Masonic  Hall,  Waterbury,  Wednesday,  October  ii,  1882. 

All  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  present  but  four,  together  with 
two  Past  Grand  Matrons  and  a  like  number  of  Past  Grand 
Patrons.    Eighteen  Chapters  were  represented. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  shows  that  she  has  visited 
twenty  Subordinate  Chapters  during  the  last  year  in  her  official 
capacity,  and  from  the  tone  of  her  address  we  may  safely  say 
that  those  visits  were  not  detrimental  to  the  success  and  prosper- 
ity of  the  Order. 

The  Grand  Patron  has  been  active  in  the  work,  though  sick- 
ness has  kept  him  from  giving  that  application  to  the  work  he 
would  give  had  he  health. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  membership  within  the  State 
during  the  last  year  eighty-seven  members.  The  number  of 
members  that  have  been  released  from  their  obligations  to  the 
various  Chapters  from  the  various  causes,  are  forty-seven,  leav- 
ing a  gain  of  forty  members  during  the  year.  The  present 
membership  numbers  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  be  better  than  ever  before. 

This  Grand  Chapter  was  favored  with  the  presence  of  the 
Grand  Matron  of  Massachusetts  and  Brother  John  J.  Sproull,  of 
New  York. 

Among  the  measures  presented  for  consideration  was  the 
following : 

Voted,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  consider  the  propriety 
of  forming  a  mutual  insurance  society  in  connection  with  this  Order,  and 
report  thereon  at  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  resolution  a  committee  was 
appointed,  and  soon,  we  suppose,  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
will,  in  our  sister  State,  be  enabled  to  insure  the  lives  of  its  own 
members.  Is  this  a  laudable  undertaking?  What  say  you, 
Sisters  and  Brothers?  Our  Order,  as  was  so  well  said  by  Sister 
Pitkin  at  our  last  session,  should  have  some  purpose  in  view — 
not  necessarily  the  one  mentioned  above,  but  some  one.  Nor 
need  we  consider  this  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  existence  of  the 
Order ;  but,  as  insurance  is  a  necessity,  why  not  have  the  insurer 
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and  insured  within  the  bounds  of  our  organization  as  well  as 
somewhere  else? 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  gives  Indiana  a 
pleasant  word,  and  reviews  our  work  quite  extensively  and  favor- 
ably. She  speaks  despairingly  of  her  ability  to  cope  with  Sister 
Ransford  as  Committee  on  Correspondence.  Cheer  up,  Sister 
Tuttle  ;  when  you  read  this  review  of  your  State  you  will  have 
no  fears  on  that  point  as  against  this  committee. 

Tenth  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held  at  New 
Haven,  Wednesday,  October  lo,  1883. 

CAIilFORNIA,  1882. 

We  are  apt  to  couple  everything  we  receive  from  the  State 
toward  and  near  the  setting  sun  with  the  idea  of  splendor  and 
gold.  Were  this  not  true  in  the  abstract,  as  the  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Golden  State  lies  before 
us,  that  idea  would  become  fixed  in  our  minds — its  gilt  covering 
and  excellent  finish  bespeaks  for  our  Sisters  and  Brothers  an 
interest  in  their  work  that  is  shown  to  be  a  fixed  fact  upon  a 
careful  perusal  of  its  contents. 

The  Grand  Chapter  met  in  tenth  annual  session  in  Laurel 
Hall,  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  on  Monday,  the  i6th  day  of 
October,  1882  ;  all  the  Grand  Officers  present  except  four — 
among  the  number  the  Grand  Matron,  Frances  E.  Ryder,  who 
was  called  away  by  the  sickness  of  her  mother. 

They  had,  to  assist  them  in  their  deliberations,  fourteen  Past 
Grand  Officers,  together  with  the  Representatives  from  thirty-six 
Subordinate  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Patron's  address  shows  prosperity  to  be  the  fruits 
of  his  labors.  He  says :  "  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  general 
prosperity  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  while  our  growth  has 
not  been  rapid  and  of  the  mushroom  order,  it  has  been  healthful 
and  steady,  attaining  that  prominence  among  the  Orders  of  the 
land  which  we  have  ever  desired  it  should." 
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To  the  query,  should  the  half-sister  of  a  Master  Mason  in  good 
standing  be  admitted  to  the  Order,  he  answers  in  the  affirmative  ; 
a  very  reasonable  and  just  answer. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  shows  that  she  has  visited 
fifty-two  Chapters  during  the  year.  To  do  this  she  traveled 
hundreds  of  miles  through  heat  and  cold,  by  land  and  by  water, 
and  by  rail  and  by  stage.  She  averaged  one  Chapter  during 
each  week  of  the  year ;  and  from  her  vivid  description  of  her 
work  and  the  zeal  thrown  into  the  cause,  we  may  conclude  that 
not  all  the  true  lovers  of  the  Eastern  Star  are  nearest  the  place  of 
its  rising. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Returns  shows  the  following : 
Initiated  during  the  year,  850;  affiliated,  37;  reinstated,  70; 
withdrawn,  262;  present  membership,  3,420;  Chapters  having 
over  200  and  less  than  300,  i  ;  Chapters  having  over  100  and 
less  than  200,  7  ;  total  number  of  Chapters,  53. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  report  receipts  during  the  year  to 
the  amount  of  ^4,031.69  ;  expenses,  ^3,687.10  ;  balance,  ^644. 59- 

Although  it  looks  like  repetition,  I  take  the  liberty  to  close  the 
digest  of  California's  work  with  the  following  extract  from  the 
address  of  the  Grand  Matron. 

I  am  pleased  to  report,  in  my  visits  throughout  the  entire  Jurisdiction,  I 
have  found  the  officers  generally  doing  good  work.  A  large  majority  of  the 
Chapters  are  in  the  hands  of  an  excellent  band  of  workers,  who  labor  earn- 
estly to  maintain  the  dignity  of  their  several  Chapters,  and  to  adorn  our  im- 
pressive ceremonies  with  all  the  beauties  that  will  serve  to  bring  our  Order 
to  the  foremost  rank  of  social  and  benevolent  societies.  Our  Order  is  gain- 
ing both  in  strength  and  influence  in  this  State.  *  *  *  The  officers  of 
the  seventeen  Chapters  that  were  granted  charters  at  the  last  session  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  were  regularly  installed  by  deputies  appointed  by  me. 

IOWA,  1882. 

The  fifth  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of 
the  Eastern  Star  met  at  Masonic  Hall,  DesMoines,  Tuesday, 
June  6,  1882,  with  eight  Grand  Officers  present  and  nine  absent. 
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Nine  to  eight  instead  of  eight  to  seven.  There  were  thirteen 
SubordinateJChapters  represented. 

The  Grand  Patron  makes  a  point  in  favor  of  having  some 
sign  of  recognition  by  means  of  which  the  members  of  the 
Eastern  StarBand  Master  Masons  may  be  able  to  recognize  each 
other — some  sign  common  to  both  Orders — a  suggestion  worthy 
of  our  thought. 

The  Grand  Matron  visited  nearly  every  Chapter  within 
the  State  during  the  year,  besides  doing  considerable  visiting 
abroad.  She  has  cheering  words  from  almost  every  part  of 
the  State. 

During  the  year  nine  new  Chapters  were  organized. 

In  regard  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Order,  the  Grand  Matron 
says  : 

It  is  gratifying  to  me,  and  no  doubt  satisfactory  to  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  to  know  that  the  Order  in  Iowa  is  greatly  increasing,  both 
in  numbers  and  in  strength,  and  by  earnest  and  active  labor  the  Eastern 
Star  in  Iowa  may  attain  to  that  prominence  which  the  prosperity  of  our 
State  demands. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  a  healthy  financial  condition — a 
balance  of  in  the  treasury. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  makes  favorable 
mention  of  the  Hoosier  State,  giving  a  brief  synopsis  of  the 
meetings,  both  in  1881  and  1882. 

Number  of  Chapters  in  the  State,  25  ;  number  of  members  in 
the  State,  855. 

ILMNOIS,  1882. 

Eighth  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  of  Illinois,  was  held  at  the  Hall  of  Queen 
Esther  Chapter,  Chicago,  October  3  and  4,  1882. 
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The  addresses  of  the  officers  do  not  show  that  progress  that 
we  would  wish,  yet  we  hope  that  it  is  diffidence  and  modesty 
that  causes  them  to  refrain  from  speaking  in  glowing  terms  of  the 
success  of  the  Order  within  their  State.

There  were  present  the  following  Past  Grand  Officers :  Sister 
Lorraine  J.  Pitkin,  Past  Grand  Matron ;  Sister  Elizabeth  Buder, 
Past  Grand  Matron ;  Brother  Daniel  G.  Burr,  Past  Grand  Pa- 
tron ;  Sister  Lizzie  Mulford,  Past  Grand  Treasurer. 

And  there  were  Chapters  represented  to  the  number  of  thirty, 
and  visitors,  whose  names  are  as  follows :  Sister  Jennie  E. 
Mathews,  Grand  Matron  ;  Brother  Thomas  R.  Ercanbrack,  Grand 
Patron ;  Sister  H.  A.  Ercanbrack,  Grand  Esther  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Iowa. 

The  following  resolution  .was  adopted,  which  would  indicate 
on  its  face  that  some  of  the  Sisters  and  Brothers  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  doing  a  little  button-holing,  and  we  would  mildly  sug- 
gest that  the  sister  State  to  the  east,  and  adjoining  our  sister, 
study  this  resolution  and  get  therefrom  the  spirit  as  well  as  the 
letter : 

Resolved^  That,  at  the  election  of  officers,  nominations  may  be  made,  but 
that  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  member  to  approach  another  with  a 
written  list  of  names  to  be  voted  on,  which  shall  subject  the  member  so  offer- 
ing to  forfeit  his  or  her  vote ;  and,  if  elected  by  such  means,  that  such  election 
shall  be  void,  and  that  the  affirmation  of  two  members  who  have  been  thus 
corruptly  approached  with  such  list  of  names,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  to 
establish  such  facts. 

While  we  have  no  thought  that  Indiana  has  been  guilty  of  cor- 
rupt practices  in  the  choosing  of  her  officers,  we  do  believe  there 
is  a  possibility  that  we  may  get  in  a  habit  of  fixing  up  things  a 
little  before  elections.  In  fact,  any  organization  that  gives  to 
the  body  of  its  members  the  right  of  suffrage,  is  liable  to  fall  into 
this  practice.  It  is  one  of  the  possible  dangers  of  a  democratic 
form  of  government. 
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KANSAS,  1882. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas  convened  in  its  sixth  annual 
communication  in  Topeka,  on  February  14,, 1882.  The  Grand 
Officers  were  nearly  all  present.  There  were  ten  Subordinate 
Chapters  represented.  The  Past  Grand  Officers  present  were  J. 
J.  Buck,  Past  Associate  Grand  Patron,  and  others. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  shows  that  they  are  neither 
cold  nor  hot,  or  that  is  the  inference  your  committee  draws  from 
the  following  extract  from  his  address:  -T  am  not  aware  of  any 
occurrence  in  this  Jurisdiction  calculated  either  to  excite  our 
pride  nor  cause  a  reproach." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  shows  a  more  hopeful  state 
of  affairs  than  that  of  the  Grand  Patron.  Now,  we  are  glad  this 
is  so,  but  sorry  that  her  report  is  not  composed  more  largely  of 
good  cheer,  for  Kansas  is  so  noted  for  excelling  in  all  the  w^orks 
that  aid  in  raising  manhood  and  womanhood  to  a  higher  stand- 
ard, that  we  were  sure  that  she  would  present  a  living  example 
for  us  to  follow  as  members  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

The  Grand  Matron's  report  shows  the  organization  of  one 
Chapter. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  remembers  us 
pleasantly  and  speaks  a  good  word  for  our  present  Grand 
Matron,  which  no  one  will  doubt  for  a  moment  is  a  word  fitly 
spoken,  but  spoken  of  one  who  needs  no  words  of  praise  in  our 
State.

MASSACHUSETTS,  1882.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  met  in  its  sixth  annual 
session  at  Worcester,  May  the  9th,  1882.    There  were  present 
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thirty-eight  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  five  proxies, 
representing  ten  Chapters,  and  fifty-one  visiting  Sisters  and 
Brothers,  all  of  whose  names  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  ;  also  Brother  John  J.  Sproull,  Past  Grand 
Secretary  of  New  York,  Sisters  E.  M.  Collins,  of  Vermont,  Eliz- 
abeth A.  Leavenworth,  of  Excelsior  Chapter  No  3,  at  New  Haven, 
Connecticut. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  was  quite  lengthy  and 
excellent.  She  had  visited  every  working  Chapter  in  the  State 
except  two,  and  says,  in  her  visits  to  the  Chapters  she  found 
much  to  praise  and  little  to  condemn.  "In  some  the  elements 
which  insure  success  predominate.  In  others  an  entirely  differ- 
ent element,  but  equally  necessary,  stands  out  boldly,  and  both 
challenges  and  gains  our  admiration.  The  wholly  perfect  Chapter 
has  not  yet  been  found,  but  she  confidently  asserts  that  the  Order 
is  gaining  in  respect  and  esteem,  as  it  certainly  is  in  members 
and  in  good  work  in  Massachusetts."  She  also  says :  "  Matrons, 
impress  upon  your  Star  officers  the  importance  of  their  work.

She  only  echoes  the  sentiments  of  every  true,  earnest  worker 
of  the  Order.  Some  Sisters  say  they  can  not  memorize  the 
work;  but  they  can  if  they  only  think  so.  "Where  there  is  a 
will  there  is  a  way,"  always. 

She  speaks  of  the  death  of  Brother  Thomas  M.  Lamb  with 
heartfelt  regret.  Indeed  it  must  have  been  a  sad  bereavement 
to  the  Sisters  and  Brothers  who  knew  him  personally.  A  shining 
light  suddenly  taken  from  their  midst. 

The  Grand  Patron's  address  is  very  good.  He  says  there 
has  been  a  steady  gain  in  membership  during  the  year,  fifty-one 
having  been  added  to  their  number,  and  two  new  Chapters  con- 
stituted. 
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The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  a  total  membership 
of  684,  a  net  gain  over  last  year  of  68. 

Report  of  Grand  Treasurer  shows  cash  on  hand,  $68.76.  A 
memorial  page  was  set  apart  for  Brother  Thomas  M.  Lamb  and 
other  deceased  members.  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
was  short.  The  next  session  of  this  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held 
in  Worcester,  May  8,  1883,  commencing  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m. 

MISSOURI,  1882.

The  eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  was  held  at  Masonic  Hall, 
Cameron,  August  29,  1882,  commencing  at  one  o'clock  p.  m. 
Sister  Mary  A.  Snedden,  Grand  Matron  of  Kansas,  being  pres- 
ent, was  received  and  invited  to  a  seat  in  the  East. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  10  Chapters  repre- 
resented,  2  Past  Grand  Ofificers,  17  Past  Patrons  and  Matrons, 
and  23  Representatives  of  Subordinate  Chapters  present. 

Grand  Patron's  address  was  very  enthusiastic  and  full  of  good 
things.  I  wish  the  Sisters  and  Brothers  could  all  read  his  ques- 
tions and  answers,  as  the  most  of  them  are  very  pointed  and 
would  help  to  settle  many  differences  that  come  up  in  Subordi- 
nate Chapters.

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A  dispensation  was  applied  and  fee-paid  for  McFall  Chapter, 
at  McFall,  Gentry  county,  but,  at  the  request  of  petitioners,  the 
organization  of  the  Chapter  was  postponed  until  after  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

From  the  report  of  the  District  Deputy  we  are  led  to  believe 
that  the  office  requires  little  exertion,  but  it  seems  the  Brother 
visited  a  few  Chapters  and  reports  them  all  doing  their  work  in 
a  creditable  manner  and  working  harmoniously.

The  Grand  Patron's  address  was  composed  mostly  of  regrets 
for  the  loss  of  their  Grand  Matron,  who  died  April  14,  1879.  Her 
official  acts  before  death  were  mostly  decisions.  The  following 
question  was  submitted  for  her  decision:  "Is  the  daughter  of  a 
Master  Mason,  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge,  eligible  to  receive 
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the  degrees  of  our  Order  if  she  be  married  to  a  man  not  a  Ma- 
son."   Answer:    "She  is." 

A  memorial  p§Lge  is  set  apart  in  the  Grand  Chapter  proceed- 
ings suitably  ascribed  to  the  memory  of  their  beloved  Grand 
Matron,  Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Armstrong. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  was  fraught  with  good  words 
and  thoughts — peace  and  goodwill  to  all  mankind.  Oh!  that 
there  were  more  of  us  just  like  him  !  He,  too,  eulogizes  the  life 
and  character  of  Sister  Armstrong.  I  think  she  must  have  been 
very  dear  to  them.

A  communication  was  then  read  from  Brother  Willis  D.  Engle, 
Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary,  announcing  the  death  of  Brother 
Thomas  M.  Lamb,  Past  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter. 

Reports  of  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  show  a  balance  on 
hand  of  ^54.75. 
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By  order  of  the  Grand  Matron,  the  work  was  exemplified  by- 
Brother  L.  D.  Valentine,  assisted  by  other  officers.  The  work 
was  rendered  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  At  the  close  of  the 
work  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  visitors 
of  the  Order  were  invited  to  a  bountiful  banquet  provided  by 
the  members  of  Minneapolis  Chapter  No  9. 

After  installation  of  officers,  interesting  speeches  were  made 
by  Brothers  G.  H.  Emery,  Lee  and  others.  Brother  Lewis 
kindly  remembers  Indiana.

She  says : 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  harmony  is  in  our  ranks,  and  that  our  Order 
has  been  unusually  prosperous  this  year.  Although  our  Chapters  are  few  in 
numbers,  this  deficiency  is  overbalanced  by  the  zeal  of  the  members,  and  it 
is  with  great  pride  that  I  congratulate  you  on  the  steady  advance  the  Order 
is  making  in  this  State,  and  the  almost  total  absence  of  differences  requir- 
ing the  intervention  of  your  Grand  Matron.

GRAND  PATRON'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Grand  Patron  read  and  submitted  the  following 
annual  address : 

One  of  the  earliest  and  most  common  customs,  a  knowledge  of 
which  has  been  borne  down  to  us  upon  the  records  of  the  past, 
is  that  of  celebrating  by  periodical  and  appropriate  observances, 
important  and  interesting  events.  The  pleasure  of  meeting  with 
you  and  exchanging  the  cordial  salutations  that  naturally  arise 
on  occasions  of  this  kind,  is  enhanced  by  the  knowledge  that 
the  year  now  closed  has  been  one  of  great  harmony,  as  well  as 
a  fair  degree  of  prosperity  in  our  Chapters.  Reverently  let  us 
bow  and  grateful  be  our  acknowledgment  to  the  "  Father"  who 
has  kept  us,  and  made  it  our  privilege  to  unite  in  the  duties 
and  pleasures  of  this,  our  tenth  annual  Grand  Chapter  meeting. 

It  is  very  easy,  in  looking  over  our  past  history,  to  see  where 
errors  have  been  committed  or  good  deeds  performed.  The 
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retrospection  of  the  past  is  always  a  pleasant  task,  though  the 
bitter"  may  be  closely  interwoven  with  the  sweet.  Who  of  us 
would  wish  to  forget  the  early  history  of  our  Chapter,  its  strug- 
gles and  triumphs,  or  the  names  of  those  who  were  instrumental 
in  organizing  this  Grand  Chapter  and  elevating  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  in  Indiana  to  its  present  prominent  position  among 
her  sister  Grand  Chapters?  '  Such  a  review  of  the  past  should 
stimulate  us  to  greater  efforts  to  improve  the  present  and  enlarge 
our  plans  on  the  trestle-board  for  the  future. 

The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  this  State  has  not  had  a 
mushroom  existence,  ^^'e  may  not  have  as  many  Chapters  or  as 
large  a  membership  as  some  of  our  ardent  friends  ten  years  ago 
had  hoped,  but  we  are  in  a  healthy  and  flourishing  condition, 
and  as  soon  as  we  can  educate  ourselves  to  the  fact  that  our  fees 
for  initiations  and  yearly  dues  are  too  low.  our  permanent  pros- 
perity will  be  secured.  If  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is 
intended  to  give  woman  the  same  advantage  as  it  does  its  male 
members,  why  do  we  deny  her  the  privilege  male  members 
enjoy?  According  to  present  law  only  Master  Masons,  in  good 
standing,  their  wives,  mothers,  sisters  and  daughters,  can  be- 
come members  of  the  Order.  Why  not  allow  a  mother,  who  is 
a  member  of  the  Order,  the  privilege  of  bringing  her  daughters, 
whose  father  is  not  a  Mason,  into  our  Chapter?  When  Brother 
Rob  Morris,  some  thirty  years  ago.  instituted  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star,  it  was  well  to  confine  it  to  the  wives,  sisters, 
mothers  and  daughters  of  Master  Masons.  But  we  live  in  a 
progressive  age  —  we  must  try  to  accomplish  the  most  good; 
and  if  we  make  laws  by  which  the  daughters  and  sisters  of  female 
members  of  the  Order  can  be  gathered  in.  it  surely  will  add 
strength  to  our  Chapters,  and  that  object  will  then  be  accom- 
plished. 

The  object  of  our  Order  is  more  than  sociabilitv^  We  must 
become  sisters  and  brothers  in  spirit  and  truth.  The  noble  sen- 
timents we  proclaim  in  our  Rituals  must  be  brought  to  action, 
aiding  each  other  in  days  of  adversit}-,  encouraging  and  sustain- 
ing each  other  by  words  of  cheer  in  days  of  trials  and  afflictions. 
If  we  heed  the  injunction  of  Electa  no  case  of  grievance  will 
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ever  come  before  a  Chapter,  and  many  a  Charter  which  now 
lies  arrested  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  would  still 
adorn  the  walls  of  prosperous  Chapters.  The  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  differs  from  most  associations  because  we  admit 
persons  of  both  sexes,  and  therefore  should  be  more  particular 
whom  we  admit,  as  the  reputation  of  our  families  are  at  stake. 
Guard  well  the  door  of  your  Chapter;  admit  none  whom  you 
would  not  be  willing  in  all  circumstances  in  life  to  extend  "the 
hand  of  fellowship  and  greet  as  members  of  the  Order;  and 
as  the  ballot  alone  decides  who  shall  receive  that  privilege,  it 
becomes  the  sacred  duty  of  every  member  to  so  cast  the  ballot 
as  to  preserve  its  secrecy,  and  thereby  secure  the  harmony 
necessary  to  the  life  of  the  Chapter. 

While  the  practice  of  conferring  the  degrees  upon  many  can- 
didates at  the  same  time  is  not  prohibited  by  our  laws,  yet  it  is 
very  apparent  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Chapters  are  not 
secured  by  this  practice.  Many  members  require  an  incentive, 
an  attraction  to  secure  their  attendance  ;  these  are  supplied  in 
the  initiation  ceremonies,  and  the  attractive  and  beautiful  lessons 
inculcated.  We  can  not  have  them  repeated  too  frequently ; 
therefore  it  would  be  well  to  initiate  as  few  as  convenient  at  one 
time,  or  even  require  them  to  receive  the  degrees  separately. 
It  is  my  experience  that  Chapters  are  not  careful  enough  in 
the  examination  of  strangers,  and  for  the  protection  of  our  Order 
it  would  be  well  if  a  test-oath,  or  call  it  by  any  other  name,  be 
adopted,  to  protect  us  from  the  intrusion  of  improper  persons. 

In  order  to  make  our  printed  proceedings  complete,  I  would 
suggest  that  hereafter  the  name,  number  and  location  of  each 
Chapter  in  this  State,  together  with  the  name  of  the  Worthy 
Matron,  Worthy  Patron,  Associate  Matron  and  Secretary  be 
added ;  also  the  names  of  Sister  Grand  Chapters,  and  the 
addresses  of  the  Grand  Patron,  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary. 

MY  OFFICIAL  WORK. 

April  i6,  1883, 1  appointed  Sister  Emma  Peterman  my  Special 
Deputy  to  constitute  Hedges  Chapter  No.  51,  and  install  the 
ofificers,  which  duty  she  performed  April  24,  assisted  by  some  of 
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the  members  of  Allen  Chapter  No.  7.  After  installing  the 
ofificers,  the  work  was  exemplified  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 
All  were  invited  to  an  elegant  banquet.  I  am  under  obligations 
to  the  members  of  Hedges  Chapter  for  courtesies  extended  to 
my  Deputy. 

May  12,  1883,  I  appointed  Brother  William  Reder  my  Special 
Deputy  to  constitute  Kewanna  Chapter  No.  52,  and  install  the 
ofificers.  The  work  was  done  in  public,  and  all  present  were 
much  pleased  with  the  impressive  ceremony  of  the  Order. 

October  14,  1883,  I  granted  a  dispensation  and  organized  a 
Chapter  at  Galveston,  Cass  county,  and  appointed  Alexander 
Murphy  Worthy  Patron,  Frances  A.  Murphy  Worthy  Matron, 
and  Mattie  Bell  Associate  Matron. 

October  31,  1883,  I  granted  a  dispensation  and  organized  a 
Chapter  at  Knightstown,  Henry  county,  and  appointed  James 
Hall  Worthy  Patron,  Helen  Crouse  Worthy  Matron,  and  Viola 
Hart  Associate  Matron.  I  was  kindly  assisted  in  the  work  by 
our  Grand  Matron  and  Sisters  Human  and  Sharpe,  of  Queen 
Esther  Chapter. 

December  12,  1883,  I  granted  a  dispensation,  and  organized 
a  Chapter  in  the  city  of  LaPorte.  I  appointed  Charles  L. 
McClung  Worthy  Patron,  Maria  M.  A.  Sherman  Worthy  Matron, 
and  Fanny  C.  Morris  Associate  Matron.  On  my  trip  to  that 
northern  city  I  was  accompanied  by  our  Grand  Matron.  At  Ply- 
mouth we  were  joined  by  Sister  H.  A.  Brown,  Grand  Electa, 
and  before  the  Chapter  work  was  commenced  Sister  Helen 
Macomber,  Grand  Ruth,  with  fifteen  members  from  South  Bend 
Chapter,  made  their  appearance,  and  assisted  in  adding  another 
star  to  our  constellation. 

The  members  of  South  Bend  Chapter  deserve  credit  for  per- 
forming the  work  without  the  use  of  the  Ritual.  It  was  mid- 
night when  we  completed  our  work.  We  were  invited  to  the 
banquet-hall,  where  lunch  was  served.  I  hope  that  the  proceed- 
ings of  these  newly  organized  Chapters  will  be  approved  and 
Charters  granted  them. 
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I  have  written  to  the  late  officers  of  Morning  Star  Chapter 
No.  4,  Jonesboro  Chapter  No.  21,  Esther  Chapter  No.  37, 
and  Clifty  Chapter,  No.  42,  requesting  them  to  send  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  the  Charter,  books,  and  contents  of  the  treas- 
ury of  their  respective  Chapters.  So  far  only  Esther  Chapter 
No.  37,  complied  with  my  request,  and  the  property  of  that 
Chapter  is  now  in  our  possession.  I  trust  that  this  Grand  Body 
will  take  further  action  in  the  premises. 

Shortly  after  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  I  accompanied 
the  Grand  Matron  to  Summit  City  Chapter,  and  on  our  return 
accepted  an  invitation  from  Crescent  Chapter  at  Bluffton.  To 
say  we  were  royally  entertained  hardly  expresses  it.  I  advise 
all  my  successors  to  make  it  convenient  to  visit  Crescent  Chap- 
ter No.  48.  I  received  many  invitations  to  visit  Chapters,  but 
business  engagements  prevented  me  from  going ;  but  with  their 
consent  will  make  use  of  them  some  future  day. 

As  your  Grand  Patron  it  became  my  prerogative  to  represent 
you  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  which  met  in 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  last  August.  I  do  not  think  it  advis- 
able to  give  a  short  sketch  of  the  proceedings  of  that  body ;  to 
give  a  complete  history  would  occupy  too  much  time  and  space, 
besides  il  would  not  add  any  additional  luster  to  that  Grand 
Body.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Committee  of  Reception,  of  which 
Sister  Mary  A.  Fhnt,  Grand  Matron  of  California,  deserves  a 
lion's  share  for  the  very  cordial,  friendly  manner  we  were  re- 
ceived and  entertained. 

Sisters  and  Brothers,  permit  me  to  express  to  you  my  most 
sincere  thanks  for  the  honor  which  you  saw  fit  to  confer  upon 
me,  by  electing  me  your  Grand  Patron.  I  have  discharged  the 
duties  of  my  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  hope  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order,  and  to  your  entire  satisfaction.  I  re- 
turn to  you  the  emblem  of  my  office,  hoping  that  my  successor 
will  receive  from  you  the  same  kindly  feeling  you  so  freely  be- 
stowed upon  me.  We  are  about  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
our  annual  meeting ;  let  moderation  and  justice  guide  us  in  the 
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performance  of  duty,  that  in  after  years  we  may  with  pride  and 
pleasure  look  back  to  this,  our  tenth  annual  communication.

GRAND  MATRON'S  ADDRESS. 

The  following  annual  address  was  read  and  submitted 
by  the  Grand  Matron : 

Sisters  and  Brothers  : 

We  count  to-day  the  tenth  mile-stone  in  our  journey  of  life  as  a 
Grand  Chapter.  In  taking  a  backward  glance,  we  have  much 
reason  to  be  encouraged  over  the  progress  of  our  Order  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction.  While  we  have  made  no  rapid  strides  by 
either  addition  of  Chapters  to  our  great  household,  or  members 
to  our  lesser  ones,  we  are  going  steadily  forward  step  by  step, 
which  is  much  the  surer  way,  and,  by  our  united  efforts  for 
good,  overcoming  the  prejudice  of  those  who  looked  upon  us 
rather  doubtfully.  This  growth  is  not  confined  to  one  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  but  is  universal  wherever  the  Eastern  Star  seed  has 
been  planted.  Let  us  ever  be  mindful  that  Paul  or  Apollos  may 
water,  but  it  is  God  who  giveth  the  increase,  and  if  He  be  for 
us,  who  shall  be  against  us.  In  humble  remembrance  we  would 
return  thanks  for  His  blessings,  and  "in  the  spirit  of  faith  and 
prayer"  earnestly  believe  that  when  another  ten  years  shall  have 
rolled  by  He  will  bless  us  yet  more  abundantly. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

In  May  last  I  was  notified  by  its  Secretary  that  Lebanon  Chap- 
ter No.  23,  had  surrendered  its  Charter,  and  I  accordingly 
directed  her  to  forward  the  effects  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 
Upon  receipt  and  on  examination  of  the  books,  I  found  that  at  a 
meeting  just  previous  to  the  one  at  which  the  resolution  to  sur- 
render the  Charter  was  offered,  this  resolution  is  recorded: 
"Whereas,  no  rental  has  ever  been  paid  by  us,  and  we  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  justice  to  them  requires  of  us  to  make  such 
compensation  as  there  is  in  our  power,  and  we  do  hereby  give 
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and  donate  all  our  personal  property,  including  cash  on  hand, 
except  Rituals,  books  and  Charter,  as  part  compensation  for  the 
use  of  their  hall."  Which  resolution  was  adopted.  At  the  fol- 
lowing meeting,  held  April  17,  1883,  a  resolution  to  surrender 
the  Charter  was  offered,  and  ordered  laid  upon  the  table  until 
their  next  regular  meeting,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  so 
notify  the  members.  On  May  15,  1883,  at  their  next  regular 
meeting  the  dues  of  the  members  were  remitted,  and  dimits 
given  to  several,  after  which  the  resolution  to  surrender  the 
Charter  was  taken  from  the  table  and  carried.  Upon  learning 
these  facts  I  felt  that  they  had  failed  to  "  recognize  the  /act  tha.t 
justice"  to  this  Grand  Body  demanded  that  an  acknowledged 
debt  be  paid  before  an  implied  one.  Also,  that  this  wholesale 
manner  of  remitting  dues  was  a  bad  precedent  to  establish.  I 
asked  the  Grand  Secretary  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  Lebanon 
Chapter  for  an  inventory  of  their  property.  After  waiting  some 
time  I  wrote  the  Worthy  Patron  that  I  could  not  accept  such  a 
conditional  surrender,  and  received  an  answer  asking  what  I 
desired ;  to  which  I  replied  that  as  we  both  acknowledged  the 
indebtedness  of  Grand  Chapter  dues,  I  trusted  that  the  neces- 
sary amount  would  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary  to  liquidate 
the  debt.  Since  then  I  have  heard  nothing  from  him.  Our 
law  is  silent  upon  this  whole  subject,  and  I  trust  you  will  take 
measures  to  meet  an  emergency  of  this  kind  in  the  future.  It  is 
the  custom  when  a  Chapter  surrenders  its  Charter  that  all  prop- 
erty reverts  to  the  Grand  Chapter.    It  should  be  the  law. 

As  the  adjustment  of  the  affairs  of  Summit  City  Chapter  No. 
45,  of  Fort  Wayne,  were  by  order  of  this  Grand  Chapter  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Matron,  on  May  9,  in  company  with 
the  Grand  Patron  I  went  to  Fort  Wayne,  having  previously  sum- 
moned the  fifty-seven  members  to  attend  a  meeting  of  Summit 
City  Chapter  No.  45,  on  the  evening  of  that  date.  There  were 
twenty-three  members  present,  and  a  Worthy  Matron,  Worthy 
Patron,  Associate  Matron,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  were  elected 
and  installed.  The  Grand  Patron  conducted  the  ceremony  of 
installation.  I  went  to  them  again,  by  invitation,  on  January  11, 
1884,  and  publicly  installed  their  officers.  The  meeting  was 
pleasant,  and  after  installation  refreshments  were  served. 
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In  January,  1884,  I  was  notified  that  Clayton  Chapter  No.  16, 
had  surrendered  its  Charter,  and  directed  that  the  property  of 
said  Chapter  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  This  Chap- 
ter has  struggled  against  odds  for  several  years,  having  so  small  a 
membership  that  every  one  was  needed  to  open  Chapter.  When 
removals  lessened  even  this  number,  they  concluded  to  yield  to 
what  seemed  to  them  the  ineivtable.  I  trust  that  this  is  only  for 
a  time,  however. 

January  t8,  1884,  while  paying  an  official  visit  to  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  No.  3,  I  installed  the  following  officers:  Associate  Ma- 
tron, Adah,  Ruth  and  Esther.

March  14,  1884,  Clinton  Chapter  No.  6,  Worthy  Patron  and 
Associate  Matron. 

April  4,  1884,  Windfall  Chapter  No.  17,  all  the  officers. 

DECISIONS. 

Question  —  If,  after  a  candidate  be  elected  to  receive  the 
degrees,  something  derogatory  to  his  character  be  ascertained, 
must  the  degrees  be  conferred? 

Answer — It  is  within  the  province  of  the  presiding  officer  to 
suspend  initiation  in  case  the  applicant  be  deemed  unworthy. 

Other  questions  were  submitted,  but  not  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  report. 
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VISITATIONS. 

May  lo,  1883,  by  invitation,  and  in  company  with  the  Grand 
Patron,  I  visited  Crescent  Chapter  No.  48,  located  at  Bluffton. 
It  affords  me  pleasure  to  tell  you  that  they  did  excellent  work 
and  are  in  perfect  harmony.  After  the  close  of  Chapter  refresh- 
ments were  served,  and  all  gave  themselves  over  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  hour.  The  only  rivalry  that  seems  to  exist  is  how 
shall  one  vie  with  another  to  make  the  Chapter  meetings  pleasant 
and  enjoyable.  We  were  also  treated  to  a  drive  around  their 
pretty  town. 

November,  1883,  Loyal  Chapter  No.  49,  of  Richmond,  ex- 
tended to  me  her  third  invitation  to  visit  her,  which  I  did, 
though  the  high  water  prevented  my  reaching  there  until  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  They  have  a  beautiful  Chapter  room, 
the  use  of  a  piano  and  an  excellent  corps  of  officers  who  memo- 
rize their  work.  After  the  close  of  Chapter  came  refreshments 
and  singing.  Our  Loyal — which  seems  so  appropriately  named — 
does  all  this  and  more.  She  has  a  drill  corps  under  command  of 
Captain  Anna  Morris,  which  is  said  to  put  to  shame  its  Knightly 
members.  But  the  best  of  all  is  that  she  has  not  forgotten  that 
"the  greatest  of  these  is  Charity,"  for  Christmastide  found  her 
remembering  those  of  her  own  household,  and  exemplifying  the 
beautiful  lessons  of  the  season  taught  us  by  the  coming  of  the 
lowly  Nazarene.  And,  again,  when  homes  were  made  desolate 
by  high  water,  they  responded  by  a  donation  of  twenty-five 
dollars.  Surely  "Woman's  heart  beats  responsive  to  the  same 
inspiration  that  prompts  man  to  noble  deeds." 

While  sojourning  with  friends  in  the  northern  part  of  this  State, 
I  received  an  invitation  from  Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3,  to 
pay  them  an  official  visit  on  January  i8th,  1884.  The  Grand 
Patron  was  also  invited  to  be  present ;  but,  gready  to  our  regret, 
he  was  unable  to  attend.  Although  one  of  the  oldest — having 
counted  its  twelfth  birthday  April  4th,  1884 — this  Chapter  is  not 
the  largest  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  It  is,  and  has  been,  the 
custom  of  this  Chapter  to  memorize  the  work,  and  they  are 
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improving  with  age.  The  Chapter  is  well  officered  and  is  harmo- 
nious. In  addition  to  doing  good  ritualistic  work,  it  has  done 
considerable  charitable  work.  And  we  have  now  in  hand  a  work 
which  I  am  sure  will  meet  the  approbation  of  every  mother — that 
of  caring  for  a  little  boy,  the  son  of  a  Master  Mason.  The  little 
fellow  is  receiving  treatment  for  paralysis  at  the  Surgical  Institute. 
He  was  brought  here  nearly  a  year  ago  by  his  father,  who,  after 
keeping  him  here  six  months,  felt  that  he  must  take  him  home,  as 
sickness  and  death  in  the  family  had  made  such  calls  that  the 
finances  would  not  admit  of  the  extra  expense  of  keeping  him 
here.  Upon  learning  this  fact,  the  members  of  Queen  Esther 
Chapter  determined  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  meeting  his 
expenses,  and  have  so  far  succeeded,  by  giving  socials,  and 
gathering  here  a  little  and  there  a  little.  The  Chapter  has  never 
taken  a  vacation,  and  has  never  more  than  thrice  within  its 
history,  failed  to  meet  for  want  of  a  quorum.  The  delegates  to 
the  organization  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  were  entertained 
by  its  members,  and  three  times  have  the  delegates  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  been  its  guests.  This,  as  you  know,  is  my  home 
Chapter,  and  I  am  happy  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  for 
whatever  of  preference  or  honor  that  has  come  to  me — to  the 
love  borne  to  me  here — shown  by  first  placing  me  in  a  position 
for  advancement.  And  ever  when  sorrow  has  come  to  me  have 
their  willing,  ready  hands  and  loving  hearts  brought  solace  and 
comfort.  Is  it  a  wonder,  ihen,  that  I  love  them,  and  that  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  dear  to  me? 

March  ii,  1884,  by  invitation  of  Sister  Maddox,  it  was  my 
pleasure  to  meet  with  Hedges  Chapter  No.  51,  of  Bloomingdale. 
This  Chapter  was  chartered  last  April  and  is  but  a  litde  more  than 
a  year  old,  yet  they  did  their  entire  work  well,  and  would  do 
credit  to  an  older  Chapter.    The  Chapter  bore  my  expenses. 

From  Sister  Anna  V.  Lakin,  Worthy  Matron  of  Terre  Haute 
Chapter  No.  43,  came  an  invitation  to  be  with  them  at  their 
regular  meeting,  April  i.  I  gladly  accepted  the  invitation,  and 
in  company  with  Sister  Kate  Metcalf,  Conductress  of  Queen 
Esther  Chapter,  I  went  to  them  as  I  had  promised.    This  is  the 
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largest  Chapter  in  the  State  and  numbers  140.  Having  been  the 
guest  of  this  Chapter  several  times  before,  I  was  somewhat  pre- 
pared for  the  good  things  in  store  for  us.  This  Chapter  began 
by  trying  to  do  good  work,  and  the  improvement  has  steadily 
gone  on  until  now  I  am  able  to  report  the  work  done  in  an  excel- 
lent and  impressive  manner,  holding  the  attention  of  all.  And 
they  promised  to  do  still  better  in  the  future. 

After  the  close  of  Chapter  we  were  conducted  to  the  banquet- 
room  where  the  tables  were  ladened  with  choice  eatables  and 
decorated  with  lovely  flowers.  The  Grand  Matron  was  remem- 
bered with  a  beautiful  boquet.  The  inner  man  being  satisfied, 
"the  feast  of  reason  and  the  flow  of  soul"  began  by  Brother 
Van  Valzah's  words  of  welcome  in  behalf  of  Terre  Haute  Chap- 
ter to  the  Grand  Matron,  for  which  of  course  she  returned  thanks. 
Then  came  the  toasts  and  responses,  after  which  we  returned  to 
the  Chapter-room,  where  we  listened  to  recitations,  reading  and 
speeches,  and  the  wee  small  hours  found  us  still  unwilling  to 
part.  From  the  time  of  our  arrival  until  our  departure  every- 
thing was  done  that  could  be  to  make  our  stay  pleasant.  Bro. 
Van  Valzah  was  the  prime  mover  in  the  organization  of  Terre 
Haute  Chapter,  and  although  he  is  Past  Patron  and  Past  Grand 
Patron,  he  is  still  found  in  the  ranks  of  the  workers.  AH  Past 
Patrons  and  Past  Grand  Patrons  please  take  notice.  My  ex- 
penses were  borne  by  the  Chapter. 

In  December,  1883,  Sister  Mary  C.  Folsom  gave  me  a  very 
cordial  invitation  to  visit  Rolling  Prairie  Chapter  No.  19,  of 
which  she  is  Worthy  Matron,  but  owing  to  the  extremely  cold 
weather  I  was  obhged  to  forego  the  pleasure.  I  had  hoped  to 
have  been  in  that  vicinity  again  before  the  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Body,  but  the  very  inclement  weather  and  ray  head,  which  for 
several  weeks  insisted  upon  having  its  rights  respected,  pre- 
vented the  fulfillment  of  my  hopes  and  the  happiness  I  should 
have  gotten  from  a  visit  there. 

I  also  received  an  invitation  from  the  Worthy  Matron  of  Ke- 
wanna  Chapter  No.  52,  to  visit  them,  which,  for  the  reasons  just 
given,  I  was  unable  to  enjoy. 
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It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  present  and  assist  the  Grand  Patron 
at  the  organization  of  Knightstown  Chapter  U.  D.,  and  of  Orient 
Chapter  U.  D.,  located  at  LaPorte,  one  of  my  old  homes.  The 
establishment  of  this  Chapter  was  the  fulfillment  of  one  of  my 
long-cherished  hopes.  I  can  not  pass  this  without  papng  a 
deserved  tribute  to  the  officers  of  South  Bend  Chapter  No.  2. 
who  came  down  to  exemplify  the  work,  in  answer  to  an  invita- 
tion from  the  Grand  Patron.  They  did  the  work  from  memory 
and  with  much  expression. 

In  October,  1883,  I  received  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Grand 
Chapter  meeting  of  Michigan,  and,  by  order  of  Coldwater 
Chapter  No.  3,  was  invited  to  be  its  guest.  Instead  of  attend- 
ing, and  contrary  to  my  wishes,  I  was  obliged  to  send  regrets. 

In  October  last,  accompanied  by  Sister  Kate  Metcalf.  Con- 
ductress of  Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3,  I  visited  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Illinois  at  its  annual  session.  As  your  representative 
I  received  the  courtesy  due  the  position.  The  Grand  Officers 
were  installed  by  Brother  Rob  Morris,  and  your  Grand  Matron 
served  as  Grand  Marshal. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

At  the  session  of  1881.  this  Grand  Body  ordered  that,  with 
the  Rules  and  Regulations,  should  be  printed  a  digest  of  the 
decisions  rendered.  Lack  of  funds  prevented.  At  the  session 
of  1882  it  was  ordered  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be 
printed.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  digest  of  decisions  would  be  a 
help,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  unfinished  work  be 
taken  up,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  one.  Also,  that  a  list  of  the  first  three  officers  and  the 
Secretar}^  of  each  Subordinate  Chapter  within  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction be  printed  with  the  proceedings. 

GRAND  LECTURER. 

I  learn  from  the  Grand  Lecturer  that  no  calls  have  been  made 
upon  her  for  assistance.  Is  it  because  all  are  so  proficient  in  the 
work  that  they  need  no  instruction? 
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FINANCE. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary  I  learn  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
meet  our  obligations  and  probably  have  a  few  cents  left  in  the 
treasury.  This  question  of  finance  haunts  me,  and  I  greatly 
dislike  the  necessity  which  compels  a  Grand  Body  to  count 
cents  each  year  in  order  to  meet  its  actual  necessary  expenses. 
Each  year  your  attention  has  been  called  to  this  question.  You 
have  met  the  enemy  and  he  has  been  yours,  evidently,  for  I 
discover  no  traces  of  him  after  he  was  given  over  to  your  keep- 
ing. We  most  love  that  for  which  we  give  most  time  and  most 
money.  We  are  legislating  not  alone  for  ourselves,  but  also  for 
those  who  shall  come  after.  Let  us  not  again  put  off  until 
to-morrow  that  which  should  be  done  to-day,  but  look  this  ques- 
tion squarely  in  the  face  in  all  its  bearings,  that  in  case  no 
Chapters  are  organized  and  some  failed  to  pay  dues  we  find 
ourselves  with  an  empty  treasury.  I  see  but  one  of  two  things 
to  be  done — either  increase  the  revenue  of  this  Grand  Body,  or 
discontinue  the  payment  of  mileage. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

I  have  written  many  letters  in  the  interest  of  the  Order  and 
must  here  thank  the  Worthy  Matrons  of  the  several  Chapters  and 
the  Grand  Officers  for  their  promptness  in  replying  to  my  letters. 
They  have  brought  us  nearer  together  in  the  work,  and  created  a 
desire  to  become  better  acquainted. 

GENERAL  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

On  August  17,  1883,  as  one  of  the  representatives  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  I  met  with  those  of  other  Grand  Chapters  in 
Masonic  Hall,  in  B'nai  B'rith  Building,  San  Francisco,  Cal.  As 
there  was  no  quorum,  we  were  called  off  from  time  to  time  until 
Saturday  afternoon,  August  18,  when  a  quorum  was  had  by 
admitting  as  proxies  those  not  members  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction 
from  which  the  proxies  came.  While  this  was  lawful,  it  was  not, 
I  think,  expedient ;  but  it  seemed  the  least  of  two  evils.  The 
afternoon  was  devoted  to  listening  to  the  addresses  of  the  Most 
2* 
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Worthy  Grand  Patron  and  Alost  Worthy  Grand  Matron,  and  the 
reports  of  the  Riglit  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  and  Right  Worthy 
Grand  Treasurer,  all  of  which  were  referred  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee. 

The  General  Grand  Chapter  was  then  called  off,  to  reassemble 

at  seven  in  the  evening,  when  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
submitted  its  report,  which  was  unanimously  concurred  in.  Then 
the  routine  business  was  taken  up.  When  the  evening  session 
was  called  off.  it  was  thought  best  to  postpone  our  meeting  until 
Tuesdav  morning.  August  21.  as  Monday  was  the  day  of  the 
parade  of  the  Sir  Knights,  which,  of  course,  all  were  anxious  to 
witness. 

The  General  Grand  Chapter  was  called  to  order  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, and  continued  in  session  the  entire  day  and  evening.  An 
effort  was  made  to  reconsider  the  concurrence  of  the  report  of 
the  Credential  Committee,  which  was  not  carried.  The  usual 
committee  reports  were  received  and  disposed  of.  and  as  the 
hour  fixed  for  the  election  01  officers  (3  p.  m.)  had  arrived,  that 
important  business  was  attended  to.  which  resulted  in  the  election 
of  Brother  R.  C.  Gaskill.  Past  Grand  Patron  of  Cahfornia,  as 
:Most  AVorthy  Grand  Patron,  and  Sister  Jennie  E.  Matthews.  Past 
Right  AVorthy  Grand  Treasurer  01  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
and  Grand  Matron  of  Iowa,  as  ^lost  Worthy  Grand  Matron,  for 
the  two  highest  offices  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  Sister 
Matthews  is  not  unknown  to  the  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter, 
having  been  twice  our  guest,  and  they  will  have  greater  interest 
in  her  preferment. 

In  the  bestowal  of  offices  Indiana  was  not  forgotten.  Rev. 
Brother  Willis  D.  Engle  was  first  appointed  Very  Worthy  Grand 
Chaplain,  but  after  the  resignauon  of  Sister  L.  G.  Pitkin,  who 
had  been  elected  and  installed  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary, 
he  being  re-elected  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary,  resigned  the 
office  01  Very  Worthy  Grand  Chaplain  for  the  more  onerous  one 
he  now  holds.  Brother  Engle  has  held  this  office  continuously 
since  the  organization  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  Our  Grand 
Patron,  Brother  Kaiser,  was  installed  Worthy  Grand  Marshal,  and 
Brother  Black  was  appointed  Worthy  Grand  Sentinel,  which  he 
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has  held  from  the  first.  Your  Grand  Matron  was  elected,  after 
the  resignation  of  Sister  Rose,  of  Michigan,  Right  Worthy 
Grand  Treasurer,  but  declined  the  office. 

Wednesday,  August  2 2d,  was  devoted  to  an  excursion  round 
the  bay,  and  we  did  not  meet  again — when  called  off — until  the 
evening  of  the  2 2d,  which  closed  the  session  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter.  I  have  not  spoken  so  fully  of  the  business  as  I 
should  did  I  not  know  that  this  subject  will  undoubtedly  be 
given  you  by  others.  This  session  was  not  characterized  by  the 
spirit  of  unanimity  which  has  been  a  feature  of  its  former  ones. 
I  trust  in  the  future  they  will  walk  in  the  "good  old  way." 

The  trip  to  and  from  California,  and  the  stay  in  that  sunny 
clime,  was  one  of  continual  pleasure.    August  6,  1883,  at  high 
noon,  our  little  party,  consisting   of  Brother  A.  H.  Kaiser, 
Rev.  Brother  W.  D.  Engle  and  wife,  Sisters  Mary  E.  Engle,  Mat- 
tie  Robinson,  with  myself,  steamed  out  of  Indianapolis,  listening 
to  the  "good-byes"  and  "God  speeds"  of  many  friends.  I 
should  be  glad  to  speak  of  the  many  new  and  beautiful  things 
which  were  constandy  coming  to  us  along  the  way,  but  it  would 
consume  too  much  of  your  valuable  time.    At  Kansas  City,  find- 
ing some  unenlightened  Sir  Knights  on  their  way  to  the  Triennial, 
sojourners,  as  we  were,  who  desired  more  hght,  we,  feehng  a 
tender  pity  for  the  benighted  travelers,  assembled  the  Court  of 
King  Solomon,  and  the  degrees  of  the  Queen  of  Sheba  were  con- 
ferred.   The  impression  of  the  degrees  was  most  felt  by  the 
brother.    At  Denver  we  were  the  recipients  of  a  treat  which  was 
wholly  unexpected.    The  General  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  was  holding  their  Grand  Session,  and  our  party  were  in- 
vited to  accompany  the  delegates  on  an  excursion  up  Clear  Creek 
canyon,  which  was  planned  by  the  resident  Royal  Arch  Masons. 
This  was  our  first  canyon,  and  the  delight  must  be  experienced, 
it  can  not  be  described.    Passing  up  the  narrow  rock-bound 
causeway  beside  the  beautiful  clear  creek,  at  each  abrupt  turn 
meeting  something  new,  and  hearing  from  all  sides  the  exclama- 
tions, "How  beautiful!"   "How  grand!"  etc.,  we  feel  more 
deeply  than  ever  before  the  evidence  of  a  Master  Builder. 
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From  the  beautiful  little  town  of  Manitou,  nestling  under  the 
shadow  of  Pike's  Peak,  we  visited  Glen  Eyrie  and  the  "  Garden  of 
the  Gods."  Those  rocky  formations  of  red  sandstone  cover  many 
acres,  and  some  of  them  high  above  our  heads  hke  great  senti- 
nels, telling  us  by  their  silent  grandeur  more  eloquent  than 
words,  of  the  terrible  throes  of  our  mother  earth  in  giving  birth 
to  them,  and  of  the  infinite  power  of  the  Father  who  created 
them.    We  took  up  our  journey  via  the  Southern  Pacific,  lead- 
ing across  that  trackless  waste  of  sand,  sand,  nothing  but  sand, 
save  the  cacti  for  miles  and  miles.    We  reached  Oakland  Thurs- 
day, August  i6,  where  we  were  met  by  Sister  Mary  A.  Fhnt, 
Grand  Matron  of  California,  with  several  Sisters,  who  gave  us  a 
royal  welcome,  taking  us  over  the  beautiful  bay  by  ferry  to  the 
Mecca  of  our  anticipation,  San  Francisco.     Not  only  by  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  members  were  favors  shown,  but  we  were 
provided  with  invitations  to  all  excursions  arranged  for  the 
Knightly  guests.    Our  meetings  prevented  the  enjoyment  of  all. 
Among  those  we  did  enjoy  were  the  excursion  around  the  bay, 
out  through  the  Golden  Gate  on  the  blue  Pacific,  with  a  sight  of 
Seal  Rock — covered  and  uncovered — the  ball,  and  the  Sunday 
service  at  the  pavilhon,  where  there  were  sixty  trained  and  sur- 
pliced  choristers,  followed  by  the  Episcopal  clergy  of  the  city, 
and  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  preceding  the  long  line  of  Sir 
Knights,  singing  as  with  one  voice,  "Onward,  Christian  Sol- 
diers."   This  was  the  most  beautiful  sight  I  ever  witnessed,  and 
one  could  almost  imagine  the  sublimity  of  the  heavenly  choir 
singing,  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy."    To  Sister  Mary  A.  Flint,  past 
and  present  Grand  Matron  of  Cahfornia,  our  party  is  particularly 
indebted  for  courtesies  received,  and  I  hope  the  future  may  hold 
for  you  an  acquaintance  with  one  whom  we  all  delight  to  honor. 
Sister  Mann,  Past  Grand  Matron  of  California,  whose  guests 
Brother  and  Sister  Engle  were,  and  who  took  in  all  the  weary 
wanderers  so  wihingly  for  the  time,  was  untiring  in  her  efforts  to 
make  our  stay  pleasant.    Sister  Wood,  Past  Grand  Secretary, 
was  another  Sister  who  did  much  for  us.    The  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  seems  to  have  caught  the  brightness  which  per- 
vades that  cUme,  and  thrives  as  though  it  were  native  to  that 
soil.    During  the  session  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  an  ele- 
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gant  lunch  was  spread  at  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  headquar- 
ters, the  Unitarian  Church  on  Gerry  street,  whose  parlors  were 
kept  open  daily  for  visitors.  On  our  home  trip  we  felt  and 
tasted  the  waters  of  Salt  Lake,  looked  into  the  Mormon  Temple 
and  Tabernacle,  stopped  at  the  grave  of  Brigham  a  la  Mark 
Twain  at  Adam's  grave,  and  took  up  our  way  over  the  mount- 
ain by  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  railroad,  passing  through  the 
Grand,  the  Black,  and  the  canyon  of  the  Arkansas,  whose  rocky 
sides  change  with  every  turn.  Another  feature  with  which  we 
were  grandly  pleased  was  the  winding  up  Marshall  Pass,  need- 
ing two  engines.  They  seemed  almost  human  in  their  puffing 
and  groaning.  The  surrounding  grandeur  brought  us  new 
thoughts  of  the  wonders  of  His  hand,  of  the  inventions  and  ac- 
complishments of  the  creatures  made  after  His  hkeness.  A  trip 
to  the  summit  of  Pike's  Peak,  who,  rearing  his  head  so  high 
above  his  fellows  commands  your  attention,  was  a  last  pleasure 
in  store  for  us.  The  passing  out  of  the  valley  into  the  narrow 
pathway  up  the  mountain,  leaving  the  straggling  pines,  all  ver- 
dure, and  even  the  clouds  behind,  was  a  pleasure  both  wonder- 
ful and  grand.  After  spending  six  and  a  quarter  hours  in  the 
saddle  we  reach  the  rocky  peak,  and  at  the  signal  station  were 
refreshed  by  a  cup  of  coffee  and  some  lunch.  Our  Hoosier 
party  were  rather  weighty,  and  so  taxed  the  endurance  of  our 
beasts  of  burden  as  to  provoke  my  "rowdy"  to  letting  me  sHde 
off.  As  I  fell  and  did  not  roll  we  resumed  the  journey  without 
delay.  A  terrific  hail-storm  while  there  gave  us  a  taste  of  the 
utter  dreariness  of  the  place,  and  as  soon  as  the  clouds  parted 
and  we  caught  a  glimpse  of  our  starting  place,  so  many  thousand 
feet  below  us,  we  turned  our  faces  toward  the  lower  regions  with 
evident  feelings  of  pleasure,  but  too  short  of  breath  to  express 
them.  We  reached  Manitou  at  nine  in  the  evening,  having 
traveled  the  last  half  of  the  trip  down  in  dense  darkness.  In 
two  hours  after  we  were  in  the  train  bound  for  home,  which  we 
reached  September  12.

The  year  just  closing  has  been  so  broken  and  interrupted  that  I 
have  been  unable  to  accomplish  that  which,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Worthy  Matrons.  I  had  dared  to  dream  that  I  might.  I 
am  glad  to  report  to  you.  not  only  a  more  general  habit  of 
memorizing  the  work,  but  also  a  more  intelligent  rendering  of 
it,  as  well  as  a  greater  desire  to  put  into  practice  our  charitable 
teachings.  My  relations  with  my  associate  Grand  Officers  have 
been  very  pleasant  indeed.  I  trust  that  the  future  holds  for  us 
prosperity  and  peace,  and  that  we  may  more  fully  exemplify  the 
impressive  lessons  taught  us  by  loving  one  another.

ON  LATE  LEBANON  CHAPTER  NO.  23. 

Y'our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  Grand  Matron's  address  as  pertains  to  the  surrender 
of  the  Charter  of  Lebanon  Chapter  No.  23.  submit  the  following 
report : 

This  Grand  Chapter,  not  having  adopted  any  special  regula- 
tions providing  for  the  surrender  of  the  Charter  of  a  Chapter, 
has  left  the  matter  to  be  governed  by  the  general  law  and  usage 
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of  similar  organizations.  In  such  organizations,  and  especially 
in  the  Masonic  Order,  which  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  has 
taken  as  a  pattern  in  framing  its  laws  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  Chapters  and  members,  so  far  as  they  could  be 
made  applicable,  the  principle  is  fully  recognized  that  organiza- 
tions and  membership  in  them  is  voluntary,  and  may  be  relin- 
quished at  any  time  ;  provided,  always,  that  the  organization  or 
member  has  discharged  all  the  obligations  and  performed  all 
such  acts  as  may  lawfully  be  required  on  their  part.  Every 
Chapter  organized  and  holding  a  Charter  from  the  Grand 
Chapter,  is  subject  to,  and  must  obey,  all  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions enacted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  government  of  con- 
stituent Chapters,  and  can  not  lawfully  voluntarily  surrender  its 
Charter,  and  thus  relieve  itself  of  all  responsibility  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  while  occupying  a  position  in  contempt  of  those  laws 
and  regulations  which  it  is  its  bounden  duty  to  obey. 

Lebanon  Chapter  No.  23  failed  to  make  its  annual  report  and 
pay  dues  to  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  year  1882.  It  was  stand- 
ing thus  delinquent  at  the  time  action  was  taken  to  surrender  its 
Charter.  It  appears  that  the  Chapter  was  abundantly  able  at 
that  time  to  pay  its  indebtedness  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  which 
it  was  its  first  duty  to  do.  But  instead  of  doing  so,  it  saw  proper 
to  donate  the  funds  then  in  the  treasury,  and  all  it  possessed  of 
any  value,  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  at  Lebanon,  and  thus  defraud 
this  Grand  Chapter  of  the  amount  of  its  lawful  claims  against 
said  Lebanon  Chapter.  Such  proceeding,  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee^  were  wholly  unwarrantable,  being  contrary  to 
the  principles  of  right  and  justice,  and  in  violation  of  the  obli- 
gations resting  upon  the  Chapter  as  a  constituent  of  this  Grand 
Chapter.  Under  such  circumstances  a  lawful  surrender  of  a 
Charter  could  not  be  made,  and  the  refusal  of  the  Grand  Matron 
to  recognize  such  action  on  the  part  of  this  Chapter  as  valid, 
was  in  accordance  with  her  official  duty.  Your  committee 
would  therefore  offer  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  the  action  of  Lebanon  Chapter  No.  23,  in 
surrendering  its  Charter,  was  in  violation  of  its  obligations  to 
this  Grand  Chapter. 
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Resolved,  That  by  this  action  of  Lebanon  Chapter  No.  23,  the 
members  thereof  have  forfeited  all  claims  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

Resolved,  That  the  Charter  of  Lebanon  Chapter  No.  23,  be. 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  revoked. 

Resolved,  That  all  Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  are  hereby  prohibited  from  receiving  as  a  mem- 
ber or  visitor,  any  member  of  the  late  Lebanon  Chapter  No.  23, 
until  this  disability^  shall  have  been  removed  by  order  of  this 
Grand  Chapter.  Respectfully  submitted.

The  Grand 
Matron,  immediately  after  opening  the  Grand  Chapter,  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing, shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees,  of  not  less  than  three 
members  each,  the  first  named  to  be  chairman,  except  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  which  said  committee  shall  be  appointed  immedi- 
ately after  the  installation  of  officers,  and  be  required  to  submit  a  report  at 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter : 

1.  On  Credentials. 

2.  On  Finance  and  Ways  and  Means. 

3.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  On  Pay-Roll. 

5.  On  Jurisprudence. 

6.  On  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

7.  On  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

8.  On  Foreign  Correspondence.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 


[Note— The  list  of  principal  officeis  of  the  various  Grand  Chapters,  and  also  a  table  of  sta- 
istics,  is  appended  to  this  report,  which  accounts  for  their  omission  in  the  body  of  it.] 

INTRODUCTORY. 

Having  had,  in  1876,  the  honor  of  presenting  to  this  Grand 
Body  the  first  correspondence  report  ever  received  in  any  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  Order,  and  having  been  an  interested  reader  of 
the  works  of  the  many  eminent  reviewers  that  have  since  then 
done  so  much  by  caustic  criticism  as  well  as  commendatory 
remarks  to  free  our  Order  from  erroneous  practices,  and  to 
strengthen  that  which  will  build  it  up,  it  is  with  pleasure  I  once 
more  seat  myself  to  contribute  what  I  can  to  the  general  good. 

ARKANSAS,  1883. 

Eighth  annual  communication  held  at  Argenta,  October  23  and 
24,  Miss  Leila  McBride,  Grand  Matron ;  Rev.  G.  A.  Dannelly, 
Grand  Patron.  Nine  out  of  thirty-two  Chapters  represented. 
The  evening  session  on  the  first  day  was  a  public  one,  the  "  doors 
of  the  hall  opened"  and  to  the  mixed  company  the  addresses  of 
the  Grand  Officers  were  read.  As  there  were  no  cases  of  par- 
ticular grievance,  probably  no  harm  was  experienced  from  this 
unusual  proceeding,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  is  a  precedent  that 
will  not  be  followed.  In  its  history  there  have  been  experiences 
in  our  Grand  Chapter,  gathering  around  the  addresses  and  Cor- 
respondence reports  which  would  not  have  been  either  edifying 
to  the  general  pubhc  or  profitable,  and  if  we  may  "read  between 
the  hues"  other  Grand  Chapters  have  had  similar  experiences- 
4* 
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Nine  Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  organization  of  new 
Chapters.  Arkansas  is  the  only  Grand  Chapter  that  divides  the 
fee  for  Charter  with  the  party  who  organizes  the  Chapter,  that 
officer  getting  five  dollars  out  of  the  twenty  charged. 

The  Grand  Matron  in  her  address  quotes  largely  and  approv- 
ingly from  the  address  of  Brother  Van  Valzah.  She  reports : 
"The  past  year  I  have  done  nothing,  and  my  correspondence 
has  been  hmited,"  her  school  duties  occupying  her  time  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  work. 

The  Grand  Chapter,  at  the  request  of  Florence  Chapter  No. 
15,  initiated  two  candidates. 

The  Widow  and  Orphans'  Home  project  was  not  recommended 
owing  to  the  stringency  of  the  times  and  the  infancy  of  the 
Order. 

This  Grand  Chapter,  in  common  with  two  or  three  others,  in- 
dulges in  the  practice  of  appointing  a  Committee  on  Printing. 
With  a  competent  Grand  Secretary,  and  Arkansas  has  one,  such 
a  committee  is  of  about  as  much  use  as  to  have  three  members 
to  a  Correspondence  committee.  Quicker  and  better  work  can 
be  done  by  one  than  by  three. 

The  reports  show  ^93  00  in  the  treasury. 

Brother  J.  H.  Neal  wrote  the  Correspondence  Report  and  pro- 
duced a  creditable  document. 

CALIFORNIA,  1883. 

The  chromatic  star  which  embellishes  the  cover  of  the  pro- 
ceedings had  at  the  eleventh  annual  communication  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  held  m  San  Francisco,  October  15,  16,  17  and  18, 
together  with  its  floral  surroundings,  makes  a  most  favorable  im- 
pression, and  causes  one  to  desire  a  peep  into  the  good  things 
that  such  a  label  insures  us  are  contained  therein.  Mrs.  Mary 
A.  Flint,  Grand  Matron,  and  Rev.  A.  F.  Hitchcock,  Grand 
Patron,  guided  the  deliberations  with  evident  discretion.  There 
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were  present  fourteen  Grand  Officers,  twenty  Past  Grand  Officers, 
and  one  hundred  and  eighteen  representatives  from  fifty-two 
Chapters. 

The  Grand  Patron's  address  shows  ten  Dispensations  granted 
for  the  organization  of  Chapters,  and  numerous  decisions  ren- 
dered which  as  a  rule  are  beheved  to  be  sound.  Brother  Hitch- 
cock evidently  made  an  efficient  Grand  Patron,  and  maintained 
most  agreeable  relations  with  his  co-workers. 

Although  the  Grand  Chapter  substituted  the  District  Deputy 
system  for  official  visitations  by  the  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Flint, 
at  her  own  expense,  visited  largely,  favoring  twenty-eight  Chap- 
ters with  her  presence.    She  reports  that : 

With  few  exceptions  the  Chapters  are  prosperous,  their  finances  in 
good  condition,  their  halls  supplied  with  the  requisite  furniture,  and  many 
of  them  with  an  organ  or  a  piano,  the  use  of  which  adds  greatly  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  meetings,  while  generous  hospitality  is  shown  by  the  bounti- 
ful refreshments  provided  for  special  occasions. 

The  reports  show : 

Receipts,  ^4,148.61;  disbursements,  ^3,074.38;  balance, 
^1,074.23. 

Greetings  were  read  from  R.  C.  Gaskill,  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Patron ;  Mrs.  Jennie  E.  Mathews,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron ; 
Mrs.  L.  J.  Pitkin,  Past  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron,  and  Mrs. 
Jane  F.  Cozine,  Grand  Matron  of  Illinois,  and  Brother  Gaskill 
and  Sister  Pitkin  were  received  with  Grand  honors. 

During  the  session  the  Grand  Patron  decided  that  it  is  obliga- 
tory that  members  wear  badges  in  the  Chapter-room,  and  that 
Chapters  are  required  to  keep  a  black-board. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  covers  twenty-four  pages,  and 
is  from  the  able  pen  of  George  J.  Hobe.  Several  remarks  con- 
tained therein  would  lead  one  to  believe  that  he  had  not  the 
highest  regard  for  the  manner  of  conducting  business  in  the  ses- 
sions of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  He,  having  attended  but 
the  one  session  held  in  San  Francisco,  evidently,  but  erroneously, 
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supposes  that  that  was  a  sample.  Had  he  had  a  more  extended 
experience  in  that  direction,  he  would  know  that  that  was  decid- 
edly an  exceptional  session. 

Indiana's  proceedings  for  1883  are  reviewed.  Quoting  Brother 
Van  Valzah's  remark  that  "  a  member  of  the  Eastern  Star,  like  a 
thermometer,  rises  by  degrees."  he  says: 

We  know  whereof  we  speak,  when  we  assert  that  the  Sisters  do  not 
always  '  rise  by  degrees.'  At  least,  such  is  the  case  in  our  Grand  Chapter. 
^Ye  would  suggest  to  Brother  Van  Valzah  that  he  take  the  negative  side  of 
some  question  in  his  Grand  Chapter,  the  affirmative  side  of  which  is  supported 
by  a  Sister  we  could  name,  and  he  would  be  convinced  that  the  degrees  be- 
tween zero  and  blood-heat  would  have  but  a  poor  chance  of  being  touched 
by  the  Sister. 

While  it  has  been  customary  ever  since  the  inauguration  of 
Correspondence  Reports  to  cridcise  the  critics"  and  review 
the  reviewers,"  somedmes  even  with  witty  sharpness,  whenever 
•■Greek  meets  Greek."'  yet  the  criticisms  have  generally  been 
pleasant  ones,  and  few  have  condescended  to  personalities.  The 
above  seems  a  serious  departure  from  that  courtesy  which  should 
characterize  the  intercourse  between  Grand  Jurisdicrions.  espe- 
cially that  required  from  a  Brother  to  a  Sister,  but  we  feel  assured 
that  Brother  Hobe  did  not  reahze  how  his  insinuation  would  look 
in  cold  t^-pe.  and  that  he  is  not  lacking  in  the  fraternal  respect 
which  ever}-  worthy  Sister  of  our  Order  has  been  taught  to  expect 
from  Alaster  Masons. 

It  requires  one  hundred  and  four  pages  to  print  the  returns 
of  subordinate  Chapters,  each  member's  name  and  official  rank 
being  given. 

Sister  Flint  was  honored  by  re-election  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Matron,  a  thing  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  Grand 
Chapter— an  honor  worthily  bestowed,  and  we  know  gracefully 
worn. 

(0>-XE(TICUT, 

New  Haven  was  the  place  of  assembhng  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter in  tenth  annual  session.  October  10.  Fourteen  Grand  Offi- 
cers, six  Past  Grand  Officers  and  seventy-seven  representatives 
from  seventeen  Chapters  being  in  attendance. 
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Several  distinguished  visitors  were  present,  including  Mrs. 
Annie  E.  West,  Associate  Grand  Matron,  Mrs.  Mary  Johnson, 
Past  Grand  Warder,  and  John  J.  SprouU,  Past  Grand  Secretary 
of  New  York. 

We  don't  know  exactly  what  the  objection  was  to  the  members 
reading  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  year  before,  but  the  min- 
utes show  that  early  in  the  session  "the  printed  proceedings  of 
last  session  were  distributed,  and  voted  not  to  be  read." 

J.  N.  Ensign,  Grand  Patron,  says  these  sensible  words  about 
granting  Dispensations : 

When  we  look  at  this  in  a  common-sense  view,  1  fear  that  this  custom 
is  becoming  too  prevalent— such  as  granting  a  Dispensation  to  propose,  elect 
and  confer  the  degrees  upon  a  candidate  in  one  evening.  It  is  perfectly 
absurd,  and  should  never  be  permitted;  also,  to  ballot  on  a  rejected  candi- 
date. There  is  no  occasion  for  trying  to  evade  the  law.  *  *  According 
to  our  Rules  and  Regulations,  the  Grand  Patron  only  has  power  to  grant 
Dispensations,  and  then  only  to  establish  a  new  Chapter. 

If  that  is  so,  then  it  is  manifest  that  no  Dispensations  can  be 
issued  for  any  other  purposes.  Even  Grand  Officers  are  crea- 
tures of  law,  and,  being  themselves  bound  to  obey  laws,  they 
can  not  authorize  any  one  else  to  violate  them,  and  the  sooner 
that  principle  is  recognized  the  better  it  will  be. 

The  addresses  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence, but,  as  that  committee  never  reported  on  them,  we  don't 
know  how  the  Grand  Secretary  secured  them  for  publication. 

The  reports  show,  receipts,  ^204.73  ;  disbursements,  ^108.71  ; 
balance,  ^96.02. 

A  report  recommending  the  formation  of  a  Mutual  Benefit 
Association  was  laid  over  for  a  year. 

Miss  Kate  L.  Tutde,  whom,  if  we  dared,  we  would  call  a 
veteran  reviewer,  this  being,  we  believe,  her  fifth  effort,  submit- 
ted the  Correspondence  Report,  which  is  interesting  as  usual ; 
but,  in  common  with  several  others,  she  deprives  Brother  Boyd 
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of  the  credit  for  the  first  half  of  our  Correspondence  Report, 
attributing  it  all  to  the  facile  pen  of  Sister  Fanning.  Indiana 
proceedings  tor  1883  are  kindly  noticed. 

Sister  Tuttle  was  reappointed. 

ELLrSOIS,  1883. 

Ninth  communication  held  in  Chicago.  October  2.  3  and  4. 
Mrs.  Jane  F.  Cozine.  Grand  Matron,  presided,  supported  by 
John  F.  Dickinson.  Grand  Patron.  The  visitors  present  in- 
cluded our  Grand  Matron. 

Among  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Matron,  all  of  which  were 
approved  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  was  one  that  a  Worthy  Matron 
can  not  resign.  If  that  is  the  case  we  think  the  law  better  be 
changed  so  as  to  enable  her  to  do  so.  The  Grand  Matron  vis- 
ited a  large  number  of  Chapters  during  the  year,  and  gives  an 
interesting  account  of  her  experiences  in  her  travels  of  three 
thousand  miles. 

The  Grand  Patron  reports  five  Chapters  organized  under  Dis- 
pensation, and  several  official  visits.  The  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretarv.  Mrs.  Alary  A.  Beale.  shows  receipts  S787.23,  while 
the  disbursements  were  S393.61.  leaving  a  balance  of  S393.62. 

One  Charter  was  arrested.  The  railroads  were  requested  to 
furnish  free  transportation  to  the  Grand  :Matron  and  Grand 
Patron  when  travelmg  on  official  business.  We  shah  look  with 
interest  for  the  result  of  this  effort  to  induce  ■•soulless  corpora- 
tions" to  aid  in  disseminating  the  light  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

The  Grand  Patron  presented  a  bill  for  railroad  fare  and  ten 
days'  services  in  organizing  Chapters,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Pay  of  Representatives,  who  reported  favorable  to 
its  allowance,  and  for  a  like  amount  (Si 5)  to  the  Grand  Matron, 
and  the  report  was  adopted.  It  would  appear  that  the  Grand 
Matron  spent  more  than  fifty  days  in  active  work  for  the  Order, 
and  we  decidedly  object  to  any  discrimination  against  woman's 
work  in  the  Order,  but  if  it  must  be  discriminated  against  we  think 
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it  is  overdone  in  putting  ten  days'  time  of  the  Grand  Patron 
against  five  times  that  number  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Matron. 
Thirty  cents  a  day ! 

Rob  Morris,  on  invitation,  visited  the  Grand  Chapter;  was 
seated  in  the  East,  and  installed  the  officers,  assisted  by  Sister 
Ransford  as  Grand  Marshal. 

Ruth  A.  Turner  presented  a  readable  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence in  which  Indiana  receives  favorable  notice,  from  which  we 
quote:  "  The  printed  proceedings  fully  sustain  the  reputation 
Indiana  has  already  acquired  of  sending  out  some  of  the  neat- 
est pamphlets  ever  published."  We  never  have  any  Committee 
on  Printing  but  the  Grand  Secretary. 

IOWA,  188.^. 

Fifteen  out  of  thirty-two  Chapters  were  represented  at  the 
tenth  annual  session,  held  at  Mount  Pleasant,  May  22  and  23, 
presided  over  by  Mrs.  Jennie  E.  Mathews,  Grand  Matron,  as- 
sisted by  Thomas  R.  Ercanbrack,  Grand  Patron.  Among  the 
visitors  were  Mrs.  L.  J.  Pitkin,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron, 
Mrs.  Jane  F.  Cozine,  Grand  Matron,  and  Mrs.  Jennie  E.  Walker, 
Associate  Grand  Matron,  all  of  IlUnois. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  Patron,  we  learn  that  at  the 
session  of  1882  "the  incoming  Grand  Patron  was  made  the 
chairman  of  a  new  committee  to  revise  the  Constitution^  and  it  was 
ordered  that  the  Constitution,  as  revised  by  this  committee,  should 
be  prepared  within  thirty  days,  and  be  published  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  1882  for  the  government  of  the  Order  until  amended  or 
changed  by  the  Grand  Chapter."  Through  the  carelessness  or 
oversight  of  some  of  the  Grand  Secretaries  pro  tem.,  the  action, 
which  the  Grand  Patron  well  says  "  clothed  the  Grand  Patron 
and  others  with  extraordinary  power,"  were  not  recorded  in  the 
proceedings,  but  the  Grand  Patron  says,  "  so  far  as  we  are  in- 
formed, this  revised  Constitution  (?)  has  been  generally  followed 
during  the  past  year."  As,  at  the  time  of  the  action,  the  Con 
stitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  read :  "  This  Constitution 
may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
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by  a  two-thirds  vote  concuring:  Provided^  That  the  proposed 
amendment  shall  have  been  submitted  in  writing  to  a  previous 
annual  meeting,  and  at  that  time  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three  members,"  it  is  hard  to  see  how  Judge  Callvert,  who  is 
said  to  have  made  the  motion,  could  have  interpreted  the  law  to 
admit  of  such  an  action,  or  how  Brother  Ercanbrack,  who  is  a 
lawyer,  could  have  approved  of  it.  The  minutes  for  1882  were 
made  to  conform  to  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  Grand  Patron's 
address,  which  was  the  only  action  taken  to  legalize  the  Consti- 
tution, as  reported  by  the  committee. 

Of  course.  Sister  Matthews'  address  shows  any  amount  of 
work  done — six  Chapters  added  to  the  roll,  four  by  conforma- 
tion and  two  by  organization. 

Among  the  decisions  are  two  which  hardly  seem  to  be  con- 
sistent, one  being  that  an  adopted  daughter  should  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  Order,  and  the  other,  that  a  step-daughter  is 
not.  Certainly,  in  many  cases,  a  step-daughter  has  all  the 
rights  that  an  adopted  daughter  has,  with  the  advantages  of  a 
closer  tie.  The  only  way,  it  strikes  us,  is  not  to  stretch  the  law 
in  either  case,  although  oftentimes  there  are  cases  in  which  it 
would  seem  almost  a  manifest  injustice.  The  good  of  the  whole 
must  be  looked  at,  and  if  the  law  is  made  to  cover  one  case  not 
embraced  within  its  letter  and  spirit,  there  will  be  no  stopping- 
place. 

The  Grand  Matron  visited  upwards  of  thirty  Chapters,  besides 
several  places  where  Chapters  had  formerly  existed,  with  the 
hope  of  reviving  the  same.  She  also  attended  the  session  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Illinois. 

We  are  a  little  surprised  that  the  Grand  Matron,  who  is  now 
our  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron,  should  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  floral  addenda,  and  that  the  Grand  Chapter  should  accept 
her  recommendation.  Not  but  that  the  members  should  admire 
the  very  beautiful  ceremony  for  which  the  Order  is  indebted  to  the 
able  pen  of  Brother  Alonzo  J.  Burton,  of  New  York,  for  every 
one  who  has  been  privileged  to  see  it  gracefully  rendered  could 
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not  but  do  that,  and  feel  grateful  to  the  Brother,  nor  help 
indulging  in  a  little  pride  that  we  have  one  among  us  endowed 
with  the  ability  and  keen  appreciation  of  effects  such  as  he 
has  displayed.  As  long  as  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  is 
a  child  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  that  body  alone  is 
clothed  with  power  to  adopt  and  prescribe  the  Ritual  work,  such 
an  action  would  seem  entirely  irregular.  Not  only  that  but  it 
has  been  decided  by  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron,  and  the 
decision  has  been  approved  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  as 
follows:     (Proceedings  of  1880.) 

Question— \%  it  lawful  to  perform  what  is  known  as  the  "  Floral 
Work,"  or  any  other  ceremony,  as  an  addition  to  or  in  connection  with  the 
prescribed  ceremony  of  initiation  ? 

Answer— Ho.  The  Floral  Work  and  other  rhetorical  exercises,  are 
useful  when  the  Chapter  seeks  diversion  or  means  of  culture,  but  they 
should  in  no  case  be  introduced  as  a  part  of  the  initiatory  ceremony.  We 
may  well  follow  the  Masonic  rule  respecting  the  prescribed  work. 

Now  we  would  like  to  see  every  Chapter  in  the  land  that  has 
the  ability,  work  the  Floral  Addenda  as  a  means  of  culture, 
which  can  be  done  without  any  legislation  on  the  part  of  any 
Grand  Chapter,  and  every  Grand  Chapter  might  recommend  its 
use  in  that  way,  but  when  a  Grand  Chapter  "  adopts  "  any  work 
other  than  that  prescribed  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  it  is 
violating  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  law,  and  is  opening 
the  gate  for  the  introduction  of  innumerable  diversities  of  work, 
for  if  a  Grand  Chapter  can  authorize  the  use  of  work  in  violation 
of  law,  then  a  subordinate  can  do  the  same,  and  there  will  be  no 
end  of  addendas,  preludes  and  interludes,  and  we  may  expect  to 
find  in  addition  to  the  "  Floral  Work"  the  "Preparatory  Work," 
the  "Dramatic  Work,"  the  "Queen  of  the  South,"  and  any 
number  of  other  ceremonies  introduced  and  in  use  in  our  Chap- 
ters in  connection  with  the  initiatory  ceremony.  Come  to  think 
of  it,  we  have  a  pet  one  of  our  own  known  as  the  "  Queen  of 
Sheba,"  for  the  diversive  quaUties  of  which  we  think  Brother 
Snedden,  of  Kansas,  will  vouch.  But  the  only  ground  on  which 
to  stand  is  that  of  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law,  which  pre- 
scribes the  bounds  of  our  Ritual  work.    Then  there  will  be  no 
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ugly  precedents  for  innovators,  great  or  small,  and  we  trust  that 
Iowa,  which  has  made  such  strides  toward  the  forefront  of  our 
Order,  will  see  her  mistake  and  place  herself  shoulder  to  shoulder 
with  her  sister  Grand  Chapters  in  their  efforts  to  maintain  that 
which  we  have  in  fifteen  Grand  Chapters — uniform  work. 

The  Grand  Chapter,  by  invitation  of  the  Superintendent,  visited 
the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  but.  as  far  as  we  can  learn,  he  per- 
mitted them  all  to  return.  A  visit  was  also  paid  to  the  Mount 
Pleasant  public  schools. 

The  reports  show  receipts,  5342.10:  disbursements.  $193=73; 
balance.  514S.37. 

The  officers  were  installed  by  Sister  Pitkin.  Sister  Cozine  acting 
as  Grand  ^Marshal. 

Eugene  B.  Dyke  prepared  a  ver}'  able  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence, which  covers  eighteen  pages.  He  says  that  last  year  the 
addresses  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  printed  in  very  small  t}'pe.  "to 
bring  the  proceedings  within  the  compass  desired  by  the  Grand 
Chapter."  and.  he  adds,  "the  trouble  will  be  obviated  another 
vear.  or  else  we'll  send  Sister  Tuttle  (who  said  •  one  wants  the 
strongest  imaginable  glasses  to  read  them')  a  pair  of  our  very 
strongest  spectacles."  Brother  Dyke,  you  did  succeed  in  get- 
ting the  addresses  in  larger  t}-pe.  but  the  quotations  in  your  report 
are  in  that  same  fine  t}'pe.  Kate  will  not  want  to  miss  any  of 
your  good  things,  so  we  hope  you  have  sent  her  those  glasses  long 
ago. 

Indiana,  for  1882  and  18S3.  are  reviewed.  Sister  Ransford's 
Report  on  Correspondence  is  ver\-  bright  and  readable."  Quo- 
tations are  made  from  the  addresses  by  Brothers  Rice  and  Van 
Valzah.  He  says  of  Sister  High's  address :  But  a  small  portion 
of  the  Grand  Matron's  address  is  given,  but  what  there  is  makes 
us  wish  we  had  more  of  it."  Why,  Brother  Dyke,  that's  aU 
there  was  of  it!  Choice  goods,  you  know,  come  in  small  pack- 
ages. 

Speaking  of  Sister  Snedden's  Report  on  Correspondence  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas,  he  says :     "She  calls  it  •  her  maiden 
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effort.'  Well,  we  pity  Mr.  Snedden  if  she  uses  her  mature  powers 
of  railery  on  him."  That's  where  Brother  Dyke  has  misplaced 
his  sympathy.  We  know,  from  personal  intercourse,  that  Sister 
Snedden  is  one  of  the  nicest  of  Sisters,  and  Brother  Snedden  seems 
to  be  of  the  same  opinion. 

Of  the  Grand  Patron  of  Michigan  he  says :  "He  decides  that 
a  step-mother  to  a  Master  Mason  can  not  join  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star.  This  will  be  tidings  of  great  joy  to  many  a  perse- 
cuted Knight,  that  there  is  one  place,  at  least,  where  a  lynx-eyed 
step-mother  can  not  follow  him."  Some  men  never  will  cease  to 
rejoice  at  the  curtailment  of  the  rights  of  step-mothers  and 
mothers-in-law. 

Brother  Dyke  finds  a  loop-hole  through  which  to  dodge  Brother 
Parson's  missile,  aimed  at  the  Iowa  mode  of  amending  the  Con- 
stitution, as  shown  by  the  proceedings  of  1881,  by  laying  it  to  the 
poor  printer,  but  we  wonder  how  he  will  explain  the  method  as 
shown  by  the  proceedings  of  1882  and  1883. 

Appended  to  the  proceedings  is  an  obituary  notice  of  William 
B.  Langridge,  Worthy  Patron  of  Electa  Chapter,  Muscatine,  from 
the  pen  of  Mrs.  E.  Parmelee,  Worthy  Matron. 

KANSAS,  1883. 

March  13,  Grand  Chapter  met  in  Olathe,  in  seventh  annual 
session,  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Snedden,  Grand  Matron,  George  A.  Col- 
ton,  Grand  Patron,  and  representatives  from  fourteen  Chapters 
present,  as  well  as  James  H.  Frame,  Grand  Patron  of  Missouri. 
The  Grand  Matron  gave  a  very  interesting  account  of  her  nu- 
merous visits  to  Chapters.  Her  whole  address  shows  the  deep 
interest  she  has  in  the  welfare  of  the  Order.  The  address  of  the 
Grand  Patron  is  very  brief,  but  is  good. 

Here  is  something  we  don't  exactly  understand: 

Letters  received  during  the  year  by  the  Grand  Matron  from  the  following 
honored  members  of  sister  Grand  Chapters:  J.  J.  Sproull,  of  New  York; 
Jennie  E.  Mathews,  of  Iowa;  Lorraine  J.  Pitkin,  of  Illinois;  Jeannette  W. 
Ashley,  of  Indiana.  * 
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As  this  is  not  preceded  or  follo^-ed  by  any  explanations  we 
are  at  a  loss  to  know  how  it  comes  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  :  and  then,  again,  we  want  to  know  under  what 
head  us  poor  mortals  come  who  wrote  the  Grand  Matron,  and 
-^■ere  favored  with  her  cheer}-  letters  in  reply,  but  who  are  not 
enumerated  in  this  list? 

The  officers  were  installed  by  Brother  Frame. 

The  closing  scene  was  a  banquet  given  by  Anchor  Chapter 
Xo.  3.  preceded  by  music  and  recitations,  and  followed  by 
toasts  and  speeches. 

J.  Jay  Buck  presented  the  Correspondence  Report,  and  he  very 
justly  objects  to  being  called  T.  Tav  Buck,  as  was  done  by  the 
Arkansas  Correspondence  Committee  with  the  help  of  the 
printer. 

He  says  Kansas  is  one  step  in  advance  of  Brother  Engle, 
and  gives  the  Grand  Matron  equal  rights  with  the  Grand  Patron  " 
in  organizing  Chapters.  As  the  degrees,  by  inviolable  land- 
marks must  be  transmitted  through  a  line  of  Master  Masons,  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  a  Grand  Matron  could  organize  a  Chapter 
where  none  of  the  petitioners  have  received  the  degrees.  How- 
is  it  done?  In  everj-thing  else  we  pur  the  Grand  Matron  at  the 
head,  and  though  Brother  Parson  on  one  side  may  ridicule  the 
'•woman  for  the  head  of  the  Order""  idea,  and  Brother  Buck  on 
the  other  may  clamor  for  more  rights  for  her.  with  our  usual 
tenacity  (that's  drawing  it  mildly)  we  propose  to  continue  to 
advocate  the  maintenance  of  the  right  of  the  Grand  Matron  to 
be  the  head,  and  of  the  remaining  prerogative  of  the  Grand 
Patron  to  communicate  the  degrees  and  organize  Chapters. 
When  the  Order  ceases  to  clothe  the  Grand  Patron  with  some  ex- 
clusive authority  then  Brother  Buck's  picture  will  be  true  to 
life.  "That  he  is  simply  an  adviser — a  sort  of  wall  liower — 
chosen  on  account  of  his  good  looks  and  amiability.*' 

Brother  Buck  says  that  New  York's  Grand  Chapter  is  older  by 
four  months  than  is  that  of  New  Jersey,  misled  by  the  mis- 
numbering  of  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York, 
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its  first  annual  session  being  held  in  187 1,  and  its  third  in  1872. 
The  fact  is  that  New  Jersey  organized  July  18,  1870,  and  New 
York  on  November  3  following. 

MASSACHUSETTS,  1883. 

The  seventh  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Worcester,  May  8, 
Mrs.  S.  Ellen  Whitcomb,  Grand  Matron,  presiding,  supported 
by  D.  H.  L.  Gleason,  Grand  Patron.  Representatives  from 
eleven  subordinates  were  present,  and  Brother  John  J.  Sproull, 
of  New  York. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  was  quite  nautical  and  very 
interesting. 

The  Grand  Patron  urged  the  adoption  of  a  diploma  by  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  pressure  of 
other,  but  not  more  important  business,  prevented  proper  actions 
in  San  Francisco,  for  the  design  owned  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Massachusetts  is  a  most  admirable  one.  Two  Chapters  were 
organized  during  the  year. 

The  report  shows  receipts,  $181.15  ;  disbursements,  $118.50; 
balance,  $62.65. 

The  Correspondence  Report  was  a  "  double  header,"  being  by 
Mary  O.  Davis  and  Daniel  Seagrave.  Indiana  for  1882  is  noticed 
kindly. 

MICHIGAN,  1883 

Seventeenth  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Coldwater,  October 
10,  with  a  large  attendance,  Mrs.  D.  A.  Merrill,  Grand  Matron, 
and  T.  Phillips,  Grand  Patron.  Miss  Alma  Mansfield  deUvered 
an  address  of  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  local  Chapter,  to  which 
the  Grand  Chaplain  responded.  What  a  picture  of  motherliness 
comes  before  us  as  we  read  in  the  Grand  Matron's  address: 
"  Lest  we  might  forget  that  we  are  nearing  our  allotted  three 
score  and  ten  years.  Time  has  sprinkled  with  silver  threads  our 
darker  locks."  It  does  our  heart  good  to  find  so  earnest  and 
zealous  a  mother  in  Israel  as  sister  Merrill  has  proved  herself  to  be. 
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Receipts.  S348.30:  disbursements.  S297.48:  balance.  $50.82. 

Somebody  submitted  a  Correspondence  Report  covering  eight 
pages.  There  was  no  name  signed,  but  she — we  know  that 
much — has  some  ver^'  pleasant  words  about  Indiana,  from  which 
we  quote : 

The  working  of  the  Chapter  in  Indiana  is  full  of  interest  to  us.  We  are  a 
Hoosier  by  birth,  and  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  and  good  things  of  our  native 
State,  but  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  1883  come  to  us  so  full 
of  beautiful  sayings  and  good  counsel  that  it  is  hard,  to  select,  and  we  wish 
that  time  and  space  would  allow  us  to  give  entire  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Patron  and  Grand  Matron.  They  are  earnest  and  zealous  workers,  and  we 
would  not  have  the  love  of  our  sex  for  flattery  and  encouraging  words,  did 
we  not  admire  the  tribute  paid  to  woman  by  our  Brother. 

We  trust  that  this  anonymous  Sister  will  favor  us  again  with  one 
of  her  interesting  reports,  and  will  sign  her  name  thereto  that  we 
may  know  who  she  is. 

3IIXXESOTA,  1SS3. 

The  Grand  Chapter  convened  in  Zumbrata.  October  10.  Six 
Chapters  represented.  Mrs.  A.  A.  Palmer.  Grand  Matron,  pre- 
siding, with  Teonard  Lewis.  Grand  Patron,  at  her  left.  The 
address  of  the  Grand  Matron  covers  two  pages,  principally 
devoted  to  business.  That  of  the  Grand  Patron  was  not  trans- 
ferred to  the  Grand  Secretary  with  the  other  records,  and  does 
not  appear.    One  Chapter  was  chartered. 

The  Grand  Secretary-  reported  receipts  and  disbursements 
$202.35.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  made 
any  report,  yet  the  Finance  Committee  reported  that  they  found 
her  report  correct.  We  are  unable  to  give  the  financial  standing 
of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

U'e  have  tried  to  unravel  the  skein  in  relation  to  the  work  of 
MinneapoHs  Chapter  No.  9.  It  seems  that  the  Grand  Patron, 
in  his  withheld  address,  had  something  to  say  about  "the  so- 
called  new  work  of  the  Minneapolis  Chapter."  and  Brother 
Emers'.  Worthy  Patron  of  that  Chapter,  filed  a  written  protest 
against  the  publication  of  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Patron's 
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address.  It  was  then  voted  to  exemplify  the  work  of  that  Chapter, 
and  Brother  Emery  asked  permission  to  retire  and  prepare  for 
the  exemphfication,  but  soon  reported  that  as  there  were  not 
enough  members  of  his  Chapter  present,  he  could  only  explain 
the  work,  "which  was  simply  in  conformity  with  the  Ritual," 
which  he  proceeded  to  do,  and  this  "general  explanation"  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence.  What  disposition 
was  made  of  the  Order  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  that  the  work 
should  be  exempUfied,  we  are  unable  to  say.  Certainly  it  does 
not  appear  that  it  was  complied  with.  When  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  were  to  report.  Sister  Valentine  objected  to  its 
reporting  on  the  work  as  done  in  Minneapolis  Chapter  until  the 
work  had  been  exemplified  as  ordered  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 
The  minutes  show  that  when  this  point  of  order  was  raised,  the 
Grand  Matron  was  presiding, but  the  minutes  show  that  "Brother 
Emery  declared  the  objection  out  of  order,"  and  the  committee 
was  allowed  to  report.  Their  report,  which  was  adopted,  recom- 
mended "that  so  much  as  refers  to  the  peculiar  exemplification 
of  the  work  in  Minneapolis  Chapter  No.  9  in  the  Grand  Patron's 
report,  be  not  entered  on  the  Grand  Chapter  records.  From  our 
knowledge,  we  deem  it  not  as  ignoring,  nor  any  infraction  of, 
the  Ritual  of  the  Order,  but  simply  as  an  enlargement,  or,  per- 
haps, an  enriching  of  the  work,  rendering  it  more  attractive  and 
impressive.  While  we  do  not  recommend  its  adoption  by  other 
Chapters,  we  see  nothing  inappropriate  in  this  practice,  if  any 
Chapter  desires  to  adopt  it."  Subsequently  the  Grand  Patron 
introduced  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  protest  presented  by  Brother  Emery,  to  eliminate  a 
part  of  the  Grand  Patron's  address,  be  now  brought  before  the  Grand 
Chapter  for  final  action. 

Brother  Emery  then  withdrew  the  protest  and  the  Grand 
Worthy  Patron  then  withdrew  his  address,  which  ended  the 
chapter.  We  wish  we  did  know  something  about  "  the  so-called 
new  work,"  or  "  the  peculiar  exemplification  of  the  work"  which 
the  committee  so  much  admired,  and  which  enriched  the  work 
and  made  it  more  attractive  and  impressive,  and  yet  which  was 
not  worthy  of  a  recommendation  for  adoption  by  other  Chap- 
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ters.  There  was  an  evident  intention  to  suppress  or  conceal  the 
real  nature  of  the  work,  which  was  for  the  time  successful.  The 
Grand  Chapter  should  have  insisted  on  seeing  the  work,  and 
then  if  it  was  found  that  it  was  not  such  as  the  Ritual  prescribes 
its  exemplification  should  have  been  prohibited.  Uniformity  of 
work  in  essential  particulars,  with  the  largest  liberty  in  non- 
important  particulars  consistent  therewith,  is  the  only  ground  on 
which  to  stand. 

Sister  Valentine  submitted  an  elaborate  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence. Indiana  for  '82  and  '83  are  kindly  noticed,  and  we  are 
congratulated  on  our  choice  of  a  Grand  Matron  last  year. 

MISSOURI,  1S83. 

Carrollton  witnessed  the  assembhng  of  the  Grand  Chapter  on 
June  26.  Eight  Chapters  were  represented  by  twenty-eight  rep- 
resentatives. Mrs.  Amanda  ^l.  AVyatt.  Grand  Matron,  being  sup- 
ported by  T.  H.  Frame.  Grand  Patron.  Sister  Jennie  E.  Mat- 
thews. Grand  ^^latron  of  Iowa,  was  present  as  a  visitor. 

The  Grand  Patron  pronounces  the  Deputy  system"  a  failure, 
and  thinks  visitations  by  the  Grand  Matron  would  inspire  new 

life  into  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Matron  says:  "The  principle  source  of  difficulty 
originates  in  and  grows  out  of  the  annual  elections  in  our  Chapter, 
and  then  speaks  more  specifically  of  the  evils  resulting  from  elec- 
tioneering, etc..  ah  of  which  is  very  true,  but  indicates  rather  a 
disagreeable,  and.  we  hope,  unusual  state  of  affairs  :  but  she  sug- 
gests a  remedy,  and  it  is  a  unique  one.  viz.  :  ''The  abolishment 
of  all  written  Rituals  from  our  Order,  and  requiring  ah  the  cere- 
monies of  ope  fling,  and  closi?2g,  and  initiation  to  be  memorized, 
except  only  such  parts  in  the  ceremonies  of  initiation  as  may  be 
considered  7no notorial.''  Let's  see  :  is  there  never  any  elecdon- 
eering  where  the  work  is  oral?  We  wonder  how  it  is  in  some 
of  the     higher  bodies  "  in  Missouri. 

The  reports  show  receipts.  S580.15  :  disbursements.  S294.25  ; 
balance,  S285.90. 
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A  banquet  by  Vesta  Chapter  No.  5  concluded  a  very  enjoyable 
meeting. 

Brother  Parson,  the  standing  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
made  one  of  his  slashing  reports,  which,  of  course,  is  interesting. 

Of  course,  John  R.  is  extreme  on  some  point.  Now  he  wants 
a  change  in  the  law  governing  the  ballot-box,  so  that  "If  only 
one  black  ball  appear,  the  ballot  shall  be  laid  over  until  the  next 
meeting,  when  the  ballot  shall  be  again  taken,  and  if  still  only 
one,  the  candidate  be  declared  elected!"  We  think  the  gate  is 
now  wide  enough,  and  too  few  people  are  kept  out  of  our  Chapters. 

He  says : 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  take  hold  of  Indiana  proceedings,  for  Brother  Wm. 
H.  Smythe,  Grand  Secretary,  has  headings  and  sub-headings,  and  every- 
thing arranged  so  that  we  can  find  anything  we  want  without  any  trouble. 

Now,  usually,  we  are  very  much  opposed  to  naming  one  person  for  pre- 
siding officer  for  several  years,  but  Sister  Nettie  Ranford  is  so  admirably 
adapted  for  Grand  Matron,  that  we  can  not  help  congratulating  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Indiana  on  again  securing  her  services. 

Brother  Parson  has  said  some  very  sharp  and  cutting  things 
all  around,  but  the  worst  blow  was  at  a  defenseless  woman — his. 
wife.  Sister  Kate,  of  Connecticut,  and  Maria,  of  Iowa,  can 
fight  back  with  their  sharp  i:)ointed  pencils,  but  what  is  Mrs. 
Parson  to  do?  Even  Brother  Parson  admits  she  is  a  "timid 
little  wife,"  and  yet  when  he  found  the  fire  too  hot  for  him  all 
along  the  line,  he  tries  to  hide  behind  her,  and  let  her  receive 
the  "grape  and  canister."  Ever  since  Missouri  has  had  a 
Committee  on  Correspondence  Brother  Parson  has  been  con- 
tending that  the  Grand  Patron  ought  to  be  the  head  of  the 
Order  and  the  Grand  Matron  a  "  figure  head,"  and  in  defense 
of  his  pet  idea  he  has  never  hesitated  to  say  aggravating  things 
to  those  who  differed  from  him  (and  almost  everyone  in  the  Or- 
der did,)  and  now  that  he  is  getting  his  just  deserts  he  tries  to 
make  us  believe  that  his  "  timid  little  wife  "  was  the  aggressor! 
For  shame.  Brother  Parson !

The  fourteenth  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Elizabeth.  Octo- 
ber 5.  There  were  sixty-nine  members  present,  and  a  large 
number  of  visitors,  several  froili  New  York.  ]Mrs.  Lucinda 
Smith.  Grand  Matron  :  Wm.  C.  Brown.  Grand  Patron. 

The  Grand  ^latron  gave  a  very  pleasant  account  of  her  trip  to 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  the 
warm  reception  the  Californians  extended  to  their  eastern  friends. 

The  reports  show  receipts.  S187.40:  disbursements.  S100.80; 
balance,  ^Z6.(}0.  There  appeared  to  be  but  little  business  dis- 
patched, and  that  of  a  routine  nature. 

The  time  of  the  annual  meeting  was  changed  from  October  to 
September. 

Sister  Anna  ^I.  Mayhew's  Correspondence  Report  covers  but 
eight  pages,  in  which  the  proceedings  of  thirteen  Grand  Chap- 
ters are  noticed.    Indiana  has  her  full  half-page. 

NEW  YORK,  1SS3. 

The  fourteenth  annual  meeting  was  held  June  5.  in  New  York 
City.  Twenty-five  Chapters  were  represented  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  Grand  and  Past  Officers  present ;  Mrs.  Kate  E.  Hop- 
per. Grand  ^vlatron.  Benjamin  F.  Ferris,  Acting  Grand  Patron. 
Among  the  visitors  were  ^Irs.  Lorraine  J.  Pitkin.  ^lost  Worthy 
Grand  Matron,  and  several  Past  Grand  Matrons  of  New  Jersey. 
The  Grand  Patron  being  unable  to  be  present  on  account  of 
sickness,  his  address  was  read  by  Jacob  M.  Hopper.  Past  Grand 
Patron. 

For  some  reason  the  address  of  the  Associate  Grand  Patron, 
who  was  acting  as  Grand  Patron,  was  read  by  Bro.  Beatley,  Past 

Grand  Patron. 

Receipts,  $388.75  :  disbursements.  S352.06  :  balance,  S36.69. 

W.  A.  Hay  ward.  Grand  Lecturer,  reported  that  he  had  vis- 
ited every  Chapter  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn. 
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Sister  Betsey  T.  Hayward  presented  the  Grand  Chapter  with 
a  beautiful  Bible,  and  Calvin  D.  Hayward  presented  a  pair  of 
gavels  for  which  due  thanks  were  returned. 

Numerous  greetings  from  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  were 
received  and  spread  upon  the  record. 

The  committee  appointed  two  years  before  to  revise  the  Ritual 
reported  and  exemplified  the  work  as  arranged  by  them,  after 
which  their  report  was  laid  on  the  table  for  fifty  years  and  the 
committee  discharged,  with  thanks.  Rather  a  clinching  way  of 
doing  business.  Long  before  that  time  it  is  hoped  that  New 
York  will  be  with  her  sister  Grand  Chapters  in  the  use  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  Ritual. 

Ruth  Chapter  No.  56  represented  that  her  charter  contained 
a  name  other  than  those  signed  to  the  petition  for  dispensation, 
and  asked  for  a  new  charter  containing  the  names  of  the  charter- 
members  only.  Her  request  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Grievances,  who  made  a  report,  which  was  referred  back  to  the 
committee,  which,  for  some  unexplained  cause,  failed  to  re- 
port. Finally  the  matter  was  brought  up  by  motion,  and  a  new 
charter  was  ordered  issued,  omitting  the  name  of  one  Sister,  she 
being  present  and  requesting  the  Grand  Chapter  to  do  so. 

Mrs.  Lorraine  J.  Pitkin,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron,  was 
called  upon  for  remarks,  and  responded  with  loving  words. 

Alonzo  J.  Burton,  B.  T.  Hayward  and  Sarah  A.  Greenwood, 
signed  the  Correspondence  Report,  in  which Jndiana  gets  half  a 
page  of  commendatory  notice. 

VERMONT,  1883. 

The  volume  contains  three  pages  of  the  minutes  of  the  con- 
vention which  organized  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1873,  they  not 
having  heretofore  been  published. 

The  tenth  annual  convocation  met  in  West  Randolph,  June  6. 
Mrs.  S.  S.  Bass,  Grand  Matron,  H.  L.  Stillson,  Grand  Patron. 
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While  the  addresses  are  not  lengthy  they  are  both  valuable  doc- 
uments, and  particularly  is  Brother  Stillson's  a  rich  contribution 
to  the  literature  of  the  Order. 

Cash  on  hand.  S52.42 

One  Chapter  was  organized  during  the  year. 

An  amendment  was  offered,  which  lies  over  under  the  rule, 
raising  the  dues  to  the  Grand  Chapter  from  ten  to  twenty-five 
cents  per  capita. 

The  Grand  Patron-elect  was  confined  to  his  bed  by  a  broken 
leg.  We  find  this  note  in  the  proceedings:  Brother  F.  N. 
Harris.  Associate  Grand  Patron,  was  installed  out  of  time,  to 
allow  him  to  take  an  early  train  for  home :  and  Brother  E.  J. 
McWaine.  Grand  Patron,  was  installed  at  his  bedside,  who.  in 
turn,  installed  the  Grand  Secretary.'*  the  latter  having  installed 
the  corps  of  officers. 

Mrs.  O.  J.  Stowell,  in  her  Correspondence  Reports,  notices 
Indiana  for  1882  and  1883.  She  thinks  Sister  Ransford  "un- 
sparing, not  to  say  unjust,  in  her  criticism"  of  Brother  Stillson's 
Correspondence  Report.  But  then  Brother  Stillson  was  writing 
through  the  force  of  habit  under  the  editorial  "we,"  and  Sister 
Ransford  was  only  endeavoring  to  repay  him  in  kind. 

The  Sister  occupies  much  time,  necessarily,  in  the  explaining 
of  Vermont's  situation  on  the  Ritual  question,  but  she  does  it 
thoroughly,  so  that  it  is  probable  that  all  will  now  understand. 
We  realize  that  Vermont  and  New  Vork  must  be  lonesome  in  the 
use  of  the  old  Ritual  while  the  General  Grand  Chapter  Ritual  is 
the  only  work  known  in  the  thirty-four  other  States  in  which  the 
Order  is  estabhshed. 

She  supposed  that  "Captain"  Parson,  who  thinks  so  much  of 
the  Sisters,  would  carry  all  the  knapsacks  when  he  led  his 
pedestrian  company  to  California,  but  if  she  only  knew  how.  in 
the  hour  of  trial,  he  deserted  his  command.  Sister  Stowell's 
report  in  1884  would  contain  some  scathing  remarks,  such  as 
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Brother  Parson  delights  in.  We  would  tell  her  all  about  it,  were 
it  not  that  John  R.  came  over  from  St.  Louis  a  few  days  ago, 
backed  by  Brothers  Mayo  and  Potter,  and  intimidated  us. 

GENERAL   GRAND   CHAPTER,  1883. 

The  fourth  meeting  was  held  in  San  Francisco,  California, 
August  17  to  23,  the  length  of  the  session  being  caused  princi- 
pally by  the  want  of  a  quorum  on  the  first  day,  a  quorum  being 
formed  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  by  the  admission  of 
proxies  representing  Grand  Chapters  other  than  those  from 
which  they  hailed.  The  law,  unwisely,  admitted  such  Repre- 
sentatives, but,  we  are  glad  to  say,  was  amended  so  as  to  prevent 
any  such  thing  in  the  future.  Mrs.  Lorraine  J.  Pitkin,  Most 
Worthy  Grand  Matron,  presided,  assisted  by  RoUin  C.  Gaskill 
as  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron,  Brother  Willis  Brown  not  being 
present. 

Mrs.  Ada  A.  Libbey  formally  welcomed  the  visitors  in  a  very 
neat  address,  which  is  well  worthy  the  place  it  occupies  in  the 
proceedings. 

The  address  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron  covers  six 
pages.  In  it  a  warm  tribute  is  paid  to  the  life  of  Brother  Lamb, 
whose  picture  forms  a  frontispiece  to  the  proceedings.  Brother 
Brown  has  some  peculiar  ideas  about  Masonry,  and  the  lack  of 
practical  results  from  it.  We  fear  our  Brother  has  in  his  medita- 
tions given  too  great  prominence  to  the  so-called  "higher 
degrees,"  with  their  elaborate  regalias  and  uniforms,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  in  which  we  believe  the  founda- 
tions upon  which  the  building  has  been  erected  are  carefully 
preserved,  and  the  great  truths  inculcated  are  put  into  actual 
practice.  We  would  like  to"  notice  more  extensively  Brother 
Brown's  address,  but  he  says  so  many  nice  things  of  us  person- 
ally that  we  refrain.  The  address  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Matron  covers  twenty-one  pages.  In  addition  to  a  fitting 
notice  of  Brother  Lamb's  death,  she  gives  the  substance  of  her 
replies  to  several  inquiries  addressed  to  her,  and  notices  im- 
portant topics  coming  up  in  the  various  Jurisdictions.  She  also 
gives  extended  notice  of  her  visits  to  Grand  and  Subordinate 
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Chapters,  Indiana  among  the  others.  The  building  of  an 
Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  received  extended  consideration. 

The  report  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  showed 
twenty-nine  charters  issued,  one  surrendered,  and  one  Grand 
Chapter  organized. 

Receipts,  $2,734.22;  disbursements,  $2,107.54;  balance, 
$626.68.  The  report  also  notices  that  Arkansas  had  joined 
the  General  Grand  Chapter :  that  New  Jersey  had  reversed  her 
action  in  that  regard,  and  come  once  more  within  the  fold, 
while  progress  was  being  made  by  the  Order  generally. 

In  the  election  of  officers  declinations  and  resignations  seemed 
to  be  quite  fashionable.  Sisters  Rose  and  Ransford  declining  to 
accept  the  Grand  Treasuryship,  and  Sister  Pitkin  resigning  the 
office  of  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary. 

The  actual  business  accomplished  other  than  electing  officers 
was  very  meagre,  and  to  those  who  had  enjoyed  the  privilege  of 
attending  the  previous  meetings,  the  actual  sessions  of  the  Body 
were  a  disappointment,  but  the  members  of  the  Order  in  Cal- 
ifornia did  everything  that  it  was  possible  to  do  to  render  the 
stay  of  their  eastern  visitors  enjoyable.  As  your  Delegates  ap- 
proached San  Francisco,  they  were  met  by  a  committee  of  Sis- 
ters headed  by  Sister  Flint,  Grand  Matron,  and  from  that  time 
on  every  day  brought  some  new  pleasure,  for  which  we  were  in- 
debted to  the  thoughtful  kindness  of  our  Sisters.  First  it  was  a 
carriage  drive,  or  a  boat  ride;  then  a  visit  to  "Chinatown," 
or  a  tour  through  the  Pleasure  Garden.  Perhaps  it  would  be 
invidious  to  mention  where  all  did  their  full  share,  but  person- 
ally we  owe  much  to  Sisters  Mary  A.  Fhnt,  S.  Jennie  Mann,  Abbie 
E.  Wood  and  Kate  J.  Willats. 

After  the  close  of  the  session  a  party  of  eight  of  us  were  the 
guests  of  the  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Flint,  at  her  ranche  near  San 
Juan,  where  we  enjoyed  the  delights  of  life,  varied  by  a  day  at 
Monterey,  which  is  the  Newport  of  the  Pacific  coast.  Sea 
bathing  was  not  indulged  in,  but  the  sail  upon  the  bay  was  a  rare 
treat. 
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Words  can  not  give  an  idea  of  the  graceful  way  in  which  our 
Sisters  did  things  for  the  pleasure  of  their  guests,  which  we  hope 
at  some  time  to  be  able  to  repay  in  kind,  though  we  can  not 
hope  to  do  it  so  thoroughly  or  well.

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GRAND  PATRON'S  ADDRESS. 

Brother  Jacob  J.  Todd  read  and  submitted  the  following 
annual  address : 

Sisters  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter 

Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  Indiana  : 

Remembering  the  kind  Father  who  has  guided  our  footsteps 

during  the  past  year,  and  with  gratitude  for  all  His  mercies,  we 

meet  once  again  to  review  the  past,  act  in  the  present  and  look 

to  the  future. 

In  examining  the  record  of  the  past,  considering  its  defects 
and  admiring  its  perfections,  we  are  enabled  to  act  wiser  in  the 
ever  momentous  present,  and  by  so  doing,  the  future  of  our 
Society  may  be  crowned  with  greater  success. 

In  looking  over  the  field  of  labor,  we  find  many  reasons  for 
congratulation.  Although  the  past  has  not  developed  all  that 
for  which  we  fondly  hoped,  yet  from  our  present  vantage  ground 
we  may  with  confidence  look  forward  with  steadfast  faith  to  the 
ultimate  success  which  is  near  at  hand. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  political  battle  of  last  year  which 
has  been  fought  and  won,  and  lost,  and  the  financial  stress  through 
which  the  country  is  now  passing,  which  is  felt  by  all  classes  of 
society,  and  which  tends  to  embarrass  the  introduction  of  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged  in  new  places,  yet  we  may 
still  rejoice  at  the  excellent  condition  of  affairs  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction. 

A  spirit  of  harmony  pervades  the  entire  membership  so  far  as 
it  has  come  to  my  knowledge,  and  many  of  the  Chapters  are 
enjoying  a  greater  degree  of  prosperity  than  ever  before  within 
their  history. 

Peace  and  good  will  abounds,  and  no  threatening  cloud  of 
discontent  mars  the  beauty  and  symmetry  of  the  work  in  our 
midst. 

The  machinery  which  controls  our  Grand  Chapter  is  working 
quietly,  successfully,  and  with  but  little  friction. 
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The  "  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,"  it  seems  to  me,  has  been 
safely  and  happily  launched  upon  the  sea  of  prosperity,  and  its. 
success  as  an  intellectual,  moral,  social  and  charitable  institution 
is  assured  and  its  race  but  just  begun. 

As  a  hand-maid  of  the  Christian  religion,  working,  laboring, 
toiling  and  praying  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  man- 
kind, it  commends  itself  to  all  lovers  of  the  good,  the  true  and 
the  beautiful. 

The  more  we  study  the  subject  the  more  we  learn  of  the 
beauties  of  the  system,  of  its  symbols,  its  charitable  nature,  its 
social  features  and  its  beautiful  adaption  to  man's  dependent 
condition. 

It  is  radiant  with  useful,  interesting  and  valuable  suggestions 
concerning  our  duty  to  each  other  and  to  God.  And  whilst  we 
greet  each  other  in  our  annual  gathering,  we  are  not  unmindful 
of  the  sad  fact  that  death  has  been  in  our  midst  and  taken  from 
our  Chapters  some  who  have  formerly  met  with  us  in  Grand 
Chapter  and  entered  into  the  work  and  spirit  of  our  beloved 
Order.  Others  would,  no  doubt,  be  with  us  to-day  to  participate  in 
our  labors  and  share  in  our  joyous  greetings  had  not  death  laid 
his  icy  hand  upon  their  loved  ones  since  last  we  met. 

The  flush  of  health  that  beams  forth  from  the  faces  before  me, 
and  the  sparkle  of  your  eyes,  indicate  that  a  kind  Providence 
has  dealt  gently  with  you  during  the  year  that  has  passed,  but 
we  should  not  forget  that  others  are  saddened  by  the  blow  which 
has  fallen  upon  their  homes. 

■    "Oh!  death  how  dark  the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 
How  deep  the  pain  to  human  hearts  it  brings." 

It  is  well  for  us  to  pause  at  this  moment,  and  with  united 
voice  ask  our  Heavenly  Father's  benediction  upon  those  who 
are  mourning  the  loss  of  those  they  loved.  Among  the  number 
who  have  gone  to  that  better  country  since  last  we  met,  it  is 
proper  to  mention 
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SISTER  JENNIE  B.  PHELPS, 

Who  died  at  her  home  at  Pleasant  Hill,  near  Newburg,  Warrick 
county,  Ind.,  December  27,  1884.  She  was  appointed  Worthy 
Matron  of  Friendship  Chapter  No.  32,  when  it  was  first  organ- 
ized, to  which  office  she  was  subsequently  elected  several  times, 
being  a  member  of  the  Grand  Chapter  from  1877  to  1881,  inclu- 
sive. She  was  elected  Associate  Grand  Matron  in  1878  and 
1879,  and  elected  Grand  Matron  in  1881,  which  office  she  de- 
clined to  accept.  As  Associate  Grand  iMatron  she  represented 
this  Grand  Chapter  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
at  Chicago,  in  1878. 

Her  life  and  christian  character,  her  deeds  of  kindness,  her 
acts  of  charity,  and  her  modest  deportment,  all  commend  her  ^ 
memory  to  our  loving  consideration.  The  remembrance  of  her 
many  virtues  will  be  cherished  by  us.  The  world  is  better  by 
reason  of  her  existence.  By  her  life  devotion  to  our  Order, 
and  her  ser\-ices  therein,  she  has  merited  a  memorial  page  in 
our  printed  proceedings. 

Sister  Lizzie  Hannah  Chilcote,  an  esteemed  member  of 
Evening  Star  Chapter  No.  41,  died  at  her  home  at  Rensselaer, 
Indiana,  January  15,  1885.  She  was  a  member  of  this  Grand 
Chapter,  and  one  whose  excellent  quahties  of  mind  and  heart 
was  appreciated  by  all  with  whom  she  became  associated.  She 
was  intellectual,  refined  and  lovely  in  character.  Nature  had 
adorned  her  mind  and  character  so  that  she  was  loved  by  all. 

Our  Grand  Matron  being  a  member  of  the  same  Chapter  to 
which  our  sister  belonged,  will  speak  more  particularly  of  her 
life,  which  was  one  of  noble  purposes  well  performed.  Sisters 
and  brothers,  let  us  see  to  it  that  we  also  live  to  some  good 
purpose. 

Since  reaching  this  city  I  have  been  pained  to  learn  of  the 
death  of  Brother  Sylvanus  Milner,  of  Mount  Vernon,  Indiana. 
He  was  a  meraber  of  Sunbeam  Chapter  No.  i.  He  was,  for 
several  years,  a  member  of  this  Grand  Chapter  and  was  elected 
Associate  Grand  Patron  in  1878.    Brother  Milner  was  noted  and 
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esteemed  for  his  acts  of  charity,  and  the  many  acts  of  kindness 
performed  by  him  will  keep  his  memory  green  in  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  the  people  among  whom  he  lived. 

Another  whose  merits  deserve  notice  is  Brother  Elias  Heistand, 
of  Delphi,  Indiana,  a  member  of  this  Grand  Chapter  in  1884, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  Worthy  Patron  of  Rose  Chapter 
No.  36.  He  was  a  good  citizen,  loved  and  respected  by  all. 
He  was  taken  away  in  the  prime  of  manhood.  His  family, 
friends  and  neighbors  mourn  his  loss. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

I  now  call  your  attention  to  a  brief  review  of  my  official  acts, 
which  have  been  neither  many  nor  burdensome.  They  are  as 
follows : 

CHAPTERS  CONSTITUTED. 

April  22,  1884,  I  appointed  Sister  Susan  Cartwright  my 
deputy  to  constitute  Pauhne  Chapter  No.  53  and  install  the 
officers.  She  soon  thereafter  wrote  me  that  she  could  not  con- 
veniently attend  to  that  duty. 

On  May  3,  1884,  Brother  J.  M.  Watts  was  appointed  to  per- 
form that  duty.  For  various  reasons.  Brother  Watts  was  not  able 
to  do  so,  and  the  matter  remained  undisposed  of  until  December 
12,  1884,  when  I  requested  our  Grand  Matron,  Sister  Mary  E. 
Spitler  to  act  in  my  behalf  and  constitute  said  Chapter,  which 
she  did  December  22,  1884.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  Chap- 
ter, in  the  future,  may  have  smooth  saiHng  and  that  nothing  may 
occur  to  mar  the  happiness  of  its  members. 

April  22,  1884,  Sister  Nettie  Ransford  was  appointed  my 
deputy  to  constitute  Knightstown  Chapter  No.  54  and  install  the 
officers,  which  duty  she  performed  May  5,  1884,  assisted  by 
several  sisters  from  Queen  Esther  Chapter  No.  3.  Sister  Ransford 
writes:  "It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  the  Chapter 
seems  in  a  prosperous  and  healthy  condition,  and  is  very  well 
officered." 
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April  22,  1884,  I  commissioned  Sister  Nettie  Ransford  my. 
deputy  to  constitue  Orient  Cliapter  No.  55  and  install  the 
officers,  which  was  done  May  14,  1884.  Sister  Ransford  re- 
ports, "the  material  is  good,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
Chapter  should  not  be  one  of  the  best." 

DISPENSATIONS. 

May  19,  1884,  a  dispensation  was  granted  to  organize  a  Chap- 
ter at  Booneville,  Warrick  county,  to  be  known  as  Booneville 
Chapter,  with  the  following  officers:  Sister  Mabel  Oatley^ 
Worthy  Matron  ;  Brother  Charles  W.  Armstrong,  Worthy  Patron  ; 
Sister  Mary  Armstrong,  Associate  Matron.  I  appointed  Brother 
Sylvanus  Milner  as  my  deputy  to  organized  said  Chapter,  which 
he  did  July  10,  1884.  The  Chapter  started  out  under  em- 
barrassing circumstances,  yet  we  are  still  hopeful  it  may  prove  a 
useful  one. 

May  19,  1884,  I  issued  a  dispensation  to  organize  a  Chapter 
at  Lynnville,  Warrick  county,  to  be  known  as  Lynnville  Chapter^ 
with  the  following  named  persons  as  officers:  Sister  Sarah  M. 
Camp,  Worthy  Matron;  Brother  J.  M.  Zimmerman,  Worthy  Pa- 
tron; Sister  Ehzabeth  J.  Ross,  Associate  Matron.  Brother  Syl- 
vanus Milner  was  appointed  as  my  deputy  to  organize  said  Chap- 
ter, which  was  done  July  11,  1884.  This  Chapter  was  started  upon 
its  upward  course  under  favorable  circumstances,  and  we  expect 
it  to  become  a  flourishing  member  of  this  sisterhood  of  Chapters. 

July  2,  1884.  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  organize  a  Chapter 
at  Pierceton,  Kosciusko  county,  with  the  following  persons 
named  as  officers  therein:  Sister  Ella  Moore,  Worthy  Matron; 
Brother  Hiram  O.  King,  Worthy  Patron;  Sister  Susan  Conrad, 
Associate  Matron.  Brother  George  T.  Barney  was  designated  by 
me  as  special  deputy  to  organize  this  Chapter,  which  he  did  on 
the  nth  day  of  July,  1884.  Brother  Barney,  in  his  report,  says : 
"  This  Chapter  starts  out  under  very  favorable  conditions:  the 
material  is  of  the  very  best." 

November  i,  1884,  there  was  issued,  by  me,  a  dispensation 
to  organize  a  Chapter  at  Geniryville,  Spencer  county,  to  be 
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known  as  Gentryville  Chapter,  with  the  following  named  persons 
designated  as  officers  therein  :  Sister  Hannah  E.  Gaines,  Worthy 
Matron;  Brother  James  T.  Dodd,  Worthy  Patron;  Sister  Dilly 
Armstrong,  Associate  Matron.  The  Chapter  was  properly  organ- 
ized by  Brother  Charles  W.  Armstrong,  acting  as  my  special  dep-. 
uty,  on  the  2 2d  day  of  November,  1884.  We  trust  that  this 
Chapter  will  flourish  and  grow  until  great  good  is  accomplished 
by  it.  It  received  a  good  send  off  by  Brother  Armstrong,  the 
Special  Deputy. 

February  6,  1885,  I  granted  a  dispensation  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Chapter  at  Logansport,  Cass  county,  to  be  known  as 
Logansport  Chapter,  with  the  persons  whose  names  follow  desig- 
nated as  officers  therein :  Sister  Lydia  Eldridge,  Worthy  Ma- 
tron;  Brother  John  B.  Winters,  Worthy  Patron;  Sister  Jennie 
Oconner,  Associate  Matron.  Brother  Willis  D.  Engle  was 
commissioned  as  my  special  deputy  to  organize  said  Chapter, 
which  he  did  March  4,  1884.  Brother  Engle  says  in  his  report, 
"it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  state  that  in  my  opinion 
the  organization  is  in  good  hands,  and  the  new  Chapter  promises 
to  become  one  of  the  brightest  in  our  constellation." 

March  10,  1885,  a  dispensation  was  granted  by  me  to  organ- 
ize a  Chapter  at  Providence,  Johnson  county,  to  be  known  as 
Providence  Chapter,  with  the  officers  designated  as  follows: 
Sister  Clara  F.  Forsythe,  Worthy  Matron  ;  Brother  Philip  Rivers, 
Worthy  Patron  ;  Sister  Margaret  Simpson,  Associate  Matron.  I 
authorized  Brother  Willis  D.  Engle  to  act  for  me  and  organize 
said  Chapter,  which  he  did  March  17,  1885.  Brother  Engle  in 
his  report,  as  to  this  Chapter,  says:  "There  is  good  material  in 
this  Chapter,  which  is  located  in  the  midst  ol  a  rich  agricultural 
region,  and  I  believe  from  the  spirit  evinced  that  it  will  prove  to 
be  a  successful  organization." 

SUSPENDED  CHAPTERS. 

February  24,  1885,  in  pursuance  of  the  order  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  concerning  the  charters  and  effects  of  suspended  Chap- 
ters, and  of  those  Chapters  whose  charters  were  annulled  by  the 
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Grand  Chapter,  I  appointed  the  following  named  persons  as  my 
deputies  to  act  for  me  in  the  premises,  to-wit: 

For  late  Morning  Star  Chapter  No.  4,  I  appointed  Brother 
James  Crooks,  and  he  reports  the  charter  and  seal  of  said  Chap- 
ter as  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

For  late  Staunton  Chapter  No.  14,  I  designated  Brother  Jo- 
seph Somers,  who  has  forwarded  the  charter  and  effects  to  the 
Grand  Secretary. 

For  late  Jonesboro  Chapter  No.  21,  I  requested  Sister 
Jennie  Z.  Shoemaker  to  act  for  me,  and  after  considerable  cor- 
respondence upon  the  subject,  and  after  the  members  had  con- 
sulted together,  she  writes  me  that  they  desire  to  retain  the 
charter,  pay  their  dues  and  think  they  will  be  able  to  sustain 
themselves.  I  submit  Sister  Shoemaker's  letters,  and  refer  to  the 
former  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  1883,  page  34,  and  Grand 
Chapter  1884,  page  32,  concerning  this  Chapter,  and  ask  that 
the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dispensations  and 
Charters. 

For  late  CHfty  Chapter  No.  42,  I  commissioned  Brother  John 
Braden  to  perform  that  duty,  and  he  has  turned  over  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  the  charter  of  said  Chapter. 

For  late  Franklin  Chapter  No.  47,  I  authorized  and  empow- 
ered Brother  Isaiah  J.  Armstrong  to  act  in  my  behalf.  He  did 
so,  and  the  charter,  books  and  effects  of  said  Chapter  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

THANKS. 

I  desire,  at  this  time,  and  in  this  connection,  to  thank  all  the 
associate  Grand  Officers  for  the  promptness  manifested  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them.  One  and  all  have 
rendered  efficient  service,  and  their  readiness  to  respond  to  the 
call  of  duty  indicates  that  no  mistake  has  been  made  in  calling 
them  to  positions  of  honor  and  responsibility.  The  special  dep- 
uties, to  whom  I  have  entrusted  important,  and  some  times  most 
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delicate  duties,  have  performed  their  work  in  the  most  satisfac- 
tory manner.  The  courtesies  extended  to  me  by  the  Grand 
Officers,  the  special  deputies,  and  all  with  whom  my  duties  have 
brought  me  in  contact,  are  fully  appreciated.  The  pleasant 
memories  which  these  associations  call  up  are  treasured  by  me. 
New  friendships  have  been  formed  which  I  trust  will  not  be  sev- 
ered except  by  death,  and  after  death  to  be  renewed  and  made 
more  permanent  as  the  eternal  years  of  God  roll  on. 

The  correspondence  connected  with  this  office  the  past  year 
has  been  somewhat  extensive,  but  at  the  same  time  it  has  been  a 
source  of  real  pleasure  to  me.  In  the  letters  I  have  received  I 
find  many  words  of  encouragement,  many  gems  of  thought,  and 
a  spirit  of  earnestness  in  behalf  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  en- 
gaged. These  letters  will  be  preserved  by  me,  and  cherished  as 
tokens  of  good  will  and  friendship,  and  as  an  evidence  of  devo- 
tion to  the  cause. 

And  now,  at  the  close  of  another  year,  it  is  with  some 
satisfaction  that  we  take  a  retrospective  view  of  the  work,  and 
find  many  reasons  for  rejoicing.  The  report  of  our  Grand  Sec- 
retary will,  I  beUeve,  show  a  healthy  and  steady  improvement  in 
the  work  of  the  Chapters  in  this  State.  For  the  coming  year  I 
venture  to  perdict  that  many  new  Chapters  will  be  organized. 
Information  reaches  me,  from  a  score  of  places  where  Chapters 
do  not  exist,  that  are  about  ready  for  the  organization  of  a  Chap- 
ter of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  We  are  steadily  moving 
onward  and  upward  through  the  ranks  of  prejudice  and  super- 
stition. 

I  received  several  invitations  to  visit  Chapters  which  I  was 
prevented  from  accepting  by  reason  of  important  professional 
duties.  Whilst  I  regret  this,  I  am  pleased  to  learn  that  our 
Grand  Matron  has  visited  many  of  your  Chapters,  and  that  much 
good  has  resulted  from  her  presence  among  you.  Her  visit 
to  Crescent  Chapter  was  highly  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by  all 
the  members  thereof. 

A  movement  was  set  on  foot  last  year  looking  to  some  sub- 
stantial aid  in  behalf  of  our 
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ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  ROB.  MORRIS 

And  his  estimable  companion,  in  their  dedining  years.  The 
name,  Rob.  Morris,  is  known  in  every  land  and  in  every  clime 
where  Freemasonry  is  found.  His  eminent  services  in  the 
cause  of  Freemasonry  and  the  original  thought  advanced,  and 
the  conspicuous  position  assumed  by  him  in  furtherance  of  the 
plan  of  establishing  '-the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star"  on  a  per- 
manent basis,  entitle  him  to  our  thanks  and  our  most  attentive  and 
affectionate  consideration.  I  need  only  refer  to  the  subject. 
The  members  and  Chapters,  in  this  State,  will  see  to  it  that  one 
so  worthy  as  Brother  Rob.  Morris  will  not  be  neglected  by  them. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  tender  you  the  sincere  acknowledge- 
ments of  a  grateful  heart  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  one 
year  since  in  selecting  me  as  your  Grand  Patron.  With  the 
honor  came  responsibilities,  which  I  have  assumed  and  endeav- 
ored to  perform.  I  have  not  been  unmindful  of  your  partiality, 
and  trust  I  have  not  wholly  disappointed  you  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  connected  with  this  honorable  station.  Another 
will  soon  be  called  to  assume  these  duties,  and  if  he  receives  the 
support  and  encouragement  which  has  been  accorded  to  me, 
then  his  burden  will  be  light  and  his  duties  pleasant. 

The  dial  upon  the  face  of  nature  indicates  the  lapse  of  time 
and  records  the  passing  year.  Another  cycle  is  completed,  and, 
as  heretofore,  we  realize  the  inevitable  law  of  change.  Those  who 
wield  the  gavel  will  soon  deliver  it  to  others,  who,  profiting  by 
the  records  of  the  past,  will  flourish  it  as  an  emblem  of  order  and 
authority,  tempered  with  justice  and  mercy,  to  better  advantage 
than  by  those  who  ha\'e  gone  before.  I  bespeak  for  you  a  pleas- 
ant session.  Upon  the  threshold  of  our  labors  I  greet  you  with 
the  hope  that  this  session  may  not  only  be  pleasant  but  profita- 
ble. To  you  the  work  belongs,  upon  you  the  work  is  thrown. 
Let  it  be  done  promptly,  energetically  and  thoroughly.

We  meet  again,  in  our  eleventh  annual  communication,  to 
review  the  history  and  work  of  the  past  year.  Another  volume 
is  written,  and,  good  or  bad,  our  standing  as  an  Order  is  meas- 
ured by  its  record.  Let  us  hope  it  has  been  commendable,  at 
least.  That  it  has  not  been  productive  of  more  desirable  results 
I  blame  myself. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  peculiarly  calculated  to  withdraw 
our  minds  from  the  more  instructive  and  interesting  lessons  of 
our  Order.  In  times  of  profound  political  excitment  the  minds 
of  the  people  become  distracted  and  are  thus  liable  to  be  turned 
from  the  ordinary  pursuits  of  every  day  life.  The  past  poUtical 
campaign  has  been  one  of  peculiar  interest  and  import  to  all 
American  minds.  Herculean  efforts  were  put  forth  by  all  the 
pohtical  organizations  contending  for  victory.  All  kinds  of 
business  have  been  more  or  less  prostrated  by  the  excitement. 
When  men  desert  the  workshop  and  counting  room,  the  lawyer 
leaves  his  profession,  and  the  clergy  abandon  the  pulpit,  it  is 
not  surprising  if  the  Chapter  room  is  deprived  of  the  aid  and 
presence  of  many  of  its  most  useful  and  active  members.  It  is 
gratifying  to  learn  that  many  of  our  Chapters  have  not  been  dis- 
turbed by  this  distracting  element,  but  have  held  meetings  regu- 
larly, with  full  attendance  and  a  growing  interest.  Again,  our 
winter  months,  the  time  when  the  Chapters  are  likely  to  be  most 
prosperous  and  do  the  best  work,  have  been  remarkably  cold 
and  severe.  In  the  northern  portion  of  our  State  has  this  been 
particularly  so.  Owing  to  the  immense  amount  of  snow,  blockad- 
ing many  of  our  railroads,  it  has  been  impossible  for  me  to  do  the 
amount  ol  work  I  so  fondly  hoped  to  do.  As  it  is,  such  visits 
have  been  made  as  it  was  possible  for  me  to  make.  Wherever 
made,  my  reception  has  been  cordial  and  kind.  Warm  hearts 
and  open  hands  always  welcomed  my  cdming.  The  Chapters 
visited  evinced  an  earnest  desire  to  become  proficient  in  the 
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ritualistic  work  of  the  Order,  and  seemed  desirous  of  practicing, 
in  the  proper  spirit,  those  sublime  truths  which  we  seek  to  incul- 
cate. Want  of  time  prevents  me  from  noting  by  name  the 
Chapters  visited,  and  a  detailed  account  of  the  same.  I  trust 
the  wisdom  of  this  course  is  apparent  to  all.  The  Chapters 
visited  appear  to  be  working  in  harmony  and  doing  much  good. 

Summit  City  Chapter  No.  45.  at  Ft.  Wayne,  seemed  to  be  the 
only  exception.  At  the  meeting  attended  by  me  in  December 
last,  the  members  present  voted  to  surrender  the  charter.  Deem- 
ing it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  members  of  this  Chapter  and 
the  Order  generally.  I  concluded  to  take  up  the  Charter,  and, 
in  accordance  with  this  determination,  directed  the  Secretary, 
Sister  M.  Jennie  Graham,  to  forward  the  charter  and  effects  of 
said  Summit  City  Chapter  No.  45.  Order  Eastern  Star  of  Indiana, 
to  the  Grand  Secretary-  at  Indianapolis.  Indiana.  The  necessity 
for  this  step  pains  me  greatly.  There  are  many  worthy  brothers 
and  sisters  in  this  Chapter.  There  is  much  good  material  here, 
but  wise  counsels  do  not  prevail.  They  can  not  work  in  har- 
monv.  We  hope  soon  to  see  this  fading  taper  of  our  Order 
restored  to  its  former  position,  to  bum  with  the  true  light  of  love 
and  charity.  May  good  counsels  and  fraternal  love  prevail. 
May  these  broken  links  from  out  the  chain  of  our  sisterhood  be 
again  united  and  so  firmly  knit  together  that  nothing  but  death 
can  sever  them. 

Plvmouth  Chapter  No.  26.  has  felt  it  necessar}-.  on  account  of 
loss  of  membership,  by  death  and  change  of  residence,  to  sur- 
render its  charter,  which  I  also  accepted.  Let  us  trust  that  in 
the  near  future  the  loyal  and  true  will  find  it  possible  to  take  up 
their  work  and  again  become  members  of  our  family  circle. 
There  are  bright  jewels  in  that  little  band,  and  as  our  Order 
becomes  more  generally  known,  its  principles  better  understood 
and  its  benign  influence  more  universally  felt,  we  trust  those  wiU 
be  called  to  its  aid  who  will  readily  insure  vitahty  and  success. 
Let  us  hope  for  the  best. 

Although  I  made  special  effort  to  have  the  charters  and  effects 
of  these  Chapters  in  the  possession  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at  this 
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session,  the  Grand  Secretary  informs  me  they  have  not  been  re- 
ceived. The  Grand  Chapter  will  please  take  such  action  as  is 
necessary  to  secure  the  same. 

An  apology  is  due  to  Centennial  Chapter  No.  33,  at  Evans- 
ville.  During  my  absence  from  home  in  December  last,  a  letter 
was  received  from  Sister  Sarah  M.  Rasch,  which  escaped  my 
attention  until  early  in  March,  in  which  she  stated  that  the  interest 
in  the  work  was  waning,  and  the  Chapter  not  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  Immediately  upon  finding  this  letter,  I  wrote  her  in 
regard  to  the  condition  of  the  Chapter,  asking  what  could  be 
done  to  revive  the  work,  to  which  no  response  was  received  until 
late  Saturday  evening  last.  This  was  too  late  for  me  to  visit 
this  Chapter  or  take  any  action  before  the  sitting  of  the  Grand 
Chapter.  Sister  Rasch  writes  me  that  the  Chapter  has  held  no 
meetings  for  a  year  past,  and  dues  are  uncollected.  I  submit 
the  matter  to  this  Grand  Chapter  for  its  action. 

Dispensations  have  been  granted,  when  properly  applied  for, 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  within  the  prerog- 
ative of  the  Grand  Matron. 

You  will  see  by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  that  several 
of  the  Chapters  were  slow  in  sending  in  their  reports  for  the  year 
1884,  with  Grand  Chapter  dues.  This  should  not  be  so.  The 
Worthy  Matron  should  take  pride  in  having  her  Chapter  file  the 
first  report  with  the  Grand  Secretary.  It  greatly  increases  the 
labor  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  already  too  arduous  for  the  pay, 
to  receive  reports  just  before  the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
Let  us  strive  to  be  more  prompt  in  the  future. 

As  to  those  Chapters  which  have  made  no  report  and  paid  no 
Grand  Chapter  dues  for  1884,  I  suggest  that  we  make  a  thorough 
examination  of  their  condition,  and  if  found  the  default  results 
from  neglect  or  want  of  interest,  it  would  be  well  to  arrest  their 
charters.  This  may  be  heroic  treatment,  but  our  strength  is  not 
in  numbers  but  in  action.  A  number  of  lifeless  Chapters  is  to  our 
disadvantage,  and  they  should  be  cut  off.  This  is  true  humanity, 
and  is  necessary  to  the  preservation  of  our  existence  as  an  Order. 
2 
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I  have  been  puzzled  to  know  how  to  open  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter in  a  manner  becoming  the  importance  of  the  work,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  law  as  laid  down  in  Article  II,  Section  i,  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  It  does  not  occur  to  me 
that  the  form  laid  down  in  our  Ritual  for  the  opening  of  Subor- 
dinate Chapters  is  full  enough,  and  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
the  occasion.    I  recommend  some  legislation  on  this  point. 

You  will  see  by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  that  the 
finances  of  the  Grand  Chapter  are  in  a  more  prosperous  condi- 
tion than  for  several  years  past :  this  is  very  gratifying  in  view  of 
the  hard  times  and  many  financial  embarrassments. 

The  angel  of  death  has  been  abroad  in  our  land,  and  in  gath- 
ering in  his  jewels,  has  not  passed  us  by.  Some  of  those,  who 
have  met  with  us  in  the  past,  will  meet  with  us  no  more  until  we 
meet  in  the  Great  Council  Chamber  over  the  river,  where  the 
good  and  the  just  are  to  be  gathered.  Their  names  and  the 
number  of  the  Chapter  of  which  they  were  members,  will  be 
properly  noticed  under  the  appropriate  head  in  our  Grand  Chap- 
ter proceedings. 

Need  I  ask  your  indulgence  for  mentioning  the  name  of  our 
beloved  Sister  Jennie  B.  Phelps,  who  has  held  in  this  Grand  Body 
the  ofhce  of  Grand  Conductress,  Associate  Grand  Matron,  and 
was  elected  to  the  position  of  Grand  Matron,  which  honor  she 
declined  on  account  of  faihng  health. 

The  intimate  and  friendly  relations  existing  between  myself 
and  Sister  Lizzie  H.  Chilcote,  who  died  at  her  home  in  Rensse- 
laer, Indiana,  in  January  last,  will  be  sufficient  excuse  for  my 
mentioning  the  fact  in  this  address.  She  was  Past  Matron  of 
Evening  Star  Chapter  No.  41,  and  a  member  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  in  1882  and  1883.  She  was  a  faithful  sister,  devoted 
to  our  Order,  and  ever  willing  to  practice  the  beautiful  lessons 
taught  us  in  the  characters  of  our  floral  star. 

This  Grand  Body,  as  well  as  every  Subordinate  Chapter,  has 
received  a  copy  of  the  appeal  in  relation  to  the  monument  of 
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gratitude  for  Brother  Rob.  Morris.  I  trust  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter will  take  such  action  as  is  due  to  the  character  and  labors  of 
so  illustrious  a  Mason  and  patron  of  our  Order,  and  will  comport 
with  our  dignity  as  a  Grand  Body. 

Few  decisions  have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  Most  of 
them  were  in  accordance  with  well-known  law  and  need  not  be 
reported  here.  It  is  proper  to  bring  two  before  the  Grand 
Chapter  for  its  action. 

First— a  member,  having  asked  for  a  dimit,  recall  his  or 
her  appHcation  for  dimit,  and  retain  membership  in  the  Chapter 
after  the  dimit  has  been  granted  by  the  Chapter? 

Answer— ^o.  The  granting  of  the  dimit  by  the  Chapter  and 
the  record  of  same  on  the  minute  book  severs  the  membership, 
and  it  can  only  be  regained  by  petition  and  ballot. 

Second— li  the  Worthy  Matron  fails  to  inspect  the  ballot,  after 
the  Associate  Matron  has  announced  the  ballot  clear  or  dark,  as 
the  case  may  be,  but  proclaims  to  the  Chapter  that  the  candidate 
is  elected  or  rejected,  not  inspecting  the  ballot  herself,  merely 
taking  the  Associate  Matron's  word  for  it,  does  it  render  the 
ballot  null  and  void,  or  is  it  legal? 

Answer— ballot  is  not  void.  The  ballot  must  stand  as 
announced  by  the  Worthy  Matron  and  recorded  by  the  Secretary. 
The  irregularity  of  the  Worthy  Matron,  in  not  inspecting  the  bal- 
lot, can  not  deprive  the  candidate  of  his  or  her  right,  if  elected, 
nor  work  a  wrong  to  the  Chapter  if  unfavorable  to  the  candidate. 

This  last  question  shows  the  necessity  for  a  deeper  study  of 
the  ritual  and  the  importance  of  the  regular  attendance  of  the 
older  and  more  experienced  members  who  could  aid  by  their 
counsel  and  advice.  The  Worthy  Patron  of  this  Chapter  ought 
to  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Worthy  Matron  to  her  duty 
--  in  regard  to  the  inspection  of  the  ballot,  and  thus  prevented  an 
irregularity  in  the  work  and  a  necessity  for  this  question  and 
answer. 
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Many  letters  have  been  written  to  officers  and  members  of  the 
different  Chapters  in  our  jurisdiction,  giving  such  advice  and 
instruction  as  I  was  able,  asking  for  such  information  as  would 
enable  me  to  understand  the  condition  of  the  work  in  the  various 
Chapters.    Permit  me  to  return  thanks  to  all  for  the  uniformly 
kind,  sisterlv  and  brotherly  courtesy  in  which  all  have  responded. 
Throughout  this  entire  jurisdiction,  in  the  active  Chapters,  a 
good  kehng  prevails.     All  officers  and  members  seem  to  be 
gaining  a  higher  appreciation,  a  nobler  conception  of  the  sub- 
lime truths  which  our  Order  is  striving  to  inculcate  through  the 
teachings  of  our  Ritual  and  work.     Like  all  institutions  which 
seem  to  be  new  and  contrary  to  the  preconceived  notions  of 
mankind,  our  progress  has  been  slow.    Modest  in  our  assertions, 
feehng  that  the  merit  of  our  enterprise  would  overcome  opposi- 
tion as  its  purport  became  better  understood,  our  advance- 
ment has  been  all  that  a  healthy  growth  would  justify.  Some 
seed  has  fallen  by  the  wayside,  some  in  stony  places,  but,  to  our 
praise  and  gain,  other  seed  fell  into  good  ground  and  is  bringing 
forth  much  fruit:    and   thus  it  will  ever  be,  my  sisters  and 
brothers,  none  gather  all  they  sow.  Trials,  temptations  and  mis- 
fortunes will  come,  and  the  httle  flock  may  be  scattered  for  a 
time,  but  this  will  not  last. 

We  can  not  avoid  the  conclusion  that  much  of  the  opposition 
to  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  has  been  overcome.  This  has 
been  accomplished  through  a  spirit  of  love  and  womanly  endur- 
ance, which  will  make  our  Order  lasting  and  permanent.  Striv- 
ing not  for  self  emulation  and  individual  preferment,  but  to  build 
an  institution  wherein  woman  could  command  more  efficient 
help  and  enlarge  the  sphere  of  her  usefulness,  mankind  has  been 
satisfied  to  wonder,  admire,  and  now  accords  to  her  that  praise 
which  she  so  justly  deser^-es.  As  our  growth  becomes  more 
rapid,  and  our  numbers  increase,  our  task  will  become  more 
arduous  and  our  opportunities  for  doing  good  multiply.  Let  us 
study,  then,  how  we  can  best  Hghten  our  burdens  with  our 
increasing  usefulness.  Ascertain  what  will  most  readily  aid  us 
in  building  up  our  institution  so  as  to  make  it  all  that  our  most 
ardent  hopes  anticipate.  To  my  mind,  what  we  most  need  is 
practicability— common  sense.    My  experience  and  obser\'atioii 
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teaches  me  that  much  of  the  opposition  to  our  Order  arises,  not 
fronfi  jealousies  or  envy,  but  a  mutual  distrust  on  the  part  of  our 
male  members  of  the  practicability  and  possibility  of  woman  to 
maintain  an  Order  wherein  so  much  depends  upon  the  common 
sense  and  good  judgment  of  woman.  All  admit  that  woman  is 
generous,  kind,  and  a  necessary  adjunct  in  all  missions  of  love 
and  philanthropy ;  yet,  is  she  competent  to  take  upon  herself  the 
control  and  government  of  so  large  and  benevolent  an  insti- 
tution as  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  purports  to  be?  In  other 
words,  can  the  Order  be  maintained  under  its  present  Ritual  and 
management?  My  answer  is,  it  can.  To  accomplish  this  desira- 
ble result  it  is  necessary  that  woman  should  fit  herself  for  the 
work.  In  all  institutions  of  this  kind,  it  is  necessary  that  some 
should  govern  and  have  the  management  of  the  Order.  Those 
advanced  to  such  responsible  places  should  be  preeminently  fitted 
for  the  work  to  which  they  are  assigned.  They  should  be  per- 
sons of  enlarged  views  and  ideas ;  thoroughly  conversant  with 
the  nature,  aims  and  objects  of  our  Order,  and  possessed  of  a  zeal 
which  would  prompt  them  to  discharge  their  duties  faithfully. 
We  want  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  worldly  ways  and  worldly 
things.  The  Matrons  of  our  several  Chapters  should  be  pos- 
sessed of  fine  executive  abihty  and  well  versed  in  parHamentary 
law ;  a  ready  tongue,  and  of  quick  perceptive  faculties,  and  a 
generous,  noble  heart.  Her  rule  should  be  firm  but  kind,  and 
in  a  manner  calculated  to  produce  the  best  results.  I  feel,  too, 
that  much  of  the  success  of  our  Order  depends  upon  the  effi- 
ciency of  our  Secretaries.  They  should  not  be  able,  alone,  to 
write  up  the  proceedings  of  the  Chapter  meetings  in  a  neat,  legi- 
ble hand,  and  in  an  interesting  manner,  but  should  be  especially 
qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  of  collector  of  Chapter  dues. 
If  your  Secretary  is  an  able  financier,  a  good  collector,  and 
prompt  in  the  collections  of  dues  from  the  members,  you 
have  secured  that  Chapter  against  the  possibility  of  failure  during 
her  term  of  office.  I  find  in  nearly  all  the  Chapters  that  are  now 
weak  and  failing,  their  first  trouble  arose  from  the  non-payment 
of  dues.  This  can  be  greatly  obviated  by  having  a  kind, 
courteous,  yet  thoroughly  energetic  Secretary. 
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Our  Ritual  enjoins  upon  each  member,  who  assumes  the  re- 
sponsible position  of  an  office  in  the  Chapter,  the  duty  of  mem- 
orizing the  work  so  as  to  render  it  in  a  beautiful  and  instrucnve 
manner.  This  will  enable  the  Chapter  to  conduct  its  meetings 
with  pleasure  and  profit.  It  will  stimulate  the  members  to  be 
present  and  do  their  duty  towards  making  the  Chapter  meetings 
what  they  should  be.  Yet,  my  sisters,  the  officers  can  not  do 
all  the  work  alone,  much  is  left  for  the  members  themselves  to 
do. 

My  observation  teaches  me  that  much  of  the  trouble  in  keep- 
ing up  an  interest  in  Chapter  meetings  grows  out  of  the  want 
of  interest  manifested  by  the  sisters.  They  attend  one  or  two 
meetings.  The  work  and  talk  is  done  by  two  or  three  brothers 
present,  and  the  silent  sisters,  feeling  that  they  have  no  part  in 
the  matter,  soon  fail  to  attend.  My  sisters,  this  should  not  be. 
The  Eastern  Star  is  emphatically  a  woman's  organization,  con- 
ceived and  placed  on  foot  for  her  own  use  and  benefit.  Why 
not.  then,  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  offered.  Unloose 
vour  tongue  in  the  Chapter  room.  Whenever  a  question  comes 
up  for  discussion,  in  the  Chapter,  be  prepared  and  willing  to 
say  something.  Repeated  efforts  will  make  the  task  easy,  and 
vou  will  soon  be  surprised  to  learn  how  good  a  speech  you  can 
make.  Woman,  as  a  rule,  is  not  at  a  loss  for  an  idea,  nor  for 
words  to  express  it.  All  you  want  is  confidence.  Try  it.  my 
sisters,  and  you  will  find  your  interest  in  your  Chapter  work  will 
increase.  Let  there  be  no  longer  any  silent  sisters  in  the  Chap- 
ter room.  Under  the  head  of  the  Good  of  the  Order  an  oppor- 
tunity is  always  offered.  Avail  yourselves  of  it.  What  we  want 
is  active,  live  members.  Let  us  show  to  our  brothers  we  can 
talk  when  we  will,  and  that  to  the  point. 

Again,  it  is  not  wise,  it  is  not  just  to  the  Chapters,  that  the 
old  officers,  as  soon  as  the  new  are  installed  into  office,  abandon 
the  Chapter  room.  Remember  you  were  advanced  to  the  posi- 
tion you  have  just  vacated  on  account  of  your  seeming  fitness. 
If  useful  to  the  Chapter  and  Order  in  your  official  position,  much 
more  are  you  needed  after  your  term  of  office  has  expired. 
Give  the  members  and  officers  elect  the  benefit  of  your  presence 
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and  experience.  The  work  will  thus  not  be  left  wholly  to  inex- 
perienced, doubting  officers.  Your  duties  to  the  Order  do  not 
cease  with  your  term  of  office.  This  Order  is  to  be  made  per- 
petual. It  had  a  commencement,  but  let  it  have  no  end  until 
the  final  announcement,  "  time  shall  be  no  more."  New  mem- 
bers will  be  cheered  and  encouraged  by  your  presence,  and 
material  aid  will  be  at  hand  when  needed.  Let  us  see  to  it,  then, 
my  brothers  and  sisters,  that  you  who  lay  aside  the  badge  of 
office  do  not  abandon  the  Chapter  room  and  thus  weaken  and 
discourage  others. 

For  the  purpose  of  enlarging  and  strengthening  the  bonds  o^ 
our  holy  love,  and  fraternal  and  sisterly  union,  greetings  of  good 
cheer  and  invitations  to  be  present  at  the  present  session  of  our 
Grand  Chapter  were  sent  to  our  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron,  to 
the  Grand  Matrons  of  the  different  sister  jurisdictions,  and  to 
other  noted  members  of  our  Order  throughout  the  United  States. 
All  have  responded  by  letter,  and  better  still,  some  have  come  in 
person  to  gladden  our  hearts  and  cheer  us  in  our  good  work  by 
the  benefit  of  their  counsel  and  advice.  God  bless  all  honest, 
energetic  workers  in  our  noble  cause. 

Ever  since  my  connection  with  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
it  has  been  my  hope,  my  desire,  to  see  some  great  good  accom- 
plished— something  that  would  mark  our  standing  as  an  Order. 
To  be  able  to  do  some  practical  work  that  would  materially 
benefit  mankind,  should  be  more  to  us  than  merely  meet- 
ing in  the  Chapter  room  and  going  through  the  Ritualistic  work. 

Sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  notably  that  of  Illinois,  have  been 
aroused  to  the  importance  of  having  something  to  work  for ; 
something  to  employ  their  energies  and  build  up  a  monument 
which  will  be  to  the  praise  of  the  Order  and  secure  the  gratitude 
of  the  beneficiaries.  It  would  gratify  me  to  see  the  Order  in 
this  State  put  upon  such  a  financial  basis  as  would  enable  us  to 
organize  and  maintain  a  line  of  charitable  work  productive  of 
good.  We  do  much  in  a  silent  way,  such  as  visiting  the  sick 
and  caring  for  the  distressed,  yet  as  we  grow  in  strength  we 
should  lay  the  foundations  of  some  noble  enterprise  upon  whic^ 
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we  could  place  the  accumulations  of  coming  years  of  usefulness 
and  prosperity.  These  suggestions  come  to  us  from  those  high 
in  authority,  and  they  find  a  responsive  chord  in  my  heart. 
When  I  look  over  the  field  and  behold  the  great  amount  of  good 
we  can  do  in  the  world,  as  an  Order,  in  the  way  of  improving 
ourselves  and  society  generally,  by  cheering  the  sorrowful, 
assisting  the  needy,  stimulating  the  discouraged,  my  heart  longs 
for  the  means  to  carry  into  effect  these  noble  impulses.  Truly 
is  the  harvest  ready,  and  if  we  put  forth  the  proper  effort  wiU 
not  the  opportunity  occur?  Unselfish  loyalty  to  truth — a  pure 
and  disinterested  love— will  surely  point  out  the  way  by  which 
these  desirable  results  can  be  secured.  Let  us  keep  our  beacon 
fires  buring  that  those  not  of  us.  may  behold  our  virtues,  and 
thereby  be  induced  to  join  us  in  pushing  forward  this  glorious 
work. 

Permit  me  to  return  my  thanks  to  this  Grand  Chapter  for  the 
honor  conferred  upon  me  at  the  last  general  session.  My  regret 
is  that  your  choice  did  not  fall  on  one  more  worthy  and  capable 
of  discharging  the  duties  of  the  trust.  It  has  been  more  your 
loss  than  mine.  I  can  not  feel  like  one  of  our  brothers  in  a  sis- 
ter Grand  Chapter,  that  the  honors  have  been  mutual.

3.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  On  Pay-Roll. 

5.  On  Jurisprudence. 

6.  On  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

7.  On  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

8.  On  Foreign  Correspondence.

Tenth  Annual  Review. 


REPORT  ON  CORRESPONDENCE. 


To  the  Grand  Chapter^  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  Indiana: 

The  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Chapter  makes  it  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  to  "review  all  the 
printed  or  written  proceedings  emanating  from  other  Grand 
Chapters,"  and  custom  has  entailed  the  labor  of  doing  so  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee.  Agreeably  to  law  and  custom,  on 
behalf  of  the  Committee,  I  have  prepared  a  review  of  all  such 
proceedings  that  have  come  into  my  hands.  Some  of  these  pro- 
ceedings were  received  only  a  few  days  since,  and  the  time 
devoted  to  preparing  this  report  has  been  only  such  as  I  could 
spare  from  my  business  during  the  last  ten  days.  This  report 
contains  a  brief  review  of  the  proceedings  of  fifteen  Grand 
Chapters,  which  is  made  in  the  order  in  which  they  come  alpha- 
betically on  the  roll. 

ARKANSAS,  1884. 

Ninth  annual  meeting  held  at  Argenta,  October  28,  1884. 
The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  eleven 
Chapters  being  represented,  and  the  usual  complement  of  Grand 
Officers. 

A  few  paragraphs  in  the  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  have  a 
strangely  familiar  sound.  He  had  evidently  read  the  address  of 
the  Grand  Patron  of  Indiana  for  1882.  He  had  granted  six  dis- 
pensations to  organize  new  Chapters.  The  authority  to  grant 
such  dispensations  appears  to  reside  alike  in  the  Grand  Patron 
and  Grand  Matron,  for  the  latter  reports  one  dispensation 
granted  to  organize  a  Chapter.    This  dual  authority  must  be  of 
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doubtful  expediency,  and,  more  than  that,  a  Grand  Matron  is 
not  quaUfied  to  test  the  ehgibihty  of  all  the  petitioners.  The  ad- 
dress of  the  Grand  Matron  is  a  lengthy  document,  giving  in 
minutest  detail  all  of  her  official  acts  and  decisions,  and  clearly 
indicates  a  careful,  pains-taking  officer. 

Her  decisions,  with  one  exception,  were  approved  by  the 
Grand  Chapter,  the  exception  being  the  following  question  and 
answer. 

Fifth — What  is  necessary  to  maintain  a  good  standing  by  a 
member  holding  a  dimit?" 

Answer — By  paying  dues  to  the  Grand  Chapter  under  whose 
jurisdiction  they  live." 

This  answer  was  very  justly  disapproved.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  and  Returns  does  not  make  a  very 
favorable  showing  for  many  of  the  Chapters.  Of  the  thirty-eight 
Chapters  on  the  roll,  only  twenty-one  had  made  returns,  and 
only  eleven  were  represented  in  the  Grand  Chapter.  We  looked 
in  vain  for  some  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  regard  to  the 
delinquents.  A  little  wholesome  discipline  is  needed  in  such 
cases,  and  the  sooner  it  is  administered  the  better  it  will  be  for 
all  concerned.  Five  Chapters  under  dispensation  were  granted 
charters.  The  receipts  for  the  past  year  were  $336.04  ;  disburse- 
ments $154.55,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $181.49. 

The  Arkajisas  Beaco7i  was  adopted  as  the  official  organ  of  the 
Order.  Just  in  what  way  it  is  to  be  used  as  such  we  are  not 
advised. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  initiations  are  reported  by  the 
Chapters,  and  a  total  membership  of  825. 

No  Report  on  Correspondence,  but  a  promise  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  that  there  shall  be  one  this  year.  We  hope  the  prom- 
ise may  hold  good. 

All  the  principal  officers  were  re-elected.

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CALIFORNIA,  1884. 

The  Grand  Chapter  met  in  twelfth  annual  meeting,  in  San 
Francisco,  on  the  20th  of  October,  and  continued  its  sessions 
during  the  four  days  following.  The  proceedings  show  present 
at  the  opening  sixteen  Grand  Officers;  fourteen  Past  Grand 
Officers  entitled  to  seats,  and  ninety-seven  duly  accredited  repre- 
sentatives from  forty-nine  Chapters.  As  Past  Patrons  and  Past 
Matrons  are  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Golden  Gate 
Chapter  No.  i,  had  fifteen  representatives,  while  thirty  Chapters 
remotely  situated  had  each  only  one  representative.  From  our 
point  of  observation  this  looks  like  too  great  inequality  in  repre- 
sentation. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  a  business  paper  from  a 
clear-headed  man,  and  all  his  official  acts  and  decisions  were  ap- 
proved. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  a  much  more  lengthy 
document,  embracing  reports  from  ten  Deputy  Grand  Matrons 
for  their  respective  districts,  and  her  own  official  visits  to  a  large 
number  of  Chapters.  She  reports  the  organization  of  six  new 
Chapters,  had  written  over  four  hundred  letters,  and  had  devoted 
a  large  portion  of  her  time  during  the  year  in  the  interest  of  the 
Order.  Fortunate  is  the  Grand  Chapter  that  secures  the  services 
of  so  zealous  and  efficient  a  Grand  Matron. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  receipts  ^2,954.47  ; 
disbursements,  $1,159.15  ;  balance  in  treasury,  $1, 795-32- 

A  large  amount  of  business  was  presented  for  the  considera- 
tion bf  the  Grand  Chapter,  including  eight  propositions  to  amend 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  This  unusual  number  of 
proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  suggests  that  a  com- 
plete revision  of  that  instrument  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  Grand  Chapter. 

Among  the  amendments  passed,  the  one  conferring  upon  the 
Grand  Patron  exclusive  authority  in  the  organization  of  Chap- 
ters, and  to  decide  all  questions  of  law,  was  most  wise  and  ju- 
dicious, the  relationship  of  the  Order  to  Masonry  being  of  such

a  character  that  these  matters  can  best  be  determined  by  one  who 
is  a  member  of  both  institutions.  Another  amendment  that  was 
adopted,  requiring  members  of  the  Order  who  had  been  non- 
affiliated for  more  than  six  months,  to  pay  six  months'  dues  in 
addition  to  an  affihation  fee  before  their  petitions  for  member- 
ship shall  be  received  by  a  Chapter,  we  think  is  an  unwise  and 
unjust  law.  Having  determined  to  change  his  or  her  place  of 
residence,  a  member  applies  for  and  receives  a  dimit  from  the 
home  Chapter.  Six  months,  or  even  a  year  or  more,  may  elapse 
before  a  permanent  residence  is  obtained.  During  this  time  the 
brother  or  sister  has  enjoyed  none  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Chapter  membership,  and  may  have  had  no  opportunity  for 
even  visiting  a  Chapter.  Application  for  membership  is  made 
when  a  permanent  residence  is  established.  We  utterly  fail  to 
see  the  justice  of  a  special  tax  in  such  cases.  Chapters  should 
offer  every  inducement  possible  for  non-affiliates  to  regain  their 
membership  instead  of  placing  such  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
their  affiliation. 

The  Grand  Chapter  refused  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  ^.^ 
the  Grand  Matron  to  dispense  with  district   Deputy  Grand  < 
Matrons,  and  an  appropriation  of  ^500  was  made  to  defray  their 
expenses  in  visiting  Chapters  during  the  coming  year. 

The  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  was  raised  to  $500  per 
annum. 

The  statistics  show  619  initiations;  total  membership,  4,176. 

Brother  J.  E.  Whitcher,  Past  Grand  Patron,  presented  an  in- 
teresting Report  on  Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings 
of  thirteen  Grand  Chapters,  Indiana  for  1884  included.  The 
report  is  written  from  a  critical  standpoint,  and  is  not  so  much  a 
review  of  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Chapters  as  it  is  an  ex- 
pression of  the  writer's  own  opinion  upon  the  doings  of  others. 
These,  however,  are  presented  in  a  friendly  spirit,  and,  so  far, 
unobjectionable.  We  might  devote  a  large  space  to  replying  to 
them,  but,  unlike  Brother  Whitcher,  we  do  not  regard  that  to  be 
the  purpose  of  our  appointment. 
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The  proceedings  are  very  minute  in  details,  and  very  hand- 
somely printed.

CONNECTICUT,  1884. 

Eleventh  annual  session  was  held  in  Masonic  Hall,Winiamantic, 
October  8,  1884.  There  were  present  fourteen  Grand  Officers, 
four  Past  Grand  Officers  and  thirty-five  representatives  from 
fourteen  Chapters. 

The  addresses  of  the  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Patron  are 
short  and  principally  devoted  to  official  visits  to  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  77  initiations,  and  total  number 
of  members  i,45i- 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  reports  shows  receipts  ^131.89;  dis- 
bursements $131.33  ;  balance  in  treasury  $96.58. 

The  session  occupied  but  one  day,  most  of  the  committees  re- 
porting no  business  in  their  hands. 

Sister  Kate  L.  Tuttle,  Grand  Secretary,  presented  a  concise 
and  appropriate  Report  on  Correspondence,  reviewing  the  pro- 
ceedings of  thirteen  Grand  Chapters,  including  Indiana  for  1884. 
She  evidently  is  of  the  opinion  that  personal  criticisms  should 
not  be  a  prominent  feature  in  Reports  on  Correspondence.

ILLINOIS,  1884. 

Tenth  annual  session  was  opened  in  Germania  Hall,  Chicago, 
October  7,  1884,  there  being  present  fifteen  Grand  Officers,  six 
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Past  Grand  Officers,  ten  Past  Matrons  and  Past  Patrons,  and 
sixty-one  representatives  from  thirty-nine  Chapters.  The  Most 
Worthy  Grand  Matron  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  was  also 
present  as  a  visitor. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron,  which  covers  nearly  nine 
pages  in  the  printed  proceedings,  is  a  well-written  document, 
and  opens  with  some  good  thoughts  pertaining  to  the  Order. 
Her  answer  to  a  number  of  questions  are  reported,  all  of  which 
appear  to  be  correct,  and  they  were  approved  by  the  Grand 
Chapter.  She  reports  some  forty  visits  to  Chapters,  and  five 
hundred  and  twenty-three  letters  written  in  the  interests  of  the 
Order.  Such  zeal  and  labor  in  her  official  position,  doubtless, 
was  productive  of  many  good  results. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  covers  but  four  pages,  and 
is  devoted  principally  to  business.  He  reports  eleven  new 
Chapters  organized  during  the  past  year,  ten  of  which  received 
charters  from  the  Grand  Chapter.  He  had  sent  a  circular  letter 
to  the  Masters  of  over  four  hundred  Masonic  Lodges,  calling 
their  attention  to  the  Order,  with  a  view  to  the  organization  of 
a  Chapter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  each  Lodge.  Some  of  the 
new  Chapters  were  the  result  of  this  letter.  He  compliments  the 
Voice  of  Masonry.,  the  Masonic  Advocate.^  and  Brother  Engle, 
General  Grand  Secretary,  for  their  efforts  to  elevate  the  Order 
and  promote  its  best  interests. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  receipts  ^995.94,  and  the  Grand 
Treasurer  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  ^870.11. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  favoring  the  establishment  of  a  Home 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Master  Masons, 
and  a  committee  was  raised,  consisting  of  the  first  four  Grand 
Officers  and  all  Past  Grand  Matrons  and  Past  Grand  Patrons,  in 
reference  to  location,  plans,  etc.,  and  to  solicit  aid  for  the  en- 
terprise, and  to  report  at  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

At  the  third  day's  session.  Brother  Rob.  Morris  visited  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  was  received  with  the  grand  honors.  He 
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spoke  at  considerable  length  upon  the  design  and  progress  of 
the  Order,  and  the  benefits  woman  had  derived  from  it.  His 
address  was  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  records  and  printed 
with  the  proceedings. 

Subordinate  Chapters  were  recommended  to  contribute  each 
one  or  more  shares  to  the  "  Rob.  Morris  Memorial  Fund." 

Quite  a  large  amount  of  business  was  disposed  of,  most  of 
which  was  only  of  local  interest.  At  the  close  of  the  election  of 
officers,  the  retiring  Grand  Matron  was  presented  with  an  elegant 
Past  Grand  Matron's  jewel. 

Sister  Mrs.  Lydia  E.  Hotchkiss  presented  the  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence, reviewing  briefly  thirteen  Grand  Chapters,  includ- 
ing Indiana,  1884,  and  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  statistical  table  shows  fifty-six  Chapters,  599  initiations, 
and  2,699  total  membership.

IOWA,  1884. 

Seventh  annual  session  opened  in  Masonic  Hall  at  Grinnell, 
June  10,  1884,  with  fourteen  Grand  Ofificers  and  thirty-one  rep- 
resentatives from  twenty  Chapters. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  makes  a  half  page  in  the 
printed  proceedings.  Judging  from  the  address,  we  infer  that 
the  position  of  the  Grand  Patron  in  Iowa  is  not  a  laborious  one, 
as  he  appears  to  have  had  nothing  to  do.  He  evidently  was  not 
well  pleased  with  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  at 
San  Francisco,  excepting  in  the  election  of  Sister  Mathews  (of 
Iowa)  as  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron.  He  makes  a  confession, 
however,  that  no  one  will  probably  dispute  that  "  Your  delegates 
did  their  share  in  creating  the  turmoil  of  a  not  very  harmonious 
meeting." 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  an  excellent  one,  cover- 
ing about  ten  pages  in  the  proceedings.  Considerable  space, 
much  more  than  we  think  necessar}^  in  an  oilicial  report,  is 
devoted  to  visitations  and  travels  other  than  her  official  visits. 
If  we  make  this  criticism  here,  however,  we  desire  to  take  the 
edge  off  by  remarking  that  it  will  apply  to  the  addresses  of  Grand 
Matrons  pretty  generally.  We  ask  in  all  seriousness,  of  what  im- 
portance is  it  to  the  Grand  Chapter  where  a  Grand  Matron  has 
journeyed  ;  what  she  saw  in  her  travels  :  whom  she  met  at  differ- 
ent points  :  whose  guest  she  was  and  how  she  was  entertained, 
etc.,  etc.,  that  such  matter  should  burden  the  official  report? 

The  Grand  Matron  reports  three  new  Chapters  under  dispen- 
sation, and  three  old  Macoy  Chapters  reorganized.  As  the  con- 
stitution vests  the  authority  to  organize  new  Chapters  in  the 
Grand  Patron,  the  report  of  the  organization  of  these  Chapters 
should  have  come  from  him  and  not  from  the  Grand  ^latron. 

Among  the  dispensations  granted  by  the  Grand  rvlatron  we  no- 
tice two  to  change  the  time  for  holding  regular  meetings  of  Chap- 
ters :  also,  to  hold  business  meetings.  Another  dispensation 
reported  was  "To  all  Chapters  to  hold  two  regular  meetings  a 
month  instead  of  one,  deeming  it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Or- 
der." These  dispensations  were  granted  in  direct  violation  of  the 
Constitution  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  Regulation 
No.  7  reads  as  follows : 

*'7.  There  shall  be  one  regular  meeting  for  the  transaction  of  business  in 
each  lunar  or  calendar  month,  and  no  oftener  :  but  special  meetings  for  work 
or  any  other  purpose  than  business,  may  be  held  at  any  time  by  a  regulation 
or  vote  of  the  Chapter,  or  on  the  call  of  the  Matron." 

Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Grand 
Matron  to  "see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Order  are 
strictly  enforced." 

If  a  Chapter  desires  to  change  the  time  for  holding  its  regular 
meetings,  it  could  easily  have  done  so  by  amending  its  by-laws. 
This  would  have  been  the  proper  way  to  have  done,  and  not 
gone  to  the  Grand  Matron  for  a  dispensation  to  meet  at  some 
other  time  than  that  fixed  in  the  by-laws. 
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But  what  excuse  can  be  offered  for  granting  a  dispensation  to 
all  Chapters  to  hold  two  regular  meetings  a  month  instead  of  one, 
when  the  Constitution  expressly  provides  that  only  one  shall  be 
held?    The  reason  given  by  the  Grand  Matron  was,  "deeming 
it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Order."    Is  the  Constitution  of  a 
Grand  Chapter  to  be  set  aside  at  any  time  at  the  beck  of  a  Grand 
Matron  ?    Constitutions  are  the  foundation  of  the  government 
of  a  Grand  Chapter.    The  power  that  makes  one  can  change  it 
in  the  manner  provided,  whenever  the  best  interest  of  the  Order 
will  be  promoted  by  such  a  change.    A  Grand  Matron  has  no 
authority  to  permit  a  violation  of  the  Constitution,  or  any  regu- 
lations of  a  Grand  Chapter,  but  on  the  other  hand  she  has  sol- 
emnly obUgated  herself  to  support  and  maintain  them,  and  to 
require  hke  obedience  from  all  others  under  its  jurisdiction. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  receipts  ^334.12; 
balance  in  treasury,  ^151.39-  No  complete  statistical  report  is 
given. 

Brother  E.  B.  Dyke,  Grand  Secretary,  presented  the  Report 
on  Correspondence,  briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  ten 
Grand  Chapters  and  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  More  space 
is  devoted  to  Indiana  than  any  other  Grand  Chapter.

KANSAS,  1884. 

Eighth  annual  session  convened  in  Masonic  Hall,  Lawrence, 
March  11,  1884.  Present,  fourteen  Grand  Officers,  four  Past 
Grand  Officers,  twenty-five  delegates  from  sixteen  Chapters, 
fourteen  Past  Matrons,  four  Past  Patrons,  and  a  large  number  of 
visitors. 

The  addresses  of  the  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Patron  are 
excellent  papers,  full  of  good  thoughts,  and  not  over-burdened 
with  matters  of  special  interest  to  the  Grand  Chapter.  They 
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represent  the  Order  in  a  healthy,  growing  condition  in  that  juris- 
diction. Five  new  Chapters  were  organized  during  the  past 
year. 

The  sessions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  occupied  three  days  and 
evenings,  and  appeared  to  have  been  very  pleasant  and  profitable. 
Considerable  time  was  devoted  co  instruction  in  the  work,  and 
to  discussing  the  question  "How  can  a  Chapter  succeed  best  in 
creating  and  maintaining  a  general  interest  at  its  meetings  out- 
side of  the  regular  order  of  business?"  No  business  of  import- 
ance, other  than  the  usual  routine  of  business,  was  transacted. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  receipts,  $430.26, 
and  a  balance  of  $175.66  in  the  treasury. 

The  statistical  table  shows  142  initiations,  and  a  total  member- 
ship of  1,103. 

Sister  Mrs.  Myra  Mottram,  Grand  Secretary,  presented  an 
interesting  Report  on  Correspondence,  which  covers  eighteen 
pages  in  the  proceedings,  Indiana  receiving  her  full  share 

The  Grand  Chapter  closed  in  a  very  thankful  mood,  no  ess 
than  fifteen  resolutions  of  thanks  to  various  individuals  being 
spread  upon  the  records.

Eighth  annual  meeting  was  opened  in  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  Wor- 
cester, May  13,  1884.  Present,  fourteen  Grand  Officers;  fifty- 
three  representatives  from  ten  Chapters,  and  twenty-eight  visitors. 
Only  one  Chapter  not  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  brief,  and  is  devoted 
principally  to  her  official  visits  to  Chapters,  all  of  which  were 
visited  by  her  excepting  one.    No  official  acts  or  decisions  are 
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reported.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  also  brief.  Three 
special  dispensations  and  one  decision  comprise  his  official  acts 
so  far  as  reported. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  receipts,  $104.90; 
balance  in  treasury,  $39.59.  But  little  business  was  transacted, 
and  that  only  of  local  interest.  The  session  occupied  but  one 
day. 

Sister  S.  Ellen  Whitcomb  presented  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence, covering  thirteen  pages  in  the  proceedings.  We  regard  it 
as  the  best  report  we  have  read  thus  far  in  our  review,  as  it  is 
written  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  information  in  regard  to  the 
condition  of  the  Order  in  the  several  jurisdictions,  with  just 
enough  criticism  in  it  to  indicate  the  opinion  of  the  writer 
upon  mooted  points.  Badinage  and  repartee  between  members 
of  the  "  corps  reportorial,"  may  be  very  pleasing  to  them,  but  is 
of  no  great  value  to  Grand  Chapters. 

Number  of  initiations,  121,  and  total  membership,  909,  being 
a  net  gain  of  79.

MICHIGAN,  1884. 

Sixth  annual  session  was  held  at  Grand  Rapids,  October  8, 
1884,  it  being  also  the  eighteenth  anniversary  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  A^doptive  Masonry  of  Michigan. 
Present,  seventeen  Grand  Officers,  seventeen  Past  Grand  Offi- 
cers, and  twenty-two  representatives  from  sixteen  Chapters. 

The  addresses  of  the  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Patron  occupy 
about  two  pages  each,  being  confined  to  such  matters  as  were  of 
interest  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  these  were  briefly,  but  well 
presented.  The  Grand  Patron  reports  two  new  Chapters  organ- 
ized. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  receipts,  $314.50,  and  the  Grand 
Treasurer's  balance  on  hand,  $42.73. 
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In  the  proceedings  we  find  the  following : 

"The  Grand  Marshal  escorted  Bro.  B.  R.  Rose  to  the  East,  and  introduced 
him  to  the  Grand  Worthy  Matron,  who  in  turn  introduced  him  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  as  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and  he  was  welcomed  with  the  Grand  Honors. 

We  presume  this  is  a  mistake  of  the  Grand  Secretary  in  not 
giving  the  brother  his  proper  title  of  Associate  Grand  Patron. 
We  find  further  in  the  proceedings  that,  "  The  Grand  Chapter 
at  this  time  proceeded  to  the  exemplification  of  the  work  of  the 
Order,  by  initiating  Sister  Miss  Sarah  E.  McFarlane,  a  regular 
candidate. ' ' 

The  question  naturally  arises,  how  did  the  Grand  Chapter  obtain 
this  "regular  candidate  ?  "  A  regular  candidate  for  initiation  is 
one  who  has  petitioned  a  Chapter  and  has  been  elected  by  a  ballot 
to  receive  the  degrees.  We  find  no  such  proceedings  in  the 
Grand  Chapter.  Such  proceeding  would  have  been  unlawful, 
and  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  while 
convened  in  annual  session,  was  no  less  unlawful.  If  this  can- 
didate had  been  regularly  elected  by  a  Subordinate  Chapter,  and 
the  Grand  Officers  desired  to  confer  the  degrees  upon  her  for 
the  purpose  of  exemplifying  them,  they  should  have  gone  into 
that  Chapter  to  do  the  work. 

The  statistical  report  shows  92  initiations,  and  a  total  member- 
ship of  1,034. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  submitted  by  Sister  Mrs.  S.  L. 
Marsh,  is  good  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  reviews  only  eight  Grand 
Chapters,  Indiana  for  1884  being  one  of  them.

MINNESOTA,  1884. 

No  printed  report  of  proceedings  has  been  received,  but  the 
Grand  Secretary  has  kindly  furnished  us  an  abstract,  from  which 
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we  learn  that  the  sixth  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Hastings  on 
the  8th,  9th  and  loth  of  October,  1884,  six  Chapters  being  rep- 
resented. 

There  appears  to  have  been  considerable  wrangling  in  the 
Grand  Chapter  as  to  who  were  entitled  to  vote ;  who  should  ap- 
point certain  committees,  etc.  Appeals  from  the  decision  of  the 
presiding  officer  were  made,  divisions  called  for  on  putting  ques- 
tions, which  caused  great  confusion,  amid  which  a  motion  was 
made  to  adjourn,  which  was  put  by  the  Grand  Matron  and  de- 
clared carried ;  and  thus  ended  the  sixth  annual  meeting. 

By  referring  to  the  Constitution  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Minnesota,  we  find  a  rule  that  "All  business  and  re- 
ports must  be  disposed  of  before  the  session  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter is  closed,  except  such  as  lie  over  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution 
or  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Chapter."  The  Constitution 
provides  for  an  annual  election  of  officers,  and  also  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  Grand  Matron  to  "  See  that  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  Order  are  strictly  enforced."  The  place  for  holding 
an  annual  meeting  must  be  designated  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting.  None  of  this  business  had  been  disposed  of  when  the 
Grand  Matron  entertained  the  motion  for  adjournment  and  de- 
clared the  Grand  Chapter  adjourned. 

In  view  of  the  facts  here  presented,  we  can  but  regard  this 
Grand  Chapter  as  in  a  deplorable  condition.  Whoever  is  respon- 
sible for  this  state  of  affairs  has  assumed  a  grave  responsibility. 
The  way  out  of  this  complication  of  difficulties  is  not  clear.  We 
can  only  hope  that  better  counsels  may  yet  prevail,  the  cause  of 
trouble  be  removed,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  become  a  united 
and  harmonious  working  body,  true  to  its  own  interest,  and  the 
happiness  and  prosperity  of  all  within  its  jurisdiction. 

MISSOURI,  1884. 

Tenth  annual  meeting  opened  in  Masonic  Hall,  Hannibal, 
August  26,  1884.  Present,  e^'even  Grand  Officers,  two  Past 
Grand  Patrons,  three  Past  Grand  Matrons,  eighteen  representa- 
tives from  nine  Chapters,  and  a  large  number  of  Past  Patrons 
and  Past  Matrons  and  visitors. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  brief,  and  he  does  not 
speak  encouragingly  of  the  prospects  of  the  Order  in  that  State. 
He  reports  two  new  Chapters  organized.  He  does  not  believe 
in  Grand  Officers  returning  thanks  for  honors  conferred  on  them. 
And  he  says,  "while  I  acknowledge  it  is  a  high  honor  to  be 
Grand  Patron  of  this  Order,  in  this  State  or  any  other,  yet  I 
think  the  Chapter  is  equally  honored  by  my  accepting  and  filling 
the  position  so  faithfully. "  If  the  Grand  Chapter  was  of  the 
same  opinion  it  is  a  clear  case  of  "  honors  easy." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  also  brief.  Among  her 
decisions  we  find  one  that  a  daughter  of  a  Master  Mason  can 
join  the  Order  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years.  The  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  reported  that  "The  decision  is  law."  It  may  be 
in  Missouri,  but  such  is  not  the  general  law. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  receipts  $245.55  ; 
balance  in  treasury,  $243.45. 

The  business  transacted  was  only  of  local  interest.  The  table 
of  statistics  shows  125  initiations,  and  total  membership  892. 

Brother  John  R.  Parson,  Committee  on  Correspondence,  pre- 
sents his  apology  for  not  presentmg  his  usual  report,  the  valid 
excuse  being  a  lack  of  funds  for  printing.

Present,  fourteen  Grand  Officers,  twelve  Past  Grand 
Officers,  fifteen  Past  Matrons  and  Past  Patrons,  seventeen  rep- 
resentatives from  six  Chapters,  and  a  number  of  visitors. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  an  excellent  one,  cover- 
ing eleven  pages  in  the  proceedings,  and  abounding  in  good

'  thoughts  and  suggestions  for  the  good  of  the  Order.  It  would, 
however,  come  under  our  previous  criticism  of  reports  of  travels, 
entertainments,  etc.  She  very  sensibly  comes  out  squarely 
against  the  practice  in  that  jurisdiction  of  admitting  Master  Ma- 
sons by  being  obligated  without  having  been  regularly  proposed 
and  balloted  for,  and  initiated  in  regular  form. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  very  short,  he  having 
nothing  to  report. 

The  Associate  Grand  Patron  also  submitted  an  address,  most 
of  which  was  devoted  to  the  Ritual  of  the  Order.  He  is  not  sat- 
isfied with  the  wording  of  it  in  many  places,  and  we  think  his 
objections  are  well  taken.  The  changes,  however,  should  be 
made  by  a  careful  revision  of  the  Ritual  by  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  and  not  left  to  the  fancy  of  each  individual  member. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  receipts,  ^158.01  ; 
balance  in  treasury  ^96.86. 

No  business  of  general  interest  transacted,  and  no  table  of 
statistics  printed. 

Sister  Mrs.  Mary  Martin  presented  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence, reviewing  the  proceedings  of  only  seven  Grand  Chapters, 
one  of  which  is  Indiana.  Her  report  is  a  most  sensible  one, 
exhibiting  a  clear  conception  of  the  design  of  the  Order,  its 
true  position  in  connection  with  Masonry,  and  of  the  laws  by 
which  it  should  be  governed.  We  think  the  sister  would  make 
an  excellent  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron.

NEW  YORK,  1884. 

Fifteenth  annual  session,  held  in  the  city  of  New  York,  June 
3,  1884.    Present  eighteen  Grand  Officers;   twenty-two  Past 
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Grand  Officers;  twenty-seven  Past  Matrons;  eleven  Past  Pa- 
trons ;  forty-two  representatives  from  twenty-three  Chapters  and 
a  large  number  of  visitors. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  gives  in  minutest  detail  all 
his  official  acts  and  visits.  He  reports  one  case  of  special  as 
well  as  of  general  interest  to  the  Order,  as  pertaining  to  the  pre- 
rogatives of  a  Grand  Patron  and  the  duties  of  a  subordinate 
officer.  He  first  requested  and  then  ordered  the  Grand  Conduc- 
tress to  draw  up  and  forward  to  him  charges  against  a  brother 
who  was  a  Worthy  Patron  of  a  Chapter.  The  Grand  Conduc- 
tress having  no  knowledge  of  the  guilt  of  the  brother  against 
whom  she  was  required  to  bring  charges,  could  not  conscien- 
tiously consent  to  become  the  prosecutor  in  the  case,  and  de- 
clined to  have  anything  to  do  with  it.  For  this  refusal  the 
Grand  Patron  suspended  her  from  the  duties  of  her  office,  and 
so  much  of  his  address  as  pertained  to  this  matter,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances.  Almost  imme- 
diately after  this  matter  was  so  referred,  the  committee  submitted 
the  following  report : 

Your  Committee  would  most  respectfully  report  that  they,  having  had 
no  business  or  appeals  brought  before  them  for  advisement,  would  ask  that 
their  report  be  received  and  the  committee  discharged." 

On  motion  this  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted.  The  com- 
mittee, being  present  in  the  Grand  Chapter  when  the  matter  was 
i-eferred  to  them,  told  a  falsehood  in  their  report,  and  the  Grand 
Chapter  acted  one  in  adopting  it.  We  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying 
that  the  Grand  Patron  exceeded  his  authority  in  the  case,  and  we 
greatly  admire  the  spirit  of  the  Grand  Conductress  in  obeying 
the  dictates  of  her  own  conscience  rather  than  an  unwarrantable 
order  from  a  superior  officer,  while  we  as  greatly  deprecate 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  thus  virtually  upholding  a 
great  wrong  done  to  one  of  its  officers. 

The  Grand  Matron,  in  her  address,  showed  the  "courage  of 
her  convictions"  in  again  bringing  before  the  Grand  Chapter 
the  subject  of  making  the  Grand  Matron  the  presiding  officer, 
and  also  recognizing  and  forming  a  part  of  the  General  Grand 
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Chapter.  Her  arguments  in  favor  of  both  these  changes  were 
absolutely  unanswerable.  This  portion  of  her  address,  very  in- 
appropriately, was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and 
Grievances.  It  was  in  their  hands  when  the  Grand  Chapter 
accepted  their  report  that  nothing  had  been  brought  before  them. 
From  our  point  of  observation,  it  looks  as  though  this  committee 
was  converted  into  a  graveyard,  or  final  resting  place,  for  such 
papers  as  the  Distributing  Committee  thought  best  to  have  buried 
there  without  the  usual  formal  obsequies. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  receipts  $405.17; 
balance  in  treasury,  $38.03. 

Brother  Robert  Macoy  was  present,  and  asked  the  privilege  of 
exemplifying  a  '-'new  degree^''  which,  on  motion,  was  granted 
him,  and  he  proceeded  to  exemplify  the  degrees  of  the  ''Amar- 
anth,''' As  to  the  object  of  this  exempHfication  we  are  left  in 
doubt. 

A  proposition  to  amend  the  Constitution,  so  as  to  make  the 
Grand  Matron  the  principal  officer,  was  submitted  and  laid  over 
for  one  year. 

The  statistical  report  shows  171  initiations,  and  a  total  mem- 
bership of  1,279. 

A  Report  on  Correspondence  was  submitted,  signed  by  the  three 
members  of  the  committee,  briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of 
thirteen  Grand  Chapters,  Indiana  for  1883  included.

TEXAS,  1884. 

A  convention  of  delegates  from  the  several  Chapters  holding 
charters  from  the  General  Grand  Chapter  was  called  to  meet  at 
Fort  Worth,  on  the  5th  of  May,  1884,  for  the  purpose  of  organ- 
izing a  Grand  Chapter  for  the  State  of  Texas.    At  that  time 
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there  were  ten  Chapters  in  the  State,  but  only  six  of  them  were 
in  working  order.  Only  four  of  these  Chapters  were  represented 
in  the  convention,  the  delegates  from  the  other  two  being  unable 
to  reach  Fort  Worth,  the  railroads  not  being  in  a  condition  for 
travel. 

The  preliminary  work  of  organizing  the  Grand  Chapter,  how- 
ever, was  proceeded  with,  and  the  same  having  been  consented 
to  by  the  other  two  Chapters,  on  the  2 2d  of  July  the  Grand 
Chapter  was  declared  regularly  organized. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was  held  at 
Fort  Worth,  October  14,  1884,  six  Chapters  being  represented. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  ten  new  Chapters  organized  un- 
der the  Grand  Chapter,  and  that  there  was  then  nineteen  live 
Chapters  on  the  roll.  His  report,  however,  shows  that  only 
thirteen  of  these  had  made  their  returns  to  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  only  nine  had  paid  their  Grand  Chapter  dues.  The 
thirteen  Chapters  reporting  show  a  total  membership  of  390. 
With  the  admonition  to  "make  haste  slowly,"  and  thus  build 
upon  a  permanent  foundation  that  will  insure  a  healthy  growth, 
we  greet  our  youngest  sister  Grand  Chapter  with  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship,  and  extend  her  our  best  wishes  for  the  future.

Much  of  her  time  had  been  devoted  to 
visiting  Chapters,  and  assisting  them  in  every  way  possible. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  an  able  one,  containing 
many  excellent  thoughts.  He  urges  upon  the  Grand  Chapter 
the  importance  of  becoming  connected  with  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  but  his  words  appear  to  have  fallen  on  stony  ground. 
He  reports  the  organization  of  two  new  Chapters. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  receipts  ^76.15; 
balance  in  treasury, 

The  statistical  table  shows  45  initiations,  and  a  total  member- 
ship of  516. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  submitted  a  form  of  "  Code 
for  Trials,"  prepared  by  the  Grand  Patron,  which  was  approved 
by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Sister  Mrs. 
O.  J.  Stowell,  and  an  open  meeting  was  held  in  the  evening  for 
the  reading  of  it.  The  report  is  an  interesting  one,  reviewing 
the  proceedings  of  eight  Grand  Chapters  and  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.    Indiana,  for  some  cause,  is  omitted.

GRAND  PATRON'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Grand  Patron  read  and  submitted  the  foUov^ing  an- 
nual address,  to-wit: 

Sisiers  and  Brothers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

We  are  again  assembled,  agreeably  to  our  Constitution,  to 
record  the  important  transactions  of  the  year  and  legislate  for 
our  future  welfare. 

As  an  organized  body,  we  are  associated  together  that  we  may 
^'  aid,  comfort  and  protect  each  other  in  the  journey  through  the 
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labyrinth  of  human  Hfe,"  ever  mindful  of  our  dependence  upon 
the  source  of  all  wisdom,  to  whom  we  pray  that  His  blessing  may 
rest  upon  our  labors. 

It  is  good  to  consider  the  experience  of  others,  and  profit  by 
their  knowledge  and  example.  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  ben- 
efits derived  from  the  annually  recorded  experience  of  my  pre- 
decessors, and  thank  my  associate  officers  and  Past  Grand  Offi- 
cers for  their  courtesies  extended  and  cheerful  assistance  ren- 
dered in  our  humble  efforts  to  make  this  institution  worthy  of  the 
protection  and  support  of  all  good  Masons. 

We  meet  as  a  Grand  Body  after  a  year  of  perhaps  unprece- 
dented quietude  in  the  history  of  the  Order.  Peace  and  har- 
mony prevails.  The  Order  is  steadily  increasing  in  membership. 
The  general  laws  seem  to  meet  every  requirement  for  the  suc- 
cessful government  of  the  Order.  I  know  of  no  legislation  to 
recommend. 

As  members  of  the  Order  working  together  for  the  common 
good,  I  believe  the  performance  of  our  duties  to  each  other, 
which  are  simply  labors  of  love,  must  bring  peace  and  prosperity 
to  crown  our  efforts  with  success. 

The  practice  of  those  sublime  virtues  which  illustrate  and  adorn 
the  lives  of  the  heroines  of  our  Order,  united  with  Masonic  en- 
deavors in  promulgating  the  principles  of  Brotherly  Love,  Relief 
and  Truth,  is  rapidly  removing  the  objections  urged  against  the 
Rite,  and  we  may  confidently  expect  that  in  the  near  future  Ma- 
sons generally  will  seek  admission  into  this  Fraternity,  "dedi- 
cated to  Charity,  Truth  and  Loving- Kindness."  When  it  is 
known  to  the  unprejudiced  Mason  that  the  purpose  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star  is  to  give  practical  effect  to  one  of  the  be- 
neficent purposes  of  Freemasonry — that  is  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  the  wives,  daughters,  mothers,  widows  and  sisters  of  Master 
Masons — he  will  no  longer  withhold  his  aid  from  so  good  and  so 
noble  an  Order. 

The  official  correspondence  has  not  been  very  large.    It  has 
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been  a  source  of  pleasure  to  me  and  I  hope,  profitable  to  all  con- 
cerned. 

Four  Chapters  have  been  constituted  during  the  year. 

x\pril  14,  1885,  I  appointed  Past  Grand  Patron  WilHs  D.  Engle, 
my  deputy,  to  constitute  Providence  Chapter  No.  59,  and  in- 
stall the  officers,  which  duty  he  performed  April  27,  1885. 

April  24,  1885,  I  appointed  Brother  Charles  W.  Armstrong,  of 
Booneville,  my  deputy,  to  constitute  Gentryville  Chapter  No.  57, 
and  install  the  officers.  May  7,  1885,  he  wrote  me  that  he  had 
visited  Gentryville,  by  appointment,  but  failed  to  meet  the  Chap- 
ter, the  train  having  been  late.  Brother  Armstrong  afterward  de- 
clined to  serve  as  special  deputy,  and  July  22,  1885,  Sister  Net- 
tie Ransford,  Past  Grand  Matron,  was  appointed,  but  owing  to 
her  time  being  engaged  she  dechned  ;  and  July  31,1  appointed 
Brother  William  H.  Smythe,  to  act  as  such  deputy.  August  the 
19th  he  wrote  me  that  on  the  6th  of  August  he  had  constituted 
Gentryville  Chapter  No.  57,  with  a  membership  of  thirty-four 
present.     "  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  this  Chapter  will  succeed." 

April  24,  1885,  Brother  George  C.  Borland  was  appointed  my 
deputy  to  constitute  Pierceton  Chapter  No.  56,  and  install  the 
officers.  May  27th  Brother  Borland  reported  that  he  had  con- 
stituted the  Chapter  on  May  20th  and  was  pleased  to  say  that  "  he 
had  no  doubt  but  this  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  best  working 
Chapters  in  this  Jurisdiction." 

May  5,  1885,  I  constituted  Fidelity  Chapter  No.  58,  at  Lo- 
gansport,  and  installed  the  officers.  This  Chapter  is  well  officered 
and  will,  I  believe,  soon  rival  her  sister  Chapters  in  good  work 
and  membership. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

January  24,  1886,  a  dispensation  was  granted  to  organize  a 
Chapter  at  Winchester,  Randolph  county,  to  be  known  as  Win- 
chester Chapter,  with  the  following  officers:  Sister  Lizzie  W. 
Monks,  Worthy  Matron  ;  Brother  Albert  O.  Marsh,  Worthy  Pa- 
tron, and  Sister  Sarah  M.  Marsh,  Associate  Matron.    I  appointed 
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Brother  Willis  D.  Engle  as  my  deputy  to  organize  this  Chapter, 
which  he  did  on  the  29th  day  of  January,  1886.  In  his  Report, 
Brother  Engle  says,  "This  Chapter  is  composed  of  the  best  ma- 
terial in  the  city,  and  being  well  ofificered,  will  I  think  be  a  suc- 
cess." 

February  5,  1886,  I  issued  a  dispensation  for  the  organization 
of  a  Chapter  at  Oakland  City,  Gibson  county,  to  be  known  as 
Gibson  Chapter,  with  the  following  named  persons  as  officers : 
Mrs.  J.  A.  Crow,  Worthy  Matron  :  Brother  W.  J.  McGowan, 
Worthy  Patron,  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  West,  x\ssociate  Matron.  I  ap- 
pointed Brother  Willis  D.  Engle  as  special  deputy  to  organize  this 
Chapter.  But  on  account  of  the  loss  of  the  Masonic  Hall  by 
fire  this  Chapter  has  not  been  organized. 

I  have  visited  six  Chapters,  viz.  :  Queen  Esther,  Evening  Star, 
Crescent,  Loyal,  Hope,  and  Rose  Chapters.  Upon  each  occa- 
sion I  was  received  with  all  the  honors  due  the  ofifice  of  Grand 
Patron,  and  the  kindest  attentions  were  paid  me  during  my 
visit.  At  each  Chapter  other  Grand  Officers,  or  Past  Grand 
Officers,  and  visitors  from  other  Chapters  were  present.  I  hope 
the  good  produced  by  such  visits  may  equal  the  pleasure  derived 
in  making  them.  I  wish  here  to  thank  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Chapters  visited  for  their  courtesy  and  hospitality. 

You  have  conferred  upon  me  the  highest  honors  of  the  Order. 
For  this  let  me  express  my  gratitude.  My  successor  will  find 
himself  supported  by  willing,  earnest  workers  for  the  advance- 
ment of  our  benevolent  and  beneficent  Order.  May  the  tenets 
and  teachings  of  the  Order  prevail  throughout  this  entire  Juris- 
diction. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  twelfth  annual  convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.

GRAND  MATRON'S  ADDRESS. 

Sister  Clara  B.  Kendall,  Grand  Matron,  read  and  sub- 
mitted the  following  annual  address : 
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Sisters,  Brothers  and  Visitors  : 

I  bid  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  this  the  twelfth  annual  session 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  the 
State  of  Indiana. 

April  Eighteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five,  April  Eighteen  Hun- 
dred and  Eighty-six!  and  a  year  has  past  as  a  tale  that  was  told. 
'Tis  thus  the  whirHgig  of  time  brings  round  its  joys  and  sorrows. 
It  is  indeed  a  very  great  pleasure  to  see  so  many  familiar  faces 
here  this  morning,  and  a  source  of  sadness  that  even  one  should 
be  missed  from  our  number. 

It  seems  but  yesterday  since  we  parted  from  this  Chapter 
room,  and  each  went  forth  to  fight  the  battles  of  life  anew,  not 
knowing  what  of  good  or  ill  the  future  held  in  store,  and  yet 
time  with  his  ruthless  reaping  has  garnered  unto  himself  twelve 
full  months  of  our  precious  time,  and  whether  we  have  employed 
this  period  so.  as  to  merit  the  welcome  approbation  :  "Well  done, 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant!"  or  not,  is  a  question  for  each 
one  to  answer  for  himself  and  herself. 

As  we  come  to-day  to  the  twelfth  station  in  our  labyrinth  as  a 
Grand  Chapter,  it  is  but  fitting  that  we  should  pause  and  indulge 
in  retrospection  for  a  time.  Have  we  all,  and  especially  as 
women,  exerted  ourselves  to  the  utmost  to  achieve  a  higher 
standard  for  our  beautiful  Order,  through  the  cultivation  and 
education  of  the  talents  which  God  has  given  us?  Or  have  we 
rather  followed  the  example  of  the  slothful  servant  and  hid  them 
away?  Have  we  labored  assiduously  to  prepare  ourselves  to 
fulfill  the  better,  whatever  duties  might  devolve  upon  us?  These 
are  questions  of  the  utmost  importance  and  should  claim  our 
earnest  thought. 

-  I  am  assured  that  the  work  in  the  several  Chapters  throughout 
the  State  has  been  done  almost  entirely  without  the  aid  of  Rituals, 
that  the  officers  have  all  taken  a  commendable  pride  in  their 
work,  that  there  is  a  unity  and  harmony  of  feeling,  and  a  one- 
ness of  purpose  existing  to  a  remarkable  degree,  which  are  in- 
deed gratifying  facts,  and  yet,  aside  from  the  Rituahstic  part  of  the 
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work,  there  are  a  great  many  other  and  very  important  consider- 
ations which  should  claim  a  portion  of  our  time  and  attention, 
some  of  which  are  Punctuality,  Method,  Prudence,  Tact,  Patience 
and  Forbearance,  and  that  Fidelity  to  the  principles  of  right  and 
truth  which  would  make  us  as  self-sacrificing  ■d.^Adah^  the  Moun- 
tain Maid  of  Gilead. 

A  devotion  to  the  principles  of  honor  and  justice,  as  strong 
as  that  of  Ruth,  the  sweet  gleaner  of  Bethlehem. 

A  spirit  of  daring  to  do  the  right  in  the  face  of  danger,  as  com- 
mendable as  that  of  Esiher,  our  noble  and  true-hearted  Queen  of 
Persia. 

An  implicit  faitn  in  Him,  who  doth  not  scorn  the  petitions  of 
the  humblest,  as  strong  and  abiding  as  was  that  of  Martha^  the 
faithful  and  loving  sister,  and  over  and  above  all  we  should  be 
governed  by  that  love  which  was  exeaiplified  by  the  life  oi  Electa^ 
the  tender  counsellor  and  friend  of  God's  poor.  A  love  which 
is  charitable,  gende  and  truthful,  which  always  turns  the  brighest 
side  of  things,  it  sees  the  glory  in  the  glass,  the  sunshine  in  the 
flower,  it  encourages  happy  thoughts,  it  costs  nothing  and  yet  is 
invaluable  ;  even  its  sorrows  are  linked  with  pleasure  and  its  very 
tears  are  sweet,  but  best  of  all  it  will  enable  us  each  and  all  to 
adopt  the  Golden  Rule  as  our  daily  guide  and  help  through  life. 

Punctuality  is  everywhere  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  emi- 
nent business  qualities,  and  we  all  realize  how  utterly  impossible 
it  would  be  to  successfully  carry  on  any  business  enterprise,  or 
home  undertaking,  without  a  strict  adherence  to  the  same,  and 
yet  I  think  we  too  often  forget  its  vital  importance  in  our  Chapter 
work. 

Method  or  system  is  of  equal  importance  in  our  work,  it 
demands  punctuality,  neatness,  and  their  kindred  attributes,  it 
brings  order  out  of  chaos  and  insures  peace,  comfort  and  pros- 
perity. 

Tact,  which  I  have  mentioned  before,  says  one  of  our  great 
writers,  is  an  intuitive  art  of  manner  which  carries  one  through 
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a  difficulty  better  than  talent  or  knowledge  Talent  is  power,  tact 
is  skill.  Talent  knows  what  to  do,  tact  knows  how  to  do  it. 
Talent  is  wealth,  while  tact  is  ready  money,  and  yet  I  am  sure  we 
fail  to  realize  how  often  this  subde  art  is  brought  into  requisition 
in  our  Chapter  work,  or  of  how  great  importance  it  is  to  us. 
The  person  who  possesses  this  gift,  or  can  acquire  it,  is  fortu- 
nate indeed.  I  might  go  on  and  mention  an  innumerable  number 
of  these  every-day  principles  and  habits  of  business  and  home 
life,  but  it  is  not  necessary ;  they  are  as  familiar  to  us  all  as  the 
lessons  of  our  childhood.  There  is  one  principle,  however,  that 
we  should  all  strive  to  emulate,  and  that  is  to  perform  faithfully 
and  to  the  best  of  our  ability  whatever  duty  falls  to  our  lot.  We 
can  not  all  be  Matrons  or  Patrons,  but  the  person  who  fills  the 
humblest  office  with  dignity  and  pride,  and  strives  to  excel  in 
that  duty,  is  entitled  to  as  much  honor  as  the  artist  who  paints 
a  picture,  or  the  author  who  writes  a  book. 

The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is,  comparatively  speaking,  in 
its  infancy,  and  yet  what  wonderful  results  have  been  achieved 
in  this  short  period  of  time,  and  what  may  we  not  predict  for 
its  future  ?  We  find  from  history  that  the  Order  of  Operative 
Masons  has  existed  from  time  immemorial,  but  the  grand  and 
noble  fraternity  of  the  present  day,  the  Order  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  has  only  had  an  existence  for  little  more  than 
a  century,  and,  we  might  say,  has  only  been  in  successful  opera- 
tion during  the  present  century.  When  we  look  about  us  and  see 
what  a  power  for  good  this  body  has  exerted  in  such  a  compara- 
tively short  time,  I  think  we  ought  to  feel  encouraged  to  work  for 
our  own  beautiful  Order  with  a  renewed  zeal.  I  can  not  but 
beheve  that  ere  another  century  shall  have  passed  away  all  preju- 
dice against  the  Order  will  have  been  overcome,  other  degrees 
added  as  necessity  requires,  just  as  they  have  been  in  the 
Masonic  and  other  Orders,  and  the  Eastern  Star  will  shine  as  a 
beacon  light  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  exerting  a  power 
for  good  second  not  even  to  our  noble  Brotherhood.  Why  should 
it  not  be  so?  "Woman's  heart  beats  responsive  to  the  same 
inspiration  that  prompts  man  to  noble  deeds." 
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DECEASED  MEMBERS. 

Scarcely  had  the  Grand  Chapter  closed  its  last  session  before 
the  grim  messenger  of  death  stalked  forth  in  our  midst,  and 
claimed  one  of  our  number  for  his  own,  Mrs.  Lucinda  Smith, 
Right  Worthy  Associate  Grand  Matron,  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  who  died  at  her  home  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  on  the 
evening  of  May  13,  1885.  It  was  not  my  pleasure  to  know  the 
deceased  personally,  but  from  what  I  can  ascertain  of  her  life, 
in  the  death  of  Sister  Smith  the  Order  must  mourn  one  of  its 
most  earnest  and  zealous  workers. 

I  have  also  to  record  the  death  of  Sister  Davis,  wife  of  Dr. 
Davis,  of  Indianapolis,  and  member  of  Queen  Esther  Chapter, 
who  died  at  her  home  on  January  28th,  and  was  buried  at  Rich- 
mond. She  was  a  faithful  mother,  a  loving  wife,  and  in  the 
Order  she  exemplified  the  life  of  a  true  Electa. 

We  are  also  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  Brother  John  B. 
Kane,  Past  Patron  of  Rose  Chapter  No.  36,  and  also  for  years  a 
member  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  who  died  at  his  home  June  17, 
1885,  whose  death  the  Order  loses  one  of  its  most  zealous 

members. 

We  are  assured  by  their  lives  that  these  members  have  gone 
to  join  the  Grand  Chapter  above,  whose  session  is  eternal,  and 
and  where  partings  never  come,  and  while  we  revere  their 
memory,  let  us  not  forget  to  emulate  the  virtues  that  adorned 
their  lives.  Perhaps  others  have  been  called  home,  but  the  above 
are  all  that  have  been  reported  to  me  during  the  year. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

I  appointed  Brother  Thomas  F.  Dryden  a  committee  of  one  to 
secure  the  effects  of  the  late  Clayton  Chapter  No.  16,  which  was 
promptly  responded  to,  and  the  charter  and  other  effects  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

I  appointed  Brother  A.  J.  McCutcheon  to  secure  and  forward 
to  the  Grand  Secretary  the  charter  and  effects  of   late  Cen- 
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tennial  Chapter  No.   33,  at  Evansville,  which   was  also  re- 
sponded to. 

I  deputized  Brother  James  E.  Graham  to  collect  and  forward 
the  charter  and  effects  of  Summit  City  Chapter  No.  45,  at  Fort 
Wayne,  which  was  promptly  responded  to. 

I  appointed  Brother  J.  D.  Fisher  to  collect  and  forward  the 
charter  and  effects  of  late  Columbia  Chapter  No.  11,  at  Patoka, 
which  was  not  responded  to. 

DISPENSATIONS  GRANTED. 

January  21,  1886,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Rose  Chapter 
No.  36,  at  Delphi,  to  elect  a  Worthy  Patron. 

I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Brookville  Chapter  No.  40,  to  in- 
stall their  officers  on  February  2d. 

February  5,  a  dispensation  was  applied  for  by  Bloomingsburg 
Chapter  No.  46,  for  the  election  and  installation  of  their  officers, 
which  was  promptly  granted. 

Granted  a  dispensation  to  Kewanna  Chapter  No.  52,  to  elect 
and  install  their  officers  on  March  17. 

Numerous  other  dispensations  of  minor  importance  have  been  . 
applied  for  during  the  year,  and  whenever  in  accordance  with  , 
the  laws  of  the  Order,  have  been  promptly  granted. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  past  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
in  regard  to  Jonesboro  Chapter  No.  21.  be  rescinded  and  their 
charter  arrested,  as  they  have  made  no  efforts  whatever  to  meet 
the  Grand  Chapter  requirements  or  fulfill  their  obligations  to  the 
same. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  charter  of  Friendship  Chap- 
ter No.  32,  be  annulled,  as  they  have  failed  to  make  any  report 
or  pay  Grand  Chapter  dues  for  two  years. 
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I  would  recommend  that  the  dispensations  of  Booneville  and 
Lynnville  Chapters,  be  canceled,  as  they  have  failed  to  make  any 
report,  or  in  any  way  come  up  to  the  Grand  Chapter  require- 
ments. 

I  would  recommend  or  suggest  that  this  Grand  Chapter  appeal 
to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  to  so  change  or  amend  the  rules 
as  to  make  the  officers  in  the  Grand  Chapters  and  Subordinate 
Chapters  consistent,  as  it  is  decidedly  awkward  to  convene  a  body 
having  eighteen  officers,  only  fourteen  of  whom  have  any  specific 
duty.  I  have  no  doubt,  as  the  Grand  Matrons  who  preceded 
me,  have  been  subjected  to  the  same  embarrassment,  that  they 
fully  realize  the  importance  of  some  legislation  on  the  subject. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  prepare  and  have  printed,  in  connection  with  the 
Grand  Chapter  proceedings  this  year,  a  digest  of  all  the  decisions 
rendered  since  the  organization.  This  matter  has  been  before 
the  Grand  Chapter  once  or  twice  before,  but  owing  to  lack  of 
funds  no  action  was  taken.  I  sincerely  hope,  however,  that  now 
our  coffers  are  sufficiendy  well-filled  to  admit  of  the  outlay,  as  it 
would  be  invaluable  to  those  who  are  inaccessible  to  the  past 
records  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

DECISIONS. 

Question  i — Can  the  daughter  of  a  Master  Mason  who  is  mar- 
ried to  a  man  not  a  Mason  become  a  member  of  the  Order  of  the 
the  Eastern  Star  ? 

Answer — She  can. 

Question  2 — Has  the  sister  of  a  Master  Mason  who  is  married 
to  a  man  not  a  Mason  the  right  to  receive  the  degrees  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  ? 

Answer — She  has. 

Question  3 — Is  the  half  sister  of  a  Master  Mason  eligible  to 
receive  the  degrees  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star? 
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Answer — This  question  was  decided  in  the  negative  in  1880, 
and  the  decision  approved  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  same 
year. 

Question  4 — Has  the  Worthy  Patron  the  power  or  right,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Worthy  Matron  and  Associate  Matron,  to  call  any 
member  present  to  the  station  of  Worthy  Matron  after  the  Chap- 
ter has  assembled  and  he  remains  in  his  own  station  ? 

Answer — He  has  the  power  and  right  to  fill  all  vacancies 
according  to  Section  4,  page  19,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
the  government  of  Subordinate  Chapters. 

Question  5 — If  a  sister  marries  a  man  who  is  not  a  Mason  can 
she  retain  her  membership  in  the  Order  as  before  ? 

Answer — She  can. 

Question  6 — Who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  East  ? 

Answer — In  State  Grand  Chapters :  Past  or  Present  Most 
Worthy  Grand  Matrons  and  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patrons  ;  Past 
and  Present  Grand  Matrons  and  Grand  Patrons.  In  Subordi- 
nate Chapters:  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matrons  and  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Patrons  ;  Grand  Matrons  and  Grand  Patrons ;  Matrons 
and  Patrons,  all  Past  or  Present. 

Question  7 — To  whom  should  Grand  Honors  be  given? 

Answer — In  State  Grand  Chapters  :  Past  or  Present  Most  Wor- 
thy Grand  Matrons  and  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patrons  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  and  Past  or  Present  Grand  Matrons  and 
Grand  Patrons  of  the  State  Grand  Chapters.  In  Subordinate 
Chapters :  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matrons  and  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Patrons  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Matrons  and 
Grand  Patrons  of  the  State  Grand  Chapters — and  Matrons  and 
Patrons  of  Subordinate  Chapters — all  Past  or  Present. 

Question  8 — Can  aiiy  Chapter  receive  the  petition  of  a  person 
who  lives  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Chapter  without  the 
consent  of  said  Chapter? 
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Answer — It  can  not. 

Question  9— Is  the  daughter  of  an  unaffiliated  Mason  ehgible 
to  receive  the  degrees  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star? 

Answer — According  to  Section  5,  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  the  Government  of  Subordinate  Chapters, 
she  is  not. 

CHAPTERS  VISITED. 

Last  June  while  on  a  visit  to  friends  in  Terre  Haute  I  was 
tendered  a  reception  at  the  house  of  Sister  Insley,  by  the  members 
of  Terre  Haute  Chapter,  where  a  dehghtful  evening  was  spent, 
and  on  Tuesday  evening  June  16,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting 
the  Chapter  in  their  Chapter-room  while  in  session.  I  found 
them  surrounded  by  everything  to  make  their  work  pleasant  and 
efficient.  They  again  carry  off  the  palm  in.  point  of  numbers, 
being  by  all  odds  the  largest  Chapter  in  the  State.  They  are  in- 
defatigable in  their  efforts  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  and  the 
prosperity  they  so  richly  deserve,  surely  attends  them,  as  they 
have,  besides  meeting  all  necessary  expenses  during  the  past 
year,  bought  and  paid  for  a  beautiful  piano  for  their  Chapter-room. 

August  31,  by  invitation  and  in  company  with  the  Grand  Pa- 
tron, Grand  Lecturer,  and  a  delegation  of  five  members  from 
Rose  Chapter,  of  Delphi,  I  visited  Chnton  Chapter  No.  6,  at 
Frankfort.  The  meeting  was  in  the  nature  of  an  anniversary 
celebration.  A  brief  history  of  the  Order  was  prepared  and  read 
by.  the  Patron.  An  address  was  given  by  the  Grand  Lec- 
turer, short  speeches  by  the  other  visitors  and  several  members 
of  Clinton  Chapter — interspersed  with  beautiful  selections  of  mu- 
sic— after  which  refreshments  were  served,  and  a  good  social 
time  had.  I  found  Clinton  Chapter  well  officered  and  full  of 
interest  in  their  work. 

September  9,  I  went  to  South  Bend  by  invitation,  but  owing 
to  the  illness  of  several  of  the  officers,  and  much  to  the  regret  of 
all,  the  Chapter  failed  to  convene,  but  instead,  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  quite  a  number  of  the  members  at  the  home  of  the 
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Matron,  Sister  France,  and  from  inquiry  I  find  that  they  are  folly 
sustaining  their  former  reputation  for  good  work  as  well  as  inter- 
est in  the  Order. 

September  18,  upon  invitation,  and  in  company  with  the  Grand 
Patron,  I  visited  Queen  Esther  Chapter,  at  Indianapolis,  and 
was  entertained  in  their  usual  royal  manner.  We  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  seeing  the  work  exemplified  in  even  a  more  impressive 
manner,  if  such  a  thing  were  possible,  than  the  example  given 
us  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  after  which  the  re- 
mainder of  the  evening  was  occupied  by  short  speeches,  music, 
recitations,  refreshments,  and  a  good  time  generally.  The  time 
was  all  too  short,  and  when  the  lateness  of  the  hour  made  it 
necessary  for  us  to  part,  all  were  loth  to  say  farewell. 

November  12,  together  with  the  Grand  Patron,  Grand  Lecturer 
and  a  delegation  of  nine  members  from  Queen  Esther  Chapter,  I 
made  my  official  visit  to  Loyal  Chapter  at  Richmond.  The  work 
was  exemplified  in  an  excellent  manner,  and  after  an  address  by 
the  Grand  Lecturer,  the  Chapter  was  closed  in  ample  form,  and. 
all  repaired  to  the  banquet  hall  where  covers  were  laid  for  a  hun- 
dred. After  a  bountiful  supper,  quite  a  number  of  short,  im- 
promptu speeches  were  made,  and  then  came,  what  was  to  me 
the  crowning  act  of  the  evening,  in  the  presentation  of  this  beau- 
tiful jewel  badge  from  Loyal  Chapter,  which  will  always  remain  a 
cherished  memento  to  me,  not  only  for  its  intrinsic  worth,  but 
more  particularly  for  the  love  of  the  true  and  loyal  hearts  of  my 
own  Chapter  which  prompted  the  gift,  and  which  certainly  goes 
to  prove  the  exception  to  the  proverb,  "that  a  prophet  is  not 
without  honor,  save  in  his  own  country." 

February  i,  by  invitation  and  in  company  with  Sister  Lemon, 
Worthy  Matron  of  Loyal  Chapter,  I  made  my  official  visit  to 
Knightstown  Chapter  at  Knightstown,  and  although  several  of  the 
officers  were  new,  no  one  would  have  guessed  the  fact,  as  the 
work  was  beautifully  done,  and  entirely  without  the  aid  of  the 
Ritual,  except  in  one  or  two  instances.  After  the  Chapter  was 
closed,  we  were  conducted  to  the  banquet  hall  where  a  bountiful 
feast  was  spread,  and  to  which  all  did  ample  justice  ;  the  remain- 
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der  of  the  evening  was  spent  very  pleasantly  in  a  social  way. 
Knightstown  Chapter  is  indeed  to  be  congratulated  upon  its  beau- 
tiful Chapter  room.  Their  zeal  and  enthusiasm  for  the  Order  is 
not  any  matter  of  wonder  to  me  after  visiting  them,  and  if  they 
fail  to  attain  a  high  standard  of  excellence  it  can  not  certainly  be 
attributed  to  their  surroundings. 

February  2,  Sister  Lemon  accompanied  me  from  Knights- 
town to  Brookville,  where  I  met  with  the  Chapter,  and  assisted 
in  the  installation  of  their  officers,  after  which  short  speeches, 
social  converse,  and  refreshments  occupied  the  time,  and  a  de- 
lightful evening  was  spent.  Brookville  Chapter,  although  small 
in  numbers,  is  well  officered,  and  fully  makes  up  in  zeal  for  the 
good  of  the  Order  what  they  lack  in  numbers.  Here,  as  every- 
where, my  stay  was  made  so  pleasant  that  I  am  sorry  not  to  be 
able  to  give  you  a  detailed  account  of  the  same,  as  it  was  all  so 
interesting  to  me.  I  am  sure  you  too  would  be  interested,  but 
time  and  space  forbid. 

Owing  to  absence  from  home  and  unavoidable  circumstances, 
the  foregoing  are  all  the  Chapters  which  it  has  been  my  high 
privilege  to  visit,  much  to  my  sincere  regret,  as  wherever  I  have 
gone  I  have  met  with  such  hearty  and  cordial  hospitality  that  it 
only  makes  me  realize  the  more  what  I  have  missed  in  not  being 
able  to  avail  myself  of  the  many  kind  invitations  extended  to  me 
during  the  year,  and  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  pub- 
licly express  my  thanks  to  each  and  every  Chapter  who  have  so 
kindly  extended  the  same.  I  had  fondly  hoped  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  to  make  a  great  many  visits,  and  in  fact  I  had 
an  ambition  to  visit  every  Chapter  in  the  State,  if  such  a  thing 
were  possible,  but  alas  for  human  hopes — man  proposes,  but  the 
fates  often  decree  otherwise — and  being  deprived  of  that  pleas- 
ure I  have  tried  to  atone  in  a  measure  by  correspondence,  hav- 
ing written  several  hundred  letters  for  the  good  of  the  Order, 
but  which  really  reverted  to  my  ov/n  good  after  all,  as  the  replies 
to  the  same  have  been  a  constant  source  of  pleasure  and  profit 
to  me. 
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My  dear  sisters  and  brothers,  I  want  to  thank  you  one  and 
alliox  courtesies  extended  to  me  during  the  year,  but  especially 
tor  your  always  prompt  replies,  so  full  of  encouragement  and 
whole-souled  kindness  to  my  numerous  letters,  and  to  no  one  am 
I  more  indebted  than  to  our  ever-willing  and  untiring  Secretary, 
Brother  Smythe,  whose  many  kindnesses  and  ready  counsel  I  ap- 
preciate more  than  words  can  express. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you  most  sincerely  as  a  Grand 
Chapter,  for  the  distinguished  honor  you  conferred  upon  me  a 
year  ago,  in  electing  me  to  the  office  of  Grand  Matron,  and  to  as- 
sure you  that  it  could  have  come  to  the  lot  of  no  one  who  would 
have  appreciated  it  more.  I  entered  upon  my  duties  at  that  time, 
fully  impressed  with  the  grave  responsibility  and  important  trust 
committed  to  my  care,  and  have  endeavored  as  far  as  circum- 
stances would  permit,  to  discharge  this  duty  honestly,  impartially 
and  to  the  best  of  my  abihty,  and  wherein  I  have  failed,  I  do  as- 
sure you,  it  has  been  from  force  of  circumstances,  or  perhaps  ig- 
norance of  duty,  rather  than  inclination  or  intention,  and  around 
my  mistakes,  sins  of  omission  and  commission,  I  ask  you  to  cast 
your  broad  mantle  of  charity.  If  in  your  judgment  any  efforts  or 
acts  of  mine  are  worthy  of  commendation,  or  imitation,  or  have  in 
any  way  tended  to  advance  the  interest  of  our  beautiful  Order,  then 
your  approval  will  most  certainly  be  my  highest  compensation. 

When  I  surrender  my  emblem  of  authority,  and  the  official 
mantle  drops  from  my  shoulders,  I  do  assure  you  in  all  sincerity 
that  I  shall  carry  away  with  me  nothing  but  the  most  pleasant 
remembrances  of  the  past  year's  work,  and  my  association  with 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Order  throughout  the  State. 

"  Let  fate  do  her  worst,  there  are  relics  of  joy, 
Bright  dreams  of  the  past,  which  she  can  not  destroy; 
Which  come,  in  the  night-time  of  sorrow  and  care, 
And  bring  back  the  features  which  joy  used  to  wear. 
Long,  long  be  my  heart  with  such  memories  filled ! 
Like  the  vase  in  which  roses  have  once  been  distilled, 
You  may  break,  you  may  shatter  the  vase,  if  you  will, 
But  the  scent  of  the  roses  will  hang  round  it  still." 
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I  can  ask  or  wish  nothing  better  for  my  successor  than  the 
same  degree  of  indulgence  and  forbearance  which  you  have  at 
all  times  accorded  to  me.

Eleventh  Annual  Review. 


RFPORT  ON  CORRESPONDENCE. 

To  the  Grand  Chapter^  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  Indiana  : 

I  submit  the  following  brief  review  of  such  proceedings  of 
Grand  Chapters  as  have  come  into  my  hands : 

ARKANSAS,  1885. 

Tenth  annual  meeting  held  at  Searcy,  October  27,  1885.  The 
members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  found  the  Masonic  Hall,  in  which 
they  were  to  hold  their  meeting,  beautifully  decorated,  the  work 
of  the  Sisters  of  Searcy  Chapter  No.  5.  Out  of  forty-seven 
Chapters  thirty-eight  are  reported  as  having  sent  in  their  annual 
reports  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  but  only  eleven  were  repre- 
sented in  the  Grand  Chapter.  The  Grand  Matron  was  unable 
to  be  present  on  account  of  sickness,  and  the  Associate  Grand 
Matron  presided.  The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Matron  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter  was  introduced  and  received  with  Grand 
honors. 

The  Grand  Patron  in  his  address  reported  eleven  dispensations 
to  organize  new  Chapters,  and  the  Grand  Matron  reports  three 
more,  which  would  seem  to  indicate  an  active  and  growing  in- 
terest in  the  Order  in  Arkansas.  Although  not  present  the  Grand 
Matron  furnished  an  excellent  address,  of  considerable  length, 
giving  evidence  that  she  had  faithfully  done  her  work  and  had 
been  an  efficient  officer.  She  had  visited  a  large  number  of 
Chapters,  inspected  their  work  and  records  and  given  proper 
advice  and  instruction.

The  reports  generally  show  a  greatly  improved  condition  of 
the  Order  over  one  year  ago.  We  trust  they  are  an  earnest  of 
its  prosperity  in  the  future. 

The  report  of  the  .Grand  Secretary  shows  receipts  for  the  year 
^415.64,  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a  balance  of  ^314.26 
in  the  treasury.  The  time  for  holding  the  annual  meetings  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  was  changed  to  the  third  Tuesday  in  October. 

The  promised  report  on  correspondence  was  made  by  John  G. 
Holland,  covering  fourteen  pages:  Indiana  receiving  her  full 
share  with  favorable  mention.  The  report  is  a  good  one  so  far 
as  it  goes,  and  Brother  Holland  evidently  determined  in  the  start 
that  where  he  could  not  make  favorable  comments  he  would 
remain  silent.  A  sure  way  to  make  friends  and  keep  out  of 
trouble.

CALIFORNIA,  1885. 

One  can  not  take  up  the  annual  report  of  proceedings  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  without  receiving  a  more  enlarged  idea  of  the 
dignity,  importance  and  strength  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star.  Here  we  find  that  at  the  thirteenth  annual  meeting,  in  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  on  the  19th  of  October,  1885,  fifty-two 
Chapters  were  fully  represented  by  one  hundred  and  forty  dele- 
gates ;  fifteen  Grand  Officers  in  their  seats  and  fourteen  Past 
Grand  Ofhcers  present,  representing  a  constituency  of  over  four 
thousand  members.  The  Grand  Patron  is  the  presiding  officer 
in  this  Grand  Chapter  and  the  proceedings  occupy  four  days. 
The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  an  able  and  interesting 
paper,  covering  eleven  pages  of  the  printed  report.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron,  inchiding  as  it  does  reports 
of  ten  District  Deputies  and  her  personal  visits,  cov^ers  twenty-nine 
pages.  It  is  well  written  and  gives  a  very  complete  report  of  the 
condition  of  all  the  Chapters. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  are 
very  full  and  complete.  They  show  receipts,  ^1,648.28,  dis- 
bursements, ^1,659.00,  and  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  ^1,861.15 

Two  Chapters  working  under  dispensations  were  granted 
Charters. 

As  is  usually  the  case  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  a  large  amount  of 
business  was  transacted,  including,  again,  a  large  number  of 
amendments  to  the  Constitution.  Law-making  seems  to  be  a  sort 
of  mania  in  this  Grand  Chapter.  Two  hundred  dollars  was  ap- 
propriated to  assist  in  paying  the  expenses  of  Representatives  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  statistics  show  628  initiations;  total  membership,  4,512  ; 
being  a  net  gain  of  266. 

The  report  on  correspondence  was  submitted  by  S.  Jennie 
Mann.  The  reading  of  it  was  dispensed  with,  and  it  was  ordered 
to  be  printed  with  the  proceedings.  We  think  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter could  not  have  occupied  its  time  better  than  in  listening  to 
a  reading  of  this  report,  for  it  is  one  of  the  best  ever  presented 
to  any  Grand  Body.  No  man  could  have  done  better.  Indiana, 
for  1885,  receives  full  and  kindly  attention.  Sister  Mann  "begs 
for  enlightenment"  in  regard  to  our  ^'constituting''  Chapters,  and 
for  her  sake  we  cheerfully  impart  the  information  that  it  includes 
the  ceremonies  of  properly  organizing  a  new  Chapter  when  it 
receives  a  charter  and  installing  its  officers.  Constituting  is  to 
establish  or  to  give  formal  existence. 

Sister  Mann  is  averse  to  the  idea  that  the  Eastern  Star  is 
entirely  a  "woman's  Order,"  and  is  willing  that  the  "Brothers" 
shall  have  their  full  share  of  official  honors.  She  well  says : 
"They  started  it  for  us,  and  have  aided  us  until  we  ha\'e  strength. 
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Do  not  let  us  now  forget  the  means  by  which  we  have  reached 
our  present  acme  of  excellence."

CONNECTICUT,  1885. 

Twelfth  annual  session  held  at  Bridgeport,  October  14,  1885, 
Fourteen  Chapters  represented  by  sixty  delegates. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  appears  first,  and  covers  five 
pages.  Enough,  however,  was  presented  to  show  that  she  had 
been  an  active  and  efficient  officer. 

The  Grand  Patron  occupies  six  pages  with  his  address.  He 
had  revoked  one  charter  and  one  dispensation.  His  sugges- 
tions and  remarks  for  the  good  of  the  Order  are  good. 

Sister  Kate  L.  Tuttle,  Grand  Secretary,  was  unable  to  be  pres- 
ent, owing  to  ill  health,  but  sent  her  report,  showing  receipts 
$110.10 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a  balance  on  hand  of  $122.80 

The  meeting,  as  usual,  occupied  but  one  day,  there  being  but 
little  business  transacted. 

The  statistics  show  51  initiations;  total  membership,  i,459- 

Mrs.  Frances  R.  Martin  presented  the  report  on  correspon- 
dence, reviewing  thirteen  Grand  Chapters,  including  Indiana  for 
1885.    The  report  is  good,  abounding  in  many  good  points.

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ILLINOIS,  1885. 

Eleventh  annual  meeting  held  in  Chicago,  opening  October  6., 
1885,  and  continuing  three  days.  There  was  a  full  attendance 
of  officers  and  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  Representatives  from 
forty-two  Chapters  and  a  large  number  of  visitors. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  shows  a  large  amount  of  work 
done  by  her  during  the  past  year.  She  has  traveled  7,176  miles 
and  visited  forty-nine  Chapters  ;  has  written  646  letters  and  pos- 
tals, and  sent  sixteen  telegrams.  Appreciating  her  valuable  ser- 
vices, the  Grand  Chapter  very  promptly  reimbursed  her  for  all 
expenses  incurred,  and  at  the  proper  time  re-elected  her  as  Grand 
Matron. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  shows  that  he  had  also  been 
active  in  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  reports  five  new  Chapters 
organized.  He  had  mailed  a  circular  letter  to  over  six  hundred 
Masonic  Lodges  in  the  State  in  reference  to  the  Order,  but  this 
labor  (of  doubtful  expediency)  had  produced  no  great  results. 
With  sixty-one  working  Chapters  and  over  three  thousand  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  in  Illinois,  the  Order  can  afford  to  stand 
on  its  merits  and  not  go  out  begging. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  full  and  complete  report 
showing  receipts  $889.10,  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  a  bal- 
ance on  hand  of  $905.23.  Seven  Chapters  working  U.  D.  were 
granted  charters.  The  statistics  show  505  initiations  ;  total  mem- 
bership 3,089. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  previous  meeting  to  solicit 
subscriptions  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Masonic  Orphans' 
Home  made  their  report,  and  recommended  that  the  subscrip- 
tions of  Subordinate  Chapters  be  returned  them,  which  was  so 
ordered.  The  report  on  correspondence  by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Ashley, 
briefly  reviews  eleven  Grand  Chapters  including  Indiana.

IOWA,  1885. 

The  eighth  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Library 
Building,  at  Cedar  Rapids,  opening  June  5,  1885.  Twenty-six 
Chapters  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Patron  limits  his  address  to  one  page,  reporting 
but  one  official  act,  the  constituting  of  one  Chapter. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  exceedingly  well  written 
and  covers  eleven  pages,  one-half  of  which  are  devoted  to  visi- 
tations. We  are  pleased  to  note,  however,  that  she  reports  only 
such  matters  as  were  of  interest  to  the  Grand  Chapter.  She  re- 
ports the  organization  of  eight  new  Chapters,  and  the  re-organi- 
zation of  two  old  Macoy  Chapters.  We  again  make  the  point, 
that  the  report  of  the  organization  of  new  Chapters  should  have 
come  from  the  Grand  Patron,  as  he  only  is  authorized  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  grant  dispensations  to  or- 
ganize Chapters. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  receipts  of  S453.14, 
and  that  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  a  balance  on  hand  of  $271.87. 
The  Committee  on  Returns  of  Chapters  examined  twenty-five 
reports  and  found  only  one  correct.  There  appears  to  be  a  lack 
of  system  for  making  annual  reports,  which  might  be  easily  rem- 
edied by  providing  proper  blanks  for  them. 

The  business  transacted  was  only  of  local  interest.  Charters 
were  granted  to  nine  Chapters  working  under  dispensations. 
We  find  nothing  showing  what  became  of  the  other  Chapter  so 
working.  No  report  of  initiations  is  given,  and  no  footings  of 
the  total  membership. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  by  Eugene  B.  Dyke,  Grand 
Secretary,  and  reviews  nine  Grand  Chapters,  Indiana  for  1885 
included.  When  he  comes  to  Indiana  Brother  Dyke  says:  "  We 
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approach  this  Grand  Chapter  with  awe  and  reverence.  It 
has  so  often  and  so  unmercifully  rapped  our  fingers  that  we  shall 
touch  the  keys  but  lightly.  Like  a  Chinaman  we  like  Rice,  but 
we  don't  like  it  so  hot."  Brother  Dyke  thinks  our  report  of  last 
year,  so  far  as  concerns  Iowa,  was  written  from  a  "  critical  stand- 
point," and  that  some  of  our  criticisms  were  "  uncharitable  and 
unjust,  and  would  not  have  been  against  any  other  Grand  Matron 
than  our  own."  He  say's  further:  "Those  who  attended  the 
late  General  Grand  Chapter,  at  San  Francisco,  will  understand 
the  animus  of  the  attack."  We  can  assure  Brother  Dyke 
that  he  is  greatly  mistaken  in  this  matter.  We  were  not  at  San 
Francisco  and  have  no  interest  in  any  one's  grievances  who  were 
there,  if  they  have  any.  In  our  report  of  last  year  we  endeavored 
to  point  out  all  violations  of  constitutions  and  laws.  This  was 
done  impartially,  in  a  friendly  spirit  and  solely  for  the  good  of 
the  Order,  hoping  thereby  to  prevent  their  repetition  in  the 
future.  If  Iowa  received  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  this 
sort  of  criticism,  there  must  have  been  an  occasion  for  it  for 
which  we  were  not  responsible. 

As  before  stated,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Iowa,  the  Grand  Patron  alone  is  authorized  to  issue  dispensa- 
tions for  new  Chapters.  We  have  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  now 
before  us,  and  say  there  is  nothing  in  it  authorizing  the  Grand 
Matron  to  issue  such  a  dispensation.  It  is  true,  however,  that 
in  a  section  of  the  Constitution  defining  the  duties  of  the  Grand 
Matron,  there  is  a  clause  authorizing  her  "  to  confer  the  degree 
at  sight  on  a  sufficient  number  of  worthy  and  eligible,"  etc.,  to 
organize  a  new  Chapter.  This  authority  is  in  direct  violation  of 
the  landmarks  and  Ritual  of  the  Order,  and  hence  is  void.  A 
woman  can  not  under  any  circumstances  lawfully  confer  the 
degrees. 

In  regard  to  other  violations  of  the  Constitution  by  the  Grand 
Matron,  noticed  in  our  last  report.  Brother  Dyke  says  that  it  was 
done  "  on  the  petition  of  all  the  Chapters  but  two  in  the  State," 
and  adds,  the  power  that  makes  can  break."  This  is  the  most 
astounding  doctrine  we  have  ever  heard  enunciated  in  regard  to 
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constitutional  laws.  It  is  so  manifestly  false  that  we  will  not  waste 
time  in  discussing  it.  A  Grand  Chapter,  when  in  session,  can 
change  its  Constitution,  but  then  only  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  Constitution  itself  for  such  change  to  be  made.  For  a 
Grand  Matron,  in  vacation,  to  set  aside  any  of  its  provisions, 
which  she  has  obhgated  herself  to  see  enforced,  is  an  usurpation 
of  power  that  can  not  be  too  severely  condemned.  No.  Brother 
Dyke,  we  can  not  "  acknowledge  the  corn,"  on  so  absurd  a  prop- 
osition.

KANSAS,  1885. 

The  proceedings  of  the  ninth  annual  meeting  are  prefaced  with 
a  portrait  of  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Hepler,  Past  Grand  Matron,  and  a 
brief  sketch  of  her  connection  with  the  Order. 

Next  we  find  a  review  of  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter in  1876.  ■ 

The  ninth  annual  meeting  was  opened  in  Masonic  Temple, 
Ottawa,  March  10,  1885,  seventeen  Chapters  being  represented 
by  thirty-six  delegates,  and  a  large  number  of  Past  Officers  and 
Past  Matrons  and  Past  Patrons  present.  An  afternoon  session 
was  held,  at  which  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer  were  made,  showing  receipts  S571.06,  and  a  balance 
of  $274.91  in  the  treasury.  The  Grand  Chapter  was  then  called 
off  until  evening,  when  the  addresses  of  the  Grand  Patron  and 
Grand  Matron  were  submitted,  and  a  large  number  of  '^letters 
of  greeting"  were  read. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron,  covering  sixteen  pages,  con- 
tains many  excellent  thoughts  and  valuable  suggestions.  She  had 
visited  a  large  number  of  Chapters,  and  otherwise  had  been  active 
in  the  duties  of  her  office.    Among  her  official  acts  we  find  a  dis- 
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pensation  for  a  Chapter  to  change  the  time  of  stated  meetings. 
A  Grand  Matron  has  no  more  authority  to  set  aside  a  By-Law  of  a 
Chapter  than  the  Chapter  has  itself.  She  decided  that  an  officer 
who  has  moved  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  could  not  dimit.  We 
think  otherwise,  and  can  not  understand  how  such  an  absurd 
idea  has  ever  become  established.  It  certainly  is  not  for  the 
good  of  the  Order.  We  infer  from  her  report  that  women  are 
permitted  to  confer  the  degrees  in  Kansas.  We  regard  this  as  a 
violation  of  the  landmarks  of  the  Order. 

The  Grand  Patron  reports  the  granting  of  six  dispensations  for 
new  Chapters,  and  in  each  instance  commissioned  a  Sister  to 
organize  them,  and  thus  to  confer  degrees.  He  had  sent  a  circular 
letter  to  most  of  the  Lodges  in  the  State  in  regard  to  organizing 
Chapters,  but  little  resulted  from  it. 

Charters  were  granted  to  the  six  Chapters  working  under  dis- 
pensation. A  committee  was  appointed  "to  confer  with  the 
Masonic  Body  "  in  regard  to  establishing  an  Orphans'  Home. 

The  statistics  show  216  initiations;  total  membership  1.434. 

The  report  on  correspondence  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Myra 
Mottram,  reviewing  twelve  Grand  Chapters,  including  Indiana 
for  1884.    The  report  is  pleasantly  written  and  quite  interesting.

MASSACHUSETTS,  1885. 

Ninth  annual  meeting  held  in  Masonic  Hall,  Natick,  May  12, 
1885.  Eleven  Chapters  fully  represented.  Fifty-six  votes  in  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  two  hundred  members  of  the  Order  present. 


The  Grand  Matron  in  her  address  reports  having  visited  all  the 
active  Chapters  in  the  State,  and  had  corresponded  with  all  in- 
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active  ones.    Her  suggestions  and  recommendations  are  all  good 
and  apparently  for  the  good  of  the  Order. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  a  brief  business  document. 
He  reports  three  new  Chapters  constituted.  From  his  report  we 
infer  that  the  Grand  Patron  grants  charters  for  new  Chapters 
during  vacation  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  show 
receipts  ^127.80  and  a  balance  of  $20.43  in  the  treasury. 

The  statistics  show  124  initiations,  total  membership  999.  As 
heretofore  the  proceedings  occupied  but  one  day. 

A  brief  report  on  correspondence  was  submitted  by  Mrs.  Mary 
O.  Davis,  reviewing  eleven  Grand  Chapters,  including  Indiana 
for  1885.  Owing  to  its  length  she  was  excused  from  reading  it, 
and  it  was  ordered  to  be  printed  with  the  proceedings.

MINNESOTA. 

In  our  review  of  last  year  we  reported  that  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Minnesota,  held  in  October,  1884, 
an  adjournment  had  taken  place  without  an  election  of  officers 
and  the  transaction  of  other  business  as  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Grand  Chapter.  Thus  matters  remained  until 
April  13,  1885,  when  a  call  was  issued  by  Mrs.  H.  A.  Valentine, 
the  last  Grand  Matron,  for  a  special  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, to  be  held  May  13th  following.  No  report  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  meeting  has  come  into  our  hands,  but, we  are  in- 
formed that  at  that  time  an  election  of  officers  was  had  and  the 
general  business  of  an  annual  meeting  was  transacted.  For  this 
and  sundry  other  acts  by  him  deemed  unlawful,  the  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Patron  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  issued  an  edict 
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declaring  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Minnesota  no  longer  a  legally 
qualified  Body  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Order  in  that  juris- 
diction, and  he  ordered  all  Chapters  in  Minnesota  to  report  to 
the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  of  the  General  Grand '  Chap- 
ter. Notwithstanding  this  edict  and  order,  what  purports  to 
have  been  the  seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Minnesota  was  held  at  Zumbrota,  October  14,  1885,  at  which 
seven  Chapters  in  that  State  were  duly  represented  and  took 
part  in  the  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Patron,  elected  at  the  special 
meeting  in  May  preceding,  in  their  addresses  endeavor  to  defend 
all  previous  acts  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  disprove  the 
legaHty  of  the  action  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patron  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  had  in  reference  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Minnesota.  To  attempt  to  review  all  the  points  presented 
would  occupy  more  time  than  we  can  now  devote  to  the  subject, 
and  more  space  than  we  have  allotted  to  this  report,  and  as  the 
whole  matter  will  come  before  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in 
September  next,  we  have  concluded  to  stop  with  this  brief  pre- 
sentation of  the  condition  of  affairs  without  comments,  trusting 
that  the  wisdom  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  may  be  such  as 
will  settle  all  controversy,  and  restore  a  united  and  harmonious 
Grand  Chapter  in  this  once  prosperous  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Order. 

MISSOURI,  1885. 

Eleventh  annual  meeting  held  in  Masonic  Hall,  Moberly, 
opening  August  25,  1885,  with  eleven  Chapters  represented  by 
twenty-five  delegates,  and  a  large  number  of  Past  Patrons  and 
Past  Matrons  present. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  very  brief.  He  reports 
two  new  Chapters  organized.  The  Grand  Matron  had  more  to 
say,  and  said  it  very  pleasantly,  but  had  no  official  acts  of  im- 
portance to  report.  She  also  submitted  brief  reports  from  six 
District  Deputies,  which  are  printed  in  the  proceedings. 
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The  Grand  Secretary  reported  seventeen  Chapters  in  arrears 
two  years  or  more,  and  their  charters  were  declared  forfeited, 
and  were  ordered  to  be  stricken  from  the  roll.  A  once  large 
Grand  Chapter  is  thus  losing  a  large  portion  of  its  constituents. 
The  reports  show  receipts  $268.75,  and  a  balance  of  $188.40 
in  the  treasury.  The  statistics  show  89  initiations  ;  total  mem- 
bership 1,052.  No  business  of  special  importance  was  trans- 
acted. 

The  report  on  correspondence,  by  John  R.  Parsons,  furnishes 
some  brief  notes  concerning  twelve  Grand  Chapters,  including 
Indiana  for  1885.

NEBRASKA,  1885. 

Tenth  annual  meeting  held  in  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  city  of 
Omaha,  June  23,  1885.  Seven  Chapters  were  represented  by 
fourteen  delegates,  and  seven  Past  Grand  Officers  present.  The 
address  of  the  Grand  Patron  is  rather  despondent  in  tone,  and 
seems  to  indicate  great  indifference  on  the  part  of  Masons  of 
Nebraska  toward  the  Order.  He  reports  two  new  Chapters  or- 
ganized. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Matron  is  brief,  abounding  in  good 
words  for  the  Order,  but  she  reports  nothing  done  on  her  part  to 
promote  its  welfare.  The  great  need  of  the  Order  in  Nebraska 
seems  to  be  Uve  working  officers  at  the  head  of  it. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  nine  active  working 
Chapters  in  the  State,  but  we  regret  to  say  that  it  shows  that  only 
six  had  paid  their  annual  dues.  The  receipts  were  $97.80,  and 
the  balance  in  the  treasury  $108.22.  Initiations  and  member- 
ship not  given.  The  business  was  disposed  of  in  an  afternoon 
and  evening  session,  nothing  of  special  importance  being  trans- 
acted.   No  report  on  correspondence.

NEW  JERSEY,  1885. 

Sixteenth  annual  meeting  held  in  Odd-Fellows'  Hall,  in  the  City 
of  Patterson,  September  9,  1885.  Six  Chapters  being  all  that 
are  now  working  in  the  State,  were  represented  by  thirteen  dele- 
gates. 

The  addresses  of  the  Grand  Patron  and  Grand  Matron,  although 
brief,  show  that  they  had  been  active  in  their  respective  positions. 
They  had  together  visited  all  the  working  Chapters  in  the  State, 
and  some  of  them  several  times.  No  official  acts  of  special  im- 
portance reported. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  show  receipts  70.80,  and 
that  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  a  balance  on  hand  of  ^96.72.  The 
statistics  show  thirty-eight  initiations ;  total  membership  426, 
being  a  gain  of  nineteen. 

The  business  transacted  was  of  no  special  interest  outside  of 
that  Grand  Chapter. 

The  report  on  correspondence  was  submitted  by  Mrs.  Helena 
Van  Blarcom,  reviewing  only  seven  Grand  Chapters,  but  all  that 
she  had  been  able  to  get  hold  of.  Indiana  for  1885  was  among 
the  reviewed  and  received  favorable  notice.  The  report,  in  the 
main,  is  a  good  one,  but  we  can  not  agree  with  Sister  Van 
Blarcom  that  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  for  women  and 
by  women.'"  We  will  concede  that  it  was  designed  for  woman's 
special  benefit,  but  if  it  is  to  be  run  by  women  alone,  the  benefits 
will  be  far  less  than  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  Masons,  and 
we  will  add,  with  their  guidance.  We  are  willing  that  Sisters 
shall  have  the  general  management,  so  far  as  the  nature  of  the 
Order  will  permit,  but  without  the  help  of  the  Masonic  Brother 
the  Order  would  not  long  have  an  existence.

NEW  YORK,  1885. 

Sixteenth  annual  meeting  held  in  New  York  City,  commencing 
June  2,  1885,  with  the  full  compliment  of  Grand  Oflficers,  forty- 
six  delegates  from  twenty-five  Chapters  and  sixty  Past  Grand  Offi- 
cers, Past  Patrons  and  Past  Matrons  present. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Patron  was  short,  containing  a  con- 
cise statement  of  his  official  acts.  The  Grand  Matron  occupied 
more  space,  and  her  address  in  tone  and  force  was  of  the  highest 
order.  We  do  not  remember  having  read  a  better  one.  She 
had  officially  visited  nineteen  Chapters,  and  her  social  visits  num- 
bered nearly  two  hundred.  She  reports  a  large  number  of  special 
dispensations  for  various  purposes,  which  we  presume  to  have 
been  warranted  by  the  laws  of  her  Grand  Chapter,  although  some 
of  them  would  not  have  been  in  many  other  jurisdictions.  She 
had  informed  herself  fully  in  regard  to  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  earnestly  recommended  that  New  York  declare  allegiance 
to  it,  but  such  a  proposition  was  subsequently  laid  on  the  table. 
Addresses  were  also  submitted  by  the  Associate  Grand  Patron, 
Associate  Grand  Matron  and  Grand  Lecturer.  The  Grand  Sec- 
retary's report  shows  receipts  ^448.53,  and  the  Grand  Treasurer 
shows  a  balance  on  hand  of  $41.21. 

The  statistics  show  126  initiations,  total  membership,  1,247. 

The  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  laid  over  from  last  year, 
making  the  Grand  Matron  the  presiding  and  excutive  officer, 
after  a  lengthy  discussion  was  adopted.  New  York  is  surely  com- 
ing into  line  with  the  other  Grand  Chapters. 

A  resolution  to  join  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  "Providing 
this  jurisdiction  be  permitted  to  retain  its  own  Ritual  now  in  use, 
or  as  it  may  devise,  and  to  regulate  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
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its  own  members  in  this  State,"  was  submitted  and  laid  over  one 
year.  We  can  assure  the  mover  of  this  resolution  that  his  Grand 
Chapter  will  never  join  on  these  conditions.  The  report  on  cor- 
respondence is  signed  by  a  committee  of  three,  and  briefly  re- 
views eleven  Grand  Chapters,  Indiana  for  1885  included.  The 
points  made  are  generally  good.

VERMONT,  1885. 

.  Twelfth  annual  meeting  held  at  Putney,  June  3d  and  4th,  1885. 
At  the  hour  for  the  opening,  neither  of  the  first  four  Grand  Offi- 
cers being  present,  Past  Grand  Patron,  H.  L.  Stillson,  called  to 
order,  filled  the  vacancies  pro  te7n.  and  proceeded  to  open  the 
Grand  Chapter.  Nine  Chapters  were  duly  represented  by  seven- 
teen delegates,  and  a  number  of  Past  Ofificers  and  visitors  present. 

A  short  address  from  the  Grand  Patron  was  read,  showing  that 
he  had  done  nothing  during  his  term  of  ofifice.  The  report  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  presented  several  matters  of  interest,  and 
showed  receipts  ^117.05,  with  a  balance  of  ^105.79  in  the 
treasury. 

The  statistics  show  61  admissions;  total  membership  574. 

At  the  second  day's  session  the  Associate  Grand  Patron  was 
present  and  presided.  An  address  from  the  Grand  Matron  was 
then  read.  She  favors  making  the  Grand  Matron  the  executive 
officer,  and  also  uniting  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  but 
the  Grand  Chapter  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  make  the  changes. 

The  report  on  correspondence  was  submitted  by  Mrs.  S.  S. 
Bass,  which  was  read  and  approved,  and  is  printed  in  the  body  of 
the  proceedings.  She  pleasantly  reviews  the  ten  Grand  Chapters, 
including  Indiana  for  1884  and  1885.  Under  the  latter  she  says  : 
"The  correspondence  report  is  very  good,  and  perhaps  the  best 
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we  have  read  in  review,  as  strictly  confined  to  Chapter  affairs." 
We  may  be  pardoned  if  we  feel  a  little  proud  of  this  compliment, 
coming  as  it  does  from  our  native  State,  the  county  in  which  we 
were  born,  and  the  town  adjoining  the  one  in  which  we  were 
raised. 

A  form  of  ceremonies  for  opening  and  closing  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, after  exemplifications  were  adopted.  No  business  of  impor- 
tance transacted.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

Grand  Chapter 


Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 

OF  THE  STATE  OF  INDIANA. 


Whereas,  Every  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star,  when  legally  organized  by  a  convention  of 
delegates  from  not  less  than  five  subordinate  Chapters 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  State,  regularly  assem- 
bled, possesses  the  inherent  power  to  form  a  Constitution, 
as  the  fundamental  law  of  its  perpetual  action,  and  to  enact 
such  Rules  and  prescribe  such  Regulations  for  establishing 
subordinate  Chapters  as  will  insure  the  prosperity  thereof, 
and  promote  the  general  good  of  the  Order,  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Indiana  does  hereby  adopt,  establish,  and  pro- 
mulgate the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  its 
government,  and  does  make  and  ordain  the  following 
Rules  and  General  Regulations  for  the  government  of 
:subordin|ite  Chapters  under  its  jurisdiction: 

ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

Section  i  .  This  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order 
OF  THE  Eastern  Star  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

OF  WHOM  IT  CONSISTS. 

•Section  i .  The  Grand  Chapter  shall  consist  of  a 
Grand  Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron,  Grand  Matron, 
Associate  Grand  Matron,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treas- 
urer, Grand  Lecturer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal, 
Grand  Conductress,  Associate  Grand  Conductress,  Grand 
Adah,  Grand  Ruth,  Grand  Esther,  Grand  Martha,  Grand 
Electa,  Grand  Warder  and  Grand  Sentinel,  together  with 
the  Patrons,  Matrons  and  Associate  Matrons  (or  their 
proxies  regularly  appointed)  of  all  the  subordinate  Chap- 
ters of  this  jurisdiction,  whose  ofhcial  character  shall  be 
duly  certified  to  the  Grand  Chapter  by  the  several  Secre- 
taries of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  such  Past  Grand 
Patrons  and  Past  Grand  Matrons  as  shall  remain  in-  good 
standing  in  some  subordinate  Chapter  in  this  Grand  juris- 
diction. 

Sec.  2.  All  the  above  named  Grand  Officers  shall  be 
Sisters,  except  the  Grand  Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron 
and  Grand  Marshal;  provided,  that  the  Grand  Chaplain, 
Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Lecturer  and  Grand  Sentinel  may 
be  either  Brother  or  Sister. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  six  ofiicers  above  named  shall  be 
elected,  the  remaining  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Patron  and  Grand  Matron. 

Sec.  4.  The  foregoing  Grand  Ofiicers,  Past  Grand 
Ofiicers  and  Delegates,  only,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  and 
take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  They 
shall  have  but  one  vote  each  on  every  question,  except  the 
presiding  ofiicer,  who,  in  case  of  a  tie,  may  give  the  cast- 
ing vote ;  provided,  that  any  member  may  call  for  a  vote 
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by  Chapters,  when  each  Chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  as 
many  votes  as  it  is  entitled  to  representatives,  which  may 
be  cast  by  one  or  more  of  them. 

ARTICLE  III. 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  OFFICE. 

Section  i  .  Any  member  in  good  standing  in  a  subor- 
dinate Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  eligible  to  any 
office  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  subject  to  the  restrictions  con- 
tained in  section  two,  article  two;  provided,  that  no  one 
shall  be  elected  Grand  Patron,  Associate  Grand  Patron, 
Grand  Matron,  or  Associate  Grand  Matron,  unless  he  or 
she  be  a  Past  Patron  or  Past  Matron  of  some  subordinate 
Chapter  of  the  Order. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

POWERS  OF  THE  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

Section  i  .  This  Grand  Chapter,  being  supreme  in  all 
matters  appertaining  to  its  affairs,  has  the  sole  right  to 
superintend  and  govern  all  Chapters  of  the  Order  within 
its  jurisdiction.  It  has  power  to  grant  dispensations  and 
charters  for  forming  and  holding  new  Chapters,  and  to 
extend  or  revoke  the  same;  to  enact  rules  and  regulations, 
issue  edicts,  and  to  amend  or  repeal  the  same ;  to  discipline, 
censure,  suspend,  or  annul  Chapters  for  willful  violation  or 
infringement  of  the  Constitution,  Regulations,  or  edicts  of 
this  Grand  Chapter;  to  decide  all  appeals  from  subordinate 
Chapters,  their  officers,  or  the  officers  and  committees  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  ;  to  exercise  all  rights  of  sovereignty 
within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction,  subject  to  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  and  all  powers  not  specially  delegated  to 
subordinate  Chapters  are  inherent  in  and  reserved  to  this 
Grand  Chapter. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

TIME  OF  MEETING. 

Section  i  .  There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  beginning  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  on  the 
second  Wednesdciy  in  April,  at  such  place  as  shall  be 
agreed  upon  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand 
Matron,  or,  in  her  absence  or  disability,  by  the  Associate 
Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Patron,  at  such  time  and  place  as, 
in  his  or  her  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  Order  require; 
provided,  that  each  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be 
notified  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  such  called  meeting, 
and  no  business,  except  such  specified  in  the  call,  shall  be 
transacted  at  such  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

QUORUM. 

Section  i.  Representatives,  or  proxies  regularly  ap- 
pointed, of  five  subordinate  Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Chapter,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

representatives  and  proxies. 

Section  i  .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Patrons,  Matrons, 
and  Associate  Matrons  of  subordinate  Chapters  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  they  shall  present 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  a  certificate  from  the  Secretary, 
authenticated  by  the  seal  of  their  respective  Chapters,  of 
their  election  and  installation  into  office. 
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Sec.  2.  A  proxy  may  be  appointed  to  represent  the 
Chapter  by  either  of  the  delegates,  but  such  proxy  must  be 
a  member  of  the  Chapter  represented,  and  must  present  a 
certificate  of  such  appointment,  duly  authenticated. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS. 
GRAND  PATRON. 

Section  i.  The  Grand  Patron  shall  assist  and  advise 
the  Grand  Matron  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties.  He  has 
power  to  grant  dispensations  for  new  Chapters,  upon  proper 
application ;  provided,  no  new  Chapter  shall  be  formed  in 
any  town  or  city  where  one  or  more  Chapters  exist,  except 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Chapters  already  organ- 
ized in  said  town  or  city ;  to  delegate  authority  to  confer  the 
degrees  at  sight  upon  a  sufficient  number  of  worthy  persons 
in  towns  or  cities  where  no  Chapter  exists,  for  the  purpose 
of  organizing  a  Chapter.  He  shall  preside  whenever  called 
upon  by  the  Grand  Matron,  and,  in  the  absence  of  both  the 
Grand  Matron  and  Associate  Grand  Matron,  he  shall  call 
the  Grand  Chapter  to  order,  and  appoint  some  Past  Matron 
present  to  act  as  Grand  Matron  pro  tern. 

GRAND  MATRON. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Matron  shall  open,  preside  over,  and 
close  the  Grand  Chapter,  appoint  all  committees  not  other- 
wise specially  appointed  ;  see  that  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  Order  are  strictly  enforced,  and  that  the  officers 
faithfully  perform  their  respective  duties,  and  give  such 
instructions  and  directions  as  the  good  of  the  Order  may 
require.  She  has  power  to  convene  a  Chapter  within  this 
jurisdiction;  to  preside  therein,  to  inspect  the  proceedings,, 
and  require  conformity  to  the  laws  of  the  Order;  to  sus- 
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pend,  for  good  cause,  for  a  limited  period,  or  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  any  subordinate 
Chapter;  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  to  require  the  attendance  of,  and  information  from,  any 
grand  officer  respecting  her  or  his  office.  She  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  law  and  usage  submitted  to  her,  subject, 
however,  to  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and,  until 
such  decisions  and  opinions  are  reversed  by  the  Grand 
Chapter,  they  shall  be  in  force  and  binding  as  between  the 
parties  thereto.  During  the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
she  shall  exercise  all  its  executive  powers,  except  so  far  as 
they  are  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Patron.  She  shall 
report  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  at  each  annual  meeting,  all 
her  official  acts.  She  may  call  upon  the  Grand  Patron  to 
preside  at  any  time. 

ASSOCIATE  GRAND  PATRON. 

Sec.  3.  The  Associate  Grand  Patron  shall  assist  the 
Grand  Patron  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties;  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  his  superior  officers  and  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  in  case  of  the  death,  absence  or  disability  of  the  Grand 
Parron,  he  shall  assume  his  duties. 

A  SSOCIA  TE  GRAND  MA  TRON. 

Sec.  4.  The  Associate  Grand  Matron  shall  assist  the 
Grand  Matron  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties ;  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  her  superior  officers, 
and  in  case  of  the  death,  absence  or  disability  of  the  Grand 
Matron,  she  will  assume  her  powers  and  prerogatives,  and 
discharge  her  duties. 

GRAND  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter;  to  collect  all  moneys  due  the  Grand  Chapter, 
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and  pay  the  same  promptly  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  taking 
her  receipt  for  the  same;  to  make,  annually,  a  report  in 
writing,  or  oftener,  if  required  by  the  Grand  Matron  or 
Grand  Chapter,  of  the  amount  collected  ;  to  execute  such 
orders  as  may  be  issued  by  the  Grand  Matron  or  Grand 
Chapter,  and  to  deliver  to  his  or  her  successor  in  office  all 
books,  papers,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  in  his  or  her  possession. 

GRAND  TREASURER. 

Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys 
from  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  give  h^r  receipt 
therefor;  she  shall  pay  all  orders  from  the  moneys  on  hand 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  Grand  Chapter ;  carefully  num- 
ber and  file  all  vouchers,  and  annually,  or  oftener  if  required 
by  the  Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Chapter,  make  in  writing  a 
full  statement,  submitting  ar  the  same  time  the  books  and 
vouchers  to  the  Grand  Chapter  for  examination.  She  shall 
deliver  to  her  successor  in  ofhce  all  books,  vouchers,  papers, 
and  moneys  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  which  may  be  in  her  hands. 

GRAND  LECl^URER. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to 
attend  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
exemplify  the  work,  and  lecture  when  required.  He  shall 
be  the  custodian  of  the  work,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Patron,  receiving  no  compensation  for  his  services 
to  the  Grand  Chapter,  except  as  provided  in  article  thirteen, 
and  no  compensation  from  subordinate  Chapters,  except 
such  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  him  and  the  Chapter 
receiving  his  service. 
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REMAINING  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  8.  The  remaining  Grand  Officers  are  to  perform 
such  duties  as  are  appropriate  to  their  several  stations,  and 
such  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  Grand  Matron  or  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  All  the  officers  shall  be  elected  or  appointed 
annually,  and  installed  after  the  regular  business  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  shall  have  been  completed  ;  provided^  the 
installation  ceremonies  may  be  public  or  private,  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  No  officer  shall  offi- 
ciate in  his  station  until  he  has  been  legally  installed. 

ARTICLE  X. 

dispensations. 

Section  i.  During  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
the  Grand  Patron  may  grant  dispensations,  attested  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  for  the  formation  of  new  Chapters.  Such 
dispensation  shall  expire  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  when,  if  their  work  is  approved,  such 
Chapters  shall  receive  charters  without  additional  fee, 
except  three  dollars  for  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  No  charter  shall  be  granted  a  new  Chapter  until 
the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  proposed 
officers  are  thoroughly  qualified  to  discharge  their  duties- 
properly. 

Sec.  3.  Chapters  under  dispensation  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  chartered  Chapters,  except  to  be- 
represented  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  elect  and  install 
officers. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

REVENUE. 

Section  i  .  The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be 
derived  from  the  following  sources,  viz:  For  every  dispen- 
sation, including  three  copies  of  the  Ritual,  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Chapter  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  and  every  member  belonging  to  it  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  preceding;  and  no  Chapter 
shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Chapter 
until  such  dues  are  paid. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

Section  i  .  Each  subordinate  Chapter  shall  send  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  of 
each  year,  an  abstract  of  its  proceedings  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  next  preceding.  This  report  shall  include 
the  names  of  the  officers  last  elected  and  installed,  the 
number  initiated,  the  number  affiliated,  the  number  with- 
drawn, suspended,  expelled  and  died,  and  the  number  of 
remaining  members,  setting  out  the  names  of  each  class  in 
full  alphabetical  order,  making  a  distinction  in  sex  by  pre- 
fixing the  title  Miss  or  Mrs.  to  the  names  of  sisters. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Chapter  failing  to  make  such  reports  and 
pay  Grand  Chapter  dues  for  two  consecutive  years,  without 
furnishing  satisfactory  reasons  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  shall 
forfeit  its  charter,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  report 
such  delinquencies  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

PAY  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS  AND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

The  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  shall  receive 
from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Chapter  such  sums  as  it  may 
appropriate  for  attending  to  the  business  and  meetings  of 
the  Grand  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Grand  Chapter  shall 
perform  and  discharge  the  following  specific  duties,  to-wit : 

ox  CREDENTIALS. 

First — The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  report  the 
name  of  each  representative  and  proxy  present,  with  the 
name  and  number  of  the  Chapter  represented. 

ON  FINANCE  AND  JVAYS  AND  MEANS. 

Second — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance and  Wa}*s  and  Means  to  examine  the  books  and 
vouchers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
balance  the  same  and  report  the  actual  state  and  condition 
of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  also  to  take  into 
consideration  all  propositions  and  resolutions  affecting  its 
revenue,  which  may  be  offered;  they  shall  specifically  re- 
port thereon,  and  may  recommend  any  measure  which,  in 
their  opinion,  will  be  for  the  benefit,  financially,  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

Third — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Untin- 
ished  Business  to  examine  the  journal  of  the  previous  annual 
meeting,  and  report  all  matters  then  pending  and  undeter- 
mined. 
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ON  PAY-ROLL. 

Fourth — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Pay- 
Roll  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  due  each  repre- 
sentative and  member  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ON  JURISPRUDENCE. 

Fijth — The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  shall  carefully 
examine  all  propositions  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  Con- 
stitution, By-Laws  and  General  Regulations  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  as  well  as  all  questions  of  law  and  usage,  and 
make  report  thereon  in  writing  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ON  APPEALS  AND  GRIEVANCES. 

Sixth — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
and  Grievances  to  examine  all  matters  of  controversy  and 
grievance,  when  presented  to  them,  to  report  with  such 
recommendations  for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  as 
they  may  deem  proper. 

ON  DISPENSATIONS  AND  CHARTERS. 

Seventh — The  Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Charters 
shall  examine  the  returns  of  chartered  Chapters  and  their 
By-Laws  when  submitted  to  them,  and  shall  note  all  im- 
proper, informal  or  illegal  proceedings,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  with  their  recommendations. 
They  shall  also  examine  the  work,  records  and  By-Laws 
of  all  Chapters  under  dispensation,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Officers  granting  the  same,  note  all  matters  that 
are  improper  or  unconstitutional,  and  report  to  the  Grand 
Chapter,  with  their  recommendations. 

ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Eighth- — The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  of  Foreign  Correspondence 
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referred  to  them,  review  all  the  printed  or  written  proceed- 
ings emanating  from  other  Grand  Chapters,  and  report  to 
the  Grand  Chapter,  by  resolution  or  otherwise. 

MEETING  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

JSfint/i — The  Committees  on  Grievances,  on  Charters  and 
Dispensations,  shall  meet  on  Tuesday  preceding  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairman  and  the  Grand 
Matron,  and  report  specifically  on  all  matters  examined, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i  .  All  amendments  to  this  Constitution  must 
be  submitted  in  writing  at  an  annual  meeting,  when,  if 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  they  shall 
lie  over  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  if  adopted 
by  a  majority  vote,  they  shall  become  a  part  of  this  Con- 
stitution. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

REPEAL. 

Section  i.  The  former  Constitution  and  Rules  of 
Order  for  the  government  of  this  Grand  Chapter  are  here- 
by repealed. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOF  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF 

Thlk  Grand  Chaptkr. 

I.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the 
Grand  Matron  shall  take  the  chair  at  ten  A.  M.,  and  if  there 
is  a  constitutional  number  of  Chapters  represented,  see  that 
the  Grand  Officers  are  in  their  stations,  fill  vacancies  pro 
tern.,  and  open  the  Grand  Chapter  in  ample  form.  The 
Grand  Matron,  immediately  after  opening  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, at  each  annual  meeting,  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees,  of  not  less  than  three  members  each, 
the  first  named  to  be  chairman,  except  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  which  said  committee  shall  be 
appointed  immediately  after  the  installation  of  officers, 
and  be  required  to  submit  a  report  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Chapter:

II,  After  the  Grand  Chapter  is  opened,  the  officers, 
members  and  visitors  shall  conduct  themselves  with  that 
order  and  decorum  which  the  dignity  of  the  institution  re- 
quires ;  they  shall  pay  due  respect  to  the  presiding  officer, 
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to  whose  commands  they  shall  be  attentive  and  obedient. 
No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  or  leave  the  Grand 
Chapter  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer.

IV.  All  motions  or  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing, and  presented  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  read,  with 
the  name  of  the  mover  endorsed  thereon,  when,  upon  be- 
ing duly  seconded,  they  shall  be  submitted  for  the  consid- 
eration and  decision  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

V.  All  business  and  reports  must  be  disposed  of  before 
the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  closed,  except  such  as 
lie  over  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Chapter. 

VI.  All  reports  of  officers  and  committees  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  signed,  if  by  a  committee,  by  at  least  a  major- 
ity of  its  members. 

VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  without  permission  of  the  presiding  officer 
or  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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VIII.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, if  divisible,  and  three  may  demand  a  vote  by  yeas 
and  nays. 

IX.  No  motion  or  resolution  involving  the  expenditure 
of  money,  except  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pay-Roll, 
shall  be  adopted  until  the  same  shall  have  been  reported 
upon  by  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

X.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  reconsider,  to  refer 
to  committee,  for  the  order  of  the  day,  for  the  previous 
question,  to  call  off,  and  to  close,  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

XI.  All  motions  shall  be  seconded,  and  stated  by  the 
presiding  officer,  before  they  shall  be  open  for  debate  or 
action.  And  in  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  or  the  long- 
est time  shall  be  voted  on  first.  A  majority  vote  shall  de- 
termine all  questions,  except  as  otherwise  specifically  pro- 
vided. 

XII.  Any  member  persisting  in  the  violation  of  these 
Rules  of  Order,  after  being  called  to  order  by  the  presiding 
officer,  may  be  reprimanded,  suspended,  or  expelled  from 
the  Grand  Chapter,  at  its  discretion, 

XIII.  Parliamentary  law  not  in  conflict  with  the  forego- 
ing regulations,  shall  govern  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

XIV.  These  Regulations  shall  not  be  suspended,  except 
by  unanimous  consent,  but  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting,  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE 

Government  of  Subordinate  Chapters 

OF  THE  STATE  OF  INDIANA. 


The  following  are  the  general  rules  now  in  force  for  the 
government  of  Chapters  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

SUBORDINATE  CHAPTERS. 

Section  i  .  Every  subordinate  Chapter  must  have  a 
charter  from  this  Grand  Chapter,  or  a  dispensation  from 
the  Grand  Patron,  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  under 
the  seal  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  no  Chapter  shall  be 
deemed  legal  or  regular  without  such  charter  or  dispen- 
sation, nor  shall  Chapters  outside  this  jurisdiction  be  con- 
sidered legal  or  regular  unless  they  hold  an  unreclaimed 
dispensation  or  charter  from  a  Grand  Chapter,  having  jur- 
isdiction, or  from  the  General  Grand  Chapter;  and  all 
communications,  public  or  private,  by  Chapters  of  this  jur-  ' 
isdiction,  or  the  members  thereof,  with  such,  illegal  Chap- 
ters formed,  opened  or  holden,  or  with  any  members  of 
such  illegal  Chapters,  is  hereby  interdicted  and  forbidden. 

OFFICERS. 

Sec.  2.  The  elective  officers  of  a  Chapter  shall  consist 
of  Patron,  Matron,  Associate  Matron,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Conductress  and  Associate  Conductress,  and  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  the 
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stated  meeting  next  preceding  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
December,  anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Evangehst.  The 
appointed  officers  shall  consist  of  Adah,  Ruth,  Esther, 
Martha  Electa,  Warder  and  Sentinel,  to  which  may  be 
added  Chaplain  and  Organist,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Matron-elect.  All  the  above  named  officers  must  be 
installed  at  or  before  the  next  stated  meeting. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE. 

Sec  3.  Vacancies  in  the  elective  offices,  except  Patron, 
Matron  and  Associate  Matron,  may  be  filled  by  ballot  at  a 
stated  meeting,  the  members  having  been  summoned  for 
that  purpose.  A  vacancy  in  any  appointive  office  may  be 
filled  by  the  Matron  at  any  stated  meeting.  Vacancies  in 
the  first  three  offices  can  only  be  filled  by  dispensation  of 
the  Grand  Matron,  the  members  being  summoned  for  that 
purpose. 

TO  OPEN  A  CHAPTER. 

Sec.  4.  The  presence  of  the  dispensation  or  charter, 
one  of  the  first  three  officers,  and  six  other  members,  are 
indispensable  to  open  a  Chapter  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  a 
Chapter  within  this  jurisdiction,  by  initiation  or  affiliation, 
but  affiliated  Master  Masons,  their  mothers,  wives,  sisters, 
daughters  and  widows.  Daughters  and  sisters  must  be  at 
least  eighteen  years  of  age.  No  person  shall  be  a  member 
of  more  than  one  Chapter;  Provided,  that  any  Chapter 
may  elect  to  honorary  membership  therein  any  affiiliated 
member  of  another  Chapter ;  nor  shall  any  member  be 
permitted  to  withdraw  from  a  Chapter  until  all  dues  and 
indebtedness  are  paid  or  remitted. 
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FEES. 

Sec.  6.  No  Chapter  shall  confer  the  degrees  for  a  less 
sum  than  two  dollars,  which  amount  shall  accompany  the 
petition. 

PETITIONS. 

Sec.  7.  All  petitions  for  initiation  or  membership  shall 
be  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  Chap- 
ter; which  petition  shall  be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting, 
be  referred  to  a  committee  for  investigation,  and  lay  over 
until  the  next  regular  meeting,  unless,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  members  present,  it  shall  be  declared  a  case  of 
emergency,  when  action  may  be  taken  thereon  immediately. 

INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Investigating  Com- 
mittee to  make  inquiry  as  to  the  character  and  standing  of 
the  petitioner,  and,  if  a  lady,  also  that  of  the  Master  Mason 
through  whom  she  claims  to  be  entitled  to  membership, 
and  make  report  thereon  in  writing ;  and  no  action  shall 
be  taken  on  any  petition  until  such  report  is  made.  A  peti- 
tion may  be  withdrawn  by  consent  of  the  Chapter,  at  writ- 
ten request  of  the  petitioner,  at  any  time  before  balloting. 

THE  BALLOT. 

Sec.  9.  A  separate  ballot  must  be  taken  on  every  peti- 
tion for  membership  or  the  degrees,  which  must  be  invio- 
lably secret,  without  debate,  and  no  inquiries  permitted  or 
statements  made,  as  to  the  character  of  any  one's  vote. 
One  or  more  negative  votes  reject  the  applicant.  In  case 
but  one  negative  vote  appears,  the  Matron  shall  order  a 
second  ballot,  which  shall  be  final.  Every  member  present 
must  vote. 
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REJECTED  APPLICANTS. 

Sec.  10.  After  an  applicant  for  initiation  or  member- 
ship shall  have  been  rejected,  the  petition  may  be  renewed 
at  the  next  stated  meeting,  but  shall  not  be  made  a  case 
of  emergency.  No  rejected  applicant  shall  be  initiated  by 
any  other  Chapter  within  three  months  after  such  rejection, 
without  the  consent  of  the  rejecting  Chapter. 

BV-LAWS. 

Sec.  I  1 ,  Every  Chapter  has  the  inherent  right  to  make 
its  own  By-Laws;  Provided,  they  do  not  conflict  with 
the  Constitution  or  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  12.  The  Patron  shall  have  general  supervision  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Chapter,  advise  with  and  assist  the  other 
ofhcers,  preside  during  the  conferring  of  the  degrees,  and 
whenever  invited  to  do  so  by  the  Matron. 

Sec.  13.  The  Matron  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Chapter,  except  when  the  degrees  are  being  conferred  ; 
see  that  the  Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations  are  strictly 
enforced;  appoint  all  committees,  and  see  that  the  officers 
faithfully  perform  all  their  duties.  She  may  call  upon  the 
Patron  to  preside  at  any  time. 

Sec.  14.  The  Associate  Matron  shall  perform  the  duties 
appertaining  to  her  ofhce,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Matron,  assume  her  duties,  powers  and  prerogatives. 

Sec.  15.  The  remaining  officers  shall  perform  the  duties 
indicated  by  their  several  titles  and  stations,  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Chapter  and  to  their  superior  officers. 
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SEAL. 

Sec.  1 6.  Every  Chapter  shall,  within  one  year  from 
the  date  of  its  charter,  procure  a  seal,  with  the  name,  num- 
ber and  location  of  the  Chapter,  and  such  other  device  as 
it  may  deem  proper,  engraved  thereon ;  and  no  document 
emanating  from  such  Chapter  shall  be  deemed  authentic 
without  the  seal  affixed. 

JURISDICTION. 

Sec.  17.  The  jurisdiction  of  Chapters,  for  all  purposes, 
shall  extend  to  a  point  geographically  halfway  between 
them ;  Provided,  that  in  towns  or  cities  where  two  or  more 
Chapters  shall  be  organized,  they  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every 
Chapter  to  take  cognizance  of  the  conduct  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Order  within  its  jurisdiction,  whether  affiliated 
or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  obedience  to  the  laws 
of  the  Order  and  maintaining  its  good  name. 

OFFENSES  AND  PENALTIES. 

Sec.  18.  Whatever  is  a  breach  of  good  morals,  con- 
trary to  the  precepts  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  or  a  violation 
of  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  is  an 
offense  against  the  principles  of  this  Order,  and  must  be 
promptly  dealt  w^ith. 

Sec.  19.  Any  member  of  the  Order  who  disobeys  the 
order  of  the  presiding  officer,  or  in  any  manner  disturbs  the 
harmony  of  the  Chapter,  must  be  held  to  a  strict  account 
therefor,  and  upon  a  repetition  of  the  offense,  suspended 
for  a  definite  time  from  the  privileges  of  the  Order. 
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Sec  20  Any  member  of  a  Chapter  who  fails  to  pay 
dues  is  subject  to  charges,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
may 'be  suspended  from  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
Order. 

Sec.  21.    The  only  penalties  recognized  are  four: 

1.  Reprimand. 

2.  Suspension  for  a  definite  time. 

3.  Suspension  indefinitely. 

4.  Expulsion. 

TRIALS. 

Sec.  22.  No  member  can  be  reprimanded,  suspended 
or  expelled,  for  any  cause  whatever,  except  upon  written 
charges  and  specifications,  and  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  trial. 

Sec.  23.  Any  affiliated  member  has  the  right  to  prefer 
charges,  but  in  no  case  can  this  right  be  extended  to  one 
who  is  not  affiliated. 

Sec.  24.  Complaints  against  a  Patron  or  Matron  for 
official  misconduct,  must  be  made  to  the  Grand  Matron, 
during  vacation,  or  the  Grand  Chapter  while  in  session. 

Sec.  25.  Charges  against  a  Patron  or  Matron  for  any 
offense  not  growing  out  of  the  discharge  of  his  or  her  official 
duties,  must  be  made  to  the  Grand  Matron,  and  if  approved 
by  her,  she  will  fix  a  time  for  trial,  and  notify  the  Chapter, 
with  a 'copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications,  and  instruct 
the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter  to  serve  a  copy  upon  the  ac- 
cused, at  which  time  she  or  her  deputy  shall  preside. 

Sec.  26.  In  all  things  relating  to  the  trial  of  a  Patron 
or  Matron  by  his  or  her  Chapter,  except  as  otherwise  speci- 
fied in  these  Rules,  the  same  proceeding  must  be  had  as  in 
the  trial  of  other  members. 
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Sec.  27.  All  charges  must  be  made  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  party  making  them,  specifying  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty the  character  of  the  accusation,  and  the  time  and 
place  of  its  commission,  including  the  names  of  witnesses. 
Jt  shall  be  presented  at  a  stated  meeting,  read  in  open 
Chapter,  and  spread  upon  the  record .  The  presiding  ofiicer 
shall  then  set  a  time  for  trial,  and  order  the  Secretary  to 
serve  upon  the  accused  a  true  copy  of  the  charges,  and 
notify  him  or  her  of  the  time  set  for  trial. 

Sec.  28.  Upon  the  trial  of  a  Sister,  at  the  request  of  a 
majority  of  the  Sisters  present,  the  Brethren  shall  retire, 
and  upon  the  trial  of  a  Brother,  at  the  request  of  a  majority 
of  the  Brethren  present,  the  Sisters  shall  retire. 

Sec.  29.  The  Secretary  may  serve  the  notice  either  in 
person  or  by  mail,  but  when  sent  by  mail  twenty  days  shall 
be  allowed  for  the  accused  to  receive  it. 

Sec.  30.  The  attendance  of  witnesses  on  either  side, 
when  they  are  members  of  the  Order,  may  be  enforced  by 
summons,  which  may  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  when 
ordered  by  the  Matron  or  Chapter. 

Sec.  31.  At  the  time  set  for  trial,  if  the  accused  fails  to 
appear  in  person  or  by  counsel,  or  has  absconded  before 
notice  is  served,  the  presiding  officer  may  continue  the  case 
to  some  future  time,  or  appoint  a  competent  member  to 
appear  for  the  accused,  and  hear  and  decide  upon  the  case 
as  though  the  accused  were  present. 

Sec.  32.  Should  the  accused  appear  and  plead  guilty 
to  the  charge  and  specifications,  no  further  evidence  is 
necessary,  and  the  Chapter  shall  at  once  proceed  to  fix  the 
penalty. 
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Sec.  33.    Any  affiliated  member  of  the  Order  may  act 
as  counsel  for  the  accused  or  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  34.    AH  charges  must  be  heard  and  decided  by 
the  Chapter;  in  no  case  can  this  be  left  to  a  committee. 

Sec.  35 .    The  accused,  when  on  trial,  can  not  be  allowed 
to  vote  on  any  question  growing  out  of  his  or  her  case. 

Sec.  36.  After  the  evidence  shall  have  been  presented,, 
and  the  prosecution  and  defendant,  by  themselves  or  coun- 
sel, have  had  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  the  defendant 
shall  retire,  and  the  chapter  shall  proceed  to  decide,  by 
taking  a  separate  ballot  upon  each  charge  and  specifica- 
tion, first,  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  as 
charged,  and  if  found  guilty  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast,  then  to  fix  the  penalty,  commencing  with  the  highest 
grade,  and  so  on  down  until  some  penalty  is  determined  on. 

Sec.  37.  Should  definite  suspension  be  decided  upon, 
the  time  must  be  fixed  upon  motion,  but  the  longest  time 
must  be  voted  upon  first. 

Sec.  38.  Should  the  Chapter  refuse  by  a  majority  vote 
to  inflict  any  penalty,  after  having  voted  on  each  grade, 
the  Secretary  shall,  within  three  days,  certify  the  fact  to  the 
Grand  Matron,  who  may  arrest  the  charter  of  the  Chapter. 

RULES  OF  EVIDENCE. 

Sec.  39.  The  rules  of  evidence  shall  be,  so  far  as  appli- 
cable, the  same  as  in  courts  of  law,  except  that  no  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  required  of  witnesses. 

Sec.  40.  When  a  witness  is  a  non-resident  and  can  not 
attend  in  person  before  the  Chapter,  his  or  her  evidence 
may  be  taken  before  a  Patron  or  Matron,  certified  by  the 
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Secretary  under  the  seal  of  the  Chapter  in  whose  juris- 
diction the  witness  may  reside,  both  the  accused  and  the 
accuser  having  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  testimony. 

Sec,  41.  The  accused  shall  be  a  competent  witness, 
but  shall  not  be  required  by  the  Chapter  to  give  evidence 
unless  he  or  she  shall  offer  to  testify. 

Sec.  42.  The  evidence  of  members  of  the  Order  who 
may  not  be  able  to  attend  the  trial,  and  of  persons  not 
members  of  the  Order,  shall  be  taken  in  writing  by  a  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  presiding  officer,  of  which  both 
parties,  if  possible,  shall  have  notice. 

Sec.  43.    At  the  time  and  place  appointed  the  com- 
^  mittee  shall  proceed  to  take  the  evidence  of  such  witnesses, 
and,  after  reading  to  each  his  or  her  evidence  in  the  case, 
request  him  or  her  to  sign  the  same.    The  evidence  thus 
taken  shall  be  read  before  the  Chapter  at  the  time  of  trial. 

Sec.  44.  All  the  evidence  given  must  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  preserved  by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  45.  The  presiding  ofhcer  shall  decide  as  to  the 
admissibility  of  any  testimony  offered,  and  all  points  of  law 
and  order  which  may  be  raised. 

EFFECT  OF  AND  WHAT  REMOVES  A  PENALTY. 

Sec.  46.  The  suspension  of  a  member  precludes,  for 
the  time  being,  all  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Order 
whatever. 

Sec.  47.  A  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion  will  be 
in  force  from  and  after  the  passage  thereof  until  reversed 
by  the  Chapter  or  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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Sec.  48.  Any  one  refusing  to  submit  to  the  penalty  of 
reprimand  is  subject  to  discipline,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  may  be  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  49.  The  expiration  of  time  for  which  a  member 
stands  suspended  restores  him  or  her  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  which  he  or  she  possessed  before  the  trial. 

Sec.  50.  The  payment  of  dues,  for  non-payment  of 
which  a  member  was  suspended,  restores  him  or  her  to  full 
membership ;  but  to  restore  to  that  condition  a  member 
who  has  been  suspended  or  expelled  for  any  other  cause 
shall  require  a  petition  for  restoration,  received  at  a  previous 
stated  meeting,  which  must  have  been  referred  to  and 
reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  investigation,  when  it  shall 
require  a  majority  vote  to  restore  one  suspended,  and  a 
unanimous  vote  one  who  has  been  expelled. 

Sec.  51.  A  Chapter  may  remit  the  dues  of  a  member 
for  non-payment  of  which  he  or  she  was  suspended,  and 
thereby  restore  him  or  her  to  membership. 

Sec.  52.  Any  member  who  has  been  expelled  or  inde- 
finitely suspended,  may  be  restored  to  membership  by  the 
Chapter  pronouncing  the  sentence ;  or,  if  said  Chapter  has 
ceased  to  exist,  then  by  the  Chapter  in  whose  jurisdiction 
he  or  she  resides. 

NEW  TRIALS. 

Sec.  53.  A  new  trial  may  be  granted  by  the  Chapter 
that  tried  the  cause,  when  a  member  has  been  suspended 
or  expelled,  in  the  following  cases,  and  upon  the  following 
conditions : 

I.  Upon  newly  discovered  evidence,  which  would  indi- 
cate, with  reasonable  certainty,  a  change  in  the  finding  of 
the  Chapter. 
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2 .  Where  the  finding  of  a  Chapter  is  contrary  to  the 
evidence,  and  law  and  usage,  or  the  penalty  excessive. 

Sec.  54.  Application  for  a  new  trial  must  be  made  in 
writing,  and  contain  a  statement  of  the  causes  upon  which 
the  application  is  founded,  be  presented  within  ninety  days 
after  the  trial  was  had,  or  within  ninety  days  after  the  ac- 
cused is  informed  of  the  action  of  the  Chapter. 

Sec.  55.  Application  for  a  new  trial  shall  be  addressed 
to  the  Chapter,  and  in  all  cases  where  a  new  trial  is  granted, 
the  same  rules  shall  govern  as  in  the  first  instance. 

APPEALS, 

Sec.  56.  Any  member  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  decision 
of  the  Chapter  or  the  presiding  officer,  may  appeal  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  such 
decision,  by  filing  his  or  her  prayer  therefor  in  writing  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter,  stating  therein  the  error  or 
decision  appealed  from,  when  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  make  out  a  full,  true  and  complete  copy  of 
all  the  proceedings  had  and  evidence  taken  in  the  case, 
and  certify  the  same,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Secretary,  within  sixty  days  after  said  applica- 
tion is  made. 

Sec.  57.  The  Grand  Matron  or  Grand  Chapter,  on 
receipt  of  the  transcript  and  appeal,  shall  proceed  to 
examine  the  same  upon  the  papers  and  evidence  so  trans- 
mitted, and,  without  additional  testimony,  shall  decide  the 
cause  by  confirming  the  judgment  already  rendered,  or 
remanding  the  cause  for  a  new  trial,  with  instructions  how 
to  proceed ;  Provided,  that  an  appeal  will  lie  from  the 
decision  of  the  Grand  Matron  to  the  Grand  Chapter. 
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AMENDMENTS. 

Sec.  58.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  amended 
or  repealed  at  any  annual  meeting,  by  the  amendment 
being  proposed  in  writing,  referred  to,  and  reported  upon, 
by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  and  then  concurred 
in  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  59.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  subordinate 
Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to 
so  amend  their  By-Laws  as  to  conform  in  all  respects  to 
these  Regulations.
